PREFACE. 


Tus second collection of the Revenue Laws is designed, 
as was the first, chiefly for the use of the Custom-houses and 
other dependencies of the Treasury Department. It com- 
prehends, in the order of enactment, all the laws relating to 
revenue from customs, navigation, commerce, and the light- 
house system, together with the treaties with foreign powers 
in force at the time of publication. The obsolete, repealed, 
and expired laws have also been given, with a view to 
exhibit the policy of the government upon these subjects, 
and to illustrate the living law. In the very copious Index 
to the book, reference is made to all the laws on every head, 
so that the course of legislation thereon may be perceived 
at a glance; and where the effete law is not specially 
noticed, the existing rule may be readily discerned. 

The usefulness of the manual is by no means confined 
to the agents of the Treasury, since ready access to the 
law is not less beneficial to the citizen who is to obey, than 
to the officer who is to execute it. Hence, to officers of the 
navy and of the commercial marine, to importing mer- 
chants and to consuls, it will prove eminently serviceable. 
To the legislator it may also be of great utility, in tracing 
the past action of the government, with a view to direct 


its future course. 
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CONSTITUTION OF THE UNITED STATES. 


We, the people of the United States, in order to form a more perfect Union, 
establish justice, ensure domestic tranquillity, provide for the common defence, 
promote the general welfare, and secure the blessings of liberty to ourselves and 
our posterity, do ordain and establish this Constitution for the United States of 
America.

ARTICLE T. 


SECTION I. 


All legislative powers herein granted, shall be vested in a Congress of the 
United States, which shall consist of a Senate and House of Representatives. 


SECTION II. 


The House of Representatives shall be composed of members chosen every se- 
cond year by the people of the several States; and the electors.ia each State shall 
have the qualifications requisite for electors of the most numerous branch of the 
State Legislature. 

No person shall be a Representative who shall not have attained the age of 
twenty-five years, and been seven years a citizen of the United States; and who 
shall not, when elected, be an inhabitant of that State in which he shall be chos an. 

Representatives and direct taxes shall be apportioned among the several States 
which may be included within this Union, according to their respective numbers, 
which shall be determined by adding to the whole number of free persons, inclad- 
ing those bound to service for a term of years, and excluding Indians not taxed, 
three-fifths of all other persons. The actual enumeration shall be made within 
three years after the first meeting of the Congress of the United States, and within 
every subsequent term of ten years, in such manner as they shall by law direct. 
The number of Representatives shall not exceed one for every thirty thousand, 
but each State shall have at least one Representative; and until such enumeration 
shall be made, the State of New Hampshire shall be entitled to choose three ; Mas- 
sachusetts eight; Rhode Island and Providence Plantations one; Connecticul five; 
New York six; New Jersey four; Pennsylvania eight; Delaware one; Maryland 
SIX} Virginia ten; North Carolina five; South Carolina five; and Georgia three. 

When vacancies happen in the representation from any State, the executive 
authority thereof shall issue writs of election to fill such vacancies. 

The House of Representatives shall choose their Speaker and other officers, 
and shall have the sole power of impeachment. 


SECTION IIIf. 


The Senate of the United States shall be composed of two Senators from each 
State, chosen by the Legislature thereof, for six years; and each Senator shal] 
have one vote. 

Immediately after they shall be assembled in consequence of the first election, 
they shall be divided, as equally as may be, into three classes. The seats of the 
Senators of the first class, shall be vacated at the expiration of the second year, of 
the second class at the expiration of the fourth year, and of the third cla at the 
expiration of the sixth year, so that one-third may be chosen every second year; 
and if vacancies happen by resignation or otherwise, during the recess of the Le- 
gislature of any State, the Executive thereof may make temporary appointments 
until the next meeting of the legislature, which shall then fill such vacancies. 

No person shall be a Senator who shall not have attained to the age of thirty 
years, and been nine years a citizen of tne United States, and who shall not, when 
elected, be an inhabitant of that State for which he shall be chosen. 

The Vice-President of the United States shall be President of the Senate, but 
shall have no vote, unless they be equally divided. 
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The Senate shall choose their other officers, and also a President pro tempore, 
in the absence of the Vice-President, or when he shall exercise the office of Pre- 
sident of the United States. . . i 
The Senate shall have the sole power to try all impeachments. When sitting 
for that purpose, they shall be on oath or affirmation. When the President of the 
United States is tried, the Chief Justice shall preside; and no person shall be 
convicted without the concurrence of two-thirds of the members present. 
Judgment in cases of impeachment shall not extend further than to removal 
from office, and disqualification to hold and enjoy any office of honour, trust, or 
profit, under the United States ; but the party convicted shall nevertheless be lia- 
ble and subject to indictment, trial, judgment, and punishment, according to law. 


SECTION IV. 


The times, places, and manner of holding elections for Senators and Represen- 
tatives, shall be prescribed in each State by the Legislature thereof; but*the Con- 
gress may, at any time, by law, make or alter such regulations, except as to the 
places of choosing Senators. 

The Congress shall assemble at least once in every year, and such meeting shal! 
be on the first Monday in December, unless they shall by law appoint a different 


day. 
SECTION Y. 
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turned by the President within ten days (Sundays excepted) after it shall have 
been presented to him, the same shall be a law in like manner as if he had signed 
it, unless the Congress by their adjournment prevents its return, in which case it 
shall not be a law. 

Every order, resolution, or vote, to which the concurrence of the Senate and 
House of Representatives may be necessary, (except on a question of adjourn- 
ment,) shall be presented to the President of the United States; and before the 
same shall take effect, shall be approved by him, or being disapproved by him, 
shall be repassed by two-thirds of the Senate and House of Representatives, ac- 
cording to the rules and limitations prescribed in the case of a bill. 


SECTION VIII. 
The Congress shall have power— 


To lay and collect taxes, duties, imposts, and excises; to pay the debts and 
provide for the common defence and general welfare of the United States; but all 
daties, imposts, and excises, shall be uniform throughout the UnitedStates: 

To borrow money on the credit of the United States: 

To regulate commerce with foreign nations, and among the several States, and 
with the Indian tribes : 

To establish an uniform rule of naturalization, and uniform laws on the subject 
of bankruptcies throughout the United States: 

To coin money, regulate the value thereof, and of foreign coin, and fix the 
standard of weights and measures: 

To provide for the punishment of counterfeiting the securities and current coin 
of the United States: 

To establish post-offices and post roads: 

To promote the progress of science and useful arts, by securing, for limited 
times, to authors and inventors, the exclusive right to their respective writings 
and discoveries: 

To constitute tribunals inferior to the Supreme Court : 

To define and punish piracies and felonies committed on the high seas, and 
offences against the law of nations : 

To declare war, grant letters of marque and reprisal, and make rules.concern- 
ing captures on land and water: 

To raise and support armies; but no appropriation of money to that use, shall 
be for a longer term than two years: 

To provide and maintain a navy : 

To make rules for the government and regulation of the Jand and naval forces : 

To provide for calling forth the militia to execute the laws of the Union, sup- 
press insurrections, and repel invasions : 

_ To provide for organizing, arming, and disciplining the militia, and for govern- 
ing such part of them as may be employed in the service of the United States, 
reserving to the States respectively, the appointment of the officers, and the au- 
thority of training the militia according to the discipline prescribed by Congress : 

To exercise exclusive legislation in all eases whatsoever, over such district (not 
exceeding ten miles square) as may, by cession of particular States, and the ac- 
ceptance of Congress, become the seat of the Government of the United States, 
and to exercise like authority over all places purchased, by the consent of the 
Legislature of the State in which the same shall be, for the erection of forts, 
magazines, arsenals, dock-yards, and other needful buildings :—and, 

To make all Jaws which shall be necessary and proper for carrying into execu- 
tion the foregoing powers, and all other powers vested by this Constitution in the 
government of the United States, or in any department or officer thereof. 


SECTION ix. 


The migration or importation of such persons as any of the States now existing 
shall think’ proper to admit, shall not be prohibited by the Congress prior to the 
year one thousand eight hundred and eight, but a tax or duty may be imposed on 
such importation ; not exceeding ten dollars for each person. 

The privilege of the writ of habeas corpus shall not be suspended, unless when, 
in cases of rebellion or invasion, the public safety may require it. 

No bill of attainder, or ex post facto law, shall be passed. 

No capitation or other direct tax shall be Jaid, unless in proportion to the census 
or enumeration herein before directed to be taken, 
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SECTION X. 


No state shall enter into any treaty, alliance, or confederation ; grant letters “4 
marque and reprisal ; coin money; emit bills of credit; make any thing but golc 
and silver coin a tender in payment of debts ; pass any bill of attainder, ex post 
facto Jaw, or law impairing the obligation of éontracts; or grant any title of 
nobility. : : 

No State shall, without the consent of the Congress, lay any imposts or duties 
on imports or exports, except what may be absolutely necessary for executing its 
inspection laws; and the nett produce of all duties and imposts, laid by any State 
on imports or exports, shall be for the use of: the treasury of the United States, 
and all such laws shall be subject to the revision and control of the Congress. 
No State shall, without the consent of Congress, lay any duty of tonnage, keep 
troops or ships of war in time of peace, enter into any agreement or compact with 
another State, or with a foreign power, or engage in war, unless actually invaded, 
or in such imminent danger as will not admit of delay. 


ARTICLE Il. 
SECTION I. 


The Executive Power shall be vested in a President of the United States of 
America. He shall hold his office during the term of four years, and, together 
with the V ice-President, chosen for the same term, be elected as follows : 

Each State shall appoint, in such manner as the Legislature thereof may direct, 
a number of Electors, equal to the whole number of Senators and Representa- 
lives, to which the State may be entitled in the Congress. But no Senator, or 
Representative, or person holding an office of trust or profit under the United 
States, shall be appointed an Elector. 
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dent, Neither shall any person be eligible to that office, who shall not have 
attained the age of thirty-five years, and been fourteen years a resident within the 
United States. 

In case of the removal of the President from office, or of his death, resignation, 
or inability to discharge the powers and duties of the said office, the same shal! 
devolve on the Vice-President; and the Congress may, by law, provide for the 
case of removal, death, resignation, or inability, both of the President and Vice- 
President, declaring what officer shall then act as President, and such officer shall 
act accordingly, until the disability be removed, or a President shall be elected. 

The President shall, at stated times, receive for his services, a compensation, 
which shall neither be increased nor diminished, during the period for which he 
shall have been elected; and he shall not receive, within that period; any other 
emolument from the United States, or any of them. 

Before he enter on the execution of his office, he shall take the following oath 
or affirmation; 4 

‘1 do solemnly swear (or affirm) that I will faithfully execute the office of 
President of the United States; and will, to the best of my ability, preserve, 
protect, and defend the Constitution of the United States.” 


SECTION II. 


The President shall be commander-in-chief of the army and navy of the United 
States, and of the militia of the several States, when called into the actual service 
of the United States. He may require the opinion, in writing, of the principal 
officer in each of the executive departments, upon any subject relative to the duties 
of their respective offices ; and he shall have power to grant reprieves and pardons, 
for offences against the United States, except in cases of impeachment. 

He shall have power, by and with the advice and consent of the Senate, to 
make treaties, provided two-thirds of the Senators present concur: and he shall 
nominate, and by and with the advice and consent of the Senate, shall appoint 
Ambassadors, other public Ministers and Consuls, Judges of the Supreme Court, 
and all other officers of the United States, whose appointments are not herein 
otherwise provided for, and which shall be established by law. But the Con- 
gress may, by law, vest the appointment of such inferior officers, as they shall 
think proper, in the President alone, in the courts of law, or in the heads of 
departments. 

The President shall have power to fill up all vacancies that may happen, during 
the recess of the Senate, by granting commissions, which shall expire at the end 
of their next session. 


SECTION 





Iit. 


He shall, from time to time, give to the Congress, information of the state of 
the Union ; and recommend to their consideration such measures as he shall judge 
necessary and expedient. He may, on extraordinary occasions, convene both 
Houses, or either of them, and, in case of disagreement between them, with 
respect to the time of adjournment, he may adjourn them to such time as he shall 
think proper. He shall receive Ambassadors and other public Ministers. He 
shall take care that the laws be faithfully executed ; and shall commission all the 
officers of the United States. 


SECTION IV. 


The President, Vice-President, and all civil officers of the United States, shall 
be removed from office, on impeachment for, and conviction of, treason, bribery, 
or other high crimes and misdemeanors, 
ARTICLE III, 


SECTION 





I. 


The Judicial Power of the United States shall be vested in one Supreme Court, 
and in such Inferior Courts as the Congress may, from time to time, ordain and 
establish. The Judges, both of the Supreme and Inferior Courts, shall hold their 
offices during good behaviour; and shall, at stated times, receive for their ser- 
vices, a compensation, which shall ‘not be diminished during their continuance 
in office. 
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SECTION Il. 
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The trial of all crimes, except in cases of impeachment, shall be by jury: and 
such trial shall be held in the State where the said crimes shall have been com- 
titted ; but when not committed within any State, the trial shal! be at such place 
or places as the Congress may by law have directed. 


SECTION ILI. 


Treason against the United States shall consist only in levying war against 
them, or in adhering to their enemies, giving them aid and comfort. No person 
shall be convicted of treason, unless on the testimony of two witnesses to the 
Same overt act, or on confession in open court. 

The Congress shall have power to declare the punishment of treason; but no 
attainder of treason shall work corruption of blood, or forfeiture, except during 
the life of the person attainted. 


ARTICLE IV. 
SECTION fr. 


Full faith and credit shall be given, in each State, to the public acts, records, 
and judicial proceedings of every other State, And the Congress may by general 
laws prescribe the manner in which such acts, records, and proceedings shall be 
proved, and the effect thereof, . 
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plication of the Legislatnre, or of the Executive (when the Legislature cannot be 
convened) against dumestic violence. ; 


ARTICLE V. 


The Congress, whenever two-thirds of both Houses shall deem it necessary, 
shall propose amendments to this Constitution, or, on the application of the Le- 
gislatures of two-thirds of the several States, shall call a convention for proposing 
amendments, which, in either.ease, shall be valid to all intents and purposes, as 
part of this Constitution, when ratified by the Legislatures of three-fourths of the 
several States, or by Conventions in three-fourths thereof, as the one or the other 
mode of ratification may be proposed by the Congress; provided, that no amend- 
ment, which may be made prior to the year one thousand eight hundred and eight, 
shall in any manner affect the first and fourth clauses in the ninth section of the 
first article; and that no State, without its consent, shall be deprived of its equal 
suffrage in the Senate. 


ARTICLE VI. 

All debts contracted, and engagements entered into, before the adoption of this 
Constitution, shall be as valid against the United States, under this Constitution, 
as under the confederation. 

This Constitution, and the laws of the United States which shall be made 
in pursuance thereof, and all treaties made, or which shall be made, under the 
authority of the United States, shall be the supreme law of the land: and the 
Judges in every State shall be bound thereby, any thing in the Constitution or 
laws of any State to the contrary notwithstanding. 

The Senators and Representatives before mentioned, and the members of the 
several State Legislatures, and all Executive and Judicial officers, both of the 
United States and of the several States, shall be bound, by oath or affirmation, to 
Support this Constitution; but no religious test shall ever be required as a qualifi- 
cation to any office or public trust under the United States. 


ARTICLE VII. 


The ratification of the Conventions of nine States shall be sufficient for the 
establishment of this Constitution between the States so ratifying the same. 


ARTICLES, 


In Addition to, and Amendment of, the CONSTITUTION of the UNITED 
STATES of AMERICA, proposed by CONGRESS, and ratified by the Leais- 
LATURES of the several Srares, pursuant to the fifth article of the original 
Constitution. 


I. Congress shall make no law respecting an establishment of religion, or pro- 
hibiting the free exercise thereof, or abridging the freedom of speech, or of the 
press; or the right of the people peaceably to assemble, and to petition the go- 
vernment for a redress of grievances. 

I. A well-regulated militia being necessary to the security of a free State, the 
right of the people to keep and bear arms, shall not be infringed. 

Ill. No soldier shall, in time of peace, be quartered in any house, without the 
consent of the owner; nor in time of war, but in a manner to be prescribed by law. 

1V. The right of the people to be secure in their persons, houses, papers, and 
effects, against unreasonable searches and seizures, shall not be violated: and no 
warrants shall issue, but upon probable cause, supported by oath or affirmation— 
and particularly describing the place to be searched, and the persons or things to 
be seized. 

V. No person shall be held to answer for a capital or otherwise infamons crime, 
unless on a presentment or indictment by a grand jury, except in cases arising in 
the land or naval forces, or in the militia, when in actual service, in time of war, 
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: nor shall a person be subject, for the same offence, to be twice 
f life or limb; nor shall be compelled in any criminal case, to be 
himself; nor be deprived of life, liberty, or property, without 
hall private property be taken for public use, without

VI. In all criminal prosecutions, the accused shall enjoy the right to a speedy 


and public trial, by an impartial jury, of the state and district wherein the crime 
shall have been committed; which district shall have been previously ascertained 
by law}; and to be informed of the nature and cause of the accusation ; to be con- 
fronted with the witnesses against him ; to have compulsory process for obtaining 
witnesses in his favour; and to have the assistance of counsel for his defence. 
VII. In suits at common Jaw; where the value in controversies shall exceed 
twenty dollars, the right of trial by jury shall be preserved: and no fact tried by 
a jury, shall be otherwise re-examined in any court of the United States, than ac- 
cording to the rules of common law. 

Excessive bail shall not be required; nor excessive fines imposed ; nor 
cruel and unusual punishments inflicted.

§ 3. Be it enacted, §c., That it shall be the duty of the secretary of the 
treasury to provide, by contracts, which shall be approved by the president 
of the United States, for building a light house near the entrance of Chesa- 
peake bay, and for rebuilding, when necessary, and keepihg in good repair, 
the light houses, beacons, buoys, and public piers, in the several states, and 
for furnishing the'same with all necessary supplies; and also, to agree for 
the salaries, wages, or hire, of the person or persons appointed by the pre- 
sident for the superintendence and care of the same. 

§ 4. That all pilots in the bays, inlets, rivers, harbours, and ports of the 
United States, shall continue to be regulated in*conformity with the existing 
laws of the states, respectively, wherein such pilots may be, or with such 
laws as the states may respectively hereafter enact for the purpose, until 
further legislative provision shall be made by congress.

§ 1. Be it enacted, Gc. That there shall be a department of treasury, in 
which shall be the following officers, namely, a secretary of the treasury, to 
be deemed head of the department ; a comptroller, an auditor, a treasurer, a 
register, and an assistant to the secretary of the treasury, which assistant 
shall be appointed by the said secretary. : 

§ 2. That it shall be the duty of the secretary of the treasury to digest and 
prepare plans for the improvement and management of the revenue, and for 
the support of public credit; to prepare and report estimates of the public 
revenue, and the public expenditures; to ‘superintend the collection of the 
revenue; to decide on the forms of keeping and stating accounts and making 
returns, and to grant, under the limitations herein established, or to be here- 
after provided, all warrants for moneys to be issued from the treasury, in 
pursuance of appropriations by law ; to execute such services relative t the 
sale of the lands belonging to the United States, as may be by law required 
of him; to make report, and give information, to either branch of the legis- 
lature, in person or in writing, (as he may be required,) respecting all mat- 
ters referred to him by the senate or house of representatives, or which shall 
appertain to his office; and, generally, to perform all such services, relative 
to the finances, as he shall be directed to perform. 

§ 3. That it shall be the duty of the comptroller to superintend the adjust- 
ment and preservation of the public accounts; to examine all accounts set- 
tled by.the auditor, and certify the balances arising thereon to the register ; 
to countersign all warrants drawn by the secretary of the treasury, which 
shall be warranted by law; to report to the secretary the official forms of all 
papers to be issued in the different offices for collecting the public revenue, 


and the manner and form of keeping and Stating the accounts of the several 
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on the third day of every session of congress, lay before the senate and 
house of representatives, fair and accurate copies of all accounts by him, 
from time to time, rendered to, and settled with, the comptroller as aforesaid, 
‘as, also, a true and perfect account of the state of the treasury. He shall, at 
all times, submit to the secretary of the treasury, and the comptroller, or 
either of them, the inspection of the moneys in his hands; and shall, prior to 
the entering upon the duties of his office, give bond, with sufficient sureties, 
to be approved by the secretary of the treasury and comptroller, in the sum 
of one hundred and fifty thousand dollars, payable to the United States, with 
condition for the faithful performance of the duties of his office, and for the 
fidelity of the persons to be by him employed, which bond shall be lodged 
in the office of the comptroller of the treasury of the United States. 

§ 5. That it shall be the duty of the auditor to receive all public accounts, 
and, after examination, to certify the balance, and transmit the accounts, 
with the vouchers and certificate, to the comptroller, for his decision thereon: 
Provided, That if any person, whose account shall be so audited, be dis- 
satisfied therewith, he may, within six months, appeal to the comptroller 
against such settlement. 

§ 6. That it shall be the duty of the register to keep all accounts of the re- 
ceipts and expenditures of the public money, and of all debts due to or from 
the United States ; to receive from the comptroller the accounts which shall 
have been finally adjusted, and to preserve such accounts with their vouchers 
and certificates ; to record all warrants for the receipt or payment of moneys 
at the treasury, certify the same thereon, and to transmit to the secretary of 
the treasury copies of the certificates of balances of accounts adjusted as is 
herein directed. 

§ 7. That whenever the secretary shall be removed from office by the 
president of the United States, or in any other case df vacancy in the office 
of secretary, the assistant shall, during the vacancy, have the charge and 
custody of the records, books, and papers, appertaining to the said office. 

§ 8. That no person appointed to an office instituted by this act, shall, 
directly or indirectly, be concerned or interested in carrying on the business 
of trade or commerce, or be owner, in whole or in part, of any sea vessel, 
or purchase, by himself, or another in trust for him, any public lands or 
other public property, or be concerned in the purchase or disposal of any 
public securities of any state, or of the United States, or take or apply to his 
own use, any emolument or gain for negotiating or transacting any business 
in the said department, other than what shall be allowed by law; and if 
any person shall offend against any of the prohibitions of this act, he shall 
be deemed guilty of a high misdemeanor, and forfeit to the United States the 
penalty of three thousand dollars, and shall, upon conviction, be removed 
from office, and for ever thereafter incapable of holding any office under the 
United States: Provided, That if any other person than a public prosecutor 
shall give information of any such offence, upon which a prosecution and 
conviction shall be had, one half the aforesaid penalty of three thousand 
dollars, when recovered, shall be for the use of the person giving such 
information.

also, as soon as may be, transmit to the secretary of state an inventory of 
the effects of the deceased, taken as before directed. 

§ 3. The said consuls and vice-consuls, in cases where ships or vessels 
of the United States shall be stranded on the coasts of their consulates, re- 
spectively, shall, as far as the laws of the country will permit, take proper 
measures, as well for the purpose of saving the said ships or vessels, their 
cargoes, and appurtenances, as for storing and securing the effects and mer- 
chandise saved, and for taking an inventory or inventories thereof; and the 
merchandise or effects saved, with the inventory or inventories thereof, taken 
as aforesaid, shall, after deducting therefrom the expense, be delivered to the 
owner or owners: Provided, That no consul or vice-consul shall have 
authority to take possession of any such goods, wares, merchandise, or other 
property, when the master, owner, or consignee thereof, is present, or capable 
of taking possession of the same. 

§ 4. It shall and may be lawful for every consul and vice-consul of the 
United States, to take and receive the following fees of office, for the services 
which he shall have performed. 

For authenticating, under the consular seal, every protest, declaration, 
deposition, or other act, which such captains, masters, mariners, seamen, 
passengers, merchants, or others, as are citizens of the United States, may, 
respectively, choose to make, the sum of two dollars. 

For the taking into possession, inventorying, selling, and finally settling 
and paying, or transmitting, as aforesaid, the balance due on the personal 
estate left by any citizen of the United States, who shall die within the limits 
of his consulate, five per centum on the gross amount of such estate. 

For taking into possession, and otherwise proceeding on, any such estate 
which shall be delivered over to the legal representative, before a final settle- 
ment of the same, as is hereinbefore directed, two and a half per centum on 
such part delivered over as shall not be in money, and five per centum on 
the gross amount of the residue. 

And it shall be the duty of the consuls and vice-consuls of the United 
States, to give receipts for all fees which they shall receive by virtue of this 
act, expressing the particular services for which they are paid. 

§ 5. In case it be found necessary for the interest of the United States, 
that a consul or consuls be appointed to reside on the coast of Barbary, the 
president is authorized to allow an annual salary, not exceeding two thou- 
sand dollars, to each person so to be appointed: Provided, That such 
salary be not allowed to more than one consul for any one of the states on 
the said coast.

§ 6. That after the last day of May next, every ship or vessel of twenty 
tons or upwards, (other than such asvare registered) found trading between 
district and district, or between different places in the same district, or carry- 
ing on the fishery, without being enrolled and licensed, or, if less than 
twenty tons, and not less than five tons, without a license, in manner as is 
provided by this act, such ship or vessel, if laden with goods the growth or 
manufacture of the United States only, (distilled spirits only excepted) or in 
ballast, shall pay the same fees and tonnage in eyery port of the United 
States at which she may arrive, as ships or vessels not belonging to a citizen 
or citizens of the United States; and if she have on board any articles of

sugar, in casks or boxes, not more than three thousand pounds, tea, in chests 
or boxes, not more than five hundred pounds, coffee, in casks or bags, not 
more than one thousand pounds, or foreign merchandise, in packages, as 
imported, of not more value than four hundred dollars, or goods, wares, or 
merchandise; consisting of such enumerated or other articles of foreign growth 
ov manufacture, or of both, whose aggregate value shall be not more than 
eight hundred dollars, to deliver a manifest thereof, or obtain’a permit, pre- 
vious to her departure, or, on her arrival within such district, to make any 
report thereof; but such master shall be provided with a manifest, by him 
subscribed, of the lading, of what kind soever, which was on board such ship 
or vessel at the time of his departure from the district from which she last 
sailed ; and if the same, or any part of such lading, consists of distilled spirits, 
or goods, wares, or merchandise, of foreign growth or manufacture, with the 
marks and numbers of each cask, bag, box, chest, or package, containing 
the same, with the name of the shipper and consignee of each ; which mani- 
fest shall be by him exhibited, for the inspection of any officer of the revenue, 
when, by such officer, thereunto required ; and shall also inform such officer, 
from whence such ship or vessel last sailed, and how long she has been in 
port, when by him so interrogated. And if the master of such ship or ves- 
sel shall not be provided, on his arrival within any such district, with a 
manifest, and exhibit the same, as herein required, if the lading of such 
ship or vessel consist wholly of goods, the produce or manufacture of the 
United States, (distilled spirits excepted,) he shall forfeit twenty dollars ; 
or, if there be distilled spirits, or goods, wares, or merchandise, of foreign 
growth or manufacture, on board, excepting what may be sufficient for sea 
stores, he shall forfeit forty dollars; or, if he shall refuse to answer the 
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interrogatories truly, as is herein required, he shall forfeit the sum of one 
hundred dollars. ‘And if any of the goods laden on board such ship or ves- 
sel, shall be of foreign growth or manufacture, or of spirits distilled within 
the United States, so much of the same as may be found on board such ship 
or yessel, and which shall not be included in the manifest exhibited by such 
master, shall be forfeited. 

§19. That it shall and may be lawful for the collector of the district of 
Pennsylvania, to grant permits for the transportation of goods, wares, or 
merchandise, of foreign growth or manufacture, across the state of New 
Jersey, to the district of New York, or, across the state of Delaware, to any 
district in the state of Maryland or Virginia ; and for the collector of the 
district of New York, to grant like permits, for the transportation across the 
state of New Jersey; and for the collector of any district of Maryland or 
Virginia, to grant like permits, for the transportation across the state of 
Delaware, to the district of Pennsylvania: Provided, That every such per- 
mit shall express the name of the owner, or person sending such goods; and 
of the person or persons to whom such goods shall be consigned, with the 
marks, numbers, and description, of the packages, whether bale, box, chest, 
or otherwise, and the kind of goods contained therein, and the date when 
granted; and the owner, or person sending such goods, shall swear or 
affirm, that they were legally imported, and the duties thereupon paid or 
secured: And provided also, That the owner or consignee of all such goods, 
wares, and merchandise, shall, within twenty-four hours after the arrival 
thereof at the place to which they were permitted to be transported, report 
canna the district where they shall so arrive, and shall 
oes — ae mpeaying the same ; and if the owner or consignee

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be, previous to her departure ; and the master or commander of every such 
ship or vessel shall deliver like manifests, and make like entries, both of the 
ship or vessel, and of the goods, wares, or merchandise, on board, within 
the same time, and under the same penalty, as by the laws of the United 
States are provided for ships or vessels of the United States arriving from a 
foreign port.

any certified manifest, or a permit, as is provided for in this act, shall make 
monthly returns thereof, or sooner, if it can conveniently be made, to the 
collector of the district where such surveyor may reside.

And all other fees arising by virtue 
of this act, shall be received, and accounted for, by the collector, or, at his 
option, by the naval officer, where there is one, and where there is a col-

§1. Be it enacted, §c. That no citizen or citizens of the United States, 
or foreigner, or any other person coming into, or residing within, the same, 
shall, for himself or any other person whatsoever, either as master, factor, 
or owner, build, fit, equip, load, or otherwise prepare, any ship or vessel, 
within any port or place of the said United States, nor shall cause any ship 
or vessel to sail from any port or place within the same, for the purpose of 
carrying on any trade or traffic in slaves, to any foreign country ; or for the 
purpose of procuring, from any foreign kingdom, place, or @ountry, the in- 
habitants of such kingdom, place, or country, to be transported to any fo- 
reign country, port, or place, whatever, to be sold or disposed of as slaves : 
And if any ship or vessel shall be so fitted out, as aforesaid, for the said 
purpose, or shall be caused to sail, so as aforesaid, every such ship or vessel, 
her tackle, furniture, apparel, and other appurtenances, shall be forfeited to 
the United States; and shall be liable to be seized, prosecuted, and condemned, 
in any of the circuit courts or district court for the district where the said 
ae or vessel may be found and seized. 

§ 2. That all and every person, so building, fitting out, equipping, load- 
ing, or + otherwi ise preparing, or sending away, any ship or vessel, knowing, 
or intending, that the same shall be employ ed in such trade or puss, con- 
trary to the true intent and meaning of this act, or any ways aiding or abet- 
ting therein, shall, severally, forfeit and pay the sum of two y thousand dollars, 
one moiety thereof to the use of the United States, and the other moiety there- 
of to the use of him, or her, who shall sue for and prosecute the sarne. 

§ 3. That the owner, master, or factor, of each and every foreign ship 
or vessel, clearing out for any of the coasts or kingdoms of Africa, or sus- 
pected to be intended for the slave trade, and the suspicion being declared 
to the officer of the customs, by any citizen, on oath or affirmation, and such 
information being to the satisfaction of the said officer, shall first give bond, 
with sufficient sureties, to the treasurer of the United States, that none of the 
natives of Africa, or any other foreign country or place, shall be taken on 
board the said ship or vessel, to be ‘transported, or sold, as slaves, in any 
other foreign port or place whatever, within nine months thereafter. 

§ 4. That if any citizen or citizens of the United States shall, contrary to 
the true intent and meaning of this act, take on board, receive, or transport, 
any such persons, as above described, in this af, for the purpose of selling 
them as slaves, as af@resaid, he or they shall forfeit and pay, for each and 
every person so received on board, transported, or sold, as aforesaid, the 
sum of two hundred dollars, to be recovered in any court of the United 
States proper to try the same; the one moiety thereof to the use of the Uni- 
ted States, and the other moiety to the use of such person or persons who 
shall sue for and prosecute the same.

And it shall be the duty of such master, to transmit 
by post, or otherwise, every such protest made in a foreign country, to the 
nearest consul or agent, or to the minister of the United States resident in 
such country, if any such there be; preserving a duplicate of such protest,

And the 
said secretary shall be, and he is hereby, authorized, when a conformity to 
such quarantines and health laws shall require it, and in respect to vessels 
which shall be subject thereto, to prolong the terms limited for the entry of 
the same, and the report or entry of their cargoes, and to vary or dispense 
with any other regulations applicable to such reports or entries: Provided, 
That nothing herein shall enable any state to collect a duty of tonnage or

a surveyor for Petersburgh, to reside thereat ; and a surveyor for Richmond 
and Manchester, to reside at Richmond; and the authority of the officers of 
the said district shall extend over all the waters, shores, bays, harbours, and 
inlets, comprehended between Hood’s, on the southern side of James river, 
and the highest tide water on James and Apamattox rivers, and on the north- 
ern side of James river, from the highest tide water to the eastern bank of 
Chickahominy river. 

To the district of Yorktown shall be annexed West Point and Cumber- 
land, as ports of delivery only; and a collector for the district shall be ap- 
pointed, to reside at Yorktown, which shall be the sole port of entry; also 
a surveyor for the two ports of delivery, to reside at West Point; and the 
authority of the officers of the said district shall extend over all the waters, 
shores, bays, harbours, and inlets, comprehended between the point forming 
the south shore of the mouth of Rappahannock river, and the point forming 
the south shore of the mouth of York river, and thence up the said river to 
West Point, and thence, up Pamunkey and Mattapony rivers, to the highest 
navigable waters thereof. 

To the district of Tappahannock shall be annexed Urbanna, Port Royal, 
and Fredericksburgh, (including Falmouth,) as ports of delivery only ; aud 
‘a collector for the district shall be appointed, to reside at Tappahannock, 
which shall be the sole port of entry; also a surveyor for each of the ports 
of Urbanna, Port Royal, and Fredericksburgh; and the authority of the 
officers of the said district shall extend over all the waters, shores, harbours, 
bays, and inlets; comprehended between Smith’s Point, at the mouth of the 
Potowmace river, and the point forming the south shore of the mouth of Rap- 
pahannock river, and thence up the last mentioned river to the highest tide 
water thereof. 

The district of Yeocomico river, including Kinsale, shall extend from 
Smith’s Point} on the south side of Potowmac river, to Boyd’s Hole, on the 
same river, including all the waters, shores, bays, harbours, creeks, and in- 
lets, along the south shore of Potowmac river to Boyd’s Hole, aforesaid ; and 
Yeocomico, including Kinsale, shall be the sole port of entry; and a col- 
lector for the district shall be appointed, to reside on Yeocomico river. 

The district of Dumfries, including Newport, shafl extend from Boyd’s 
Hole to Cockpit Point on the south side of Potowmac river ; and a collector 
for the district shall be appointed, to reside at Dumfries, which shall be the 
sole port of entry; and the authority of the officers of this district shall ex- 
tend over all waters, shores, bays, harbours, creeks, and inlets, compre- 
hended between Boyd’s Hole and Cockpit Point, aforesaid. 
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For the district of Alexandria shall be appointed a collector and surveyor; 
to reside at Alexandria, which shall be the sole port of entry; and the au- 
thority of the officers of the said district shall extend over all the waters, 
shores, bays, harbours, creeks, and inlets, on the south side of the river Po- 
see from the last mentioned Cockpit Point, to the highest tide water of 

e said river. 

For the district of Folly Landing shall be appointed a collector, who shall 
reside at Accomack court-house, and whose authority shall extend over 
all “ waters, shores, bays, harbours, and inlets, of the county of Acco- 
mack. 

For the district of Cherrystone shall be appointed a collector, to reside at 
Cherrystone, whose authority shall extend over all the waters, shores, bays, 
harbours, and inlets, comprehended within Northampton county.

the district of Charleston shall include all the shores, inlets, and rivers, from 
Cape Romain to Combahee river, inclusive ; and the district of Beaufort shall 
include the shores, inlets, and rivers, from Combahee river to Back river, in 
Georgia, comprehending all the shores, inlets, and harbours, formed by the 
different bars and sea islands. lying within each district, respectively ; and a 
collector, naval officer, and surveyor, shall be appointed, to reside at Charles- 
ton, and a collector at each of the other ports. 

§ 14. That in the state of Georgia there shall be five districts, to wit : 
Savannah, Sunbury, Brunswick, St. Mary’s, and Hardwicke, each of which 
shall be a port of entry... The district of Savannah shall include Savannah 
river, and all the waters, shores, harbours, rivers, creeks, bays, and inlets, 
from the said river to the north point of Ossabaw island and Great Ogeeche 
rivers, inclusive; and a collector, naval officer, and surveyor, shall be ap- 
pointed for the said district, to reside at Savannah. 

The district of Sunbury shall comprehend all the waters, shores, harbours, 
rivers, creeks, bays, and inlets, south of the north point of Ossabaw island 
and Great Ogeeche river, exclusive, and north of the south point of Sapelo 
island, inclusive, except such part as is hereafter described as appertaining to 
the district of Hardwicke; and a collector for the said district shall be ap- 
pointed, to reside at Sunbury. 

The district of Brunswick shall comprehend all the waters, shores, har- 
bours, rivers, creeks, bays, and inlets, from the south point of Sapelo island, 
exclusive, to the south point of Jekyl island, inclusive; Frederica shall bea 
port of delivery only ; and a collector for the district shall be appointed, to 
reside at Brunswick. 

The district of St. Mary’s shall comprehend all the waters, shores, har- 
bours, rivers, creeks, bays, and inlets, from the south point of Jekyl island, 
exclusive, to St. Mary’s river, inclusive; and a collector for the said district 
shall be appointed, to reside at St. Mary’s. 

And in each of the said districts it shall be lawful for the collector to grant 
a permit to unlade at any port or place within the district, and to appoint, or 
put on board any ship or vessel for which a permit is granted, one or more 
inspectors, as may be necessary, for the security of the revenue. 

The district of Hardwicke shall include all the waters, shores, bays, har- 
bours, creeks, and rivers, between the south point of Ossabaw island and 
the south part of Warsaw island ; and in the said district the town of Hard- 
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wicke shall be the only port of _— = a collector for the said district 

appointed, to reside at Hardwicke. apn : 
—_ That in the state of Kentucky there shall be one district, which shall 
include all the waters, shores, and inlets, of the river Ohio and Mississippi, 
and the rivers and waters connected therewith, lying within the jurisdiction 
of the United States and the said state; and a collector shall be appointed, 
to reside at Louisville, which shall be the sole port of entry and delivery for 
the said district, of any goods, wares, and merchandise, not the growth or 
manufacture of the United States: Provided, nevertheless, That it shall be 
lawful for the president of the United States, whenever he shall judge it 
expedient, and for the interest of the United States, to establish a separate 
district, which shall include all the waters, shores, and inlets, of the river 
Mississippi, within the jurisdiction of the United States and the said state of 
Kentucky, and also the shores and waters on the south side of the river 
Ohio, from the mouth thereof to the east bank of Cumberland river, with 
the rivers and waters connected with the Mississippi and Ohio, within the 
limits aforesaid, and within the state aforesaid; and to appoint a collector, 
to reside at such port of entry and delivery as may be established within the 
same. 

§ 16. That in the state of Tennessee there shall be one district, which 
shall include all the waters, shores, and inlets, of the river Mississippi, and 
other navigable rivers and waters, lying, within the jurisdiction of the United 
States, and within the said state; and a collector shall be appointed, who 
shall reside at Palmyra, which shall be the only port of entry or delivery 
within the said district, of any goods, wares, and merchandise, not the growth 
or manufacture of the United States: Provided, nevertheless, That the pre- 
sident of the United States may, whenever he shall judge it expedient, and 
for the interest of the United States, erect the shores, waters, and inlets, of 
the river Mississippi, lying within the jurisdiction of the United States, and 
within the state of Tennessee, into a separate district, and appoint a collector, 
to reside at such port of entry and delivery as may be established within the 
same. 

§ 17. That in the territory of the United States north-west of the river 
Ohio, there shall be six districts, to wit : Erie, Detroit, Michilimackinac, 
Massac, Illinois, and Ohio. 

The district of Erie shall include all the waters, shores, and inlets, of lake 
Erie, within the jurisdiction of the United States, and the rivers and waters 
connected therewith, from the west line of the state of Pennsylvania unto the 
west bank of the Miami of lake Erie, including said river; and the president 
of the United States is authorized to establish such place, at or near San- 
dusky, or on the said river Miami, to be the port of entry, as he shall judge 
expedient, and also to establish not exceeding two other places to be ports of 
delivery only ; and a collector shall be appointed, to reside at the port of 


entry, and surveyors, to reside at such ports of deli 
! elivery a - 
lished, as aforesaid. Meat 


The inac shall include the island of that name 
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northward of the lakes Michigan and Superior, and the rivers, waters, shores, 
and lakes, connected therewith, lying within the jurisdiction of the United 
States, unto the northern and north-western boundaries thereof. And the 
president of the United States is authorized to establish such place, at or near 
Michilimackinac, to be the port of entry for the district, as he shall deem ex- 
pedient, and also to establish not exceeding three other places within the said 
district to be ports of delivery only; and a collector shall be appointed, to 
reside at the port of entry, and surveyors, to reside at the ports of delivery, 
which may be established as aforesaid. 

The district of Massac shall include the lands relinquished and ceded to 
the United States by the Indian nations, at the treaty of Greenville, in August, 
one thousand seven hundred and ninety-five, lying near the confluence of 
the rivers Ohio and Mississippi, and shall extend from thence to the mouth 
of the river Ohio, on the northern side of the said river, and up the river 
Ohio to the eastern side of the river Wabash, including the said river, with 
all the waters, shores, and inlets, connected with the rivers Ohio and Wa- 
bash, within the boundaries aforesaid. And such place, at or near fort 
Massac, as the president of the United States shall designate for that pur- 
pose, shall be the sole port of entry for the district, and a collector shall be 
appointed, to reside thereat; and it shall be lawful for the president of the 
United States, if he shall judge expedient, to establish not exceeding two 
places, at or near the river Wabash, to be ports of delivery only, and to ap- 
point surveyors, to reside thereat. 

The district of Illinois shall include all the waters, shores, and inlets, of 
the river Mississippi, above the mouth of the river Ohio, within the jurisdic- 
tion of the United States, and also the river Illinois, with the rivers, shores, 
and waters, connected therewith ; and a collector shall be appointed, to reside 
at such place as the president of the United States shall designate to be the 
port of entry, and not exceeding two surveyors, to reside at such places as 
the president shall see fit to establish as ports of delivery only. 

The district of Ohio shall include all the waters, shores, and inlets, of the 
river Ohio, on the northern side, with the rivers, shores, and waters, con- 
nected therewith, lying to the eastward of the district of Massac, as before 
described; and a collector shall be appointed, to reside at such place as the 
president of the United States shall designate, at or near the confluence of 
the Great Miami river and the river Ohio, which place shall be the sole port 
of entry or delivery for the district. 

And there shall be a district on the river Mississippi, south of the state of 
Tennessee, which shall include all the waters, shores, and inlets, of the river 
Mississippi, and other navigable rivers and waters connected therewith, lying 
within the jurisdiction of the United States and south of the said state; and 
it shall be lawful for the president of the United States to designate a proper 
place, to be the port of entry and delivery within the same, and to appoint a 
collector to reside thereat. 

And in case the appointment of the several collectors and surveyors for 
the new districts or ports established, or authorized to be established, hereby, 
shall not be made during the present session of congress, the president of the 
United States may, and he is hereby empowered to make such appointments 
during the recess of the senate, by granting commissions, which shall expire 
at the end of their next session ; but new appointments shall not be neces- 
sary to be made to any of the offices heretofore established. 

§ 18. That it shall and may be lawful* to make entry of any ship or ves- 
sel, which shall arrive from any foreiga port or place within the United

entry of such district, with his ship or vessel, and there make report and 
entry in writing, and pay, or secure to be paid, all legal duties, port fees, 
and charges, in manner provided by this act, before such ship or vessel shall 
proceed to her port of delivery ; and that any ship or vessel, bound to a 
port of delivery in any district other than those abovementioned, or to either 
of the ports of delivery abovementioned, may first proceed to her port of de- 
livery, and afterwards make report and entry within the-time by this act 
limited; and the master of every vessel, arriving from a foreign port, or 
having goods on board, of which the duties have not been paid or secured, 
and bound to any port on Connecticut river, shall take an inspector on board 
at Saybrook, before proceeding to such port; and if any master of a ship or 
vessel shall proceed to a port of delivery, contrary to the directions afore- 
said, he shall forfeit and pay five hundred dollars, to be recovered with costs 
of suit; that the master or commander of any ship or vessel, bound to any 
district in Connecticut, through or by the way of Sandy Hook, shall, before 
he pass by the port of New York, and immediately afier his arrival, de- 
posite, with the collector for the district of New York, a true manifest of the

mediately after his arrival, deposite with the collector of the port of Edenton, 
a like manifest; and the said collectors and surveyors, respectively, shall, 
after registering the manifests, transmit the same, duly certified to have 
been so deposited, to the officer with whom the entries are to be made ; and 
the said collectors and surveyors, respectively, may, whenever they judge it 
to be necessary for the security of the revenue, put an inspector of the cus- 
toms on board any ship or vessel as aforesaid, to accompany the same until 
her arrival at the first port of entry or delivery in the district to which such 
ship or vessel may be destined; and if the master or commander of any 
ship or vessel shall neglect or omit to deposite a manifest in manner afore- 
said, or shall refuse to receive an inspector of the customs on board, as the

That the sipersialleot the several districts shall provide blank cer- 
tificates, under such checks and devices as shall be prescribed by the proper 
officers of the treasury, and shall number, sign, and deliver, the same, to 
the officers who may perform the duties of inspectors of the revenue, for the 
several ports in their respective districts; which blank certificates shall be 
filled up and countersigned by the inspectors of the revenue aforesaid, who 
shall be accountable therefor to the supervisors; and the said inspectors 
shall make regular and exact entries of all certificates which shall be granted 
as aforesaid, as particularly as therein described. : 

§ 43. That the proprietor, importer, or consignee, or his or her agent, 
who may receive said certificates, shall, upon the sale or delivery of any of 
the said spirits, wines, or teas, deliver to the purchaser or purchasers thereof, 
the certificate or certificates which ought to accompany the same, on pain of 
forfeiting the sum of fifty dollars for each cask, chest, vessel, or case, with 
which such certificate shall not be delivered: And if any casks, chests, ves- 
sels, or cases, containing distilled spirits, wines, or teas, which, by the fore- 
going provisions, ought to be marked and accompanied with certificates, shall 
be found in the possession of any person unaccompanied with such marks 
and certificates, it shall be presumptive evidence that the same are liable to 
forfeiture ; and it shall be lawful for any officer of the customs, or of inspec- 
tion, to seize them as forfeited; and if, upon the trial, in consequence of such 
seizure, the owner or claimant of the spirits, wines, or teas, seized, shall 
not prove that the same were imported into the United States according to 
law, and the duties thereupon paid or secured, they shall be adjudged to be 
forfeited. 

§ 44. That on the sale of any cask, chest, vessel, or case, which has been, 
or shall be, marked pursuant to the provisions aforesaid, as containing dis- 
tilled spirits, wines, or teas, and which has been emptied of its contents, and 
prior to the delivery thereof to the purchaser, or any removal thereof, the 
marks and numbers, which shall have been set thereon, by or under the 
direction of any officer of inspection, shall be defaced and obliterated in the 
presence of some officer of inspection, or of the customs, who shall, on due 
notice being given, attend for that purpose, at which time the certificate 
which ought to accompany such cask, chest, vessel, or case, shall also be 
returned and cancelled: And every person who shall obliterate, counterfeit, 
alter, or deface, any mark or number, placed by an officer of inspection 
upon any cask, chest, vessel, or case, containing distilled spirits, wines, 
or teas, or any certificate thereof; or who shall sell, or in any way alienate 
or remove, any cask, chest, vessel, or case, which has been emptied of its 
contents, before the marks and numbers, set thereon pursuant to the pro- 
visions aforesaid, shall have been defaced, or obliterated, in presence of an 
officer of inspection, as aforesaid; or who shall neglect or refuse to deliver 
the certificate issued to accompany the cask, chest, vessel, or case, of which 
the marks and numbers shall have been defaced or obliterated in manner 
aforesaid, on being thereto required by an officer of inspection or of the cus- 
toms; shall, for each and every such offence, forfeit and pay one hundred 
dollars, with costs of suit. i 

§ 45. That in order to ascertain what articles ought to be exempt from 
duty, as the sea stores of a ship or vessel, the master, or other person having 
the charge or command of any ship or vessel, shall particularly specify the 
said articles, in the report or manifest to be by him made, designating i 
as the sea stores of such shi : : a cae 

Ship or vessel: and in the oath to be taken by such 
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master, or other person, on making such report in manner before prescribed, 
he shall declare that the articles so specified as sea stores are truly such, 
and are not intended by way of merchandise or for sale ; whereupon the 
said articles shall be free from duty. Provided always, That if it shall ap- 
pear to the collector to whom such report and manifest shall be made and 
delivered, together with the naval officer, where there is one, or alone, where 
there is none, that the quantities of the said articles, or of any part thereof, 
so reported as sea stores, are excessive, it shall be lawful for the said collect- 
or, jointly with the naval officer, or alone, as the case may be, in his or their

sum of : The condition, therefore, of this obligation is such, that if 
the above bounden — do, within six months from the date hereof, pro- 
duce, or cause to be produced, to the collector of the district of 7.) 
certificate, under the hand and seal of the collector (and naval officer, if any,) 
of the aforesaid port of , of the said articles having been actually ex- 
ported from thence, as herein set forth, subject to no drawback, bounty, or 
allowance, then this obligation to be void, and of no effect, otherwise it shall 
be and remain in full force and virtue. Sealed and delivered in the presence 
of And, upon receiving a bond as aforesaid, it shall be lawful for 
the said collector, and naval officer, where any, to grant a permit for landing 
of the said articles, in like manner as if the said certificate had been pro- 
duced ; and, in default of such certificate being produced, within the time 
limited by such bond, the collector taking the same is required and enjoined 
to enforce the payment thereof, as in the case of other bonds taken for duties 
on goods, wares, and merchandise, imported into the United States. 
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§ 49. That all oaths or affirmations to be taken, upon making of any of 
the reports or entries, or respecting any of the acts herein mentioned, biti 
by the master, or other person having the charge or command of any ship 
or vessel, or the owner or consignee of any goods, wares, or merchandise, 
his or her factor or agent, or by any other person, shall be administered by 
the ‘collector, or officer to or with whom report or entry shall be made, 
and shall be reduced to writing, and subscribed by the person swearing or 
affirming, and also by the person administering the said oaths or affirma- 
tions. And the collector, jointly with the naval officer, or alone where there 
is none, shall, according to the best of his or their judgment or information, 
make a gross estimate of the amount of the duties on the goods, wares, or 
merchandise, to which the entry of any owner or consignee, his or her factor 
or agent, shall relate, which estimate shall be endorsed upon such entry, 
and signed by the officer or officers making the same. And the amount of 
the said estimated duties having been first paid, or secured to be paid, pur- 
suant to the provisions of this act, the said collector shall, together with the 
naval officer, where there is one, or alone where there is none, grant a per- 
mit to land the goods, wares, and merchandise, whereof entry shall have 
been so made, and then, and not before, it shall be lawful to land the said 
goods; and all permits shall specify, as particularly as may be, the goods 
to be delivered, namely, the number and description of the packages, whether 
trunk, bale, chest, box, case, pipe, hogshead, barrel, keg, or any other pack- 
ages whatever, with the mark and number of each package, and, as far as 
circumstances will admit, the contents thereof, together with the names of 
the vessel and master, in which, and the place from whence, they were im- 
ported; and no goods, wares, or merchandise, shall be delivered by any 
inspector, or other officer of the customs, that shall not fully agree with the 
description thereof in such permit ; and the form of all permits, for the pur- 
poses aforesaid, and for deliveries from the public stores, shall be as follows: 
Port of To the inspectors of the port (or) the keeper of the public 
store (as the case may require.) We certify, that [insert the name of the 
actual owner, or consignee] has paid, (or) secured to be paid, (as the case 
may be,) the duties on merchandise contained in the following packages, in

§ 50. That no goods, wares, or merchandise, brought in any ship or ves- 
sel from any foreign port or place, shall be unladen or delivered from such 
ship or vessel, within the United States, but in open day, that is to say, be- 
tween the rising and setting of the sun, except by special license from the 
collector of the port, and naval officer of the same, where there is one, for 
that purpose, nor at any time without a permit from the collector, and naval 
officer, if any, for such unlading or delivery ; and if any goods, wares, or 
merchandise, shall be unladed or delivered from any such ship or vessel, 
contrary to the direction aforesaid, or any of them, the master, or person 
having the charge or command of such ship or vessel, and every other per- 
son who shall knowingly be ar . ; pe 

. 2wingly be concerned, or aiding, therein, or in removing, 
Relay wterwise securing, the said goods, wares, or merchandise, shall 
prs sae ae and severally, the sum of four hundred dollars for each 
dee Unie Sie 2 disabled from holding any office of trust or profit under 
duty of the Bathestoe ¢ r he di i reer) oo eee 

r of the district, to advertise the names of all such persons 
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in a newspaper, printed in the state in which he resides, within twenty days 
after each respective conviction ; and all goods, wares, or merchandise, so 
unladen or delivered, shall become forfeited, and may be seized by any of the 
officers of the customs ; and where the value thereof, according to the highest 
market price of the same, at the port or district where landed, shall amount 
to four hundred dollars, the vessel, tackle, apparel, and furniture, shall be 
subject to like forfeiture and seizure. 

§ 51. That no goods, wares, or merchandise, bronght in any ship or ves- 
sel, fio any foreign port or place, requiring to be weighed, gauged, or 
measured, in order to ascertain the duties thereupon, shall, without the con- 
sent of the proper officer, be removed from any wharf, or place, upon which 
the same may be landed or put, before the same shall have been so weighed, 
gauged, or measured; and, if spirits, wines, teas, or sugars, before the proof, 

or qualjty, and quantity, thereof is ascertained and marked thereon, by or 
under the direction of the proper officer for that purpose; and if any such 
goods, wares, or merchandise, shall be removed from Such wharf or place, 
unless with the consent of the proper officer had and obtained, before the 
same shall have been so weighed, gauged, or measured; and, if spirits, 
wines, teas, or sugars, before the proof, or quality, and quantity, shall have 
been so ascertained and marked, the same shall be forfeited, and may be 
seized, by any officer of the customs or inspection. 

§ 52. That all goods, wares, or merchandise, of which entry shall have 
been made incomplete, or without the specification of particulars, either for 
want of the original invoice or invoices, or for any other cause, or which 
shall have received damage during the voyage, to be ascertained by the pro- 
per officers of-the port or district in which “the said goods, wares, or mer- 
chandise, shall arrive, shall be conyeyed to some warehouse or storehouse, 
to be designated by the collector, in the parcels or packages containing the 
same, there to remain, with due and reasonable care, at the expense and 
risk of the owner or consignee, under the care of some proper officer, until 
the pariiculars, cost, or value, as the case may require, shall have been 
ascertain: d, either by the exhibition of the original invoice or invoices thereof, 
or by appraisement, at the option of the owner, importer, or consignee, in 
manner hereafter provided, and until the duties thereon shall have been paid, 
or secured to be paid, and a permit granted by the collector for the delivery 
thereof. And for the appraisement of goods, wares, and merchandise, not 
accompanied with the original invoice of their cost, or to ascertain the damage 
thereon received‘during the voyage, it shall be lawful for the collector, and, 
upon request of the party, he is required, to appoint one merchant, and the 
owner, importer, or consignee, to appoint another, who shall appraise or value 
the said goods, wares, or merchandise, accordingly ; which appraisement 
shall be superscribe od by the parties making the same, and be verified, on oath 
or affirmation, before the said collector; which oath or affirmation shall be 
in the form following, to wit: ‘* We, [insert the names of the persons] ap- 
pointed by the collec ‘oF of [here insert the name of the port or distric st] ed 
[here insert the name or names of the importer or importers] to ascertain the 
contents, and appraise the vi alue of the merchandise contained in the several 
pac kages described in the within, or annexed, entry or account, do solemnly, 
sincerely, and truly, swear (or affirm) that the several articles detailed in th 
annexed appraisement, subscribed with our names, contains a full and true 
accouut of all the merchandise whatsoever contained in the several packages 
mentioned in such entry or account, and that the several prices, by us affixed 
to each article, are, to the best of our skill and judgment, the true and actual 
value or cost thereof, at the place of exportation. So help us God.” And 
in respect to articles that have been damaged during the voyage, as afore- 
said, whether subject to a duty ad valorem, ¢ or which are chargeable with a 
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specific duty, either by number, weight, or measure, the appraisers, as afore- 
said, shall, in like manner, ascertain and certify, to what rate or per centage 
the said goods, wares, or merchandise, are damaged, and the rate or per 
centage of damage, so ascertained and certified, shall be deducted from the 
original amount subject to a duty ad valorem, or from the actual or original 
number, weight, or measure, on which specific duties would have been com- 
puted: Provided, That no allowance for the damage on any goods, wares, 
and merchandise, that have been entered, and on which the duties have been 
paid, or secured to be paid, and for which a permit has been granted to the 
owner or consignee thereof, and which may, on ‘examining the same, prove 
to be damaged, shall be made, unless proof, to ascertain such damage, shall 
be lodged in the custom-house of the port or place where such goods, wares, 
or merchandise, have been landed, within ten days after the landing of such 
merchandise. And every person who shall be appointed to ascertain the 
damage, during the voyage, of any goods, wares, or merchandise, shall take 
and subscribe an oath or affirmation, in the following form, to wit: “ We, 
[insert the names of the persons] appointed by the collector of the district of 
[insert the name of the district] and [insert the name or names of the owner 
or owners, consignee or consignees] to ascertain and appraise the damage 
sustained on merchandise imported by [insert the name or names of the im- 
porter or importers] in the [insert denomination and name of the vessel] 
whereof [insert the name] is master, from [insert the port or place from 
which imported] do solemnly, sincerely, and truly, swear, (or affirm,) that 
we have carefully examined the several packages hereafter enumerated and 
described, and find the several articles of merchandise, as particularly de- 
tailed, contained in the said packages, to have received damage, as we be- 
lieve, during the voyage of importation, and that the allowance by us made 
for such damage, is, to the best of our skill and judgment, just. So help us 
God.” 

§ 53. That it shall be lawful for the collector of any district at which any 
ship or vessel may arrive, and immediately on her first coming within such 
district, and for the surveyor of any port where such ship be, to put and keep 
on board such ship or vessel, whilst remaining within such district, or in 
going from one district to another, one or more inspectors, to examine the 
cargo, or contents, of such ship or vessel, and to superintend the delivery 
thereof, or of so much thereof as shall be delivered within the United States, 
and to perform such other duties, according to law, as they shall be directed, 
by the said collector or surveyor, to perform, for the better securing the col- 
lection of the duties : Provided, That collectors only shall have power to 
put on board ships or vessels, inspectors to go from one district to another: 
And the said inspector or inspectors shall make known, to the person having 
the charge or command of such ship or vessel, the duties he or they, is or 
are, so to perform ; and shall suffer no goods, wares, or merchandise, of any 
nature or kind whatsoever, to be landed or unladen, or otherwise taken or 
removed from such ship or vessel, without a permit, in writing, from the col- 
lector of the port, and naval officer thereof, where any, first had and granted 
for that purpose: and the inspector aforesaid shall enter, in a book, to be by 
him, or each of them, kept according to such a form as shall be prescribed 
ned shanti a collector, the name or names of the person or persons in 
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surveyor in the month of January, in every year, for his inspection, and, 
immediately after such inspection, be transmitted by the surveyor, with such 
observations as he may think necessary thereon, to the collector, to be deposited 
in his office. And it shall be the duty of the said inspector or inspectors, to 
attend to the delivery of the cargo or cargoes under their care, at all times 
when the unlading or delivery of goods, wares, and merchandise, is lawful, 
particularly from the rising till the setting of the sun, on each day, Sundays 
and the fourth day of July, in each year, excepted; for which purpose they 
shall constantly attend and remain on board the vessel or vessels, the delive- 
ries from which they are to superintend, or at any other stations where their 
inspection is necessary: And said inspector or inspectors shall not quit such 
stations or places, without the leave of the surveyor of the port first had and 
obtained for that purpose, who shall appoint another inspector (if he shall 
judge it necessary) to supply the place of such inspector or inspectors, during 
his or their absence ; and any inspector who shall neglect, or in any manver 
act contrary to the duties hereby enjoined, shall, for the first offence, forfeit 
and pay the sum of fifty dollars, and, for the second offence, shall be dis- 
placed, and be incapable of holding any station of trust or profit under the 
revenue laws of the United States, for a term not exceeding seven years. 
And no inspector or inspectors shall perform any other duties or service, on 
board any ship or vessel, the superintendence of which is committed to him 
or them, for any person or persons whatever, other than what is required by 
this act, under the penalty of being disabled from acting any longer as an 
inspector of the customs; and the wages and compensation of such inspector 
or inspectors, as may proceed from one district to another, shall be defrayed 
by the master, or person having the charge or command of the ship or vessel 
committed to his or their care; and every inspector, or other officer of the 
revenue, while performing any duty on board any ship or vessel, not in a 
port of the United States, discharging her cargo, shall be entitled to receive, 
from the master of such ship or vessel, such provisions and accommodations 
as are usually supplied to passengers, or as the state and condition of such 
ship or vessel will admit, on receiving therefor fifty cents per diem; and any 
master of any ship or vessel, who shall refuse provisions, and reasonable 
accommodations, as aforesaid, shall forfeit and pay one hundred dollars. 
§54. That it shall be lawful for all collectors, naval officers, surveyors, 
inspectors, and the officers of the revenue cutters, hereinafter mentioned, to go 
on board of ships or vessels in any port of the United’States, or within four 
leagues of the coast thereof, if bound to the United States, whether in or out 
of their respective districts, fur the purposes of demanding the manifests afore- 
said, and of examining and searching the said ships or vessels; and the said 
officers, respectively, shall have free access to the cabin, and every other part 
of a ship or vessel; and if any box, trunk, chest, cask, or other package, 
shall be found in the cabin, steerage, or foreeastle, of such ship or vessel, or 
in any other place, separate from the residue of the cargo, it shall be the duty 
of the said officer to take a particular account of every such box, trunk, chest, 
cask, or other package, and of the marks and numbers thereof, if any there 
be, and a description thereof, and if he shall judge proper, to put a seal or 
seals on every such box, trunk, chest, cask, or other package; and such an 
account and description shall be by him forwarded, without delay, to the col- 
lector of the district to which such ship or vessel is bound. And if, upon 
her arrival at the port of her entry, the boxes, trunks, chests, casks, or other 
packages, so described, or any of them, shall be missing, or if the seals put 
thereon be broken, the master or commander of such ship or vessel shall 
forfeit and pay, for every such box, trunk, chest, cask, or other package, so 
missing, or of which the seals shall be broken, the sum of two hundred dol- 
lars. And it shall also be lawful for the inspectors, who may be put on board 
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of any such ship or vessel, (and they are hereby required and enjoined so to 
do,) to secure, after sunset in each evening, or previous to their quitting the 
ship or vessel, the hatches and other communications with the hold of such 
ship or vessel, or any other part thereof he or they may judge necessary, 
with locks or other proper fastenings, which locks or other fastenings shall 
not be opened, broken, or removed, until the morning following, or after the 
rising of the sun, and in the presence of the inspector or inspectors, by whom 
the same shall have been so affixed, except by special license from the col- 
lector of the port, and naval officer thereof, if any, for that purpose first had 
and obtained. And if the said locks or other fastenings, or any of them, 
shall be broken or removed, during the night, or before the said rising of the 
sun, or without the presence of the said inspector or inspectors, or without 
such license first -had and obtained, or if any goods or packages shall be 
clandestinely landed, notice thereof shall be immediately given by the inspec- 
tor or inspectors, to the collector and naval officer of the district, port or 
place, where the vessel may be; and the master, or other person having 
the charge or command of any such ship or vessel, shall, for each or every 
of the offences aforesaid, forfeit and pay the sum of five hundred dollars. 

§ 55. That when the delivery of goods, wares, and merchandise, from on 
board of any ship or vessel, shall have been completed, copies of the accounts 
or entries, which shall have been kept or made thereof, by the officer or offi- 
cers who shall have been charged with the said deliveries, shall be returned 
to the collector of the district, and naval officer of the same, if any there be, 
within ‘three days after such delivery hath been completed, if at the port 
where such officer or officers reside, and if at any other port, as soon as the 
nature of the case will admit, not exceeding fifteen days; and the accounts 
or entries to be returned as aforesaid, shall comprise all deliveries made pur- 
suant to permits as aforesaid, and all packages or merchandise sent to the 
public stores; also, each and every package remaining on board of such 
ship or vessel, for the purpose of being exported therein, to a foreign port or 
place, or to some other district of the United States. And the returns of the 
inspectors, to be made as aforesaid, shall be according to the following form, 
namely :—Return of merchandise, unladen under my inspection, pursuant to 
permits for that purpose, from on board the [insert the names of the vessel 
and master] from [insert the port from which the vessel arrived. | 
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And the returns, to be made as aforesaid, shall be signed by the inspectors 
respectively, under whose superintendence the deliveries shall have been 
made ; and after examination, and on being found correct, said returns shall 
be countersigned or certified by the surveyor of the port, if any there be, at 
the port where the deliveries have been made; and the said returns shall be 
transmitted by him to the naval officer, if any there be, who shall compare 
the same with the manifests and entries in his possession; and if any differ. 
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ence shall appear, the particulars thereof shall be noted by endorsement on 
the said returns, and if no difference shall appear, it shall be so noted by like 
endorsements; and transmit the same to the collector of the district; and on 
being returned to the collector, it shall be by him compared with the mani- 
fests and entries of such goods, wares, or merchandise, which shall have 
been made by the owner or owners, consignee or consignees, or his or their 
factor or agent; and if any difference shall appear, the same shall be noted, 
by endorsement on such manifests, specifying the particulars thereof; and if 
no difference shall appear, it shall be noted, by like endorsement, that the 
delivery hath corresponded with the entry or entries thereof; which endorse- 
ment or memorandum shall, in each case, be subscribed by the officer by 
whom such comparison shall have been made. 

§ 56. That if, at the expiration of fifleen working days, after the time 
within which the report of the master, or person having the charge or com- 
mand of any ship or vessel, so required to be made to the collector of a dis- 
trict as aforesaid, there shall be found on board any goods, wares, and mer- 
chandise, other than shall have been reported for some other district, or some 
foreign port or place, the said inspector, or inspectors, shall take possession 
thereof: Provided, That with the consent of the owner or consignee of any 
goods, wares, or merchandise, or with the consent of the owner or master of 
the vessel, in which the same may be imported, the said goods, wares, or 
merchandise, may be taken possession of, at any time, after five days’ notice 
to the collector of the district. And all goods, wares, or merchandise, taken 
as aforesaid, shall be delivered pursuant to the order of the collector of the 
district ; for which a certificate or receipt shall be granted, in the following 
form: District of , port of . I certify, that there has been received 
into store, from on board the [insert the denomination and name of the ves- 
sel] whereof [insert the name] is master, from [insert the port or place where 
from] the following merchandise, to wit: [here enumerate the several pack- 
ages, their denominations, marks and numbers, and, if articles in bulk, the 
quantity] lodged by [insert the name] inspector, under whose care the said 
vessel was unladen. A B. And the said goods shall be kept, with due and 
reasonable care, at the charge and risk of the owner or owners thereof, for 
the term of nine months, and if, within that time, no claim be made for the 
same, the said collector shall procure an inventory of the said goods, and an 
appraisement thereof, to be made, and to be verified, on oath or affirmation, 
by two or more reputable merchants, before the said collector, and to remain 
with him; and the said collector shall afterwards cause the said goods to be 
sold at public auction (previously causing the same to be advertised, in one 
or more of the public newspapers, printed at or nearest to the port or place 
where the sale is to be, for the space of one month) and, retaining the duties 
thereon, agreeably to such inventory and appraisement, and all charges 
thereon, shall pay the overplus, if any there be, into the treasury of the 
United States, there to remain for the use of the owner or owners, who shall, 
upon due proof of his, her, or their property, be entitled to receive the same; 
for which purpose the collector shall transmit, with the said overplus, a copy 
of the inventory, appraisement, and account of sales, specifying the marks, 
numbers, and descriptions, of the packages sold, their contents, the name of 
tne vessel and master, in which, and of the port or place from whence, they 
were imported, and the time when, and the name of the person, or persons, 
to whom, the said goods were consigned in the manifest; and the receipt or 
certificate of the collector shall exonerate the master, or person having the 
charge or command of any ship or vessel, in which such goods, wares, and 
merchandise, were imported, from all claim of the owner or owners thereof: 
Provided, That nothing herein contained shall be understood to prohibit the 
sale of such quantities of goods, stored as aforesaid, as may be necessary to 
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discharge the duties thereon, at the time or times when such duties shall be- 
come due and payable. And provided, That where any entry shall have 
been duly made of such goods, the same shall not be appraised ; and that 
where such goods are of a perishable nature, they shall be sold forthwith : 
Provided further, That the said limitation of fifieen days shall not extend 
to ships or vessels laden with salt or coal ; but if the said master or owner 
of any such ship or vessel, so laden with salt or coal, requires a longer time 
to discharge her cargo, the wages, or compensation of the inspector, for every 
day’s attendance, exceeding the said fifteen days, shall be paid by the said 
master or owner; and thereupon, the collector is hereby authorized and re- 
quired to allow such longer time as, in his judgment, he may think neces- 
sary to discharge such cargo, not exceeding fifteen days. And if, by reason 
of the delivery of the cargo in several districts, more than the said term of 
fifteen working days shall, in the whole, be spent therein, the wages or com- 
pensation of the inspector or inspectors, who may be employed on board of 
any ship or vessel, in respect to which such term may be so exceeded, shall, 
for every day of such excess, be paid by the said master or owner; and it 
shall be the duty of such inspectors, previously to the clearance of such ship 
or vessel, to render an exact account to the collector, of all such compensa- 
tions as shall have been paid, or shall be due and payable, by such master 
or owner. 

§ 57. That if any package whatever, which shall have been reported as 
aforesaid, shall be wanting, and not found on board such ship or vessel, or 
if the goods, wares, and merchandise, on board such ship or vessel, shall 
otherwise not agree with the report or manifest delivered by the master, or 
other person having the charge or command of any such ship or vessel, in 
eyery such case the master, or other person having such charge or com- 
mand, shall forfeit and pay the sum of five hundred dollars: Provided, 
nevertheless, ‘That if it shall be made appear, to the satisfaction of the col- 
lector, naval! officer, and surveyor, or to the major part of them, where those 
officers are established at any port, or to the satisfaction of the collector 
alone, where neither of the said others is established, or, in case of trial for 
the said penalty, to the satisfaction of the court, that no part whatever of the 
goods, wares, or merchandise, of such ship or vessel, has been unshipped, 
landed, or unladen, since it was taken on board, except as shall have been 
specified in the said report, or manifest, and pursuant to permits as aforesaid, 
or that the said disagreement is by accident, or mistake, in such case the penalty 
aforesaid shall not be inflicted ; but in all cases as aforesaid, tne master, or 
person having charge or command of any ship or vessel, shall be required, 
and shall make a post entry or addition to the report or manifest by him 
delivered, of any and all goods, wares, or merchandise, omitted to be included 
and reported in such manifest; and it shall not be lawful to grant a permit 
to unlade any such goods, wares, or merchandise, so omitted, before such 
post entry, or addition, to such report or manifest, has been made. 

§ 58. That the following allowances shall be made for the drafts and tare 
of the articles subject to duty, by weight, on the importation and exportation 
thereof, that is to say: for draft, on any quantity of one hundred weight, or 
one hundred and twelve pounds, one pound; on any quantity above one, 
and not exceeding two, hundred weight, two pounds; on any quantity above 
two, and not exceeding three, hundred weight, three pounds; on any quan- 
tity above three, and not exceeding ten, hundred weight, four pounds; on 
any quantity above ten, and not exceeding eighteen, hundred weight, seven 
pounds ; on any quantity above eighteen hundred weight, nine pounds. For 
tare, on every whole chest of bohea tea, seventy pounds; on every half chest, 
thirty-six pounds; on every quarter chest, twenty pounds; on every chest of 
hyson, or other green, teas, the gross weight of which shall be seventy pounds 
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or upwards, twenty pounds; on every box of other tea,-not less than fifty, or 
more than seventy pounds, gross, eighteen pounds ; if eighty pounds, gross, 
twenty pounds; and from eighty pounds, gross, and upwards, twenty-two 
pounds; which tares shall include Tope, canvass, and other coverings; on all 
other boxes of tea, according to the invoice or actual weight thereof; on coffee, 
in bags, two per cent; in bales, three per cent; in casks, twelve per cent; on 
sugar, other than loaf sugar, in casks, twelve percent; in boxes, fifteen per cent; 
in bags, or mats, five per cent; on cocoa, in casks, ten percent; in bags, one 
per cent; on pimento, in casks, sixteen per cent; in bags, three per cent ; on 
cheese, in hampers or baskets, ten per cent; in boxes, twenty per cent; on can- 
dles, in boxes, eight per cent; on chocolate, in boxes, ten per cent; on cotton, 
in bales, two per cent; in seroons, six per cent; on glauber salts, in casks, 
eight per cent; on indigo, in barrels, twelve per cent; in other casks, fifteen 
per cent; in seroons, ten per cent ; in bags or mats, three per cent; on nails, 
in casks, eight per cent; on pepper, in casks, twelve per cent ; in bales, five 
per cent; in bags, two per cent; sugar candy, in boxes, ten per cent; segars, 
in casks or boxes, eighteen per cent; soap, in boxes, ten per cent; shot, in 
casks, three per cent; twine, in casks, twelve per cent; in bales, three per 
cent; on all other goods, according to the invoice thereof, or actual weight : - 
Provided always, That where the original invoices of any of the said articles 
are produced, at the time of making entry for such articles, and the tare or 
tares appear therein, it shall be lawful for the collector and naval officer, 
where there is one, if they see fit, with the consent of the importer or im- 
porters, consignee or consignees, to estimate the said tare or tares, according 
to such invoice: but if not determined at the time of entry, the tare or tares 
as above shall be granted and allowed. 

§ 59. That there be an allowance of two per cent. for leakage on the quan- 
tity which shall appear by the gauge to be contained in any cask of liquors, 
subject to duty by the gallon; and ten per cent. on all beer, ale, and porter, 
in bottles; and five per cent. on all other liquors, in bottles; to be deducted 
from the invoice quantity, in lieu of breakage; or it shall be lawful to com- 
pute the duties on the actual quantity, to be ascertained by tale, at the option 
of the importer, to be made at the time of entry. 

§ 60. That if any ship or vessel from any foreign port or place, compelled 
by distress of weather, or other necessity, shall put into any port or place of 
the United States, not being destined for the same, and if the master, or other 
person having the charge or command of any such ship or vessel, together 
with the mate or person next in command, shall, within twenty-four hours 
after her arrival, make protest, in the usual form, upon oath or affirmation, 
before a notary public, or other person duly authorized, or before the collec- 
tor of the district, where the said ship or vessel shall so arrive, who is hereby 
empowered to administer the same, setting forth the cause, or circumstance, 
of such distress or necessity, which protest, if not made before the collector, 
shall be produced to him, and to the naval officer, (if any there be,) and a 
copy thereof lodged with him or them; and the master, or other person 
aforesaid, shall also, within forty-eight hours after such arrival, make report, 
in writing, to the said collector, of the said ship or vessel, and her cargo, 
as is directed hereby to be done in other cases; and if it shall be made ap- 
pear to the said collector, by the certificate of the wardens of the port, or 
other officers usually cha rged with, aad accustomed to ascertain the condition 
of, ships or vessels arriving in distress, if any such there be, or by the certifi- 
cate of any two reputable merchants, to be named for that purpose by the 
said collector, if no such wardens, or other officers duly qualified, there be, 
that there is a necessity for unlading the said ship or vessel, the said collector 
and naval officer, (where any,) shall grant a permit for that purpose, and 
shall appoint an inspector or inspectors to oversee such unlading, who shall 
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keep an account of the same, to be compared with the report made by the 
master, or other person having the charge or command of such ship or vessel ; 
and all goods, wares, and merchandise, so unladen, shall be stored, under the 
direction of the said collector, who, upon the request of the master, or person 
having the charge or command of such ship or vessel, or of the owner or 
owners thereof, shall, together with the naval officer, where there is one, 
and alone where there is none, grant permission to dispose of such part of 
the said cargo as may be of a perishable nature, (if any there be,) or as may 
be necessary to defray the expenses attending such ship or vessel, and her 
cargo: Provided, That entry shall be made therefor, and the duties thereon, 
as in other cases, shall be first paid, or secured to be paid: And provided, 
That in case the delivery of the cargo do not agree with the report thereof, 
made by the master, or other person having the charge or command of such 
ship or vessel, and if the difference, or disagreement, be not satisfactorily 
accounted for, in manner prescribed by this act, the master, or other person 
having the charge or command of such ship or vessel, shall be liable to such 
penalties as in other like cases are by this act prescribed. And the said 
goods, warés, and merchandise, or the remainder thereof, which shall not be 
disposed of as aforesaid, may afterwards be reladen on board the said ship 
or vessel, under the inspection of the officer who superintended the landing 
thereof, or other proper person; and the said ship or vessel may proceed 
with the same to the place of her destination, free from any other charge 
than for the storing and safe keeping of the said goods, and fees to the officers 
of the customs as in other cases. 

§ 61. That the ad valorem rates of duty upon goods, wares, and mer- 
chandise, at the place of importation, shall be estimated by adding twenty 
per cent. to the actual costs thereof, if imported from the Cape of Good 
Hope, or from any place beyond the same; and ten per cent. on the actual 
cost thereof, if imported from any other place or country, including all 
charges ; commissions, outside packages, and insurance, only excepted. 
That all foreign coius and currencies shall be estimated at the following 
rates; each pound sterling of Great Britain, at four dollars and forty-four 
cents; each livre tournois of France, at eighteen and a half cents; each 
florin, or guilder of the United Netherlands, at forty cents ; each mark banco 
of Hamburgh, at thirty-three and one-third cents; each rix dollar of Den- 
mark, at one hundred cents; each rial of plate, and each rial of vellon, of 
Spain, the former at ten cents, the latter at five cents, each; each milree of 
Portugal, at one dollar and twenty-four cents ; each pound sterling of Ireland, 
at four dollars and ten cents; each tale of China, at one dollar and forty- 
eight cents ; each pagoda of India, at one dollar and ninety-four cents; each 
rupee of Bengal, at fifty-five cents and one-half; and all other denominations 
of money, in value as nearly as may be to the said rates, or the intrinsic 
value thereof, compared with money of the United States: Provided, That 
it shall be lawful for the president of the United States to cause to be estab- 
lished fit and proper regulations for estimating the duties on goods, wares, 
and merchandise, imported into the United States, in respect to which the 
original cost shall be exhibited in a depreciated currency, issued and circu- 
lated under authority of any foreign government. 

§ 62. That all duties on goods, wares, or merchandise, imported, shall be 
paid, or secured to be paid, before a permit shall be granted for landing the 
same ; and where the amount of such duty on goods imported in any ship or 
vessel, on account of one person only, or of several persons jointly interested, 
shall not exceed fifty dollars, the same shall be immediately paid; and if it 
exceed that sum, shall, at the option of the importer, or importers, be paid, 
or secured to be paid by bond, if on articles the produce of the West Indies, 
(salt excepted,) the one-half in three, and the other half in six calendar 
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months; on salt in nine calendar months; on Madeira, and all other wines, 
in twelve calendar months ; on all goods, wares, or merchandise, (other than 
wines, salt, and teas, imported from Europe, (one-third in eight, one-third in 
ten, and one-third in twelve calendar months; and all goods, wares, and 
merchandise, other than wines, salt, and teas, imported from any other place , 
than Europe and the West Indies, one-half in six months, one-quarter in: 
nine months, and the other quarter in twelve months, from the date of each. 
respective importation ; which bond or bonds shall include one or more sure- 
ties, to the satisfaction of the collector of the district where the said duties 
shall accrue; and on teas imported from China or Europe, it shall be at the 
option of the importer or importers, (to be determined at the time of making 
entry therefor,) either to secure the duties thereon, on the same terms and 
stipulations as on other goods, wares, and merchandise, imported, or to give 
his, or her, or their, bond to the collector of the district; where any such teas 
shall be landed, in double the amount of the duties thereupon, with condition 
for the payment of the said duties in two years from the date of such bond; 
which bond shall be accepted by such collector without surety, upon the 
terms following, that is to say: the teas, for the duties whereof such bond 
shall be accepted, shall be deposited, at the expense and risk of the said im- 
porter or importers, in one or more store-house, or store-houses, as the case 
may require, to be agreed upon between the said importer and the inspector, 
or other officer of inspection of the revenue, for the port where the said teas 
shall be landed; and upon every such store-house the said inspector, or offi- 
cer of inspection, shall cause to be affixed two locks, the key of one of which 
locks shall be kept by such importer, his or her agent, and the key of the 
other of which locks shall be kept by such inspector, or by such other per- 
son as he shall depute or appoint in his hehalf, whose duty it shall be to attend 
at all reasonable times, for the purpose of delivering the said teas out of said 
store-house or store-houses ; but no delivery shall be made of any of the said 
teas, without a permit in writing, under the hand of the collector of the port, 
and naval officer of the same, where such tea is landed; and in order to the 
obtaining of such permit, it shall be necessary that the duties upon the teas, 
for which the same shall be required, be first paid, or secured to be paid, to 
the said collector, in the manner following ; that is to say: the said party or 
parties shall give bond, with one or more surety or sureties, to the satisfac- 
* tion of the said collector, in double the amount of the duties upon the quan- 
tity of teas in each case to be delivered, with condition for the payment of 
the said duties, if the same shall not exceed one hundred dollars, in four 
months; if it shall exceed one hundred dollars, and not exceed five hundred 
dollars, in eight months ; or if the same shall exceed five hundred dollars, in 
twelve months; Provided always, ‘That the time to be allowed for the 
payment of the duties upon any parcel of teas to be delivered, shall not be 
such as to extend the credit for such duties beyond the term of two years, 
originally allowed upon the depositing of the said teas: And provided, That 
if the duties on any parcel of teas, which shall have been deposited as afore- 
said, shall not have been paid, or secured to be paid, in manner last specified, 
within the term of two years, according to the condition of the obligation, to 
be first given to the collector of the district, within which the same shall have 
been landed, it shall be the duty of the said collector to cause so much of the 
said teas, as may be necessary, to be sold at public auction, and, retaining 
the sum which shall not have been so paid, or secured to be paid, of the said 
duties, together with the expenses of safe keeping and sale of the said teas, 
shall return the overplus, if any, to the owner or owners thereof, his, her, or 
their, agent or lawful representative ; and the amount of each bond or bonds, 
taken for the duties on any teas delivered, after a deposite as aforesaid, shall 
be endorsed immediately on the original bond given by the importer or im- 
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porters of the said teas, specifying the date, quantity, and quality, of the teas 
delivered, the amount of duty secured thereon, by whom, and the term of 
payment. And provided, That it shall be lawful for the collector, in lieu of 
sureties, as required, on any bond given for securing the duties, on any 
goods, wares, and merchandise, imported, to accept of a deposite of so much 
of the said goods, as shall, in his judgment, be sufficient security for the 
amount of the duties for which the bond shall have been given, and the 
charge of safe keeping and sale of the goods so deposited, which shall be 
kept by the said collector, with due and reasonable care, at the expense and 
risk of the party or parties on whose account they have been so deposited, 
until the sum specified in such bond shall have become due; at which time, 
if such sum shall not be paid, so much of the said deposited goods as may 
be necessary, shall be sold at public sale, and the proceeds thereof, after de- 
ducting the charges of safe keeping and sale thereof, shall be applied to the 
payment of such sum, rendering the overplus arising on such sale, and the 
residue of the goods so deposited, if any there be, to the person or persons 
by whom such deposite shall have been made, or to his, her, or their agent, 
or lawful representative: and all bonds directed to be given by virtue of this 
or any other act, for moneys or duties to be paid, or services to be performed, 
for the United States, shall be taken in the name of the United States of 
America: Provided nevertheless, That no person whose bond has been re- 
ceived either as principal or surety, for the payment of duties, or for whom 
any bond has been given by an agent, factor, or other person, in pursuance 
of the provisions herein contained, and which bond may be due and unsatis- 
fied, shall be allowed a future credit for duties until such bond be fully paid 
or discharged. And to prevent frauds arising from collusive transfers, it is 
hereby declared, that all goods, wares, or merchandise, imported into the 
United States, shall, for the purposes of this act, be deemed and held to be 
the property of the persons to whom the said goods, wares, or merchandise, 
may be consigned, any sale, transfer, or assignment, prior to the entry and 
payment, or securing the payment, of the duties on said goods, wares, and 
merchandise, and the payment of all bonds then due and unsatisfied by the 
said consignee, to the contrary notwithstanding. And the form of the bond 
to be taken for securing the payment of duties shall be as follows :—Know 
all men by these presents that we, [here insert the name of the importer, or 
consignee, or, if by an agent, the name of such agent, and of the importers, 
or consignees, and the sureties, their place of abode, and occupation,] are 
held and firmly bound unto the United States of America, in the sum of 
to be paid to the said United States; for payment whereof we bind ourselves, 
our heirs, executors, and administrators, jointly and severally, firmly, by 
these presents: sealed with our seals: dated this day of » in the 
year of the independence of the said United States, and in the year of 
our Lord one thousand - The condition of this obligation is such, that 
if the above bounden [here insert the principal, or agent for such principal, 
and the sureties,] or either of them, or either of their heirs, executors, or ad- 
ministrators, shall and do, on or before the day of next, well and 
truly pay, or cause to be paid, unto the collector of the customs for the dis- 
trict of ’ for the time being, the sum of , or the amount of the 
duties to be ascertained as due, and arising, on certain goods, wares, and 
merchandise, entered by the above bounden [insert the name of the importer, 
or consignee, or agent for such importer, or consignee,] as imported in the 
; ———— master, from » as per entry, dated » then the 
above obligation to be void; otherwise to remain. in full force and virtue. 
Sealed and delivered in the presence of $ 

aes rime the duties imposed by law on the tonnage of any ship or ves- 
sel, sha paid to the collector at the time of making entry of such ship or 
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vessel, and it shall not be lawful to grant any permit, or to unlade any goods, 
wares, or merchandise, whatever, from such ship or vessel, until the said 
tonnage duty .is first paid: And the register, or other document in lieu there- 
of, together with the clearance and other papers, granted by the officers of 
the customs to such ship or vessel at her departure from the port or place 
from which she may have arrived, (Mediterranean passports excepted,) shall, 
previous to such entry, be produced to the collector, with whom such entry 
is to be made, and shall remain in his office; and on the clearance of such 
ship or vessel, the register, and other documents, shall be returned to the 
master or owner of such ship or vessel. 

§ 64. That to ascertain the tonnage of any ship or vessel, the surveyor, 
or such other person as shall be appointed by the collector of the district to 
measure the same, shall, if the said ship or vessel be double decked, take the 
length thereof, from the fore part of the main stem to the after part of the 
stern post, above the upper deck, the breadth thereof, at the broadest part 
above the main wales, half of which breadth shall be accounted the depth of 
such vessel, and shall then deduct from the length three-fifths of the breadth, 
multiply the remainder by the breadth, and the product by the depth, and 
shall divide this last product by ninety-five, the quotient whereof shall be 
deemed the true contents or tonnage of such ship or vessel. And if such 
ship or vessel be single decked, the said surveyor, or other person, shall take 
the length and breadth, as above directed in respect to a double decked ship 
or vessel, shall deduct from the said length three-fifths of the breadth, and, 
taking the depth from the under side of the deck plank to the ceiling in the 
hold, shall multiply and divide as aforesaid, and the quotient shall be deemed 
the tonnage of such ship or vessel. 

§ 65. That where any bond for the payment of duties shall not be satis- 
fied on the day it may become due, the collector shall, forthwith, and with- 
out delay, cause a prosecution to be commenced for the recovery of the 
money thereon, by action or suit at law, in the proper court having cogni- 
zance thereof; and in all cases of insolvency, or where any estate in the 
hands of the executors, administrators, or assignees’ shall be insufficient to 
pay all the debts due from the deceased, the debt or debts due to the United 
States, on any such bond or bonds, shall be first satisfied ; and any executor, 
administrator, or assignees, or other person, who shall pay any debt due by 
the person or estate from whom, or for which, they are acting, previous to 
the debt or debts due to the United States from such person or estate being 
first duly satisfied and paid, shall become answerable, in their own person 
and estate, for the debt or debts so due to the United States, or so much 
thereof as may remain due and unpaid: and actions or suits at law may be 
commenced against them, for the recovery of the said debt or debts, or so 
much thereof as may remain due and unpaid, in the proper court having cog- 
nizance thereof: Provided, That in ali cases in which suits or prosecutions 
shall be commenced for the recovery of duties, or pecuniary penalties, pre. 
scribed by the laws of the United States, the person or persons against whom 
process may be issued, shall and may be held to special bail, subject to the 
rules and regulations which prevail in civil suits in which. special bail is re- 
quired: And provided, also, That if the principal in any bond which shall 
be given to the United States for duties on goods, wares, or merchandise, 
imported, or other penalty, either by himself, his factor, agent, or other per- 
son for him, shall be insolvent, or if such principal being deceused, his or her 
estate and effects, which shall come to the hands of his or her executors, 
administrators, or assignees, shall be insufficient for the payment of his or 
her debts, and if, in either of the said cases, any surety on the said bond or 
bonds, or the executors, administrators, or assignees, of such surety, shall 
pay to the United States the money due upon such bond or bonds, such 
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surety, his or her executors, administrators, or assignees, shall have and 
enjoy the like advantage, priority, or preference, for the recovery and receipt 
of the said moneys, out of the estate and effects of such insolvent, or de- 
ceased principal, as are reserved and secured to the United States ; and shall 
and may bring and maintain a suit or suits, upon the said bond or bonds, in 
law or equity, in his, her, or their, own name, or names, for the recovery ofall 
moneys paid thereon. And the cases of insolvency mentioned in this section, 
shall be deemed to extend, as well to cases in which a debtor, not having 
sufficient property to pay all his or her debts, shall have made a voluntary 
assignment thereof, for the benefit of his or her creditors, or in which the 
estate and effects of an absconding, concealed, or absent debtor, shall have 
been attached by process of law, as to cases in which an act of legal bank- 
ruptcy shall have been committed. And where suit shall be instituted on any 
bond, for the recovery of duties due to the United States, it shall be the duty 
of the court, where the same may be pending, to grant judgment at the return 
term, upon motion, unless the defendant shall, in open court, the United 
States’ attorney being present, make oath or affirmation that an error has 
been committed in the liquidation of the duties demanded upon such bond, 
specifying the errors alleged to have been committed, and that the same have 
been notified, in writing, to the collector of the district, prior to the com- 
mencement of the return term aforesaid ; whereupon, if the court be satisfied 
that a continuance, until the next succeeding term, is necessary for the 
attainment of justice, and not otherwise, a continuance may be granted until 
next succeeding term, and no longer. And on all bonds upon which suits 
shall be commenced, an interest shall be allowed, at the rate of six per cent. 
per annum, from the time when said bonds become due until the payment 
thereof. 

§ 66. That if any goods, wares, or merchandise, of which entry shall have 
been made in the office of a collector, shall not be invoiced according to the 
actual cost thereof at the place of exportation, with design to evade the duties 
thereupon, or any part thereof, all such goods, wares, or merchandise, or the 
value thereof, to be recovered of the person making entry, shall be forfeited ; 
and in every case in which the said collector ‘shall suspect that any such 
goods, wares, or merchandise, are not invoiced at a sum equal to that for 
which they have usually been sold in the place or country from whence they 
were imported, it shall be the duty of such collector to take the said goods, 
wares, or merchandise, into his possession, and retain the same, with due and 
reasonable care, at the risk and expense of the owner or owners, consignee 
or consignees, thereof, until their value, at the time and place of importation, 
shall be ascertained, by two reputable merchants, to be chosen and ap- 
pointed as in the case of damaged goods, or goods not accompanied with an 
invoice, and until the duties arising, according to such valuation, shall be first 
paid, or secured to be paid, as required by this act in other eases of importa- 
tion: Provided, That in case of a prosecution for the forfeiture aforesaid, 
such appraisement shall not be construed to exclude other proof, tpon the 
trial, of the actual and real cost of the said goods at the place of exportation. 

§ 67. That it shall be lawful for the collector, naval officer, or other 
officer of the customs, after entry made of any goods, wares, or merchan- 
dise, on suspicion of fraud, to open and examine, in the presence of two or 
more reputable merchants, any package or packages thereof; and if, upon 
examination they shall be found to agree with the entries, the officer making 
such seizure and examination, shall cause the same to he repacked and de- 
livered to the owner or claimant forthwith ; and the expense of such exami- 
nation shall be paid by the said collector, or other officer, and allowed in the 
settlement of their accounts ; but if any of the packages so examined shall be 
found to differ in their contents from the entry, then the goods, wares, or 
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merchandise, contained in such package or packages, shall be forfeited : 
Provided, That the said forfeiture shall not be incurred, if it shall be made 
appear, to the satisfaction of the collector and naval officer of the district 
where the same shall happen, if there be a naval officer, and if there be no 
naval officer, to the satisfaction of the said collector, or of the court in which 
a prosecution for the forfeiture shall be had, that such difference proceeded 
from accident or mistake, and not from an intention to defraud the revenues 

§ 68. That every collector, naval officer, and surveyor, or other person 
specially appointed, by either of them, for that purpose, shall have full power 
and authority to enter any ship or vessel, in which they shall have reason to 
suspect uny goods, wares, or merchandise, subject to duty, are concealed, and 
therein to search for, seize, and secure, any such goods, wares, or merchan- 
dise ; and if they shall have cause to suspect a concealment thereof in any 
particular dwelling house, store, building, or other place, they or either of 
them shall, upon proper application, on oath, to any justice of the peace, be 
entitled to a warrant to enter such house, store, or other place, (in the day 
time only,) and there to search for such goods; and if any shall be found, to 
seize and secure the same for trial ; and all such goods, wares, and merchan- 
dise, on which the duties shall not have been paid, or secured to be paid, 
shall be forfeited. 

§ 69. ‘That all. goods, wares, or merchandise, which shall be seized by 
virtue of this act, shall be put into, and remain in, the custody of the col- 
lector, or such other person as he shall appoint for that purpose, until such 
proceedings shall be had as by this act are required, to ascertain whether 
the same have been forfeited or not; and if it shall be adjudged that they are 
not forfeited, they shall be forthwith restored to the owner or owners, claim- 
ant or claimants, thereof; and if any person or persons shall conceal, or buy, 
any goods, wares, or merchandise, knowing them to be liable to seizure by 
this act, such person or persons shall, on conviction thereof, forfeit and pay 
asum double the amount or value of the goods, wares, or merchandise, so 
concealed or purchased. 

§70. That it shall be the duty of the several officers of the customs to 
make seizure of, and secure, any ship or vessel, goods, wares, or merchan- 
dise, which shall be liable to seizure by virtue of this, or any other, act of 
the United States, respecting the revenue, which is now, or may hereafter 
be, enacted, as well without, as within, their respective districts. 

§ 71. That if any officer, or other person, executing, or aiding, or assist- 
ing in the seizure of goods, shall be sued or molested, for any thing done in 
virtue of the powers given by this act, or by virtue of a warrant granted by 
any judge, or justice, pursuant to law, such officer or other person may plead 
the general issue, and give this act and the special matter in evidence; and 
if in such suit the plaintiff is nonsuited, or judgment pass against him, the 
defendant shall recover double costs; and in actions, suits, or informations; 
to be brought, where any seizure shall be made pursuant to this act, if the 
property be claimed by any person, in every such case the onus probandi 
shall lie upon such claimant. And if any person shall forcibly resist, pre- 
vent, or impede, any officer of the customs, or their deputies, or any person 
assisting them, in the execution of their duty, such person, so offending, shall, 
for every such offence, be fined in a sum not exceeding four hundred dollars. 
And if any master, or other person having the charge or command of any 
ship or vessel coming into, or arriving at, any port or place within the United 
States, shall obstruct or hinder, or shall be the cause or means of any ob- 
struction or hinderance, with such an intent, to any officer of the customs or 
revenue, in going on board such ship or vessel, for the purpose of carrying 
into effect any of the revenue laws of the United States, he shall forfeit, for 


every such offence, a sum not exceeding five hundred dollars, nor less than 
10

fifty dollars; but the onus probandi shall lie on the claimant only where pro- 
bable cause is shown for such prosecution, to be judged of by the court 
before whom the prosecution is had. 

§ 72. That the weighers, gaugers, and measurers, employed in the ser- 
vice of the revenue, shall, within three days after any vessel is discharged, 
make returns of the articles by them respectively weighed, gauged, or mea- 
sured, out of such vessel: And the form of the return to, be made by the 
weighers, respectively, shall be as follows: Return of [here insert the num- 
ber of packages and contents] weighed from on board the [here insert the 
denomination and name of the vessel] whereof [insert the name] is mas- 
ter, from [insert the port or place from which arrived.]

And the said returns shall be made by the weighers, gaugers, and mea- 
surers, in books, to be prepared by them for that purpose, and kept in the 
custom -houses. 

§ 73. That every collector, naval officer, and surveyor, shall cause to be 
affixed, and constantly kept, in some public and conspicuous place of his 
office, a fair table of the rates of fees and duties demandable by law, and 
shall give a receipt for the fees he shall receive, specifying the particulars, 
whenever required so to do; and in. case of failure therein, shall forfeit and 
pay one hundred dollars, to be recovered, with costs, in any proper court 
having cognizance thereof, to the use of the informer: and if any officer of 
the customs shall demand, or receive, any greater, or other, fee, compensa- 
tion, or reward, for executing any duty or service required of him by law, he 
shall forfeit and pay two hundred dollars for each offence, recoverable, in 
manner aforesaid, for the use of the party aggrieved. And if any inspectors 
gauger, weigher, or measurer, shall receive any gratuity, fee, or reward, for 
any services performed by virtue of this act, other than is by law allowed, 
or if any gadger, weigher, or measurer, employed as such by the public, in 
the districts of Portsmouth, Salem and Beverly, Boston and Charlestown, 
Providence, New York, Philadelphia, Baltimore, Norfolk and Portsmouth, or 
Charleston, shall gauge, weigh, or measure, any article or articles, other 
than shall be directed by the proper officer, in order to ascertain the duties 
to be received, or the drawbacks to be allowed thereon, or shall make a re- 
turn of the weight, gauge, or measure, of any merchandise laden, or to be 
Jaden, on board any ship or vessel, for the benefit of drawback upon exporta- 
tion, without having actually weighed, gauged, or measured, the same, as the 
case may require, after such merchandise shall have been notified to the col- 
lector and entered for exportation, they shall, for the first offence, forfeit and 
pay the sum of fifty dollars, and for the second offence, shall forfeit two hun- 
dred dollars, and be discharged from the public service ; and if any inspector, 
or other officer of the customs, shall certify the shipment of any merchan- 
dise entitled to drawback on exportation, without having duly inspected and 
examined the same, after he shall have received the permit for lading such 
merchandise, or if the amount of such drawhack shall be estimated according 
to weight, gauge, or measure, until such merchandise shall be first weighed, 
gauged, or measured, as the case may require, he shall be subject to the like 
forfeitures, and be discharged from the public service. . 

§ 74. That all duties and fees to be collected, shall be payable in money 
of the United States, or in foreign gold and silver coins, at the following 
rates; that is to say: The gold coins of Great Britain and Portugal, of the 
standard prior to the year one thousand seven hundred and ninety.two, at 
the rate of one hundred cents for every twenty-seven grains of the actual 
weight thereof; the gold coins of France, Spain, and the dominions of 
Spain, of the standard prior to the year one thousand seven hundred and 
ninety-two, at the rate of one hundred cents for every twenty-seven grains 
and two-fifths of a grain of the actual weight thereof; Spanish milled dollars, 
at the rate of One hundred cents for each dollar, the actual weight whereof 
shall not be less than seventeen pennyweights and seven grains, and in pro- 
portion for the parts of a dollar; crowns of France, at the rate of one hun- 
dred and ten cents for each crown, the actual weight whereof shall not be 
Jess than eighteen pennyweights and seventeen grains, and in proportion for 
the parts of a crown. “Provided, That no foreign coins shall be receivable, 
which are not, by law, a tender for the payment of all debts, except in con- 
sequence of a proclamation of the president of the United States, authorizing 
such foreign coins to be receiyed in payment of the duties and fees aforesaid. 

§ 75. That a drawback of duties, as prescribed by law, shall be allowed 
and paid on all goods, wares, or merchandise, imported into the United 
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States, in respect to all such goods, wares; and merchandise, whereupon the 
duties shall have been paid, or secured to be paid, as, within twelve calendar 
months after payment made, or security given, shall be exported to any 
foreign port or place, other than the dominions of any foreign state immedi- 
ately adjoining the United States, either from the district of original importa- 
tion, or from certain other districts; and all duties, drawbacks, and allow- 
ances, which shall be payable, or allowable, on any specific quantity of 
goods, wares, or merchandise, shall be deemed to apply in proportion to any 
greater or lesser quantity: Provided, That no goods, wares, and merchan- 
dise, imported, shall be entitled to a drawback of the duties paid, or to be 
secured, thereon, unless the duties, so paid or secured thereon, shall amount 
to fifty dollars, at least, nor unless they shall be exported in the original 
casks, cases, chests, boxes, trunks, or other packages, in which they were 
imported, without diminution or change of the articles which were therein 
contained at the time of importation, in quantity, quality, or value, necessary 
or unavoidable wastage or damage only excepted ; Provided always, That 
it shall be lawful for the exporter, or exporters, of any liquors in casks, cof- 
fee in casks, or other packages, cocoa in casks, or other packages, or any 
unrefined sugars, to fill up the casks or packages out of other casks or pack- 
ages included in the same original importation, or into new casks or pack- 
ages corresponding therewith, to be marked and numbered as the original 
casks or packages, in case the original casks or packages shall, in the opi- 
nion of the officer appointed to examine the same, be so injured as to be ren- 
dered unfit for exportation, and in no other case: Provided further, That 
the filling up, or change of package, be done under the inspection of a pro- 
per officer, appointed for that purpose by the collector and naval officer, 
where any, of the port or place from which such liquors, coffee, or unrefined 
sugars, are intended to be exported; and the drawback on articles so filled 
up, or of which the packages have been changed, shall not be allowed with- 
out such inspection. And where articles are imported in bulk, they shall be 
exported in the packages, if any, in which they were landed; for which pur- 
pose the officer delivering the same, shall return the packages they may be 
put into, if any, with their marks and numbers, and they shall not be enti- 
tled to drawback, unless exported in such packages, which shall be deemed 
the packages of original importations, nor unless they fully agree with the 
return made by the said officer; and in respect to distilled spirits, wines, or 
teas, the certificates issued by the inspector of the revenue for such spirits, 
wines, or teas, shall be given up, and the drawback shall not be allowed on 
any such spirits, wines, or teas, as do not agree, on examination, with the 
certificates so given up. 

§ 76. That in order to entitle the exporter or exporters of any goods, 
wares, or merchandise to the benefit of the said drawback, or allowances, he 
or she shall, previous to putting or lading the same on board of any ship or 
vessel for exportation, give twenty-four hours’ notice, at least, to the col- 
lector of the district from which the same are about to be exported, of his, 
her, or their, intention to export the same, (unless in the case of distilled spi- 
rits, when six hours’ notice shall be deemed sufficient,) and shall make entry, 
in writing, of the particulars thereof, and of the casks, cases, chests, boxes, 
and other packages, or parcels, containing the same, or of which the same 
shall consist, and of their respective marks, numbers, and contents, and, if 
imported articles, the name of the ship or vessel, and master’s name, in which 
the person or persons, for or by whom, and the place or places for which, 
they were imported, also the district into which the said goods, wares, or 
merchandise, were imported, if other than the district from which they are 
intended to be exported: and the form of the said entry shall be as follows :

Provided, That if, through actual sickness, or absence of the importer, or 
other person through whose hands the said goods, wares, or merchandise, 
intended to be so exported, may have passed, and not otherwise, the proof 
required of them, or either of them, shall and may be accepted of from their 
known agent, factor, or the person who usually transacts their business : 
and the said collector shall direct the surveyor, where any, to inspect or 
cause to be inspected, the goods, wares, or merchandise, so notified for ex- 
portation, and if they shall be found to correspond fully with the notice and 
proof concerning the same, the said collector, together with the naval officer, 
if any there be, shall grant a permit for lading the same on board of the ship 
or vessel named in such notice and entry, as aforesaid; which lading shall be 
performed under the superintendence of ‘the officer by whom the same shall 
have been so inspected; and the said exporter or exporters shall, likewise, 
make oath that the said goods, so noticed for exportation, and laden on

theless, ‘That such goods, wares, or merchandise, as are imported into a 
district, other than the one from whence they are to be exported, shall not be 
entitled to drawback, unless they shall be accompanied with a certificate from 
the collector of the district, and naval officer of the same, if any there be, 
into which they were originally imported, specifying the marks, numbers, 
and descriptions, of the casks or other packages, with the names of the mas- 
ter, and yessel in which, the time when, and the place from whence, they 
were imported, and where the articles are subject to duty, by weight, mea- 
sure, or gauge, the quantity thereof; and where they are articles subject to 
duty ad valorem, the nett amount of each package, on which duty has been 
paid, or secured to be paid; and in all cases the amount of the duties paid, 
or secured to be paid, thereon, and by whom, and the names of the vessel, 
and master, in which they are shipped from such district, and by whom; 
and, in order to entitle any person to such certificate, he, she, or they, shall 
make out an entry of all such goods, wares, and merchandise, specifying the 
marks, numbers, and descriptions, of the casks, or packages, and their con- 
tents, the names of the master and vessel in which, the time when, by whom, 
and the place from which, they were imported, the names of the master and 
vessel in which they are intended to be laden, and the district in the United 
States to which they are destined; and shall, moreover, prove the truth of 
such entry, in like manner as is before required for goods, wares, and mer- 
chandise, exported from a district of original importation: which requisites 
being complied with, and the collector and naval officer, if any there be, 
satisfied therewith, they shall grant such certificate ; and such goods, wares, 
or merchandise, shall be entered with the collector of the district into which 
they shall be brought from the port or place of their original importation, by 
the person or persons so importing them, or to whom they may be consigned, 
specifying the names of the master, and vessel in which, and the district 
from whence, they are imported, together with the particulars of the pack- 
ages, their marks, numbers, and their contents, and shall obtain a permit for 
the same previous to the landing or unlading thereof; and any goods, wares, 
or merchandise, landed without such entry being made, and permit obtained, 
shall not be entitled to be exported, subject to drawback. And the form of 
an entry of goods to be transported coastwise, for the purpose of being ex- 
ported from another district, for the benefit of drawback, shall be as follows:

§ 78: That when any goods, wares, or merchandise, subject to draw- 
back, shall be entered for exportation from any other district than the one 
into which they were originally imported, the person intending to export 
the same, besides producing the certificate hereinbefore directed, shall” give 
the same notice, and make entry in like manner, and the goods, wares, and 
merchandise, therein expressed, shall undergo the same examination, and 
shall be laden on board under regulations, in all respects, conformable to 
what is required by law, relative to goods, wares, and merchandise, entitled 
to drawback, and intended to be exported from the place of original impor- 
tation. 

§ 79. That all goods, wares, and merchandise, duly imported into either 
of the districts of Philadelphia, New York, and Baltimore, or into the ports 
of Boston and Providence, which shall be transported in part by water, and 
in part by land, conveyance, from the port of Philadelphia, by the way of 
Burlington, Bordenton, Lamberton, or New Brunswick, and South Amboy, 
to New York; or from the port of New York, by the way of South Amboy, 
New Brunswick, or Lamberton, Bordenton, or Burlington, to Philadelphia ; 
or from the port of Philadelphia, by the way of Wilmington, Newport, Chris- 
tiana Bridge, Newcastle, Port Penn, or Appoquinimink, and Elkton, French- 
town, or Bohemia, to Baltimore; or from the port of Baltimore, by the way 
of Elkton, Bohemia, or Frenchtown, and Port Penn, Appoquinimink, New- 
castle, Christiana Bridge, Newport, or Wilmington, to Philadelphia, and 
which, being imported to Philadelphia, shall be exported from Baltimore, or 
New York, or being imported into Baltimore or New York, shall be exported 
from Philadelphia, or shall be transported by land conveyance, from Boston 
to Providence, by the post road, or from Providence to Boston, by the same 
road, and which, being imported into Boston, shall be exported from Provi- 
dence, or being imported into Providence, shall be exported from Boston ; 
shall be entitled to the benefit of a drawback of the duties, upon exportation 
to any foreign port or place, under the same provisions, regulations, restric- 
tions, and limitations, as if the said goods, wares, and merchandise, were 
transported coastwise from one to another of the said districts, and also upon 
the conditions following, to wit: That due entry shall be made with the 
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collector of the district; from which it shall be intended to transport any 
goods, wares, or merchandise, as aforesaid, in like manner as is required in 
respect to the transportation thereof coastwise, in purstance of this act; and 
the said collector shall cause the goods, wares, and merchandise, so entered, 
to be inspected, and marked in durable characters, by an officer of the cus- 
toms, with the name of the said officer, and the date on which such inspec- 
tion shall be made; and shall grant a permit for the transportation thereof, 
as aforesaid, therein designating the route, and expressing the marks, num- 
bers, and contents, of each chest, bale, box, or other package, and all other 
particulars required by this act, to be inserted in a certificate for the trans- 
portation coastwise, of goods, entitled to drawback, and shall and may, 
whenever he may deem the same necessary for the security of the revenue, 
cause each chest, bale, box, or other package, so permitted to be transported, 
to be secured with proper fastenings, under the seal of his office: and upon 
the arrival of any goods, wares, or merchandise, transported under a permit, 
as aforesaid, and within twenty-four hours thereafter, report and entry shall 
be made to the collector of the district, as in the case of goods transported 
coastwise, pursuant to this act, at which time the permit aforesaid shall be 
surrendered, and the goods, wares, or merchandise, shall be inspected and 
compared therewith ; and on being found to agree, shall be entitled to draw- 
back, on the exportation thereof to a foreign port or place, and not otherwise. 
And if any goods, wares, or merchandise, so permitted to be transported as 
aforesaid, shall be transported by any other route, than that expressed in the 
permit, to be granted as aforesaid, or shall not be accompanied with the 
said permit, or if due entry shall not be made, at the port of arrival, as above 
required, and if the permit granted as aforesaid shall not be surrendered, or 
if thé said goods, wares, and merchandise, shall be unpacked, or the contents, 
or any part thereof, changed, before entry and inspection at the port of 
arrival, as above required, or if any mark, fastening, or seal, placed thereon 
by direction of any officer of the customs, shall be defaced or broken, in 
each and every such case, the goods, wares, or merchandise, in respect to 
which such omission or wrong doing shall happen, or the value thereof, shall 
be forfeited, and recovered of the person or persons making default in either 
of the cases aforesaid. 

§ 80. That, for all goods, wares, or merchandise, entitled to drawback, 
which shall be exported from the district into which they were originally 
imported, the exporter or exporters shall be entitled to receive, from the col- 
lector of such district, a debenture or debentures, for the amount of the 
drawback, to which such goods, wares, or merchandise, are entitled, paya- 
ble at the same time or times, respectively, on which the duties on the said 
goods, wares, or merchandise, shall become due. And it shall be the duty 
of the said collector to discharge such debentures, out of the product of the 
duties arising on the importation of the goods exported as aforesaid. Pro- 
vided, That in respect to any goods, wares, or merchandise, on which the 
whole, or any instalment, of the duties shall have been paid, prior to an en- 
try for exportation, the debenture for the amount of the drawback ‘of such 
duties as shall have been paid, shall be made payable in fifteen days, to be 
computed from the time of signing the bond, to be given as hereinafter di- 
rected: And provided, That all debentures shall be issued and made paya- 
ble to the original importer or importers of the goods, wares, and merchan- 
dise, entered for exportation, whenever the same shall be requested, in 
writing, by the exporter or exporters, and not otherwise. And where any 
goods, wares, or merchandise, are exported from any other district than the 
one into which they were originally imported, it shall be the duty of the col- 
lector of such district, together with the naval officer thereof, where there is 
ohe, to grant to the exporter or exporters, a certificate, expressing that such 
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goods, wares, and merchandise, were exported from such district, with the 
marks, numbers, and descriptions, of the packages, and their contents, the 
names of the master and vessel in which, and the port to which, they were 
exported, and by whom, and the names of the vessel and master in which 
they were brought, and by whom shipped at the district from whence they 
came, and the amount of the drawback to which they are entitled ; and such 
certificate shall entitle the possessor thereof to receive, from the collector of 
the district with whom the duties on the said goods were paid, or secured to

§ 82. That if any goods, wares, or merchandise, entered for exportation, 
with intent to draw back the duties, or obtain any allowance given by law, 
on the exportation thereof, shall be landed within any port. or place within the 
limits of the United States aforesaid, all such goods, wares, or merchandise, 
shall be subject to seizure and forfeiture, together with the ship or vessel 
from which such goods, wares, or merchandise, shall be landed, and the ves- 
sels or boats used in landing the same; and all persons concerned therein 
shall, on indictment and conviction thereof, suffer imprisonment for a term 
not exceeding six months ; and for discovery of frauds, and seizure of goods, 
wares, or merchandise, relanded contrary to law, the several officers esta- 
blished by this act, shall have the same powers, and, in case of seizure, the 
same proceedings shall be had, as in the case of goods, wares, and merchan- 
dise, imported contrary to law. 

§ 83. That on all pickled fish, of the fisheries of the United States, ex- 
ported therefrom, there be allowed and paid a bounty of thirty cents per bar- 
rel; and on all provisions salted within the United States (dried fish excepted) 
there be allowed and paid a bounty of twenty-five cents per barrel, to be paid 
by the collector of the district from which the same shall be so exported, 
without any deduction or abatement: Provided always, That in order to en- 
title the exporter or exporters of such pickled fish or salted provisions, to the 
benefit of such bounty or allowance, the said exporter or exporters shall 
make entry with the collector and naval officer of the district from whence 
the said pickled fish or salted provisions are intended to be exported, and 
shall specify in such entry the names of the master and vessel in which, and 
the place where, such provisions or fish are intended to be exported, together 
with the particular quantity of each, whether pickled fish or salted provi- 
sions, and the species thereof; and proof shall be made to the satisfaction of 
the collector of the district from which such articles are intended to be ex- 
ported, and of the naval officer thereof, where any, that the same, if fish, 
are of the fisheries of the United States ; if salted provisions, that they were 
salted within the United States; and no entry shall be received, as aforesaid, 
of any pickled fish or salted provisions, which have not been inspected and 
marked, pursuant to the inspection laws of the respective states where in- 
spection laws are in force, in regard to any pickled fish or salted provisions; 
and the casks containing such fish or provisions, shall be branded with the 
words “ for bounty,” with the name of the inspector or packer, the species 
and quantity of the fish contained therein, and the name of the port of ex- 
portation ; and the collector of such district shall, together with the naval 
officer, where there is one, grant an order or permit for an inspector to ex- 
amine the pickled fish or salted provisions, or both, as expressed in such 
entry, andif they correspond therewith, and the said officer is fully satisfied 
that they:are, if fish, of the fisheries of the United States, or if provisions, 
salted therein, to lade the same, agreeably to such entry, on board the ship 
or vessel therein expressed ; which lading shall be performed under the su- 
perintendence of the officer examining the same, who shall make returns of 
the quantity and quality of pickled fish or salted provisions, so laden on 
board, iu virtue of such order or permit, to the officer or officers granting 
the same. And the said exporter or exporters, when the lading is completed, 
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and after returns thereof have been made, as above directed, shall make 
oath or affirmation, that the pickled fish, or salted provisions, expressed in 
such entry, and then actually laden on board the ship or vessel, as therein 
expressed, are truly and bona fide, if pickled fish, of the fisheries of the 
United States ; if salted provisions, salted therein; that they are truly 
intended to be exported, as therein specified, and are not intended to be re-

§ 84. That if any goods, wares, or merchandise, of which entry shall 
have been made in the office of the collector, for the benefit of drawback or 
bounty upon exportation, shall be entered by a false denomination, or erro- 
neously, as to the time when, and the vessel in which, they were imported, 
or shall be found to disagree with the packages, quantities, or qualities, as 
they were at the time of original importatién, except such disagreement as 
may have been occasioned by necessary or unavoidable wastage or damage 
only, and except also in case where permission shall have been obtained, 
according to law, to alter or change the quantities or packages thereof, all 
such goods, wares, or merchandise, or the value thereof, to be recovered of 
the owner or person making such entry, shall be forfeited: Provided, That 
the said forfeiture shall not be incurred, if it shall be made appear to the 
satisfaction of the collector and naval officer of the district, if there be a 
naval officer, and if there be no naval officer, to the satisfaction of the said 
collector, or of the court in which a prosecution for the forfeiture shall be 
had, that such false denomination, error, or disagreement, happened by mis- 
take or accident, and not from any intention to defraud the revenue. 

§ 85. That in’ all cases where a ship or vessel shall be prevented by ice, 
from getting to the port or place at which her cargo is intended to be deli- 
vered, it shall be lawful for the collector of the district in which such ship or 
vess¢l may be obstructed, to receive the report and entry of such ship or 
vessel, and, with the consent of the nayal officer, (where there is one,) to 
grant a permit or permits for unlading or landing the goods, wares, and 
merchandise, imported in such ship or vessel, at any place within his district 
which shall appear to him most convenient and proper: Provided always, 
That the report and entry of such ship or vessel, and her cargo, or any part 
thereof, and all persons concerned therein, shall be under and subject to the 
same rules, regulations, restrictions, penalties, and provisions, as if the said 
ship or vessel had arrived at the port of her destination, and had there pro- 
ceeded to the delivery of her cargo. 

§ 86. That no officer of the customs, or other person employed under the 
authority of the United States, in the collection of the duties imposed by 
law on goods, wares, or merchandise, imported into the United States, and 


on the tonnage of ships or vessels, shall own, either in whole or in part, any 
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ship or vessel, or act as agent, attorney, or consignee, for the owner or own- 
ers of any ship or vessel, or of any cargo, or lading on board the same ; nor 
shall any officers of the customs, or other person employed in the collection 
of the duties as aforesaid, import, or be concerned, directly or indirectly, in 
the importation of any goods, wares, or merchandise, for sale, into the 
United States, on penalty that every person so offending, and being thereof 
convicted, shall forfeit and pay the sum of five hundred dollars. 

§ 87. That so much of the twelfth section of an act, entitled “An act 
making alterations in the treasury and war departments,” as restricts all 
officers of the United States, employed in the collection of the duties im- 
posed by law on goods, wares, and merchandise, imported into the United 
States, and on the tonnage of ships or vessels, from buying or disposing of 
the funds or debts of the United States, or of any state, be repealed. 

§ 88. That if any officer of the customs shall, directly or indirectly, take 
or receive any bribe, reward, or recompense, for conniving, or shall connive, 
at any false entry of any ship or vessel, or for any goods, wares, or mer- 
chandise, and shall be convicted thereof, every such officer, or other person, 
shall forfeit and pay a sum not less than two hundred, nor more than two 
thousand, dollars, for each offence ; and any person giving or offering any 
bribe, recompense, orreward, for any such deception, collusion, or fraud, 
shall forfeit and pay a sum, not less than two hundred dollars, nor more than 
two thousand dollars, for each offence; and in all cases where an oath or 
affirmation is by this act required, from a master or other person having the 
command of a ship or vessel, or from an owner or consignee of any goods, 
wares, and merchandise, his, her, or their, factor or agent, and generally, 
whenever an oath or affirmation is required from any person or persons 
whatsoever, by virtue of this act, if the person so swearing or affirming shall 
swear or affirm falsely, such person shall, on indictment and conviction 
thereof, be liable to the same pains and penalties prescribed for persons con- 
victed of wilful and corrupt perjury. 

§ 89. That all penalties accruing by any breach of this act, shall be sued 
for, and recovered, with costs of suit, in the name of the United States of 
America, in any court competent to try the same; and the trial of any fact, 
which may be put in issue, shall be within the judicial district in which any 
such penalty shall have accrued ; and the collector, within whose district the 
seizure shall be made, or forfeiture incurred, is hereby enjoined to cause suits 
for the same to be commenced without delay, and prosecuted to effect ; and 
is, moreover, authorized to receive, from the court within which such trial is 
had, or from the proper officer thereof, the sum or sums so recovered, after 
deducting all proper charges, to be allowed by the said court ; and on receipt 
thereof, the said collector shall pay and distribute the same without delay, 
according to law, and transmit, quarter yearly, to the treasury, an account 
of all moneys by him received for fines, penalties; and forfeitures, durin 
such quarter. And all ships or vessels, goods, wares, or a whieh 
shall become forfeited in virtue of this act, shall be por ea libelled and pro- 
secuted as aforesaid, in the proper court having cognizance thereof; which 
court shall cause fourteen days’ notice to be given of such seizure and libel 
by causing the substance of such libel, with the order of the court cma. 
setting forth the time and place appointed for trial, to be inserted in pairs 
newspaper published near the place of seizure, and also by posting up the 
same in the most public manner, for the space of fourteen days, at stem ti

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court shall proceed to hear and determine the cause according to law; and 
upon the prayer of any claimant to the court, that any ship or vessel,.goods, 
wares, or merchandise, so seized and prosecuted, or any part thereof, should 
be delivered to such claimant, it shall be lawful for the court to appoint three 
proper persons to appraise such ship or vessel, goods, wares, or merchandise, 
who shall be sworn, in open court, for the faithful discharge of their duty ; 
and such appraisement shall be made at the expense of the party on whose 
prayer it is granted; and on the return of such appraisement, if the claim- 
ant shall, with one or more sureties, to be approved of by the court, execute 
a bond in the usual form, to the United States, for the payment of a sum 
equal to the sum at which the ship or vessel, goods, wares, or merchandise, 
so prayed to be delivered, are appraised, and, moreover, produce a certifi- 
cate from the collector of the district wherein such trial is had, and of the 
naval officer thereof, if any there be, that the duties on the goods, wares, 
and merchandise, or tonnage duty on the ship or vessel, so claimed, have 
been paid, or secured, in like manner as if the goods, wares, or merchandise, 
ship or vessel, had been legally entered, the court shall, by rule, order such 
ship or vessel, goods, wares, or merchandise, to be delivered to the said 
claimant; and the said bond shall be lodged with the proper officer of the 
court, and, if judgment shall pass in favour of the claimant, the court shall 
cause the said bond to be cancelled ; but if judgment shall pass against the 
claimant, as to the whole, or any part, of such ship or vessel, goods, waits, or 
merchandise, and the claimant shall not, within twenty days thereafter, pay 
into the court, or to the proper officer thereof, the amount of the appraised value 
of such ship or vessel, goods, wares, or merchandise, so condemned, with 
the costs, judgment shall and may be granted upon the bond, on motion in 
open court, without further delay. And when any prosecution shall be com- 
menced, on account of the seizure of any ship or vessel, goods, wares, or 
merchandise, and judgment shall be given for the claimant or claimants, if 
it shall appear to the court before whom such prosecution shall be tried, that 
there was a reasonable cause of seizure, the said court shall cause a proper 
certificate or entry to be made thereof, and in such case the claimant or 
claimants shall not be entitled to costs, nor shall the person who made the 
seizure, or the prosecutor, be liable to action, suit, or judgment, on account 
of such seizure and prosecution: Provided, That the ship or vessel, goods, 
wares, or merchandise, be, after judgment, forthwith returned to such claim- 
ant or claimants, his, her, or their, agent or agents: And provided, That 
no action or prosecution shall be maintained, in any case under this act, uns 
less the same shall have been commenced within three years next after the 
penalty of forfeiture was incurred. 

§ 90. That all ships or vessels, goods, wares, or merchandise, which shall 
be condemned by virtue of this act, and for which bonds shall not. have been 
given by the claimant or claimants, agreeably for the provisions for that pur- 
pose, in the foregoing section, shall be sold, by the marshal, or other proper 
officer, of the court in which condemnation shall be had, to the highest bidder, 
at public auction, by order of such court, and at such place as the court ma 
appoint, giving at least fifteen days’ notice, (except in cases of perishable 
goods,) in one or more of the public newspapers of the place where such 
sale shall be; or, if no paper is published in such place, in one or more of 
the papers published in the nearest place thereto; for which advertising, a 
sum not exceeding five dollars shall be paid. And the amount of such sales, 
deducting all proper charges, shall be paid, within ten days after such sale, 
by the person selling the same, to the clerk, or other proper officer of the 
court directing such sale, to be by him, after deducting the charges allowed 
by the court, paid to the collector of the district in which such seizure or 
forfeiture has taken place, as hereinbefore directed. 
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§ $1. That all fines, penalties, and forfeitures, recovered by virtue of this 
act, (and not otherwise appropriated,) shall, afier deducting all proper costs 
and charges, be disposed of as follows : one moiety shall be for the use of the 
United States, and be paid into the treasury thereof, by the collector receiv- 
ing the same; the other moiety shall be divided between, and paid in equal 
proportions to, the collector, and naval officer of the district, and surveyor of 
the port, wherein the same shall have been incurred, or to such of the said 
officers as there may be in the said district ; and in districts where only one 
of the aforesaid officers shall have been established, the said moiety shall be 
given to such officer: Provided, nevertheless, That in all cases where such 
penalties, fines, and forfeitures, shall be recovered in pursuance of informa- 
tion given to such collector, by any person other than the naval officer or 
surveyor of the district, the one-half of such moiety shall be given to such 
informer, and the remainder thereof shall be disposed of between the col- 
lector, naval officer, and surveyor, or surveyors, in manner aforesaid: Pro- 
vided, also, That where any fines, forfeitures, and penalties, incurred by vir- 
tue of this act, are recovered in consequence of any information given by 
any officer of a revenue cutter, they shall, after deducting all proper costs 
and charges, be disposed of as follows: one-fourth part shall be for the use 
of the United States, and paid into the treasury thereof, in manner as before 
directed ; one-fourth part for the officers of the customs, to be distributed as 
hereinbefore set forth ; and the remainder thereof to the officers of such cut- 
ter, to be divided among them agreeably to their pay: And provided like- 
wise, That whenever a seizure, condemnation, and sale, of goods, wares, or 
merchandise, shall take place within the United States, and the value thereof 
shall be less than two hundred and fifty dollars, that part of the forfeiture 
which accrues to the United States, or so much thereof as may be necessary, 
shall be applied to the payment of the cost of prosecution: And be it further 
provided, That if any officer, or other person, entitled to a part or share of 
any of the fines, penalties, or forfeitures, incurred in virtue of this act, shall 
be necessary as a witness on the trial for such fine, penalty, or forfeiture, 
such officer or other person may be a witness upon the said trial; but in such 
case he shall not receive, nor be entitled to, any part or share of the said 
fine, penalty, or forfeiture, and the part or share to which he otherwise 
would have been entitled, shall revert to the United States. 

§ 92. That except into the districts hereinbefore described on the north- 
ern, north-western, and western, boundaries of the United States, adjoining 
to the dominions of Great Britain, in Upper and Lower Canada, and the dis 
tricts on the rivers Ohio and Mississippi, no goods, wares, or merchandise, 
of foreign growth or manufacture, subject to the payment of duties, shall be 
brought into the United States from any foreign port or place in any other 
manner than by sea, nor in any ship or vessel of less than thirty tons burthen, 
agreeably to the admeasurement hereby directed for ascertaining the tonnage 
of ships or vessels ; nor shall be landed or unladen at any other port than is 
directed by this act, under the penalty of seizure and forfeiture of all such ships 
or vessels, and of the goods, wares, or merchandise, imported therein, landed 
or unladen in any other manner. And no drawback of any duties on goods, 
wares, or merchandise, of foreign growth or manufacture, shall be allowed 
on the exportation thereof, from any district of the United States, otherwise 
than by the sea, and in vessels not less than thirty tons burthen. 

§ 93. ‘That the master, or person having the charge or command of any 
ship or vessel, bound toa foreign port or place, shall deliver, to the collector 
of the district from which such ship or vessel shall be about to depart, a ma- 
nifest of all the cargo on board the same, and the value thereof, by: him sub- 
scribed, and shall swear, or affirm, to the truth thereof; whereupon the said 
collector shall grant a clearance for such ship or vessel, and her cargo; but 
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without specifying the particulars thereof in such clearance, unless required 
by the said master, or other person haying the charge or command of such 
ship or vessel, soto do. And if any ship or vessel, bound toa foreign port 
or place, shall depart on her voyage to such foreign port or place, without 
delivering such manifest, and obtaining a clearance, as hereby required, the 
said master, or other person having the charge or command of such ship or 
vessel, shall forfeit and pay the sum of five hundred dollars, for every such 
offence. And the form of the report and manifest, to be delivered as afore- 
said, shall be as follows: Report and manifest of the cargo, laden at the port 
of » on board the master, bound for port. 
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And the oath or affirmation, to be taken by the master, or commander of 
the ship or vessel as aforesaid, shall be as follows: District of - I, [in- 
sert the name] master, or commander, of the [insert the denomination and 
name of the vessel] bound from the port of [insert the name of the port or 
place sailing from] to [insert the name of the port or place bound to] do 
solemnly, sincerely, and truly, swear, (or affirm, as the case may be) that 
the manifest of the cargo on board the said [insert denomination and name of 
the vessel] now delivered by me to the collector of this district, and subscribed 
with my name, contains, according to the best of my knowledge and belief, 
a full, just, and true, account of all the goods, wares, and merchandise, now 
actually laden on board the said vessel, and of the value thereof; and if any 
other goods, wares, or merchandise, shall be laden or put on board the said 
[insert denomination and name of vessel] previous to her sailing from this 
port, I will immediately report the same to the said- collector. I do also 
swear (or affirm,) that I verily believe the duties on all the foreign merchan- 
dise therein specified have been paid, or secured, according to law, and that 
no part thereof is intended to be relanded within the United States, and that 
if, by distress or other unavoidable accident, it shall become necessary to re- 
land the same, IJ will forthwith make a just and true report thereof, to the 
collector of the customs of the district wherein such distress or accident may 
happen. So help me God. And the form of a clearance, to be granted to a 
ship or vessel on her departure to a foreign port or place, shall be as fol- 
lows: District of » 8s. Port of - These are to certify all whom 
it doth concern, That master, or commander, of the ——, burthen 
tons, or thereabouts, mounted with guns, navigated with —— 
built, and beund for , having on board » hath 
here entered and cleared his said vessel, according to law. Given under 
our hands and seals, at the custom-house of —~—, this —— day of . 
one thousand ——, and in the year of the independence of the United 
States of America. Provided, any thing to the contrary notwithstanding, 
that the collectors, and other officers of the customs, shall, and they are 
hereby directed to, pay due regard to the inspection laws of the. states in 
which they may respectively act, in such manner, that no vessel having on 
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board goods liable to inspection shall be cleared out, until the master, or 
other proper person, shall have produced such certificate, that all such goods 
have been duly inspected, as the laws of the respective states do or may re- 
quire to be produced to collectors or other officers of the customs : And 
provided, That receipts, for the payment of all legal fees which shall have 
accrued on any ship or vessel, shall, before any clearance is granted, be pro- 
duced to the collector or other officer aforesaid. 

§ 94. That the importer or importers of any horses, cattle, sheep, swine, 
or other useful beasts, imported into the United States for the purpose of 
breed, shall make entry for such horses, cattle, sheep, swine, or other useful 
beasts, as in the case of other goods, wares, or merchandise, and obtain a 
permit for landing the same, and shall likewise make oath or affirmation, 
that they are actually imported for the purpose above mentioned ; and any 
horses, cattle, sheep, swine, or other beasts, landed without the provisions 
above mentioned being fully complied with, shall be subject to seizure and 
forfeiture. 

§ 95. That all matters directed by this act to be done to, or by, the col- 
lector of a district, or by the naval officer thereof, shall and may be done to, 
and by, the person who, in the cases specified in this act, is or may be 
authorized to act in the place or stead of the said collector, or of the said 
naval officer. , 

§ 96. That whenever an oath is required by this act, persons conscien- 
tiously scrupulous shall be permitted to affirm. 

§ 97. That the president of the United States be empowered, for the bet- 
ter securing and collection of the duties imposed on goods, wares, and mer- 
chandise, imported into the United States, and on the tonnage of ships or 
vessels, to cause to be built and equipped so many revenue cutters, not ex- 
ceeding ten, as may be necessary to be employed for the protection of the 
revenue, the expense whereof shall be paid out of the product of the duties 
on goods, wares, and merchandise imported into the United States, and on 
the tonnage of ships or vessels. 

§ 98. That there shall be, to each of the said revenue cutters, one captain, 
or master, and not more than three lieutenants, or mates, first, second, and 
third, and not more than seventy men, including non-commissioned officers, 
gunners, and marines. And the secretary of the treasury is hereby author- 
ized to cause contracts to be made, for the supply of rations, for the officers 
and men of the said revenue cutters: Provided, That the said revenue cut- 
ters shall, whenever the president of the United States shall so direct, co- 
operate with the navy of the United States, during which time they shall be 
under the direction of the secretary of the navy, and the expenses thereof 
shall be defrayed by the agents of the navy department. 

§ 99. That the officers of the said revenue cutters shall be appointed by 
the president of the United States,-and shall, respectively, be deemed officers 
of the customs, and shall be subject to the direction of such collectors of the 
revenue, or other officers thereof, as, from time to time, shall be designated 
for that purpose; they shall have power and authority, and are hereby re- 
quired and directed, to go on board all ships or vessels which shall arrive 
within the United States, or within four leagues of the coast thereof, if bound 
for the United States, and to search and examine the same, and every part 
thereof, and to demand, receive, and certify, the manifests hereinbefore re- 
quired to be on board certain ships or vessels, and to affix and put proper 
fastenings on the hatches and other communications with the hold of any 
pt Sc and to remain on board the said ships and vessels, until they 

re port or place of their destination. It shall, likewise, be the duty 
of the master, or other person having at any time the command of any of the 
said revenue cutters, to make a week y return to the collector, or other officer 
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of the district under whose direction they are placed, of the transactions of 
the cutter under their command, specif ying therein the vessels that have been 
boarded, their names and descriptions, the names of the masters, and from 
what port or place they last sailed, whether laden or in ballast, whether ships 
or vessels of the United States, or to what other nation belonging, and 
whether they have the necessary manifest or manifests of their cargoes on 
board, and generally, all such matters as it may be necessary for the col- 
lectors, or other officers of the customs, to be made acquainted with; and 
the officers of the said cutters shall, likewise, execute and perform such other 
duties, for the collection and security of the revenue, as, from time to time, 
shall be enjoined and directed by the secretary of the treasury, not contrary 
to law, and the provisions hereinbefore contained. 

§ 100. That the president be, and he is hereby, authorized to cause other 
revenue cutters to be built or purchased, in lieu of such as are, or shall, 
from time to time, become unfit for further service; and to cause such as 
are so become unfit for further service, to be sold at public auction, and the 
proceeds of such sales to be paid into the treasury of the United States. 
And the expense of purchasing other cutters, as aforesaid, as well as all 
future expenses of building, purchasing, or repairing, revenue cutters, shall 
be paid out of the product of the duties on goods, wares, or merchandise, 
imported into the United States, and on the tonnage of ships or vessels. 

§ 101. That the collectors of .the respective districts may, with the ap- 
probation of the secretary of the treasury, provide and employ such small 
open row and sail boats, in each district, together with the number of per- 
sons to serve in them, as shall be necessary for the use of the surveyors and 
inspectors in going on board of ships or vessels, and otherwise for the better 
detection of frauds; the expense of which shall be defrayed out of the pro- 
duct of the duties. 

§ 102. That the cutters and boats, employed in the service of the reve- 
nue, shall be distinguished from other vessels by an ensign and pennant, 
with such marks thereon as shall be prescribed and directed by the presi- 
dent of the United States; and, in case any ship or vessel, liable to seizure 
or examination, shall not bring to, on being required, or, being chased by 
any cutter or boat, having displayed the pennant and ensign prescribed for 
vessels in the revenue service, it shall be lawful for the captain, master, or 
other person having command of such cutter or boat, to fire at, or into, such 
vessel which shall not bring to, afier such pennant and ensign shall be 
hoisted, and a gun shall have been fired by such cutter or boat as a signal : 
and such captain, master, or other person, as aforesaid, and all persons act- 
ing by or under his direction, shall be indemnified from any penalties, or 
actions. for damages, for so doing; and if any person shall be killed or 
wounded by such firing, and the captain, master, or other person aforesaid, 
shall be prosecuted, or arrested therefor, such captain, master, or other per- 
son, shall be forthwith admitted to bail. And if any ship, vessel, or boat, 
not employed in the service of the revenue, shall, within the jurisdiction of 
the United States, carry or hoist any pennant or ensign prescribed for yes. 
sels in the service aforesaid, the master, or commander, of the ship or yes- 
sel, so offending, shall forfeit and pay one hundred dollars. 

§ 103. That no beer, ale, or porter, shall be brought into the United 
States by sea, from any foreign port or place, except in casks or vessels, the 
capacity whereof shall not be less than forty gallons, beer measure, or in 
packages, containing not less than six dozen bottles, on pain of forfeiture of 
the said beer, ale, or porter, and the ship or vessel in which the same shall 
be brought; nor shall any refined lump or loaf sugar be imported into the 
United States, from any foreign port or place, by sea, except in ships or 
vessels of one hundred and twenty tons burthen, and upwards, and in casks 
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or packages containing, each, not less than six hundred pounds weight ; nor 
shall any distilled spirits (arrack and sweet cordials excepted) be imported, 
or brought into the United States, except in casks or vessels of the capacity 
of ninety gallons, wine measure, and upwards, nor in casks or vessels which 
have been marked pursuant to any law of the United States, on pain of for- 
feiture of the said refined lump and loaf sugar, and distilled spirits, imported 
contrary to the provisions herein described, together with the ship or vessel 
in which they shall be so imported: Provided, That nothing contained in 
this act shall be construed to forfeit any spirits for being imported, or brought 
into the United States, in other casks or vessels as aforesaid, or the ship or 
vessel in which they shall be brought, if such spirits shall be for the use of 
the seamen on board such ship or vessel, and shall not exceed the quantity 
of four gallons for each seaman. y ‘ 

§ 104. That for the purpose of conforming this act to certain stipulations 
contained in treaties made and ratified under the authority of the United 
States, itis hereby declared, that it shall, at all times, be free to British sub- 
jects, and also to the Indians dwelling on either side of the boundary line of 
the United States, as settled by the treaty of peace, freely to pass and repass, 
by land or inland navigation, into and from the territories of the United 
States, and to navigate all the lakes, rivers, and waters, thereof, and freely 
to carry on trade and commerce with the citizens of the United States: 
Provided, That nothing herein contained’ shall be construed to justify the 
admission of British vessels, from the sea, into the rivers of the United 
States, beyond the highest ports of entry for foreign vessels from the sea ; 
and all goods and merchandise, the importation of which into the United 
States shall not be wholly prohibited, shall and may, freely, for the purposes 
of commerce, be brought into the same, in manner aforesaid, by British sub- 
jects, from the territories of the king of Great Britain in America; and such 
goods and merchandise shall be subject to no higher or other duties, than are 
or shall be payable by the citizens of the United States, on the importation 
of the same in American vessels into the Atlantic ports of the United States : 
And all goods, not prohibited to be exported from the United States, may, in 
manner aforesaid, be carried out of the United States into the territories 
aforesaid. 

§ 105. That no duty shall be levied or collected on the importation of 
peltries brought into the territories of the United States, nor on the proper 
goods and effects, of whatever nature, of Indians, passing or repassing the 
boundary line aforesaid, unless the same be goods in bales, or other large 
packages, unusual among Indians, which shall not be considered as goods 
belonging bona fide to Indians, nor be entitled to the exemption from duty 
aforesaid. And no higher, or other, tolls or rates of ferriage, than what 
are, or shall be, payable by citizens of the United States, shall be demanded 
of British subjects; and no duties shall be payable on any goods which shall 
merely be carried over any of the portages, or carrying places, within the 
territories of the United States, for the purpose of being immediately reim- 
barked, and carried to some other place or places: Provided, That this last 
mentioned exemption from duty, shall extend only to such goods as are car- 
ried in the usual and direct road across such portages and carrying places, 
and are not attempted to be in any manner sold or exchanged during their 
passage across the same. And it shall be lawful for citizens of the United 
States, and for all other persons, to import any goods or merchandise, of 
which the importation shall not be entirely prohibited, into the. districts 
which are or may be established on the northern and northwestern boun- 
daries of the United States, and on the rivers Ohio and Mississippi, in ves- 


sels or boats of any burthen, and in rafts or carriages of any kind or nature 
whatsoever. 
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§ 106. Thatiall vessels, boats, rafts, and carriages, of what kind and na- 
ture soever, arriving in the districts aforesaid, containing goods, wares, or 
merchandise, subject to duties on being imported into any port of the United 
States, shall be reported to the collector, or other chief officer of the customs 
at the port of entry, in the district into which they shall be so imported; 
and such goods shall be accompanied with like manifests, and like entries 
shall be made, by the persons having charge of any vessels, boats, rafis, and 
carriages, aforesaid, and by the owners or consignees of the goods, wares, 
and merchandise, laden on board the same; and the powers and duties of 
the officers of the customs shall be exercised and discharged, in the districts 
last mentioned, in like manner, as is hereinbefore directed and prescribed, 
in respect to goods, wares, and merchandise, imported into the United States, 
in vessels from the sea: and, generally, all importations, as aforesaid, shall 
be subject to like regulations, penalties, and forfeitures, as in other districts, 
except as is hereinafter specially provided. 

§ 107. That when any ‘goods, wares, or merchandise, subject to duties, 
shall be imported into any of the districts before mentioned, and which shall 
be reported as being destined to be carried over any of the portages, or carry- 
ing places, within the territories of the United States, for the purposes of 
being immediately reimbarked, and carried to some other port or place, it 
shall be the duty of the owner or consignee of the goods, wares, or merchan- 
dise, intended to be transported as aforesaid, to make entry thereof, as par- 
ticularly as is hereinbefore directed and prescribed, in respect to the like 
goods, wares, and merchandise, when entered for the payment of duties, and, 
moreover, specifying in such entry the route, portage, and carrying place, 
by and over which it is intended to transport the same; which entry shall 
be verified on oath or affirmation, in manner following: District of i 
port of - I [here insert the name of the person making the entry] do 
solemnly, sincerely, and truly, swear, (or affirm,) that the entry now sub- 
scribed with my name, and delivered by me to the collector of [insert the 
name of the district] contains a just and true account of all the goods, wares, 
and merchandise, contained in the several packages therein mentioned ; that 
they are brought into this district solely for the purpose of being carried and 
transported, by the way of [here insert the portage or carrying place] with 
intention of being immediately reimbarked and carried without the limits of 
the United States; and are not intended, directly or indirectly, to be sold, 
exchanged, or consumed, within the limits of the United States; and I do 
further swear, (or affirm,) that if I shall hereafter know, or discover, that 
the whole, or any part, of the said goods, wares, or merchandise, shall have 
been sold, alienated, exchanged, or consumed, within the limits of the United 
States, I will immediately report the same; with the circumstances thereof, 
truly, to the collector of this district. So help me God. 

§ 108. That the collector who shall receive any entry as aforesaid, shall 
cause due examination, inspection, and search, to be made, in like manner 
as is hereinbefore prescribed, in respect to importations made in vessels ar- 
riving by the sea, or intended to be exported from the United States, and, 
being satisfied therewith, shall thereupon grant’a certificate, or protection, 
for the said goods, wares, or merchandise, which shall accompany the same, 
and which certificate or protection shall be of the form following, to wit: 
District of —~, ss. Port of It is hereby certified, that [here insert 
the name of the person making entry] has made entry in this office, accord- 
ing to law, of the following merchandise, [here insert the particulars of the 
packages and merchandise, and the several marks, numbers, and contents 
thereof, as in the entry] and has made oath that the said merchandise are 
intended to be transported by the route of [here insert the portage or carry- 
ing place] yi oi insert the proposed. place of reimbarkation] for the pur- 
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pose of being transported without the limits of the United States. Now, 
therefore, this certificate is to serve as a protection for the said merchandise, 
during the transportation thereof, by the route aforesaid: Provided, ‘That 
the said merchandise, or any part thereof, are not, and shall not, be un- 
packed, alienated, sold, or consumed, within the limits of the United States, 
or be transported by any other route than is above specified ; in either of 
which cases the said merchandise may be seized and forfeited, this certificate 
and protection notwithstanding. As witness my hand and seal, the day and 
year above mentioned. A B, collector. And no certificate, as aforesaid, 
shall be in force for any term exceeding six months from the date thereof. 

§ 109. That if any person having the charge, or being concerned in the 
transportation of, any goods, wares, or merchandise, entered as aforesaid, 
for the purpose of being transported across any of the portages or carrying 
places within the limits of the United States, and to be delivered without the 
limits thereof, shall, with intent to defraud the revenue, break open or un- 
pack any part of the said merchandise, or shall sell, exchange, or consume, 
the same, or, with like intent, shall break or deface any. seal or fastening, 
placed thereon by any officer of the revenue, or if any person whatever shall 
deface, alter, or forge, any certificate, granted for the protection of merchan- 
dise transported as aforesaid, each and every person, so offending, shall 
forfeit and pay five hundred dollars, and shall be imprisoned, not less than 
one, nor more than six, months, at the discretion of the court before which 
such person shall be convicted. 

§ 110. That nothing contained in this act shall be construed to exempt 
the masters or owners of vessels from making and subscribing any oaths or 
affirmations, required by any laws of the United States not immediately re- 
lating to the collection of the duties on the importation of goods, wares, and 
merchandise, into the United States. 

§ 111. That in cases where the forms of official documents, as prescribed 
by this act, shall be substantially complied with and observed, according to 
the true spirit, meaning, and intent, thereof, no penalty or forfeiture shall be 
incurred by a deviation therefrom ; and the officers of the department of the 
treasury, according to their respective powers and duties, shall and may, 
from time to time, prescribe additions to the said forms, for the purpose of 
adapting the same to any alterations which may be made to the rates of 
duties on the importation of goods, wares, and merchandise, and on the ton- 
nage’ of ships and vessels, and for the better collection and payment of 
the said duties: Provided, however, That it shall not be competent for the 
said officers to prescribe any form or regulations incompatible with, or con- 
travening, the special provisions of this act. 

$112. That from and after the thirtieth day of June next ensuing, the act 
of congress passed on the fourth day of August, in the year one thousand 
seven hundred and ninety, entitled “* An act to provide more effectually for 
the collection of the duties on goods, wares, and merchandise, imported into 
the United States, and on the tonnage of ships and vessels,” and also all 
other acts, or parts of acts, coming within the purview of this act, shall be 
repealed, and thenceforth cease to operate, except as to the continuance of 
the officers appointed in pursuance of the said act, or parts of acts; except, 
also, as to the recovery and receipt of such duties on goods, wares, and mer- 
chandise, and on the tonnage of ships or vessels, as shall have accrued ; and 
as to the payment of drawbacks, bounties, and allowances, upon the exporta- 
tion of goods, wares, and merchandise, and as to the recovery and distribu- 
tion of fines, penalties, and forfeitures, which shall have been incurred before 
and on the said day ; subject, nevertheless, in respect to the collection of duties, 
to the alterations contained and expressed in the present act.

tions, ten thousand dollars, each ; the collectors of Newburyport, Gloucester, 
Marblehead, Plymouth, Nantucket, Portland and Falmouth, New London, 
New Haven, Fairfield Perth Amboy, Yorktown, Dumfries, Washington, 
Camden, Georgetown, (South Carolina,) Beaufort, and Savannah, five thou- 
sand dollars, each ; the collectors of Hudson, Middletown, and Waldoborough, 
four thousand dollars, each; and all the other collectors, in the sum of two 
thousand dollars, each: the naval officers of the ports of Boston and Charles- 
town, New York, Philadelphia, Baltimore, Charleston, ten thousand dollars, 
each ; and all other naval officers, in the sum of two thousand dollars, each ; 
the surveyors of the ports of Boston and Charlestown, New York, Philadel- 
phia, Baltimore, and Charleston, five thousand dollars, each; and all the other 
surveyors, in the sum of one thousand dollars, each: Which bonds shall be 
filed in the office of the said comptroller, and be by him severally put in suit, 
for the benefit of the United States, upon any breach of the condition thereof. 
And all bonds to be hereafter given, shall be of the form following, to wit,

The condition of the 
foregoing obligation is such, that, whereas the president of the United States 
hath, pursuant to law, appointed the said to the office of » in the 
state of . Now, therefore, if the said has truly and faithfully 
executed and discharged, and shall continue truly and faithfully to execute 
and discharge, all the duties of the said office, according to law ; then the 
above obligation to be void and of none effect, otherwise it shall abide and 
remain in full force and virtue. Sealed and delivered in the presence of 
Provided, That in cases where bonds have been already given, according 
to the directions aforesaid, new bonds shall not be required. 

§ 2. That from and after the last day of March next, and in lieu of the 
fees and emoluments heretofore established, there shall be allowed and paid, 
for the use of the collectors, naval officers, and surveyors, appointed, and to 
be appointed, in pursuance of law, the fees following; that is to say: To 
each collector, for every entrance of any ship or vessel of one hundred tons 
burthen and upwards, two dollars and a half: for every clearance of any 
ship or vessel of one hundred tons burthen and upwards, two dollars and a 
half; for every entrance of any ship or vessel under the burthen of one hun- 
dred tons, one dollar and a half; for every clearance of any ship or vessel 
under one hundred tons burthen, one dollar and a half; for every post entry, 
two dollars; for every permit to land goods, twenty cents; for every bond 
taken officially, forty cents; for every permit to load goods for exportation, 
which are entitled to drawback, thirty cents; for every debenture, or other 
official certificate, twenty cents; for every bill of health, twenty cents; for 
every official document (registers excepted,) required by any merchant, 
owner, or master, of any ship or vessel, not before enumerated, twenty cents ; 
and where a naval officer is appointed to the same port, the said fees shall 
be equally divided between the collector and the said naval officer, the latter 
paying one-third of the expense of the necessary stationery, and of the rent 
of an office, to be provided by the collector, at the place assigned for his 
residence, and as conveniently as may be for the trade of the district; ex- 
cept the expense of fuel, office rent, and necessary stationery for the collec- 
tors of the districts of Salem and Beverly, Boston and Charlestown, the cities 
of New York, Philadelphia, and Charleston, the towns of Baltimore, Norfolk, 
and Portsmouth, which shall be paid, three-fourths by the said collectors, 
and the other fourth by the respective naval officers in those districts ; and 
all fees shall, at the option of the collector, be cither received by him or by 
the naval officer; the party receiving to account monthly with the other, for 
his proportion or share thereof: Provided, That all fees arising on the ex- 
portation of any goods, wares, or merchandise, on which drawbacks are 
allowed, shall be equally shared among the collector, naval officer, and sur- 
veyor, where there are such officers at the port where the fees are paid, to be 
accounted for monthly, by the collector or naval officer who shall receive 
the same; and where there is no naval officer, such fees shall be divided 
equally between the collector and the surveyor, who may have been con- 
cerned in attending to such exportation; and the surveyors shall pay their 
proportion of the expenses of stationery and printing. To each surveyor, 
for the admeasurement, and certifying the same, of every ship or vessel of 
one hundred tons and under, one cent per ton; for the admeasurement of 
every ship or vessel above one hundred tons, and not exceeding two hundred 
tons, one hundred and fifty cents; for the admeasurement of every ship or 
vessel above two hundred tons, two hundred cents; for all other services, by 
this act, to be performed by such surveyor, on board any ship or vessel of 
one hundred tons or upwards, having on board goods, wares, or merchan- 
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dise, subject to duty, three dollars; for the like services on board any ship 
or vessel of less than one hundred tons burthen, having on. board goods, 
wares, or merchandise, subject to duty, one anda half dollar; on all vessels 
not having on board goods, wares, or merchandise, subject to duty, two- 
thirds of a dollar. All which fees shall be paid by the master or owner of 
the ship or vessel in which the said services shall be performed, to the sur- 
veyor by whom they shall be performed, if performed by one only, for his 
sole benefit ; but if performed by more than one, to him who shall have the 
first agency, to be divided, in equal parts, between him and the other or 
others by whom the said services shall also be performed. .‘T'o each inspec- 
tor there shall be allowed, for every day he shall be actually employed in 
aid of the customs, a sum not exceeding two dollars; and for every other 
person that the collector may find it necessary and expedient to employ, as 
occasional inspectors, or in any other way in aid of the revenue, a like sum, 
whilst actually so employed: not exceeding two dollars for every day so 
employed; to be paid by the collector out of the revenue, and charged to 
the United States: Provided, That the services performed by occasional 
inspectors, shall be particularly detailed in the accounts to be transmitted to 
the treasury, and certified, as to the necessity as well as performance, of 
such services, by the naval officer, or surveyor of the district, if any such 
officers there are. To the measurers, weighers, or gaugers, respectively, to 
be paid monthly by the collector, out of the revenue, and charged to the 
United States, for the measurement of every one hundred bushels of grain, 
thirty cents; for the measurement of every one hundred bushels of salt, ac- 
cording to the weight established by law for the payment of duties thereon, 
fifty cents ; for the measurement of every one hundred bushels of coal, sixty 
cents ; for the weighing of every one hundred and twelve pounds, und mark- 
Ing every cask, box, or package, weighing more than two hundred pounds, 
each, except sugar, coffee, pepper, pimento, and indigo, in bales, bags, mats, 
cannisters, or seroons, with the weight in durable characters, in the districts 
of Pennsylvania, New York, Boston and Charlestown, and Baltimore, one 
cent and a quarter; in the district of Norfolk, one cent and a half; and in 
the other districts, two cents; for the gauging and marking every cask, to 
be marked in durable characters, with his own name, and the quantity, eight 
cents; for computing the contents of, and marking, cases containing distilled 
Spirits and wines, three cents per case; for actually counting the number 
of bottles of cider, beer, ale, perry, or porter, contained in any cask or other 
package or packages, one cent per dozen ; and in proportion for any greater 
or lesser quantity ; and the allowances aforesaid shall be deemed to include 
a compensation for making returns of the goods or merchandise weighed, 
gauged, and measured, specifying the quality as well as quantity ; and there 
shall be allowed, to the surveyors or inspectors of the revenue for ports, the 
sum of one cent and one-half, for every certificate to accompany foreign dis- 
tilled spirits, and two cents and one-half, for every certificate to accompany 
wines and teas, issued within their ports, respectively ; and to the deputies of 
the inspectors aforesaid, the sum of two cents and one-half for every cask, 
or package, of foreign distilled spirits, wines, or teas, by them marked and 
returned to their respective principals, and for gauging wines, whereon the 
duties are payable according to the value thereof, six cents for every cask 
actually gauged. There shall, moreover, be allowed to the several officers 
hereafier mentioned, the following allowances and per centage: to the col- 
lectors of the district of New York, one-quarter per cent ; to the collector of 
the district of Boston and Charlestown, and to the collector of the districts of 
Baltimore and Philadelphia, one-half per cent; to the collectors of the dis- 
tricts of Charleston, Salem, and Norfolk, seven-eighths of one per cent; to 


the collectors of the districts of Alexandria, and Savannah, one per cent; to 
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the collectors of the district of Newburyport, one and one-quarter. per 
cent; to the collectors of the districts of Portsmouth, Portland, Newport, 
Providence, and New Haven, one and one-half per cent; to the collectors of 
the district of Georgetown, (in Maryland,) and Marblehead, two and one-half 
per cent; to the collectors of the districts of New London, Biddeford, Bath, 
and Wiscasset, two per cent; and to the collectors of all other districts, three 
per cent; on all moneys by them, respectively, received, on account of the 
duties arising on goods, wares, and merchandise, imported into the United 
States, and on the tonnage of ships and vessels. And, in addition to the 
allowances above mentioned, there shall be allowed and paid, annually, the 
sums following, to wit: To the collectors-of St. Mary’s, Passamaquoddy, Ver- 
mont, Champlain, and to the collectors of the several districts comprising the 
northern and western boundaries of the United States, and the river Ohio, two 
hundred and fifty dollars each ; to the surveyors in the several districts com- 
prising the northern and western boundaries of the United States, and the 
river Ohio, two hundred dollars each; to the surveyor of Shell Castle, or 
Beacon Island, one thousand dollars: toeach of the colleetors of the districts 
of Wilmington, in Delaware, Annapolis, Havre de Grace, Chester, in Mary- 
land, Gloucester, South Quay, Yeocomico, ‘Tappahannocl®, Newbern, Eden- 
ton, Camden, Wilmington, (North Carolina,) Nanjemoy, Ipswich, York, 
Washington, and Bermuda Hundred, the sum of two hundred and fifty dol- 
lars; to each of the collectors of the districts of Oxford, Vienna, Sagg Har- 
bour, Nottingham, Hampton, Yorktown, Dumfries, Foley Landing, Cherry- 
stone, Beaufort, Brunswick, and Hardwich, the sum of two hundred dollars: 
to each of the collectors of the districts of Perth Amboy, Portsmouth, Hud- 
son, Plymouth, Barnstable, Nantucket, Edgartown, New Bedford, Dighton, 
Penobscot, Frenchman’s Bay, Machias, (Newport,) Middletown, Fairfield, 
Burlington, Bridgetown, Great Egg Harbour, Little Egg Harbour, Snow 
Hill, Georgetown, (in South Carolina,) Sunbury, Marblehead, New Haven, 
and Georgetown, (in Maryland,) the sum of one hundred and fifty dollars ; 
to each of the collectors of Biddeford, Bath, and Wiscasset, one hundred 
dollars ; to the naval officer of the district of Portsmouth, two hundred dol- 
lars; to each of the naval officers of the districts of Newburyport, Salem, 
Newport, Providence, Wilmington, (in North Carolina,) and Savannah, the 
sum of one hundred and fifty dollars; to each of the surveyors of Salem, 
Portsmouth, Newburyport, Gloucester, Bristol, Warren, East Greenwich, 
North Kingston, Saint Mary’s Suffolk, Smithfield, Richmond, Petersburgh, 
Fredericksburgh, Wilmington, Beaufort, and Swansborough, the sum of two 
hundred and fifty dollars; to each of the surveyors of Newport, Providence, 
Thomastown, Beverly, New Haven, Middletown, Hartford, Saybrook, Albany, 
Hudson, Llewellensburgh, Portland, Pawcatuck, Patuxet, New London, 
Stonington, ‘Town Creek, Bermuda Hundred, West Point, Urbanna, Port 
Royal, Alexandria, Windsor, Hartford, Plymouth, Skewarky, Murfreesbo- 
rough, Bennet’s Creek, Winton, Nixonton, Newbiggin Creek, Pasquotank 
River, Indian Town, Currituck Inlet, Savannah, and New Brunswick, (in 
New Jersey,) the sum of one hundred and fifty dollars; to each of the sur- 
veyors of such ports of delivery as may be hereafter established by the pre- 
sident of the United States, and for whom other annual compensations are 
not hereby provided, a sum not exceeding two hundred and fifty dollars: 
And it shall be the duty of the respective collectors, naval officers, and sur- 
veyors, to keep accurate accounts of all fees and official emoluments received 
by them; also, of all expenditures, particularizing their expenditures for 
rent, fuel, stationery, and clerk hire, and to transmit, annually, within forty 
days after the last day of December, an account, as aforesaid, verified on 
oath or affirmation, to the comptroller of the treasury, who shall, annually, 
lay an abstract of the same before congress ; and if any collector, naval offi- 
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cer, or surveyor, shall omit or neglect to keep an account, as aforesaid, or 
to transmit the same, verified as aforesaid, he shall forfeit and pay a sum, 
not exceeding five hundred dollars, for the use of the United States, 

§ 3. That the compensations of the commissioned officers of the revenue 
Cutters shall be as follows, to wit: To a captain, or master, fifty dollars per 
month, and the subsistence of a captain of the army of the United States ; to 
a first lieutenant, or mate, thirty-five dollars per month; to a second lieu- 
tenant, or mate, thirty dollars per month; to a third lieutenant, or mate, 
twenty-five dollars per month ; and to every lieutenant or mate, the subsist- 
ence of a lieutenant in the army of the United States; and the pay of the 
non-commissioned officers, gunners,-and mariners, employed in the said cut- 
ters, shall, from time to time, be established and varied by the president of 
the United States, not exceeding twenty dollars per month, with such rations 
as are, or shall be, allowed in the naval service of the United States. 

§ 4. That whenever a collector shall die, or resign, the commissions to 
which he would have been entitled, on the receipt of all duties bonded by 
him, shall be equally divided between the collector resigning, or the legal 
representative of such deceased collector, and his successor in office, whose 
duty it shall be to collect the same; and for this purpose, all the public or 
official books, papers, and accounts, of the collector resigning or deceased, 
shall be delivered over to such successor.

§ 2. That the secretary of the navy shall be, and he hereby is, authorized 
and-directed to deduct, after the first day of September next, from the pay 
thereafter to become due of the seamen, and marines, of the navy of the 
United States, at the rate of twenty cents per month for every such seaman 
and marine, and to pay the same, quarter annually, to the secretary of the 
treasury, to be applied to the same purposes as the money collected by virtue 
of the abovementioned act is appropriated. 

§ 3. That the officers, seamen, and marines, of the navy of the United 
States, shall be entitled to receive the same benefits and advantages, as, by 
the act abovementioned, are provided for the relief of the sick and disabled 
seamen of the merchant vessels of the United States.

§ 1. Be it enacted, &c., That persons imprisoned on process issuing from 
any court of the United States, as well at the suit of the United States, as at 
the suit of any person or persons in civil actions, shall be entitled to like pri- 
vileges of the yards or limits of the respective jails, as persons confined, in 
like cases, on process from the courts of the respective states, are entitled to, 
and under the like regulations and restrictions. 

§ 2. That any person imprisoned on process of execution issuing from any 
court of the United States, in civil actions, except at the suit of the United 
States, may have the oath or affirmation, hereinafter expressed, administered 
to him, by the judge of the district court of the United States, within whose 
jurisdiction the debtor may be confined ; and in case there shall be no district 
judge residing within twenty miles of the jail wherein such debtor may be 
confined, such oath or affirmation may be administered by any two persons 
who may be commissioned for that purpose by the district judge: The cre- 
ditor, his agent, or attorney, if either live within one hundred miles of the 
place of imprisonment, or within the district in which the judgment was ren- 
dered, having had at least thirty days’ previous notice, by a citation served on 
him, issued by the district judge, to appear at the time and place therein 
mentioned, if he see fit, to show cause why the said oath or affirmation should 
not be so administered: At which time and place, if no sufficient cause, in 
the opinion of 418 judge, (or the commissioners appointed as aforesaid,) be 
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shown, or doth, from examination, appear to the contrary, he or they may, at 
the request of the debtor, proceed to administer to him the following oath or 
affirmation, as the case may be, viz: “* You solemnly (swear or affirm) 
that you have no estate, real or personal, in possession, reversion, or remain- 
der, to the amount or value of thirty dollars, other than necessary wearing 
apparel ; and that you have not, directly or indirectly, given, sold, leased, 
or otherwise conveyed to, or intrusted, any person or persons, with all, or 
any part, of the estate, real or personal, whereof you have been the lawful 
owner or possessor, with any intent to secure the same, or to receive, or to 
expect any profit or advantage therefrom, or to defraud your creditors, or 
have caused, or suffered to be done, any thing else whatsoever, whereby 
any of your creditors may be defrauded. Which oath or affirmation being 
administered, the judge or commissioners shall certify the same, under his or 
their hands, to the prison keeper, and the debtor shall be discharged from his - 
imprisonment on such judgment, and shall not be liable to be imprisoned 
again for the said debt, but the judgment shall remain good and sufficient in 
law, and may be satisfied out of any estate which may then, or at any time 
afterwards, belong to the debtor. And the judge or commissioners, in addi- 
tion to the certificate by them made and delivered to the prison keeper, shall 
make return of their doings to the district court, with the commission, in 
cases where a commission hath been issued, to be kept upon the files and 
record of the same court. And the said judge or commissioners may send 
for books and papers, and have the same authority as a court of record to 
compel the appearance of witnesses, and administer to them, as well as to 
the debtor, the oaths or affirmations necessary for the inquiry into, and dis- 
covery of, the true state of the debtor’s property, transactions, and affairs. 

§ 3. That when the examination and proceedings aforesaid in the opinion 

of the said judge or commissioners cannot be had with safety or convenience, 
in the prison wherein the debtor is confined, it shall and may be lawful for 
him or them by warrant, under his or their hands and seals, to order the 
marshal or prison keeper, to remove the debtor to such other place, conve- 
nient and near to the prison, as he or they may see fit; and to remand the 
debtor to the same prison, if, upon examination or cause shown by the cre- 
ditor, it shall appear that the debtor ought not to be admitted to take the 
above recited oath or affirmation, or that he is holden for any other cause. 
_ §4. That if any person shall falsely take any oath or affirmation, author- 
ized by this act, such person shall be deemed guilty of perjury, and, upon 
conviction thereof, shall suffer the pains and penalties in that case provided. 
Aud in case any false oath or affirmation be so taken by the debtor, the 
court, upon the motion of the creditor, shall recommit the debtor to the pri- 
son from whence he was liberated, there to be detained for the said debt, in 
the same manner as if such oath or affirmation had not been taken. 

§ 5. That any person imprisoned upon process issuing from any court of

§ 3. That whenever a ship or vessel, belonging to a citizen of the United 
States, shall be sold in a foreign country, and her company discharged, or 
when a seaman or mariner, a citizen of the United States, shall, with his own 
consent, be discharged in a foreign country, it shall be the duty of the master 
or commander to produce to the consul, vice-consul, commercial agent, or 
vice-commercial agent, the list of his ship’s company, certified as aforesaid, 
and to pay to such consul, vice-consul, commercial agent, or vice-commercial 
agent, for every seaman or mariner so discharged, being designated on such 
list as a citizen of the United States, three months’ pay, over and above the 
wages which may then be due to such mariner or seaman, two-thirds thereof 
to be paid by such consul or commercial agent, to each seaman or mariner 
so discharged, upon his engagement on board of any vessel to return to the 
United States, and the other remaining third to be retained for the purpose 
of creating a fund for the payment of the passages of seamen or mariners, 
citizens of the United States, who may be desirous of returning to the United 
States, and for the maintenance of American seamen who may be destitute, 
and may be in such foreign port; and the several sums retained for such 
fund shall be accounted for with the treasury every six months, by the per- 
sons receiving the same. 

§ 4. That it shall be the duty of the consuls, vice-consuls, commercial 
agents, vice-commercial agents of the United States, from time to time, to 
provide for the mariners and seamen of the United States, who may be found 
destitute within their districts, respectively, sufficient subsistence and passages 
to some port in the United States, in the most reasonable manner, at the ex- 
pense of the United States, subject to such instructions as the secretary of 
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state shall give ; and that all masters and commanders of vessels belonging 
to citizens of the United States, and ‘bound to some port of the same, are 
hereby required and enjoined to take such mariners or seamen on board of 
their ships or vessels, at the request of the said consuls, vice-consuls, com- 
mercial agents, or vice-commercial agents, respectively, and to transport 
them to the'port in the United States to which such ships or vessels may be 
bound, on such terms, not exceeding ten dollars for each person, as may be 
agreed between the said master and consul, or commercial agent.

jurisdiction. And the certificate of any such consul or commercial agent, 
given under his hand and official seal, shall be prima facie evidence of such 
refusal, in any court of law having jurisdiction for the recovery of the penalty 
aforesaid.

§ 1. Be it enacted, fc. From and after the first day of April next, no 
master or captain of any ship or vessel, or any other person, shall import or 
bring, or cause to be imported or brought, any negro, mulatto, or other per- 
son of colour, not being a native, a citizen, or registered seaman of the United 
States, or seamen natives of countries beyond the Cape of Good Hope, into 
any port or place of the United States, which port or place shall be situated 
in any state which by law has prohibited or shall prohibit the admission or 
importation of such negro, mulatto, or other person of colour; and if any 
captain or master aforesaid, or any other person, shall import or bring, or 
cause to be imported or brought into any of the ports or places aforesaid, 
any of the persons whose admission or importation is prohibited, as aforesaid,

certificate of registry shall be issued, except such as shall have been pro- 
vided and marked, as aforesaid ; and the ships or vessels of the United States, 
which shall have been duly registered as such, shall be entitled to new cer- 
tificates of registry (gratis) in exchange for their old certificates of registry : 
and it shall be the duty of the respective collectors, on the departure of any 
such ship or vessel, after the said thirty-first day of December, from the dis- 
trict to which such ship or vessel shall belong, to issue a new certificate ac- 
cordingly, and to retain and deface the former certificate. 

§ 3. That when any ship or vessel, which has been, or which shall be, 
registered pursuant to any law of the United States, shall, whilst such ship 
or vessel is without the limits of the United States, be sold or transferred, 
in whole or in part, to a citizen or citizens of the United States, such ship or 
vessel, on her first arrival in the United States thereafter, shall be entitled to 
all the privileges and benefits of a ship or vessel of the United States: Pro- 
vided, That all the requisites of law, in order to the registry of ships or 
vessels, shall be complied with, and a new certificate of registry obtained 
for such ship or vessel, within three days from the time at which the master 
or other person having the charge or command of such ship or vessel, is 
required to make his final report upon her first arrival afterwards, as afore- 
said, agreeably to the thirtieth section of the act, passed on the second day 
of March, one thousand seven hundred and ninety-nine, entitled, «An act 
to regulate the collection of duties on imports and tonnage.”

§1. Be it enacted, Sc. That, from and after the last day of June next, 
a district shall be formed from the district of Newbern, in North Carolina, 
to be called the district of Beaufort, which shall include the town of Beau- 
fort, and all the water and shore north and east of the said town, to Har- 
bour Island, and all the water and shore south and west of the said town, 
to Dog Island, inclusive. And the town of Beaufort shall be the sole port 
of entry and delivery for the said district ; and a collector for the said port 
shall be appointed, to reside and keep his office at the said town of Beaufort, 
who shall be entitled to receive, in addition to the fees and other emoluments 
established by law, the annual salary of two hundred dollars.

§ 1. Be it enacted, §c. That the same duties which by law now are, or 
hereafter may be, laid on goods, wares, and merchandise, imported into the 
United States, on the tonnage of vessels, and on the passports and clear- 
ances of vessels, shall be laid and collected on goods, wares, and merchan- 
dise, imported into the territories ceded to the United States by the treaty of 
the thirtieth of April, one thousand eight hundred and three, between the 
United States and the French republic; and on vessels arriving in, or de- 
parting from, the said territories: and the following acts, that is to say: the 
act, entitled “‘ An act to establish the treasury department.” ** An act con- 
cerning the registering and recording of ships and vessels.” ‘* An act for 
enrolling and licensing ships or vessels to be employed in the coasting 
trade and fisheries.” ‘ An act to regulate the collection of duties on imports 
and tonnage.”

“An act for the more effectual recovery of debts due from individuals to the 
United States.” ‘ An act to provide more effectually for the settlement of 
accounts between the United States and receivers of public money.” |“ An 
act to authorize the sale and conveyance of lands in certain cases, by the 
marshals of the United States, and to confirm former sales:” and “ An act 
to provide for mitigating or remitting the, forfeitures, penalties, and disabili- 
ties, accruing in certain cases therein mentioned.” “An act to establish a 
mint, and to regulate the coins of the United States.” “An act regulating 
foreign coins ; and for other purposes :” And the acts supplementary to, and 
amendatory of, the two last mentioned acts, or so much of the said acts as 
is now in force, and also so much of any other act or acts of the United States, 
as is now in force, or may be hereafter enacted, for laying any duties on im- 
ports, tonnage, seamen, or shipping, for regulating and securing the collec- 
tion of the same, and for regulating the compensations of the officers em- 
ployed in the collection of the same ; for granting and regulating drawbacks, 
bounties, and allowances in lieu of drawbacks ; concerning the registering, 
recording, enrolling, and licensing, of ships and vessels; to provide for the 
settlement of accounts between the United States and individuals; for the 
recovery of debts due to the United States; and for remitting forfeitures, 
penalties, and disabilities : shall extend to, and have full force and effect in, 
the abovementioned territories: Provided, however, and it is hereby further 
enacted,-‘That ships or vessels which, on the twentieth day of December last, 
were owned-by persons then residing in the abovementioned territories, and 
who either were citizens of the United States, or had resided in the said ter- 
ritories during five years next preceding, shall be entitled to the benefits and 
privileges of ships or vessels of the United States, whilst they shall continue 
to be wholly owned by such persons, or by citizens of the United States: 
Provided, nevertheless, That the persons claiming such privileges for their 
ships or vessels, shall, in every other respect, comply with the provisions of 
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the acts for registering, recording, enrolling, and licensing, of ships or ves- 
sels, and who, if not citizens of the United States, shall have previously 
taken an oath of allegiance to the United States, which oath the collector of 
the port is hereby authorized to administer. 

§ 2. That so much of any act or acts of the United States, now in force, 
or which may be hereafter enacted, concerning the bank of the United States, 
and for the punishment of frauds committed on the same; for the relief of 
sick and disabled seamen; for the protection of American seamen; for the 
government and regulation of seamen in the merchants’ service; and for 
preventing the exportation of goods not duly inspected, shall extend to, and 
have full force and effect in, the abovementioned territories. 

§ 3. That so much of any law or laws, laying any duties on the importa- 
tion, into the United States, of goods, wares, and merchandise, from the 
said territories, (or allowing drawbacks on the importation of the same from 
the United States to the said territories,) or respecting the commercial in- 
tercourse between the United States and the said territories, or between the 
several parts of the United States through the said territories, which is in- 
consistent with the provisions of the preceding section, be, and the same 
hereby is, repealed ; and all duties on the exportation of goods, wares, and 
merchandise, from the said territories, as well as all duties on the importa- 
tion of goods, wares, and merchandise, into the said territories, on the trans- 
fer of ships or vessels, and on the tonnage of vessels, other than those laid 
by virtue of the laws of the United States, shall, from the time when this 
act shall commence to be in force, cease and determine: Provided, how- 
ever, That nothing herein contained shall be construed to affect the fees and 
other charges usually paid in the said territories on account of pilotage, 
wharfage, or the right of anchoring by the levee of the city of New Or- 
leans, which several fees and charges shall, until otherwise directed, conti- 
nue to be paid and applied to the same purposes as heretofore. 

§ 4. That, to the end that the laws providing for the collection of the du- 
ties imposed by law on goods, wares, and merchandise, imported into the 
United States, and on the tonnage of ships and vessels, and the laws respect- 
ing the revenue and navigation of the United States, may be carried into 
effect within the said territories, the territories ceded to the United States, by 
the treaty abovementioned, and also all the navigable waters, rivers, creeks, 
bays, and inlets, lying within the United States, which empty into the gulf 
of Mexico, east of the river Mississippi, shall be annexed to the Mississippi 
district, and shall, together with the same, constitute one district, to be called 
the “ District of Mississippi.” The city of New Orleans shall be the sole 
port of entry in the said district, and the town of Bayou St. John shall be a 
port of delivery; a collector, naval officer, and surveyor, shall be appointed, 
to reside at New Orleans, and a surveyor shall be appointed to reside at the 
port of Bayou St. John; and the president of the United States is hereb: 
authorized to appoint, not exceeding three surveyors, to reside at such other 
places, within the said district, as he shall deem expedient, and to constitute 
each, or either, of such places ports of delivery only. And so much of any 
law or laws, as establishes a district on the river Mississippi, south of the river 
Tennessee, is hereby repealed, except as to the recovery and receipt of such 
duties on goods, wares, and merchandise, and on the tonnage of ships or 
vessels, as shall have accrued, and as to the recovery and distribution of 
fines, penalties, and forfeitures, which shall have been incurred before the 
commencement of the operation of this act. 

§ 5. That the shores and waters of the town of Natchez shall be one dis- 
trict, to be called the district of Natchez, and a collector shall be appointed, 
who shall reside at Natchez, which shall be the only port of entry or deli. 
very within the said district, of any goods, wares, and merchandise, not the 
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growth or manufacture of the United States: Provided, nevertheless, That 
it shall be the duty of every master or commander of any ship or vessel 
destined for the said port of Natchez, to stop at New Orleans, and there de- 
liver, to the collector of said port, a muanifest-of the cargo on board such 
ship or vessel, agreeably to law, on penalty of five thousand dollars. And 
it shall be the duty of the said collector to transmit a certified copy of such 
manifest to the collector of the said port of Natchez, and to direct an inspec- 
tor to go on board such ship or vessel, and proceed therewith to the port of 
Natchez, and there report such ship or vessel to the collector of said port of 
Natchez, immediately after his arrival, when the duty of said inspector shall 
cease. 

§ 6. That foreign ships or vessels shall be admitted to unlade at the port 
of New Orleans, and at no other port within the district of Mississippi; 
and ships or vessels belonging to citizens of the United States, coming di- 
rectly from France or Spain, or any of their colonies, shall not be admitted 
to unlade at any port within the district of Mississippi other than New Or- 
leans; and ships or vessels arriving from the Cape of Good Hope, or from 
any place beyond the same, shall be admitted to make entry at the port of 
New Orleans, and at no other port within the district of Mississippi: Pro- 
vided, however, That nothing in this act contained, shall authorize the al- 
lowing of drawbacks on the exportation of any goods, wares, and merchan- 
dise, from the said port of New Orleans, other than on those which shall 
have been imported directly into the same, from a foreign port or place. 

§ 7. That the master or commander of every ship or vessel, bound to a 
port of delivery only, other than the port of Bayou St. John, in the district 
of Mississippi, shall first come to at the port of New Orleans with his ship 
or vessel, and there make report or entry, in writing, and pay, or secure to 
be paid, all legal duties, port fees, and charges, in manner provided by law, 
before such ship or vessel shall proceed to her port of delivery; and any 
ship or vessel, bound to the port of Bayou St. John, may first proceed to the 
said port, and afierwards make report and entry at the port of New Orleans, 
within the time by law limited; and the master of every ship or vessel ar- 
riving from a foreign port or place, or having goods on board, of which the 
duties have not been paid or secured, and bound to any port within the dis- 
trict of Mississippi, (other than New Orleans, or Bayou St. John,) shall take 
an inspector on board at New Orleans, before proceeding to such port; and 
if any master of a ship or vessel, shall proceed to such port of delivery con- 
trary to the directions aforesaid, he shall forfeit and pay five hundred dol- 
lars, to be recovered in any court of competent jurisdiction, with the costs of 
suit. 

§ 8. That during the term of twelve years, to commence three months 
after the exchange of the ratifications of the abovementioned treaty shall 
have been notified at Paris, to the French government, French ships or ves- 
sels, coming directly from France, or any of her colonies, laden only with 
the produce or manufactures of France, or any of her said colonies; and 
Spanish ships or vessels, coming directly from Spain, or any of her colonies, 
Jaden only with the produce or manufactures of Spain, or any of her said 
colonies, shall be admitted into the port of New Orleans, and into all other 
ports of entry which may hereafter be established by law within the territo- 
ries ceded to the United States by the abovementioned treaty, in the same

neys by him received on account of the duties arising from goods, wares, and 
merchandise, imported into the said district, and on the tonnage of ships and 
vessels ; and the naval officers and surveyors of the said district shall, re- 
spectively, receive an annual compensation of two hundred and fifty dollars, 
in addition to their other fees and emoluments.

the territories ceded to the United States, by the treaty of the thirtieth of 
April, one thousand eight hundred and three, between the United States and 
the French republic, or to any person or persons being, on the said thirtieth 
day of April, an inhabitant or inhabitants of the said ceded territories, and 
who continue to reside therein, and of which the master is a citizen of the 
United States, or an inhabitant as aforesaid, may be registered, enrolled, and 
licensed, in the manner prescribed by law ; and being so registered, enrolled, 
or licensed, shall be denominated and deemed a ship or vessel of the United 
States, and entitled to the benefits granted by any law of the United States 
to ships or vessels thereof: Provided, That it shall be lawful for the collec- 
tor to whom application shall be made for a certificate of registry, enrolment, 
or license, for such ship or vessel, by any citizen or inhabitant as aforesaid, 
to make such variations in the forms of the oaths, certificates, and licenses, 
as shall render them applicable to the cases herein intended to be provided 
for: And provided, also, That every such inhabitant, applying as aforesaid, 
shall, prior to his being entitled to receive such certificate of registry, enrol- 
ment, or license, deposite with the collector, the register, and other papers 
under which such ship or vessel had been navigated ; and also take and sub- 
scribe, before the collector, (who is hereby authorized to administer the 
same,) the following oath: “1, A B, do swear (or affirm) that I will be faith- 
ful, and bear true allegiance to the United States of America, and that I do 
entirely renounce and abjure all allegiance and fidelity to every foreign 
prince, potentate, state, or sovereignty, whatever, and particularly to the 
king of Spain and the French republic.” 

§ 2. That the inhabitants of the said ceded territory, who were residents 
thereof on the thirtieth day of April, one thousand eight hundred and three, 
who shall take the oath aforesaid, and who continue to reside therein, or 
citizens of the United States, residents of said ceded territory, shall be en- 
titled to all the benefits and privileges of owning ships or vessels of the 
United States, to all intents and purposes, as if they were resident citizens 
of the United, States.

entitled “ An act to regulate the collection of duties on imports and tonnage.” 

_§ 2. That all goods, wares, and merchandise, duly imported into the dis- 
trict of Delaware, may be transported to the same place, in the same man- 
ner, and on the same conditions, with goods, wares, and merchandise, duly 
imported into the districts of Philadelphia, New York, or Baltimore, and 
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shall, in like manner, be entitled to the benefit of a drawback of the duties 
thereon, upon exportation to any foreign port or place, agreeably to the pro- 
visions contained in the seventy-ninth section of an act, entitled “ An act to 
regulate the collection of duties on imports and tonnage ; and that all goods, 
wares, and merchandise, which, being duly imported into the districts of 
Philadelphia, New York, or Baltimore, shali be exported from the district of 
Delaware, shall also be entitled to the benefit of a drawback of the duties on 
the same, in the same manner, and on the same conditions, which are pre- 
scribed by the said seventy-ninth section of the act aforesaid, for goods, 
wares, and merchandise, which, being duly imported into Baltimore or New 
York, shall be exported from Philadelphia.

§ 1. Be it enacted, &c. That any person, not being an owner; who shall, 
on the high seas, wilfully and corruptly cast away, burn, or otherwise de- 
Stroy, any ship or other vessel, unto which he belongeth, being the property 
of any citizen or citizens of the United States, or procure the same to be 
done, and being thereof lawfully convicted, shall suffer death. 

§ 2. That if any person shall, on the high seas, wilfully and corruptly 
cast away, burn, or otherwise destroy, any ship or vessel of which he js

same may be sold or disposed of to be held to service or labour, on penalty 
of forfeiting, for every such negro, mulatto, or person of colour, so taken 
on board and transported, as aforesaid, the sum of eight hundred dollars; 
one moiety thereof to the use of the United States, and the other moiety to 
any person or persons who shall sue for and prosecute the same to effect : 
Provided, however, That nothing in this section shall extend to prohibit the 
taking on board or transporting on any river, or inland bay of the sea, within 
the jurisdiction of the United States, any negro, mulatto, or person of colour, 
(not imported contrary to the provisions of this act,) in’any vessel or species 
of craft whatever. 

§ 9. That the captain, master, or commander, of any ship or vessel, of 
the burthen of forty tons or more, from and after the first day of January, 
one thousand eight hundred and eight, sailing coastwise, from any port in

gether with the owner, or shipper, shall severally swear or affirm, to the 
best of their knowledge and belief; that the persons therein specified were not

or vessel, shall, moreover, forfeit, for every such negro, mulatto, or person 
of colour, so transported, or taken on board, contrary to the provisions of 
this act, the sum of one thousand dollars, one moiety thereof to the United 
States, and the other moiety to the use of any person or persons who shall 
sue for and prosecute the same to effect. 

§ 10. That the captain, master, or commander, of every ship or vessel, of 
the burthen of forty tons or more, from and after the first day of January, 
one thousand eight hundred and eight, sailing coastwise, and having on board 
any negro, mulatto, or person of colour, to sell or dispose of as slaves, or to 
be held to service or labour, and arriving in any port within the jurisdiction 
of the United States, from any other port within the same, shall, previous to 
the unlading or putting on shore any of the persons aforesaid, or suffering 
them to go on shore, deliver to the collector, if there be one, or if not, to the 
surveyor residing at the port of her arrival, the manifest certified by the col- 
lector or surveyor of the port from whence she sailed, as is hereinbefore 
directed, to the truth of which, before such officer, he shall swear or affirm ; 
and if the collector or surveyor shall be satisfied therewith, he shall there- 
upon grant a permit for unlading, or suffering such negro, mulatto, or other 
person of colour, to be put on shore; and if the captain, master, or com- 
mander, of any such ship or vessel, being laden as aforesaid, shall neglect 
or refuse to deliver the manifest at the time, and in the manner, herein direct-

heretofore passed, to the contrary notwithstanding: Provided, nevertheless,. 
That no sea-letter shall be issued to any vessel which shall not at this time 
be furnished or entitled to a sea-letter, unless such vessel shall return to some 
port or place in the United States, or territories thereof, on or before the said 
thirtieth day of June next: Provided, nevertheless, That no sea-letter, or 
other document, certifying or proving any ship or vessel to be the property 
of a citizen or citizens of the United States, shall be issued to any vessel now 
abroad, which shall not, at this time, be furnished or entitled to a sea-letter,

That the president of the United States shall not 
allow to any minister plenipotentiary a greater sum than at the rate of nine 
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thousand dollars per annum, as a compensation for all his personal services 
and expenses; nor to any charge des affaires, a greater sum than at the rate 
of four thousand five hundred dollars per annum, as a compensation for all 
his personal services and expenses; nor to the secretary of any legation or 
embassy to any foreign country, or secretary of any minister plenipotentiary, 
& greater sum than at the rate of two thousand dollars per annum as a com- 
pensation for all his personal services and expenses; nor to any consul who 
shall be appointed to reside at Algiers, a greater sum than at the rate of four 
thousand dollars per annum, as a compensation for all his personal services 
and expenses; nor to any other consul who shall be appointed to reside at 
any other of the states on the coast of Barbary, a greater sum than at the 
rate of two thousand dollars per annum, as a compensation for all his per- 
sonal services and expenses ; nor shall there be appointed more than one 
consul for any of the said states: Provided, It shall be lawful for the pre- 
sident of the United States to allow to a minister plenipotentiary, or charge 
des affaires, on going from the United States to any foreign country, 
an outfit, which shall in no case exceed one year’s full salary of such minis- 
ter or charge des affaires; but no consul shall be allowed an outfit in any 
case whatever, any usage or custom to the contrary notwithstanding. 

§ 2. That to entitle any charge des affaires, or secretary of any legation 
or embassy to any foreign country, or secretary of any minister plenipoten- 
tiary, to the compensation hereinbefore provided, they shall, respectively, 
be appointed by the president of the United States, by and with the advice 
and consent of the senate; but in the recess of the senate, the president is 
hereby authorized to make such appointments, which shall be submitted to 
the senate at the next session thereafter, for their advice and consent; and 
no compensation shall be allowed to any charge des affaires, or any of the 
secretaries hereinbefore described, who shall not be appointed as aforesaid ;

§ 3. That where any sum or sums of money shall be drawn from the 
treasury, under any law making appropriation for the contingent expenses 
of intercourse between the United States and foreign nations, the president 
shall be, and he hereby is, authorized to cause the same to be duly settled, 
annually, with the accounting officers of the treasury, in the manner follow- 
ing, that is to say: By causing the same to be accounted for, specially, in 
all instances where such expenditure thereof may, in his judgment, be made 
public, and by making a certificate of the amount of such expenditures as 
he may think it adviseable not to specify, and every such certificate shall be 
deemed a sufficient voucher for the sum therein expressed to have been ex- 
pended. 

§ 4. That it shall not be lawful for the consuls of the United States, re- 
siding on the Barbary coast, or either of them, to expend, or to disburse, or 
pay, or cause to be paid, for any purpose, or on any pretence whatever, not 
authorized by law, to any one of the Barbary powers, or to the officers or 
subjects thereof, a greater sum than three thousand dollars in any one year, 
with intent to charge the United States with the same, without first obtain- 
ing a special approbation, in writing, from the president of the United States, 
for that purpose. And every such consul who shall, after notice of this act, 
expend or disburse, or pay, or cause to be paid, for any purpose, or on any 
pretence whatever, not authorized by law, to any one of the Barbary pow- 
ers, or to the officers or subjects thereof, a greater sum than three thousand 
dollars in any one year, or shall be aiding or assisting therein, without first 
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obtaining the approbation of the president as aforesaid, shall forfeit and pay 
to the treasury of the United States a sum equal to one-half his yearly com- 
pensation: and shall, moreover, stand charged with, and be accountable for, 
all moneys so disbursed or paid, contrary to the provisions of this act. 

§ 5. That, from and after the: first day of November next, no.consul of 
the United States residing on the Barbary coast shall own, in whole or in 
part, any ship or vessel, or be concerned, directly or indirectly, in the ex- 
portation from, or importation to, any of the states on the coast of Barbary, 
of any goods, wares, or merchandise, on penalty that every consul so offend- 
ing, and being thereof convicted, shall, for every offence, forfeit a sum not 
exceeding one thousand dollars. 

§ 6. That it shall be the duty of the consuls residing on the Barbary 
coast to transmit to the secretary of the treasury, annually, an account of 
all moneys received, and of all disbursements or expenditures made, by

zen or citizens of the United States. 

§ 2. That the owner or owners of such steam-boat upon application for 
enrolment or license, shall give bond to the collector of the district, to and 
for the use of the United States, in the penalty of one thousand dollars, with 
sufficient surety, conditioned that the said boat shall not be employed in 
other waters than the rivers and bays of the United States.

§ 2. That from and after the time when this act shall take effect, it shall 
not be lawful to employ as aforesaid any naturalized citizen of the United 
States, unless such citizen shall produce to the commander of the public ves- 
sel, if to be employed on board such vessel, or toa collector of the customs, 
a certified copy of the act by which he shall have been naturalized, setting 
forth such naturalization, and the time thereof, 

§ 3. That in all cases of private vessels of the United States sailing from 
a port in the United States to a foreign port, the list of the crew, made as 
heretofore directed by law, shall be examined by the collector for the district 
from which the vessel shall clear out, and, if approved of by him, shall be 
certified accordingly. And no person shall be admitted or employed as afore- 
said, on board of any vessel aforesaid, unless his name shall have been en- 
tered in the list of the crew, approved and certified by the collector for the 
district from which the vessel shall clear out as aforesaid. And_the said 
collector, before he delivers the list of the crew, approved and certified as 
aforesaid, to the Captain, master, or proper officer, of the vessel to which the 


same belongs, shall cause the same to 


be recorded in a book, by him for that 


purpose to be provided ; and the said record shall be open for the inspection 
of all persons, and a certified copy thereof shall be admitted in evidence, in 
any court in which any questions may arise, under any of the provisions of 


this act. 


_ 44. That the president of the United States be, and he hereby is, author- 
ized, from time to time, to make such further regulations, and to give such 
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directions to the several commanders of public vessels, and to the several 
collectors, as may be proper and necessary, respecting the proofs of citizen- 
ship, to be exhibited to the commanders or collectors aforesaid: Provided, 
That nothing contained in such regulations or directions shall be repugnant 
to any of the provisions of this act. 

§ 5. That, from and after the time when this act shall take effect, no sea- 
man or other’seafaring man, not being a citizen of the United States, shall 
be admitted or received as a passenger on board of any public or private 
vessel of the United States, in a foreign port, without permission, in writing, 
from the proper officers of the country of which such seaman or seafaring 
man may be subject or citizen. 

§ 6. That, from and after the time when this act shall take effect, the 
consuls or commercial agents of any nation at peace with the United States 
shall be admitted, (under such regulations as may be prescribed by the pre- 
sident. of the United States,) to state their objections to the proper commander 
or collector as aforesaid, against the employment of any seaman or seafaring 
man on board of any public or private vessel of the United States, on ac- 
count of his being a native subject or citizen of such nation, and not em- 
braced within the description of persons who may be lawfully employed, ac- 
cording to the provisions of this act; and the said consuls or commercial 
agents shall also be admitted, under the said regulations, to be present at the 
time when the proofs of citizenship, of the persons against whom such ob- 
jections may have been made, shall be investigated by such commander or 
collector. 

§ 7. That if any commander of a public vessel of the United States 
shall knowingly employ, or permit to be employed, or shall admit or re- 
ceive, or permit to be admitted or received, on board his vessel, an y person 
whose employment or admission is prohibited by the provisions of this act, 
he shall, on conviction thereof, forfeit and pay the sum of one thousand 
dollars for each person thus unlawfully employed or admitted on board such 
vessel. 

§ 8. That if any person shall, contrary to the prohibition of this act, be 
employed or be received on board of any private vessel, the master or com- 
mander, and the owner or owners of such vessel, knowing thereof, shall, re- 
spectively, forfeit and pay five hundred dollars for each person thus unlaw- 
fully employed or received, in any one voyage; which sum or sums shall be 
recovered, although such seaman or person shall have been admitted and en- 
tered in the certified list of the crew aforesaid by the collector of the district 
to which the vessel may belong; and all penalties and forfeitures arising un- 
der, or incurred by virtue of, this act, may be sued for, prosecuted, and re- 
covered, with costs of suit, by action of debt, and shall accrue and be, one 
moiety thereof to the use of the person who shall sue for the same, and the 
other moiety thereof to the use of the United Statest 

§ 9. That nothing in this act contained shall be construed to prohibit any 
commander or master of a public or private vessel of the United States, 
whilst in a foreign port or place, from receiving any American seaman in 
conformity to law, or supplying any deficiency of seamen on board such 
vessel, by employing American seamen, or subjects of such foreign country, 
the employment of whom shall not be prohibited by the laws thereof. 

§ 10. That the provisions of this act shall have no effect or operation with 
respect to the employment, as seamen, of the subjects or citizens of any fo- 
reign nation which shall not, by treaty or special convention with the go- 
vernment of the United States, have prohibited, on board of her public and 
private vessels, the employment of native citizens of the United States, who 
have not become a citizen or subject of such nation. 

§11. That nothing in this act contained shall be so construed as to pre- 
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vent any arrangement between the United States and any foreign nation, 
which may take place under any treaty or convention, made and ratified in 
the manner prescribed by the constitution of the United States. 

§ 12. That no person who shall arrive in the United States, from and after 
the time when this act shall take effect, shall be admitted to become a citizen 
of the United States, who shall not, for the continued term of five years, 
next preceding his admission as aforesaid, have resided within the United 
States, without being, at any time during the said five years, out of the ter- 
ritory of the United States. 

§ 13. That if any person shall falsely make, forge, or counterfeit, or 
cause, or procure to be falsely made, forged, or counterfeited, any certificate 
or evidence of citizenship referred to in this act; or shall pass, utter, or use 
as true, any false, forged, or counterfeited certificate of citizenship, or shall 
make sale or dispose of any certificate of citizenship to any person other 
than the person for whom it was originally issued, and to whom it may of 
right belong, every such person shall be deemed and adjudged guilty of fe- 
lony ; and, on being thereof convicted by due course of Jaw, shall be sen- 
tenced to be imprisoned and kept to hard labour for a period not less than 
three, nor more than five, years, or be fined in a sum not less than five hun- 
dred dollars, nor more than one thousand dollars, at the discretion of the 
court taking cognizance thereof. 

§14. That no suit shall be brought for any forfeiture or penalty incurred 
under the provisions of this act, unless the suit be commenced within three 
years from the time of the forfeiture. 





CHAPTER XCIII.

That it shall be the duty of the secretary of the 
treasury to cause to be provided blank certificates of registry, and such other 
papers as may be necessary, executed in such manner, and with such marks, 
as he may direct; and from and after the thirty-first day of December, one 
thousand eight hundred and fourteen, no certificate of registry shall be issued, 
except such as shall have been provided and marked as aforesaid; and the 
ships or vessels of the United States, which shall have been duly registered 
as such, shall be entitled to new certificates of registry (gratis) in exchange 
for their old certificates of registry. And it shall be the duty of the respec- 
tiye collectors, on departure of any such ship or vessel, after the said thirty- 
first day of December, one thousand eight hundred and fourteen, from any 
district to which such ship or vessel shall belong, to issue a new certificate 
accordingly, and to retain and deface the former certificate. 

§ 2. That a sum not exceeding ten thousand dollars be, and the same is 
hereby appropriated, out of any money in the treasury, not otherwise appro- 
priated, to carry this act into effect.

§ 1. Be it enacted, §c. That the master or skipper of any vessel of the 
burthen of twenty tons or upwards, qualified according to law for carrying 
on the bank and other cod fisheries, bound from a port of the United States, 
to be employed in any such fishery, at sea, shall, before proceeding on such 
fishing voyage, make an agreement in writing or print with every fisherman 
who may be employed therein, (except only an apprentice or servant of him-_ 
self or owner) and, in addition to such terms of shipment as may be agreed 
on, shall, in such agreement, express whether the same is to continue for 
one voyage or for the fishing season, and shall also express that the fish or 
the proceeds of such fishing voyage or voyages, which may appertain to the 
fishermen, shall be divided among them in proportion to the quantities or 
number of said fish which they may respectively have caught ; which agree- 
ment shall be endorsed or countersigned by the owner of such fishing vessel 
or his agent. And if any fisherman, having engaged himself for a voyage, 
or for the fishing season, in any fishing vessel, and signed an agreement 
therefor, as aforesaid, shall, thereafter, and while such agreement remains in 
force and to be performed, desert or absent himself from such vessel without 
leave of the master or skipper thereof, or of the owner or his agent, such 
deserter shall be liable to the same penalties as deserting seamen or mariners 
are subject to in the merchant service, and may, in the like manner, and 
upon the like complaint and proof, be apprehended and detained; and all 
costs of process and commitment, if paid by the master or owner, shall be 
deducted out of the share of fish, or proceeds of any fishing voyage, to ° 
which such deserter had or shall become entitled. And any fisherman, hav- 
ing engaged himself as aforesaid, who shall, during such fishing voyage, re- 
fuse or neglect his proper duty on board the fishing vessel, being thereto 
ordered or required by the master or skipper thereof, or shall otherwise 
resist his just commands, to the hinderance or detriment of such voyage, 
besides being answerable for all damages arising thereby, shall forfeit, to the 
use of the owner of such vessel, his share of any public allowance which 
may be paid upon such voyage. 

§ 2. That where an agreement or contract shall be so made and signed, 
for a fishing voyage, or for the fishing season, and any fish, which may have 
been caught on board such yessel during the same, shall be delivered to the 
owner or to his agent for cure, and shall be sold by said owner or agent, 
such vessel shall, forthe term of six months after such sale, be liable and 
answerable for the skipper’s and every other fisherman’s share of such fish, 
and may be proceeded against in the same form, and to the same effect, as 
any other vessel is by law liable and may be proceeded against for the wages 
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of seamen or mariners in the merchantservice. And upon such process for 
the value of a share or shares of the proceeds of fish delivered and sold as 
aforesaid, it shall be incumbent on the owner or his agent to produce a just 
account of the sales and division of such fish, according to such agreement 
or contract; otherwise the said vessel shall be answerable, upon such pro- 
cess, for what may be the highest value of the share or shares demanded. 
But in all cases the owner of such vessel or his agent, appearing to answer 
to such process, may offer thereupon his account of general supplies made 
for such fishing voyage, and of other supplies therefor made, to either of the 
demandants, and shall be allowed to produce evidence thereof in answer to 
their demands, respectively ; and judgment shall be rendered upon such pro- 
cess for the respective balances which, upon such an inquiry, shall appear: 
Provided always, That when process shall be issued against any vessel lia- 
ble as aforesaid, if the owner thereof, or his agent, will give bond to each 
fisherman in whose favour such process shall be instituted, with sufficient 
security, to the satisfaction of two justices of the peace, one of whom shall 
be named by such owner or agent, and the other by the fisherman or fish- 
ermen pursuing such process, or if either party shall refuse, then the justice 
first appointed shall name his associate, with condition to answer and pay 
whatever sum shall be recovered by him or them on such process, there shall 
be an immediate discharge of such vessel: Provided, That nothing herein 
contained shall prevent any fisherman ‘from having his action at common 
law for his share or shares of fish, or the proceeds thereof, as aforesaid.

That the duties hereby laid upon sugar refined 
within the United States, shall and may be drawn back upon all such of the 
said sugar refined within the United States, after the aforesaid first day of 
January next, which, after the said day, shall be exported from the United 
States to any foreign port or place: Provided, That no drawback shall be 
allowed on any exportation as aforesaid, in any instance where the same 
shall amount to Jess than twelve dollars. . 

§ 9. That, in order to entitle the exporter or exporters to the benefit of 
the said allowance of drawback, he, she, or they, shall, previous to the put- 
ting or lading any of the said refined sugar on board of any ship or vessel 
for exportation, give six hours’ notice, at the least, to the proper officer of 
inspection of the port from which the said sugar shall be intended to be ex- 
ported, of his, her, or their, intention to export the same, and of the number 
of packages containing the same, and the respective marks thereof, and of 
the place or places where deposited, and of the place to which, and ship or 
vessel in which, they, or either of them, shall be so intended to be exported ; 
whereupon it shall be the duty of the said officer to inspect, by himself, or 
deputy, the packages so notified for exportation, and the same, after such 
inspection, shall be laden on board the same ship or vessel of which notice 
shall have been given, and in the presence of the same officer or his deputy 
who shall have inspected the same, which officer, after the same shall have 
been so laden on board, shall certify to the collector of the customs for the 
district, the quantity and particulars of the refined sugar so laden for 
exportation, 

§ 10. That the said allowance shall not be made, unless the said exporter 
or exporters shall make oath or affirmation, that the said sugar, so noticed 
for exportation and laden on board such ship or vessel, is truly intended 
to be exported to the place whereof notice shall have been given, and is not 
intended to be relanded within the United States, and that he or she doth 
verily believe that the duties thereupon charged by this act have been duly 
paid, or secured to be paid ; and shall also give bond, to the collector of the 
customs, with two sureties, one of whom shall be the master or other person 
having the command or charge of the ship or vessel, in which the said sugar 
shall be intended to be exported, the other such sufficient person as shall be 
approved by the said collector, in the full value, in the judgment of the said 
collector, of the sugar so intended to be exported, with condition that the said 
sugar (the dangers of the seas and enemies excepted,) shall be really and 
truly exported to, and landed in, some port or place without the limits of the 
United States, and that the said sugar shall not be unshipped from on board 
the said ship or vessel whereupon the same shall have been laden for expor- 
tation, within the said limits, or any ports or harbours of the United States, 
(shipwreck or other unavoidable accident excepted.) 

§ 11. That the said allowance shall not be paid until nine months after 
the said sugar shall have been so exported: Provided, That whenever the 
owner of any ship or vessel on board of which any such sugar is laden for 
exportation, shall make known to the collector, previous to the departure of 
such ship or vessel from the port where such sugar is laden, that such ship 
or vessel is not going to proceed on the voyage intended, or the voyage is 
altered, it shall be lawful for the collector to grant a permit for relanding the 
same. 

§ 12. That if any of the said sugar, after the same shall have been ship- 
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ped for exportation, shall be unshipped for any purpose whatever, either 
within the limits of the United States, or within four leagues of the coast 
thereof, or shall be relanded within the United States, from on board the ship 
or vessel wherein the same shall have been laden for exportation, unless the 
voyage shall not be proceeded on, or shall be altered as aforesaid, or unless 
in case of necessity or distress, to save the ship and goods from perishing, 
which shall be immediately made known to the principal officer of the cus- 
toms residing at the port nearest to. which such ship or vessel shall be at the 
time such necessity or distress shall arise, then, not only the sugar so-un- 
shipped, together with the casks, vessels, and cases, containing the same, but 
also the ship or vessel, in or on board of which the same shall have been so 
shipped or laden, together with the guns, furniture, ammunition, tackle, and 
apparel, and also the ship, vessel, or boat, into which the said sugar shall be 
unshipped or put, after the unshipping thereof, together with her guns, furni- 
ture, ammunition, tackle, and apparel, shall be forfeited, and may be seized 
by any officer of the customs, or of inspection. 

§ 13. That the bond to be given as aforesaid shall and may be discharged, 
by producing within one year from its date, (if the same shall be shipped to 
any part of Europe or America, and within two years, if shipped to any part 
of Asia or Africa; and if the delivery of the sugar, in respect to which the 
same shall have been given, be at any place where a consul or other agent 
of the United States, resides,) a certificate of such consul or agent; or, if 
there be no consul or agent, then a certificate of any two known and repu- 
table American merchants, residing at the said place; and if there be not two 
such merchants residing at the said place, then a certificate of any other two 
reputable merchants, testifying the delivery of the said sugar at the said 
place; which certificate shall, in each case, be confirmed by the oath or 
affirmation of the master or mate, or other like officer, of the vessel in which 
the said sugar shall have been exported ; and when such certificate be from 
any other than a consul or agent, or merchants of the United States, it shall 
be a part of the said oath or affirmation, that there were not, upon diligent 
inquiry, to be found two merchants of the United States at the said place: 
Provided always, That in case of death, the oath or affirmation of the party 
dying shall not be deemed necessary: And provided further, That the said 
oath or affirmation, taken before the chief civil magistrate of the place of the 
said delivery, and certified under his hand and seal, shall be of the same 
validity as if taken before a person qualified to administer oaths within the 
United States. Or such bonds shall and may be discharged upon proof that 
the sugar so exported was taken by enemies, or perished in the sea, or des- 
troyed by fire ; the examination and proof of the same being left to the judg- 
ment of the collector of the customs, naval officer, and chief officer of inspec- 
tion, or any two of them, of the place from which such sugar shall have 
been exported. And in cases where the certificates herein directed cannot 
be obtained, the exporter or exporters of such sugar shall, nevertheless, 
be permitted to offer such other proof as to the delivery of the said sugar, 
without the limits of the United States, as he or they may have; and if the 
same shall be deemed sufficient by the said collector, he shall allow the 
same ; except when the drawback to be allowed shall amount to one hundred 
dollars or upwards; in all which cases the proofs aforesaid shall be referred 
to the comptroller of the treasury, whose decision thereon shall be final. 

_§14. That it shall be the duty of the collectors aforesaid, in their respec- 
tive districts, and they are hereby authorized, to collect the duties imposed 
by this act, and to prosecute for the recovery of the same, and for the reco- 
very of any sum or sums which may be for/eited by virtue of this act. And 
all fines, penalties, and forfeitures, which shall be incurred by force of this 
act, shall and may be sued for and recovered in the name of the United 
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States, or of the collector aforesaid, within whose district any such fine, 
penalty, or forfeiture, shall have been incurred, by bill, plaint, or informa- 
tion ; one moiety thereof to the United States, and the other moiety thereof to 
the use of the person who, if a collector, shall first discover, if other than a 
collector, shall first inform, of the cause, matter, or thing, whereby any such 
fine, penalty, or forfeiture, shall have been incurred; and where the cause of 
action or complaint shall arise or accrue more than fifty miles distant from 
the nearest place by law established for the holding of a district court within 
the district in which the same shall arise or accrue, such suit and recovery 
may be had before any court of the state holden within the said district, 
having jurisdiction in like cases.

§ 1. Be it enacted, §-c. That, from and after the first day of January 
next, a duty of twenty cents per bushel shall be laid, imposed, and collected, 
upon all salt imported from any foreign port or place into the United States. 
In calculating the said duty, every fifty-six pounds of salt shall be computed 
as equal to one bushel. And the said duty shall be collected in the same 
manner, and under the same regulations, as other duties laid on the importa- 
tion of foreign goods, wares, and merchandise, into the United States: Pro- 
vided, That drawback shall in no case be allowed, and the term of credit for 
the payment of duties shall be nine months. 

§ 2. That, on all pickled fish of the fisheries of the United States, ex- 
ported therefrom subsequent to the last day of December, one thousand eight 
hundred and fourteen, there shall be allowed and paid a bounty of twenty 
cents per barrel, to be paid by the collector of the district from which the 
same shall be so exported, without any deduction or abatement: Provided, 
always, That, in order to entitle the exporter or exporters of such pickled 
fish to the benefit of such bounty or allowance, the said exporter or ex- 
porters shall make entry with the collector and naval officer of the district 
from whence the said pickled fish are intended to be exported ; and shall 
specify in such entry the names of the master and yessel in which, and the 
place where, such fish are intended to be exported, together with the particu- 
lar quantity; and proof shall be made, to the satisfaction of the collector of 
the district from which such pickled fish are intended to be exported, and of 
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the naval officer thereof, if any, that the same are of the fisheries of the 
United States; and no entry shall be received, as aforesaid, of any pickled 
fish which have not been inspected and marked pursuant to the inspection 
laws of the respective states where inspection laws are in force, in regard to 
any pickled fish; and the casks containing such fish shall be branded with 
the words “ for bounty,” with the name of the inspector or packer, the species 
and quality of the fish contained therein, and the name of the port of expor- 
tation ; and the collector of such district shall, together with the naval officer, 
where there is one, grant an order or permit for an inspector to examine the 
pickled fish as expressed in such entry; and if they correspond therewith, 
and the said officer is fully satisfied that they are of the fisheries of the United 
States, to lade the same, agreeably to such entry, on board the ship or ves- 
sel therein expressed; which lading shall be performed under the superin- 
tendence of the officer examining the same, who shall make returns of the 
quantity and quality of pickled fish so laden on board, in virtue of such 
order or permit, to the officer or officers granting the same. And the said 
exporter or exporters, when the lading is completed, and after returns thereof 
have been made as above directed, shall make oath or affirmation, that the 
pickled fish expressed in such entry, and then actually laden on board the 
ship or vessel as therein expressed, are ¢ruly and bona fide of the fisheries 
of the United States, that they are truly intended to be exported as therein 
specified, and are not intended to be relanded within the limits of the United 
States; and shall also give bond, in double the amount of the bounty or 
allowance to be received, with one or more sureties, to the satisfaction of the 
collector of the port or place from which the said pickled fish are intended to 
be exported, conditioned that the same shall be landed and left at some foreign 
port or place without the limits aforesaid ; which bonds shall be cancelled at 
the same periods, and in like manner, as is provided in respect to bonds 
given on the exportation of goods, wares, and merchandise, entitled to draw- 
back of duties: Provided always, That the said bounty or allowance shall 
not be paid until at least six months after the exportation of such pickled 
fish, to be computed from the date of the bond, and until the exporter or ex- 
porters thereof shall produce to the collector, with whom such outward entry 
is made, such certificates, or other satisfactory proof, of the landing of the 
same as aforesaid, as is made necessary for cancelling the bonds given on 
the exportation of goods entitled to drawback: And provided also, 'That the 
bounty or allowance as aforesaid, shall not be paid unless the same shall 
amount to ten dollars, at least, upon each entry. 

§ 3. That no bounty, drawback, or allowance, shall be made under the 
authority of this act, unless it shall be proved to the satisfaction of the col- 
lector that the pickled fish for which the bounty, drawback, or allowance, 
shall be claimed, was wholly cured with ‘foreign salt, and on which a duty 
shall have been secured or paid. 

§ 4. That if any pickled fish shall be. falsely or fraudulently entered, 
with intent to obtain the bounty or allowance on their exportation, as here 
provided, when the said fish are not entitled to the same, the said fish, or 
the value thereof, to be recovered of the person making such false entry, 
shall be forfeited. 

§ 5. That, from and after the last day of December, one thousand eight 
hundred and fourteen, there shall be paid, on the last day of December, an- 
nually, to the owner of every vessel, or his agent, by. the collector of the 
district where such vessel may belong, that shall be qualified, agreeably to 
ty mor carrying on the bank and other cod fisheries, and that shall actu- 
ally have been employed therein at sea for the term of four months at the 
least of the fishing season next preceding, which season is accounted to be 
from ‘he last day of February to the last day of November in every year,

§ 6. That, from and after the last day of December, one thousand eight 
hundred and fourteen, there shall also be paid, on the last day of December, 
annually, to the owner of every fishing boat or vessel of more than five tons 
and less than twenty tons, or to his agent, or lawful representative, by the 
collector of the district where such boat or vessel may belong, the sum of 
one dollar and sixty cents upon every ton admeasurement of such boat or 
vessel, which allowance shall be accounted for as part of the proceeds of the 
fares of said boat or vessel, and shall accordingly be so divided among all 
persons interested therein: Provided, however, That this allowance shall 
be made only to such boats or vessels as shall have been actually employed 
at sea in the cod fishery for the term of four months at the least of the pre- 
ceding season: And provided also, That such boat or vessel shall have 
Janded, in the course of said preceding season, a quantity of fish not less 
than twelve quintals for every ton of her admeasurement; the said quantity 
of fish to be ascertained when dried and cured fit for exportation, and ac- 
cording to the weight thereof as the same shall weigh at the time of delivery 
when actually sold; which account of the weight, with the original adjust- 
ment and settlement of the fare or fares among the owners and fishermen, 
together with a written account of the length, breadth, and depth, of said 
boat or vessel, and the time she has actually been employed in the fishery 
in the preceding season, shall, in all cases, be produced and sworn or affirmed 
to before the said collector of the district, in order to entitle the owner, his 
agent, or lawful representative, to receive the allowances aforesaid. And if 
at any time within one year after payment of such allowance, it shall appear 
that any fraud or deceit has been practised in obtaining the same, the boat 
or vessel upon which such allowance shall have been paid, if found within 
the district aforesaid, shall be forfeited, otherwise the owner or owners, hav- 
ing practised such fraud or deceit, shall forfeit and pay one hundred dollars, 
to be sued for, recovered, and distributed, in the same manner as forfeitures 
and penalties are to be sued for, recovered, and distributed, for any breach 
of the act, entitled “ An act to regulate the collection of duties on imports 
and tonnage.” 

§ 7. That the owner or owners of every fishing vessel of twenty tons and 
upwards, his or their agent or lawful representative, shall, previous to re- 
ceiving the allowance made by this act, produce to the collector who is 
authorized to pay the same, the original agreement or agreements which 
may have been made with the fishermen employed on board such vessel, as 
is hereinbefore required, and also a certificate, to be by him or them sub- 
scribed, therein mentioning the particular days on which such vessel sailed 
and returned on the several voyages or fares she may have made in the pre- 
ceding fishing season, to the truth of which he or they shall swear or affirm, 
before the collector aforesaid. 

§ 8. That no ship or vessel of twenty tons or upwards, employed as 
aforesaid, shall be entitled to the allowance granted by this act, unless the 
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skipper or master thereof shall, before he proceeds on any fishing voyage, 
make an agreement in writing, or in print, with every fisherman employed 
therein, according to the provisions of the act, entitled ‘An act for the go- 
vernment of persons in certain fisheries.” 

§ 9. That any person who shall make any false declaration, in any oath 
or affirmation required by this act, being duly convicted thereof in any 
court of the United States having jurisdiction of such offence, shall be 
deemed guilty of wilful and corrupt perjury, and shall be punished ac- 
cordingly. 

§ 10. That this act shall continue in force until the termination of the war 
in which the United States are now engaged with the United Kingdom of 
Great Britain and Ireland, and the dependencies thereof, and for one year 
thereafter, and no longer.

§ 1. Be it enacted, §:c. That it shall be lawful for any collector, naval 
officer, surveyor, or inspector, of the customs, as well in an adjoining dis- 
trict as that to which he belongs, to enter on board, search, and examine, 
any ship, vessel, boat, or raft, and if he shall find on board the same any 
goods, wares, or merchandise, which he shall have probable cause to be- 
lieve are subject to duty, the payment of which is intended to be evaded, or 
haye been imported into the United States in any manner contrary to law, 
it shall be his duty to seize and secure the same for trial. 

§ 2. That it shall be lawful for any collector, naval officer, surveyor, or 
inspector of the customs, as well in any adjoining district as. that to which 
he belongs, to stop, search, and examine, any carriage or vehicle, of any 
kind whatsoever, and to stop any person travelling on foot, or beast of bur- 
den, on which he shall suspect there are goods, wares, or merchandise, 
which are subject to duty, or which shall have been introduced into the 
United States, in any manner contrary to law; and if such officer shall find 
any goods, wares, or merchandise, on any such carriage, vehicle, person 
travelling on foot, or beast of burden, which he shall have probable cause 
to believe are subject to duty, or have been unlawfully introduced into the 
United States, he shall seize and. secure the same for trial. And if any of 
the said officers of the customs shall suspect that any goods, wares, or mer- 
chandise, which are subject to duty, or shall have been introduced into the 
United States contrary to law, are concealed in any particular dwelling 
house, store, or other building, he shall, upon proper application, on oath, 
to any judge or justice of the peace, be entitled to a warrant, directed to 
such officer, who is hereby authorized to serve the same, to enter such

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house, store, or other building, in the day time only, and there to search 
and examine whether there are any goods, wares, or merchandise, which 
are subject to duty, or have been unlawfully imported, and if, on such search 
or examination, any such goods, wares, or merchandise, shall be found, 
which there shall be probable cause, for the officer making such search or 
examination, to believe are subject to duty, or have been unlawfully intro- 
duced into the United States, he shall seize and secure the same for trial : 
Provided always, That the necessity of a search warrant, arising under 
this act, shall in no case be considered as applicable to any carriage, wagon, 
cart, sleigh, vessel, boat, or other vehicle, of whatever form or construction, 
employed as a medium of transportation, or to packages on any animal or 
animals, or carried by man on foot. 

§ 3. That every collector of the customs shall have authority, with the 
approbation of the principal officer of the treasury department, to employ, 
within his district, such number of proper persons, as inspectors of the cus- 
toms, as he shall judge necessary, who are hereby deotared to be officers of 
the customs, and the said inspectors, before they enter upon the duties of 
their offices, shall take and subscribe, before the collectors appointing them, 
or before some magistrate within their respective districts, authorized by law 
to administer oaths, the following oath or affirmation: to wit: I, » hay- 
ing been appointed an inspector of the customs, within and for the district of 

, do solemnly, sincerely, and truly, swear, (or affirm, as the case 
may be,) that I will diligently and faithfully'execute the duties of the said 
office of inspector, and will use my best endeavours to prevent and detect 
frauds and violations against the laws of the United States: I further swear, 
(or affirm,) that I will support the constitution of the United States. 

§ 4. That any collector, naval officer, surveyor, or inspector, when pro- 
ceeding to make any search or seizure, authorized by this act, shall be, and 
he is hereby, empowered to command any person who shall be within ten 
miles of the place where such search or seizure shall be made, to aid and 
assist such officer in the discharge of his duty therein; and if any person, 
being so commanded, shall neglect or refuse to aid and assist such officer in 
making such search or seizure, the person so neglecting or refusing shall 
forfeit and pay a sum not exceeding two hundred dollars, and not less than 
fifty dollars. And such officer may also demand, in cases of resistance, 
the assistance of the marshal of the district or any of his deputies, who shall 
call upon the posse of the district, if necessary, in his or their judgment, to 
render effectual the execution of this act; and all citizens or inhabitants of 
the district, above the age‘ of eighteen years, and able to travel, who refuse 
or neglect, upon proper notice from the marshal, or any of his deputies, to 
join such posse, shall be considered guilty of a misdemeanor, and be liable 
to be fined in any sum not exceeding three hundred dollars, and-be impri- 
soned for any term not exceeding three months. 

§ 5. That the forfeitures and penalties mentioned in this act, shall be sued 
for, prosecuted, and recovered, or inflicted, by action of debt, or by informa- 
tion of indictment, in any court competent to take cognizance thereof and 
try the same; and that all forfeitures and penalties, so recovered by virtue 
of this act, shall, after deducting all proper costs and charges, be disposed of 
as follows: one moiety shall be for the use of the United States, and be paid 
into the treasury thereof by the collector recovering the same; the other 
moiety shall be divided between, and paid in equal proportions to, the col- 
lector and naval officer of the district and surveyor of the port, wherein the 
same shall have been incurred, or to such of the said officers as there may 
be in the said district : and in districts where only one of the aforesaid offices 
shall have been established, the said moiety shall be given to such officer : 
Provided, That where the seizure shall have been made by any inspector or 
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inspectors out of the presence of the collector, naval officer, or surveyor; 
such inspector or inspectors shall be entitled, in addition to such other com- 
pensation as may be allowed them, to twenty-five per cent. on the moiety 
herein given to the collector, naval officer, and surveyor, as aforesaid, or to 
either of them: And provided also, That in all cases where such forfeitures 
and penalties shall be recovered, in pursuance of information given to such 
collector, naval officer, or surveyor, by any private informer, the one-half 
of such moiety shall be given to such informer, and the remainder thereof 
shall be disposed of between the collector, naval officer, and surveyor, in 
manner aforesaid, and the same allowance of twenty-five per cent. to inspec- 
tors, when the seizure is made by them as’ aforesaid: And provided, like- 
wise, That whenever the value of the property seized, condemned, and sold, 
under this act, shall be less than two hundred and fifty dollars, that part of 
the forfeiture which accrues to the United States, or so much thereof as may 
be necessary, shall be applied to the payment of the costs of prosecution : 
And it is further provided, That if any officer or other person, entitled to a 
part or share of any of the penalties or forfeitures incurred in virtue of this 
act, shall be necessary as a witness on the trial for such penalty or for- 
feiture, such officer or other person may be a witness upon the said trial, 
but in such case he shall not receive or be entitled to any part or share of 
the said penalty or forfeiture; and the part or share to which he otherwise 
would have been entitled, shall revert to the United States. 

§ 6. That if any suit or prosecution be commenced in any state court, 
against any collector, naval officer, surveyor, inspector, or any other officer, 
civil or military, or any other person aiding or assisting agreeable to the 
provisions of this act, or under colour thereof, for any thing done, or omitted 
to be done, as an officer of the customs, or for any thing done by virtue of 
this act, or under colour thereof, and the defendant shall, at the time of en- 
tering his appearance in such court, file a petition for the remoyal of the 
cause for trial at the next circuit court of the United States, to be holden in 
the district where the suit is pending, and offer good and sufficient surety for 
his entering in such court, on the first day of its session, copies of said pro- 
cess against him, and also for his there appearing at the court and entering 
special bail in the cause, if special bail was originally required therein, it 
shall then be the duty of the state court to accept the surety, and proceed no 
farther in the cause, and the bail that shall have been originally taken shall 
be discharged: and such copies being entered as aforesaid in such court of 
the United States, the cause shall there proceed in the same manner as if it 
had been brought there by original process, whatever may be the amount of 
the sum in dispute, or damages claimed, or whatever the citizenship of the 
parties, any former law to the contrary notwithstanding: and any attach- 
ment of the goods or estate of the defendant by the original process, shall 
hold the goods or estate so attached to answer the final judgment, in the 
same manner as by the laws of such state they would have been holden to 
answer final judgment had it been rendered by the court in which the suit 
was commenced. And it shall be lawful, in any action or prosecution which 
may be now pending, or hereafter commenced, before any state court what- 
ever, for any thing done, or omitted to be done, by the defendant, as an ins 
spector or other officer of the customs, after final judgment, for either party 
to remove and transfer, by appeal, such decision, during the session or term 
of said court at which the same shall have taken place, from such court to 
the next circuit court of the United States, to be held in the district in which 
such appeal shall be taken in manner aforesaid; and it shall be the duty of 
the person taking such appeal, to produce and enter in the said circuit court 
attested copies of the process, proceedings, and judgment, in such cause ; 
and it shall also be competent for either party, within six months of the ren- 
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dition of a judgment in any such case, by writ of error, or other process, to 
remove the same to the circuit court of the United States, of that district in 
which such judgment shall have been rendered; and the said circuit court 
shall thereupon proceed to try and determine the facts and the Jaw in such 
action, in the same manner as if the same had been there originally com- 
menced, the judgment in such case notwithstanding. And any bail which 
may have been taken, or property attached, shall be holden on the final 
judgment of the said circuit court, in such action, in the same manner as if 
no such removal and transfer had been made as aforesaid. And the state 
court from which any such action may be removed and transferred as afore- 
said, upon the party’s giving good and sufficient security for the prosecution 
thereof, shall allow the same to be removed and transferred, and proceed no 
farther in the case: Provided, however, That if the party aforesaid shall 
fail duly to enter the removal and transfer as aforesaid in the circuit court, 
agreeable to this act, the state court, by which judgment shall have been 
rendered, and from which the transfer and removal shall have been made as 
aforesaid, shall be authorized, on motion for that purpose, to issue execution, 
and to carry into effect any such judgment, the same as if no such removal 
and transfer had been made: Provided, nevertheless, That this act shall not 
be construed to apply to any prosecution for an offence involving corporal 
punishment: And provided, also, That no such appeal shall be allowed in 
any criminal action or prosecution, where final judgment shall have been 
rendered in fayour of the defendant or respondent, by the state court; and in 
any action or prosecution against any person, as aforesaid, it shall be ‘lawful 
for such person to plead the general issue, and give this act and any special 
matter in evidence.

§ 1. Be it enacted, §c. That from and afier the thirtieth day of June, one 
thousand eight hundred and sixteen, the duties heretofore laid by law on 
goods, wares, and merchandise, imported into the United States, shall cease 
and determine, and there shall be levied, and collected, and paid, the several 
duties hereinafter mentioned ; that is to say: 

‘irst. A duty of seven and a half per centum ad valorem, on all dying 
drugs and materials for composing dyes, not subject to other rates of duty ; 
gum arabic, gum senegal, saltpetre; jewellery, gold, silver, and other 
watches, and parts of watches ; gold and silver lace, embroidery, and epau- 
lettes ; precious stones and pearls of all kinds, set, or not set ; Bristol stones 
or paste work, and all articles composed wholly or chiefly of gold, silver, 
pearl, and precious stones; and laces, lace veils, lace shawls or shades, of 
thread or silk. 

Second. A duty of fifteen per centum:ad valorem on gold leaf, and on all 
articles not free, and not subject to any other rate of duty. 

Third. A duty of twenty per centum ad valorem, on hempen cloth or 
sail cloth, (except Russian and German linens, Russia and Holland duck,) 
stockings, of wool or cotton, printing types, all articles manufactured from 
brass, copper, iron, steel, pewter, lead, or tin, or of which these metals, or 
either of them, is the material of chief yalue; brass wire, cutlery, pins, 
needles, buttons, button moulds, and buckles, of all kinds; gilt, plated, and 
japanned, wares, of all kinds; cannon, muskets, fire-arms, and side-arms ; 
Prussian blue, China ware, earthen ware, stone ware, porcelain.and glass 
manufactures, other than window glass, and black glass quart bottles. 

Fourth. & duty of twenty-five per centum ad valorem, on woollen manu- 
factures of all descriptions, or of which wool is the material of chief value, 
excepting blankets, woollen rugs, and worsted or stuff goods, shall be levied, 
collected, and paid, from and after the thirtieth day of June next, until the 
thirtieth day of June, one thousand eight hundred and nineteen; and after 
that day, twenty per centum on the said articles; and on cotton manufac- 
tures of all descriptions, or of which cotton is the material of chief value, 
and on cotton twist, yarn, or thread, as follows, viz: for three years next 
ensuing the thirtieth day of June next, a duty of twenty-five per centum ad 
valorem; and alter the expiration of the three years aforesaid, a duty of 
twenty per centum ad valorem: Provided, That all cotton cloths, or cloths 
of which cotton is the material of chief value, (excepting nankeens imported 
directly from China,) the original cost of which at the place whence import- 
ed, with the addition of twenty per centum, if imported from the Cape of 
Good Hope, or from places beyond it, and of ten per centum, if imported 
from any other place, shall be less than twenty-five cents per square yard, 
shall, with such addition, be taken and deemed to have cost twenty-five cents 
per square yard, and shall be charged with duty accordingly : Provided, 
also, That all unbleached and uncoloured cotton twist, yarn, or thread, the 
original cost of which shall be less than sixty cents per pound, shall be 
deemed and taken to have cost sixty cents per pound, and shall be charged 
with duty accordingly ; and all bleached or coloured yarn, the original cost 
of which shall have been less than seventy-five cents per pound, shall be 
taken and deemed to have cost seventy-five cents per pound, and shall be 
charged with duty accordingly: And provided further, That cotton piece 
goods imported in ships or vessels of the United States, which shall have 
sailed from the United States before the passage of this act, and shall arrive 
therein between the thirtieth day of June, one thousand eight hundred and 
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sixteen, and the first day of June, one thousand eight hundred and seventeen, 
the original cost of which cotton piece goods, at the place whence imported, 
shall have been less than twenty-five cents per square yard, shall be admitted 
to entry, subject only to a duty of thirty-three and a third per centum on the 
cost of the said cotton piece goods in India, and on the usual addition of twenty 
per centum on that cost. 

Fifth, A duty of thirty per centum ad valorem, on umbrellas, parasols, 
of whatever materials made, and sticks or frames for umbrellas or parasols; 
bonnets and caps for women, fans, feathers, ornaments for head dresses, ar- 
tificial flowers, millinery of all sorts; hats or caps of wool, fur, leather, 
chip, straw, or silk ; cosmetics, washes, balsams, perfumes; painted floor 
cloths, mats, of grass or flags; salad oil, pickles, capers, olives, mustard, 
comfits or sweetmeats, preserved in sugar or brandy ; wafers, cabinet wares, 
and all manufactures of wood ; carriages of all descriptions, and parts there- 
of; leather, and all manufactures of leather, or of which leather is the ma- 
terial of chief value; saddles, bridles, harness; paper of every description, 
pasteboard, paper hangings, blank books, parchment, vellum; brushes, canes, 
walking-sticks, whips; and clothing ready made. And in all cases where 
an ad valorem duty shall be charged, it shall be calculated on the nett cost 
of the article at the place whence imported, (exclusive of packages, com- 
missions, and all charges,) with the usual addition established by law, of 
twenty per cent. on all merchandise imported from places beyond the Cape 
of Good Hope, and of ten per centum on articles imported from all other 
laces. 

; Sizth. The following duties, severally and specifically : on ale, beer, and 
porter, in bottles, fifteen cents per gallon; on ale, beer, and porter, imported 
otherwise than in bottles, ten cents per gallon ; on alum, one dollar per hun- 
dred weight ; on almonds, three cents per pound; on black glass quart bot- 
tles, one hundred and forty-four cents per groce ; on boots, one dollar and 
fifty cents per pair; on bristles, three cents per pound; on playing-cards, 
thirty cents per pack ; on tarred cables and cordage, three cents per pound ; 
on untarred cordage, yarns, twine, packthread, and seines, four cents per

§ 2. That the following articles shall be imported into the United States 
free of duties; that is to say: all articles imported for the use of the United 
States ; philosophical apparatus, instruments, books, maps, charts, statues, 
busts, casts, paintings, drawings, engravings, specimens of sculpture, cabi- 
nets of coins, gems, medals, and all other collections of antiquities; statuary, 
modelling, painting, drawing, etching or engraving, specially imported by 
order, and for the use, of any society incorporated for philosophical or lite- 
rary purposes, or for the encouragement of the fine arts, or by order, and 
for the use, of any seminary of learning ; specimens in natural history, mi- 
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neralogy, botany, and anatomical preparations, models of machinery and 
other inventions, plants and trees; wearing apparel and other personal bag- 
* gage in actual use, and the implements or tools of trade of persons arriving 
in the United States; regulus of antimony; bark of the cork tree, unmanu- 
factured; animals imported for breed; burr stones, unwrought; gold coin, 
silver coin, and bullion ; clay ; unwrought copper, imported in any shape for 
the use of the mint; copper and brass, in pigs, bars, or plates, suited to the 
sheathing of ships ; old copper and brass, and old pewter, fit only to be re- 
manufactured ; tin, in pigs or bars; furs, undressed, of all kinds ; raw hides 
and skins; lapis calaminaris; plaster of Paris; rags of any kind of cloth; 
sulphur or brimstone; barilla; Brazil wood, brazilletto, redwood, camwood, 
fustic, logwood, Nicaragua and other dye woods; wood, unmanufactured, of 
any kind; zinc, teutenague or spelter. 

§ 3. That an addition of ten per centum shall be made to the several 
rates of duties above specified and imposed, in respect to all goods, wares, 
and merchandise, on the importation of which, in American or foreign ves- 
sels, a specific discrimination has not been herein already made, which, after 
the said thirtieth day of June, one thousand eight hundred and sixteen, shall 
be imported in ships or vessels not of the United States: Provided, That 
this additional duty shall not apply to goods, wares, and merchandise, im- 
ported in ships or vessels not of the United States, entitled by treaty, or by 
any act or acts of Congress, to be entered in the ports of the United States, 
on the payment of the same duties as are paid on goods, wares, and mer- 
chandise, imported in ships or vessels of the United States. 

§ 4. That there shall be allowed a drawback of the duties, by this act im- 
posed; on goods, wares, and merchandise, imported into the United States, 
upon the exportation thereof within the time, and in the manner, prescribed 
by the existing laws, subject to the following provisions ; that is to say : that 
there shall not be an allowance of the drawback of duties in the ease of 
goods imported in foreign vessels from any of the dominions, colonies, or 
possessions, of any foreign power, fo and with which the vessels of the United 
States are not permitted to go and trade; that there shall not be an allow- 
ance of the drawback of duties for the amount of the additional duties by 
this act imposed on goods imported in vessels not of the United States; that 
there shall not be an allowance of the drawback in case of foreign dried and 
pickled fish, and other salted provisions, fish oil, or playing cards ; that there 
shall be deducted and retained, from the amount of the duties on goods ex- 
ported with the benefit of drawback, (other than spirits,) two and a half per 
centum ; and that there shall be retained, in the case of spirits exported 
with the benefit of drawback, two cents per gallon upon the quantity of 
spirits, and also three per centum on the amount of duties payable on the 
importation thereof. But, nevertheless, the provisions of this act shall not be 
deemed in any wise to impair any rights and privileges which have been, 
or may be, acquired by any foreign nation, under the laws and treaties of 
the United States, upon the subject of exporting goods from the United 
States, with the benefit of a drawback of the duties payable upon the importa- 
tion thereof. 

§ 5. That after the thirtieth day of June next, in all cases of ehtry of 
merchandise for the benefit of drawback, the time of twenty days shall be 
allowed, from the date of the entry, for giving the exportation bonds for the 
same: Provided, That the exporter shall, in every other particular, com- 
ply with the regulations and formalities heretofore established for entries of 
exportation for the benefit of drawback. 

§ 6. That the duty on the tonnage of vessels, and the bounties, advances, 
and drawbacks, in the case of exporting pickled fish, of the fisheries of the 
United States, in the case of American yessels employed in the fisheries, 
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and in the case of exporting sugar refined within the United States, shall be 
and continue the same as the existing law provides: Provided always, That 


this provision shall not be deemed in any wise to impair any rights and pri- ° 


vileges which have been, or may be, acquired by any foreign nation, under 
the laws and treaties of the United States relative to the duty of tonnage on 
vessels. 

§ 7. That the existing laws shall extend to, and be in force for, the col- 
lection of the duties imposed by this act, on goods, wares, and merchandise, 
imported into the United States ; and for the recovery, collection, distribu- 
tion, and remission, of all fines, penalties, and forfeitures; and for the al- 
lowance of the drawbacks and bounties by this act authorized, as fully and 
effectually as if every regulation, restriction, penalty, forfeiture, provision, 
clause, matter, and thing, in the existing laws contained, had been inserted 
in, and re-enacted by, this act. And that all acts, and parts of acts, which 
are contrary to this act, and no more, shall be, and the same are hereby, 
repealed. 

§ 8. That the act passed the third day of March, one thousand eight hun- 
dred and fifteen, entitled «« An act to repeal so much of the several acts im- 
posing duties on the tonnage of ships and vessels, and on goods, wares, and 
merchandise, imported into the United States, as imposes a discriminating 
duty on tonnage between foreign vessels and vessels of the United States, 
and between goods imported into the United States in foreign vessels and 
vessels of the United States,” shall apply and be in full force as to the dis- 
criminating duties established by this act on the tonnage of foreign vessels, 
and the goods, wares, and merchandise, therein imported.

That once in two years, a register, containing correct 
lists of all the officers and agents, civil, military and naval, in the service of 
the United States, made up to the last day of September of each year in which 
a new congress is to assemble, be compiled and printed under the direction 
of the secretary for the department of state. And to enable him to form 
such register, he, for his own department, and the heads of the other depart- 
ments, respectively, shall, in due time, cause such lists as aforesaid, of all 
officers and agents, in their respective departments, including clerks, cadets 
and midshipmen, to be made and lodged in the office of the department of 
state. And the said lists shall exhibit the amount of compensation, pay, 
and emoluments allowed to each officer, agent, clerk, cadet and midshipman, 
the state or county in which he was born, and where employed. 
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§ 2. That the secretary of the navy subjoin to the list of the persons em- 
ployed in his department, the names, force and condition of all the ships and 
vessels belonging to the United States, and when and where built. 

§ 3. That five hundred copies of the said register be printed; and that on 
the first Monday in January in each year, when a new congress shall be 
assembled, there be delivered to the president, the vice president, each head 
of department, each member of the senate and house of representatives of 
the United States, one copy of such register ; and to the secretary of the 
senate, and clerk of the house of representatives, each, ten copies, for the 
use of the respective houses ; that twenty-five copies shall be deposited in the 
library of the United States, at the seat of government, to be used like other 
books in that library, and that the residue of the said copies be disposed of 
in such manner as congress shall from time to time direct.

§ 1. Be it enacted, §c. That a drawback of six cents for every gallon of 
spirits, not below first proof, distilled within the United States, or the territo- 
ries thereof, shall be allowed on all such spirits as shall be exported to any 
foreign port or place, other than the dominions of any foreign state immedi- 
ately adjoining to the United States, adding to the allowance upon every gal- 
lon of such spirits, so distilled, from molasses, four cents ; which allowances 
shall be made without deduction: Provided, That the quantity so exported 
shall amount to one hundred and fifty gallons, at the least, to entitle an ex- 
porter thereof to drawback, and that no drawback shall be allowed when- 
ever any of the said spirits shall be exported otherwise than in vessels not 
less than thirty tons burthen. 

§ 2. That.in order to entitle the exporter or exporters to the benefit of 
drawback allowed by this act, on such spirits so distilled, the vessels or 
casks containing the same shall be branded, or otherwise marked, in dura- 
ble characters, with progressive numbers, with the name of the owner, the 
quantity thereof, to be ascertained by actual gauging, and the proof thereof. 
And the exporter of such spirits shall, moreover, previous to putting or lad- 
ing the same on board of any ship or vessel for exportation, give six hours’ 
notice, at least, to the collector of the customs for the district. from which 
the same are about to be exported, of his or her intention to export the same; 
and shall make entry, in writing, of the particulars thereof, and of the casks 
or vessels containing the same, and of their respective marks, numbers, and 
contents, and of the place or places where deposited, and of the port or place 
to which, and ship or vessel in which, they, or either of them, shall be so 
intended to be exported; and the form of the said entry shall be as follows:

And the said collector shall, in writing, direct the surveyor, or other in- 
specting officer, to inspect, or cause to be inspected, the spirits so notified for 
exportation, and if they shall be found to correspond fully with the notice 


concerning the same, and shall be so certified by the said surveyor, or other 
inspecting officer, the said collector, together with the naval officer, if any 
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there be, shall grant a permit for lading the same, on board of the ship or 
vessel named in such notice and entry as aforesaid ; which lading shall be 
performed under the superintendence of the officer by whom the same shall 
have been so inspected: and the said exporter or exporters shall likewise 
make oath, that the said spirits, so notified for exportation, and laden on 
board such ship or vessel, previous to the clearance thereof, or within twenty 
days after such clearance, are truly intended to be exported to the place 
whereof notice shall have been given, and are not intended to be relunded 
within the United States or the territories thereof. 

§ 3. That for all distilled spirits which shall be exported to any foreign 
port or place, and which shall be entitled to the benefit of drawback in vir- 
tue of this act, the exporter or exporters shall be entitled to receive, from the 
collector of the customs for such district, a debenture or debentures, assign- 
able by delivery and endorsement, for the amount of the drawback to which 
such spirits are entitled, which shall be received in payment of direct taxes 
and internal duties in the collection district in which the same shall be grant- 
ed: Provided, ulways, That the collector aforesaid may refuse to grant 
such debenture or debentures, in case it shall appear to him that any error 
has arisen, or any fraud has been committed: and in case of such refusal, 
if the debenture or debentures claimed shall exceed one hundred dollars, it 
shall be the duty of the said collector to represent the case to the comptroller 
of the treasury, who shall determine whether such’ debenture or debentures 
shall be granted or not. And provided further, That‘in no case of an ex- 
portation of spirits, entitled to drawback in virtue of this act, shall a deben- 
ture or debentures issue, unless the exporter or exporters shall, before the 
clearance of the ship or vessel in which the spirits were laden for exporta- 
tion, or within twenty days after such clearance, make oath or affirmation 
that the said spirits, notified for exportation as aforesaid, and laden on board 
such ship or vessel, ‘are truly intended to be exported to the place whereof 
notice shall have been given, and are not intended to be relanded within 
the United States ; and shall moreover give bond, with one or more sure- 
ties, to the satisfaction of the collector, in a’sam equal to double the amount 
of the sum for which such exporter may be entitled to claim a debenture, 
conditioned that the said spirits, or any part thereof, shall not be relanded 
in any port or place within the limits of the United States, and that the éx- 
porter or exporters shall produce, within the time limited, the proofs and cer- 
tificates required of the said spirits having been delivered without the limits 
aforesaid. 

§ 4. That the said bond shall be drawn, as near as may be, in the same 
form, and may be discharged in the same manner, as are or may be pre- 
scribed by law, in relation to cases where drawback is allowed on the export- 
ation of merchandise imported into the United States; and the like penalties 
shall be incurred, and proceedings had, whether in regard to officers of the 
United States or other persons, and the same fees be allowed, in cases rela- 
tive to the drawback on domestic distilled Spirits, as in cases relative to draw- 
back on foreign spirits; and the form of the said bond, and of the other 
documents, oaths, and affirmations, not herein inserted, shall be prescribed 
by the treasury department. 

§ 5. That in all cases in which drawback shall be claimed for spirits made 
out of molasses, on oath or affirmation shall be made, by two reputable per- 
sons, one of whom shall not be the exporter, that, according to their be- 
lief, the said spirits were distilled from molasses of foreign production z 
which oath or affirmation, in case the collector of the customs shall not be 
satisfied therewith, shall be supported by the certificate of a reputable distiller 
to the same effect. 


§ 6. That in addition to the duty at present authorized to be drawn back 
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on sugar refined within the United States, and exported therefrom, there may 
hereafter be drawn back on such refined sugar, when made out of sugar im- 
ported into the United States, the further sum of four cents per pound, with- 
out deduction, which shall be allowed under the same provisions with the 
duty now permitted to be drawn back ; and furthermore, on the express con- 
dition that the person exporting the same shall swear or affirm that the 
same, according to his belief, was made out of sugar imported from a fo- 
reign port or place ; which oath or affirmation, in case the collector of the 
customs shall not be satisfied therewith, shall be supported by the certificate 
of a reputable refiner of sugar to the same effect ; and that the drawback on 
refined sugar heretofore imported, be allowed, subject to the regulations ap- 
plicable to the drawback of duties on other imported articles. 

§ 7. That if any principal or assistant collector of the internal revenue, 
or collector of the customs, or other officer, shall neglect to perform the du- 
ties enjoined upon him by this act, he shall, on conviction thereof, forfeit 
and pay a sum not less than one hundred dollars, nor more than five hun- 
dred dollars. 

§ 8. That the sum of two hundred and fifty thousand dollars be, and the 
same is hereby appropriated, to be paid out of any money in the treasury 
not otherwise appropriated, to be applied by the secretary of the treasury, 
under the direction of the president of the United States, in the hire, pur- 
chase, or building, of custom-houses, warehouses, and stores, for the pur- 
poses of collecting and securing revenue, at such places, and in such man- 
ner, as he shall deem most expedient.

§ 1. Be it enacted, Sc. That the tonnage duty to be paid by ships or 
vessels which shall be entered in the United States, excepting only such fo- 
reign ships or vessels as shall be entered from any foreign port or place to 
or with which vessels of the United States are not ordinarily permitted to go 
and trade, shall be the same as are provided by the act, entitled ‘* An act 
imposing duties on the tonnage of ships or vessels,” passed on the twentieth 
day of July, in the year of our Lord one thousand seven hundred and ninety: 
Provided always, That nothing in this act contained shall be deemed in any 
wise to impair any rights and privileges which have been, or may be, ac- 
quired by any foreign nation under the laws and treaties of the United States 
relative to the duty on tonnage of vessels. 

§ 2. That on all foreign ships or vessels, which shall be entered in the 
United States before the thirtieth day of June next, from any foreign port or 
place, to and with which vessels of the United States are not ordinarily per- 
mitted to go and trade, there shall be paid a duty at the rate of two dollars 
per ton. And the duties provided by this act shall be levied and collected 
in the same manner, and under the same regulations, as are prescribed by 
law in relation to the duties upon tonnage now in force. 
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CHAPTER CXIIl.

‘in act authorizing vessels departing from the town of Bayou St. John, 
and Basin of the Canal de Carondelet, for oirisn ports, to clear 
out at the custom-house in the city of New Orleans. 


§ 1. Be it enacted, §c. That all ships or vessels, about to depart for foreign 
ports or places, from the town of Bayou St. John, or Basin of the Canal de 
Carondelet, shall be permitted to clear out, with their cargoes, at the custom- 
house in the city of New Orleans, and depart, under the same rules, regula- 
tions, and restrictions, and in every respect in the same manner, as vessels 
clearing out and departing, for foreign ports, from the said city of New Or- 
leans, by the way of the Mississippi river. 





CHAPTER CXIV. 
Acr or Maren 1, 1817. 
An act concerning the navigation of the United States.

§ 1. Be it enacted, §c. That after the thirtieth day of September next, 
no goods, wares, or merchandise, shall be imported into the United States 
from any foreign port or place, except in vessels of the United States, or in 
such foreign vessels as truly and wholly belong to the citizens or subjects of 
that country of which the goods are the growth, production, or manufacture; 
or from which such goods, wares, or merchandise, can only be, or most usu- 
ally are, first shipped for transportation : Provided, nevertheless, That this 
regulation shall not extend to the vessels of any foreign nation which has 
not adopted, and which shall not adopt, a similar regulation. 

§ 2. That all goods, wares, or merchandise, imported into the United 
States contrary to the true intent and meaning of this act, and the ship or 
vessel wherein the same shall be imported, together with her cargo, tackle, 
apparel, and furniture, shall be forfeited to the United States ; and such goods, 
wares, or merchandise, ship, or vessel, and cargo, shall be liable to be seized, 
prosecuted, and condemned, in like manner, and under the same regulations, 
restrictions, and provisions, as have been heretofore established for the reco- 
very, collection, distribution, and remission, of forfeitures to the United States 
by the several revenue laws. 

§ 3. That after the thirtieth day of September next, the bounties and al- 
lowances now granted by law to the owners of boats or vessels engaged in 
the fisheries, shall be paid only on boats or vessels, the officers and at least 
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three-fourths of the crews of which shall be proved, to the satisfaction of 
the collector of the district where such boat or vessel shall belong, to be citi- 
zens of the United States; or persons not the subjects of any foreign prince 
or state. 

§ 4. That no goods, wares, or merchandise, shall be imported, under pe- 
nalty of forfeiture thereof, from one port of the United States to another port 
of the United States, in a vessel belonging wholly or in part to a subject of 
any foreign power; but this clause sha!l not be construed to prohibit the 
sailing of any foreign vessel from one to another port of the United States, 
provided no goods, wares, or merchandise, other than those imported in such 
vessel from some foreign port, and which shall not have been unladen, shall 
be carried from one port or place to another in the United States. 

§ 5. That after the thirtieth day of September next, there shall be paid a 
duty of fifty cents per ton upon every ship or vessel of the United States 
which shall be entered in a district in one state from a district in another 
state, except it be an adjoining state on the sea coast, or on a navigable 
river or lake, and except also it be a coasting vessel going from Long Island, 
in the state of New York, to the state of Rhode Island, or from the state of

the United States, from which such vessel cleared out and sailed before 
touching at, and clearing out from, an intermediate and open port or place 
as aforesaid ; and every such vessel, so excluded from the ports of the United 
States, that shall enter, or attempt to enter, the same, in violation of this act, 
shall, with her tackle, apparel and furniture, together with the cargo on board 
such vessel, be forfeited to the United States. 

§ 2. That from and after the aforesaid thirtieth of September next, the 
owner, consignee, or agent, of every vessel, owned wholly or in part by a 
subject or subjects of his Britannic majesty which shall have been duly en- 
tered in any port of the United States, and on board of which shall have 
been there laden for exportation any article or articles, of the growth, pro- 
duce, or manufacture, of the United States, other than provisions and sea 
stores necessary for the voyage, shall, before such vessel shall have been 
cleared outward at the custom-house, give bond, in a sum double the value 
of such articles, with one or more sureties, to the satisfaction of the collector, 
that the article or articles so laden on board such vessel for exportation, 
shall be landed in some port or place other than a port or place in a colony 
or territory of his Britannic majesty, which, by the ordinary laws of naviga- 
tion and trade is closed against vessels owned by citizens of the United States ; 
and any such vessel that shall sail, or attempt to sail, from any port of the 
United States, without having complied with the provision aforesaid, by giving 
bond as aforesaid, shall, with her tackle, apparel, and furniture, together 
with the article or articles aforesaid, laden on board the same as aforesaid, 
be forfeited to the United: States: Provided always, That nothing in this 
act contained shall be so deemed or construed, so as to violate any provision 
of the convention to regulate commerce between the territories of the United 
States and of his Britannic majesty, signed the third day of July, one thou- 
sand eight hundred and fifteen. 

§ 3. That the form of the bond aforesaid shall be prescribed by the secre- 
tary of the department of the treasury; and the same shall and may be dis- 
charged, and not otherwise, by producing, within one year after the date 
thereof, a like certificate to that required by and under the regulations con- 
tained in the eighty-first section of the act “ to regulate the collections of 
duties on imports,” passed the second day of March, seventeen hundred and 
ninety-nine, that the articles of the growth, produce, and manufacture, of the 
United States, laden as aforesaid, were unladen and landed conformably to 
the provisions of this act, or, in cases of loss by sea, by capture, or other 
unavoidable accident, by the production of such other proofs as the nature 
of the case will admit, according to the provisions of the said eighty-first 
section of the act aforesaid. 

§ 4. That all penalties and forfeitures incurred by force of this act, shall 
be sued for, recovered, distributed, and accounted for, and may be mitigated 
or remitted, in the manner and according to the provisions of the revenue 
laws of the United States. 
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CHAPTER CXXX.

§ 1. Be it enacted, &c. That it shall be lawful for the president of the 
United States to establish, when it shall appear to him to be proper, in addi- 
tion to the ports of entry and delivery already established on lake Ontario, 
one other port of entry and delivery at the village of Cape Vincent, at the 
fork of lake Ontario, and the head of the river St. Lawrence, and to appoint 
a collector of the customs to reside and keep an office thereat.

That, from and after the passing of this act, it 
shall not be lawful to import or bring, in any manner whatsoever, into the 
United States, or territories thereof, from any foreign kingdom, place, or 
country, any negro, mulatto, or person of colour, with intent to hold, sell, or 
dispose of, any such negro, mulatto, or person of colour, as a slave, or to be 
held to service or labour; and any ship, vessel, or other water craft, em- 
ployed in any importation as aforesaid, shall be liable to seizure, prosécution, 
and forfeiture, in any district in which it may be found ; one-half thereof to 
the use of the United States, and the other half to the use of him or them 
who shall prosecute the same to effect.

meaning thereof, or who shall, in any wise, be aiding or abetting therein, 
shall, severally, on conviction thereof, by due course of law, forfeit and pay 
a sum not exceeding five thousand dollars, nor less than one thousand dol- 
lars, one moiety to the use of the United States, and the other to the use of 
the person or persons who shall sue for such forfeiture and prosecute the 
same to eflect, and shall moreoyer be imprisoned for a term not exceeding 
seven years, nor less than three years. 

§ 4. That if any citizen or citizens of the United States, or other person 
or persons resident within the jurisdiction of the same, shall, from and after 
the passing of this act, take on board, receive, or transport, from any of the 
Coasts or kingdoms of Africa, or from any other foreign kingdom, place, or 
country, or from sea, any negro, mulatto, or person of colour, not being an 
inhabitant, nor held to service by the laws of either of the states or territo- 
ries of the United States, in any ship, vessel, boat, or other water craft, for 
the purpose of holding, selling, or otherwise disposing of, such person as a 
slave, or to be held to service or labour, or be aiding or abetting therein, 
every such person or persons, so offending, shall, on conviction, by due 
course of law, severally forfeit and pay a sum not exceeding five thousand, 
nor less than one thousand, dollars, one moiety to the use of the United 
States, and the other to the use of the person or, persons who shall. sue. for 
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such forfeiture, and prosecute the same toeffect ; and, moreover, shall suffer 
imprisonment, for a term not exceeding seven years, nor: Jess than three 
years ; and every ship or vessel, boat, or other water craft, on which such 
negro, mulatto, or person of colour, shall have been taken on board, received,

§ 7. That if any person or persons whatsoever shall hold, purchase, sell, 
or otherwise dispose of, any negro, mulatto, or person of colour, for a slave, 
or to be held to service or labour, who shall have been imported or brought, 
in any way, from any foreign kingdom, place, or country, or from the do 
minions of any foreign state immediately adjoining to the United States, into 
any port or place within the jurisdiction of the United States, from and after 
the passing of this act, every person so offending, and every person. aiding 
or abetting therein, shall, severally, forfeit and pay, for every negro, mulat- 
to, or person of colour, so held, purchased, sold, or disposed of, one thou- 
sand dollars, one moiety to the use of the United States, and the other to the 
use of the person or persons who may sue for such forfeiture, and prosecute 
the same to effect, and to stand committed until the said forfeiture be paid : 
Provided, That the aforesaid forfeiture shall not extend to the seller or pur- 
chaser of any negro, mulatto, or person of colour, who may be sold or dis- 
posed of in virtue of any regulations which have been heretofore, or shall 
hereafter be, lawfully made by any legislature of any state or territory in 
pursuance of this act and the constitution of the United States. 

§ 8. That in all prosecutions under this act, the defendant or defendants 
shall be holden to prove that the negro, mulatto, or person of colour, which 
he or they shall be charged with having brought into the United States, or 
with purchasing, holding, selling, or otherwise disposing of, and which, ac- 
cording to the evidence in such case, the said defendant or defendants shall 
have brought in aforesaid, or otherwise disposed of, was brought into the 
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United States at least five years previous to the commencement of such pros 
secution, or was not brought in, holden, purehased, or otherwise disposed of, 
contrary to the provisions of this act; and in failure thereof, the said de- 
fendant or defendants shall be adjudged guilty of the offence of which he or 
they may stand accused. 

9. That any prosecution, information, or action, may be sustained, for 
any offence under this act, at any time within five years after such offence 
shall have been committed, any law to the contrary notwithstanding. 

§ 10. That the first six sections of the act to which this is in addition, 
shall be, and the same are hereby, repealed: Provided, That all offences 
committed under the said sections of the act aforesaid, before the passing of 
this act, shall be prosecuted and punished, and any forfeitures which have 
been incurred under the same shall be recovered and distributed, as if this 
act had not been passed.

in each piece, one dollar and sixty cents per piece ; white Russia sheetings, 
not exceeding fifty-two archines in each piece, two dollars and fifty cents per 

jiece. 

2 § 2. That an addition of ten per centum shall be made to the several rates 
of duties above specified and imposed, in respect to all such goods, wares, 
and merchandise, which, after the said thirtieth day of June, one thousand 
eight hundred and eighteen, shall be imported in ships or vessels not of the 
United States: Provided, That this additional duty shall not apply to 
goods, wares, and merchandise, imported in ships or vessels not of the 
United States, entitled by treaty, or by any act or acts of Congress, to be 
entered in the ports of the United States, on the payment of the same duties 
as are paid on goods, wares, and merchandise, imported in ships or vessels 
of the United States.

bearing date the third day of July, eighteen hundred and fifteen: Provided, 
That this act shall not take effect until a similar provision shall be made by 
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the government of Great Britain, in favour of American vessels, in regard 
to duties on tonnage and merchandise entered in the British’ European ports 
during the same period.

That it shall be lawful for any importer of wines 
or distilled spirits, which may be imported into the United States at any time 
after the first day of June next, at his option, to be determined at the time of 
making entry therefor, either to secure the duties thereon, on the same terms 
and stipulations as on other goods, wares, and merchandise, imported, or to 
give his bond, in double the amount of the duties thereupon, with condition 
for the payment of the said duties, in twelve calendar months from the date 
of such bond; which bond shall be accepted by. such collector, without 
surety, upon the terms following, viz: the wines or distilled spirits, for the 
duties whereof such bond shall be accepted, shall be deposited at the expense 
and risk of the importer, in such public or other storehouses as may be 
agreed upon between the importer and the surveyor, or officer of inspection 
of the revenue, for the port where the said wines or spirits shall be landed : 
and such wines or spirits shall be kept under the joint locks of the inspector 
and the importer; but no delivery shall be-made of such wines or spirits 
without a permit in writing, under the hand of the collector and naval officer 
of the port. 

§ 2. That no permit shall be given for the removal of the wines or spirits 
deposited under the provisions of the foregoing section, unless the duties upon 
the wines or spirits, for which it shall be required, be first paid or secured, 
in the manner following, viz: the importer, or his assignee, shall give bond, 
with one or more surety or sureties, to the satisfaction of the collector, in 
double the amount of the duties, upon the wines or spirits in each case to be 
delivered, with condition for the payment of the said duties, at the same cre- 
dits, to be computed from the date of the permit, as would have been allowed 
on bonds for the same articles, if they had not been deposited under the 
provisions of this act: Provided, That the time to be allowed for the pay- 
ment of the duties upon wines or spirits so delivered, or for any part of 
such duties, shall not be Such as to extend the credit beyond the term of 
twelve calendar months, originally allowed, upon depositing such wines and 
spirits. , 


§ 3. That if the duties on any wines or spirits, deposited under the pro- 
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visions of this act, shall not have ‘been ‘paid, or secured to be paid, in the 
manner described in the foregoing section, within the term of twelve calen- 
dar months from the time of their importation, it shall be the duty of the 
collector to cause so much of such wines or spirits, as may be necessary, to 
be sold at public auction, and, retaining the sum necessary for the payment 
of the duties which have not been secured or paid, together with the expenses 
of safe keeping and sale of such wines or spirits, shall return the overplus, 
if any, to the owner, or to his agent or lawful representative ; and the amount 
of each bond, taken for the duties on wines or spirits delivered, after being 
deposited, as directed by this act, shall be endorsed immediately on the ori- 
ginal bond given by the importer, specifying the articles delivered and the 
date of the delivery. 

§ 4. That no drawback shall be allowed of the duties paid on any wines 
or spirits, which shall be imported into the United States after the first day 
of June next, unless such wines or spirits shall have been deposited in public 
or other stores, under the provisions of this act, and there kept, from their 
landing to their shipment. 

§ 5. ‘That if any wines, or other spirits, deposited under the provisions of 
this act, shall be embezzled, or fraudulently hid. or removed, from any store 
or place wherein they shall have been deposited, they shall ‘be forfeited, and 
the person or persons so embezzling, hiding, or removing, the same, or aid- 
ing or assisting therein, shall be liable to the same pains and penalties us if 
such wines or. spirits had been fraudulently unshipped or landed without pay- 
ment of duty. 

§ 6. That from and after the first day of June next, the bonds for-duties 
on articles imported by sea, the produce of foreign places or islands, situated 
on the eastern shores of America, north of the equator, or in its adjacent 
seas, bays, and gulfs, salt excepted, shall be payable, one-half in six, and

as are paid on goods, wares, and merchandise, imported in ships or vessels 
of the United States. 

§ 3. That there shall be allowed a drawback of the duties by this act im- 
posed on goods, wares, and merchandise, imported into the’ United States, 
upon the exportation thereof, within the time, and in the manner, prescribed 
in the fourth section of the act, entitled “An act to ‘regulate the duties on 
imports and tonnage,” passed on the twenty-seventh day of April, one thou- 
sand eight hundred and sixteen. 

§ 4. That the existing laws shall extend to, and be in force for, the col- 
lection of the duties imposed by this act on goods, wares, and merchandise, 
imported into the United States; and for the recovery, collection, distribution, 
and remission, of all fines, penalties, and forfeitures, as fully and effectually 
as if every regulation, restriction, penalty, forfeiture, provision, clause, mat- 
ter, and thing, in the existing laws contained, had been inserted in, and re- 
enacted by, this act.

proceeds of all ships and vessels, their tackle, apparel, and furniture, and 
the goods and effects on board of them, which shall be so seized, prose- 
cuted, and condemned, shall be divided equally between the United States 
and the officers and men who shall seize, take, or bring, the same into port 
for condemnation, whether such seizure be made by an armed vessel of the 
United States or revenue cutter thereof: And the same shall be distributed 
in like manner as is provided by law for the distribution of prizes taken 
from an enemy. . Provided, That the officers and men, to be entitled to 
one-half of the proceeds aforesaid, shall safe keep every negro, mulatto, or 
person of colour, found on board of any ship or vessel so seized, taken, or 
brought into port, for condemnation, and shall deliver every such negro, 
mulatto, or person of colour, to the marshal of the district into which they 
are brought, if into a port of the United States, or, if elsewhere, to such 
person or persons as shall be lawfully appointed by the president of the 
United States, in the manner hereinafter directed, transmitting to the presi- 
dent of the United States, as soon as may be, after such delivery, a descrip- 
tive list of such negroes, mulattoes, or persons of colour, that he may give 
directions for the disposal of them. And provided further, That the com- 
manders of such commissioned vessels do cause to be apprehended, and 
taken into custody, every person found on board of such vessel, so seized 
and taken, being of the officers or crew thereof, and him or them convey, 
as soon as conveniently may be, to the civil authority of the United States, 
to be proceeded against, in due course of law, in some of the districts 
thereof. 

§ 2. That the president of the United States be, and ‘he is hereby au- 
thorized to make such regulations and arrangements as he may deem expe- 
dient, for the safe-keeping, support, and removal beyond the limits of the 
United States, of all such negroes, mulattoes, or persons of colour, as may 
be so delivered and brought within their jurisdiction; and to appoint a pro- 
per person or persons, residing upon the coast of Africa, as agent or agents 
for receiving the negroes, mulattoes, or persons of colour, delivered from on 
board vessels, seized in the prosecution of the slave trade, by commanders 
of the United States’ armed vessels. 

§ 3. ‘That a bounty of twenty-five dollars be paid to the officers and crews 
of the commissioned vessels of the United States, or revenue cutters, for 
each and every negro, mulatto, or person of colour, who shall have been, 
as hereinbefore provided, delivered to the marshal or agent duly appointed 
to receive them: And the secretary of the treasury is hereby authorized and 
required to pay, or cause to be paid, to such officers and crews, or their 
agent, the aforesaid bounty, for each person delivered as aforesaid. 

§ 4. That when any citizen, or other person, shall lodge information, with 
the attorney for the district of any state or territory, as the case may be, 
that any negro, mulatto, or person of colour, has been imported therein, 
contrary to the provisions of the acts in such case made and provided, it 
shall be the duty of the said attorney forthwith to commence a prosecution, 
by information ; and process shall issue against the person charged with 
holding such negro, negroes, mulatto, mulattoes, person or persons of colour, 
so alleged to be imported contrary to the provisions of the acts aforesaid: 
And if; upon the return of the process executed, it shall be ascertained, by 
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the verdict of a jury, that such negro, negroes, mulatto, mulattoes, person or 
persons of colour, have been brought in, contrary to the true intent and 
meaning of the acts in such cases made and provided, then the court shall 
direct the marshal of the said district to fake the said negroes, mulattoes, or 
persons of colour, into his custody, for safe keeping, subject to the orders of 
the president of the United States ; and the informer or informers, who shall 
have lodged the information, shall be entitled to receive, over and above the 
portion of the penalties accruing to him or them by the provisions of the 
acts in such case made and provided, a bounty of fifty dollars, for each and

That the first, second, third, and fourth, sections 
of an act, entitled “« An act to protect the commerce of the United States and 
punish the crime of piracy,” passed on the third day of March, one thousand 
eight hundred and nineteen, be, and the same are hereby, continued in force, 
from the passing of this act, for the term of two years, and from thence to 
the end of the next session of congress, and no longer. 

§ 2. That the fifth section of the said act be, and the same is hereby, con- 
tinued in force, as toall crimes made punishable by the same, and heretofore 
committed, in all respects, as fully as if the duration of the said section had 
been without limitation. 

§ 3. That if any person shall, upon the high seas, or in any open road- 
stead, or in any haven, basin, or bay, or in any river where the sea ebbs 
and flows, commit the crime of robbery, in or upon any ship or vessel, or 
upon any of the ship’s company of any ship or vessel, or the lading thereof, 
such person shall be adjudged to be a pirate; and, being thereof convicted, 
before the circuit court of the United States for the district into which he 
shall be brought, or in which he shall be found, shall suffer death. And if

§ 4, That if any citizen of the United States, being of the crew or ship’s 
company of any foreign ship or vessel engaged in the slave trade, or any 
person whatever, being of the crew or ship’s company of any ship or vessel, 
owned in the whole or part, or navigated for, or in behalf of, any citizen or 
citizens of the United States, shall land, from any such ship or vessel, and, 
on any foreign shore, seize any negro or mulatto, not held to service or la- 
bour by the laws of either of the states or territories of the United States, 
with intent to make such negro or mulatto a slave, or shall decoy, or forcibly 
bring or carry, or shall receive, such negro or mulatto on board any such 
ship or vessel, with intent as aforesaid, such citizen or person shall be ad- 
judged a pirate; and, on conviction thereof, before the circuit court of the 
United States for the district wherein he may be brought or found, shall 
suffer death. 

§ 5. That if any citizen of the United States, being of the crew or ship’s 
company of any foreign ship or vessel engaged in the slave trade, or any 
person whatever, being of the crew or ship’s company of any ship or vessel, 
owned wholly or in part, or navigated for, or in behalf of, any citizen or 
citizens of the United States, shall forcibly confine or detain, or aid and abet 
in forcibly confining or detaining, on board such ship or vessel, any negro 
or mulatto not held to service by the laws of either of the states or territo- 
ries of the United States, with intent to make’such negro or mulatto a slave, 
or shall, on board any such ship or vessel, offer or attempt to sell as a slave, 
any negro or mulatto not held to service as aforesaid, or shall, on the high 
seas, or any where on tide water, transfer or deliver over, to any other ship 
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or vessel, any negro or mulatto, not held to service as aforesaid, with intent 
to make such negro or mulatto a slave, or shall land, or deliver on shore; 
from on board any such ship or vessel, any such negro or mulatto, with 
intent to make sale of, or having previously sold, such negro or mulatto, as 
a slave, such citizen or person shall be adjudged a pirate; and, on convic- 
tion thereof, before the circuit court of the United States for the district 
wherein he shall be brought or found, shall suffer death.

§ 1. Be it enacted, &c. That, from and after the thirtieth day of Sep- 
tember next, the ports of the United States shall be and remain closed 
against every vessel owned, wholly or in part, by a subject or subjects of his 
Britannic majesty, coming, or arriving by sea, from any port or place in the 
province of Lower Canada, or coming or arriving from any port or place in 
the province of New Brunswick, the provincezof Nova Scotia, the islands of 
Newfoundland, St. Johns, or Cape Breton, or the dependencies of any of 
them, the islands of Bermuda, the Bahama islands, the islands called Caicos, 
or the dependencies of any of them, or from any other port or place in any 
island, colony, territory, or possession, under the dominion of Great Britain, 
in the West Indies, or on the continent of America, south of the southern 
boundary of the United States, and not included within the act to which this 
act is supplementary. And every such vessel, so excluded from the ports of 
the United States, that shall enter, or attempt to enter, the same, in violation 
of this act, shall, with her tackle, apparel, and furniture, together with the 
cargo on board such vessel, be forfeited to the United States. 

§ 2. That, from and after the thirtieth day of September next, the owner, 
consignee, or agent, of every vessel owned, wholly or in part, by a subject 
or subjects of his Britannic majesty, which shall have been duly entered in 
any port of the United States, and on board of which shall have been there 
laden, for exportation, any article or articles of the growth, produce, or 
manufacture, of the United States, other than provisions and sea stores, ne- 
cessary for the voyage, shall, before such vessel shall have been cleared out- 
ward at the custom-house, give bond, in a sum double the value of such ar- 
ticle or articles, with one or more sureties, to the satisfaction of the collector, 
that the article or articles so laden on board such vessel, for exportation, 
shall be landed in some port or place other than a port or place in any 
province, island, colony, territory, or possession, belonging to his Britannic 
majesty, that is mentioned or described in this act, or in the act to which this 
act is supplementary. And every such vessel that shall sail; or attempt to 
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sail, from any port of the United States, without having complied with the 
provisions aforesaid, by giving bond as aforesaid, shall, with her tackle, ap- 
parel, and furniture, together with the article or articles aforesaid, laden on 
board the same as aforesaid, be forfeited to the United States: Provided, 
That nothing herein contained shall be deemed or construed so as to violate 
any provision of the convention to regulate commerce between the territo- 
ries of the United States and of his Britannic majesty, signed the third day 
of July, one thousand eight hundred and fifteen. 

§ 3. That, from and after the thirtieth day of September next, no goods, 
wares, or merchandise, shall be imported into the United States of America 
from the province of Nova Scotia, the province of New Brunswick, the is- 
lands of Cape Breton, St. Johns, Newfoundland, or their respective depen- 
dencies, from the Bermuda islands, the Bahama. islands, the islands called 
Caicos, or either or any of the aforesaid possessions, islands, or places, or 
from any other province, possession, plantation, island, or place, under the 
dominion of Great Britain in the West Indies, or on the continent of Amer- 
ica, south of the southern boundaries of the United States, except only such 
goods, wares, and merchandise, as are truly and wholly of the growth, pro- 
duce, or manufacture, of the province, colony, plantation, island, possession, 
or place, aforesaid, where the same shall be laden, and from whence such 
goods, wares, or merchandise, shall be directly imported into the United 
States ; and all goods, wares, and merchandise, imported, or attempted to be 
imported, into the United States of America, contrary to the provisions of this 
act, together with the vessel on board of which the same shall be laden, her 
tackle, apparel, and furniture, shall be forfeited to the United States. 

§ 4. That the form of the bond aforesaid shall be prescribed, and the same

§ 1. Be it enacted, &c. That it shall be the duty of such officer of the 
treasury department as the president of the United States shall, from time 
to time, designate for that purpose, as the agent of the treasury, to direct and 
superintend all orders, suits, or proceedings, in law or equity, for the recovery 
of money, chattels, lands, tenements, or hereditaments, in the name, and for 
the use, of the United States. 

§ 2. That, from and after the thirtieth day of September next, if any col- 
lector of the revenue, receiver of public money, or other officer, who shall 
have received the public money before it is paid into the treasury of the Uni- 
ted States, shall fail to render his account, or pay over the same in the man- 
ner, or within the time, required by law, it shall be the duty of the first 
comptroller of the treasury to cause to be stated the account of such collec- 

tor, receiver of public money, or other officer, exhibiting truly the amount 
due to the United States, and certify the same to the agent of the treasury, 
who is hereby authorized and required to issue a warrant of distress against 
such delinquent officer and his sureties, directed to the marshal of the dis- 
trict in which such delinquent officer and his surety or sureties shall reside ; 
and where the said officer and his surety or sureties shall reside in different 
districts, or where they, or either of them, shall reside in a district other 
than that in which the estate of either may be situate, which may be in- 
tended to be taken and sold, then such warrant shall be directed to the mar- 
shals of such districts, and to their deputies respectively ; therein specifying 
the amount with which such delinquent is chargeable, and the sums, if any, 
which have been paid. And the marshal authorized to execute such war- 
rant shall, by himself or by his deputy, proceed to levy and collect the sum 
remaining due by distress and sale of the goods and chattels of such delin- 
quent officer, having given ten days’ previous notice of such intended sale, 
by affixing an advertisement of the articles to be sold at two or more public 
places in the town or county where the said goods or chattels were taken, or 
in the town or county where the owner of such goods or chattels may re- 
side; and if the goods and chattels be not sufficient to satisfy the said war- 
rant, the same may be levied upon the person of such officer, who may be 
committed to prison, there to remain until discharged by due course of law. 
Notwithstanding the commitment of such officer, or if he abscond, or if 
goods and chattels cannot be found sufficient to satisfy the said warrant, the 
marshal or his deputy may and shall proceed to levy and collect the sum 
which remains due by such delinquent officer, by the distress and sale of the 
goods and chattels of the surety or sureties of such officer, having given ten 
days’ previous notice of such intended sale, by affixing an advertisement of 
the articles to be sold, at two or more public places in the town or county 
where the said goods or chattels were taken, or in the town or county where 
the owner of such goods or chattels resides. And the amount due by any 
such officer as aforesaid shall be, and the same is hereby declared to be, a 
lien upon the lands, tenements, and hereditaments, of such officer and his 
sureties, from the date of a levy in pursuance of the warrant of distress is- 
sued against him or them, and a record thereof made in the office of the clerk

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of the district court of the proper district, until'the same shall be discharged 
according to law. And for want of goods and chattels of such officer, or his 
surety or sureties, or so much thereof as may be necessary for that purpose, 
after being advertised for at least three weeks in not less than three public 
places in the county or district where such real: estate is situate, prior to the 
time of sale, may and shall be sold by the marshal of such district or his 
deputy ; and for all lands, tenements, or hereditaments, sold in pursuance of 
the authority aforesaid, the conveyance of the marshals or their deputies, ex- 
ecuted in due form of law, shall give a valid title against all persons claim- 
ing under such delinquent officer, or his surety or sureties. And all moneys 
which may remain of the proceeds of such sales, after satisfying the said 
warrant of distress, and paying the reasonable costs and charges of the sale, 
shall be returned to such delinquent officer or surety, as the case may be: 
Provided, That the summary process herein directed shall not affect any 
surety of any officer of the United States who became bound to the United 
States before the passing of this act; but each and every such officer shall, 
on or before the thirtieth day of September next, give new and sufficient sure- 
ties for the performance of the duties required of such officer. 

§ 3. That, from and after the thirtieth day of September next, if any offi- 
cer employed, or who has heretofore been employed, in the civil, military, 
or naval departments of the government, to disburse the public money ap- 
propriated for the service of those departments, respectively, shall fail to 
render his accounts, or to pay over, in the manner, and in the times required 
by law, or the regulations of the department to which he is accountable, any 
sum of money remaining in the hands of such officer, it shall be the duty of 
the first or second comptroller of the treasury, as the case may be, who shall 
be charged with the revision of the accounts of such officer, to cause to be 
stated and certified, the account of such delinquent officer, to the agent of 
the treasury, who is hereby authorized and required immediately to proceed 
against such delinquent officer, in the manner directed in the preceding sec- 
tion, all the provisions of which are hereby declared to be applicable to every 
officer of the government charged with the disbursement of the public mo- 
ney, and to their sureties, in the same manner, and to the same extent, as if 
they had been described and enumerated in the said section: Provided, ne- 
vertheless, That the said agent of the treasury, with the approbation of the 
secretary of the treasury, in cases arising under this or the preceding sec- 
tion, may postpone, for a reasonable time, the institution of the proceedings 
required by this act, where, in his opinion, the public interest will sustain no 
injury by such postponement. 

§.4. That if any person should consider hiniself aggrieved by any war- 
rant issued under this act, he may prefer a bill of complaint to any district 
judge of the United States, setting forth therein the nature and extent of the 
injury of which he complains; and thereupon the judge aforesaid may, if in 
his opinion the case requires it, grant an injunction to stay proceedings on 
such warrant altogether, or for so much thereof as the nature of the case 
requires ; but no injunction shall issue till the party applying for the same 
Shall give bond, and sufficient security, conditioned for the performance of 
such judgment as shall be awarded against the complainant, in such amount 
as the judge granting the injunction shall prescribe; nor shall the issuing of 
such injunction in any manner impair the lien produced by the issuing of 
such warrant. And the same proceedings shall be had on such injunction as 
in other cases, except that no answer shall be necessary on the part of the 
United States; and, if, upon dissolving the\injunction, it shall appear to the 
satisfaction of the judge who shall decide upon the same, that the application 
for the injunction was merely for delay, in addition to the lawful interest 
which shall be assessed on all sums which may be found due against the 
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complainant, the said judge is hereby authorized to add such damages as 
that, with the lawful interest, it shall not exceed the rate of ten per centum 
per annum on the principal sum. 

§ 5. That such injunctions may be granted or dissolved by such judge, 
either in or out of court. 

§ 6. That if any person shall consider himself aggrieved by the decision 
of such judge, either in refusing to issue the injunction, or, if granted, on its 
dissolution, it shall be competent for such person to lay a copy of the pro- 
ceedings had before the district judge before a judge of the supreme court, 
to whom authority is hereby given either to grant the injunction or permit 
an appeal, as the case may be, if, in the opinion of such judge of the su- 
preme court, the equity of the case requires it ; and thereupon the same pro- 
ceedings shall be had upon such injunction in the circuit court, as are pre- 
scribed in the district court, and subject to the same conditions in all respects 
whatsoever. 

§ 7. That the attorneys of the United States, for the several judicial dis- 
tricts of the United States, in the prosecution of all suits in the same, in the 
name and for the benefit of the United States, shall conform to such direc- 
tions and instructions, touching the same, as shall, from time to time, be 
given to them, respectively, by the said agent of the treasury. And it shall, 
moreover, be the duty of each of the said attorneys, immediately after the 
end of every term of the district and circuit courts, or of any state court, 
in which any suit or action may-be pending on behalf of the United States, 
under the direction of any district attorney, to forward to the said agent of 
the treasury a statement of the cases which have been decided during the 
said term, together with such information touching such cases as may not 
have been decided, as may be required by the said officer. 

§ 8. That it shall be the duty of the clerks of the district and circuit 
courts, within thirty days after the adjournment of each successive term of 
the said courts, respectively, to forward to the said agent of the treasury a 
list of all judgments and decrees which have been entered in the said courts, 
respectively, during such term, to which the United States are parties, show- 
ing the amount which has been so adjudged or decreed for or against the 
United States, and stating the term to which execution thereon will be re- 
turnable. And it shall, in like manner, be the duty of the marshals of the 
several judicial districts of the United States, within thirty days before the 
commencement of the several terms of the said courts, to make returns, to 
the said agent, of the proceedings which have taken place upon all writs of 
execution or other process which have been placed in his hands for the col- 
lection of the money which has been so adjudged and decreed to the United 
States in the said courts respectively. 

§ 9. That nothing in this act contained shall be construed to take away 
or impair any right or remedy which the United States now have, by law, 
for the recovery of taxes, debts, or demands.

§ 1. Be it enacted, Gc. That it shall be the duty of the master of any 
vessel, except registered vessels, and of every person having charge of any 
boat, canoe, or raft, and of the conductor or driver of any carriage or sleigh, 
and of every other person coming from any foreign territory adjacent to the 
United States into the United States, with merchandise subject to duty, to de- 
liver, immediately on his or her arrival within the United States, a manifest 
of the cargo or loading of such vessel, boat, canoe, raft, carriage, or sleigh, 
or of the merchandise so brought from such foreign territory, at the office 
of any collector or deputy collector which shall be nearest to the boundary 
line, or nearest to the road or waters by which such merchandise is brought;

And the president of the United States shall be, and he is here- 
by authorized, within the term aforesaid, to establish such districts for the 
collection of the revenue, and during the recess of congress, to appoint such 
officers, whose commissions shall expire at the end of the next session of 
congress, to enforce the said laws, as to him shall seem expedient.

§ 1. Be it enacted, §c. That any ship or vessel possessed of, and sailing 
under, a Spanish register, on the tenth day of July, one thousand eight hun- 
dred and twenty-one, belonging, and continuing to belong, wholly to a citi- 
zen or citizens of the United States then residing within the territories ceded 
to the United States by the treaty of the twenty-second of February, one 
thousand eight hundred and nineteen, between the United States and the king 
of Spain, the ratifications of which were exchanged on the twenty-second of 
February, one thousand eight hundred and twenty-one, or to any person or 
persons being, on the said tenth day of July, an inhabitant or inhabitants of 
the said ceded territory, and who continue to reside therein, and of which the 
master is a citizen of the United States, or an inhabitant as aforesaid, may 
be registered, enrolled, and licensed, in the manner prescribed by law; and 
being so registered, enrolled, and licensed, shall be denominated and deemed 
a ship or vessel of the United States, and entitled to the same privileges and 
benefits: Provided, That it shall be lawful for the collector to whom appli- 
cation shall be made for a certificate of registry, enrolment, or license, by 
any citizen or inhabitant as aforesaid, to make such variations in the forms 
of the oaths, certificates, and licenses, as shall render them applicable to the 
cases herein intended to be provided for: And provided, also, That every 
such inhabitant, applying as aforesaid, shall, prior to his being entitled to re- 
ceive such certificate of registry, enrolment, or license, deposite, with the 
collector, the register and other papers under which such ship or vessel had 
been navigated; and also take and subscribe, before the collector, (who is 
hereby authorized to administer the same,) the following oath: “1, A B, do 
swear, (or affirm,) that I will be faithful and bear true allegiance to the 
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United States of America, and that I do entirely renounce and abjure all alle. 
giance and fidelity to every foreign prince, potentate, state, or sovereignty, 
whatever, and particularly to the king of Spain. 

2. That the inhabitants of said ceded territory, who were residents 
thereof on the said tenth day of July, and who shall take the said oath, and 
who continue to reside therein, or citizens of the United States resident there- 
in, shall be entitled to all the benefits and privileges of owning ships or ves- 
sels of the United States, to all intents and purposes, as if they were resident 
citizens of the United States. 

§ 3. That, during the term of twelve years, to commence three months 
after the twenty-second day of February, one thousand eight hundred and 
twenty-one, being the day of the exchange of the ratifications of said treaty, 
Spanish ships or vessels, coming laden only with the productions of Spanish 
growth or manufacture, directly from the ports of Spain or her colonies, shall 
be admitted into the ports of Pensacola and St. Augustine, in the said ceded 
territory, in the same manner as ships and vessels of the United States, and 
without paying any other or higher duties on their cargoes than by law now 
are, or shall at the time be, made payable by citizens of the United States, 
on similar articles imported into said Pensacola or St. Augustine, in ships 
and vessels of the United States, from any of the ports.or places of Spain or 
her colonies, and without paying any higher tonnage duty than by law now 
is, or at the time shall be, laid on any ship or vessel of the United States, 
coming from any port or place of Spain or any of her colonies, to said ports 
of Pensacola or St. Augustine.

§ 7. That the president of the United States, with the advice and consent 
of the senate, shall appoint a collector for each district, to reside at the port 
of entry, and a surveyor for the district of Pensacola, and a surveyor for, 
and to reside at, each port of delivery authorized by this act: But the pre- 
sident, in the recess of the senate, may make temporary appointments of 
any such collector or surveyor, whose commission shall expire in forty days 
from the commencement of the next session of congress thereafier. 

§ 8. That each collector and surveyor authorized by this act shall give 
bond for the true and faithful discharge of his duties, in such sum as the 
president of the United States may direct and prescribe ; and the collector for 
the district of Pensacola shall, in addition to the fees and emoluments allowed 
by law, receive three per cent. commissions, and no more, on all moneys 
received and paid by him on account of the duties on goods, wares, and 
merchandise, and on the tonnage of vessels ; and each other collector shall, 
in addition to the fees and emoluments allowed by law, receive an annual 
salary of five hundred dollars, and three per cent. commissions, and no 
more, on all moneys received and paid by him on account of the duties on 
goods, wares, and merchandise, imported into his district, and on the ton- 
nage of vessels; and each surveyor authorized by this act shall, in addition 
to the fees and emoluments allowed by law, receive an annual salary of 
three hundred dollars; and each such collector and surveyor shall exercise 
the same powers, be subject to the same duties, and be entitled to the same 
privileges and immunities, as other collectors and surveyors of the customs 
of the United States. 

§ 9. That the ships or vessels arriving from and after the thirtieth day of 
June next, from the Cape of Good Hope, or from any place beyond the 
same, shall be admitted to make entry at the port of entry at Pensacola, and 
at no other port or place in Florida.

any goods, wares, or merchandise, other than such duties or drawbacks as

lector for the district of Sagg Harbour, four hundred dollars; to each of the 
collectors for the districts of Saco, Edgartown, Fairfield, Cape Vincent, 
Sackett’s Harbour, Champlain, Oswegatchie, Oswego, Vermont, Oxford,

§ 9. That whenever the emoluments of any collector of the customs of 
either of the ports of Boston, New York, Philadelphia, Baltimore, Charles- 
ton, Savannah, or New Orleans, shall exceed. four thousand dollars, or the 
emoluments of any naval officer of either of said ports shall exceed three 
thousand dollars, or the emoluments of any surveyor of either of said ports 
shall exceed two thousand five hundred dollars, in any one year, after de- 
ducting the necessary expenses incident to his office in the same year, the 
excess shall, in every such case, be paid into the treasury, for the use of the 
United States. 

§ 10. That whenever the emoluments of any other collector of the cus- 
toms shall exceed three thousand dollars, or the emoluments of any other 
naval officer shall exceed two thousand five hundred dollars, or the emolu- 
ments of any other surveyor shall exceed two thousand dollars in any one 
year, after deducting therefrom the necessary expenses incident to his office 
in the same year, the excess shall, in every such case, be paid into the trea- 
sury for the use of the United States. 

§ 11. That the preceding provisions shall not extend to fines, penalties, 
or forfeitures, or the distribution thereof. 

§ 12. That every collector, naval officer, and surveyor, shall account to 
. the treasury for all his emoluments, and also for all the expenses incident to 
his office; that such accounts, as well of expenses as of emoluments, shall 
be rendered on oath or affirmation, at such times and in such forms, 
and shall be supported by such proofs, as shall be prescribed by the secre- 
tary of the treasury, and all such accounts shall be settled at the treasury 
like other public accounts. 

§ 13. That every collector, naval officer, and surveyor, shall, together 
with his accounts of the expenses incident to his office, render a list of the 
clerks employed by him, stating the rate of compensation allowed to each, 
and the duties which they severally perform; and also an account of the 
sums paid for stationery, official or contingent expenses, fuel and office rent, 
stating the purposes for which the premises rented are applied. 

§ 14. That, in the ports of Boston, New York, Philadelphia, Baltimore, 
Charleston, Savannah, and New Orleans, no person shall be an inspector 
who, at the same time, holds any other office in the collection of the cus- 
toms in either of the said ports. 

§ 15. That the secretary of the treasury may, from time to time, limit 
and fix the number and compensations of the clerks to be employed by any 
collector, naval officer, or surveyor, and may limit and fix the compensation 
of any deputy of any such collector, naval officer, or surveyor: Provided, 
That no such deputy, in any of the districts of Boston and Charlestown, 
New York, Philadelphia, Baltimore, Charleston, Savannah, or New Orleans, 
shall receive more than one thousand five hundred dollars, nor any other 
such deputy more than one thousand dollars, in any one year, for any ser- 
vices he may perform for the United States in any office or capacity. 

§16. That no account for the compensation for services of any clerk, or 
other person employed in any duties in relation to the collection of the reve- 
nue, shall be allowed, until such clerk or other person shall have eertified, 
on oath or affirmation, that the same services have been performed, that he 
has received the full sum therein charged, to his own use and benelit, and 
that he has not paid, deposited, or assigned, nor contracted to pay, deposite, 
or assign, any part of such compensation to the use of any other person, 
hor in any way, directly or indirectly, paid or given, nor contracted to pay 
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or give, any reward or compensation for his office or employment, or the 
emoluments thereof. 

§ 17. That ifany person employed in any duties in relation to the col- 
lection of the revenue, shall accept or receive any fee, reward, or compensa- 
tion, other than that allowed by law, for any services he may perform for 
any person, in making any entry or clearance, or preparing any papers to 
be used or kept in the custom-house, such person shall be removed from 
Office, and shall, moreover, on conviction thereof, pay a fine not exceeding 
five hundred dollars.

§ 19. That the salary of the collector of the district of Cape Vincent shall 
commence from the time of his appointment. 

§ 20. That this act shall be in force from and after the thirtieth day of 
June next. 


CHAPTER CLXXI.

An act in addition to “An act to continue in force ‘An act to protect 
the commerce of the United States, and punish the crime of piracy;

§1. Be it enacted, &c. That the first, second, third, and fourth sections 
of an act, entitled “* An act to protect the commerce of the United States, and 
to punish the crime of piracy,” passed on the third day of March, in the year 
of our Lord one thousand eight hundred and nineteen, be, and the same are 
hereby continued in force, in all respects, as fully as if the said sections had 
been enacted without limitation, in the said act, or in the act to which this is 
an addition, and which was passed on the fifteenth day of May, in the year 
of our Lord one thousand eight hundred and twenty.

That, from and after the passing of this act, no 
advance of public money shall be made in any case whatever; butrin all 
cases of contracts for the performance of any service, or the delivery of 
articles of any description, for the use of the United States, payment shall 
not exeed [exceed] the value of the service rendered, or of the articles de- 
livered previously to such payment: Provided, That it shall be lawful, 
under the special direction of the president of the United States, to make 
such advances to the disbursing officers of the government, as may be neces- 
sary to the faithful and prompt discharge of their respective duties, and to 
the fulfilment of the public engagements: And provided also, That the 
president of the United States may direct such advances, as he may deem 
necessary and proper, to such persons in the military and naval service as may 
be employed on distant stations, where the discharge of the pay and emolu- 
ments to which they may be entitled, cannot be regularly effected. 

§ 2. That every officer or agent of the United States, who shall receive 
public money which he is not authorized to retain, as salary, pay, or emolu- 
ment, shall render his accounts quarter yearly to the proper accounting 
officers of the treasury, with the vouchers necessary to the correct and 
prompt settlement thereof, within three months, at least, after the expiration 
of each successive quarter, if resident within the United States: and within 
six months if resident in a foreign country: Provided, That nothing herein 
contained shall be construed to restrain the secretaries of any of the depart- 
ments from requiring such returns from any officer or agent, subject to the 
control of such secretaries, as the public interest may require. 

§ 3. That every officer or agent of the United States, who shall offend 
against the provisions of the preceding sections, shall, by the officer charged 
with the direction of the department to which such offending officer is respon- 
sible, be promptly reported to the president of the United States, and dis- 
missed from the public service: Provided, That in all cases, where any 
officer, in default as aforesaid, shall account to the satisfaction of the presi- 
dent for such default, he may be continued in office, any thing in the fore- 
going provision to the contrary notwithstanding. 

§ 4. That no security given to, or obligation entered into with, the gov- 
ernment, shall be in any wise impaired, by the dismissing any officer, or 
from failure of the. president to dismiss any officer coming under the provi- 
sions of this act.

That, from and after the third day of March 
next, no goods, wares, or merchandise, subject to ad valorem duty, and im- 
ported into the United States, shall be admitted to an entry, unless the true 
invoice of the same be presented to the collector at thé time of entry, or un- 
less the same be admitted in the mode authorized and prescribed in the next 
ensuing section of this act: Provided, That this prohibition shall not ex- 
tend to such goods, wares, or merchandise, as shall have been taken from a 
wreck.

§ 11. That in all cases where goods, wares, or merchandise, subject to ad 
valorem duty, imported as aforesaid, shall belong in part to a person or per- 
sons residing in the United States, and in part to a person or persons re- 
siding out of the United States, the oath of one of the owners residing in the 
United States, shall be sufficient to admit the same to an entry according to 
the provisions of this act: But it is expressly provided, That, in all cases 
where the said goods, wares, or merchandise, shall have been manufactured 
in whole, or in part, by any one of the owners residing out of the United 
States, the same shall not be admitted to an entry, unless the invoice shall 
have been verefied [verified] and authenticated by such manufacturer in the 
manner prescribed in the eighth section of this act. 

§ 12. That whenever the invoice of goods, wares, or merchandise, sub- 
ject to ad valorem duty, imported as aforesaid, and belonging to a person or 
persons not residing in the United States, shall not have been duly verified 
and authenticated, and, upon application to the secretary of the treasury, ac- 
cording to the tenth section of this act, the said goods, wares, or merchan- 
dise, shall have been refused an entry, the same shall be deemed suspected, 
and shall be liable to the same additions and penalties as are provided in the 
case of fraudulent invoices, to the following section. 

§ 13. That whenever, in the opinion of the collector, there shall be just 
grounds to suspect that goods, wares, or merchandise, subject to ad valorem 
duty, and imported into his district, have been invoiced below their true 
value, in the place or country from whence they were imported, or originally 
procured, as the case may be, as prescribed in the fifth section of this act, 
such collector shall direct the same to be appraised in the manner preseri 
by this act; and if the value, at which the same shall be so appraised, shall 
exceed, by twenty-five per centum, the invoice prices thereof, then, in addi- 
tion to the ten or twenty per centum, as the case may be, laid upon correct 
and regular invoices, according to law, there shall be added fifty per centum 
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on the appraised'value; on which aggreate [aggregate] amount the duties on 
- such goods, wares, or merchandise, shall be estimated : Provided, That 
nothing herein contained shall be construed to impose the said penalty of fifty 
per centum for a variance between the bona fide invoice of goods, produced 
in the manner specified in the proviso in the fifth section of this act, and the 
current value of the said merchandise, in the country where the same may 
have been originally manufactured or produced. 

§ 14. That in all cases where the appraised value of any goods, wares, or 
merchandise, appraised under this or any other act concerning imports and 
tonnage, shall exceed, by less than twenty-five per centum, the invoice value 
thereof, such appraised value shall be considered the true value of such 
goods, wares, or merchandise, upon which the duty shall be charged, with 
the addition of such per centum as may be by law required: Provided, That, 
in no case, shall the duty be estimated on an amount less than the invoice 
value, with the addition by law required. 

§ 15. That the collectors of the revenue shall cause at least one package, 
out of every invoice, and ene package, at least, out of every twenty pack- 
ages of each invoice of goods, wares, or merchandise, imported into their 
respective districts, which package or packages he shall. have first designated 
on the invoice, to be opened and examined, and if the same be found not to 
correspond with the invoice thereof, or to be falsely charged in such invoice, 
a full inspection of all such goods, wares, or merchandise, as may be in- 
cluded in the same entry, shall be made; and in case such goods, wares, or 
merchandise, be subject to ad valorem duty, the same shall be appraised, 
and subjected to the penalties provided in the thirteenth section, in the case 
of suspected or fraudulent invoices; and in every case, whether such goods, 
wares, or merchandise, be subject to ad valorem or specific dity, if any 
package be found to contain any article not described in the invoice, the 
whole package shall be forfeited: Provided, That the secretary of the trea- 
sury be, and he is hereby, authorized to remit the said forfeiture, if, in his 
opinion, the said article was put in by mistake, or without any intention to 
defraud the revenue. 

§ 16. That, for the appraisement of goods, wares, or merchandise, re- 
quired by this or any other act concerning imports and tonnage, the presi- 
dent of the United States shall, by and with the advice and consent of the 
senate, appoint, in each ofthe ports of Boston, New York, Philadelphia, 
Baltimore, Charleston, Savannah, and New Orleans, two persons, well 
qualified to perform that duty, who, before they enter thereon, shall sever- 
ally make oath, diligently and faithfully to examine and inspect such goods, 
wares, or merchandise, as the collector may direct, and truly to report, to 
the best of their knowledge and belief, the true value thereof, according to 
the provisions of the fifth section of this act; and when any appraisement is 
to be made in any port other than those above named, the collector shall ap- 
point two respectable resident merchants, who, after having taken the oath 
required by this section, shall be the appraisers; and the secretary of the 
treasury shall have authority to direct the appraisers for any collection dis- 
trict, to attend in any other collection district, for the purpose of appraising 
any goods, wares, or merchandise, imported therein; and the president of 
the United States is hereby authorized, in the recess of the senate, to appoint 
the appraisers for the ports provided for in this section, which appointments 
shall continue in force until the end of the session of congress thereafier. 

§ 17. That each of the appraisers, who may be appointed under the six. 
teenth section of this act, for the ports of New Orleans, Savannah, Charles- 
ton, Baltimore, Philadelphia, and Boston, shall each receive, as a compen- 
sation for his services, fifteen hundred dollars per annum ; and the appraisers 


for the port of New York shall each receive two thousand dollars per an- 
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num; and the merchants who may be appointed to act as appraisers under 
this act, shall receive for their services, while actually employed on that, 
duty, each, a compensation of five dollars per diem; and whenever the ap- 

praisers, appointed under the sixteenth section of this act, attend in any dis- 

trict, other than that in which they reside, for the purpose of appraising any 

goods, wares, or merchandise, they shall respectively receive at the rate of 
five dollars for every twenty-five miles in going to, or returning from, such 

district, in addition to the salary or pay provided for in this section. 

§ 18. That in all cases where the owner, consignee, importer, or agent, 
shall be dissatisfied with the appraisement of any goods, wares, or merchan- 
dise, made by the appraisers appointed under the sixteenth section of this act, 
it shall be lawful for him to employ, at his own expense, two respectable 
resident merchants, who, after being duly qualified, according to the sixteenth 
section of this act, shall, together with the two appraisers appointed on the 
part of the United States, under this act, examine and inspect the goods, 
wares, or merchandise, in question ; and, after such examination and inspec- 
tion, they shall report the value thereof, if they agree therein, and, if not, the 
circumstances of their disagreement, to the collector ; and in case such owner, 
consignee, importer, or agent, shall be dissatisfied with such report and 
second appraisement, it shall be lawful for him to refer the case to the secre- 
tary of the treasury, who shall be, and is hereby, authorized and empowered 
to decide thereon, or to require further testimony in the case, in such man- 
ner as he may deem proper, and to order the said goods, wares, or merchan- 
dise, to be entered accordingly. 

§ 19. That any merchant, who shall be chosen by the collector, or by the 
party in interest, to make any appraisement required under this or any other 
act respecting imports and tonnage, and who shall, after due notice of such 
choice has been given to him in writing, decline or neglect to assist at such 
appraisement, shall be subject to a penalty not exceeding fifty dollars, and 
to the costs of prosecution therefor. 

§ 20. That one-half of the excess of duty accruing in consequence of the 
fifty per cent. added to the value of any goods, wares, or merchandise, 
under the thirteenth section of this act, shall be divided among the custom- 
house officers of the port in which such goods, wares, or merchandise, may 
be, in the manner prescribed by the act, entitled ‘* An act to regulate the du- 
ties on imports and tonnage,” passed on the second day of March, seventeen 
hundred and ninety-nine: Provided, That, in no case, shall the appraisers 
of the said goods, wares, or merchandise, be entitled to or receive any part 


* of the said duty. 


§ 21. That, before any goods, wares, or merchandise, which may be 
taken from any wreck, shall be admitted to an entry, the same shall be ap- 
praised, in the manner prescribed in the sixteenth section of this act, and the 
same proceedings shall be ordered and executed in all cases where a reduc- 
tion of duties shall be claimed on account of damage which any goods, 
wares, or merchandise, shall have sustained in*the course of the voyage ; and 
in all cases where the owner, importer, consignee, or agent, shall be dissatis- 
fied with such appraisement, he shall be entitled to the privileges provided in 
the eighteenth section of this act. 

§ 22. That, for every verification and certificate, made under this act, be- 
fore a consul or commercial agent of the United States, such consul or com- 
mercial agent shall be entitled to demand and receive, from the person mak- 
ing the same, a fee of two dollars: Provided, That each shipper shall have 
the right to include all articles shipped by him in the same invoice. 

§.23. That when any goods, wares, or merchandise, shall be admitted to 
an entry upon invoice, the collector of the port in which the same are enter- 
ed, shall certify the same under his official seal; and no other evidence of 
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the value of such goods, wares, or merchandise, shall be admitted on the 
part of the owner or owners thereof, in any court of the United States, ex- 
cept in corroboration of such entry. 

§ 24. That any person or persons who shall counterfeit any certificate or 
attestation made in pursuance of this act, or use such certificate or attesta- 
tion, knowing the same to be counterfeit, shall, upon conviction thereof be- 
fore any court of the United States having cognizance of the same, be ad- 
Judged guilty of felony, and be fined in a sum not exceeding ten thousand 
dollars, and imprisoned for a term not exceeding three years. 

§ 25. That any bond to the United States, entered into for the payment 
of duties by a merchant belonging to a firm, in the name of such firm, shall 
equally bind the partner or partners in trade, of the person or persons by 
whom such bond shall have been executed ;. but no clerk or hired person, in 
the constant employment of another, shall become principal or surety to any 
bond to which his employer is a party. 

§ 26. That no bond for duties on goods, wares, or merchandise, imported 
into the United States, shall be accepted by any collector of the revenue, un- 
less the principal be a resident of the United States, and the surety or sure- 
ties citizens thereof. 

§ 27. In every case where the owner, importer, consignee, or agent, of 
any goods, wares, or merchandise, imported as aforesaid, and the duty upon 
which shall amount to fifty dollars, or upwards, may, at the time of entry, 
desire to pay the duties thereon in cash, the collector of the port where the 
said goods, wares, or merchandise, may be entered, shall be, and he is here- 
by, authorized and directed to receive the same, and to allow a discount on 
the amount of the duties, at the rate of four per centum per annum, for the 
legal term of credit which would have been allowed by law on such duties. 

§ 28. That all goods, wares, or merchandise, imported into the United 
States, the duties on which shall have been paid, or secured to be paid, may 
be transported coastwise from the district into which they were imported, to 
two other districts, and exported from either of them with benefit of draw- 
back: Provided, That all regulations and formalities now in force, relating 
to the transportation of goods, wares, and merchandise, coastwise, from the 
district into which they were imported to another district, for benefit of draw- 
back, and such other regulations as are prescribed under and by virtue of 
this act, for the further transportation of such goods, wares, or merchandise, 
to other districts, shall be complied with: And provided also, That all the 
regulations and formalities now in force, respecting the exportation of goods, 
Wares, and merchandise, for the benefit of drawback, shall be complied with, 
so far as may be consistent with other provisions of this act: and the secre- 
tary of the treasury shall be, and he is hereby, authorized to prescribe the 
form of the certificate to be used, and of the oaths to be taken, on the trans- 
portation of such goods, wares, or merchandise, from the second district, into 
which they may be brought, to the third district. 

§ 29. That all goods, wares, or merchandise, subject to ad valorem duty, 
and intended for exportation, with benefit of drawback, which shall be 
transported from one district to another, shall be accompanied by a copy 
from the invoice, of the cost thereof, certified by the collector of the district 
from which they may have been last re-shipped, which certified copy shall 
be produced to the collector of the district from which such goods, wares, or 
merchandise, are intended to be exported ; and such goods, wares, or mer- 
chandise, as well as all such goods, wares, or merchandise, subject to ad va- 
lorem duty, as shall be exported from the district into which they may have 
been originally imported, shall be inspected by the appraisers at the time of 
exportation, in the maoner provided by this act, on the importation of such 
goods, wares, or merchandise; and if the same are found not to correspond 
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with the original invoice, the said goods, wares, or merchandise, shall be 
subjected to forfeiture, according to the provisions of the eighty-fourth sec- 
tion of an act, entitled “ An act to regulate the collection of duties on imports 
and tonnage,” passed the second of March, one thousand seven hundred and 
ninety-nine. 

§ 30. That in all cases of entry of goods, wares, or merchandise, for the 
benefit of drawback, the time of twenty days shall be allowed, from the date 
of the clearance of the ship or vessel,-in which the same shall have been 
laden, for taking the oaths, completing the entry, and giving the exportation 
bonds for the same: Provided, That the exporter shall have, in every other 
particular, complied with the regulations and formalities heretofore, and by 
this act, established for entries of exportation of goods, wares, or merchan- 
dise, for the benefit of drawback. 

§ 31. That in all cases where goods, wares, or merchandise, entitled to 
debenture, shall be re-shipped for transportation coastwise, before the neces- 
sary certificates are issued by the collector of the port where imported, the 
same shall be allowed to be entered for debenture, at the district to which 
they shall be so transported, without forfeiting the benefit of drawback : 
Provided, That the person or persons, so entering said goods, wares, or 
merchandise, shall produce, from the collector of the port from whence the 
same shall have been last shipped, a certificate that the coastwise certificates 
were not issued at the time of the sailing of the vessel on board which the 
said goods, wares, or merchandise, shall have been so shipped, and shall de- 
liver the coastwise' certificates required in. such cases, to the collector of the 
port where the same shall have been so entered, within two months from the 
date of entry, and before the said goods, wares, or merchandise, shall be en- 
tered for exportation. 

§ 32. That, in all cases where the owner, importer, consignee, or agent, 
of any goods, wares, or merchandise, entitled to debenture, may wish to 
transfer the same into packages other than those in which the said goods, 
wares, or merchandise, were originally imported, the collector of the port 
where the same may be, shall permit the said transfer to be made, if neces- 
sary for the safety or preservation thereof: Provided, That due notice of 
the same, in writing, setting forth sufficient cause for the said transfer, be 
given to the said collector, who shall appoint an inspector of the revenue to 
ascertain if the said allegation be true, and, if found correct, to superintend 
said transfer, and to cause the marks and numbers upon the original pack- 
ages to be inscribed upon the packages into which the said goods, wares, or 


» merchandise shall be transferred. 


§ 33. That it shall not be necessary to insert the numbers upon pack- 
ages, in. any entry of goods, wares, or merchandise, subject to specific duty 
on importation or exportation, or to insert any such numbers in any coast 
wise or other certificate: But it is expressly provided, That in all cases 
where a seperate [separate] .certificate may be required for each package, 
the numbers shall be inserted therein. 

: § 34. That in all cases where, under existing laws, spirituous liquors, en- 
titled to debenture, shall have been shipped coastwise for the purpose of being 
laden immediately on board some vessel in another district, for exportation, 
the same may be so laden on board of such vessel, without having been first 
deposited in the public warehouse: Provided, That all other regulations re- 
quired by law shall have been complied with, and that such transportation of 
said spirituous liquors from the one vessel to the other, be made by the col- 
lector’s order, and under the superintendance [superintendence} of an inspec- 
tor of the revenue, and that a careful examination be made by him of the 
identity of the same, and of the quantity, quality, and packages, thereof. 

§ 35. That all penalties and forfeitures, incurred by force of this act, shall 
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be sued for, recovered, distributed, and accounted for, in the manner pre- 
scribed by the act, entitled ** An act to regulate the collection of duties on 

imports and tonnage,” passed on the second day of March, one thousand 

seven hundred and ninety-nine, and may be mitigated or remitted in the 

manner prescribed by the act, entitled “ An act to provide for mitigating or 

remitting the forfeitures, penalties, and disabilities, accruing in certain cases 

therein mentioned,” passed on the third day of March, one thousand seven 
hundred and ninety-seven. 

§ 36. That all fines, penalties, and forfeitures, incurred in virtue of the 
act, entitled ‘* An act supplementary to an act, entitled ‘ An act to regulate 
the collection of duties on imports and tonnage,’ passed the twentieth April, 
one thousand eight hundred and eighteen,” may be sued for, prosecuted, and 
recovered, in the same manner as if the said act did not expire on the third 
day of March next. 

§ 37. That when goods, wares, or merchandise, imported, and subject to 
duty as aforesaid, shall be re-shipped, and transported coastwise, from one 
district to another, in the packages in which the same were imported, an in- 
voice, or a copy of such invoice, or an extract therefrom, including all the 
articles, with the charges thereon, which are re-shipped and transported 
coastwise as aforesaid, verified by the additional oath required by the fourth 
section of this act, and certified under the official seal of the collector, with 
whom the entry, on the importation of such goods, wares, and merchandise, 
was made, shall be produced at the port to which the same shall be trans- 
ported ; and the same inspection of such goods, wares, or merchandise, shall 
be made, as if they had been brought direct from a foreign port or place: 
Provided, That no appraisement of the said goods, wares, or merchandise, 
shall be made at the said port, so as to change the amount of duties which 
may have been charged thereon, at the port of their original importation, if 
the same should have been there entered, according to the provisions of this 
act; except when transported from a port where there are no appraisers ap- 
pointed by the government; and if the invoice, verefied [verified] as afore- 
said, shall not be so produced, such goods, wares, or merchandise, shall be 
deposited, and remain in the public warehouse, at the expense and risk of 
the owner thereof, until the invoice, verified and certified in the manner 
above required, shall be produced ; and goods, wares, or merchandise, im- 
ported, and subject to duty as aforesaid, may be transported coastwise, to one 
or more districts within the United States.

§ 6. This act to continue in force so long 


§ 1. Be it enacted, &c. That from and after the third day of March next, 
the first, second, and third sections of the ‘‘ Act concerning navigation,” ap- 
proved on the eighteenth ‘of April, one thousand eight hundred and eighteen, 
and the “ Act supplementary to an act concerning navigation,” approved on 
the fifteenth of May, one thousand eight hundred and twenty, shall be, and 
the same are hereby, suspended, for and during the continuance of this act, 
so far as any of the restrictions or prohibitions therein contained, limit or in- 
terdict the intercourse of navigation or commerce between the ports of the 
United States and the British colonial ports hereinafter mentioned, to wit : 

Kingston, in Jamaica. Savannah Le Mar, do. Montego Bay,do. Santa 
Lucia, do. Antonio, do. Saint Ann, do. Falmouth, do. Maria,do. Mo- 
rant Bay and Anotto Bay, do. Saint George, in Grenada. Roseau, in Do- 
minica. Saint John’s, in Antigua. San Josef, in Trinidad. Scarborough, 
in Tobago. Road Harbour, in Tortola. Nassau, in New Providence. 
Pitt’s town, in Crooked Island. Kingston, in Saint Vincent. Port Saint 
George and Port. Hamilton, in Bermuda. Any port where there is a cus- 
tom-house, in Bahamas. Bridgetown, in Barbadoes. Saint John’s, and 
Saint Andrew’s, in New Brunswick. Halifax, in Nova Scotia. Quebec, in 
Canada. Saint John’s, in New Foundland. Georgetown, in Demarara. 
New Amsterdam, in Berbice. Castries, in Saint Lucia. Basseterre, in Saint 
Kitts. . Charlestown, in Nevis. Plymouth, in Montserrat. 

§ 2. That, from and after the said third day of March next, the ports of 
the United States shall be open to any British vessel coming directly from 
any of the British colonial ports above enumerated: and it shall be lawful 
to import in the said vessels, being navigated by a master and three-fourths, 
at least, of the mariners, British subjects, any articles of the growth, pro- 
duce, or manufacture, of any of the said British colonies, the importation of 
the like articles to which, from elsewhere, is not, nor shall not be, prohibited 
by law, and which may be exported from any of the said enumerated British 
ports to the United States, on equal terms, in vessels belonging to the said 
states. 

§ 3. That, on proof being given to the president of the United States, satis- 
factory to him, that, upon the vessels of the United States admitted into the 
above enumerated British colonial ports, and upon any goods, wares, or mer- 
chandise, imported therein, in the said vessels, no other or higher duties of 
tonnage or impost, and no other charges of any kind, are levied or exacted 
than upon British vessels, or upon the like goods, wares, and merchandise, 
imported into the said colonial ports from elsewhere, it shall and may be 
lawful for the president of the United States to~issue his proclamation, de- 
claring that no other or higher duty of impost or tonnage, and no other or 
higher duty or charge of any kind, upon any goods, wares, or merchandise 
imported from the above enumerated British colonial ports, in British vessels, 
shall be levied or exacted in any of the ports of the United States, (except. 
ing the ports in the territory of Florida,) than upon the vessels of the United 
States, and upon the like goods, wares, or merchandise, imported into the 
ports of the United States in the same: Provided always, That until such 
proof shall be given, British vessels coming from the said British colonial 
ports, and the goods, wares, and merchandise, imported in the same into the 
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United States, shall continue to pay the foreign tonnage duty, and the addi- 
tional duties upon goods, wares, and merchandise, imported in foreign ves- 
sels, prescribed by the “ Act to regulate the duties on imports and tonnage,” 
approved the twenty-seventh of April, one thousand eight hundred and 
sixteen. 

§ 4. That no articles whatsoever, specie and bullion excepted, other than 
articles of the growth, produce, or manufacture, of the British colonies to 
which the said enumerated ports belong, shall be imported into the United 
States, in British vessels, coming from any of the said enumerated ports; 
and that no articles whatsoever, being of the growth, produce, or manufacture, 
of the British colonies, to which the said enumerated ports belong, shall be 
imported into the United States, in any British vessel, other than a vessel 
coming directly from one of the said enumerated ports, on pain of forfeiting 
all such articles, together with the ship or vessel in which the same shall 
have-been imported, and her guns, tackle, apparel, and furniture. 

§ 5. That it shall be lawful to export from the United States, directly to 
any of the above enumerated British colonial ports, in any vessel of the 
United States, or in any British vessel, navigated as by the second section 
of this act is prescribed, and having come directly from any of the above 
enumerated, British colonial ports, any article of the growth, produce, or 
tnanufacture, of the United States, or any other article legally imported there- 
in, the exportation of which, elsewhere, shall not be prohibited by law: Pro- 
vided, That when, exported in any such British vessel, before the shipment 
of any such articles, security, by bond, shall be given to the United States, 
in a penalty equal to half the value of the said articles; such bond to be 
taken of the owner, consignee, or agent, by the collector of the port at which 
the said British vessel shall have entered, for the due landing of the said arti- 
cles at the port or ports, being of the British colonial ports hereinabove enu- 
merated, for which the said vessel shall clear out, and for producing a certi- 
ficate thereof, within twelve months from the date of said bond, under the 
hand and seal of the consul, or commercial agent of the United States, resi- 
dent at the port where the said articles shall have been landed; or if there 
shall be no consul or commercial agent of the United States residing there, 
such certificate to be under the hand and seal of the chief officer of the cus- 
toms at such port, or under the hand and seal of two known and repatable 
merchants residing at such port; but such bond may be discharged, by 
proof, on oath, by creditable persons, that the said articles were taken by 
enemies, or perished in the seas. And it shall not be lawful to export, from 
the United States, any article’ whatsoever, to any of the above enumerated 
British colonial ports, in any British vessel, other than such as shall have 
come directly from one of the said ports to the United States; nor shall it be 
lawful to export from the United States any article whatsoever, in any Bri- 
tish vessel, having come from any of the said enumerated ports, to any other 
port or place, whatsoever, than directly to one of the said ports. And in 
case any such articles shall be shipped or waterborne, for the purpose of be- 
ing exported contrary to this act, the same shall be forfeited, and shall and 
may be seized and prosecuted, in like manner as for any other violation of 
the revenue laws of the United States. 

§ 6. That this act, unless repealed, altered, or amended, by congress, 
shall be and continue in force so long as the above enumerated British colo- 
nial ports shall be open to the admission of vessels of the United States, con- 
formably to the’ provisions of the British act of parliament of the twenty- 
fourth of June last, being the forty-fourth chapter of the acts of the third 
year of George the Fourth. But if at any time the trade and intercourse be- 
tween the United States, and all or any of the above enumerated British colo- 
nial ports, authorized by the said act of parliament, should be prohibited by 
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a British order in council, or by act of parliament, then, from the day of the 
date of such order in council, or act of parliament, or from the time that,the 
same shall commence to be in force, proclamation to that effect having been 
made by the president of the United States, each and every provision of this 
act, so far as the same shall apply to the intercourse between the United 
States and the above enumerated British colonial. ports, in British vessels, 
shall cease to operate in their favour; and each and every provision of the 
« Act concerning navigation,” approved on the eighteenth of April, one thou- 
sand eight hundred and eighteen; and of the act supplementary thereto, ap- 
proved on the fifteenth of May, one thousand eight hundred and twenty; 
shall revive and be in full force. 

§ 7. That if any British colonial port in the American hemisphere, other 
than those hereinabove enumerated, should, by virtue of a British order in 
council, be opened to vessels of the United States, conformably to the provi- 
sions of the said act of parliament of the twenty-fourth of June last, each and 
every provision of this act shall extend to the same, from the time when it 
shall be so opened to the vessels of the United States.

three cents per pound; on window glass, not above eight inches by ten in- 
ches in size, three dollars per hundred square feet, not above ten inches by 
twelve inches in size; three dollars and fifty cents per hundred square feet; 
and if above ten inches by twelve inches in size, four dollars per hundred 
square feet: Provided, That all window glass, imported in plates, uncut; 
shall be chargeable with the highest rates of duties hereby imposed ; on black 
glass bottles, not exceeding the capacity of one quart, two dollars per groce} 
on bottles exceeding one quart, and not more than two quarts, two dollars 
and fifty cents per groce; over two quarts, and not exceeding one gallon, 
three dollars per groce; on demijohns, twenty-five cents each ; on apotheca« 
ries’ vials, of the capacity of four ounces, and less, one dollar per gross ; on 
the same, above four ounces, and not exceeding eight ounces, one dollar and 
twenty-five cents per gross; on all wares of cut glass, not specified, three 
cents per pound, and, in addition thereto, an ad valorem duty of thirty per 
centum ; on all other articles of glass, two cents per pound, and, in addition 
thereto, an ad valorem duty of twenty per centum; on all books, which the 
importer shall make it satisfactorily appear to the collector of the port @ 
which the same shall be entered, were printed previous to the year one thou- 
sand seven hundred and seventy-five; and, also, on all books printed in 
other languages than English, four cents per volume, except books printed 
in Latin or Greek ; on all books printed in Latin or Greek, when bound, fif- 
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teen cents per pound ; when not bound, thirteen cents per pound ; on all other 
books, when bound, thirty cents per pound; when in sheets or boards, 
twenty-six cents per pound; on folio and quarto post paper, of all kinds, 
twenty cents per pound; on foolscap and all drawing and writing paper, 
seventeen cents per pound ; on printing, copperplate, and stainers’ paper, ten 
cents per pound ; on sheathing paper, binders’ and box boards, and wrapping 
paper, of all kinds, three cents per pound ; on all-other paper, fifteen cents 
per pound; a duty of twelve and a half per centum ad valorem on all arti« 
cles not herein specified, and now paying a duty of seven anda half per cen- 
tum ad valorem; with the exception of patent adhesive felt, for covering 
ship’s bottoms, which shall be admitted free of duty until June thirtieth, one 
thousand eight hundred and twenty-six. 

§ 2. That an addition of ten per centum shall be made to the several rates 
of duties hereby imposed upon the several articies aforesaid, which, after the 
said respective times for the commencement of the duties hereby imposed, 
shall be imported in ships or vessels, not of the United States : Provided, 
That this addition shall not be applied to articles imported in ships or vessels, 
not of the United States, entitled by treaty, or by any act of Congress, to be 
admitted on payment of the same duties that are paid on like articles im- 
ported in ships or vessels of the United States. 

§ 3. That there shall be allowed a drawback of the duties by this act ims 
posed upon the exportation of any articles that shall have paid the same, 
within the time, and in the manner, and subject to the provisions and re- 
strictions, prescribed in the fourth section of the act, entitled ‘* An act to 
regulate the duties on imports and tonnage,” passed the twenty-seventh day 
of April, one thousand eight hundréd and sixteen. 

§ 4. That the drawback allowed by law on plain silk cloths, shall be 
allowed, although the said cloths, before the exportation thereof, shall have 
been coloured, printed, stained, dyed, stamped, or painted, in the United 
States. But, whenever any such cloths, so imported, shall be intended to 
be so coloured, printed, stained, dyed, stamped, or painted, and afterwards 
to be exported from the United States, with privilege of drawback, each 
package thereof shall, before the same shall be delivered from the public 
stores, be opened and examined by an inspector of the customs, and the con- 
tents thereof measured or weighed, and the quality thereof ascertained, and 
a sample of each piece thereof reserved at the custom-house; and a particu- 
lar account or registry of such examination, describing the number of pieces 
in each package, their weight or measure, and the samples thereof reserved, 
shall be entered in the books of the custom-house ; and, after such examina- 
tion, said goods shall be repacked in the original package, and the said origi- 
nal package shall be marked with a custom-house mark, And, whenever 
any such goods, being thus coloured, printed, stained, dyed, stamped, or 
painted, shall be entered at the custom-house for exportation and drawback, 
the same shall be so entered in the original package, marked as aforesaid, 
and not otherwise, unless the person, so entering the same, shall give satis. 
factory evidence to the collector or naval officer, or one of them, that such 
original package has been lost or destroyed by accident; and no such appli- 
cation for drawback shall be made, except on the contents of entire pack- 
ages ; and upon application for such entry and’ drawback, the contents of the 
packages so offered, shall be examined by an inspector of the customs, and 
measured or weighed, and compared with the original entry, registry, and 
samples; and if, upon such comparison and full examination, the collector 
shall be satisfied that the.contents of each package are the same identical 
goods imported and registered as aforesaid, and not changed or altered, ex- 
cept by being coloured, printed, stained, dyed, stamped, or painted, as afore- 
said, then the person, so entering such goods, shall be admitted to the oath 
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prescribed by law, to be used in cases of application for exportation of goods 
for the benefit of drawback, and shall, thereupon, be entitled to drawback, 
as in other cases: Provided, 'That the exporter shall, in every other particu. 
lar, comply with the regulations and formalities heretofore established for 
entries of goods for exportation, with the benefit of drawback. And if any 
person shall present, for exportation and drawback, any coloured, printed, 
stained, dyed, stamped, or painted, silk, cloths, knowing the same not to be 
entitled to drawback, according to the provisions of this act, or shall wilfully 
misrepresent or conceal the contents or quality of any package as aforesaid, 
the said goods, so presented or entered for drawback, shall be forfeited, and 
may be seized by the collector, and proceeded with, and the forfeiture dis. 
tributed, as in other cases. 

§ 5. That the existing laws shall extend to, and be in force for, the col- 
lection of the duties imposed by this act, for the prosecution and punishment 
of all offences, and for the recovery, collection, distribution, and remission, 
of all fines, penalties, and forfeitures, as fully and effectually as if every 
regulation, penalty, forfeiture, provision, clause, matter, and thing, to that 
effect, in the existing laws contained, had been inserted in, and re-enacted 
by, this act. 

§ 6. That the provisions of the second section of the act of congress, en- 
titled ‘An act to regulate the duties on imports and tonnage,” approved 
April twenty-seventh, one thousand eight hundred and sixteen, shall extend 
and enure to the benefit of schools and colleges within the United States, or 
the territories thereof, in the same manner, and under the like limitations 
and restrictions, as is provided in said act, with respect to seminaries of 
learning, , 








CHAPTER CLXXXIII.

§ 1. Crews of vessels licensed for cod § 2. Any vessel having completed her 
fisheries, haying completed fishing, fishing term, and Jost in returning 
entitled to bounty, when vessels to port, owners entitled to bounty.

§ 1. Be it enacted, §c. That any vessel which shall be licensed accord- 
ing to law, for the cod fishery, and which shall have completed her fishing 
term, according to the provisions of law, and thereby become entitled to the 
allowance of bounty, shall, in returning to any port within the United States, 
be wrecked or lost, the owner or owners, and crew of such vessel, shall, on 
satisfactory proof being made to the comptroller of the treasury, of the 
wreck, or loss of such vessel, be entitled to the same bounty as would have 
been allowed, had such yessel returned to port. 

§ 2. That any vessel which shall have completed her fishing term, sub- 
sequent to the act, entitled “ An act in addition to, and alteration of, an act, 
entitled ‘An act laying a duty on imported salt, granting a bounty on 
pickled fish exported, and allowance to certain vessels employed in the fish- 
eries,’” passed the third of March, one thousand eight hundred and nine- 
teen, and which shall, in returning to any port in the United States, have 
been wrecked or lost, the owner or owners, and crew of such fishing vessel; 
shall have extended to them the provisions of the first section of this act. 
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CHAPTER CLXXXIV. 
Act or May 26, 1824, 


An act to allow a salary to the collectors of the districts of Nan- 
tucket and Pensacola, and to abolish the office of surveyor of the 
district of Pensacola. 


§ 1. Be it enacted, §c. That from and after the passage of this act, the 
following annual salaries be, and the same are hereby, allowed, to wit: To 
the collector of the port of entry for the district of Nantucket, in the state of 
Massachusetts, the sum of two hundred and fifty dollars, and to the collector 
of the port of entry for the district of Pensacola, in the territory of Florida, 
the sum of five hundred dollars. 

§ 2. That, from and after the thirtieth day of June next, the office of sur- 
veyor of the port of entry for the district of Pensacola, in the territory above 
mentioned, be; and the same is hereby, abolished. 





CHAPTER CLXXXV.

§ 1. Be it enacted, Sc. That the agent of the treasury be, and he here- 
by is authorized, in all cases where the estates of insolvent debtors have 
been, or hereafter shall be, assigned to the United States, under the act of 
the sixth June, seventeen hundred and ninety-eight, entitled “An act pro- 
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viding for the discharge of persons imprisoned for debts due to the United 
States,” to sell such estates, whether real or personal, at such time, and in 
such manner, as, with the approbation of the secretary of the treasury, he 
shall think fit, for the best price that can be had therefor, and to make all 
needful conveyances, assignments, or transfers, of the same, to the purchaser 
or purchasers. 

§ 2. That, at any and every sale, on executions, at the suit of the United 
States, of lands or tenements of a debtor, it shall be lawful for the United 
States, by such agent as the agent of the treasury shall appoint, to become 
the purchaser of such lands and tenements: Provided, That in no case shall 
such agent bid in behalf of the United States for a greater amount than that 
of the judgment for which such estate may be exposed to sale, and the 
costs; and it shall be the duty of the marshal of the district in which such 
sale shall be held, in case such purchases shall be made, to make all need- 
ful conveyances, assignments, and transfers, to the United States; and the 
agent of the treasury is hereby authorized, with the approbation of the 
secretary of the treasury, to sell and convey the said lands and tenements 
in the same manner as is directed by the first section of this act, in respect 
to lands and tenements assigned by insolvent debtors. 

§ 3. That nothing herein contained, shall be deemed or construed to take 
away or impair any other remedy which the United States may be now en- 
titled to have against the person or property of debtors, to enforce the satis- 
faction of judgments obtained, or which may hereafter be obtained. 





CHAPTER CLXXXVII.

§ 1. Be it enacted, §c. That the secretary of the treasury be, and he is 
hereby, authorized, under the direction of the president of the United States, 
to adopt and substitute such hydrometer as he may deem best calculated to 
promote the public interest, in lieu of that now prescribed by law, for the 
purpose of ascertaining the proof of liquors; and that, after such adoption 
and substitution, the duties imposed by law upon distilled spirits shall be 
levied, collected, and paid, according to the proof ascertained by any hy- 
drometer so substituted and adopted.

United States, by the anthority of the Joint Library Committee of Congress, 
for the use of the library of congress. 
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CHAPTER CLXXXIXx.

§ 1. Be it enacted, §-c. That, whenever the exporter or exporters, enter- 
ing any goods, wares, or merchandise, for the benefit of drawback, shall not 
have completed such entry, by taking the oath, or giving the bond, required 
by the existing laws of the United States within the period prescribed by law, 
but shall offer to complete the said entry after the expiration of the said 
period, it shall and may be lawful for the secretary of the treasury, upon ap- 
plication to him made, by the said exporter or exporters, setting forth the 
cause of his or their omission, under oath, and accompanied by a state- 
ment of the collector, of all the circumstances attending the transaction 
within the knowledge of such collector, if he shall be satisfied that the failure 
to complete the said entry was accidental, or without any intention to evade 
the law or defraud the revenue, to direct the said entry to be completed, and 
the certificates or debentures, as the case may be, to issue, in the same man- 
ner, as if such entry had been completed, within the period prescribed by 
the existing laws of the United States.

§ 18. That the postmaster to whom such letters may be delivered, shall 
pay the master or commander, or other person delivering the same, except 
the commanders of foreign packets, two cents for each letter or packet ; and 
shall obtain from the person delivering the same, a certificate, specifying the 
number of letters and packets, with the name of the ship or vessel, and the 
place from whence she last sailed; which certificate, together with a receipt 
for the money, shall be, with his quarterly accounts, transmitted to the post- 
master general, who shall credit him with the amount. 

§ 19. That no stage or other vehicle, which regularly performs trips on a 
post road, or on a road parallel to it, shall convey letters; nor shall any 
packet boat or other vessel, which regularly plies on a water declared to be 
@ post road, except such as relate to some part of the cargo. For the viola- 
tion of this provision, the owner of the carriage, or other vehicle, or vessel, 
shall incur the penalty of fifty dollars.. And the person who has charge of 
such carriage, or other vehicle or vessel, may be prosecuted under this 
section, and the property in his charge may be levied on and sold, in satis- 
faction of the penalty and costs of suit: Provided, That it shall be lawful 
for any one to send letters by special messenger. 

§ 27. That letters and packets to and from the following officers of the 
United States, shall be received and conveyed by post, free of postage. 
Each postmaster, provided each of his letters or packets shall not exceed 
half an ounce in weight ; each member of the senate, and each member and 
delegate of the house of representatives of the congress of the United States, 
the secretary of the senate, and clerk of the house of representatives, pro- 
vided each letter or packet, (except documents printed by the order of either 
house of congress,) shall not exceed two ounces in weight, and during their 
actual attendance in any session of congress, and sixty days before and after 
such session ; and in case of excess of weight, that excess alone shall be paid 
for; the president of the United States, vice-president, the secretaries of state, 
of the treasury, of war, of the navy, attorney general, postmaster general, 
and the assistants postmaster general, the comptrollers of the treasury, audi- 
tors, register, treasurer, and commissioner of the general land office, and 
such individual who shall haye been, or may hereafter be, president of the 
United States, and each may receive newspapers by post, free of postage : 
Provided, That postmasters shall not receive, free of postage, more than 
one daily newspaper, each, or what is equivalent thereto; nor shall mem- 
bers of the senate, or of the house of representatives, the clerk of the house, 
or secretary of the senate, receive newspapers, free of postage, after their 
privilege of franking shall cease. 

§ 28. That, if any person shall frank any letter or letters, other than those 
written by himself, or by his order, on the business of his office, he shall, on 
conviction thereof, pay a fine of ten dollars, and it shall be the especial duty 
of postmasters to prosecute for said offence: Provided, That the secretary of 
the treasury, secretary of state, secretary of war, secretary of the navy, and 

postmaster general, may frank letters or packets on official business, prepared 
in any other public office, in the absence of the principal thereof. And if any 
person, having the right to receive his letters free of postage, shall receive;

liciously-attack, or set upon, any ship or vessel belonging in whole or in 
part, to the United States, or to any citizen or citizens thereof, or to any 
other person whatsoever, with an intent unlawfully to plunder the same ship 
or vessel, or to despoil any owner or owners thereof of any money, goods, 
or merchandise, laden on board thereof, every person so offending, his or her 
counsellors, aiders, or abettors, shall be deemed guilty of felony; and shall, 
on conviction thereof, be punished by fine, not exceeding five thousand dol- 
lars, and by imprisonment and confinement to hard labour, not exceeding 
ten years, according to the aggregation of the offence. 

§ 7. If any person or persons, upon the high seas, or in any other of the 
places aforesaid, with intent to kill, rob, steal, commit a rape, or to do or 
perpetrate any other felony, shall break or enter any ship or vessel, boat, or 
raft, or if any person or persons shall, wilfully and maliciously, cut, spoil, 
or destroy, any cordage, cable, buoys, buoy-rope, headfast, or other fast, 
fixed to any anchor or moorings, belonging to any ship, vessel, boat, or raft, 
every person so offending, his or her counsellors, aiders, and abettors, shall 
be deemed guilty of felony, and shall, on conviction thereof, be punished by 
fine, not exceeding one thousand dollars, and by imprisonment and confine- 
ment to hard labour, not exceeding five years, according to the aggravation 
of the offence. 

§ 8. If any person or persons, upon the high seas, or in any of the places 
aforesaid, shall buy, receive, or conceal, or aid in concealing any money, 
goods, bank notes, or other effécts or things which may be the subject of 
larceny, which have been feloniously taken or stolen, from any other person, 
knowing the same to have been taken or stolen, every person, so offending, 
shall be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, and may be prosecuted therefor, 
although the principal offender chargeable, or charged with the larceny, shall 
not have been prosecuted or convicted thereof; and shall, on conviction 
thereof, be punished by fine, not exceeding one thousand dollars, and impri- 
sonment and confinement to hard labour, not exceeding three years, accord- 
ing to the aggravation of the offence. 

§ 9. If any person or persons shall plunder, steal, or destroy, any money, 
goods, merchandise, or other effects, from or belonging to any ship or ves- 
sel, or boat, or raft, which shall be in distress, or which shall be wrecked, 
lost, stranded, or cast away, upon the sea, or upon any reef, shoal, bank, or 
rocks of the sea, or in any other place within the admiralty and maritime 
jurisdiction of the United States, or if any person or persons shall wilfully 
obstruct the escape of any person endeavouring to save his or her life from 
such ship, or vessel, boat, or raft, or the wreck thereof, or if any person or 
persons shall hold out or show any false light, or lights, or extinguish any 
true light, with intention to bring any ship or vessel, boat or raft, being or 
sailing upon the sea, into danger, or distress, or shipwreck, every person, 80

port or place, or refuse to bring home again all such of the officers and mari- 
ners, of such ship or vessel, whom he carried out with him, as are in a con- 
dition to return, and willing to return, when he shall be ready to proceed on 
his homeward voyage, every master or commander, so offending, shall, on 
conviction thereof, be punished by fine; not exceeding five hundred dollars, 
or by imprisonment, not exceeding six months, according to the aggravation 
of the offence. 

§ 11. If any person or persons, shall, wilfully and maliciously, set on fire, 
or burn, or otherwise destroy, or cause to be set on fire, or burnt, or other- 
wise destroyed, or aid, procure, abet, or assist in setting on fire, or burning 
or otherwise destroying, any ship or vessel of war of the United States, afloat 
on the high seas, or in any arm of the sea, or in any river, haven, creek, 
basin, or bay, within the admiralty jurisdiction of the United States, and out 
of the jurisdiction of any particular state, every person, so offending, shall 
be deemed guilty of felony, and shall, on conviction thereof, suffer death: 
Provided, That nothing herein contained shall be construed to take away or 
impair the right of any court martial to punish any offence, which, by the 
laws of the United States, may be punishable by such court. 

§ 12. If any officer of the United States shall be guilty of extortion, un- 
der or\by colour of his office, every person so offending shall, on conviction 
thereof, be punished by fine, not exceeding five hundred dollars, or by im- 
prisonment, not exceeding one year, according to the aggravation of the of- 
fence. 

§ 13. If any person, in any case, matter, hearing, or other proceeding, 
when an oath or affirmation shall be required to be taken or administered 
under or by any law or laws of the United States, shall, upon the taking of 
such oath or affirmation, knowingly and willingly swear or affirm falsely, 
every person, so offending, shall be deemed guilty of perjury, and shall, on 
conviction thereof, be punished by fine, not exceeding two thousand dollars, 
and by imprisonment and confinement to hard labour, not exceeding five 
years, according to the aggravation of the offence. And if any person or 
persons shall knowingly or willingly procure any such perjury to be com- 
mitted, every person so offending, shall .be deemed guilty of subornation of 
perjury, and shall, on conviction thereof, be punished by fine, not ex- 
ceeding two thousand dollars, and by imprisonment and confinement to 
hard labour, not exceeding five years, according to the aggravation of the 
offence. 

§ 14. And the trial of all offences which shall be committed upon the 
high seas or elsewhere, out of the limits of any state or district, shall be in 
the district where the offender is apprehended, or into which he may be first 
brought. 

§ 22. That, if any person or persons, upon the high seas, or in any arm

subjected to any other or higher duties than are levied on the same kinds of 
merchandise when imported in American vessels ; and that the exemption or 
privilege allowed by this act shall extend to vessels arriving, and merchan- 
dise imported, from the Swedish colony of St. Barthelemy: Provided, That 
the owners of vessels, arriving from said colony in the United States, shall 
be inhabitants of that colony, and there established and naturalized, and shall 
have caused their vessels to be there naturalized. 

§ 2. That the secretary of the treasury be, and he is hereby, directed to 
cause to be repaid or remitted, all alien or discriminating duties of tonnage 
or impost, which, since the twenty-fifth of September last, may have been 
paid, or secured to be paid, on vessels of the description mentioned in the 
first section of this act, or on merchanilise imported in such vessels; for the 
purpose of which repayment, any money in the treasury not otherwise ap- 
propriated, is hereby appropriated. 





CHAPTER CCI.

shall be removed therefrom in the manner prescribed by an act, entitled 
“An act providing for the deposite of wines and distilled spirits in public 
warehouses, and for other purposes. 

§ 2. That brandy imported in casks of a capacity not less than fifteen 
gallons, may be exported for the benefit of a drawback of the duties which 
shall haye been paid thereon; and the exporter or exporters of brandy so 
imported shall be entitled to receive a debenture or debentures, for the 
amount of such drawback, agreeably to the existing laws; and all acts now 
in force regulating the exportation of spirits, and the allowance and payment 
of drawbacks and debentures, shall be deemed applicable to brandy, the im- 
portation of which is permitted by this act. 

§ 3. That this act shall continue in force for the period of three years, 
and no longer.

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CHAPTER CCIV, 


Proclamation of March 17, 1827, by the president, declaring the 
trade and-intercourse with certain British colonial ports pro- 
hibited. 


BY THE PRESIDENT OF THE UNITED STATES. 
PROCLAMATION. 


Whereas by the sixth section of an act of congress, entitled “ An act to 
regulate the commercial intercourse between the United States and certain 
British colonial ports,” which was approved on the first day of March, in the 
year of our Lord 1823, it is enacted “ that this act, unless repealed, altered 
or amended, by congress, shall be and continue in force so long as the above 
enumerated British colonial ports shall be open to the admission of the ves- 
sels of the United States, conformably to the provisions of the British act of 
parliament, of the twenty-fourth of June last, being the forty-fourth chapter 
of the acts of the third year of George the Fourth: But if at any time the 
trade and intercourse between the United States and all or any of the above 
enumerated British colonial ports, authorized by the said act of parliament, 
should be prohibited by a British order in council, or by act of parliament, 
then, from the day of the date of such order in council, or act of parliament, 
or from the time that the same shall commence to be in force, proclamation 
to that effect having been made by the president of the United States, each 
and every provision of this act, so far as the same shall apply to the inter- 
course between the United States and the above enumerated British colonial 
ports, in British vessels, shall cease to operate in their favour; and each and 
every provision of the ‘ Act concerning navigation,’ approved on the eigh- 
teenth of April, one thousand eight hundred and eighteen, and of the act 
supplementary thereto, approved on the fifteenth of May, one thousand eight 
hundred and twenty, shall revive and be in full force.” 

And whereas, by an act of the British parliament, which passed on the 
fifth day of July, in the year of our Lord 1825, entitled “ An act to repeal 
the several laws relating to the-customs,” the said act of parliament of the 
24th of June, 1822, was repealed; and by another act of the British pariia- 
ment, passed on the 5th day of July, in the year of our Lord 1825, in the 
sixth year of the reign of George the Fourth, entitled “ An act to regulate 
the trade of the British possessions abroad,” and by order of his Britannic 
majesty in council, bearing date the 27th of July, 1826, the trade and inter- 
course authorized by the aforesaid act of parliament, of the 24th June, 1822, 
between the United States and the greater part of the said British colonial 
ports therein enumerated, have been prohibited upon and from the first day of 
December last past, and the contingency has thereby arisen on which the 
president of the United States was authorized by the sixth section aforesaid 
of the act of congress of Ist March, 1823, to issue a proclamation to the 
effect therein mentioned : 

Now, therefore, I, Jomn Quincy ApAms, president of the United States of 
America, do hereby declare and proclaim that the trade’and intercourse au- 
thorized by the said act of parliament of the 24th of June, 1822, between the 
United States and the British colonial ports enumerated in the aforesaid act 
of congress of the Ist of March, 1823, have been, and are, upon and from 
the Ist day of December, 1826, by the aforesaid.two several acts of parlia- 
ment, of the 5th of July, 1825, and by the aforesaid British order in council 
of the 27th day of July, 1826, prohibited. 
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Given under my hand, at the city of Washington, this 17th day of March, 
in the year of our Lord: 1827, and the fifly-first year of the Indepen- 
dence of the United States.

Proclamation of the president, of the 7th June, 1827, declaring the 
discriminating duties on impost and tonnage, to be suspended so 
far as they relate to the vessels, &c. of the subjects of the Pope. 


BY THE PRESIDENT OF THE UNITED STATES. 
PROCLAMATION. 


Whereas, by an act of congress of the United States, of the seventh of 
January, one thousand eight hundred and twenty-four, entitled ** An act con- 
cerning discriminating duties of tonnage and impost,” it is provided, that 
upon satisfactory evidence being given to the president of the United ‘States, 
by the government of any foreign nation, that no discriminating duties of 
tonnage or impost are imposed or levied within the ports of the said nation, 
upon vessels wholly belonging to citizens of the United States, or upon mer- 
chandise, the produce or manufacture thereof, imported in the same, the pre- 
sident is thereby authorized to issue his proclamation, declaring that the fo- 
reign discriminating duties of tonnage and impost within the United States 
are, and shall be suspended and discontinued, so far as respects the vessels 
of the said nation, and the merchandise of its produce, or manufacture, im- 
ported into the United States, in the same: the said suspension to take effect 
from the time of such notification being given to the president of the United 
States, and to continue so long as the reciprocal exemption of vessels belong- 
ing to citizens of the United States, and merchandise, as aforesaid, therein 
laden, shall be continued, and no longer. 

And whereas satisfactory evidence was given to the president of the United 
States, on the 30th day of May last, by count Lucchesi, consul general of 
his holiness the Pope, that all foreign and discriminating duties of tonnage 
and impost within the dominions of his holiness, so far as respected the ves- 
sels of the United States, and the merchandise of their produce or manufac- 
ture, imported in the same, were suspended and discontinued. 

Now, therefore, I, John Quincy Adams, president of the United States, 
conformably to the fourth section of the act of congress aforesaid, do hereby 
proclaim and declare that the foreign and discriminating. duties of tonnage 
and impost within the United States, are, and shall be suspended and discon- 
tinued, so far as respects the vessels of the subjects of his holiness the Pope, 
and the merchandise of the produce or manufacture of her dominions, im- 
ported into the United States in the same: the said suspension to take effect 
from the 80th of May aforesaid, and to continue, so long as the reciprocal 
exemption of vessels belonging to citizens of the United States, and merchan- 
dise as aforesaid, therein laden, shall be continued, and no longer. 

Given under my hand, at the city of Washington, this seventh day of 
June, in the year of our Lord one thousand eight hundred and twenty- 
seven, and of the Independence of the United States the fifty-first.

That no money hereafter appropriated shall be 
paid to any person, for his compensation, who is in arrears to the United 
States, until such person shall have accounted for, and paid into the treasury, 
all sums for which he may be liable: Provided, That nothing herein con- 
tained shall be construed to extend to balances arising solely from the depre- 
ciation of treasury notes received by such person, to be expended in the pub- 
lic service ; but in all cases where the pay or salary of any person is with- 
held, in pursuance of this act, it shall be the duty of the accounting officers, 
if demanded by the party, his agent or attorney, to report, forthwith, to the 
agent of the treasury department, the balance due; and it shall be the duty 
of the said agent, within sixty days thereafter, to order suit to be commenced 
against such delinquent and his sureties.

cargoes, as aforesaid, than are imposed on American vessels, and on like 
cargoes imported in American vessels: Provided, That if the president of 
the United States shall, at any time, receive satisfactory information that the 
privileges allowed to American vessels and their cargoes at said islands, by 
the French ordinance of February fifth, one thousand eight hundred and 
twenty-six, have been revoked or annulled, he is hereby authorized, by pro- 
clamation, to suspend the operations of this act, and withhold all privileges 
allowed under it.

1st. On iron in bars or bolts, not manufactured, in whole, or in part, by 
rolling, one cent per pound. 

2nd. On bar and bolt iron, made wholly, or in part, by rolling, thirty. 
seven dollars per ton: Provided, That all iron in slabs, blooms, loops, or 
other form, less finished than iron in bars or bolts, except pigs or cast iron, 
shall be rated as rolled iron in bars or bolts, and pay a duty accordingly. 
3d. On iron, in pigs, sixty-two and one-half cents per one hundred and 
twelve pounds. 4th. On iron or steel wire, not exceeding number fourteen, 
six cents per pound, and over number fourteen, ten cents per pound. 5th. On 
round iron, or brazier’s rods, of three-sixteenths to eight-sixteenths of an 
inch diameter, inclusive ; and on iron in nail or spike rods, slit or rolled; and 
on iron in sheets, and hoop iron; and on iron slit or rolled for band iron, 
scroll iron, or casement rods, three and one-half cents per pound. 6th. On 
axes, adzes, drawing knives, cutting knives, sickles, or reaping hooks, 
scythes, spades, shovels, squares, of iron or steel, bridle bits of all deserip- 
tions, steelyards and scale beams, socket chisels, vices, and screws of iron, 
for wood called wood screws, ten per cent ad valorem, in addition to the pre- 
sent rates of duty. 7th. On steel, one dollar and fifty cents per one hun- 
dred and twelve pounds. 8th. On lead, in pigs, bars, or sheets, three cents 
per pound ; on leaden shot, four cents per pound; on red or white lead, dry 
or ground in oil, five cents per pound; on litherage, orange mineral, lead 
manufactured into pipes, and sugar of lead, five cents per pound. 

§ 2. That, from and afier the thirtieth day of June, one thousand eight 
hundred and twenty-eight, there shall be levied, collected, and paid, on the 
importation of the articles hereinafter mentioned, the following duties, in lieu 
of those now imposed by law. 

1st. On wool unmanufactured, four cents per pound ; and also, in addition 
thereto, forty per cent. ad valorem, until the thirtieth day of June, one thou- 
sand eight hundred and twenty-nine; from which time an additional ad va- 
lorem duty of five per cent. shall be imposed, annually, until the whole of 
said ad valorem duty shall amount to fifty per cent. And all wool imported 
on the skin, shall be estimated as to weight and value, and shall pay the 
same rate of duty as other imported wool. 

2d. On manufactures of wool, or of which wool shall be a component 
part, (except carpetings, blankets, worsted stuff goods, bombazines, hosiery, 
mits, gloves, caps, and bindings,) the actual value of which, at the place 
whence imported, shall not exceed fifty cents the square yard, shall be deem- 
ed to have cost fifty cents the square yard, and be charged thereon with a 
duty of forty per centum ad valorem, until the thirtieth day of June, eighteen 
hundred and twenty-nine, and from that time a duty of forty-five per centum 
ad valorem: Provided, That on all manufactures of wool, except flannels 
and baizes, the actual value of which, at the place whence imported, shall 
not exceed thirty-three and one-third cents per square yard, shall pay four- 
teen cents per square yard. 

3d. On all manufactures of wool, or which wool shall be a component 
part, except as aforesaid, the actual value of which, at the place whence im- 
ported, shall exceed fifty cents the square yard, and shall not exceed one 
dollar the square yard, shall be deemed to have cost one dollar the square 
yard, and be charged thereon with a duty of forty per centum ad valorem, 
until the thirtieth day of June, eighteen hundred and twenty-nine, and from 
that time a duty of forty-five per centum ad valorem. 

4th. On all manufactures of wool, or of which wool shall bea component 
part, except as aforesaid, the actual value of which, at the place whence jm- 
ported, shall exceed one dollar the square yard, and shall not exceed two 
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dollars and’fifty cents the square yard, shall be deemed to have’ cost two 
dollars and fifty cents the square yard, and be'charged with a duty thereon 
of forty per centum ad valorem, until the thirtieth day of June, eighteen hun- 
dred and twenty nine, and from that time a duty of forty-five per centum 
ad valorem. 

5th. All manufactures of wool, or of which wool shall be a component 
part, except as aforesaid, the actual value of which, at the place whence im- 
ported, shall exceed two dollars and fifty cents the square yard, and shall 
not exceed four dollars the square yard, shall be deemed to have cost, at the 
place whence imported, four dollars the square yard, and a duty of forty per 
cent. ad valorem, shall be levied, collected, and paid, on such valuation, until 
the thirtieth day of June, one thousand eight hundred and twenty-nine, and 
from that time a duty of forty-five per centum ad valorem. 

6th. On all manufactures of wool, or of which wool shall be a component 
part, except as aforesaid, the actual value of which, at the place whence im- 
ported, shall exceed four dollars the square yard, there shall be levied, col- 
lected, and-paid, a duty of forty-five per cent. ad valorem, until the thirtieth 
day of June, one thousand eight huudred and twenty-nine, and from that 
time a duty of fifty per centum ad valorem. 

7th. On woollen blankets, hosiery, mits, gloves, and bindings, thirty-five 
per cent. ad valorem. On clothing ready made, fifty per cent. ad valorem. 

8th. On Brussels, Turkey, and Wilton carpets and carpeting, seventy 
cents per square yard. On all Venetian and ingrain carpets or carpeting, 
forty cents per square yard. On all other kinds of carpets and carpetings, 
of wool, flax, hemp, or cotton, or parts of either, thirty-two cents per square 
yard. On all patent, printed, or painted floor cloths, fifty cents per square 
yard. On oil cloth, other than that usually denominated patent floor cloth, 
twenty-five cents per square yard. On furniture oil cloth, fifteen cents per 
square yard. On floor matting made of flags or other materials, fifieen cents 
per square yard. 

§ 3. That, from and after the thirtieth day of June, one thousand eight 
hundred and twenty-eight, there shall be levied, collected, and paid on the 
importation of the following articles, in lien of the duty now imposed by law. 

1st. On unmanufactured hemp, forty-five dollars per ton, until the thirtieth 
day of June, one thousand eight hundred and twenty-nine, from which time, 
five dollars per ton in addition, per annum, until the duty shall amount to 
sixty dollars per ton. On cotton bagging, four and a half cents per square 
yard, until the thirtieth day of June, one thousand eight hundred and twenty- 
nine, and afterwards a duty of five cents per square yard. 

2d. On unmanufactured flax, thirty-five dollars per ton, until the thirtieth 
day of June, one thousand eight hundred and twenty-nine, from which time 
an additional duty of five dollars per ton per annum, until the duty shall 
amount to sixty dollars per ton. 

3d. On sail duck, nine cents per square yard; and, in addition thereto, 
one half cent yearly, until the same shall amount to twelve and a half cents 
per square yard. 

4th. On molasses, ten cents per gallon. 

5th. On all imported distilled spirits, fifteen cents per gallon, in addition 
to the duty now imposed by law. 

6th. On all manufactures of silk, or of which silk shall bea component 
material, coming from beyond the Cape of Good Hope, a-duty of thirty per 
centum ad valorem; the additional duty of five per centum to take effect 
from and after the thirtieth day of June, one thousand eight hundred and 
twenty-nine; and on all other manufactures of silk, or of which silk shall be 
a component material, twenty per centum ad valorem. On indigo, an addi- 
tional duty of five cents the pound, from the thirtieth day of June, one thou- 
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sand eight hundred and twenty-nine, until the thirtieth day of June, one 
thousand eight hundred and thirty, and from that time an additional duty of 
ten cents each year, until the whole duty shall amount to fifty cents. per 
pound. 

§ 4. That, from and after the thirtieth day of June, one thousand eight 
hundred and twenty-eight, no drawback of duty shall be allowed on the ex. 
portation of any spirit, distilled in the United States, from molasses ; no draws 
back shall be allowed on any quantity of sail duck, less than fifty bolts, ex. 
ported in one ship or vessel, at any one time. 

§ 5. That, from and after the thirtieth day of June, one thousand eight 
hundred and twenty-eight, there shall be levied, collected, and paid, in liew 
of the duties now imposed by law, on window glass, of the size above ten 
inches by fifteen inches, five dollars for one hundred square feet: Provided, 
That all window glass imported in plates or sheets, uncut, shall be chargeable 
with the same rate of duty. On vials and bottles, not exceeding the capacity 
of six ounces each, one dollar and seventy-five cents per gross. 

§ 6. That, from and after the thirtieth day of June, one thousand eight 
hundred and twenty-eight, there shall be levied, collected, and paid, in lieu 
of the duties now imposed by law, on all imported roofing slates, not ex« 
ceeding twelve inches in length, by six inches in width, four dollars per ton; 
on all such slates exceeding twelve, and not exceeding fourteen inches in 
length, five dollars per ton; on all slates exceeding fourteen, and not exceed- 
ing sixteen inches in length, six dollars per ton; on all slates exceeding six+ 
teen inches, and not exceeding eighteen inches in length, seven dollars per 
ton; on all slates exceeding eighteen, and not exceeding twenty inches in 
length, eight dollars per ton ; on slates exceeding twenty inches, and not ex- 
ceeding twenty-four inches in length, nine dollars per ton; and on all slates 
exceeding twenty-four inches in length, ten dollars per ton. And that, in 
lieu of the present duties, there be levied, collected, and paid, a duty of 
thirty-three and a third per centum, ad valorem, on all imported ciphering 
slates. 

§ 7. That all cotton cloths whatsoever, or cloths of which cotton shall be 
a component material, excepting nankeens, imported direct from China, the 
original cost of which, at the place whence imported, with the addition of 
twenty per cent. if imported from the Cape of Good Hope, or from any other 
place beyond it, and of ten per cent. if imported from any other place, shall 
be less than thirty-five cents the square yard, shall, with such addition, be 
taken and deemed to have cost thirty-five cents the square yard, and charged 
with duty accordingly. 

§ 8. That, in all cases where the duty which now is, or hereafter may be, 
imposed, on any goods, wares, or merchandise, imported into the United 
States, shall, by law, be regulated by, or be directed to be estimated or levied 
upon the value of the square yard, or of any other quantity or parcel thereof} 
and in all cases where there is or shall be imposed any ad valorem rate of 
duty on any goods, wares, or merchandise, imported into the United States, 
it shall be the duty of the collector within whose district the same shall be 
imported or entered, to cause the actual value thereof, at the time purchased, 
and place from which the same shall have been imported into the United 
States, to be appraised, estimated, and ascertained, and the number of such 
yards, parcels, or quantities, and such actual value of every of them, as the 
case may require: And it shall, in every such case, be the duty of the ap- 
praisers of the United States, and of every of them, and of every other per- 
son who shall act as such appraiser, by all the reasonable ways or means in 
his or their power, to ascertain, estimate, and appraise the true and actual 
value, any invoice or affidavit thereto, to the contrary notwithstanding, of 
the said goods, wares, and merchandise, at the time purchased, and place 
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from whence the same shall have been imported into the United States, and 
the number of such yards, parcels, or quantities, and such actual value of 
every of them, as the case may require; and all such goods, wares, and 
merchandise, being manufactures of wool, or whereof wool shall be a compo- 
nent part, which shall be imported into the United States in an unfinished 
condition, shall, in every such appraisal, be taken; deemed, and estimated by 
the said appraisers, and every of them, and every person who shall act as 
such appraiser, to have been, at the time purchased, and place from whence 
the same were imported into the United States, of as great actual value as if 
the same had been entirely finished. And to the value of the said goods, 
wares, and merchandise, so ascertained, there shall, in all cases where the 
same are or shall be charged with an ad valorem duty, be added all charges, 
except insurance, and also twenty per centum on the said actual value and 
charges, if imported from the Cape of Good Hope, or any place beyond the 
same, or from beyond Cape Horn ; or ten per centum if from any other place 
or country: and the said ad valorem rates of duty shall be estimated on such 
aggregate amount, any thing in any act to the contrary notwithstanding : 
Provided, That, in all cases where any goods, wares, or merchandise, sub- 
ject to ad valorem duty, or whereon the duty is or shall be by law regulated 
by, or be directed to be estimated or levied upon the value of the square yard, 
or any other quantity or parcel thereof, shall have been imported into the 
United States from a country other than that in which the same were manu- 
factured or produced, the appraisers shall value the same at the current value 
thereof, at the time of purchase before such last exportation to the United 
States, in the country where the same may have been originally manufac- 
tured or produced. 

§ 9. That, in all cases where the actual value to be appraised, estimated, 
and ascertained, as hereinbefore stated, of any goods, wares, or merchandise, 
imported into the United States, and subject to any ad valorem duty, or 
whereon the duty is regulated by, or directed to be imposed or levied on, the 
value of the square yard, or other parcel or quantity thereof, shall, by ten 
per centum, exceed the invoice value thereof, in addition to the duty imposed 
by law on the same, if they had been invoiced at their real value, as afore- 
said, there shall be levied and collected, on the same goods, wares, and mer- 
chandise, fifty per centum of the duty so imposed on the same goods, wares, 
and merchandise, when fairly invoiced: Provided, always, That nothing in 
this section contained shall be construed to impose the said last mentioned 
duty of fifty per centum, for a variance between the bona fide invoice of 
goods produced in the manner specified in the proviso to the eighth section of 
this act, and the current value of the said merchandise in the country where 
the same may have been originally manufactured or produced: And fur- 
ther, That the penalty of fifty per centum, imposed by the thirteenth section 
of the act, entitled “An act supplementary to, and to amend the act, entitled 
“ An act to regulate the collection of duties on imports and tonnage, passed 
the second day of March, one thousand seven hundred and ninety-nine, and 
for other purposes,” approved March first, one thousand eight hundred and 
twenty-three, shall not be deemed to apply or attach to any goods, wares, 
or merchandise, which shall be subject to the additional duty of fifty per cen- 
tum, as aforesaid, imposed by this section of this act. 

§ 10. That it shall be the duty of the secretary of the treasury, under the 
direction of the president of the United States, from time to time, to establish 
such rules and regulations, not inconsistent with the laws of the United States, 
as the president of the United States shall think proper, to secure a just, faith- 
ful, and impartial appraisal of all goods, wares, and merchandise, as aforesaid, 
imported into the United States, and just and proper entries of such actual 
value thereof, and of the square yards, parcels, or other quantities thereof,

That if any one, being a citizen of the United 
States, or trading under their authority, shall, in contravention of the stipu- 
lations entered into by the United States with the emperor of all the Russias, 
by the fifth article of the treaty, signed at St. Petersburg, on the seventeenth 
day of April, in the year of our Lord one thousand eight hundred and 
twenty-four, sell, or cause to be sold, to the natives of the country on the 
northwest coast of America, or any of the islands adjacent thereto, any spi- 
rituous liquors, fire-arms, or other arms, powder or munitions of war of any 
kind, the person so offending shall be fined in a sum not less than fifty, nor 


more than two hundred dollars, or imprisoned not less than thirty days, not 
more than six months.

§ 3. That the secretary of the treasury be, and he is hereby, authorized 
to return all duties which have been assessed, since the fifteenth day of April, 
one thousand eight hundred and twenty-six, on Prussian vessels, and their 
cargoes, beyond the amount which would have been payable on vessels of 
the United States, and their cargoes ; and that the same allowances of draw- 
back be made on merchandise exported in Prussian vessels as would be made 
on similar exportations in vessels of the United States. 

§ 4. That so much of this act as relates to Prussian vessels, and their 
cargoes, shall continue and be in force during the time that the equality for 
which it provides shall, in all respects, be reciprocated in the ports of Prussia, 
and her dominions; and if, at any time hereafter, the said equality shall not 
be reciprocated in the ports of Prussia, and her dominions, the president 
may, and he is hereby, authorized to issue his proclamation, declaring that 
fact, and thereupon so much of this act as relates to Prussian vessels, and 
their cargoes, shall cease and determine.

BY THE PRESIDENT OF THE UNITED STATES OF AMERICA. 
PROCLAMATION. 


Whereas, by an act of the congress of the United States, of the seventh of 
January, one thousand eight hundred and twenty-four, entitled ‘* An act con- 
cerning discriminating duties of tonnage and impost,” it is provided that, 
upon satisfactory evidence being given to the president of the United States, 
by the government of any foreign nation, that no discriminating duties of 
tonnage or impost are imposed or levied within the ports of the said nation, 
upon vessels belonging wholly to citizens of the United States, or upon mer- 
chandise, the produce or manufacture thereof, imported in the same, the 
president is thereby authorized to issue his proclamation, declaring that the 
foreign discriminating duties of tonnage and impost within the United States, 
are, and shall be suspended and discontinued, so far as respects the vessels 
of the said nation, and the merchandise of its produce or manufacture, im- 
ported into the United States, in the same: the said suspension to take effect 
from the time of such notification being given to the president of the United 
States, and to continue so long as the reciprocal exemption of vessels, belong- 
ing to citizens of the United States, and merchandise, as aforesaid, thereon 
laden, shall be continued, and no longer. 

And, whereas, satisfactory evidence has been received by me, from his 
Britannic ‘majesty, as king of Hanover, through the right honourable Charles 
Richard Vaughan, his envoy extraordinary and minister plenipotentiary, 
that vessels wholly belonging to citizens of the United States, or merchandise, 
the produce or manufacture thereof, imported in such vessels, are not, nor 
shall be, on their entering any Hanoverian port, subject to the payment of 
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higher duties of tonnage or impost than are levied on Hanoverian ships, or 
merchandise, the produce or manufacture of the United States, imported in 
such vessels. 

Now, therefore, I, John Quincy Adams, president of the United States of 
America, do hereby declare and proclaim, that so much of the several acts 
imposing duties on the tonnage of ships and vessels, and on goods, wares, 
and merchandise, imported into the United States, as imposed a discriminating 
duty of tonnage between the vessels of the kingdom of Hanover, and vessels 
of the United States, and between goods imported into the United States in 
vessels of the kingdom of Hanover, and vessels of the United States, are 
suspended and discontinued, so far as the same respect the produce or manu- 
facture of the said kingdom of Hanover; the said suspension to take effect 
this day, and to continue henceforward, so long as the reciprocal exemption 
of the vessels of the United States, and of the merchandise laden therein, as 
aforesaid, shall continue in the ports of the kingdom of Hanover. 

Given under my hand, at the city of Washington, the first day of July, in 
the year of our Lord one thousand eight hundred and twenty-eight, and 
the fifty-second of the Independence of the United States.

That, from and after the passage of this act, there 
shall be allowed a drawback on sugar refined in the United States, and ex- 
ported therefrom, of five cents per pound, in lieu of the drawback at present 
allowed by law on sugar so refined and exported: Provided, That this act 
shall not alter or repeal any law now in force regulating the exportation of 
sugar refined in the United States, except to change the rate of drawback 
when so exported: And provided, That this act shall cease to be in force so 
soon as the exports of sugar shall be equal to the imports of the same article. 





CHAPTER CCXX.

An act to provide for the apprehension and delivery of deserters from 
certain foreign vessels in the ports of the United States. 


§ 1. Be it enacted, &c.-That on application of a consul or vice-consul 
of any foreign government, having a treaty with the United States, stipulating 
for the restoration of seamen deserting, made in writing, stating that the 
person therein named has deserted from a vessel of any such government 
while in any port of the United States, and on proof by the exhibition 
of the register of the vessel, ship’s roll, or other official document, that the 
person named belonged, at the time of desertion, to the crew of said vessel, 
it shall be the duty of any court, judge, justice, or other magistrate, having 
competent power, to issue warrants to cause the said persons to be arrested for 
examination ; and if, on examination, the facts stated are found to be true, 
the person arrested, not being a citizen of the United States, shall be delivered 
up to the said consul or vice-consul, to be sent back to the dominions of any 
such government, or, on the request, and at the expense, of the said consul 
or vice-consul, shall be detained until the consul or vice-consul finds an op- 
portunity to send him back to the dominions of any such government : 
Provided nevertheless, That no person shall be detained more than two 
months after his arrest; but at the end of that time shall be set at liberty, 
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§ 1. Be it enacted, Sc. That all ports, harbours, shores, and waters, of 
the main land of Florida, and of the islands opposite and nearest thereto, 
extending from Ocklockney bay to Charlotte harbour, be, and they are 
hereby, established a. collection district, by the name of the St. Mark’s dis-

Whereas, by an act of tho congress of the United States, of the 24th of 
May, one thousand eight hundred and twenty-eight, entitled “* An act in ad- 
dition to an act, entitled ‘ An act concerning discriminating duties of tonnage 
and impost,’ and to equalize the duties on Prussian vessels and their cargoes,” 
it is provided that, upon satisfactory evidence being given to the president of 
the United States, by the government of any foreign nation, that no diseri- 
minating duties of tonnage or impost are imposed or levied in the ports of 
the said nation, upon vessels wholly belonging to citizens of the United 
States, or upon the produce, manufactures, or merchandise, imported in the 
same, from the United States, or from any foreign country, the president is 
thereby authorized to issue his proclamation, declaring that the foreign dis- 
criminating duties of tonnage and imposts within the United States are, and 
shall be suspended and discontinued, so far as respects the vessels of the said 
foreign nation, and the produce, manufactures, or merchandise, imported 
into the United States in the same, from the said foreign nation, or from any 
other foreign country, the said suspension to take effect from the time of 
such notification being given to the president of the United States, and to 
continue so long as the reciprocal exemption of vessels belonging to citizens 
of the United States, and their cargoes, as aforesaid, shall be continued, and 
no longer. 

And whereas satisfactory evidence has lately been received by me, from 
his imperial majesty the emperor of Austria, through an official communi- 
cation of the Baron de Lederer, his consul general in the United States, un-

der date of the 29th of May, 1829, that no other or higher duties of tonnage 
and impost are imposed or levied, since the first day of January last, in the 
ports of Austria, upon vessels Wholly belonging to citizens of the United 
States, and upon the produce, manufactures, or merchandise imported in the 
same from the United States, and from any foreign country whatever, than 
are levied on Austrian ships and their cargoes, in the same ports, under like 
circumstances. 

Now, therefore, I, Andrew Jackson, president of the United States of 
America, do hereby declare and proclaim, that so much of the several acts 
imposing discriminating duties of tonnage and imposts within the United 
States, are, and shall be, suspended and discontinued, so far as respects the 
vessels of Austria, and the produce, manufactures, and merchandise imported 
into the United States in the same, from the dominions of Austria, and from 
any other foreign country whatever: the said suspension to take effect from 
the day above mentioned, and to continue thenceforward, so long as the re- 
ciprocal exemption of the vessels of the United States, and the produce, 
manufactures, and merchandise imported into the dominions of Austria, in 
the same, as aforesaid, shall be continued on the part of the government of 
his imperial majesty the emperor of Austria.

pound; and on teas imported from any other place, or in vessels other than 
those of the United States, the following rates, to wit: imperial, gunpowder, 
and gomee, thirty-seven cents ; hyson and young hyson, twenty-seven cents; 
hyson skin and other green teas, twenty cents; souchong and other black 
teas, except bohea, eighteen cents; and bohea six cents per pound. 

§ 2. That tea, cocoa, and coffee, which have been, or which shall be here- 
after put into the custom house stores, under the bond of the importer, and 
which shall remain under-the control of the proper officer of the customs, on 
the thirty-first of December, one thousand eight hundred and thirty, and the 
thirty-first day of December, one thousand eight hundred and thirty-one,

value of the best article contained in such package as the average value of 
the whole ; and if the owner, importer, or consignee, or agent for any goods 
appraised, shall consider any appraisement made by the appraisers, or other 
persons designated by the collector, too high, he may apply to the collector, 
in writing, stating the reasons for his opinion, and having made oath that the 
said appraisement is higher than the actual cost and proper charges on which 
duty is to be charged, and also, that he verily believes it is higher than the 
current value of the said goods, including said charges, at the place of ex-

§ 5. That it shal! be the duty of the collector to cause all goods, entered 
for re-exportation, with the right of drawback, to be inspeeted, and the arti- 
cles thereof compared with their respective invoices, before a permit shall be 
given for landing the same ; and where the goods so entered shall be found 
not to agree with the entry, they shall be forfeited; and every importer, 
owner, consignee, agent, or exporter, who shall enter goods for importation, 
or for exportation, or transportation from one port or place to another, with 
the right of drawback, shall deposite with the collector the original invoice 
of such goods, if not before deposited with the collector, and in that case an 
authenticated invoice thereof, to be filed and preserved by him in the archives 
of the custom house, which shall be signed by such importer, owner, COl- 
signee, agent, or exporter, and the oath to be made on the entry of such 
goods as shall be annexed thereto. 

§ 6. That the assistant appraisers at New York shall receive a compen- 
sation of fifteen hundred dollars per annum; and those at Boston and Phila- 
delphia, a compensation of twelve hundred dollars per annum, to be paid out 
of the proceeds of the customs; and the clerks, and all other persons em- 
ployed in the appraisers’ office, shall be appointed by the principal ap- 
praisers, and their number and compensation limited and fixed by the secre 
tary of the treasury. 

§ 7. That all forfeitures incurred under this act, shall be sued for, reco- 
vered, and distributed, according to the provisions of the act entitled “an 
act to regulate the collection of duties on imports and tonnage,” passed the 
second day of March, one thousand seven hundred and ninety-nine. Pro- 
vided, That the appraisers and assistant appraisers shall, in no case, receive 
any proportion of such forfeiture. And provided also, That the secretary 
of the treasury shall be, and he is hereby, authorized to remit any such for 
feiture whenever he is of opinion that no fraud on the revenue was intended. 

§ 8. That whenever, in the opinion of the secretary of the treasury, 
thay be necessary to carry into full effect the laws for the collection of the 
revenue, he may authorize the collector of any district into which goods, 
wares, or merchandise, subject to duty, may be imported, .to require the 
owner, importer, or consignee of such goods, wares, or merchandise, to giv 
bond, in addition to the bond now required by law, in a sum not exceeding 
the value of such merchandise, that he will produce, or cause to be produced, 
within a reasonable time, to be fixed by the said secretary, such proof as the 
said secretary may deem necessary, and as may be in the power of the said 
owner, importer, or consignee, to obtain, to enable the collector to ascertain 
the class or description of manufacture, or rate of duty, to which such goods, 
wares, or merchandise may be justly liable. 

§ 9. That, from and after the thirteenth day of September next, all iron 
manufactured for rail-roads, shall be liable to the same rate of duty which 
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is now imposed on bar or bolt iron of similar manufacture: and that all 
scrap iron shall be liable to the same duty that is charged on iron in pigs. 
Provided, 'That when it shall be satisfactorily proved to the secretary of the Z 
treasury, that any of the said iron imported for the purpose of being applied 
in the construction of any rail-road or inclined plane by any state, or incor- 
porated company, has been actually and permanently laid on any such rail- 
road or inclined plane ; that then, and in that case, he may allow to such 
state, or company, a drawback on the duty on such rail-road iron so laid; 
or, if the duty upon the same shall have been actually paid, he may refund 
the same. Provided, such drawback or re-payment shall not reduce the 
duty to be paid on such iron below twenty-five per cent. ad valorem, nor 
upon any less quantity than twenty tons.

§ 1. Be it enacted §-c. That there be appointed, by the President of the 
United States, by and with the advice and consent of the senate, some suit- 
able person, learned in law, to be solicitor of the treasury ; and that all and 
singular the powers and duties that are by law vested in, and required from, 
the agent of the treasury of the United States, shall be transferred to, vested 
in, and required from, the said solicitor of the treasury ; and the said solicitor 
of the treasury shall also perform and discharge so much of the duties here- 
tofore belonging to the office of commissioner, or acting commissioner of the 
revenue, as relates to the superintendence of the collection of outstanding di- 
rect and internal duties. And the said solicitor shall have charge of all 
lands and other property, which have been or shall be assigned, set off, or 
conveyed to the United States, in payment of debts, and of all trusts created 
for the use of the United States, in payment of debts due them; and to sell 
and dispose of lands assigned, or set off to the United States, in payment of 
debts, or being vested in them by mortgage, or other security for the pay- 
ment of debts; and in cases where real estate hath already become the pro- 
perty of the United States by conveyance, or otherwise, in payment of a 
debt, and such debt hath been fully paid, in money, and the same hath been 
received by the United States, it shall and may be lawful for the solicitor of 
the treasury to release by deed, or otherwise convey the same real estate to 
the debtor from whom it was taken, if he shall be living, or if such debtor be 
dead, to his heirs or devisees, or such person as they shall appoint. 

§ 2. That the secretary of the treasury shall cause to be transferred to the 
solicitor of the treasury, all books, papers, and fecords, belonging or apper- 
taining to the office of agent of the treasury, or belonging and appertaining 
to the superintendence of the collection of outstanding direct taxes and inter- 
nal duties, and the comptroller of the treasury, and all other officers, who 
have heretofore been required to cause accounts to be stated and certified, or 
to make out or forward lists, returns, reports, or statements, to the agent of 
the treasury, are hereby required to cause such accounts to be stated and 
certified, and such lists, returns, reports, and statements, to be made, and for- 
warded to the solicitor of the treasury ; and all lists, returns, reports, and 
statements, respecting outstanding direct taxes and internal duties, heretofore 
required to be made to the commissioner or acting commissioner of the re- 
venue, shall hereafter be made to the said solicitor of the treasury. 

§ 3. That whenever any bond for duties shall be delivered to a district at- 
torney for suit, the collector so delivering the same shall immediately give 
information thereof to the solicitor of the treasury, with a full and exact de- 
scription of the date of such bond, the amount due thereon, and the name of 
all the obligors thereto: and the solicitor of the treasury shall thereupon 
make such entry thereof as that the said attorney may duly appear charge- 
able therewith, until the amount thereof shall have been paid to the United 
States, or he shall have obtained judgment thereon, and delivered execution 
to the marshal, or shall otherwise have been duly discharged therefrom: and 
the several district attorneys of the United States shall, immediately after 
the end of every term of the circuit and district courts of the United States 
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in their respective districts, forward to the solicitor of the treasury a full and 

particular statement, as well of all cases in which the United States are party, 

which are pending in said courts, as of those which may have been decided 

during such term, accompanied by a certificate of the clerk of such court; 

and it shall be the duty of the solicitor of the treasury to make constant and 

strict comparisons and examinations of the said returns of the district attor- 

neys, of the reports made by the collectors of bonds delivered to the attor- 
neys for suit; and if it shall appear that any collector shall make return of 
any bond as in suit, or delivered for suit, which is not, at the time, in suit, or 
delivered for suit, or shall return any bond as in suit, for the whole amount 
thereof, when part thereof has been paid to him, or as in suit for more than 
is actually due thereon, the solicitor of the treasury shall, immediately upon 
discovery thereof; communicate the same to the President of the United 
States; and it shall further be the duty of each collector to accompany his 
return for the last quarter of every year with a particular account of bonds 
in suit, stating the amount actually unpaid on each; and to the truth of such 
account he shall certify on oath. 

§ 4. That when any suit or action for the recovery of any fine, penalty, 
or forfeiture, shall be instituted or commenced, a statement of such suit or 
action shall be immediately transmitted to the solicitor of the treasury, by 
the attorney instituting the same, and whenever any seizure shall be made 
for the purpose of enforcing any forfeiture, the collector or other person 
causing such seizure to be made, shall, in like manner, immediately give in- 
formation thereof to the solicitor of the treasury. 

§ 5. That the said solicitor shall have power to instruct the district attor- 
neys, marshals, and clerks of the circuit and district courts of the United 
States, in all matters and proceedings, appertaining to suits in which the 
United States is a party, or interested, and cause them, or either of them, to 
report to him, from time to time, any information he may require in relation 
to the same. 

§ 6. That all moneys recovered or collected by the solicitor of the trea- 
sury, or under his direction, shall be reported by him to the officer, from 
whom the bond or other evidence of debt, was received, and proper credit be 
given therefor; and he shall report, in like manner, all credits allowed by 
due course of law, or on any suits under his direction. 

§ 7. That it shall be the duty of the solicitor of the treasury, with the 
approbation of the secretary of the treasury, to establish such rules and regu- 
lations, not inconsistent with law, for the observance of collectors, district 
attorneys, and marshals, respecting suits in which the United States are par- 
ties, as may be deemed necessary for the just responsibility of those officers, 
and the prompt collection of all revenues and debts due and accruing to the 
United States. 

§ 8. That it shall be the duty of the solicitor of the treasury to obtain 
from the several district attorneys of the-United States, full and accurate ac- 
counts of all causes and actions pending in the courts of the United States, 
in which the United States shall be plaintiffs, on the fourth day of July next ; 
and shall cause an intelligible abstract thereof, showing the names of the 
parties in each suit, the cause of action, the time of its commencement, and 
such other matters as may be necessary to full information respecting the 
same ; to be prepared and laid before Congress at the commencement of the 
next session. 

§ 9. That the secretary of the treasury be, and he hereby is, authorized 
to transfer one of the clerks now employed in the office of the fifth auditor, 
to the office of solicitor of the treasury, and the said clerk shall continue to 
receive the same salary as at present. 

§ 10. That it shall be the duty of the attorney general of the United 
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States, at the request of said solicitor, to advise with and direct the said soli- 
citor as to the manner of conducting the suits, proceedings, and prosecutions 
aforesaid ; and the attorney general shall receive, in addition to his present 
salary, the sum of five hundred dollars per annum. 

§ 11. That the solicitor of the treasury shall receive an annual salary of 
three thousand five hundred dollars; and be authorized to employ, with the 
approbation of the secretary of the treasury, one clerk, who shall receive a 
salary of eleven hundred and fifty dollars per amum; and one messenger with 
a salary of five hundred dollars per annum. All letters to and from the so- 
licitor of the treasury, relating to the duties and business of his office, shall 
be transmitted by mail free of postage. 

§ 12. That the sum of three thousand five hundred dollars be, and the 
same hereby is, appropriated for the payment of the said salaries for the 
present year; to be paid out of any money in the treasury not otherwise ap- 
propriated. 


CHAPTER CCXXXIII.

An act to reduce the duty on molasses, and to allow a drawback on 
spirits distilled from foreign materials. 


§ 1. Be it enacted, &c. That, feom and after the thirtieth day of Septem- 
ber, one thousand eight hundred and thirty, the duty on molasses shall be 
five cents for each gallon, and no more; and from and after that time there 
shall be allowed a drawback of four cents upon every gallon of spirits dis 
tilled in the United States, or the territories thereof, from foreign molasses, 
on the exportation thereof to any foreign port or place other than the domi- 
nions of any foreign state immediately adjoining the United States, in the 
Same manner and on the same conditions as before the tariff of May the 
nineteenth, one thousand eight hundred and twenty-eight. 


CHAPTER CCXXXIV.

§ 1. Be it enacted, gc. That the duty on salt be fifteen cents per bushel 
of fifiy-six pounds, from the thirty-first of December next, until the thirty- 
first of December, one thousand eight hundred and thirty-one; and, after 
that time, ten cents per bushel, and no more.

That whenever the president of the United States, 
shall receive satisfactory evidence that the government of Great Britain will 
open the ports in its colonial possessions in the West Indies, on the continent 
of South America, the Bahama Islands, the Caicos, and the Bermuda or 
Somer Islands, to the vessels of the United States, for an indefinite or for a 
limited term, that the vessels of the United States, and their cargoes, on en- 
tering the colonial ports aforesaid, shall not be subject to other or higher 
duties of tonnage or imposts, or charges of any other description, than would 
be imposed on British vessels or their cargoes, arriving in said colonial pos- 
sessions from the United States; that the vessels of the United States may 
import into the said colonial possessions from the United States, any article 
or articles which could be imported in a British vessel into the said posses- 
sions from the United States; and that the vessels of the United States may 
export from the British colonies aforementioned, to any country whatever, 
other than the dominions or possessions of Great Britain, any article or arti- 
cles that can be exported therefrom in a British vessel, to any country other 
than the British dominions or possessions, as aforesaid ; leaving the commer- 
cial intercourse of the United States, with all other parts of the British do- 
minions or possessions on a footing not less favourable to the United States 
than it now is, and that then, and in such case, the president of the United 
States shall be, and he is hereby, authorized, at any time before the next 
session of congress, to issue his proclamation, declaring that he has received 
such evidence ; and, thereupon, from the date of such proclamation, the ports 
of the United States shall be opened, indefinitely, or for a term fixed, as the 
case may be, to British vessels coming from the said British colonial posses- 
sions, and their cargoes; subject to no other or higher duty of tonnage or 
impost, or charge of any description whatever, than would be levied on the 
vessels of the United States, or their cargoes, arriving from the said British 
possessions ; and it shall be lawful for the said British vessels to import into 
the United States and export therefrom, any article or articles which may be 
imported or exported in vessels of the United States; and the act, entitled 
** An act concerning navigation,” passed on the eighteenth day of April, one 
thousand eight hundred and eighteen; an act supplementary thereto, passed 
the fifteenth day of May, one thousand eight hundred and twenty; and an 
act, entitled “An act to regulate the commercial intercourse between the 
United States and certain British ports,” passed on the first day of March, 
one thousand eight hundred and twenty-three, are, in such case, hereby de- 
clared to be suspended, or absolutely repealed, as the case may require. 

§ 2. That whenever the ports of the United States shall have been opened, 
under the authority given in the first section of this act, British vessels and 
their cargoes shall be admitted to an entry in the ports of the United States, 
from the islands, provinces, or colonies of Great Britain, on or near the 
North American continent, and north or east of the United States. 
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CHAPTER CCXXXVI. 
Act or May 381, 1830. 


An act to repeal the tonnage duties upon ships and vessels of the 
United States, and upon certain foreign vessels. 


§ 1. Tonnage duties on vessels of the § 2. Tonnage duties on foreign yessels 
United States repealed. repealed, on certain conditions. 


§1. Be it enacted, §c. That, from and after the first day of April next, no 
duties upon the tonnage of the ships and vessels of the United States, of which 
the officers and two-thirds of the crew shall be citizens of the United States, 
shall be levied or collected; and all acts, and parts of acts, imposing duties 
upon the tonnage of ships and vessels of the United States, officered and 
manned as aforesaid, so far as the same relate to the imposition of such du- 
ties, shall, from and after the said first day of April next, be repealed. 

§ 2. That, from and after the said first day of April next, all acts, and 
parts of acts, imposing duties upon the tonnage of the ships and vessels of 
any foreign nation, so far as the same relate to the imposition of such duties, 
shall be repealed: Provided, That the president of the United States shall 
be satisfied that the discriminating or countervailing duties of such foreign 
nation, so far as they operate to the disadvantage of the United States, have 
been abolished. 





CHAPTER CCXXXVII. 


Proclamation of the president of the 18th September, 1830, suspend. 
ing duties of impost and tonnage relating to the vessels and goods, 
Gc. of the dukedom of Oldenburg. 


BY THE PRESIDENT OF THE UNITED STATES OF AMERICA. 
PROCLAMATION. 


Whereas, by an act of the congress of the United States, of the 24th of 
May, one thousand eight hundred and twenty-eight, entitled “An act in ad- 
dition to an act, entitled * An act concerning discriminating duties of tonnage 
and impost,’ and to equalize the duties on Prussian vessels and their cargoes,” 
it is provided that, upon satisfactory evidence being given to the president of 
the United States, by, the government of any foreign nation, that no diseri- 
minating duties of tonnage or impost are imposed or levied in the ports of 
the said nation, upon vessels wholly belonging to citizens of the United States, 
or upon the produce, manufactures, or merchandise, imported in the same 
from the United States, or from any foreign country, the president is thereby 
authorized to issue his proclamation, declaring that the foreign discriminating 
duties of tonnage and impost, within the United States, are, and shall be sus- 
pended and discontinued, so far as respects the vessels of the said foreign 
nation, and the produce, mannfactures, or merchandise, imported into the 
United States in the same, from the said foreign nation, or from any other fo- 
reign country ; the said suspension to take effect from the time of such noti- 
fication being given to the president of the United States, and to continue s0 
long as the reciprocal exemption of vessels belonging to citizens of the United 
States, and their cargoes, as aforesaid, shall be continued, and no longer. 
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And whereas satisfactory evidence has lately been received by me, from 
his royal highness the grand duke of Oldenburg, through an official commu- 
nication of F. A. Mensch, his consul in the United States, under date of the 
15th of September, 1830, that no discriminating duties of tonnage or impost 
are imposed or levied, in the ports of the grand dukedom of Oldenburg, upon 
vessels wholly belonging to citizens of the United States, or upon the pro- 
duce, manufactures, or merchandise, imported in the same, from the United 
States, or from any other country. 

Now, therefore, I, Andrew Jackson, president of the United States of 
America, do hereby declare and proclaim, that so much of the several acts 
imposing discriminating duties of tonnage and impost within the United’States, 
are, and shall be suspended and discontinued, so far as respects the vessels 
of the grand dukedom of Oldenburg, and the produce, manufactures, and 
merchandise, imported into the United States in the same, from the grand 
dukedom of Oldenburg, and from any foreign country whatever; the said 
suspension to take effect from the day above mentioned, and to continue 
thenceforward,; so long as the reciprocal exemption of the vessels of the 
United States, and the produce, manufactures, and merchandise, imported 
into the grand dukedom of Oldenburg, in the same, as aforesaid, shall be 
continued on the part of the government of his royal highness the grand 
duke of Oldenburg. 

Given under my hand at the city of Washington, the eighteenth day of 

September, in the year of our Lord one thousand eight hundred and 
thirty, and the fifty-fifth of the Independence of the United States.

Proclamation of the president of the 5th of October, 1830, declaring 
the ports of the United States to be open to British vessels with their 
cargoes, from certain British colonial ports. 


BY THE PRESIDENT OF THE UNITED STATES. 
PROCLAMATION. 


Whereas, by an act of the congress of the United States, passed on the 
twenty-ninth day of May, one thousand eight hundred and thirty, it is pro- 
vided, that whenever the president of the United States shall receive satisfac- 
tory evidence that the government of Great Britain will open the ports in its 
colonial possessions in the West Indies, on the continent of South America, 
the Bahama islands, the Caicos, and the Bermuda or Somer islands, to the 
vessels of the United States, for an jndefinite or for a limited term; that the 
vessels of the United States, and their cargoes, on entering the colonial ports 
aforesaid, shall not be subject to other or higher duties of tonnage or impost, 
or charges of any other description, than would be imposed on British ves- 
sels, or their cargoes, arriving in the said colonial possessions from the United 
States; that the vessels of the United States may import into the said colo- 
nial possessions, from the United States, any article or articles which could 
be imported in a British vessel into the said possessions, from the United 
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States ; and that the vessels of the United States may export from the British 
colonies, aftermentioned, to any country whatever, other than the dominions 
or possessions of Great Britain, any article or articles that can be exported 
therefrom in a British vessel, to any country other, than the British domi- 
nions or possessions aforesaid; leaving the commercial intercourse of the 
United States with all other parts of the British dominions. or possessions on 
a footing not less favourable to the United States than it now is, that then, 
and in such case, the president of the United States shall be authorized, at 
any time before the next session of congress, to issue his proclamation, de- 
claring that he has received such evidence; and that, thereupon, and from 
the datg of such proclamation, the ports of the United States shall be opened, 
indefinitely, or for a term fixed, as the case may be, to British vessels com- 
ing from the said British colonial possessions, and their cargoes, subject to 
no other or higher duty of tonnage or impost, or charge of any description 
whatever, than would be levied on the vessels of the United States, or their 
cargoes, arriving from the said British possessions ; and that it shall be law- 
ful for the said British vessels to import into the United States, and to export 
therefrom, any article or articles which may be imported or exported in yes 
sels of the United States; and that the act, entitled “‘ An act concerning navi- 
gation,” passed on the eighteenth day of April, one. thousand eight hundred 
and eighteen, an act supplementary thereto, passed the fifteenth day of May, 
one thousand eight hundred and twenty, and an act, entitled ‘An act to 
regulate the commercial intercourse between the United States and certain 
British ports,” passed on the first day of March, one thousand eight hundred 
and twenty-three, shall, in such case, be suspended, or absolutely repealed, 
as the case may require. 

And whereas, by the said act, it is further provided, that whenever the 
ports of the United States shall have been opened under the authority there- 
by given, British vessels and their cargoes shall be admitted to an entry in 
the ports of the United States, from the islands, provinces, or colonies of 
Great Britain, on or near the North American continent, and north or east 
of the United States. 

And whereas satisfactory evidence has been received by the president of 
the United States, that, whenever he shall give effect to the provisions of the 
act aforesaid, the government of Great Britain will open, for an indefinite 
period, the ports in its colonial possessions in the West Indies, on the conti- 
nent of South America, the Bahama islands, the Caicos, and the Bermuda 
or Somer islands, to the vessels of the United States, and their cargoes, upon 
the terms, and according to the requisitions of the aforesaid act of congress 

Now, therefore, I, Andrew Jackson, president of the United States of Ame 
rica, do hereby declare and proclaim that such evidence has been received 
by me; and that, by the operation of the act of congress passed on the 
twenty-ninth day of May, one thousand eight hundred and thirty, the ports 
of the United States are, from the date of this proclamation, open to British

regulate the commercial intercourse between the United States and certain 
British ports,” passed the first day of March, one thousand eight hundred 
and twenty-three, are absolutely repealed: the British vessels and their car 
goes are admitted to an entry in the ports of the United States, from the 
islands, provinces, and colonies of Great Britain, on or near the North Ame- 
rican continent, and north or east of the United States.

That so much of the act of the first of June, 
one thousand seven hundred and ninety-six, entitled * An act providing pass- 
ports for the ships and vessels of the United States,” as imposes a charge of 
ten dollars for passports, and of four dollars for a clearance, to any ship or 
vessel bound on a voyage to any foreign country, be, and the same is hereby 
repealed, to take effect from and after the thirty-first day of March of the 
present year. 





CHAPTER CCXL.

An act to authorize the transportation of merchandise by land or by 
water with the benefit of debenture. 


§ 1. Goods may be transported by land or water from the district into which they 
were imported, to two other districts, and exported from either with benefit of 
drawback, the requisitions of law being fulfilled. 


§ 1. Be it enacted, §c. That from and after the passing of this act, all 
goods, wares, or merchandise imported into the United States, the duties on 
which have been paid, or secured to be paid, may be transported by land, or 
partly by land, and partly by water, from the district into which they were 
imported to two other districts, and exported from either of them with the 
benefit of drawback: Provided, That all regulations and formalities now in 
force, relating to the transportation of goods, wares, or merchandise, by land 
or by water, from the district into which they were imported to another dis- 
trict, for the. benefit of drawback, and such other regulations as are pre- 
scribed under and by virtue of the act to which this is an addition, for the 
further transportation of such goods, wares, or merchandise, to other dis- 
tricts, shall be complied with: And provided, also, That all the regulations 
and formalities now in force, respecting the exportation of goods, wares, and 
merchandise, for the benefit of drawback, shall be complied with, so far as 
may be consistent with the other prowsions of the act to which this is an 
addition ; and the secretary of the treasury shall be, and he’ is hereby, au- 
thorized to prescribe the form of the certificate to be used, and the oaths to 
be taken, on the transportation of such goods, wares or merchandise, from 
the second district into which they may be so brought, to the third district.

any benefit or advantage to himself or family ; then and in that case, the said 
secretary may compromise with the said debtor, upon such terms and eondi- 
tions as he may think reasonable and proper under all the circumstances of the 

case, and may execute a release to him or her for the amount of the said debt 
or debts which he or she may owe to the United States; which said release 
shall contain a recital that the foregoing particulars have been satisfactorily 
proved to the said secretary: Provided, however, That the said release shall 
be rendered nul! and void, if it shall at any time be ascertained that the said 
insolvent debtor hath obtained the same upon false suggestions. 

§5. That if the said insolvent debtor, or any other person, shall falsely 
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take an oath or affirmation under this act, he or she shall be deemed guilty of 
perjury, and shall suffer the pains and penalties.in that case provided., 

§ 6. That each of the said commissioners of insolvency shall receive five 
dollars per day for each day they shall be actually employed in the perform. 
ance of their duty under this act; which sum, together with the actual ex. 
pense incurred for office rent and all other contingencies, provided the same 
shall not, in the whole, exceed two dollars per day, shall be apportioned 
among the several applicants by the said commissioner or commissioners, 
under the direction of the secretary of the treasury, according ‘to the time 
occupied in the investigation of each case ; and each of the'said applicants, 
immediately after the investigation of his or her case shall be completed, by 
the commissioner or commissioners, and before the report shall be transmit.

manifests to the master, endorsing thereon his permission to such boat oF

steamboat or vessel shall neglect or refuse to deliver the manifests within the 
time herein directed, he shall forfeit one hundred dollars. 

§ 4. That, the collector of the port of New Orleans shall permit no entry 
to be made of goods, wares, or merchandise, where the duty on the same 
shall exceed the amount of the bond deposited with the surveyor, as afore-

On all manufactures of silk, or of which silk shall be a component 
part, coming from beyond the Cape of Good Hope, ten per centum ad va- 
lorem, and on all other manufactures of silk, or of which silk is a component 
part, five per centum ad valorem, except sewing silk, which shall be forty 
per centum ad valorem. 
16th. On brown sugar and sirup of sugar cane, in casks, two and a half 
cents per pound; and on white clayed sugar, three and one-third cents per 
und. 
2 7th. On salt, ten cents per fifty-six pounds. 
18th. On old and scrap lead, two cents per pound. 
19th. On teas of all kinds, imported from places this side the Cape of Good 
Hope, or in vessels other than those of the United States, ten cents per pound. 
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20th. On slates of all kinds, twenty-five per centum ad valorem,’ 
21st. On window glass not above eight by ten inches in size, three dol- 
lars per hundred square feet ; not above ten by twelve inches, three dollars 
and fifty cents per hundred square feet; and if above ten by twelve inches, 
four dollars per hundred square feet: Provided, That all window glass im- 
ported in plates, uncut, shall be charged with the highest rates of duty 
hereby imposed. On all apothecaries’ vials and bottles, exceeding the capa- 
city of six and not exceeding the capacity of sixteen ounces each, two 
dollars and twenty-five cents the groce; all perfumery and fancy vials 
and bottles, not exceeding the capacity of four ounces each, two dol- 
lars and fifty cents the groce; and those exceeding four ounces, and 
not exceeding sixteen ounces each, three dollars and twenty-five cents the 
groce; on all wares of cut glass not specified, three cents per pound, 
and thirty per centum ad valorem; on black glass bottles not exceeding one 
quart, two dollars per groce; on black glass bottles exceeding one quart, 
two dollars and fifty cents per groce; on demijohns, twenty-five cents each, 
and on all other articles of glass, not specified, two cents per pound, and 
twenty per centum; on paper hangings, forty per centum; on all Leghorn 
hats or bonnets, and all hats or bonnets of straw, chip, or grass, and all 
flats, braids, or plaits for making hats or bonnets, thirty per centum ; on the 
following articles twelve and a half per centum ad valorem, namely, whale- 
bone, the product of foreign fishing, raw silk, and dressed furs; and on the 
following articles twenty-five per centum ad valorem, namely, boards, planks, 
walking canes and sticks, frames or sticks for umbrellas and parasols, and 
all manufactures of wood not otherwise specified ; copper vessels, and, all 
manufactures of copper, not otherwise specified; all manufactures of hemp 
or flax, except yarn and cordage, tarred and untarred, ticklenburgs, osna- 
burgs, and burlaps, not otherwise specified ; fans, artificial flowers, ornamen- 
tal feathers, ornaments for head dresses, caps for women, and millinery of 
all kinds ; comfits and sweet-meats of all kinds, preserved in sugar or brandy, 
umbrellas and parasols, of whatever materials made ; parchmentand vellum, 
wafers and black lead pencils, and brushes of all kinds. And on the follow: 
ing articles thirty per centum ad valorem, viz: cabinet wares; hats and caps 
of fur, leather, or wool, leather; whips, bridles; saddles, and on all manu- 
factures of leather not otherwise specified; carriages and parts of carriages, 
and blank books; on boots and bootees, one dollar and fifty cents per pair; 
shoes of leather, other shoes and slippers of prunella, stuff, or nankin; also 
porcelain, china, stone, and earthen ware; musical instruments ; and manu- 
factures of marble, shall pay the present rates of duties. 

22d. On olive oil, in casks, twenty cents a gallon. 

23d. On the wines of France, namely, red wines, in casks, six cents a 
gallon; white wines in casks, ten cents a gallon; and French wines of all 
sorts, in bottles, twenty-two cents a gallon; until the third day of March, 
eighteen hundred and thirty-four ; and from and after that day one-half of 
those rates respectively ; andon all wines other than those of France one-half 
of; their rates of duty, respectively, from and after the day last aforesaid: 
Provided, That no higher duty shall be charged under this act, or any ex- 
isting law on the red wines of Austria than are now, or may be, by this act 
levied upon red wines of Spain when the said wines are imported in casks. 

24th. On the following articles an ad valorem duty of fifieen per centum, 
namely, barley, grass or straw baskets, composition, wax, or amber beads; 
all other beads not otherwise enumerated ; lamp black, indigo, bleached and 
unbleached linens; shell or paper boxes, hair bracelets, hair not made up 
for head dresses, bricks, paving tiles, brooms of hair or palm-leaf, cashmere 
of Thibet, down ofall kinds, feathers for beds. 
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25th. All articles not herein specified, cither as free or as liable to a diffe- 
rent duty, and which, by the existing laws, pay an ad valorem duty, higher 
than fifteen per centum, to pay an ad valorem duty of fifteen per centum, 
from and after the said third day of March, one thousand eight hundred and 
thirty three. 

§ 3. That, in addition to the articles exempted from duty by the existing 
laws, the following articles, imported from and after the third day of March, 
one thousand eight hundred and thirty-three, shall be exempted from duty ; 
that is to say, teas of all kinds imported from China or other places east of 
the Cape of Good Hope, and in vessels of the United States, coffee, cocoa, 
almonds, currants, prunes, figs, raisins in jars and boxes, all other raisins, 
black pepper, ginger, mace, nutmegs, cinnamon, cassia, cloves, pimento, 
camphor, crude saltpetre, flax unmanufactured, quicksilver, opium, quills un- 
prepared, tin in plates and sheets, unmanufactured marble, argol, gum ara- 

bic, gum senegal, epaulettes of gold and silver, lac dye, madder, madder 
root, nuts and berries used in dying, saffron, turmeric, woad or pastel ; aloes, 
ambergris, Burgundy pitch, bark, Peruvian, cochineal, capers, camomile 
flowers, coriander seed, cantharides, castanas, catsup, chalk, coculus indicus, 
coral, dates, filberts, filtering stones, frankincense, grapes, gamboge, hem- 
lock, henbane, horn plates for lanthorns, ox horns, other horns and tips, In- 
dia rubber, ipecacuanha, ivory unmanufactured, juniper berries, musk, nuts 
of all kinds, olives, oil of juniper, paintings and drawings, rattans unmanu- 
factured, reeds unmanufactured, rhubarb, rotten stone, tamarinds, tortoise 
shell, tin foil, shellac, sponges, sago, lemons, limes, pine apples, cocoa nuts 
and shells, iris or orris root, arrow root, bole ammoniac, colombo root, an- 
notto, annise-seed, oil of annise-seed, oil of cloves, cummin seed, sarsaparilla, 
balsam tolu, assafeetida, ava root, alcornoque, canella alba, cascarilla, Haer- 
lem oil, hartshorn, manna, senna, tapioca, vanilla beans, oil of almonds, nux 
yomica, amber, platina, busts of marble, metal or plaster, casts of bronze or 
plaster, strings of musical instruments, flints, kelp, kermes, pins, needles, 
mother of pearl, hair unmanufactured; hair pencils, Brazil paste, tartar 
crude, vegetables such as are used principally in dyeing and in composing dyes, 
weld, and all articles used principally for dyeing, coming under the duty of 
twelve and a half per centum, except bicromate of potash, prussiate of pot- 
ash, chromate of potash, and nitrate of lead, aquafortis, and tartaric acids ; 
all other dyeing drugs, and materials for composing dyes, all other medici- 
nal drugs, and all articles not enumerated in this act, nor the existing laws, 
and which are now liable to an ad valorem duty of fifteen per centum, ex- 
cept tartar emetic and Rochelle salts, sulphate of quinine, calomel and corro- 
sive sublimate, sulphate of magnesia, glauber salts : Provided, That nothing 
in this act contained shall be so construed as to reduce the duties upon alum, 
copperas, manganese, muriatic or sulphuric acids, refined saltpetre, blue 
vitriol, carbonate of soda, red lead, white lead or litharge, sugar of lead or 
combs. 

§ 4. That, from and after the third day of March aforesaid, so much of 
any act of congress as requires the addition of ten or twenty per centum to 
the cost or value of any goods, wares, or merchandise, in estimating the duty 
thereon, or as imposes any duty on such addition, shall be repealed. 

§ 5. That, from and after the third day of March aforesaid, where the 
amount of duty on merchandise, except wool, manufactures of wool, or of 
which wool is a component part, imported into the United States, in any 
ship or vessel, on account of one person ouly, or of several persons jointly 
interested, shall not exceed two hundred dollars, the same shall be paid in 
cash, without discount ; and if it shall exceed that sum, shall, at the option of 
the importer or importers, be paid or secured to be paid, in the manner now 
required by law, one-half in three, and one-half in six calendar months ; and 
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that, from and after the said third day of March, so much of the sixty-second 
section of the act, entitled «An act to regulate the collection of duties on im. 
ports and tonnage,” approved the second day of March, one thousand seven 
hundred and ninety-nine, as authorizes the deposite of teas under the bond 
of the importer or importers, shall be repealed: and that so much of any ex. 
isting law as requires teas, when imported in vessels of the United States, 
from places beyond the Cape of Good Hope, to be weighed, marked and 
certified, shall be and the same is hereby repealed. 

§ 6. That, from and afier the third day of March aforesaid, the duties on 
all wool, manufactures of wool, or of which wool is a component part, shall 
be paid in cash, without discount, or, at the option of the importer, be placed 
in the public stores, under bond, at his risk, subject to the payment of the 
customary storage and charges, and to the payment of interest at the rate of 
six per centum per annum while so stored: Provided, That the duty on the 
articles so stored shall'be paid one-half in three, and one-half in six months 
from the date of importation: Provided also, That if any instalments of 
duties be not paid when the same shall have become due, so much of the 
said merchandise as may be necessary to discharge such instalment shall be 
sold at public auction, and retaining the sum necessary for the payment of 
such instalment of the duties, together with the expenses of safe keeping and 
sale of such goods, the overplus, if any, shall be returned by the collector to 
the importer or owner, or to his agent or lawful representative: And pro- 
vided also, That the importer, owner, or consignee of such goods, may, at 
any time after the deposite shall have been made, withdraw the whole orany 
part thereof, on paying the duties on what may be withdrawn, and the cus 
tomary storage and charges, and of interest. 

§ 7. That in all cases where the duty which now is, or hereafter may be, 
imposed on any goods, wares, or merchandise, imported into the United 
States, shall, by law, be regulated by, or be directed to be estimated or levied 
upon, the value of the square yard, or of any other quantity or parcel there 
of; and in all cases where there is or shall be imposed any ad valorem rale 
of duty on any goods, wares, or merchandise, imported into the United 
States, it shall be the duty of the collector within whose district the same 
shall be imported or entered, to cause the actual value thereof, at the time 
purchased, and place from which the same shall have been imported intg the 
United States, to be appraised, estimated and ascertained, and the number of 
such yards, parcels, or quantities, and such actual value of every of them, 
as the case may require; and it shall, in every such case, be the duty of the 
appraisers of the United States, and every of them, and every other persoa 
who shall act as such appraiser, by all the reasonable ways or means in his 
or their power, to ascertain, estimate, and appraise the true and actual value, 
any invoice or affidavit thereto to the contrary notwithstanding, the said goods, 
wares, and merchandise, at the Time purchased, and place from whence the 
same shall have been imported into the United States, and the number of 
such yards, parcels, or quantities, and such actual value of every of them a 
the case may require; and all such goods, wares, and merchandise, being 
manufactures of wool, or whereof wool shall be a component part, which 
shall be imported into the United States in an unfinished condition, shall, in 
every such appraisal, be taken, deemed, and estimated by the said appraise™ 
and every of them, and every person who shall act as such appraiser, 10 
have been, at the time purchased, and place from whence the same were im 
ported into the United States, of as great actual value as if the same had 
been entirely finished: Provided, That in all cases where any goods, wares, 
or merchandise, subject to ad valorem duty, or whereon the duty is or shall 
be by law regulated by, or be directed to be estimated or levied upon, the 
value of the square yard, or any other quantity or parcel thereof shall have 
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been imported into the United States from a country other than that in which 
the same were manufactured or produced, the appraisers shall value the 
same at current value thereof at the time of purchase, before such last ex- 
portation to the United States, in the country where the same may have been 
originally manufactured or produced. 

§ 8. That it shall be lawful for the appraisers to call before them, and ex- 
amine, upon oath, any owner, importer, consignee, or other person, touching 
any matter or thing which they may deem material in ascertaining the true 
value of any merchandise imported, and to require the production on oath, 
to the collector, or to any permanent appraiser, of any letters, accounts, or 
invoices, in his possession, relating to the same, for which purpose, they are 
hereby authorized to administer oaths. And if any person so called shall 
fuil to attend, or shall decline to answer, or to produce such papers when so 
required, he shall forfeit and pay to the United States fifty dollars; and if 
such person be the owner, importer or consignee, the appraisement which 
the said appraisers may make of the goods, wares, or merchandise, shall be 
final and conclusive, any act of congress to the contrary notwithstanding. 
And any person who shall swear falsely on such examination, shall be 
deemed guilty of perjury; and if he be the owner, importer, or consignee, 
the merchandise shall be forfeited. 

§ 9. That it shall be the duty of the secretary of the treasury, under the 
direction of the president of the United States, from time to time, to establish 
such rules and regulations, not inconsistent with the laws of the United States, 
as the president of the United States shall think proper, to secure a just, 
faithful, and impartial appraisal of all goods, wares, and merchandise, as 
aforesaid, imported into the United States, and just and proper entries of such 
actual value thereof, and of the square yards, parcels, or other quantities, as 
the case may require, and of such actual value of every of them ; and it shall 
be the duty of the secretary of the treasury to report all such rules and re- 
gulations, with the reasons therefor, to the then next session of congress. 

§ 10. That an addition of ten per centum shall be made to the several 
rates of duties by this act imposed, in respect to all goods, wares, and mer- 
chandise, on the importation of which, in American or foreign vessels, a spe- 
cific discrimination has not already been made, which, from and after the 
third day of March aforesaid, shall be imported in ships or vessels not of the 
United States: Provided, That this additional duty shall not apply to goods, 
wares, and merchandise, which shall be imported after said day in ships or 
vessels not of the United States, entitled by treaty, or by an act or acts of 
congress, to be entered in the ports of the United States, on the payment of 
the same duties as shall then be paid on goods, wares, and merchandise, im- 
ported in ships or vessels of the United States. "f 

§ 11. That there shall be allowed a drawback of the duties by this act 
imposed, on goods, wares, and merchandise, which shall be imported from 
and after the said third day of March, upon the exportation thereof, within 
the time and in the manner prescribed in the existing laws at the time: Pro- 
vided, No drawback shall be allowed on a Jess quantity of cordage than five 
tons. 

§ 12. That the existing laws at the time shall extend to, and be in force 
for, the collection of the duties imposed by this act, on goods, wares, and 
merchandise, which shall be imported into the United States, from and after 
the said third day of March; and for the recovery, collection, and distribu- 
tion, and remission of all fines, penalties, and forfeitures, and for the allow- 
ance of drawbacks by this act authorized, as fully and effectually as if every 
regulation, restriction, penalty, forfeiture, provision, clause, matter, and thing 
in the then existing laws contained, had been inserted in, and re-enacted by 
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this act ; and that so much of any act which is contrary to this act, shall be, 
and the same is hereby repealed. 

§ 13. That whenever goods composed wholly, or in part, of wool or cot. 
ton, of similar kind, but different quality, are found, in the same pack 
charged at an average price, it shall be the duty of the appraisers to adopt 
the value of the best article contained in such package, and so charged, as 
the average value of the whole; and that so much of the act, entitled “An 
act for the more effectual collection of the impost duties,” approved the 
twenty-eighth May, one thousand eight hundred: and thirty, as requires the 
appraisers to adopt the value of the best article contained in a package as the 
average value of the whole, be, and the same is hereby repealed. 

§ 14. That whenever, upon the opening and examination of any package 
or packages of imported goods, composed wholly, or in part, of wool or cot. 
ton, in the manner provided by the fourth section of the act for the more 
effectual collection of the impost duties, approved on twenty-eighth day of 
May, one thousand eight hundred and thirty, the said goods shall be found 
not to correspond with the entry thereof at the custom-house; and if any 
package shall be found to contain any article not entered, such article shail 
be forfeited ; or if the package be made up with intent to evade or defraud 
the revenue, the package shall be forfeited; and so much of the said section 
as prescribes a forfeiture of goods found not to correspond with the invoice 
thereof, be, and the same is hereby, repealed. 

§ 15. That, from and after the said third day of March, one thousand 
eight hundred and thirty-three, the ad valorem rates of duty on goods, wates, 
and merchandise, shall be estimated in the manner following: to the actual 
cost, if the same shall have been actually purchased, or the actual value, if 
the same shall have been procured otherwise than by purchase, at the time 
and place when and where purchased, or otherwise procured, or to the ap- 
praised value, if appraised, shall be added all charges, except insurance. 

§ 16. That, from and after the said third day of March, one thousand 
eight hundred and thirty-three, in calculating the rates of duties, the pound 
sterling shall be considered and taken as of the value of four dollars and 
eighty cents. 

§ 17. That syrup imported in casks, and all syrup for making sugar, shall 
be rated by weight, and pay the same daty as the sugar of which it is com 
posed would pay in its natural state ; and that loaf or lump sugar, when im 
ported in a pulverized, liquid, or other form, shall pay the same duty as is 
imposed by law on loaf or lump sugar; and all fossil and crude mineral salt 
shall pay fifteen per centum ad valorem. 

§ 18. That the several articles enumerated in this bill, whether imported 
before or after the passage thereof, may be put into the custom-house stores, 
under the bond of the importer or owner; and such of said articles as shall 
remain under the control of the proper officer of the customs on the third 
day of March, eighteen hundred and thirty-three, shall be subject to no other 
duty than if the same were imported, respectively, after that day. And if 
the duties, or any part thereof, on the articles deposited as aforesaid, shall have 
been paid previous to the said third day of March, the amount so paid shall

§ 1. Be it enacted, §&c. That all and each of the provisions of the act to 
which this is an addition, shall be extended to every person who was a 
debtor to the United States on the first day of January, one thousand eight 
hundred and thirty-one, in any sum of money which he is unable'to pay, 
unless such person be indebted as the principal in an official bond, or for 
public money received by him, and not paid over or accounted for according 
to law: or for any fine, forfeiture, or penalty, incurred by the violation of 
any law of the United States. 

§ 2. That, in all such cases of indebtedness as are described in the fourth 
section of the act to which this is an addition, the secretary of the treasury 
may, according to his discretion, execute to the debtor of the United States, 
a release, as mentioned therein, without any payment by the said debtor, if 
the secretary of the treasury is satisfied that said debtor is unable to pay any 
part of said debt. 

§ 3. That nothing contained in this act, or in the act of which it is an 
amendment, shall be construed to entitle any government debtor to be dis- 
charged, until it shall appear to the satisfaction of the secretary of the trea- 
sury, that the sureties of such debtor are unable to pay the said debt, and 
that they are entitled to the provisions of this act, in like manner as the said 
principal debtor shall be entitled to the same, or, unless said sureties shall 
file their consent, in writing, with the secretary of the treasury, that the pri- 
vileges of this act, and the act to which this is an amendment, may be ex- 
tended to their principal without any prejudice to their liability, or unless 
such discharge can and shall be given in such manner as not to affect the 
legal liability of such sureties.

§ 1. Be it enacted, Gc. That from and after the thirty-first day of De- 
cember, one thousand eight hundred and thirty-three, in all cases where 
duties are imposed on foreign imports by the act of the fourteenth day of 
July, one thousand eight hundred and thirty-two, entitled “ An act to alter 
and amend the several acts imposing duties on imports,” or by any other act, 
shall exceed twenty per centum on the value thereof, one tenth part of such 
excess shall be deducted ; from and after the thirty-first day of December, one 
thousand eight hundred and_ thirty-five, another tenth part thereof shall be 
deducted ; from and after the thirty-first day of December, one thousand eight 
hundred and thirty-seven, another tenth part thereof shall be deducted; from 
and after the thirty-first day of December, one thousand eight hundred and 
thirty-nine, another tenth part thereof shall be deducted ; and from and after the 
thirty-first day of December, one thousand eight hundred and forty-one, one 
half of the residue of such excess shall be deducted; and from and after the 
thirtieth day of June, one thousand eight hundred and forty-two, the other 
half thereof shall be deducted. 

§ 2. That so much of the second section of the act of the fourteenth of 
July aforesaid, as fixes the rate of duty on all milled and fulled cloth, 
known by the names of plains, kerseys, or kendal cottons, of which wool 
is the only material, the value whereof does not exceed thirty-five cents a 
square yard, at five per centum ad valorem, shall be, and the same is hereby 
repealed. And the said articles shall be subject to the same duty of fifty per 
centum, as is provided by the said second section for other manufactures of 
wool; which duty shall be liable to the same deductions as are prescribed 
by the first section of this act. 

§ 3. That until the thirtieth day of June, one thousand eight hundred and 
forty-two, the duties imposed by existing laws, as modified by this act, 
shall remain and continue to be collected. And from and afier the day 
last aforesaid, all duties upon imports shall be collected in ready money;

government; and from and after the day last aforesaid, the duties required 
to be paid by law on goods, wares and merchandise, shall be assessed upon 
the value thereof at the port where the same shall be entered, under such 
regulations as may be prescribed by law. 
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§ 4. That in addition to the articles now exempt by the act of the four- 
teenth of July, one thousand eight hundred and thirty-two, and the existing 
laws, from the payment of duties, the following articles imported from 
and after the thirty-first day of December, one thousand eight ‘hundred 
and thirty-three, and until the thirtieth day of June, one thousand eight 
hundred and forty-two, shall also (be) admitted to entry, free from duty, 
to wit: bleached and unbleached linens, table linens, linen napkins, and linen 
cambrics, and worsted stuff goods, shawls, and other manufactures of silk 
and worsted, manufactures of silk, or of which silk shall be the component 
material of chief value, coming from this side of the Cape of Good Hope, 
except sewing silk. 

§ 5. That from and after the said thirtieth day of June, one thousand eight 
hundred and forty-two, the following articles shall be admitted to entry, free 
from duty, to wit: indigo, quicksilver, sulphur, crude saltpetre, grindstones, 
refined borax, emory, opium, tin in plates and sheets, gum arabic, gum sene- 
gal, lac dye, madder, madder root, nuts and berries used in dying, saffron, 
turmeric, woad or pastel, aloes, ambergris, Burgundy pitch, cochineal, camo- 
mile flowers, coriander seed, catsup, chalk, cocolus indicus, horn plates for 
lanterns, ox horns, other horns and tips, India rubber, manufactured ivory, 
juniper berries, musk, nuts of all kinds, oil of juniper, unmanufactured rattans 
and reeds, tortoise shell, tin foil, shellac, vegetables used principally in dying 
and composing dyes, weld, and all articles employed chiefly for dying, except 
alum, copperas, bichromate of potash, prussiate of potash, chromate of pot- 
ash, and nitrate of lead, aqua fortis, and tartaric acids. And all imports on 
which the first section of this act may operate, and all articles now admitted 
to entry from duty, or paying a less rate of duty than twenty per centum ad 
valorem, before the said thirtieth day of June, one thousand eight hundred 
and forty-two, from and after that day may be admitted to entry subject to 
such duty, not exceeding twenty per centum ad valorem, as shall be pro- 
vided for by law.

§ 1. Be it enacted, §c. That whenever, by reason of unlawful obstrue- 
tions, combinations, or assemblages of persons, it shall become impracticable, 
in the judgment of the president, to execute the revenue laws, and collect 
the duties on imports in the ordinary way,’in any collection district, it shall 
and may be lawful for the president to direct that the custom:house for such 
district be established and kept in any secure place within some port or hat- 
bour of such district, either upon land or on board any vessel ; and, in that 
case, it shall be the duty of the collector to reside at such place, and there 
to detain all vessels and cargoes arriving within the said district until the 
duties imposed on said cargoes, by law, be paid in cash, deducting interest 
according to existing laws; and in such cases it shall be unlawful to take 
the vessel or cargo from the custody of the proper officer of the customs, 
unless by process from some court of the United States; and in case of any 
attempt otherwise to take such vessel or cargo by any force, or combination, 
or assemblage of persons too great to be overcome by the officers of the 
customs, it shall and may be lawful for the president of the United States, or 
such person or persons as he shall have empowered for that purpose, to 
employ such part of the land or naval forces, or militia of the United States, 
as may be deemed necessary, for the purpose of preventing the removal of 
such vessel or cargo, and protecting the officers of the customs in retaining 
the custody thereof. 

§ 2. That the jurisdiction of the circuit courts of the United States shall 
extend to all cases, in law or equity, arising under the revenue laws of the 
United States, for which other provisions are not already made by law; and 
if any person shall receive any injury to his person or property for or on 
account of any act by him done under any law of the United States, for the 
protection of the revenue or the collection of duties on imports, he shall be 
entitled to maintain suit for damage therefor in the circuit court of the United 
States in the district wherein the party doing the injury may reside, or shall 
be found. And all property taken or detained by any officer or other persol 
under authority of any revenue law of the United States shall be irrepleviable, 
and shall be deemed to be in the custody of the law, and subject only to the 
orders and decrees of the courts of the United States having jurisdiction thereof 
And if any person shall dispossess or rescue, or attempt to dispossess or rescue, 
any property so taken or detained as aforesaid, or shall aid or assist thereit, 
such person shall be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, and shall be liable to 
such punishment,as is provided by the twenty-second section of the act for the 
punishment of certain crimes against the United States, approved the thirtieth 
day of April, anno domini one thousand seven hundred and ninety, for the 
wilful obstruction or resistance of officers in the service of process. 

§ 8. That in case where suit or prosecution shall be commenced in a court 
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of any state against any officer of the United States, or other person, for or 

on account of any act done under the revenue laws of the United States, or 

under colour thereof, or for or on account of any right, authority, or title, set 

up or claimed by such officer, or other person, under any such law of the 

United States, it shall be lawful for the defendant in such suit or prosecution, 

at any time before trial, upon a petition to the circuit court of the United 

States, in and for the district in which the defendant shall have been served 

with process, setting forth the nature of said suit or prosecution, and verify- 
ing the said petition by affidavit, together with a certificate signed by an 
attorney or counsellor at law of some court of record of the state in which 
such suit shall have been commenced, or of the United States, setting forth 
that, as counsel for the petitioner, he has examined the proceedings against 
him, and has carefully inquired into all the matters set forth in the petition, 
and that he believes the same to be true; which petition, affidavit and cer- 
tificate, shall be presented to the said circuit court, if in session, and if not, 
to the clerk thereof, at his office, and shall be filed in said office, and the 
cause shall thereupon be entered on the docket of said court, and shall be 
thereafter proceeded in as a cause originally commenced in that court; and 
it shall be the duty of the clerk of said court, if the suit were commenced in 
the court below by summons, to issue a writ of certiorari to the state court, 
requiring said court to send to the said circuit court the record and proceed- 
ings in said cause ; or if it were commenced by capias, he shall issue a writ 
of habeas corpus cum causa, a duplicate of which said writ shall be delivered 
to the clerk of the state court, or left at his office by the marshal of the dis- 
trict, or his deputy, or some person duly authorized thereto; and thereupon 
it shall be the duty of the said state court to stay all further proceedings in 
such cause, and the said suit or prosecution, upon delivery of such process, 
or leaving the same as aforesaid, shall be deemed and taken to be moved to 
the said circuit court, and any further proceedings, trial or judgment therein 
in the state court shall be wholly null and void. And if the defendant in 
any such suit be in actwal custody on mesne process therein, it shall be the 
duty of the marshal, by virtue of the writ of habeas corpus cum causa, to 
take the body of the defendant into his custody, to be dealt with in the said 
cause according to the rules of law and the order of the circuit court, or of 
any judge thereof, in vacation. And all attachments made and all bail and 
other security given upon such suit or prosecution, shall be and continue in 
like force and effect, as if the same suit or prosecution had proceeded to final 
judgment and execution in the state court. And if, upon the removal of any 
such suit or prosecution, it shall be made to appear to the said circuit court 
that no copy of the record and proceedings therein, in the state court, can 
be obtained, it shall be lawful for said circuit court to allow and require the 
plaintiff to proceed. de novo, and to file a declaration of his cause of action, 
and the parties may thereupon proceed as in actions originally brought in 
said circuit court; and in failure of so proceeding, judgment of non pros. 
may be rendered against the plaintiff with costs for the defendant. 

§ 4. That in any case in which any party is, or may be by law, entitled 
to copies of the record and proceedings in any suit or prosecution in any 
state court, to be used in any court of the United States, if the clerk of said 
state court shall, upon demand, and the payment or tender of the legal fees, 
refuse or neglect to deliver to such party certified copies of such record and 
proceedings, the court of the United States in which such record and pro- 
ceedings may be needed, on proof, by affidavit, that the clerk of such state 
court has refused or neglected to deliver copies thereof, on demand as afore- 
said, may direct and allow such record to be supplied by affidavit, or other- 
wise, as the circumstances of the case may require and allow; and, there- 
upon, such proceeding, trial, and judgment, may be had in the said court of 
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the United States, and all such processes awarded, as if certified copies of 
such records and proceedings had been regularly before the said court. 

§ 5. That whenever the president of the United States shall be officially 
informed, by the authorities of any state, or by a judge of any circuit or 
district court in the United States, in the state, that, within the limits of such 
state, any law or laws of the United States, or the execution thereof, or of 
any process from the courts of the United States, is obstructed by the em. 
ployment of military force, or by any other unlawful means, too great to be 
overcome by the ordinary course of judicial proceeding, or by the powers 
vested in the marshal by existing laws, it shall be lawful for him, the presi- 
dent of the United States, forthwith to issue his proclamation, declaring such 
fact or information, and requiring all such military and other force forthwith 
to disperse; and if at any time after issuing such proclamation, any such 
opposition or obstruction shall be made, in the manner or by the means 
aforesaid, the president shall be, and hereby is, authorized, promptly to em- 
ploy such means to suppress the same, and to cause the said laws or process 
to be duly executed, as are authorized and provided in the cases therein 
mentioned by the act of the 28th of February, one thousand seven hundred 
and ninety-five, entitled ‘* An act to provide for ealling forth the militia to 
execute the laws of the Union, suppress insurrections, repel invasions, and to 
repeal the act now in force for that purpose ;” and also, by the act of the 
third of March, one thousand eight hundred and seven, entitled “ An act 
authorizing the employment of the land and naval forces of the United States 
in cases of insurrection.”

for the proper district, to use other convenient places, within the limits of 
said state, and to make such other provision as he may deem expedient and 
necessary for that purpose. 

§ 7. That cither of the justices of the supreme court, or a judge'of any 
district court of the United States, in addition to the authority already con- 
ferred by law, shall have power to grant writs of habeas corpus in all cases 
of a prisoner or prisoners, in jail or confinement, where he or they shall be 
committed or confined on or by any authority or law, for any act done, or 
omitted to be done, in pursuance of a law of the United States, or any order, 
process, or decree, of any judge or court thereof, any thing in any act of 
congress to the contrary notwithstanding.

out of the possession of the importer or consignee, to require satisfactory 
evidence of the transfer or transfers to identify the same; and to make all 
other rules and regulations which may be necessary and proper to carry this 
act into effect.

That branches of the mint of the United States 
shall be established as follows: one branch at the city of New Orleans for 
the coinage of gold and silver; one branch at the town of Charlotte, in 
Mecklinburg county, in the state-of North Carolina, for the coinage of gold 
only; and one branch at or near Dahlohnega, in Lumpkin county, in the 
state of Georgia, also for the coinage of gold only. And for the purpose of 
purchasing sites, erecting suitable buildings, and completing the necessary 
combinations of machinery for the several branches aforesaid, the following 
sums, to be paid out of any money in the treasury not otherwise appropri- 
ated, shall be, and hereby are, appropriated: for the branch at New Orleans 
the sum of two hundred thousand dollars; for the branch at Charlotte, fifty 
thousand dollars ; for the branch at Dahlohnega, fifty thousand dollars. 

§ 2. That, so soon as the necessary buildings are erected for the purpose 
of well conducting the business of each of the said branches, the following 
officers shall be appointed upon the nomination of the president, and with the 
advice and consent of the senate: one superintendent, one treasurer, one 
assayer, one chief coiner, one melter, and one refiner. And the superinten- 
dent of each mint shall engage and employ as many clerks and as many 
subordinate workmen and servants as shall be provided for by law; and the 
salaries of the said officers and clerks shall be as follows: For the branch 
at New Orleans, to the superintendent, the sum of two thousand five hun 
dred dollars; to the treasurer, the sum of two thousand dollars; to the 
chief coiner, the sum of two thousand dollars; to the assayer, melter, 
and refiner, the sum of two thousand dollars each; to two clerks, the sum 
of twelve hundred dollars each; to the subordinate workmen, and ser 
vants, not exceeding twenty in number, such wages and allowances as are 
customary and reasonable, according to their respective stations and occupa- 
tions. For the branches at Charlotte and Dahlohnega, to the superinten- 
dents, each the sum of two thousand dollars; who shall respectively discharge 
the duty of treasurers; to the chief coiners, each the sum of one thousand

§ 1. Be it enacted, §c. That the revenues arising in the post office de- 
partment, and all debts due to the same, shall, when collected, be paid, un- 
der the direction of the postmaster general, into the treasury of the United 
States. 

§ 2. That the postmaster general shall submit to congress, at the next, 
and each succeeding annual session, specific estimates of the sums of money 
expected to be required for the service of the department in the subsequent 
year, commencing on the first day of July, under the following heads, viz :

§ 7. That the treasurer shall render his accounts of the moneys received 
and paid by him on account of the post office department, quarterly to the 
auditor for the post office department, hereinafter provided: for, and shall 
transmit copies of the same, when adjusted by him, to the two houses of 
congress. 

§ 8. That there shall be appointed by the president, with the consent of the 
Senate, an auditor of the treasury for the post office department, whose duty 
it shall be to receive all accounts arising in the said departments, or relative 
thereto, to audit and settle the same, and certify their balances to the post- 
master general: Provided, 'That if either the postmaster general; or any 
person whose account shall be settled, be dissatisfied therewith, he may;

and special agents,” “ clerks for offices,” and miscellaneous.” 

§ 13. That the bonds and contracts of postmasters, mail contractors, and 
other agents of the post office department, shall hereafter be made to and 
with the United States of America; and all suits to be commenced for the 
recovery of debts or balances due by postmasters and others, or upon bonds 
or contracts made to or with the present or any former postmaster general, 
or for any fines, penalties, or forfeitures, imposed by the laws respecting the 
post office department, or by the postmaster general, pursuant thereto, shall 
be instituted in the name of the United States of America; and the demands 
in such suits shall have all the privileges and priorities in adjudication and 
payment secured to other claims of the United States, by the existing laws: 
Provided, ‘That actions and suits which may have been instituted in the 
name of the postmaster general, previous to the passage of this act, shall not 
be affected by the provisions of this section. 

§ 14. That the auditor of the post office department shall superintend the 
collection of all debts due to the department’and all penalties and forfeitures 
imposed on postmasters, for failing to make returns, or pay over the pro- 
ceeds of their offices ; he shall direct suits and legal proceedings, and take all 
such measutes as may be authorized by law, to enforce the prompt payment 
of moneys due to the department. 

§ 15. That copies of the quarterly returns of postmasters, and of any 
papers pertaining to the accounts in the office of the auditor for the post 
office department, certified by him, under his seal of office, shall be admitted 
as evidence in the courts of the United States ; and in every case of delin- 
quency of any postmaster or contractor, in which suit may be brought, the 
said auditor shall forward to the attorney of the United States certified copies 
of all papers in his office, tending to sustain the claim; and in every such 
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case, a statement of the account, certified as aforesaid, shall be admitted as 
evidence, and the court trying the cause shall be thereupon authorized to 
give judgment and award execution, subject to the provisions of the thirty- 
eighth section of the act to reduce into one the:several acts establishing and 
regulating the post office department, approved March third, eighteen hundred 
and twenty-five. No claim for a credit shall. be allowed upon the trial but 
such as shall have been presented to the said auditor, and by him disallowed 
in whole or in part, unless it shall be proved. to the satisfaction of the court 
that the defendant is at the time of the trial in possession. of vouchers not 
before in his power to procure, and that he was prevented from exhibiting to 
the said auditor a claim for such credit, by some unavoidable accident.

§ 16. That) the attorneys of the United States, in the prosecution of suits 
for moneys due on account of the post office department, shall obey the 
directions which may, from time to time, be given to them by the auditor for 
the post office department; and it shall be the duty of each. of the’said ate 
torneys, immediately afier the end of every term of any court in which any 
of the suits aforesaid shall have been pending, to forward to the said auditor 
a statement of all the judgments, orders, and steps which have been made 
or taken in the same, during the said term, accompanied: by. a certificate of 
the clerk, showing the parties to, and amount of, each judgment, with such 
other information as may be required by the said auditor... The said attor- 
neys shall direct speedy and eflectual process of execution. upon the: said 
judgments ; and it shall be the duty of the marshals of the United States to 
whom the same shall be directed, to make to the said auditor, at such times 
as he may direct, returns of the proceedings which have taken place upon the 
said process of execution. 

§ 17. That in all cases where any sum or sums of money have been paid

the sum which, by the provisions of law, might rightfully have been allowed 
therefor, and in all other cases where the moneys of the department have 
been paid over to any person in consequence of fraudulent representations; 
or by the mistake, collusion or misconduct of any officer or clerk of the de 
partment, it shall be the duty of the postmaster general to cause suit to be 
brought in the name of the United States of America, to recover back the 
same, or the excess, as the case may be, with interest thereon. 

§ 18. That the auditor for the post office department shall adjust and set 
tle all balances due from postmasters on account of transactions prior to the 
first day of July, eighteen hundred and thirty-six. He shall, when necessary; 
institute suits for the same, and cause them to be effectually prosecuted to 
judgment and execution ; and in cases in which proceedings at law for thesé 
or any other balances that are or may become due on account of the post 
office department, have. been or shail. be fruitless,. may direct the institution 
of suits in chancery, to set aside fraudulent conveyances or trusts, or attach 
debts due to the defendants, or obtain any other: proper exercise of the pow 
ers of equity, to,have satisfaction of the said judgments; and the courts of 
the United States, sitting in chancery, shall. have jurisdiction to entertail 
such bills, and make such decrees and orders thereupon as. may, be cons 
nant to the principles and usages of equity. The said auditor shall report 
to the postmaster general, ‘to be by him submitted, to..congress, at its next 
annual session, a statement of all the balances and debts due to the post of 
fice department as aforesaid, by late postmasters, showing, in each case; the 
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name and office of the principal debtor, the names of the sureties, if any, 
the amount of the debt, the time at which it accrued, the steps taken to col- 
lect the same, and whether they have been successful or not. The said 
statement shall also classify such of the said balances as may then remain 
due, into such as are considered collectible, and such as are not, with the 
whole amount of each class. 

_ §.19. That the auditor for the post office department, or any mayor of a 
City, justice of the peace, or judge of any court of record in the United 
States, by him especially designated, shall be authorized to administer oaths

messenger, and three assistant messengers, and two watchmen. 

§ 21. That there shall be employed by the secretary of the treasury, in 
the office of the auditor for the post office department, one chief clerk, four 
principal clerks, and thirty-eight other clerks, one messenger, and one as- 
sistant messenger, also three clerks, one at a salary of fourteen hundred dol- 
lars per annum, one at a salary of twelve hundred dollars, and one at a 
salary of one thousand dollars, in the office of the treasury of the United 
States, in lieu of the same number of clerks now employed in the office of 
the fifth auditor of the treasury, in adjusting the accounts of the post office 
department. 

§ 22. That it shall be the duty of the postmaster general to make to con- 
gress, at each annual session thereof, the following several reports : 

First, A report of all contracts made for the transportation of the mail 
within the preceding year, stating in each case of contract its date and du- 
ration, the name of the contractor, the route or routes embraced in the con- 
tract, with the length of each, with the times of arrival and departure’at the 
ends of each route, the mode of transportation contracted for, and the price 
stipulated to be paid by the department; also a statement of all such land 
and water mails as may have been established or ordered by the department 
within the year preceding, other than those let to contract at the annual let. 
tings of mail contracts, specifying, in each case, the route or water course on 
which the mail is established, the name of the person employed to transport 
it, the mode of transportation, the amount paid or to be paid, and the pro- 
posed duration of the order or contract. 

Second, A report of all allowances made to contractors within the year 
preceding, beyond the sums originally stipulated in their respective contracts, 
and the reasons for the same; and of all orders made by the department, 
whereby additional expense is, or will be incurred, beyond the original con- 
tract price on any land or water route, specifying, in each case, the route to 
which the order relates, the name of the contractor, the original service pro- 
vided by the contract, the original price, the date of the order for additional 
service, the additional service required, and the additional allowance there- 
for; also, a report of all curtailments of expenses effected by the depart- 
ment within the preceding year, specifying, in each case, the same particu- 
lars as required in cases of additional allowances. 

Third, A report of all incidental expenses of the department for the year 
ending on the thirtieth day of June preceding, arranged according to the se- 
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veral objects, as for “ wrapping paper,” ‘office furniture,” ‘ advertising,” 
« mail bags,” ‘ blanks,” ‘ mail locks, keys, and stamps,”  “ mail depreda- 
tions, and special agents,” ‘clerks for offices,” ‘ miscellaneous,” showing 
the sum paid under each head of expenditures, and the names of the persons 
to whom paid, except only that the names of persons employed in detecting 
depredations on the mail, and other confidential agents, need not be disclosed 
in said report. 

Fourth, A report of the finances of the post office department for the year 
ending on the thirtieth day of June preceding, showing the whole amount of 
balances due to the department at the beginning of the year, from. postmas- 
ters and all others, the whole amount of postage that accrued within the year, 
the whole amount of the engagements and liabilities of the department for 
mail transportation during the year, the amount actually paid during the 
year, for and on account of mail transportation, and otherwise, stating sepa- 
rately so much of the said amount as may have been paid on accountof the 
transportation of the mail, and for other debts for the same object, in prece- 
ding years. 

Fifth, A report of all fines imposed, and deductions from the pay of con- 
tractors, made during the preceding year, for failures to deliver the mail, or 
for any other cause, stating the names of the delinquent contractors, the na 
ture of the delinquency, the route on which it occurred, the time when it 
occurred, the time when the fine was imposed, and whether the fine has been 
remitted, or order for deduction rescinded, and for what reason. 

§ 23. That it shall be the duty of the postmaster general, before adver. 
tising for proposals for the transportation of the mail, to form the best judg. 
ment practicable as to the mode, time, and frequency of transportation on 
each route, and to advertise accordingly... No consolidated or combination 
bid shall be received, and. no additional compensation shall be made to any 
mail contractor, so as that the compensation for additional regular. service 
shall exceed the exact proportion which the original compensation bears to 
the original services stipulated to be performed: and ‘no. extra allowanee 
shall be made to any contractor, by the postmaster general, for an increase 
of expedition in the transportation of the mail, unless thereby the employ: 
ment of additional stock or carriers, by the contractor, shall be rendered 
necessary; and in such case, the additional compensation shall never beara 
greater proportion to the additional stock or carriers rendered necessary; 
than the sum stipulated in the original contract bears to the stock: and cate 
riers necessarily employed in its execution, and when any extra: service 
shall be ordered, the amount of the allowance therefor, in dollars and cents; 
shall be signified in the order for such service, and be forthwith entered 
upon the books of the post office department, and no additional compensation 
shall be paid for any extra regular service rendered before the issuing of such 
order, and the making of such entry, and every order, entry, or memorall- 
dum whatever, on which any action of the department is to be had, allow: 
ance made, or money paid, and every contract, paper or obligation drawn 
up in said office, by any officer thereof, shall have affixed to it its true dale; 
and every paper relating to contracts or allowances filed in said office shall 
have the date of its filing endorsed thereon. And whenever it shall become 
necessary to change the terms of any existing contract in any other manner 
than that designated in this act, or to enter into a contract for the transportation 
of the mail at any other time than the annual letting, the postmaster genera 
shall give notice in one newspaper published at Washington city, and in one 
newspaper published as near as may be to the route on which the services 
are to be performed for at least four weeks before charging or making such 
contract, inviting proposals therefor; which proposals shall be received and 
opened, and such proceedings thereon had, in all things, as at the annual 
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lettings. Provided, however, That the postmaster general may make tem- 
porary contracts until a regular letting can take place. 

§ 24. That proposals for mail contracts shall be delivered to the depart- 
ment sealed, and shall be kept sealed until the biddings are closed, and shall 
then be opened and marked in the presence of the postmaster general, and 
of one of the assistant postmasters general, or in the presence of two of the 
assistant postmasters general. And the contracts in all cases shall be award- 
ed to the lowest bidder, except when his bid is not more than five per centum 
below that of the last contractor, on the route bid for, who shall have faith+ 
fully performed his contract. Provided, however, That the postmaster ge- 
neral shall not be bound to consider the bid of any person who shall have 
wilfully: or negligently failed to execute or perform a prior contract. 

§ 25. That it shall be the duty of the postmaster general to have recorded, 
in a well-bound book, a true and faithful abstract of offers made to him for 
carrying the mail, embracing as well those which are rejected, as those 
which are accepted. ‘The said abstract shall contain the names of the party 
or parties offering; the terms on which he or they propose to carry the 
mail, the sum for which it is offered to contract; and the length of time the 
agreement is to continue. And it shall also be the duty of the postmaster 
general to put on file and preserve the originals of the propositions of which 
abstracts are here directed to be made, and to report, at each session of 
congress, a true copy from the said record of all offers made for carrying the 
mail as aforesaid. 

§ 26. That if any person employed in the post office department, or post- 
master, shall become interested in any mail contract or act as agent, with or 
without compensation, in any matter or thing relating to business in said 
department, for any contractor, or person offering to become a contractor, 
he shall be forthwith dismissed from office, and shall be liable to pay so much 
money as would have been realized from said contract, to be recovered in an 
action of debt in any court having jurisdiction thereof, in the name of the 
United States, for the use of the post office department; and it shall be the 
duty of the postmaster general to cause prosecution to be instituted. 

§ 27. That every proposal for the transportation of the mail shall be 
accompanied by a written guaranty, signed by one or more responsible per- 
sons, to the effect that he or they undertake that the bidder or bidders will, 
if his or their bid be accepted, enter into an obligation in such. time as may 
be prescribed by the postmaster general, with good and sufficient sureties, 
to perform the service proposed. No proposal shall be considered, unless 
accompanied by such guaranty. If, after the acceptance of a proposal, and 
notification thereof to the bidder or bidders, he or they shall fail to enter into 
an obligation within the time prescribed by the postmaster general, with good 
and sufficient sureties for the performance of the service, then the postmaster 
general shall proceed to contract with some other person or persons, for the 
performance of the said service, and shall. forthwith cause the. difference 
between the amount contained in the proposal so guarantied, and the amount 
for which he may have contracted for the performance of said service, for 
the whole period of the proposal, to be charged up against the said bidder or 
bidders, and his or their guarantor or guarantors, and the same may: be 
immediately recovered by the United States, for the use of the post office 
department, in an action of debt against either or all of the said persons. 

§ 28. That no contract for the transportation of the mail)shall knowingly 
be made by the postmaster general, with any person who shall have entered 
into any combination, or proposed to enter into any combination, to prevent 
the making of any bid for a mail contract by any other person or persons ; 
or who shall have made any agreement, or shall have given or performed, or 
promised to give or perform, any consideration whatever, or to, do or not to 
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do any thing whatever, in order to induce.any other person or persons not 
to bid for a mail contract. And if any person so offending be a mail con. 
tractor, he may be forthwith dismissed from the service of the department: 
Provided, That whenever the postmaster general shall exercise the power 
conferred on him by this section, he shall transmit a copy or statement of 
the evidence on which he acts, to congress, at its next session. 

§ 29. That no person whose bid for the transportation of the mail may be 
accepted, shall receive any pay, until he shall have executed his contract 
according to law and the regulations of the department: nor shall any pay- 
ment be made for any additional regular service in the transportation of the 
mail, unless the same shall have been rendered in obedience to a prior legal 
order of the postmaster general. 

§ 30. That so much of the act concerning the post office department, ap- 
proved March third, eighteen hundred and twenty-five, as directs that dupli- 
cates or copies of contracts or orders made by the postmaster general, shall 
be lodged in the office of the comptroller of the treasury, be repealed. 

§ 31. That it shall be the duty of the postmaster general to furnish to the 
postmasters at the termination of each route, a schedule, specifying the times 
of arrival and departure at their offices, respectively, of each mail, a copy of 
which the postmaster shall. post up in some conspicuous place in his office; 
and the postmaster general shall also furnish a notice in like manner, of any 
change or alterations in the arrivals and departures which may be ordered by 
him. And it shall be the duty of every postmaster promptly to report to the 
department every delinquency, neglect, or malpractice of the contractors, 
their agents, or carriers, that may come to his knowledge. And the post. 
master general shall cause to be kept, and returned to the department, at 
short and regular intervals, by postmasters at the ends of routes, and such 
others as he may think proper, registers, showing the exact times of the 
arrivals and departures of the mails. 

§ 32. That if any postmaster shall unlawfully detain in his office any let. 
ter, package, pamphlet, or newspaper, with intent to prevent the arrival and 
delivery of the same to the person or persons to whom such letter, package, 
pamphlet or newspaper may be addressed or directed in the usual course of 
the transportation of the mail along the route; or if any postmaster shall, 
with intent as aforesaid, give a preference to any letter, package, pamphlet, 
or newspaper, over another, which may pass through his office, by forwards 
ing the one and retaining the other, he shail, on conviction thereof, be fined 
in a sum not exceeding five hundred dollars, and imprisoned for a term not 
exceeding six months, and shall, moreover, be for ever thereafter incapable 
of holding the office of postmaster in the United States. 

§ 33. That there shall be appointed by the president of the United States, 
by and with the advice and consent of the senate, a deputy postmaster for 
each post office at which the commissions allowed to the postmaster amount 
to one thousand dollars or upwards in the year ending the thirtieth day of 
June, one thousand eight hundred and thirty-five, or which may, in any sub- 
sequent year, terminating on the thirtieth day of June, amount to or ex 
that sum, who shall hold his office for the term of four years, unless soonet 
removed by the president. 

§ 34. That assistant postmasters and clerks regularly employed and 
engaged in post offices, shall be exempt from militia duty, and serving on 
juries, and from any fine or penalty for neglect thereof. 

§ 35. That advertisements of letters remaining in post offices may, under 
the direction of the postmaster general, be made in more than one newspa 
per: Provided, That the whole cost of advertising shall not exceed fout 
cents for each letter. 

§ 36. That no postmaster shall receive free of postage; or frank, any lets 
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ter or packet composed of, or containing any thing other than paper or 
money; and for a violation of this provision, the offender shall be dismissed 
from office, and upon conviction in any court of competent jurisdiction, pay 
a fine of twenty dollars. _ And no person shall hold the office of postmaster 
who shall not be an actual resident of the city or town wherein the office is 
situated, or the district of country usually supplied by said office. 

§ 37. That when any one or more of the sureties of a’ postmaster shall 
notify to the postmaster general their desire to be released from their surety= 
ship, or when the postmaster general shall deem it necessary, he shall require 
the said postmaster to execute a new bond, with security, which, when ac- 
cepted by the postmaster general, shall be as valid as the bond given upon 
the original appointment of said postmaster, and the sureties in the prior bond 
shall be released from responsibility for all acts or defaults of said postmaster, 
which may be done or committed subsequent to the acceptance of the new 
bond, the date of which shall be endorsed thereon. Provided, That pay- 
ments made subsequent to the execution of the new bond by said postmaster 
shall be applied first'to discharge any balance which may be due on the old 
bond, unless he shall, at the time of payment, expressly direct them to be 
applied to the credit of his new account. 

§ 38. That if any person shall be accessary after the fact; to the offence 
of. stealing or taking the mail of the United States, or of stealing or taking 
any letter or packet, or inclosure in any letters or packet sent or to be sent 
in the mail of the United States, from any post office in the United States, 
or from the mail of the United States, by any person or’ persons whatever, 
every person so offending as accessary, shall, on conviction thereof, pay a 
fine not exceeding one thousand dollars, and be imprisoned for a term not 
exceeding five years; and such accessary after the fact may be tried, con- 
victed, and punished in the district in which his offence was committed, 
though the principal offence may have been committed in another district, 
and before the trial of the principal offender: Provided, Such principal of 
fender has fled from justice, or cannot be arrested to be put upon his trial. 

§ 89. That in case the postmaster general shall deem it expedient to es- 
tablish an express mail, in addition to the ordinary mail, on any of the post 
roads in the United States, for the purpose of conveying slips from newws- 
papers in lieu of exchange newspapers, or letters, other than such as contain 
money, not exceeding half an ounce in weight, marked “express mail,” and 
public despatches, he shall be authorized to charge all letters and packets 
carried by such express mail with triple the rates of postage to which letters 
and packets, not free, may be by law subject, when carried by the ordinary 
mails. 

§ 40. That in case of the death, resignation, or absence of the postmas- 
ter general, all his powers and duties shall devolve, for the time being, on 
the first assistant postmaster general. 

§ 41. That the postmaster general shall be authorized, whenever the 
same may be proper for the accommodation of the public in any city; to 
employ letter carriers for the delivery of letters received at the post office in 
said city ; except such as the persons to whom they are addressed may have 
requested, in writing, addressed to the postmaster, to be retained in the post 
office; and for the receipt of letters at such places in said city as the post- 
master general may direct, and for the deposite of the same in the post office ; 
and for the delivery by a carrier of each letter received from the post office, 
the person to whom the same may be delivered shall pay:not exceeding two 
cents ; and for the delivery of each newspaper and pamphlet, one-half cent ; 
and for every letter received bya carrier to be deposited in the post office, 
there shall be paid to him, at the time of the receipt, not exceeding two.cents ; 
all of which receipts, by the carriers in any city, shall, if the postmaster 
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general so direct, be accounted for to the postmaster of ‘said city, to consti. 
tute a fund for the compensation of the'said carriers, and be paid to them in 
such proportions and manners as the postmaster general may direct. Each 
of the said carriers shall give bond with sureties, to be approved by the post- 
master general, for the safe custody and delivery of letters, and for the due 
account and payment of all moneys received by him. 

§ 42. That the post master general shall be authorized, in his discretion, 
to contract for carrying the mail on the navigable canals of the several states, 
in all cases where, in his opinion the public interest and convenience shall 
require it, and for the time during which mails may be carried on such ca- 
nals, or any parts thereof, the same are hereby declared to be post roads, 

§ 43. That the following annual salaries shall be allowed to the assistant 
postmasters general, and to the clerks, messengers, and watchmen, provided 
for the service of the post office Department, viz: 

To the threeassistant postmasters generals, each twenty-five hundred dollars. 

To the chief clerk two thousand dollars. 

To the three principal clerks, each one thousand six hundred dollars. 

To ten clerks, each one thousand four hundred dollars. 

To fifteen clerks, each one thousand two hundred dollars. 

To eight clerks, each one thousand dollars. 

To the messenger seven hundred and fifty dollars. 

To the three assistant messengers, each three hundred and fifty dollars. 

To the two watchmen, each three hundred dollars. 

§ 44. That the following annual salaries shall be allowed to the auditor 
of the post office department, and to the clerks and messengers herein pro 
vided for the service of his office, viz: 

To the auditor three thousand dollars. 

To the chief clerk two thousand dollars. 

To the four principal clerks, each one thousand six hundred dollars. 

To ten clerks, each one thousand four hundred dollars. 

To twenty clerks, each one thousand two hundred dollars. 

To eight clerks, each one thousand dollars. 

To the messenger seven hundred and fifty dollars, and to the assistant 
messenger, three hundred and fifty dollars. 

§ 45. That the sum of three millions one hundred and fifty thousand dol- 
lars be, and the same is hereby appropriated for the service of the post office 
depurtment for the year commencing on the first day of July, one thousand 
eight hundred and thirty-six, out of any moneys in the treasury, arising 
from the revenues of the said department, to be accounted for in the manner 
pointed out in the second section of this act. 

§ 46. That this act shall be in force and take effect from the passage 
thereof.

§ 1. Be it enacted, §-c. That from and after the passage of this act, the 
executive duties now prescribed, or which may hereafter be prescribed by 
law, appertaining to the surveying and sale of the public lands of the United 
States, or in any wise respecting such public lands, and, also, such as relate 
to private claims of land, and the issuing of patents for all grants of land 
under the'authority of the government of the United States, shall be subject 
to the supervision and ‘control of the commissioner of the general land office, 
under the direction of the president of the United States. 

§ 2. That there shall be appointed in said office, by the president, by and 
with the advice and consent of the senate, two subordinate officers, one of 
whom shall be called principal clerk of the public lands, and the other prin- 
cipal clerk on private land claims, who shall perform such duties as may be 
assigned to them by the commissioner of the general land office ; and in case 
of vacancy in the office of the commissioner of the land office, or of the ab- 
sence or sickness of the commissioner, the duties of said office shall devolve 
pie and be performed, ad interim, by the principal clerk of the public 
ands. 

§ 3. That there shall be appointed, by the president, by and with the ad- 
vice and consent of the senate, an officer, to be styled the principal clerk of 
the surveys, whose duty it shall be to direct and superintend the making of 
surveys, the returns thereof, and all matters relating thereto, which are done 
through the officers of the surveyor general; and he shall perform such 
other duties ‘as may be assigned to him by the commissioner of the general 
land office. 

§ 4. That there shall be appointed, by the president, by and with the ad- 
vice and consent of the senate, a recorder of the general land office, whose 
duty it shall be, in pursuance of instructions from the commissioner, to cer- 
tify and affix the seal of the general land office to all patents for public lands, 
and he shall attend to the correct engrossing and recording and transmission 
of such patents. He shall prepare alphabetical indexes of the names of pa- 
tentees, and of persons entitled to patents; and he shall prepare such copies 
and exemplifications of matters on file, or recorded in the general land office, 
as the commissioner may, from time to time, direct. 

§ 5. That there shall be appointed, by the president, by and with the ad- 
vice and consent of the senate, an officer, to be called the solicitor of the 
general land office, with an annual salary of two thousand dollars, whose 
duty it shall be to examine and present a report to the commissioner, of the 
state of facts in all cases referred by the commissioner to his attention which 
shall involve questions of law, or where the facts are in controversy between 
the agents of the government and individuals, or there are conflicting claims 
of parties before the department, with his opinion thereon ; and, also, to ad- 
vise the commissioner, when required thereto, on all questions growing out 
of the management of the public lands, or the title thereto, private land 
claims, Virginia military scrip, bounty lands, and pre-emption claims ; and 
to render such further professional services in the business of the department 
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as may be required, and shall be connected with the discharge of the duties 
thereof. 

§ 6. That it shall be lawful for the president of the United States, by and 
with the advice and consent of the senate, to appoint a secretary, witha 
salary of fifteen hundred dollars per annum, whose duty it shall be, under 
the direction of the president, to sign in his name, and for him, all patents 
for land sold or granted under the authority of the United States. 

§ 7. That it shall be the duty of the commissioner to cause to be pre 
pared, and to certify, under the seal of the general land office, such copies 
of records, books, and papers on file in his office, as may be applied for, to 
be vsed in evidence in courts of justice. 

§ 8. That whenever the office of recorder shall become vacant, or in case 
of the sickness or absence of the recorder, the duties of his. office shall be 

rformed, ad interim, by the principal clerk on private land claims. 

§ 9. That the receivers of the land offices shall make to the secretary of 
the treasury monthly returns of the moneys received in their several offices, 
and pay over such money pursuant to his instructions. And they shall also 
make to the commissioner of the general land office, like monthly returns, 
and transmit to him quarterly accounts current of the debits and credits of 
their several offices with the United States. 

§ 10. That the commissioner of the general land office. shall be entitled 
to receive an annual salary of three thousand dollars; the recorder of the 
general land office, an annual salary of fifteen hundred dollars ;_ the principal 
clerk of the surveys, an annual salary of eighteen hundred dollars; and 
each of the said principal clerks an annual salary of eighteen hundred dol- 
lars; from and after the date of their respective commissions ; and that the 
said commissioner be authorized to employ, for the service of the general 
land office, one clerk, whose annual salary shall not exceed fifteen hundred 
dollars; four clerks, whose annual salary shall not exceed fourteen hundred 
dollars each; sixteen clerks, whose annual salary shall not exceed thirteen 
hundred dollars each ; twenty clerks, whose annual salary shall not exceed 
twelve hundred dollars each ; five clerks, whose annual salary shall not ex- 
ceed eleven hundred dollars each ; thirty-five clerks, whose annual salaty 
shall not exceed one thousand dollars each; one principal draughtsman, 
whose annual salary shall not exceed fifteen hundred dollars ; one assistant 
draughtsman, whose annual salary shall not exceed twelve hundred dollars; 
two messengers, whose annual salary shall not exceed seven hundred dol 
Jars each; three assistant messengers, whose annual salary shall not exceed 
three hundred and fifty dollars each; and two packers, to make up pack 
ages of patents, blank forms, and other things necessary to be transmitted 
to the district land offices, at a salary of four hundred and fifty dollars each 

§ 11. That such provisions of the act of the twenty-fifth of April, in the 
year one thousand eight hundred and twelve, entitled “ An act for the estab. 
lishment of a general land office in the department of the treasury,” and of 
all acts amendatory thereof, as are inconsistent with the provisions of this 
act, be, and the same are hereby repealed. 

§ 12. That from the first day of the month of October, until the first day 
of the month of April in each and every year, the general land office and all 
the bureaus and offices therein, as well as those in the departments of the 
treasury, war, navy, state, and general post office, shall be open for the 
transaction of the public business at least eight hours in each and every days 
except Sundays, and the twenty-fifth day of December ; and from the first 
day of April, until the first day of October, in each year, all the aforesaid 
offices and bureaus shall be kept open for the transaction of the public bust 
ness at least ten hours, in each and every day, except Sundays and the 
fourth day of July. 
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§13. That if any person shall apply to any register of any land office to 
enter any land whatever, and the said register shall knowingly and falsely 
inform the person so applying that the same has already been entered, and 
refuse to permit the person so applying to enter the same, such register shall 
be liable therefor to the person so applying for five dollars for each acre of 
land which the person 'so applying offered to enter, to be recovered by action 
of debt in any court of record, having jurisdiction of the amount. 

§ 14. That all and every of the officers whose salaries are hereinbefore 
provided for, are hereby prohibited from directly or indirectly purchasing or 
in any [way] becoming interested in the purchase of any of the public land; 
and in case of a violation of thissection by such officer, and on proof thereof 
being made to the president of the United States, such officer, so offending, 
shall be, forthwith, removed: from office. 


CHAPTER. CCXCI.

§ 1. Be it enacted, &c. That so much of the several acts of congress as 
imposes a discriminating duty upon goods, wares, and merchandise imported 
in foreign vessels be, and hereby is, suspended, so far as respects the pro- 
duce or manufactures of Portugal proper, including, Madeira, Porto Santo, 
and the Azores, when imported in vessels wholly and truly belonging to the 
subjects or citizens of said places ; so that such produce or manufactures 
shall be subject to the same duties only as if imported in vessels of the 
United States: Provided, however, And this suspension shall continue no 
longer than this section remains in force. 

§ 2. That from and after the thirtieth day of July, eighteen hundred and 
thirty-six, the duty on all kinds of wine imported into the United States shall ~ 
be reduced one-half, so that no more than one-half the amount now assessed 
shall be thereafter assessed. 

§ 3. That all kinds of wine, whether imported before or after the passage 
of this act, may be put into the custom-house stores, under the bond of the 
the importer, or owner; and such of the said wines as shall remain under 
the control of the proper officer of the customs, on the thirtieth day of July, 
one thousand eight hundred and thirty-six, shall be subject to no other duty 
than if the same were imported after that day; and if the duties or any part 
thereof, on the wines deposited, as aforesaid shall have been paid previous to 
the said thirtieth day of July one thousand eight hundred and thirty-six, the 
amount of excess of duty shall be refunded to the person importing and de. 
positing the same: Provided, That no wines shall be so deposited unless in 
the casks or bottles as imported : And provided, further, That the benefit of 
this act shall not be extended to any wines not entitled to debenture.

That the money which shall be in the treasury 
of the United States, on the first day of January, eighteen hundred and thirty- 
seven, reserving the sum of five millions of dollars, shall be deposited with 
the several states, in proportion to their respective representation in the 
senate and house of representatives of the United States, as shall, by law, 
authorize their treasurers, or other competent authorities to receive the same 
on the terms hereinafter specified, and the secretary of the treasury shall de

§ 1. Be it enacted, &c. That the officers of the mint of the United States 
shall be a director, a treasurer, an assayer, a melter and refiner, a chief 
coiner, and an engraver, to be appointed by the president of the United States, 
by and with the advice and consent of the senate. 

§ 2. That the respective duties of the officers of the mint shall be as fol- 
lows: 

First. The director shall have the control and management of the mint, 
the superintendence of the officers and persons employed therein, and the 
general regulation and supervision of the business of the several branches. 
And in the month of January of every year he’ shall make report to the pre 
sident of the United States of the operations of the mint and its branches for 
the year preceding. And also to the secretary of the treasury, from time to 
time, as said secretary shall require, setting forth all the operations of the 
mint subsequent to the last report made upon the subject. 

Second. The treasurer shall receive, and safely keep, all moneys which 
shall be for the use and support of the mint; shall keep all the current ac. 
counts of the mint, and pay all moneys due by the mint, on warrants from 
the director. He shall receive all bullion brought to the mint .for coinage; 
shall be the keeper of all bullion and coin in the mint, except while the same 
is legally placed in the hands of other officers, and shall, on warrants from 
the director, deliver all coins struck at the mint to the persons to whom they 
shall be legally payable. And he shall keep regular and faithful accounts 
of all the transactions of the mint, in bullion and coins, both with the officers 
of the mint and the depositors ; and shall present, quarter-yearly, to the trea- 
sury department of the United States, according to such forms as shall be 
prescribed by that department, an account of the receipts and disbursemenis 
of the mint, for the purpose of being adjusted and settled. 

Third. The assayer shall carefully assay all metals used in. coinage, 
whenever such assays are required in the operations of the mint; and be 
shall also make assays of coins whenever instructed to do so by the director. 

Fourth. The melter and refiner shall execute all the operations which ate 
necessary in order to form ingots of standard silver or gold, suitable for the 
chief coiner, from the metals legally delivered to him for that purpose. 

Fifth. The chief coiner shall execute all the operations which are neces 
sary in order to form coins, conformable in all respects to the law, from the 
standard silver and gold ingots, and the copper planchets, legally delivered 
to him for this purpose. 

Sizth. The engraver shall prepare and engraye, with the legal devices 
and_ inscriptions, all the dies used in the coinage of the mint and its 
branches. 

§ 3. That the director shall appoint, with the approbation of the president, 
assistants to the assayer, melter and refiner, chief coiner, and engraver, and 
clerks for the director and treasurer, whenever, on representation made by 
the director to the president, it shall be the opinion of the president that such 
assistants or clerks are necessary. And it shall’ be the duty of the assistants 
to aid their principals in the execution of their respective offices, and of the 
clerks to perform such duties as shall.be prescribed for them by the director: 
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§ 4. That whenever any officer of the mint shall be temporarily absent, 
on account of sickness, or any other sufficient cause, it shall be lawful for 
the director, with the assent of said officer, to appoint some person attached 
to the mint, to act in the place of such officer during his absence, and. that 
the director shall employ such workmen and servants in the mint as he shall 
from time [to time] find necessary. 

§ 5. That every officer, assistant, and clerk of the mint, shall, before he 
enters upon the execution of his office, take an oath or affirmation before 
some judge of the United States, or judge of the superior court, or any 
rita record of any state, faithfully and diligently to perform the duties 
thereof. 

§ 6. That the following officers of the mint, before entering upon the exe- 
cution of their respective offices, shall become bound to the United States, 
with one or more sureties, to the satisfaction of the secretary of the treasury, 
in the sums hereinafter mentioned, with condition for the faithful and diligent 
performance of the duties of their offices, viz: The treasurer in the sum of 
ten thousand dollars; the assayer in the sum of five thousand dollars; the 
melter and refiner in the sum of ten thousand dollars; the chief coiner in the 
sum of ten thousand dollars. And that similar bonds may also be required 
of the assistants and clerks, in such sums as the director shall determine, 
with the approbation of the secretary of the treasury. 

§ 7. That there shall be allowed to the officers of the mint the following 
salaries per annum: To the director, for his services, including travelling 
expenses incurred in visiting the different branches, and all other charges 
whatever, three thousand five hundred dollars; to the treasurer, assayer, 
melter and refiner, chief coiner and engraver, each, two thousand dollars ; 
to the assistants and clerks, such annual salaries shall be allowed as the 
director may determine, with the approbation of the president: Provided, 
That an assistant shall not receive more than fifteen hundred dollars; and 
that a clerk shall not receive more than twelve hundred dollars; to the 
workmen and servants shall be allowed such wages, to be determined by the 
director, as may be customary and reasonable, according to their respective 
stations and occupations; and that the salaries provided for in this section 
shall be payable in quarterly instalments. 

§ 8. That the standard for both gold and silver coins of the United States 
shall hereafter be such, that of one thousand parts by weight, nine hundred 
shall be of pure metal, and one hundred of alloy ; and the alloy of the silver 
coins shall be of copper ; and the alloy of the gold coins shall be of copper 
and silver, provided that the silver do not exceed one-half of the whole alloy. 

§ 9. That of the silver coins, the dollar shall be of the weight of four 
hundred and twelve and one-half grains; the half dollar of the weight of 
two hundred and six and one-fourth grains ; the quarter dollar of the weight 
of one hundred and three and one-eighth grains ; the dime, or tenth part of a 
dollar, of the weight of forty-one and a quarter grains ; and the half dime, or 
twentieth part of a dollar, of the weight of twenty grains, and five-eighths of 
a grain. And that dollars, half dollars, and quarter dollars, dimes, and half 
dimes, shall be legal tenders of payment, according to their nominal value, 
for any sums whatever. ~ 

§ 10. That of the gold coins, the weight of the eagle shall be two hundred 
and fifty eight grains; that of the half-eagle one hundred and twenty-nine 
grains; and that of the quarter eagle sixty-four and one-half grains. And 
that for all sums whatever, the eagle shall be a legal tender of payment for 
ten dollars; the half-eagle for five dollars ; and the quarter eagle for two and 
a half dollars. 

§ 11. That the silver coins heretofore issued at the mint of the United 
States, and the gold coins issued since the thirty-first day of July, one thous 
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sand eight hundred and thirty-four, shall continue to be legal tenders of pay- 
ment for their nominal values, on the same.terms as.if they were of the 
coinage provided for by this act. 

§ 12. ‘That of the copper coins, the weight of, the:cent. shall be;one hun- 
dred and sixty-eight. grains, and the weight of the half-cent. eighty-four 
grains. And the cent shall be considered of the value of one hundreth part 
of a dollar, and the half cent of the value of one two-hundreth part of a dollar. 

§ 13. That upon the coins struck at the mint there shall, be the. following 
devices and legends: upon.one side of each of said coins: there. shall be an 
impression emblematic of liberty, with an inscription of the word Liperry, 
and the year of the coinage; and upon the reverse of each of the gold and 
silver coins, there shall be the. figure or representation of an eagle, with the 
inscription United States of America, and a designation, of the value of the 
coin; but on the reverse of the dime and half dime, cent and half cent, the 
figure of the eagle shall be omitted. 

§ 14. That gold and silver bullion brought to the mint for coinage, shall 
be received and coined, by the proper officers, for the benefit of the depositor: 
Provided, ‘That it shall be lawful to refuse, at the mint, any deposite of less 
value than one hundred dollars, and any bullion so base as to be unsuitable 
for the operations of the mint: “And provided also, That when gold and 
silver are combined, if either of these metals be in such small proportion that 
it cannot be separated advantageously, no allowance shall be made:to the 
depositor for the value of such metal. 

§ 15. That when bullion is brought to the mint for. coinage, it shall, be 
weighed by the treasurer, in the presence of the depositor, when practicable, 
and a receipt given which shall state the. description and weight of the 
bullion: Provided, That when the bullion is in such a state.as to require 
melting before its valne can be ascertained, the weight after melting shall be 
considered as the true weight of the bullion deposited. 

§ 16. That from every parcel of bullion deposited for coinage, the ten. 
surer shall deliver to the assayer a sufficient portion for the purpose of being 
assayed; but all such bullion remaining from the operations of the assay 
shall be returned to the treasurer by the assayer. 

§ 17. That the assayer shall report to the treasurer the quality or standard 
of the bullion assayed by him; and he shall also communicate to the trea- 
surer such information as will enable him to estimate the, amount. of the 
charges hereinafter provided for, to be made to the depositor, for the expenses 
of converting the bullion into standard metal fit for coinage. 

§ 18. That the only subjects of charge by the mint to the depositor shall 
be the following: For refining when the bullion is below standard; fot 
toughening when metals are contained in it which render it unfit for coinage; 
for copper used for alloy when the bullion is aboye. standard ; for silver im 
troduced into the alloy of gold; and for separating the gold and silver whet 
these metals exist together in the bullion: and that the rate of these changes 
shall be fixed, from time to time, by the director, with the concurrence of 
the secretary of the treasury, so as not to exceed, in their judgment, the 
actual expense to the mint of the materials and labour employed in each of the 
cases aforementioned ; and that the amount received from these charges shall 
be accounted for, and appropriated for defraying the contingent. expenses 0 
the mint. 

§ 19. That from the report of the assayer, and the weight of the bullion, 
the treasurer shall estimate the whole value of each deposite, and also the 
amount of the charges or deductions, if any ; of all which he shall givea de 
tailed memorandum to the depositor; and he shall also give, at the same 
time, under his hand, a certificate of the nett amount of the deposite; \to be 
paid in coins of the same species of bullion as that deposited. 
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§:20. ‘That parcels of bullion shall be, from time to time, transferred by 
the treasurer to the melter and refiner; that a careful record of these trans- 
fers, noting the weight and character of the bullion, shall be kept; and that 
the bullion thus placed in the hands of the melter and refiner shall be sub- 
jected to the several processes which may be necessary to form it into ingots 
of the legal standard, and of a quality suitable for coinage. 

§ 21. That the ingots thus prepared shall be assayed by the assayer, and 
if they prove to be within the limits allowed for deviation from the standard, 
they shall be transferred by the melter and refiner to the treasurer, accom- 
panied by the assayer’s certificate of their fineness ; and that a careful record 
of the transfer shall be kept by the treasurer. 

§ 22. That no ingots of gold shall be used for coinage of which the quality 
differs more than two thousandths from the legal standard; and that no in- 
gots of silver shall be used for coinage of which the quality differs more than 
three thousandths from the legal standard. 

§ 23. That in the treasurer’s account with the melter and refiner, the 
melter and refiner shall be debited with the standard weight of all the bullion 
placed in his hands, that is to say, with the weight of metal of legal standard 
fineness which it will make; and that he shall be credited by the standard 
weight of all the ingots delivered by him to the treasurer; and that once at 
least in every year, at such time as the director shall appoint, the melter and 
refiner shall deliver up to the treasurer all the bullion in his possession, in 
order that his accounts may be settled up to that time; and, in this settle- 
ment, he shall be entitled to a credit for the difference between the whole 
amount of bullion delivered to him and received from him, since the last 
settlement, as an allowance for necessary waste: Provided, That this allow- 
ance shall not‘exceed two thousandths of the whole amount of gold and silver 
bullion, respectively, that had been delivered to him by the treasurer. 

§ 24. That the treasurer shall, from time to time, deliver over to the chief 
coiner, ingots for the purpose of coinage ; that he shall keep a faithful record 
of these transfers, noting the weight and description of the ingots ; and that 
the ingots thus placed in the hands of the chief coiner shall be passed through 
the several processes necessary to make from them coins, in all respects con- 
formable to law. 

§ 25. That in adjusting the weights of the coins, the following deviations 
from’ the standard weight shall not be exceeded in any of the single pieces: 
In the dollar and half dollar, one grain and a half; in the quarter dollar, 
one grain; in the dime and half dime, half a grain; in the gold coins, one- 
quarter of a grain; in the copper coins, one grain in the pennyweight; and 
that in weighing a large number of pieces together, when delivered from the 
chief coiner to the treasurer, and from the treasurer to the depositors, the de- 
viations from the standard weight shall not exceed the following limits: 
Four pennyweights in one thousand dollars; three pennyweights in one 
thousand half dollars; two pennyweights in one thousand quarter dollars; 
one pennyweight in one thousand dimes ; one pennyweight in one thousand 
half dimes ; two pennyweights in one thousand eagles ; one and a half pen- 
nyweight in one thousand half eagles ; one pennyweight in one thousand 
quarter eagles. J : 

§ 26. That the chief coiner shall, from time to time, as the coins are pre- 
pared, deliver them over to the treasurer, who shall keep a careful record of 
their kind, number, and weight ; and that, in receiving the coins, it shall be 
the duty of the treasurer to see whether the coins of that delivery are within 
the legal limits of the standard weight ; and if his trials for this purpose shall 
not prove’ satisfactory, he shall cause all the coins of this delivery to be 
weighed separately, and such as are not of legal weight shall be delivered to 
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the melter and refiner, as standard bullion, to be again formed into ingots 
and recoined. 

§ 27. That at every delivery of coins made by the chief coiner to the 
treasurer, it shall be the duty of the treasurer, in the presence of the assayer, 
to take indiscriminately, a certain number of pieces of each variety for the 
annual trial of coins, (the number being prescribed by the director,) which 
shall be carefully labelled, and deposited in a chest appropriated for the pur- 
pose, kept under the joint care of the treasurer and assayer, and so secured 
that neither can have access to its contents without the presence of the other. 

§ 28. That the chief coiner shall, from time to time, deliver to the trea- 
surer the clippings and other portions of bullion remaining after the process 
of coining, and that the treasurer shall keep a careful record of their amount. 

§ 29. That in the treasurer’s account with the chief coiner, the chief coin- 
er shall be debited with the amount in weight of standard metal of all the 
bullion placed in his hands, and credited with the amount, also by weight, 
of all the coins, clippings, and other bullion delivered by him to the treasur- 
er; and that once at least in every year, at such time as the director shall 
appoint, the chief coiner shall deliver to the treasurer all the/coins and bul- 
lion in his possession, so that his accounts may be settled up to that time; 
and, in his settlement, he shall be entitled to a credit for the difference be- 
tween the whole amount of the ingots delivered to him, and of the coins and 
bullion received from him, since the last settlement, as an allowance for ne 
cessary waste: Provided, That this allowance shall not exceed two thow 
sandths of the whole amount of the silver, or one and one-half thousandth 
of the whole amount of the gold, that had been delivered to him by the 
treasurer. 

§ 30. That when the coins which are the equivalent to any deposite of 
bullion are ready for delivery they shall be paid over to the depositor, or his 
order, by the treasurer, on a warrant from the director; and the payment 
shall be made, if demanded, in the order in which the bullion shall have 
been brought to the mint, giving priority according to priority of deposile 
only; and that in the denominations of coin’ delivered, the: treasurer shall 
comply with the wishes of the depositor, unless when impracticable or it- 
convenient to do so; in which case, the denominations of coin shall be dé 
signated by the director. 

§ 31. That for the purpose of enabling the mint’ to make returns to dé 
positors with as little delay as possible, it shall be the duty of the secretary 
of the treasury to keep in the said mint, when the state of the treasury will 
admit thereof, a deposite of such amount of public money, or of bullion pro- 
cured for the purpose, as he shall judge convenient and necessary, not ex 
ceeding one million of dollars, out of which those who bring bullion to the 
mint may be paid the value thereof, as soon as practicable after this value 
has been ascertained ; that the bullion so deposited. shall. become the propet- 
ty of the United States; that, no discount or interest shall be charged on 
moneys so advanced; and that the secretary of the treasury may at aby 
time withdraw the said deposite, or any part thereof, or may, at his discre- 
tion, allow the coins formed at the mint to be given for their equivalent 12 
other money. : 

§ 32. That to secure a due conformity in the gold and silver coins to theit 
respective standards and weights, an annual trial shall be made of the pieces 
reserved for this purpose at the mint and its branches, before the judge of the 
district court of the United States, for the eastern district of Pennsylvania, 
the attorney of the United States for the eastern district of Pennsylvania, and 
the collector of the port of Philadelphia, and such other persons as the pre- 
sident shall from time to time, designate for that purpose, who shall meet as 
commissioners, for the performance of this duty, on the second Monday in 
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February, annually, and may continue their meetings by adjournment, if 
necessary ; and if a majority of the commissioners shall fail to attend at any 
time appointed for their meeting, then the director of the mint shall call a 
meeting of the commissioners at such other time as he may deem conveni- 
ent; and that before these commissioners, or a majority of them, and in the 
presence of the officers of the mint, such examination shall be made of the 
reserved pieces as shall be judged sufficient; and if it shall appear that these 
pieces do not differ from the standard fineness and weight by a greater quan- 
tity than is allowed by law, the trial shall be considered and reported as sa- 
tisfactory ; but if any greater deviation from the legal standard or weight 
shall appear, this fact shall be certified to the president of the United States, 
and if, on a view of the circumstances of the case, he shall so decide, the 
officer or officers implicated in the error shall be thenceforward disqualified 
from holding their respective offices.

on the face thereof, have been made payable. 

§ 6. That the said treasury notes shall be received in payment of all duties 
and taxes laid by the authority of the United States, of all public lands sold 
by the said authority, and of all debts to the United States, of any character 
whatsoever, which may be due and payable at the time when said treasury 
notes may be so offered in payment. And on every such payment, credit 
shall be given for the amount of the principal and interest which, on the day 
of such payment, may be due on the note or notes thus given in payment. 

§ 7. ‘That any person making payment to the United States in such trea- 
sury notes, into the hands of any collector, receiver of public money, or other 
public officer or agent, shall, on books, kept according to such forms as shall 
be prescribed by the secretary of the treasury, give duplicate certificates of 
the number and respective amount of principal and interest of each and 
every treasury note thus paid by such person; and every collector, receiver 
of public moneys, or other public officer or agent, who shall thus receive 
any of the said treasury notes in payment, shall, on payment of the same, 
receive credit both for principal and interest computed as aforesaid, which on 
the day of such last mentioned payment shall appear due on the note or notes 
thus paid in, and he shall be charged for the interest accrued on such note 
or notes from the day on which the same shall have been received by him 
in payment as aforesaid, to the day on which the same shall be paid by him 
as aforesaid. 

§ 8. That the secretary of the treasury be, and he is hereby, authorized 
and directed to cause to be reimbursed and paid, the principal and interest of 
the treasury notes which may be issued by virtue of this act, at the several 
time and times when the same, according to the provisions of this act, should 
be thus reimbursed and paid. And the said secretary is further authorized 
to make purchases of the said notes, at par, for the amount of the principal 
and interest due at the time of purchase on such notes. And so much of any 
unappropriated money in the treasury as may be necessary for that purpose, 
is hereby appropriated, for paying the principal and interest of said notes. 

§ 9. That a sum not exceeding twenty thousand dollars, to be paid out 
of any unappropriated money in the treasury, be, and the same is hereby, 
appropriated, for defraying the expense of preparing, printing, engraving, 
signing and otherwise, incident to the issuing of the treasury notes authorized 
by this act. 

§ 10. That if any person shall falsely make, forge, or counterfeit, or cause 
or procure to be falsely made, forged, or counterfeited, or willingly aid or 
assist in falsely making, forging, or counterfeiting, any note, in imitation of, 
or purporting to be, a treasury note aforesaid; or shall falsely alter, or cause 
or procure to be falsely altered, or willingly aid or assist in falsely altering 
any treasury note issued as aforesaid; or shall pass, utter, or publish, or 
attempt to pass, utter, or publish, as true, any false, forged, or counterfeited 
note, purporting to be a treasury note as aforesaid; knowing the same:to be 
falsely forged or counterfeited, or shall pass, utter, or publish, or attempt to 
pass, utter, or publish, as true, any falsely altered treasury note, issued as 
aforesaid, knowing the same to be falsely altered, every such person shall 
be deemed and adjudged guilty of felony, and being thereof convicted by due 
course of law, shall be sentenced to be imprisoned, and kept to hard labour, 
for a period not less than three years, nor more than ten years, and be fined 
in a sum not exceeding five thousand dollars. 

§ 11. That if any person shall make or engrave, or cause or procure to 
be made or engraved, or shall have in his custody or possession any metallic 
plate, engraved after the similitude of any plate from which any notes issued 
as aforesaid shall have been printed, with intent to use such plate, or to cause 
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or suffer the same to be used in forging or counterfeiting any of the notes 
issued as aforesaid; or shall have in his custody or possession any blank 
note or notes engraved and printed after the similitude of any notes issued 
as aforesaid, with intent to use such blanks, or cause or suffer the same to 
be used in forging or counterfeiting any of the notes issued as aforesaid; or 
shall have in his custody or possession any paper adapted to the making of 
notes, and similar to the paper upon which any such notes shall have been 
issued, with intent to use such paper, or cause or suffer the same to be used 
in forging or counterfeiting any of the notes issued as aforesaid ; every such 
person, being thereof convicted by due course of law, shall be sentenced to 
be imprisoned, and kept to hard labour, for a term not less than three nor 
more than ten years, and fined in a sum not exceeding five thousand dollars. 

§ 12. That the secretary of the treasury be, and he is hereby, authorized 
to make and issue, from time to time, such instructions, rules, and regula- 
tions to the several collectors, receivers of public money, depositaries, and 
all others who may be authorized to receive the said treasury notes on behalf 
of and as agents in any capacity for the United States, as to the safe keep- 
ing, disposition, return, and cancelling of the said notes so paid to and re- 
ceived by them respectively, and as to their accounts and returns to the 
department of all such receipts as may seem to him best calculated to pro- 
mote the public interests and convenience, and secure the United States and 
the holders of the said notes against fraud and losses. Provided, That 
nothing herein contained shall be so construed as to authorize the secretary 
of the treasury to reissue any of said notes, but upon the return of the said 
notes or any of them to the treasury, the same shall be cancelled.

§.1. Be it enacted, dc. That the secretary of the treasury be, and he 
hereby is, authorized to grant such further extension of credit upon all bonds 
for duties now outstanding as shall make the whole extension of credit upon 
each bond nine months from the time when the original bond became due 
and payable, making the extension in each case to depend upon the same 
conditions as to additional security, the payment of interest, and other terms,

§ 1. Be it enacted, §c. That the secretary of the treasury be, and he is 
hereby authorized to continue to withdraw the public moneys now remaining 
in any of the former deposite banks, in a manner as gradual and convenient 
to the institutions as shall be consistent with the pecuniary wants of the go- 
vernment, and the safety of the funds thus to be drawn; and that no further 
interest than that required by the deposite act of the twenty-third of June, 
one thousand eight hundred and thirty-six, under which those deposites were 
made, shall be demanded of any bank which has met, and shall hereafter 
meet, the requisitions of the department. This provision shall also extend 
to such public moneys as may remain in any of the said banks, whether 
standing to the credit of the treasurer of the United States, or of any dis- 
bursing or other public officer of the government. 

§ 2. That in case of neglect or refusal by any of the said banks to com- 
ply with the requisitions of the secretary of the treasury, as he shall make 
them, in conformity with the first section of this act, suits shall be instituted,

cuted and delivered to the secretary of the treasury a bond, with security to 
be approved by the solicitor of the treasury, to pay to the United States the 
whole moneys due from it in three instalments: the first to be paid on the 
first day of July next, the second on the first day of January, eighteen hun- 
dred and thirty-nine, and the remaining instalment on the first day of July, 
eighteen hundred and thirty-nine; and the default mentioned in this act on 
which interest is to commence at the rate of six per centum per annum, shall 
be understood to be the neglect or omission of said banks, or any of them,

A PROCLAMATION. 





Whereas, by an act of congress of the United States of the twenty-fifth of 
May, one thousand eight hundred and thirty-two, entitled “An act to ex- 
empt the vessels of Portugal from the payment of duties of tonnage,” it was 
enacted as follows: “No duties upon tonnage shall be hereafter levied or 
collected of the vessels of the kingdom of Portugal: Provided always, That 
whenever the president of the United States shall be satisfied that the vessels 
of the United States are subjected, in the ports of the kingdom of Portugal, 
to payment of any duties of tonnage, he shall, by proclamation, declare the 
fact, and the duties now payable by vessels of that kingdom shall be levied 
and paid as if this act had not been passed.” 

And whereas, satisfactory evidence has been received by me, not only 
that the vessels of the United States are subjected in the ports of the said 
kingdom of Portugal to payment of duties of tonnage, but that a discrimina- 
tion exists in respect to those duties against the vessels of the United States: 

Now, therefore, I, Marrrx Van Buren; president of the United States of 
America, do hereby declare that fact, and proclaim that the duties payable 
by vessels of the said kingdom of Portugal on the twenty-fifty day of May, 
one thousand eight hundred and thirty-two, shall henceforth be levied and 
paid as if the said act of the twenty-fifth of May, eightcen hundred and 
thirty-two, had not been passed.

in which the same were imported, designating in such statement the number 
of packages, the rate and amount of duty upon each, and the name of the 
person or persons entitled to receive or have remitted to him or them the 
duties paid, or secured to be paid, upon each package, and the fact whether 
such duty has been paid or remains unpaid and secured in the ordinary man- 
ner, and shall ascertain and report whether any and what part of the mer- 
chandise so destroyed was insured or sold, what proportion of the insurance 
has been paid, or is secured to be paid in consequence of its destruction by 
the conflagration aforesaid, and shall deduct from the certificate to be granted 
under the provisions of this act, the amount paid on such insurance and the 
amount of duties paid on the goods sold. And the said commissioners shall 
cause three fair copies of such statement to be made and certified by them- 
selves to be the true and correct results of their investigations, one of which 
copies they shall file with the collector of the customs for the port of New 
York, another with the naval officer of the said port, and the third, together 
with the testimony taken before the said commission, they shall transmit to 
the secretary of the treasury, to be by him kept on file in his department. 

§ 4. That it shall be the duty of the secretary of the treasury, with as 
little delay as practicable, to examine the testimony taken before the said 
commission, from time to time, as the same shall be returned to him, to 
compare the same with the said statement and adjudications of the said com- 
missioners, and to signify to them his approval or disapproval of their de- 
termination as to each claim; and as soon as the determination of the secre-

§ 1. Be it enacted, &c. That it shall be the duty of all owners of steam- 
boats, or vessels, propelled in whole or in part by steam, on or before the 
first day of October, one thousand eight hundred and thirty-eight, to make a 
new enrolment of the same, under the existing laws of the United States, and 
take out from the collector or surveyor of the port, as the case may be, where 
such vessel is enrolled, a new license, under such conditions as aré now im- 
posed by law, and as shall be imposed by this act. 

§ 2. That it shall not be lawful for the owner, master, or captain of any 
steamboat, or vessel, propelled in whole or in part by steam, to transport 
any goods, wares, and merchandise, or passengers, in or upon the bays, 
lakes, rivers, or other navigable waters of the United States, from and after 
the said first day of October, one thousand eight hundred and thirty-eight ; 
without having first obtained, from the proper officer, a license under the ex- 
isting Jaws, and without having complied with the conditions imposed by 
this act ; and for each and every violation of this section, the owner or own- 
ers of said vessel, shall forfeit and pay to the United States the sum of five 
hundred dollars, one-half for the use of the informer; and for which sum or 
sums, the steamboat or vessel so engaged, shall be liable, and may be seized 
and proceeded against summarily, by way of libel, in any district court of 
the United States having jurisdiction of the offence. 

§ 3. That it shall be the duty of the district judge of the United States, 
within whose district any ports of entry or delivery may be, on the navigable 
waters, bays, lakes, and rivers of the United States, upon the application of 
the master or owner of any steamboat or vessel, propelled in whole or in 
part by steam, to appoint, from time to time, one or more persons, skilled 
and competent to make inspections of such boats and vessels, and of the 
boilers and machinery employed in the same, who shall not be interested in 
the manufacture of steam engines, steamboat boilers, or other machinery 
belonging to steam vessels, whose duty it shall be to make such inspection 
when called upon for that purpose, and to give to the owner or master of such 
boat or vessel duplicate certificates of such inspection ; such persons, before 
entering upon the duties enjoined by this act, shall make and subscribe an 
oath or affirmation before said district judge, or other officer duly authorized 
to administer oaths, well, faithfully, and impartially to execute and perform 
the services herein required of them. 

§ 4. That the person or persons who shall be called upon to inspect the 
hull of any steamboat or vessel, under the provisions of this act, shall; after 
a thorough examination of the same, give to the owner or master, as the 
case may be, a certificate, in which shall be stated the age of the said boat 
or vessel, when and where originally built, and the length of time the same 
has been running. ' And he or they shall also state whether, in his or their 
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opinion, the said. boat or vessel is sound, and in all respects seaworthy, and 
fit to be used for the transportation of freight or passengers; for which ser- 
vice, so performed upon each and every boat or vessel, the inspectors shall 
each be paid and allowed by said master or owner applying for such inspec. 
tion, the sum of five dollars. 

§ 5. That the person or persons who shall be called upon to inspect the 
boilers and machinery of any steamboat or vessel, under the provisions of 
this act, shall, after a thorough examination of the same, make a certificate, 
in which he or they shall state his or their.opinion, whether said boilers are 
sound and fit for use, together with the age of the boilers; and duplicates 
thereof shall be delivered to the owner or master of such vessel, one of which 
it shall be the duty of the said master and owner to deliver to the collector or 
surveyor of the port whenever he shall apply for a license, or for a renewal 
of a license ; the other he shall cause to be posted up, and kept in some con- 
spicuous part of said boat, for the information of the public ; and for each 
and every inspection so made, each of the said inspectors shall be paid by 
the said master or owner applying, the sum of five dollars. 

§ 6. That it shall be the duty of the owners and masters of steamboats, to 
Cause the inspection provided under the fourth section of this act, to be made 
at least once in every twelve months; and the examination required by the 
fifth section, at least once in every six months; and deliver to the collector 
or surveyor of the port where his boat or yessel has been enrolled or licensed, 
the certificate of such inspection ; and, on a failure thereof, he or they shall 
forfeit the license granted to such boat or vessel, and be subject to the same 
penalty as though he had run said boat or vessel without having obtained 
such license, to be recovered in like manner. And it shall be the duty of the 
owners and masters of the steamboats licensed in pursuance of the provisions 
of this act, to employ on board of their respective boats a competent number 
of experienced and skilful engineers; aud, in case of neglect to do so, the 
said owners and masters shall be held responsible for all damages to the pro- 
perty or any passenger on board of any boat, occasioned by an explosion of 
the boiler, or any derangement of the engine or machinery of any boat. 

§ 7. That whenever the master of any boat or vessel, or the person or 
persons charged with navigating said boat or vessel, which is propelled in 
whole or in part by steam, shall stop the motion or headway of said boat or 
vessel; or when the said boat or vessel shall be stopped for the purpose of 
discharging or taking in cargo, fuel, or passengers, he or they shall open the 
safety-valve, so as to keep the steam down in said boiler as near as practi- 
cable to what it is when the said boat or vessel is under headway, under the 
penalty of two hundred dollars for each and every offence. 

§ 8. That it shall be the duty of the owner and master of every steam- 
vessel engaged in the transportation of freight or passengers, at sea or on 
the Lakes Champlain, Ontario, Erie, Huron, Superior, and Michigan, the ton- 
nage of which vessel. shall not exceed two hundred tons, to provide and to 
carry with the said boat or vessel, upon each and every voyage, two long- 
boats, or yawls, each of which shall be competent to carry at least twenty 
persons ; and where the tonnage of said vessel shall exceed two hundred tons, 
it shall be the duty of the owner and master to provide and carry, as afore- 
said, not less than three long-boats or yawls, of the same or larger dimen 
sions; and for every failure in these particulars, the said master and owner 
shall forfeit and pay three hundred dollars. 

§ 9. That it shail be the duty of the master and owner of every steam- 
vessel employed on either of the lakes mentioned in the last section, or on the 
sea, to provide, as a part of the necessary furniture, a suction-hose and fire: 
engine and hose, suitable to be worked-on said boat in case of fire, and carry 
the same upon each and every-voyage, in good order ; and that iron rods or 
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chains shall be employed and used in the navigation of all steamboats, in- 
stead of wheels or tiller ropes ; and for a failure to do which, they, and each 
of them, shall forfeit and pay the sum of three hundred dollars. 

§ 10. That it shall be duty of the master and owner of every steamboat, 
running between sunset and sunrise, to carry one or more’signal lights, that 
may be seen by other boats navigating the same waters, under the penalty of 
two hundred dollars. 

§ 11. That the penalties imposed by this act may be sued for and reco. 
vered in the name of the United States, in the district or circuit court of such 
district or circuit where the offence shall have been committed; or forfeiture 
incurred, or in which the owner or master of said vessel may reside, one- 
half to the use of the informer, and the other to the use of the United States; 
or the said penalty may be prosecuted for by indictment in either of the said 
courts. 

§ 12. That every captain, engineer, pilot, or other person employed on 
board of any steamboat or vessel, propelled in whole or in part by steam, by 
whose misconduct, negligence, or inattention to his or their respective duties, 
the life or lives of any person or persons on board said yessel may be des- 
troyed, shall be deemed guilty of manslaughter, and, upon conviction thereof 
before any circuit court in the United States, shall be sentenced to confine:

§ 13. That in all suits and actions against proprietors of steamboats, for 
injuries arising to persons or property from the bursting of the boiler of any 
steamboat, or the collapse of a flue, or other injurious escape of steam, the 
fact of such bursting, collapse, or injurious escape of steam, shall be taken as 
full prima facie evidence, sufficient to charge the defendant, or those in his 
employment, with negligence, until he shall, show that no negligence has 
been committed by him or those in his employ.

That the proviso to the second section of “An 
act to authorize the proper officers of the treasury department to credit the 
account of the treasurer of the United States with the amount of unavailable 
funds standing to his debit on the books of the treasury, to transfer the 
amount to the debit of banks and individuals indebted for the same, and to 
authorize the secretary of the treasury to compromise and settle said claims,” 
approved third of March, eighteen hundred and thirty-seven, which prohibits 
the secretary of the treasury from compromising the claims of the United 
States against the Alleghany bank of Pennsylvania, be, and the same is 
hereby repealed ; and that the secretary of the treasury is hereby authorized 
to compromise and settle the claim of the United States against said bank.

legally chargeable and collectable in any case where money is so paid; but 
whenever it shall be shown to the satisfaction of the secretary of the treasury, 
that in any case of unascertained duties or duties paid under protest more 
money has been paid to the collector or person acting as such than the law 
requires should have been paid, it shall be his duty to draw his warrant upon 
the treasurer in favour of the person or persons entitled to the over-payment, 
directing the said treasurer to refund the same out of any money in the trea- 
sury not otherwise appropriated. : 

§ 3. That no officer in any branch of the public service, or any other 
person whose salaries, or whose pay or emoluments is or are fixed by law 
and regulations, shall receive any extra allowance or compensation in any 
form whatever for the disbursement of public money, or the performance of 
any other service, unless the said extra allowance or compensation be au- 
thorized by law; nor shall any executive officer, other than the heads of 
departments, apply more than thirty dollars, annually, out of the contingent 
fund under his control, to pay for newspapers, pamphlets, periodicals, or 
other books or prints not necessary for the business of his office. 
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CHAPTER CCCXXXIV.

A resolution authorizing certain certificates of deposites to be can 
celled and reissued. 


Certificates of deposite for purchase treasury and cancelled, and assignee 
of lands, when assigned for valuable receive new certificate, receivable 
consideration, may be received at in payment for public lands, 


Whereas sundry persons have deposited sums of money in the treasury of 
the United States, under the provisions of the second ‘section of the act 
making further provision for the sale of the public lands, approved twenty- 
fourth of April, eighteen hundred and twenty, and received certificates 
therefor, and, supposing the same to be assignable, have assigned the same, 
for a valuable consideration, to other persons; and whereas the said section 
is so construed by the treasury department, that such receipts or certificates 
are not available to the assignees ; be it therefore, 

Resolved, §c. That the treasurer of the United States be, and he is here: 
by, authorized and required, on the presentation of any such certificate by an 
assignee or bona fide holder thereof, to allow said assignee or holder to sur- 
render the same to be cancelled, and to issue a new certificate in the name 
of said assignee or holder, in lieu of the one so surrendered ; which new cer 
tificate shall be received in payment for public lands, in the same manneras 
the original would have been had it not been transferred by the person who 
made the deposite; but the certificates to be issued under this resolution shall 
not be assignable.

§ 1. Be it enacted, Sc. That the regulations and provisions contained in 
the act passed the twelfth day of October, in the year one thousand eight 
hundred and thirty-seven, entitled “An act to authorize the issuing of trea 
sury notes,” and in the subsequent acts in addition thereto, be, and the same 
are hereby, renewed, and made in full force, excepting the limitations con 
cerning the times within which such notes may be issued, and restricting the 
amount thereof as hereafier provided. : 

§ 2. That under the regulations and provisions contained in said acts 
treasury notes may be issued in lieu of others hereafter or heretofore Te 
deemed, but not to exceed in the amount of notes outstanding at any one 
time, the aggregate of five millions of dollars, and to be redeemed sooner 
than one year, if the means of the treasury will permit, by giving notice 
sixty days of those notes, which the department is ready to redeem, no in- 
terest to be allowed thereon after the expiration of said sixty days. 

§ 3. That this act shall continue in force for one year and no longer.

That all vessels which have cleared, or hereafter 
may clear, with registers for the purpose of engaging in the whale fishery, 
shall be deemed to haye lawful and sufficient papers for such voyages, 
securing the privileges and rights of registered vessels, and the privileges and 
exemptions of vessels enrolled and licensed for the fisheries; and all vessels 
which have been enrolled and licensed for like voyages, shall have the same 
privileges and measure of protection as if they had sailed with registers if 
such voyages are completed or until they are completed. 

§ 2. That all the provisions of the first section of the act entitled ** An act 
supplementary to the act concerning consuls and vice-consuls, and for the 
further protection of American seamen,” passed on the twenty-eighth day of 
February, anno domini eighteen hundred and three, shall hereafter apply 
and be in full force as to vessels engaged in the whale fishery in the same 
manner and to the same extent as the same is now in force and applies to 
vessels bound on a foreign voyage. 

§ 3. That all forfeitures, fees, duties and charges of every description re- 
quired of the crews ef such vessels, or assessed upon the vessels or cargoes, 
being the produce of such fishery, because of a supposed insufficiency of a 
register to exempt them from such claims, are hereby remitted; and all 
bonds given for such cause are hereby cancelled, and the secretary of the 
treasury is hereby required *to refund all such moneys as have been, or 
which may be, paid into the treasury, to the rightful claimants, out of the 
revenues in his hands.

§ 1. Be it enacted, &e. That the act, entitled “An act for the relief of 
certain insolvent debtors of the United States,” passed on the second day of 
March, one thousand eight hundred and thirty-one, and an act in addition 
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thereto, passed on the fourteenth day of July, one thousand eight hundred 
and thirty-two, and an act to revise and amend the said acts, passed on the 
seventlr day of June, one thousand eight hundred and thirty-four, be, and the 
same are hereby, revived, extended and continued in force for three years 
from and after the passage of this act, and until the cases then pending shall 
be determined for the purpose of finally disposing of such cases, but for no 
other, purpose. 

§ 2. That the provisions of the said several acts shall apply to cases of 
insolvency, which shall have occurred on or before the passage of this act, 
or shall occur during the said three years. 

§ 3. That the secretary of the treasury shall be authorized to cause satis- 
faction to be entered of record upon all judgments against any debtor or 
debtors who may have heretofore been released under the provision of any 
of the acts which are extended, continued and revived by this act, or who 
may hereafter be released by the said acts: Provided, The district judge 
in the district in which such judgments are on_ record, shall certify that it 
has not been made to appear to the satisfaction of the said district judge, by 
evidence submitted to him by the district attorney of the United States, 
the debtor is possessed of or entitled to any property which was not dis- 
closed and set forth to the commissioners of insolvency at the time of the 
examination of such debtor, under his, her, or their petition, to be released 
from his, her, or their indebtedness to the United States. Every application 
for such certificate shall be made to a judge at chambers, and ten days’ pre- 
vious notice shall be given to the district attorney for the district wherein the 
said application is made, together with copies of all the papers on which 
such application shall be made. And so much of the said recited acts, or 
either of them, as is inconsistent herewith, or is hereby altered or supplied, 
be, and the same hereby is, repealed.

§ 4. That there shall be erected, prepared, and provided, at the expense 
of the United States, at the city of Charleston, in the state of South Carolina, 
and at the city of St. Louis, in the state of Missouri, offices, with suitable 
and convenient rooms for the use of the receivers-general of public money 
hereinafter directed to be appointed at the places above named; and sufficient 
and secure fireproof vaults and safes for the keeping of the public money 
collected and deposited at those points respectively ; and the said receiyers- 
general, from time to time, appointed at those places, shall have the custody 
and care of the said offices, vaults, and safes, so to be erected, prepared, and 
provided, and of all the public moneys deposited within the same ; and shall 
perform all the duties required to be performed by them, in reference to the 
receipt, safekeeping, transfer, and disbursement of all such moneys, accord- 
ing to the provisions hereinafter contained. 

§ 5. That the president shall nominate, and by and with the advice and 
consent of the senate, appoint four officers, to be denominated “ receivers. 
general of public money,” which said officers shall hold their respective 
offices for the term of four years, unless sooner removed therefrom; one of 
which shall be located at the city of New York, in the state of New York; 
one other of which shall be located at the city of Boston, in the state of Mas- 
sachusetts ; one other of which shall be located at the city of Charleston, in 
the state of South Carolina ; and the remaining one of which shall be located 
at the city of St. Louis, in the state of Missouri; and all of which said of 
ficers shall give bonds to the United States, with sureties according to the 
provisions hereinafter contained, for the faithful discharge of the duties of 
their respective offices. 

§ 6. That the treasurer of the United States, the treasurer of the mint of 
the United States, the treasurers, and those acting as such, of the various 
branch mints, all collectors of the customs, all surveyors of the customs 
acting also as collectors, all receivers-general of public moneys, all receivers 
of public moneys at the several land offices, and all postmasters, except as 
is hereinafter particularly provided, be, and they are hereby, required to keep 
safely, without loaning or using, all the public money collected by them, oF 
otherwise at any time placed in their possession and custody, till the same 
is ordered by the proper department or officer of the government to be trans 
ferred or paid out; and when such orders for transfer or payment are re 
ceived, faithfully and promptly to make the same as directed, and to do and 
perform all other duties as fiscal agents of the government, which may be 
imposed by this or any other acts of congress, or by any regulation of the 
treasury department, made in conformity to law; and also to do and perform 
all acts and duties required by law, or by direction of any of the executive 
departments of the government, as agents for paying pensions, or for making 
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any other disbursements which either of the heads of those departments may 
be required by law to make, and which are of a character to be made by 
the depositaries hereby constituted, consistently with the other official duties 
imposed upon them. 

§ 7. That the treasurer of the United States, the treasurer of the mint of 
the United States, the treasurer of the branch mint at New Orleans, and the 
receivers-general of public money hereinbefore directed to be appointed, shall, 
respectively, give bonds to the United States, in such form, and for such 
amounts, as shall be directed by the secretary of the treasury, by and with 
the advice and consent of the president, with sureties to the satisfaction of 
the solicitor of the treasury ; and shall, from time to time, renew, strengthen, 
and increase their official bonds, as the secretary of the treasury, with the 
consent of the president, may direct; any law in reference to any of the 
Official bonds of any of the said officers to the contrary notwithstanding. 

§ 8. That it shall be the duty of the secretary of the treasury, at.as early 
a day as possible after the passage of this act, to require from the several 
depositaries hereby constituted, and whose official bonds are not hereinbefore 
provided for to execute bonds new and suitable in their terms to meet the 
new and increased duties imposed upon them respectively by this act, and 
with sureties, and in sums such as shall seem reasonable and safe to the 
solicitor of the treasury, and from to time, to require such bonds to be re- 
newed and increased in amount and strengthened by new sureties, to meet 
any increasing responsibility which may grow out of accumulations of money 
in the hands of the depositary, or out of any other duty or responsibility aris- 
ing under this or any other law of congress. 

§ 9. That all collectors and receivers of public money, of every character 
and description, within the District of Columbia, shall, as frequently as they 
may be directed by the secretary of the treasury, or the postmaster general, 
so to do, pay over to the treasurer of the United States, at the treasury 
thereof, all public moneys collected by them, or in their hands; that all such 
collectors and receivers of public moneys within the cities of Philadelphia 
and New Orleans, shall, upon the same direction, pay over to the treasurers 
of the mints in their respective cities, at the said mints, all public moneys 
collected by them, or in their hands; and that all such collectors and re- 
ceivers of public moneys within the cities of New York, Boston, Charleston, 
and St. Lotis, shall, upon the same direction, pay over to the receivers-ge- 
neral of public money in their respective cities, at their offices: respectively, 
all the public moneys collected by them, or in their hands, to be safely kept 
by the said respective depositaries, until otherwise disposed of according to 
law; and it shall be the duty of the said secretary and postmaster general to 
direct such payments, by the said collectors and receivers, at, all the said 
places, at least as often as once in each week, and as much more frequently, 
in all cases, as they, in their discretion, may think proper. 

§ 10. That it shall be lawful for the secretary of the treasury, to transfer 
the moneys in the hands of any depositary hereby constituted, to the trea- 
sury of the United States; to the mint at Philadelphia; to the branch mint 
at New Orleans ; or to the offices of either of the receivers-general of public 
moneys, by this act directed to be appointed ;. to be there safely kept, accord- 
ing to the provisions of this act ; and also to transfer moneys in the hands 
of any one depositary constituted by this act to any other depositary consti- 
tuted by the same, at his discretion, and as the safety of the public moneys, 
and the convenience of the public service shall seem to him to require; which 
authority to transfer the moneys belonging to the post office department is 
also hereby conferred upon the postmaster general, so far as its exercise by 
him may be consistent with the provisions of existing laws; and eyery de- 
pository constituted by this act shall keep his account of the money paid to, 
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or deposited with, him, belonging to the post office department, separate and 
distinct from the account kept by him of other public moneys so paid or de- 

ited. And for the purpose of payments on the public account, it shall be 
Tavwful for the treasurer of the United States to draw upon any of the said de. 
positaries, as he may think most conducive to the public interests, or to the 
convenience of the public creditors, or both. 

§ 11. That the moneys in the hands, care, and custody, of any of the 
depositaries constituted by this act, shall be considered and held as deposited 
to the credit of the treasurer of the United States, and shall be, at all times 
subject to his draft, whether made for transfer or disbursement, in the same 
manner as though the said moneys were actually in the treasury of the 
United States; and each depositary shall make returns to the treasury and 
post office department of all moneys received and paid by him, at such times, 
and in such form, as shall be directed by the secretary of the treasury or the 
postmaster general. 

§ 12. That the secretary of the treasury shall be, and he is hereby, au- 
thorized to cause examinations to be made of the books, accounts, and money 
on hand of the several depositaries constituted by this act ; and for that pur- 
pose to appoint special agents, as occasion may require, with such compen 
sation as he may think reasonable, to be fixed and declared at the time of 
each appointment. The agents selected to make these examinations shall 
be instructed to examine as well the books, accounts, and returns of the offi- 
cer, as the money on hand, and the manner of its being kept, to the end that 
uniformity and accuracy in the accounts, as well as safety to the public mo 
neys may be secured thereby. 

§ 13. That in addition to the examinations provided for in the last preced- 
ing section, and as a further guard over the public moneys, it shall be the 
duty of each naval officer and surveyor, as a check upon the receiver-gene- 
ral of public moneys, or collector of the customs, of their respective districts; 
of each register of a land office, as a check upon the receiver of his land of- 
fice; and of the director and superintendent of each mint and branch mint, 
when separate offices, as a check upon the treasurers, respectively, of the 
said mints, or the persons acting as such, at the close of each quarter of the 
year, and as much more frequently as they shall be directed by the secretary 
of the treasury to do so, to examine the books, accounts, returns, and money 
on hand, of the receivers-general of public money, collectors, receivers of 
land offices, treasurers, and persons acting as such, and to make a full, ac 
curate, and faithful return to the treasury department of their condition. 

§ 14. That the said officers respectively, whose duty it is made by this 
act to receive, keep, and disburse the public moneys, as the fiscal agent of 
the government, may be allowed any necessary additional expenses for 
clerks, fire-proof chests, or vaults, or other necessary expenses of safe keep- 
ing, transferring, and disbursing said moneys: all such expenses, of every 
character, to be first expressly authorized by the secretary of the treasury; 
whose directions upon all the above subjects, by way of regulation and other 
wise, so far as authorized by law, are to be strictly followed by all the said 
officers: Provided, That the whole number of clerks to be appointed by vit- 
tue of this section of this act, shall not exceed ten, and that the aggregalé 
eompensation of the whole number shall not exceed eight thousand dollars, 
nor shali the compensation of any one clerk, so appointed, exceed eight hu 
dred dollars per annum. 1 

§ 15. That the secretary of the treasury shall, with as much promptitude 
as the convenience of the public business, and the safety of the public funds 
will permit, withdraw the balances remaining with the present depositaries 
of the public moneys, and confine the safe keeping, transfer and disbursement 
of those moneys to the depositaries established by this act. 
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§ 16. That all marshals, district attorneys, and others, having public mo- 
ney to pay to the United States, and all patentees, wishing to make payment 
for patents to be issued, may pay all such moneys to the treasurer of the 
United States, at the treasury, to the treasurer of either of the mints in Phi- 
ladelphia or New Orleans, to either of the receivers-general of public money, 
or to such other depositary constituted by this act, as shall be designated by 
the secretary of the treasury, in other parts of the United States, to receive 
such payments, and give receipts or certificates of deposite therefor. 

§ 17. That all officers charged by this act with the safe keeping, transfer, 
and disbursement of the public moneys, other than those connected with the 
post office department, are hereby required to keep an accurate entry of each 
sum received, and of the kind of money in which it is received, and of each 
payment or transfer, and of the kind of currency in which it is made; and 
that if any one of the said officers, or of those connected with the post office 
department, shall convert to his own use, in any way whatever, or shall use 
by way of iavestment in any kind of property or merchandise, or shall loan, 
with or without interest, any portion of the public moneys intrusted to him 
for safe keeping, disbursement, transfer, or for any other purpose, every such 
act shall be deemed and adjudged to be an embezzlement of so much of the 
said moneys ag shall be thus taken, converted, invested, used, or loaned, 
which is hereby declared to be a felony, and-any officer or agent of the 
United States, and all persons advising or participating in such act, being 
convicted thereof before any court of the United States, of competent juris- 
diction, shall be sentenced to imprisonment for a term of not less than six 
months, nor more than five years, and to a fine equal to the amount of the 
money embezzled. 

§ 18. That until the rooms, offices, vaults, and safes, directed by the first 
four sections of this act to be constructed and prepared for the use of the 
treasurer of the United States, the treasurers of the mint at Philadelphia and 
New Orleans, and the receivers-general of public money at New York, Bos- 
ton, Charleston, and St. Louis, can be constructed and prepared for use, it 
shall be the duty of the secretary of the treasury to procure suitable rooms 
for offices for those officers at their respective locations, and to contract for 
such use of vaults and safes as may be required for the safe keeping of the 
public moneys in the charge and custody of those officers respectively, the 
expense to be paid by the United States. ; ) 

§ 19. That from and after the thirtieth day of June, which will be in the 
year one thousand eight hundred and forty, the resolution of congress of the 
thirtieth day of April, in the year one thousand eight hundred and sixteen, 
so far as it authorizes the receipt in payment of duties, taxes, sales of public 
lands, debts, and sums of money, accruing or becoming payable to the United 
States, to be collected and paid in the notes of specie-paying banks, shall be 
so modified as that one-fourth part of all such duties, taxes, sales of public 
lands, debts, and sums of money accruing or becoming due to the United 
States, shall be collected in the legal currency of the United States ; and from 
and afier the thirtieth day of June, which will be in the year one thousand 
eight hundred and forty-one, one other fourth part of all such duties, taxes, 
sales of public lands, debts, and sums of money, shall be so collected; and 
that from and after the thirtieth day of June, which will be in the year one 
thousand eight hundred and forty-two, one other fourth part of all such du- 
ties, taxes, sales of public lands, debts and sums of money, shall be so collect- 
ed; and that from and after the thirtieth day of June, which will be in the 
year one thousand eight hundred and forty-three, the remaining fourth part 
of the said duties, taxes, sales of public lands, debts, and sums of money, 
shall be also collected in the legal currency of the United States; and from 
and after the last mentioned day, all sums accruing, or becoming payable to 
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the United States, for duties, taxes, sales of public lands, or other debts, and 
also all sums due for postages, or otherwise, to the general post office depart. 
ment, shall be paid in gold and silver only. 

§ 20. That from and after the thirtieth day of June, which will be in the 
year one thousand eight hundred and forty-three, every officer or agent en. 
gaged in making disbursements on account of the United States, or of the 
general post office, shall make all payments in gold and silver coin only; 
and any receiving or disbursing officer, or agent, who shall neglect, evade, or 
violate the provisions of this and the last preceding section of this act, shall, 
by the secretary of the treasury, be immediately reported to the president of 
the United States, with the facts of such neglect, evasion, or violation, and 
also to congress, if in session, and, if not in session, at the commencement 
of its session next after the violation takes place. 

§ 21. That no exchange of funds shall be made by any disbursing officers, 
or agents, of the government, of any grade or denomination whatsoever, or 
connected with any branch of the public service, other than an exchange for 
gold and silver; and every such disbursing officer, when the means for his 
disbursements ‘are furnished to him in currency legally receivable under the 
provisions of this act, shall make his payments in the currency so furnished, 
or when those means are furnished to him in drafts, shall cause those drafts 
to be presented at their place of payment, and properly paid according to the 
law, and shall make his payments in the currency so received for the drafis 
furnished, unless, in either case, he can exchange the means in his hands 
for gold and silver, at par, and so as to facilitate his payments, or otherwise 
accommodate the public service and promote the circulation of a metallic cur 
rency: And it shall be, and is hereby made, the duty of the head of the pro- 
per department immediately to suspend from duty any disbursing officer who 
shall violate the provisions of this section, and forthwith to report the name 
of the officer, or agent, to the president, with the fact of the violation, and 
all the circumstances accompanying the same, and within the knowledge of 
the said secretary, to the end that such officer, or agent, may be promptly 
removed from office, or restored to his trust and the performance of his die 
ties, as to the president may seem just and proper. 

§ 22. That it shall not be lawful for the secretary of the treasury to make 
or continue in force, any general order, which shall create any difference 
between the different branches of revenue, as to the funds or medium of pay- 
ment, in which debts or dues accruing to the United States may be paid. 

§ 23. That it shall be the duty of the secretary of the treasury to issue 
and publish regulations to enforce the speedy presentation of all government 
drafts for payment at the place where payable, and to prescribe the time, ac- 
cording to the different distances of the depositaries from the seat of gover 
ment, within which all drafts upon them, respectively, shall be presented for 
payment ; and, in default of such presentation, to direct any other mode and 
place of payment which he may deem proper; but in all those regulations 
and directions, it shall be the duty of the secretary of the treasury to guard, 
as far as may be, against those drafts being used or thrown into circulation, 
as @ paper currency, or medium of exchange. 

§ 24. That the receivers-general of public moneys, directed by this act to 
be appointed, shall receive, respectively, the following salaries, per annum, 
to be paid quarter-yearly, at the treasury of the United States, to wit: the 
receiver-general of public money at New York shall be paid a salary of four 
thousand dollars per annum ; the receiver-general of public money at Boston 
shall be paid a salary of two thousand five hundred dollars per annum ; the 
receiver-general of public money at Charleston shall be paid a salary of two 
thousand five hundred dollars per annum; and the receiver-general of public 
money at St. Louis shall be paid a salary of two thousand five hundred dol- 
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lars per annum ; the treasurer of the mint at Philadelphia shall, in addition 
to his present salary,’ receive five hundred dollars, annually, for the per- 
formance of the duties imposed by this act ; the treasurer of the branch-mint 
at New Orleans shall also receive one thousand dollars, annually, for the 
additional duties created by this act; and these salaries, respectively, shall be 
in full for the services of the respective officers, nor shall either of them be 
permitted to charge, or receive, any commission, pay, or perquisite, for any 
official service, of any character or description whatsoever ; and the making 
of any such charge, or the receipt of any such compensation, is hereby de- 
clared to be a misdemeanor, for which the officer convicted thereof, before 
any court of the United States, of competent jurisdiction, shall be subject to 
punishment by fine, or imprisonment, or both, at the discretion of the court 
before which the offence shall be tried. 

§ 25. That the treasurer of the United States be, and he is hereby, autho- 
rized to receive, at the treasury, and at such other points as he may’ desig- 
nate, payments in advance for public lands, the payments so made, in all 
cases, to be evidenced by the receipt of the said treasurer of tlie United States; 
which receipts so given shall be receivable for public lands, at any public or 
private sale of lands, in the same manner as the currency authorized by law 
to be received in payment for the public lands: | Provided, however; That the 
receipts given by the treasurer of the United States, pursuant to the authority 
conferred in this section, shall not be negotiable or transferable, by delivery, 
or assignment, or any other manner whatsoever, but shall, in all cases, be 
presented in payment for lands by or for the person to whom the receipt was 
given, as shown upon its face. 

§ 26. That for the purchase of sites, and for the construction of the ‘offices 
of the receivers-general of public money, by this act directed to be erected at 
Charleston, South Carolina, and at St. Louis, Missouri, there shall be, and 
hereby is, appropriated, to be paid out of any money in the treasury not 
otherwise appropriated, the sum of ten thousand dollars, to’ be expended 
under the direction of the secretary of the treasury, who is hereby required 
to adopt plans for the said offices, and the vaults and safes connected there- 
with, and to cause the same to be constructed and prepared for use with as 
little delay as shall be consistent with the public interests, and the convenient 
location and security of the buildings to be erected: Provided, however, 
That if the secretary of the treasury shall find upon inquiry and examina- 
tion, that suitable rooms for the use of the receiver-general at Charleston can 
be obtained in the custom-house now owned by the United States at that 
place, and that secure vaults and safes can be constructed in that building 
for the safekeeping of the public money, then he shall cause such rooms to 
be prepared and fitted up, and such vaults and safes to be constructed in the 
custom-house at Charleston, and no independent office shall be there erected. 

§ 27. That, for the payment of the expenses authorized by this act, other 
than those herein before provided for, a sufficient sum of money be, and the 
same is hereby, appropriated, to be paid out of any money in the treasury 
not otherwise appropriated. 2 i : ¢ 

§ 28. That all acts or parts-of acts which come in conflict with the pro- 
visions of this act be, and the same are hereby, repealed.

§ 1. Be it enacted, §c. As follows: ‘ 

1st. The duplicate list of the crew of any vessel bound on a foreiga 
voyage, made out pursuant to the act of February twenty-eighth, eighteen 
hundred and three, shall be a fair copy in one uniform handwriting, without 
erasure or interlineation. ; 

2d. It shall be the duty of the owners of every such vessel to obtain from 
the collector of the customs of the district from which the clearance is mate, 
a true and certified copy of the shipping articles, containing the names of the 
crew, which shall be written in a uniform hand, without erasures or inter 
lineations. as 

3d. These documents, which shall be deemed to contain all the conditions 
of contract with the crew as to their service, pay, voyage, and all other 
things, shall be produced by the master, and laid before any consul, or other 
commercial agent of the United States, whenever he may deem their contenls 
necessary to enable him to discharge the duties imposed upon him by law 
toward any mariner applying to him for his aid or assistance. 
_ 4th. All interlineations, erasures, or writing in a hand different from that 
in which such duplicates were originally made, shall be deemed fraudulent 
alterations, working no change in such papers, unless satisfactorily explained 
in @ manner consistent with innocent purposes and the provisions of law 
which guard the rights of mariners. 
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5th. Any consul of the United States, and in: ease there is none)resident 
at a foreign port, or he is unable to discharge hisiduties, then any commer- 
cial agent of the United States authorized to perform such duties; may} upon 
the application of both the master and any mariner of the vessel under his 
command, discharge such mariner, if he thinks it expedient, without requiring 
the payment of three months’ wages, under the provisions of the act,of the 
twenty-eighth of February, eighteen. hundred and. three, or any other sum 
of money. 
6th. Any consul, or other commercial agent, may also, on such joint ap- 
plication, discharge any mariner on such terms as will, in his judgment, save 
the United States from the liability to support such mariner, if the master 
gives his voluntary assent to such terms, and conforms thereto. 
7th. When a mariner is so discharged, the officer discharging him shall 
make an official entry thereof upon the list of the crew and the shipping 
articles. 
8th. Whenever any master shall ship a mariner in a foreign port, he shall 
forthwith take the list of his crew and the duplicate of the shipping articles 
to the consul, or person. who discharges the duties of the office at that port, 
who shall make the proper entries thereon, setting forth the contract, and 
describing the person of the mariner; and thereupon the bond originally given 
for the return of the men shall embrace each’ person so shipped. 
9th. When any mariner shall complain that the voyage is continued_con- 
trary to his agreement, or that he has fulfilled his contract, the consul, or 
other commercial agent performing like duties, may examine into the same 
by an inspection of the articles of agreement ; and if on the face of them he 
finds the complaint to be well founded, he shall discharge the mariner, if he 
desires it, and require of the master an advance, beyond the lawful claims of 
such mariner, of three months’ wages, as provided in the act of February 
twenty-eighth, eighteen’ hundred and three; and in case the lawful claims of 
such mariner are not paid upon his discharge, the arrears shall from that 
time bear an interest of twenty per centum: Provided, however, If the con- 
sul or other commercial agent, shall be satisfied the contract has expired, or 
the voyage been protracted by circumstances beyond the control of the mas- 
ter, and without any design on his part to violate the articles of shipment, 
then he may, if he deems it just, discharge the mariner with exacting the 
three months’ additional pay. 
10h. All'shipments of seamen, made contrary to the provisions of this 
and other acts of ‘congress, shall be void; and any seamen so shipped may 
leave the service at anytime, and demand the highest rate of wages paid to 
any seaman shipped for the voyage, or fhe sum agreed to be given him at 
his shipment. : 
11th. It shall be the duty of consuls and commercial agents to reclaim 
deserters and discountenance insubordination by every means within their 
power; and where the local authorities can be usefully employed for that 
purpose, to lend their aid and use their exertions to that end in the most eflec- 
tual manner. oft 
12th. If the first officer, or any officer, and a majority of the crew of any 
vessel shall make complaint in writing that she is in an unsuitable condition 
to go to sea, because she is leaky, or insufficiently supplied with sails, rig- 
ging, anchors, or any other equipment, or that the crew is insufficient to 
man her, or that her provisions, stores, and supplies are not, or have not 
been, during the voyage, sufficient and wholesome, thereupon, in any of 
these or like cases, the consul-or commercial agent who may discharge any. 
duties of a consul, shall appoint two disinterested, competent practical men, 
acquainted with maritime affairs, to examine into the causes of complaint, 
who shall in their report state what defects and deficiencies, if any, they find 
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to be well founded, as well as what, ia their judgment, ought to be done to 
put the vessel in order for the continuance of her voyage. 

13th. The inspectors so appointed: shall have full power to examine the 
vessel and whatever is aboard of her, as far as is pertinent to their inquiry, 
and also to hear and receive any other proofs which the ends of justice may 
require, ‘and if, upon a view of the whole proceedings, the consul, or other 
commercial agent: shall be satisfied therewith, he may approve the whole or 
any part of the report, and shall certify such approval, and if he dissents, 
shall also certify his reasons for so dissenting. 

14th. The inspectors in their report shall also. state whether, in. their 
opinion, the vessel:was sent to sea unsuitably provided ‘in any important or 
essential particular, by neglect or design, or through mistake or accident, and 
in-case it was by neglect or design, and the consul or other commercial 
agent approves of such finding, he shall discharge such of the crew as‘ require 
it, each of whom shal! be entitled to three months’ pay in addition to his 
wages to the time of discharge; but, if in the opinion of the: inspectors the 
defects or deficiencies found to exist have been the result of mistake or acci- 
dent, and could not; in the exercise of ordinary care, have been known and 
provided against before the sailing of the vessel, and the master shall, in a 
reasonable time, remove or remedy the causes of complaint, then the crew 
shall remain and discharge their duty; otherwise they shall, upon theit re 
quest, be discharged, and receive each one month’s wages in addition to the 
pay up to the time of discharge. 

15th. The master shail pay all such reasonable charges in the premises 
as shall be officially certified to him under the hand of the consul ot othet 
commercial agent, but in case the inspectors report that the complaint 
without any good and sufficient cause, the master may retain from the wages 
of the complainants, in proportion to the pay of each, the amount of such 
charges, with such reasonable damages for detention on that account as the 
consul or other commercial agent directing the inquiry may officially certify. 

16th. The crew of any vessel shall have the fullest liberty to lay theit 
complaints before the consul or commercial agent in any foreign port, and 
shall in no respect be restrained or hindered: therein by the master or any 
officer, unless some sufficient and valid objection exist against their landing; 
in which case, if any mariner desire to see the consul or commercial agent, 
it shall be the duty of the master to acquaint him with it forthwith 5, stating 
the reason why the mariner is not permitted to land, and that he is desired 
to come'on board; whereupon it shall be the duty of such consul or con 
mercial agent to repair on board and inquire into the causes of the complaint, 
and to proceed thereon as this act directs. 

17th. In all cases where deserters are apprehended, the consul or com 
mercial agent shall inquire into the facts; and, if satisfied that the desertion 
was caused by unusual or cruel treatment, the mariner shall be discharged; 
and receive, in addition to his wages to the: time of the discharge, three 
months’ pay; and the officer discharging him shall enter upon the crew-list 
and shipping articles the cause of discharge, and the particulars in which 
the cruelty or unusnal treatment consisted, and subscribe his name thereto 
officially. 

18¢h. If any consul or commercial agent shall neglect or omit to perform,

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19th. If any master of a vessel shall proceed/on a foreign voyage without 
the documents herein required, or refuse to. produce them when required, or 
to perform the duties imposed by this. act, or shall violate the provisions 
thereof, he shall be liable to each and every individual injured thereby, in 
damages, and shall, in addition thereto, be liable to pay a fine of one hun- 
dred dollars for each and every offence, to be recovered by any person suing 
therefor in any court of the United States in the district where such delin- 
quent may reside or be found.

situation of each and every parcel and portion thereof, verified by oath, or, 
if conscientiously scrupulous of taking an oath, by sclemn affirmation, 
apply to the proper court, as hereinafier mentioned, for the benefit of this 
act, and therein declare themselves to be unable to meet their debts and 
engagements, shall be deemed bankrupts, within the purview of this act, and 
may be so declared accordingly by a decree of such court; all persons, being 
merchants, or using the trade of merchandise, all retailers of merchandise, and 
all bankers, factors, brokers, underwriters, or marine insurers, owing debts to 
the amount of not less than two thousand dollars, shall be liable to become 
bankrupts, within the true intent and meaning of this act, and may, upon 
the petition of one or more of their creditors, to whom they owe debts 
amounting in the whole to not less than five hundred dollars, to the appro- 
priate court, be so declared accordingly, in the following cases, to wit: 
whenever such person, being a merchant, or actually using the trade of mer- 
chandise, or being a retailer of merchandise, or being a banker, factor, 
broker, underwriter, or marine insurer, shall depart from the state, district, 
or territory, of which he is an inhabitant, with intent to defraud his creditors; 
or shall conceal himself, to avoid being arrested; or shall willingly or fraudu- 
lently procure himself to be arrested, or his goods and chattels, lands; or 
tenements, to be attached, distrained, sequestered, or taken in execution; or 
shall remove his goods, chattels, and effects, or conceal them, to prevent 
their being levied upon, or taken in execution, or by other process; or make 
any fraudulent conveyance, assignment, sale, gift, or other transfer of his 
lands, tenements, goods or chattels, credits, or evidences of debt: Provided, 
however, That any person so declared a bankrupt, at the instance of a credi- 
tor, may, at his election, by petition to such court, within ten days after its 
decree, be entitled to a trial by jury, before such court, to ascertain the fact of 
such bankruptey; or if such person shall reside at a great distance from the 
place of holding such court, the said judge, in his diseretion, may direct 
such trial by jury to be had in the county of such person’s residence, in such 
manner, and under such directions, as the said court may prescribe and give; 
and all such decrees passed by such court, and not so re-examined, shall be 
deemed final and conclusive, as to the subject-matter thereof. 

§ 2. That all future payments, securities, conveyances, or transfers of 
property, or agreements made or given by any em pang ras 
of bankruptcy, and for the purpose of giving any creditor, endorser, surety, 
or other person, any preference or priority over the general creditors of such 
bankrupts ; and all other payments, securities, conveyances, or transfers of 
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property, or agreements made or given by such bankrupt in contemplation 
of bankruptcy, to any person or persons whatever, not being a bona fide 
creditor or purchaser, for a valuable consideration, without notice, shall be 
deemed utterly void, and a fraud upon this act; and the assignee under the 
bankruptcy shall be entitled to claim, sue for, recover, and receive the same 
as part of the assets of the bankruptcy ; and the person making such unlaw. 
ful preferences and payments shall receive no discharge under the provisions 
of this act: Provided, That all dealings and transactions by and with any 
bankrupt, bona fide made and entered into more than two months before 
the petition filed against him, or by him, shall not be invalidated or affected 
by this act: Provided, ‘That the other party to any such dealings or trans« 
actions had ne notice of a prior act of bankruptcy, or of the intention of the 
bankrupt to take the benefit of this act. And in case it shall be made to 
appear to the court, in the course of the proceedings in bankruptcy, that the 
bankrupt, his application being voluntary, has, subsequent to the first day of 
January last, or at any other time, in contemplation of the passage of a banks 
rapt law, by assignments or otherwise, given or secured any preference to 
one creditor over another, he shall not receive a discharge unless the same be 
assented to by a majority in interest of those of his creditors who have not 
been so preferred: And provided, also, That nothing in this act contained 
shall be construed to annul, destroy, or impair any lawful rights of mar 
ried women, or minors, or any liens, mortgages, or other securities on 
property, real or personal, which may be valid by the laws of the states re 
spectively, and which ‘are not inconsistent with the provisions of the second 
and fifth sections of this act. 

§ 3. That all the property, and rights of property, of every name and na- 
ture, and whether real, personal, or mixed, of every bankrupt, except as is 
hereinafter provided, who shall, by a decree of the proper court, be declared 
to be a bankrupt within this act, shall, by mere operation of law, ipso facto, 
from the time of such decree, be deemed to be divested out of such bank. 
rupt, without any other act, assignment, or other conveyance whatsoever; 
and the same shall be vested, by force of the same decree, in such assignee 
as from time to time shall be appointed by the proper court for this purpost, 
which power of appointment and removal such court may exercise at its dis 
cretion, toties quoties ; and the assignee so appointed shall be vested with all 
the rights, titles, powers, and authorities, to sell, manage, and dispose of the 
same, and to sue for and defend the same, subject to the orders and directions 
of such court, as fully, to all intents and purposes, as if the same were vested 
in, or might be exercised by, such bankrupt before or at the time of his bank 
ruptey declared as aforesaid; and all suits in law or in equity, then pending, 
in which such bankrupt is a party, may be prosecuted and defended by such 
assignee to its final conclusion, in the same way, and with the same effect, 
as they might have been by such bankrupt; and no suit commenced by of 
against any assignee shall be abated by his death or remoyal from office; 
but the same may be prosecuted or defended by his successor in the same 
office: Provided, however, That there shall be excepted from the operation of 
the provisions of this section the necessary household and kitchen furniture 
and such other articles and necessaries of such bankrupt as the said assigne® 
shall designate and set apart, having reference in the amount to the family, 
condition, and circumstances of the bankrupt, but altogether not to exceed 2 
value, in any case, the sum of three hundred dollars ; and, also, the wearilg 
apparel of such bankrupt, and that of his wife and children; and the deter 
mination of the assignee in the matter shall, on exception taken, be subject 
to the final decision of said court. 

§.4. That every bankrupt, who shall bona fide surrender all his property, 
and rights of property, with the exception before mentioned, for the benelil 
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of his creditors, and shall fully comply with and obey all the orders and 
directions which may from time to time be passed by the proper court, and 
shall otherwise conform to all the other requisitions of this: act, shall(unless 
@ majority in number and value of his creditors who have proved their debts, 
shall file their written dissent thereto) be entitled toa full discharge from all 
his debts, to be decreed and allowed by the court which has declared him a 
bankrupt, and a certificate thereof granted to him by such court accordingly, 
upon his petition filed for such purpose; such discharge and certificate not, 
however, to be granted until after ninety days from the decree of bankruptcy, 
nor until after seventy days’ notice in some public newspaper, designated by 
such court, to all creditors who have proved their debts, and other persons in 
interest, to appear at a particular time and place, to show cause why such 
discharge and certificate shall not be granted ; at which time and place ‘any 
such creditors, or other persons in interest, may appear and contest the right 
of the bankrupt thereto: Provided, That in all cases where the residence of 
the creditor is known, a service on him personally, or by letter addressed to 
him at his known usual place of residence, shall be prescribed by the court, 
as in their discretion shall seem proper, having regard to the distance at which 
the creditor resides from such court. And if any such bankrupt shall be 
guilty of any fraud or wilful concealment of his property or rights of pro- 
perty, or shall have preferred any of his creditors contrary to the provisions 
of this act, or shall wilfully omit or refuse to comply with any orders or 
directions of such court, or to conform to any other requisites of this act, or 
shall, in the proceedings under this act, admit a false or fictitious debt against 
his estate, he shall not be entitled to any such discharge or certificate; nor 
shall any person, being a merchant, banker, factor, broker, underwriter, or 
marine insurer, be entitled to any such discharge or certificate, who shall 
become bankrupt, and who shall not have kept proper books of account, 
after the passing of this act; nor any person who, afier the passing of this 
act, shall apply trust funds to his own use: Provided, That no discharge of 
any bankrupt under this act shall release or discharge any person who may 
be liable for the same debt as a partner, joint contractor, endorser, surety, or 
otherwise, for or with the bankrupt. And such bankrupt shall at all times be 
subject to examination, orally, or upon written interrogatories, in and before 
such Court, or any commission appointed by the court therefor, on oath, or, 
if conscientiously scrupulous of taking an oath, upon his solemn affirmation, 
in all matters relating to such bankruptcy, and his acts and doings, and his 
property and rights of property, which, in the judgment of such court, are 
necessary and proper for the purposes of justice ; and if, in any such exami- 
nation, he shall wilfully and corruptly answer, or swear, or affirm, falsely, 
he shall be deemed guilty of perjury, and shall be punishable therefor, in like 
manner as the crime of perjury is now punishable by the laws of the United 
States ; and such discharge and certificate, when duly granted, shall, in all 
courts of justice, be deemed a full and complete discharge of all debts, con- 
tracts, and other engagements of such bankrupt, which are proveable under 
this act, and shall be and may be pleaded as a full and complete bar to all 
suits brought in any court of judicature whatever, and the same shall be con- 
clusive evidence of itself in favour of such bankrupt, unless the same shall 
be impeached for some fraud or wilful concealment by him of his property 
or rights of property, as aforesaid, contrary to the provisions of this act, on 
prior reasonable notice specifying in writing such fraud or concealment ; and 
if, in any case of bankruptcy, a majority, in number and value, of the cre- 
ditors who shall have proved their debts at the time of hearing of the petition 
of the bankrupt for a discharge as hereinbefore provided, shall at such hear- 
ing file their written dissent to the allowance of a discharge and certificate to 
such bankrupt, or if, upon such hearing, a discharge shall not be decreed to 
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act which may hereafter be passed on the subject of bankruptey; the said 
Jurisdiction to be exercised summarily, in the nature of summary proceed+ 
ings in equity ; and for this purpose the said district court shall be deemed 
always open. And the district judge may adjourn any point or question 
arising in any case in bankruptcy into the circuit court for the district, in 
his discretion, to be there heard and determined; and for this purpose the 
circuit court of such district shall also be deemed always open. And the 
jurisdiction hereby conferred on the district court shall extend to all cases 
and controversies in bankruptcy arising between the bankrupt and any cre- 
ditor or creditors who shall claim any debt or demand under the bankruptcy ; 
to all cases and controversies between such creditor or creditors and the as- 
signee of the estate, whether in office or removed; to all cases and contro- 
versies between such assignee and the bankrupt, and to all acts, matters, and 
things to be done under and in virtue of the bankruptcy, until the final dis- 
tribution and settlement of the estate of the bankrupt, and the close of the 
proceedings in bankruptcy. And the said courts shall have full authority 
and jurisdiction to compel obedience to all orders and decrees passed’ by them 
in bankruptcy, by process of contempt and other remedial process, to the 
same extent the circuit courts may now do in any suit pending therein in 
equity. And it shall be the duty of the district court in each district, from 
time to time, to prescribe suitable rules and regulations, and forms of pro- 
ceedings, in all matters of bankruptcy ; which rules, regulations, and forms, 
shall be subject to be altered, added to, revised, or annulled, by the circuit 
court of the same district, and other rules and regulations, and forms substi- 
tuted therefor ; and, in all such rules, regulations, and forms, it-shall be the 
duty of the said courts to make them as simple and brief as practicable, to 
the end to avoid all unnecessary expenses, and to facilitate the use thereof 
by the public at large. And the said courts shall, from time to time, pre- 
scribe a tariff or table of fees and charges to be taxed by the officers of the 
court or other persons, for services under this act, or any other on the sub- 
ject of bankruptcy ; which fees shall be as low as practicable, with reference 
to the nature and character of such services. 

§ 7. That all petitions by any bankrupt for the benefit of this act, and all 
petitions by a creditor against any bankrupt under this act, and all proceed- 
ings in the case to the close thereof, shall be had in the district court within 
and for the district in which the person supposed to be a bankrupt shall re- 
side, or have his place of business at the time when such petition is filed, ex- 
cept where otherwise provided in this act. And upon every such petition, 
notice thereof shall be published in one or more public newspapers printed in 
such district, to be designated by such court at least twenty days before the 
hearing thereof; and all persons interested’ may appear at the time and 
place where the hearing is thus to be had, and show cause, if any they have, 
why the prayer of the said petitioner should not be granted ; all evidence by 
witnesses to be used in all hearings before such court shall be under oath, or 
solemn affirmation, when the party is conscientiously scrupulous of taking 
an oath, and may be oral or by deposition, taken before such court, or be- 
fore any commissioner appointed by such court, or before any disinterested 
state judge of the state in which the deposition is taken; and all proof of 
debts or other claims, by creditors entitled to prove the same by this act, 
shall be under oath or solemn affirmation as aforesaid, before such court or 
commissioner appointed thereby, or before some disinterested state judge of 
the state where the creditors live, in such form as may be prescribed by the 
rules and regulations hereinbefore authorized to be made and established by 
the courts having jurisdiction in bankruptcy. But all such proofs of debts 
and other claims shall be open to contestation in the proper court having 
jurisdiction over the proceedings in the particular casein bankruptcy ; and 
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as well the assignee as the creditor shall havea right toa trial by jury, upon 
an issue to be directed by such court, to ascertain’ the validity and amount of 
such debts or other claims; and the result therein, unless a new trial shall 
be granted, if in favour of the claims, shall be evidence of the validity and 
amount of such debts or other claims. And if any person or persons shall 
falsely and corruptly answer, swear, or affirm, in any hearing or on trial of 
any matter, or in any proceeding in such court in bankruptcy, or before any 
commissioner, he and they shall be deemed guilty of perjury, and punishable 
therefor in the manner and to the extent provided by law for other cases. 

§ 8. That the circuit court within and for the district where the decree of 
bankruptcy is passed, shall have concurrent jurisdiction with the district 
court of the same district of all suits at law and in equity which may and 
shall be brought by any assignee of the bankrupt against any person or per 
sons claiming an adverse interest, or by such person against such assignee, 
touching any property or rights of property of said bankrupt transferable to, 
or yested in, such assignee ; and no suit at law or in equity shall, in any case, 
be maintainable by or against such assignee or by or against any person 
claiming an adverse interest touching the property and rights of property 
aforesaid, in any court whatsoever, unless the same shall be brought within 
two years after the declaration. and decree of bankruptcy, or after the cause 
of suit shall first have accrued. 

§.9. That all: sales, transfers, and other conveyances of the assignee of 
the bankrupt’s property and rights of property, shall be made at such times 
and in such manner as shall be ordered and appointed by the court in bank- 
Tuptcy ; and all assets received by the assignee in money, shall, within sixty 
days afterwards, be paid into the court, subject to its order respecting its 
future safe-keeping and disposition ; and the court may require of such as- 
Signee a bond, with at least two sureties, in such sum as it may deem pro- 
per, conditioned for the due and faithful discharge of all his. duties, and his 
compliance with the orders and directions of the court; which bond shall be 
taken in the name of the United States, and shall, if there be any breach 
thereof, be sued and sueable, under the order of such court, for the benefit 
of the creditors and other persons in interest. 

§ 10. That in order to ensure a speedy settlement and close of the pro 
ceedings in each case in bankruptcy, it shall be the duty of the court to order 
and direct a collection of the assets, and a reduction of the same to money, 
and a distribution thereof at as early periods as practicable, consistently with 
a due regard to the interests of the creditors: and a dividend and distribution 
of such assets as shall be collected and reduced to money, or so much there 
of as can be safely so disposed of, consistently with the rights and _interesis 
of third persons having adverse claims thereto, shall be made among the 
creditors who have proved their debts, as often as once in six months from 
the time of the decree declaring the bankruptcy ; notice of such dividends and 
distribution to be given in some newspaper or newspapers in the district, de 
signated by the court, ten days at least before the order therefor is passed ; 
and the pendency of any suit at law or in equity, by or against such third 
persons, shall not postpone such division and distribution, except so faras 
the assets may be necessary to satisfy the same; and all the proceedings if 
bankruptcy in each case shall, if practicable, be finally adjusted, settled, and 
brought to a close, by the court, within two years after the decree declaring 
the bankruptcy. And where any creditor shall not have proved his debt 
until a dividend or distribution shall have been made and declared, he shall 
be entitled to be. paid the same amount, pro rata, out of the remaining divi- 
dends or distributions thereafter made, as the other creditors have already 
received, before the latter shall be entitled to any portion thereof. 

§ 11. That the assignee shall have full authority, by and under the order 
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and direction of the proper court in bankruptcy, to redeem and discharge any 
mortgage or other pledge, or deposite, or lien upon any property, real or 
personal, whether payable in presenti or at a future day, and to tender a due 
performance of the conditions thereof. And such assignee shall also have 
authority, by and under the order and direction of the proper court in bank- 
ruptcy, to compound any debts, or other claims, or securities due or belong- 
ing to the estate of the bankrupt; but no such order or direction shall be 
made until notice of the application is given in some public newspaper in the 
district, to be designated by the court, ten days at least before the hearing, 
so that all creditors and other persons in interest may appear and show 
cause, if any they have, at the hearing, why the order or direction should 
not be passed. 

§ 12. That if any person, who shall have been discharged under this act, 
shall afterward become bankrupt, he shall not again be entitled to a dis- 
charge under this act, unless his estate shall produce (after all charges) suf- 
ficient to pay every creditor seventy-five per cent. on the amount of the debt 
which shall have been allowed to each creditor. 

§ 13. That the proceedings in all cases in bankruptcy shall be deemed mat- 
ters of record; but the same shall not be required to be recorded at large, 
but shall be carefully filed, kept, and numbered, in the office of the court, 
and a docket only, or short memorandum thereof, with the numbers, kept in 
a book by the clerk of the court; and the clerk of the court, for affixing his 
name and the seal of the court to any form, or certifying a copy thereof, 
when required thereto, shall be entitled to receive, as compensation, the sum 
of twenty-five cents and no more. And no officer of the court, or commis- 
sioner, shall be allowed by the court more than one dollar for taking the 
proof of any debt or other claim of any creditor or other person against the 
estate of the bankrupt; but he may be allowed, in addition, his actual travel 
expenses for that purpose. 

§,14. That where two or more persons, who are partners in trade, be- 
come insolvent, an order may be made in the manner provided in this act, 
either on the petition of such partners, or any one of them, or on the petition 
of any creditor of the partners ; upon which order all the joint stock and pro- 
perty of the company, and also all the separate estate of each of the partners, 
shall be taken, excepting such parts thereof as are herein exempted ; and all 
the creditors of the company, and the separate creditors of each partner, shall 
be allowed to prove their respective debts ; and the assignees shall also keep 
separate accounts of the joint stock or property of the company, and of the 
separate estate of each member thereof; and after deducting out of the whole 
amount received by such assignees the whole of the expenses and disburse- 
ments paid by them, the nett proceeds of the joint stock shall be appropriated 
to pay the creditors of the company, and the nett proceeds of the separate 
estate of each partner shall be appropriated to pay his separate creditors ; and 
if there shall be any balance of the separate estate of any partner, after the 
payment of his separate debts, such balance shall be added to the joint stock, 
for the payment of the joint creditors ; and if there shall be any balance of 
the joint stock, after payment of the joint debts, such balance shall be divided 
and appropriated to and among the separate estates of the several partners, 
according to their respective rights and interests therein, and as it would have 
been if the partnership had been dissolved without any bankruptcy ; and the 
sum so appropriated to the separate estate of each partner shall be applied to 
the payment of his separate debts; and the certificate of discharge shall be 
granted or refused to each partner, as the same would or ought to be if the 
proceedings had been against him alone under this act; and in all other 
respects the proceedings against partners shall be conducted in the like man- 
ner as if they had been commenced and prosecuted against one person alone. 
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§ 15. That a copy of any decree of bankruptcy, and the appointment of 
assignees, as directed by the third section,of this act, shall be recited in every 
deed of lands belonging to the bankrupt, sold and conveyed by any assignees 
under and by virtue of this act; and that such recital, together with a certi. 
fied copy of such order, shall be full and complete evidence both of the bank. 
ruptcy and assignment therein recited, and supersede the necessity of any 
other proof of such bankruptcy and assignment to validate the said deed; 
and all deeds containing such recital, and supported by such proof, shall be 
as effectual to pass the title of the bankrupt, of, in, and to the Jands therein 
mentioned and described to the purchaser, as fully, to all intents and pur 
poses, as if made by such bankrupt himself, immediately before such order, 

§ 16. That all jurisdiction, power, and authority, conferred upon and vest 
ed in the district court of the United States by this act, in cases in bankrupt 
cy, are hereby conferred upon and yested in the circuit court of the United 
States for the District of Columbia, and in and upon the supreme or superior 
courts of any of the territories of the United States, in cases in bankruptey, 
where the bankrupt resides in the said District of Columbia, or in either of 
the said territories. 

§ 17. That this act shall take effect from and after the first day of Feb. 


ruary next.

between the United States and the Republic of Mexico,” such certificate to

§ 1. Be it enacted, §-c. That from and after the thirty-first day of De- 
cember, in the year of our Lord one thousand eight hundred and forty-one, 
there be allowed and paid to each of the states of Ohio, Indiana, Illinois, Ala- 
bama, Missouri, Mississippi, Louisiana, Arkansas, and Michigan, over and 
above what each of the said states is entitled to by the terms of the compacts 
entered into between them and. the United States, upon their admission into 
the Union, the sum of ten per centum upon the nett proceeds of the sales of 
the public lands, which, subsequent to the day aforesaid, shall be made within 
the limits of each of the said states respectively : Provided, That the sum so 
allowed to the said states, respectively, shall be in no wise affected or dimin- 
ished on account of any sums which have been heretofore, or shall be here- 
afier, applied to the construction or continuance of the Cumberland road, but 
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that the disbursements for the said road shall remain, as heretofore, charg. 
able on the two per centum fund provided for by compacts with several of 
the said states. 

§ 2. That after deducting the said. ten per centum, and what, by the com. 
pacts aforesaid, has heretofore been allowed to the states. aforesaid, the ress 
due of the nett proceeds, which nett proceeds shall. be ascertained. by dedug. 
ing from the gross proceeds all the expenditures of the year for the following 
objects : salaries and expenses on account of the general land office; ew 
penses for surveying public lands; salaries and expenses. in the surveyon 
general’s offices ; salaries, commissions, and allowances to the registers ani 
receivers; the five per centum to new states, of all the public lands of the 
United States, wherever situated, which shall be sold subsequent to the said 
thirty-first day of December, shall be divided among the twenty-six states of 
the Union and the District of Columbia, and the territories of Wiskonsin, 
Towa, and Florida, according to their respective federal representative popu: 
lation, as ascertained by the last census, to be applied by the legislatures of 
the said states to such purposes as the said legislature may direct : Provided, 
That the distributive share to which the District of Columbia shall be entitled, 
shall be applied to free-schools, or education in some other form, as congress 
may direct: nd provided, also, That nothing herein contained shall te 
construed to the prejudice of future applications for a reduction of the price 
of the public lands, or to the prejudice of applications for a transfer of the 
public lands, on reasonable terms, to the states within which they lie, or to 
make such future disposition of the public lands, or any part thereof, as col- 
gress may deem expedient. 

§ 3. That the several sums of money received in the treasury, as the nel 
proceeds of the sales of the public lands, shall be paid at the treasury half 
yearly, on the first day of January and July in each year, during the opera- 
tion of this act, to such person or persons as the respective legislatures of the 
said states and territories, or the governors thereof, in case the legislatures 
shall have made no such appointment, shall authorize and direct to receive 
the same. 

§ 4. That any sum of money, which at any time may become due, and 
payable to any state of the Union, or to the District of Columbia, by virlve 
of this act, as the portion of the said state or district, of the proceeds of the 
sales of the public lands, shall be first applied to the payment of any debi, 
due, and payable from the said state, or district, to the United States: Pro- 
vided, That this shall not be construed to extend to the sums deposited will 
the states under the act of congress of twenty-third June, eighteen hundrel 
and thirty-six, entitled “An act to regulate the deposites of the public mo 
ney,” nor to any sums apparently due to the United States as balances of 
debts growing out of the transactions of the revolutionary war. , 

§ 5. That this act shall continue and be in force until otherwise provided 
by law, unless the United States shall become involved in war with any foreign 
power, in which event, from the commencement of hostilities, this act shal 
be suspended during the continuance of such war: Provided, nevertheless 
That if, prior to the expiration of this act, any new state or states shall be 
admitted into the Union, there be assigned to such new state or states, 
proportion of the proceeds accruing after their admission into the Union, © 
which such state or states may be entitled, upon the principles of this act 
together with what such state or states may be entitled to by virtue of com- 
pacts to be made on their admission into the Union. i 

§ 6. That there shall be annually appropriated for completing the sur- 
veys of said lands, a sum not less than one hundred and fifty thousand dol- 
lars; and the minimum price at which the public lands are now sold at pri- 
vate sale shall not be increased, unless congress shall think proper to graat 
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alternate sections along the line of any canal or other internal improvement, 

and at the same time to increase the minimum price of the sections reserved ; 

and in case the same shall be increased by law, except as aforesaid, at any 

time during the operation of this act, then so much of this act as provides 
that the nett proceeds of the sales of the public lands shall be distributed 
among the several states, shall, from and after the increase of the minimum 
price thereof, cease and become utterly null and of no effect, any thing in this 
act to the contrary notwithstanding: Provided, That if, at any time during 
the existence of this act, there shall be an imposition of duties on imports in- 
consistent with the provisions of the act of March second, one thousand eight 
hundred and thirty-three, entitled “An act to modify the act of the fourteenth 
of July, one thousand eight hundred and thirty-two, and all other acts im- 
posing duties on imports,” and beyond the rate of duty fixed by that act, to 
Wit: twenty per cent. on the value of such imports, or any of them, then the 
distribution provided in this act shall be suspended, and shall so continué 
until the cause of its suspension shall be removed, and when removed, if not 
prevented by other provisions of this act, such distribution shall be resumed. 

§ 7. That the secretary of the treasury may continue any land district in 
which is situated the seat of government of any one of the states, and may 
continue the land office in such district, notwithstanding the quantity of land 
unsold in such district may not amount to one hundred thousand acres, when, 
in his opinion, such continuance may be required by public convenience, or 
in order to close the land system in such state at a convenient point, under 
the provisions of the act on that subject, approved twelfth June, one thousand 
eight hundred and forty. 

§ 8. That there shall be granted to each state, specified in the first section 
of this act, five hundred thousand acres of land for purposes of internal im- 
provement: Provided, That to each of the said states which has already re- 
ceived grants for said purposes, there is hereby granted no more than a 
quantity of land which shall, together with the amount such state has already 
received as aforesaid, make five hundred thousand acres, the selections in all 
of the said states, to be made within their limits, respectively, in such manner 
as the legislature thereof shall direct; and located in parcels conformably to 
sectional divisions and subdivisions, of not less than three hundred and twenty 
acres in any one location, on any public land, except such as is, or may be, 
reserved from sale by any law of congress, or proclamation of the president of 
the United States, which said locations may be made at any time after the lands 
of the United States in said states, respectively, shall have been surveyed ac- 
cording to existing laws. And there shall be, and hereby is, granted to each 
new state that shall be hereafter admitted into the Union, upon such admis- 
sion, so much land as, including such quantity as may have been granted to 
such state before its admission, and while under a territorial government, for 
purposes of internal improvement, as aforesaid, as shall make five hundred 
thousand acres of land, to be selected and located, as aforesaid. 

§ 9. That the lands herein granted to the states above named shall not be 
disposed of at a price less than one dollar and twenty-five cents per acre, until 
otherwise authorized by a law of the United States; and the nett proceeds of 
the sales of said lands shall be faithfully applied to objects of internal im- 

rovement within the states aforesaid, respectively, namely : Roads, rail- 
ways, bridges, canals, and improvement of water-courses, and draining of 
swamps ; and such roads, railways, canals, bridges, and water-courses, when 
made or improved, shall be free for the transportation of the United States 
mail, and munitions of war, and for the passage of their troops, without the 
payment of any toll whatever. J 
10. That from and after the passage of this act, every person being the 
head of a family, or widow, or single man, over the age of twenty-one years, 
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and being a citizen of the United States, or having filed his declaration of in. 
tention to become a citizen, as required by the naturalization laws, who, 
since the first day of June, A. D., eighteen hundred and forty, has made, or 
shall hereafter make a settlement, in person, on the public lands to which 
the Indian title had been at the time of such settlement extinguished, and 
which has been, or shall have been, surveyed prior thereto, and who shall 
inhabit and improve the same, and who has or shall erect a dwelling thereon, 
shall be, and is hereby, authorized to enter with the register of the land of 
fice for the district in which such land may lie, by legal subdivisions, any 
number of acres not exceeding one hundred and sixty, or a quarter section 
of land, to include the residence of such claimant, upon paying to the United 
States the minimum price of such land, subject, however, to the following 
limitations and exceptions: No person shall be entitled to more than one 
pre-emptive right by virtue of this act; no person who is the proprietor of 
three hundred and twenty acres of land in any state or territory of the United 
States, and no person who shall quit or abandon his residence on his own 
land to reside on the public land in the same state or territory, shall acquire 
any right of pre-emption under this act; no lands included in any reserva. 
tion, by any treaty, law, or proclamation of the president of the United States, 
or reserved for salines, or for other purposes ; no land reserved for the Sup. 
port of schools, nor the lands acquired by either of the two last treaties with 
the Miami tribe of Indians, in the State of Indiana, or which may be acquired 
of the Wyandot tribe of Indians in the state of Ohio, or other Indian reser- 
vation to which the title has been or may be extinguished by the United 
States at any time during the operation of this act; no sections of land ie 
served to the United States alternate to other sections granted to any of the 
states for the construction of any canal, railroad, or other public improve. 
ment ; no sections, or fractions of sections, included within the limits of any 
incorporated town; no portions of the public lands which have been selected 
as the site for a city or town; no parcel or lot of land actually settled and 
occupied for the purposes of trade and not agriculture; and no lands on 
which are situated any known salines or mines, shall he liable to entry under 
and by virtue of the provisions of this act. And so much of the proviso of 
the act of twenty-second of June, eighteen hundred and thirty-eight, or any 
order of the president of the United States, as directs certain reservations t0 
be made in favour of certain claims under the treaty of Dancing-rabbit cred 
be, and the same is hereby, repealed: Provided, That such repeal shall not 
affect any title to any tract of land secured in virtue of said treaty. 

§ 11. That when two or more persons shall have settled ‘on the sale 
quarter section of land, the right of pre-emption shall be in him or her wh0 
made the first settlement, provided such persons shall conform to the othet 
provisions of this act; and all questions as to the right of pre-emption aris- 
ing between different settlers shall be settled by the register and receiver of 
the district within which the land is situated, subject to an appeal to anda 
revision by the secretary of the treasury of the United States. 

§ 12. That prior to any entries being made under and by virtue of the 
provisions of this act, proof of the settlement and improvement thereby re 
quired, shall be made to the satisfaction of the register and receiver of te 
land district in which such lands may lie, agreeably to such rules as shall 
be prescribed by the secretary of the treasury, who'shall each be entitled to 
receive fifty cents from each applicant for his services, to be rendered a8 
aforesaid; and all assignments and transfers of the right hereby secured, 
prior to the issuing of the patent, shall be null and void, 

§ 13. That before any person claiming the benefit of this act shal] be al- 
lowed to enter such lands, he or she shall make oath before the receiver of 
register of the land district in which the land is situated, (who are hereby 
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authorized to administer the same,) that he or she has never had the benefit 

of any right of pre-emption under this act ; that he or she is not the owner 

of three hundred and twenty acres of land in any state or territory of the 

United States, nor hath he or she settled upon and improved said land to sell 

the same on speculation, but in good faith to appropriate it to his or her own 
exclusive use or benefit; and that he or she has not, directly or indirectly, 
made any agreement or contract, in any way or manner, with any person or 
persons whatsoever, by which the title which he or she might acquire from 
the government of the United States, should enure in whole or in part, to the 
benefit of any person except himself or herself; and if any person taking 
such oath shall swear falsely in the premises, he or she shall be subject to 
all the pains and penalties of perjury, and shall forfeit the money which he 
or she may have paid for said land, and all right and title to the same; and 
any grant or conveyance which he or she may have made, except in the 
hands of bona fide purchasers, for a valuable consideration, shall be null and 
void. And it shall be the duty of the officer administering such oath to file 
a certificate thereof in the public land office of such district, and to transmit 
a duplicate copy to the general land office, either of which shall be good 
and sufficient evidence that such oath was administered according to law. 

§ 14. That this act shall not delay the sale of any of the public lands of 
the United States beyond the time which has been, or may be, appointed by 
the proclamation of the president, nor shall the provisions of this act be avail- 
able to any person or persons who shall fail to make the proof and payment, 
and file the affidavit required before the day appointed for the commence- 
ment of the sales as aforesaid. 

§ 15. That whenever any person has settled or shall settle and improve a 
tract of land, subject at the time of settlement to private entry, and shall in- 
tend to purchase the same under the provisions of this act, such person shall 
in the first case, within three months after the passage of the same, and in 
the last within thirty days next after the date of such settlement, file with 
the register of the proper district a written statement, describing the land 
settled upon, and declaring the intention of such person to claim the same 
under the provisions of this act, and shall, where such settlement is already 
made, within twelve months after the passage of this act, and where it shall 
hereafter be made, within the same _ period after the date of such settlement, 
make the proof, affidavit, and payment herein required; and if he or she 
shall fail to file such written statement as aforesaid, or shall fail to make 
such affidavit, proof, and payment, within the twelve months aforesaid, the 
tract of land so settled and improved shall be subject to the entry of any 
other purchaser. 

§ 16. That the two per cent. of the nett proceeds of the lands sold, or that 
may hereafter be sold, by the United States in the state of Mississippi, since 
the first day of December, eighteen hundred and seventeen, and by the act 
entitled «An act to enable the people of the western part of the Mississippi 
territory to form a constitution and state government, and for the admission 
of such state into the Union on an equal footing with the original states,” 
and all acts supplemental thereto reserved for the making of a road or roads 
leading to said state, be, and the same is hereby relinquished to the state of 
Mississippi, payable in two equal instalments; the first to be paid on the 
first of May, eighteen hundred and forty-two, and the other on the first of 
May, eighteen hundred and forty-three, so far as the same may then have 
accrued, and quarterly, as the same may accrue, after said period: Pro- 
vided, That the legislature of said state shall first pass an act, declaring 
their acceptance of said relinquishment in full of said fund, accrued and ac- 
cruing, and also embracing a provision, to be unalterable without the con- 
sent of congress, that the whole of said two per cent. fund shall be faithfully 
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applied to the construction of a railroad, leading from Brandon, in the state 
of Mississippi, to the eastern boundary of said state, in the direction, as near 
as may be of the towns of Selma, Cahaba, and Montgomery, in the state of 
Alabama. 

§ 17. That the two per cent. of the nett proceeds of the lands sold by the 
United States, in the state of Alabama, since the first day of September, 
eighteen hundred and nineteen, and reserved by the act entitled “ An act tp 
enable the people of the Alabama territory to form a constitution and state 
government, and for the admission of such state into the Union on an equal 
footing with the original states,” for the making of a road or roads. leadi 
to the said state, be, and the same is hereby, relinquished to the said state of 
Alabama, payable in two equal instalments, the first to be paid on the first 
day of May, eighteen hundred and forty-two, and the other on the first day 
of May, eighteen hundred and forty-three, so far as the same may then have 
accrued, and quarterly, as the same may thereafter accrue : Provided, That 
the legislature of said state shall first pass an act declaring their acceptance 
of said relinquishment, and also embracing a provision, to be unalterable 
without the consent of congress, that the whole of said two per cent. fund 
shall be faithfully applied, under the direction’ of the legislature of Alabama, 
to the connection, by some means of internal improvement, of the navigable 
waters of the bay of Mobile with the Tennessee river, and to the construc. 
tion of a continuous line of internal improvements from a point on the Chat 
tahoochie river, opposite West Point, in Georgia, across the state of Ala 
bama, in a direction to Jackson in the state of Mississippi.

§ 1. Be it enacted, &c. That on all articles imported into the United States 
from and after the thirtieth day of September, eighteen handred and forty- 
one, there shall be laid, collected, and paid on all articles which are now a 
mitted free of duty, or which are chargeable with duty of less than twenty 
per centum ad valorem, a duty of twenty per centum ad valorem, except 08 
the following enumerated articles, that is to say: muriatic acid, sulphuric 
acid or oil of vitriol, alum, tartaric acid, aquafortis, blue vitriol, calomel, cat 
bonate of soda, corrosive sublimate, combs, copperas, indigo, nitrate of lead, 
red and white lead dry or ground in oil, sugar of lead, manganese, sulphate 
of magnesia, bichromate of potash, chromate of potash, prussiate of potash, 
glauber salts, rochelle salts, sulphate of quinine, refined saltpetre, which 
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shall pay respectively the same rates of duty imposed on them under existing 
laws ; and the following articles shall be exempt from duty, to wit: tea and 
coffee, all painting and statuary, the production of American artists residing 
abroad ; all articles imported for the use of the United States, and the follow- 
ing articles, when specifically imported by order, and for the use of any so- 
ciety incorporated or established for philosophical or literary purposes, or for 
the encouragement of the fine arts, or by order and for the use of any col- 
lege, academy, school or seminary of learning, in the United States, to wit: 
philosophical apparatus, instruments, books, maps, charts, statues, busts of 
marble. bronze, alabaster, or plaster of Paris, casts, paintings, drawings, en- 
gravings, specimens of sculpture, cabinets of coins, gems, medals, and all 
other collections of antiquities, statuary, modelling, painting, drawing, etch- 
ing, or engraving, and, also, all importations of specimens in natural history, 
mineralogy, botany, and anatomical preparations, models of machinery, and 
the models of other inventions, plants and trees, wearing apparel, and other 
personal baggage in actual use, and the implemeats or tools of trade of per- 
sons arriving in the United States; crude antimony, regulus of antimony, 
animals imported for breed, argol, gum arabic, aloes, ambergris, bole armen- 
ian, arrow root, annotto, anniseed, oil of anniseed, amber, assafcetida, ava root, 
alcornoque, alba canella, bark of cork tree unmanufactured, burr stones un- 
wrought, brass, in pigs or bars, old brass, only fit to be remanufactured, 
brimstone or sulphur, barrilla, brazilletto, boracic acid, Burgundy pitch, ber- 
ries used for dyeing, smaltz, lasting or prunella, used in the manufacture of 
buttons and shoes, vanilla beans, balsam tolu, gold and silver coins and bul- 
lion, clay unwrought, copper imported in any shape for the use of the mint, 
copper, in pigs, bars, or plates, or plates or sheets, of which copper is the 
material of chief value, suited to the sheathing of ships, old copper fit only to 
be remanufactured, lapis calaminaris, cochineal, chamomile flowers, corian- 
der seed, catsup, cantharides, castanas, chalk, coculus indicus, colombo root, 
cummin seed, cascarilla, cream of tartar, vegetables, and nuts of all kinds 
used principally in dyeing and composing dyes, lac-dye, emery, epaulets and 
wings of gold or silver, furs undressed of all kinds, flaxseed or linseed, flax 
unmanufactured, fustic, flints, ground flint grindstones, gamboge, raw hides, 
hemlock, henbane, horn plates for lanterns, ox and other horns, Harlem oil, 
hartshorn, hair unmanufactured,. hair pencils, ipecacuanha, ivory unmanu- 
factured, iris root, juniper berries, oil of juniper, kelp, kermes, madder, mad- 
der root, musk, manna, marrow and other soap stocks, and soap stuffs, palm 
oil, mohair, mother of pearl, needles, nux vomica, orris root, oil of almonds, 
opium, palm leaf, platina, Peruvian bark, old pewter fit only to be remanu- 
factured, plaster of Paris, quicksilver, rags of any kind of cloth, India rub- 
ber, reeds unmanufactured, rhubarb, rotten stone, elephants and other animals 
teeth, polishing stones, bristles, ratans unmanufactured, raw and undressed 
skins, spelter, crude saltpetre, gum Senegal, saffron, shellac, soda ash, 
sponges, sago, sarsaparilla, senna, sumac, tapioca, tamarinds, crude tartar, 
teutenegue, tia foil, tin in pigs, bars, plates, or sheets, tips of bone or horn, 
tortoise shell, turmeric, weld, woad or pastel, Brazil wood, Nicaragua wood, 
red wood, cam wood, log wood, dye woods of all kinds, unmanufactured 
woods of any kind, except rose wood, satin wood, and mahogany, whale and 
other fish oils of American fisheries, and all other articles the produce of said 
fisheries, and zine; and, also, wool unmanufactured, the value whereof at 
the place of exportation shall not exceed eight cents per pound : Provided, 
That if any fine wool be mixed with dirt or other material, and thus be re- 
duced in value to eight cents per pound or under, the appraisers shall ap- 
praise said wool at such price as in their opinion it would have cost had it 
not been so mixed, and a duty thereon shall be charged in conformity with 
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such appraisal: And provided further, That when wool of different quali- 
ties is imported in the same bale, bag or package, and any part thereof is 
worth more than eight cents a pound valued as aforesaid, that part shall pay 
a duty of twenty per centum ad valorem: Provided, That boards, planks, 
staves, scantling, sawed timber, and all other descriptions of wood whieh 
shall have been wrought into shapes that fit them, respectively, for any 
specific and permanent use, without further manufacture, shall be deemed 
and taken as manufactured wood. : 

§ 2. That there shall be levied, collected, and paid on each and every non- 
enumerated article which bears a similitude either. in material, quality, tex. 
ture, or the use to which it may be applied, to any enumerated article charge. 
able with duty, the same rate of duty which is levied and charged on the 
enumerated article which it most resembles in any of the particulars befor 
mentioned; and if any non-enumerated article equally resembles, two or 
more enumerated articles on which different rates of duty are now cha 
able, there shall be levied, collected, and paid on such non-enumerated article 
the same rate of duty as is chargeable on the article which it resembles pay- 
ing the highest duty; and on all articles manufactured from two or mor 
materials, the duty shall be assessed at the highest rates at which any of ils 
component parts may be chargeable: Provided, That, if in virtue of this 
section, any duty exceeding the rate of twenty per centum ad valorem, shall 
be levied prior to the thirtieth of June, eighteen hundred and forty-two, the 
same shall not in any wise affect the disposition of the proceeds of the public 
lands as provided for by an act passed at the present session of congress: 
And provided further, That no duty higher than twenty per centum ad 
valorem in virtue of the said section, shall be levied and paid on any ul 
manufactured article. 

§ 3. That from and after the passage of this act, the drawbacks payable 
on exported refined sugars, manufactured from foreign sugars, and on ex 
ported rum, distilled from foreign molasses, shall be reduced in proportion fo 
the reduction which shall have been made by law (after the passage of the 
acts of congress of the twenty-first of January, eighteen hundred and twenly- 
nine, and twenty-ninth of May, eighteen hundred and thirty, allowing said 
drawbacks) in the duties on the imported sugars and molasses, out of which 
the same shall have been manufactured or distilled, and in no case shall the 
drawback exceed the amount of import duty paid on either of those articles. 

§ 4. That prior to the second day of February next, the wines of Franc 
shall not be subjected, under the provisions of this act or any existing law, 
to the payment of higher rates of duty than the following, namely, on 
Wines in casks, six cents a gallon ; white wines in casks, ten cents a gallod, 
and French wines of all sorts in bottles, twenty-two cents. per gallon: Pro- 
vided, That no higher duty shall be charged under this act, or any existing 
Jaw, on the red wines of Austria, than are now, or may be, by this act levied 
upon the red wines of Spain, when the said wines are imported in casks: 

§ 5. That the act entitled ‘* An act to release from duty, iron pre 
for, and actually laid on railways or inclined planes,” approved fourt 
July, eighteen hundred and thirty-two, be, and the same is hereby, re 
and there shall. be laid, collected, and paid, on such iron hereafter im 
a duty of twenty per centum ad valorem : Provided, That such repeal sh 
not operate, nor shall such duties be imposed on any rail road iron, W 
shall be imported under the provisions of the said act prior to the third day 
of March, eighteen hundred and forty-three, and laid down on any rail 108 
or inclined planes of which the construction has been. already co! y 
and which shall be necessary to. complete the same. ! ‘ 

§ 6. That nothing in this act contained, shall apply to goods shipped in # 
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vessel bound to any port of the United States, actually having left her last 
port of lading eastward of the Cape of Good Hope, or beyond Cape Horn, 
prior to the first day of August, eighteen hundred and forty-one. 


§ 7. That all laws or parts of laws inconsistent with this act are hereby 
repealed. 


CHAPTER CCCLIV. 
Resotvution oF SepremBerR 11, 1841. 


Joint resolution making it the duty of the attorney general to examine 
into the titles of the lands or sites for the purpose of erecting there- 
on armories and other public works and buildings, and for other 
purposes.

§ 4. That it shall be the duty of the district attorneys of the United States, 
upon the application of the attorney general, to furnish any assistance or in- 
formation in their power in relation to the titles of the public property afore- 
said lying within their respcetive districts. i ; 

§ 5. That it shall be the duty of the secretaries of the executive depart. 
ments, upon the application of the attorne general, to procure any addi- 
tional evidence of title which he may deem necessary, and which may not be 
in the possession of the officers of government; the expense of procuring 
which to be paid out of the appropriations made for the contingencies of the 
departments respectively. ‘ ;

That the time limited by the first section of the act 
of congress, entitled “ An act authorizing a loan not exceeding the sum of 
twelve millions of dollars,” approved July twenty-first, eighteen hundred and 
forty-one, for obtaining said loan, shall be, and the same is hereby, extended 
for one year from the passage of this act.

That every district attorney, clerk of a district 
court, clerk of a circuit court, and marshal of the United States, shall, until 
otherwise directed by law, upon the first days of January and July in each 
year, commencing with the first day of July next, or within thirty days from 
and after the days specified, make to the secretary of the treasury, in such 
form as he shall prescribe, a return, in writing, embracing all the fees and 
emoluments of their respective offices, of every name and character, distil: 
guishing the fees and emoluments received or payable under the bankrupt 
act, from those received or payable for any other service ; and in the case of 
a marshal, further distinguishing the fees and emoluments received or paya- 
ble for services by himself personally rendered, from those received or pay- 
able for services rendered by a deputy ; and also distinguishing the fees and 
emoluments so received or payable for services rendered by each deputy, by 
name, and the proportion of such fees and emoluments which, by the terms 
of his service, each deputy is to receive; and also, embracing all the neces 
sary office expenses of such officer, together with the vouchers for the pay- 
ment of the same, for the half year ending on the said first day of January 
or July, as the case may be; which return shall be, in all cases, veritied by 
the oath of the officer making the same. And no district attorney shall be 
allowed by the said secretary of the treasury, to retain of the fees and emoli- 
ments of his said office, for his own personal compensation, over and above 
his necessary office expenses, the necessary clerk hire included, to be al 
dited and allowed by the proper accounting officers of the treasury, a sum 
exceeding six thousand dollars per year, and at and after that rate, for 
time as he shall hold the office; and no clerk of a district court, or clerk of 
a circuit court, shall be allowed by the said secretary, to retain of the fees 
and emoluments of his said office, or, in case both of the said clerksbips shall 
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be held by the same person, of the said offices, for his own personal compen- 
sation, over and above the necessary expenses of his office, and necessary 
clerk hire included, also to be audited and allowed by the proper accounting 
officers of the treasury, a sum exceeding three thousand five hundred dollars 
per year, for any such district clerk, or a sum exceeding twenty-five hundred 
dollars per year for any such circuit clerk, or at and after that rate, for such 
time as he shall hold the office; and no marshal shall be allowed by the said 
secretary, to retain of the fees and emoluments of his said office, for his own 
personal compensation, over and above a proper allowance to his deputies, 
which shall in no case exceed three-fourths of the fees and emoluments re- 
ceived as payable for the services rendered by the deputy to whom the allow- 
ance is made, and may be reduced below that rate by the said secretary of 
the treasury, whenever the return shall show that rate of allowance to be 
unreasonable, and over and above the necessary office expenses of the said 
marshal, the necessary clerk hire included, also to be audited and allowed 
by the proper accounting officers of the treasury, a sum exceeding six thou- 
sand dollars per year, or at and afier that rate, for such time as he shall 
hold the office ; and every such officer shall, with each such return made by 
him, pay into the treasury of the United States, or deposite to the credit of 
the treasurer thereof, as he may be directed by the secretary of the treasury, 
any surplus of the fees and emoluments of his office, which his half-yearly 
return so made as aforesaid shall show to exist over and above the compen- 
sation and allowances hereinbefore authorized to be retained and paid by him. 
And in every case where the return of any such officer shall show that a 
surplus may exist, the said secretary of the treasury shall cause such returns 
to be carefully examined and the accounts of disbursements to be regularly 
audited by the proper officers of his department, and an account to be opened 
with such officer in proper books to be provided for that purpose, and the 
allowances for personal compensation for each calendar year shall be made 
from the fees and emoluments of that year, and not otherwise: “nd pro- 
vided, further, That nothing in any existing law of congress authorizing the 
payment of a per diem compensation to a district attorney, clerk of a district 
court, or clerk of a circuit court, or marshal, or deputy marshal, for attend- 
ance upon the district or circuit courts during their sittings, shall beso con- 
strued as to authorize any such payment to any one of those officers for at- 
tendance upon either of those courts, while sitting for the transaction of busi- 
ness under the bankrupt law merely, or for any portion of the time for which 
either of the said courts may be held open, or in session, by the authority 
conferred in that law; and no such charge, in an account of any such ofhicer, 
shall be certified as payable, or shall be allowed and paid out of the money 
hereinbefore appropriated for defraying the expenses of the courts of the 
United States, unless such district attorney, clerk, or marshal, shall be re- 
quired by the judge of said court or the solicitor of the treasury to attend the 
session of the same, shall actually attend for the performance of the duties of 
his said office. .

§ 17. That all stationery, of every name and nature, for the use of the 
two houses of congress, and all stationery and job printing, of every name 
and nature, for the use of the several departments of government, and for 
the bureaus and offices in those departments at Washington, including all 
stationery, blanks, wrapping paper, and twine, and mail bags, furnished the 
post offices and collectors’ offices throughout the United States, shall hereaf- 
ter be furnished and performed by contract, by the lowest bidder, as follows: 
the secretary of the senate, the clerk of the house of representatives, the 
head of each department, and such deputy postmasters in the post office esta- 
blishment, and such collectors in the custom-house establishment, as the post- 
master general and the secretary of the treasury shall, respectively, desig- 
nate for that purpose, shall, respectively, advertise, once a week, for at least 
four weeks, in one or more of the principal papers published in the places 
where such articles are to be furnished, or such printing done, for sealed pro- 
posals for furnishing such articles, or the whole of any particular class of 
articles, or for doing such printing, or the whole of any specified job thereof, 
to be done’at such place, specifying in such advertisement the amount, quan- 
tity, and description of each kind of articles to be furnished, and, as near as 
may be, the nature, amount, and kind of printing to be done; and all such 
proposals shall be kept sealed until the day specified in such advertisement 
for opening the same, when they shall be opened, by or under the direction 
of the officer making such advertisement, in the presence of at least two per- 
sons; and the person offering to furnish any class of such articles, or to 
perform any specified portion or job of said work, and giving satisfactory 
security for the performance thereof, under a forfeiture not exceeding twice 
the contract price in case'of failure, shall receive a contract for doing the 
same; and in case the lowest bidder shall fail to enter into such contract 
and give such security within a reasonable time, ‘to be fixed in such adver- 
tisement, then the contract shall be given to the next lowest bidder; who shall 
enter into such contract and give such security. And in case of a failure to

United States, to be published in any paper or papers printed in the differet! 
States or territories of the United States, is hereby repealed ; and in lieu ther 
of, it shall be the duty of the secretary of state to publish such laws, res? 
lutions, treaties, and amendments, in not less than two nor more than fourd 
the principal newspapers published in the city of Washington: for county 
subseribers, giving the preference to such papers as have the greatest null 
ber of permanent subscribers and the most extensive circulation; for which 
the proprietor of each paper shall receive, as full compensation, at the male 
of one dollar for each page of the laws, resolutions, treaties, and amend 
ments, as published in pamphlet form.

§ 1. Be it enacted, §c. That on and after the first day of July, in the 
year of our Lord eighteen hundred and forty-three, the fiscal year of the 
treasury of the United States, in all matters of accounts, receipts, expendi- 
tures, estimates, and appropriations, shall commence on the first day of July 
in each year; and the report and estimates required to be prepared and laid 
before congress at the commencement of each session by the secretary of the 
treasury in obedience to the acts of congress of the second of September, 
seventeen hundred and eighty-nine, and of May tenth, eighteen hundred, 
shall be a report and estimates for each fiscal year, commencing as afore- 
said, and terminating on the thirtieth day of June, in the succeeding calen- 
dar year. 

§ 2. That it shall be the duty of the secretary of the treasury to submit to 
congress, at the commencement of the next session, his annual report upon 
the state of the finances and estimates of appropriations required for the sup-

cents per pound, it shall be charged with a duty in conformity to such ap. 
praisal: Provided further, That when wool of different qualities, and dif 
ferent kinds or sorts, is imported in the same bale, bag, or package, the con. 
tents of the bale, bag, or package, shall be appraised at the value of the 
finest or most valuable kind or sort, and a duty charged thereon according. 
ly: Provided further, That if bales of different qualities are embraced ip 
the same invoice, at the same price, the value of the whole shall be appraised 
according to the value of the bale of the best quality: Provided further, 
That if any wool be imported having in it dirt, or any material or impurities, 
other than those naturally belonging to the fleece, and thus be reduced in 
value to seven cents per pound or under, the appraisers shall appraise said 
wool at such price, as in their opinion, it would have cost had it not beens 
mixed with such dirt or impurities, and a duty shall be charged thereon in 
conformity to such appraisal: Provided, also, That wool imported on the 
skin shall be estimated as to weight and value as other wool. 

2d. On all manufactures of wool, or of which wool shall be a component 
part, except carpetings, flannels, bockings and baizes, blankets, worsted stiff 
goods, ready made clothing, hosiery, mits, gloves, caps, and bindings, a duly 
of forty per centum. 

3d. On Wilton carpets and carpeting, treble ingrain, Saxony, and Aube 
sen carpets and carpeting, a duty of sixty-five cents per square. yard; 
Brussels and Turkey carpets and carpeting, fifty-five cents per square yatl; 
on all Venetian and ingrain carpets and carpetings, thirty cents per square yan; 
on all other kinds of carpets and carpeting, of wool, hemp, flax, or cotton, of 
parts of either, or other material not otherwise specified, a duty of thirty pet 
centum ad valorem: Provided, That bed sides and other portions of carpés 
or carpetings shall pay the rate of duty herein imposed on carpets or carpe 
ings of similar character. 

4th. On woollen blankets, the actual value of which at the place whence 
imported, shall not exceed seventy-five cents each, and of the dimensions itt 
exceeding seventy-two by fifty-two inches each, nor less than forty-five by 
sixty inches each, a duty of fifteen per centum ad valorem ; and on all othet 
woollen blankets, a duty of twenty-five per centum ad valorem. 

5th. On all manufactures, not otherwise specified, of combed wool 0 
worsted, and manufactures of worsted and silk combined, a duty of thinly 
per centum ad valorem; on all hearth rugs, an ad valorem duty of forty pet 
centum. 

6th. On woollen and worsted yarn, a duty of thirty per centum a 
valorem. 

7th. On woollen and worsted mits, gloves, caps, and bindings, and on 
woollen or worsted hosiery, that is to say stockings, socks, drawers, shitts; 
and all other similar manufactures made on frames, a duty of thirty pet 
centum ad valorem. 4 

8th. On flannels, of whatever material composed, except cotton, a duty 0 
fourteen cents per square yard; on bockings and baizes, fourteen cents pet 
square yard ; on coach laces, thirty-five per centum ad valorem ; on Thibet, 
Angora, and all other goats’ hair or mohair unmanufactured, one cent pet 
pound; on camlets, blankets, coatings, and all other manufactures of goals 
hair or mohair, twenty per centum ad valorem. 

9th. On ready made clothing, of whatever materials composed, worn by 
men, women, or children, except gloves, mits, stockings, socks, wove shirts 
and drawers, and all other similar manufactures made on frames, hats, bot 
nets, shoes, boots, and bootees, imported in a state ready to be used as cloth- 
ing by men, women or children, made up either by the tailor, manufacturer, 
or seamstress, an ad valorem duty of fifty per centum ; on all articles wor 
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by men, women, or children, other than as above specified or excepted, of 
whatever materials composed, made up wholly or in part by hand, a duty 
of forty per centum ad valorem; on all thread laces and insertings, fifteen 
per centum ad valorem; on cotton laces, quillings, and insertings, usually 
known as trimming laces, and on bobbinet laces of cotton, twenty per cen- 
tum ad valorem ; on laces, galloons, tresses, tassels, knots, and stars of gold 
or silver, fine or half fine, fifteen per centum ad valorem; on all articles em- 
broidered in gold or silver, fine or half fine, when finished, other than cloth- 
ing, twenty per centum ad valorem; and on clothing, finished in whole or 
in part, embroidered in gold or silver, fifty per centum ad valorem. 

§ 2. That, from and after the passage of this act, there shall be levied, 
collected, and paid, on the importation of the articles hereinafter mentioned, 
the following duties; that is to say : ) 

1st. On cotton unmanufactured, a duty of three cents per pound. 

2d. On all manufactures of cotton, or of which cotton shall be a coms 
ponent part, not otherwise specified, a duty of thirty per centum ad valo- 
rem, excepting such cotton twist, yarn, and thread, and such other articles 
as are herein provided for: Provided, That all manufactures of cotton, or 
of which cotton shall be a component part, not dyed, coloured, printed, or 
stained, not exceeding in value twenty cents per square yard, shall be valued 
at twenty cents per square yard; and if dyed, coloured, printed, or stained, 
in whole or in part, not exceeding in value thirty cents the square yard, 
shall be valued at thirty cents per square yard, excepting velvets, cords, 
mole-skins, fustians, buffalo cloths, or goods manufactured by napping or 
raising, cutting or shearing, not exceeding in value thirty-five cents the square 
yard, shall be valued at thirty-five cents per square yard, and duty be paid 
thereon accordingly. 

3d. All cotton twist, yarn, and thread, unbleached and uncoloured, the 
true value of which at the place whence imported, shall be less than sixty 
cents per pound, shall be valued at sixty cents per pound, and shall be 
charged with a duty of twenty-five per centum ad valorem; all bleached or 
coloured cotton twist, yarn, and thread, the true value of which at the place 
whence imported, shall be less than seventy-five cents per pound, shall be 
valued at seventy-five cents per pound, and pay a duty of twenty-five per cen+ 
tum ad valorem; all other cotton twist, yarn, and thread, on spools or other- 
wise, shall pay a duty of thirty per centum ad valorem. 

§ 3. That from and after the passage of this act, there shall be levied, 
collected, and paid, on the importation of the articles hereinafter mentioned, 
the following duties; that is to say: 

1st. On all manufactures of silk, not otherwise specified, except bolting- 
cloths, two dollars and fifty cents per pound of sixteen ounces; on silk bolt- 
ing-cloths, twenty per centum ad valorem: Provided, That if any silk 
manufacture shall be mixed with gold or silver, or other metal, it shall pay 
a duty of thirty per centum ad valorem. 

2d. On sewing silk, silk twist, or twist composed of silk and mohair, a 
duty of two dollars per pound of sixteen ounces; on pongees and plain white 
silks, for printing or colouring, one dollar and fifty cents per pound of six 
teen ounces; on floss and other similar silks, purified from the gum, dyed, 
and prepared for manufacture, a duty of twenty-five per centum ad valorem; 
on raw silk, comprehending all silks in the gum, whether in hanks, reeled, 
or otherwise, a duty of fifty cents per pound of sixteen ounces; on silk 
umbrellas, parasols, and_sun-shades, thirty per centum ad valorem ; on silk 
or satin shoes and slippers, for women or men, thirty cents per pair; silk or 
satin-laced boots or bootees, for women or men, seventy-five cents a pair 5 
silk or satin shoes or slippers, for children, fifteen cents) per pair; silk or 
satin-laced boots or bootees, for children, twenty-five cents a pair ; on men’s 
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silk hats, one dollar each; silk or satin ‘hats or bonnets, for women, two 
dollars each; on silk shirts and drawers, whether made up wholly or in part, 
forty per centum ad valorem; silk caps for women, and turbans, ornaments 
for head dress, aprons, collars, caps, cuffs, braids, curls, or frizettes, chemi. 
settes, mantillas, pellerines, and all other articles of silk made up by hand, 
in whole or in part, and not otherwise provided for, a duty of thirty per cen. 
tum ad valorem. 

3d. On unmanufactured hemp, forty dollars per ton; on Manilla, Sunn, 
and other hemps of India, on jute, Sisal grass, coir and other vegetable sub. 
stances, not enumerated, used for cordage, twenty-five dollars per ton; on 
codilla, or tow of hemp or flax, twenty dollars per ton; on tarred cables and 
cordage, five cents per pound; on untarred cordage, four and a half cenls 
per pound; yarns, twine, and packthread, six cents per pound; on seines, 
seven cents per pound; on cotton bagging, four cents per square yard; on 
any other manufacture, not otherwise specified, suitable for the uses to which 
cotton bagging is applied, whether composed in whole or in part of hempor 
flax, or any other material, or imported under the designation of gunny 
cloth, or any other appellation, and without regard to the weight or witha 
duty of five cents per square yard; on sail-duck, seven cents per squat 
yard ; Russia and other sheetings, brown and white, twenty-five per cenit 
ad valorem ; and on all other manufactures of hemp, or of which hemp shal 
be a component part, not specified, twenty per centum ad valorem ; 00 i 
manufactured flax, twenty dollars per ton; on linens, and all other manulie 
tures of flax, or of which flax shall be a component part, not otherwise spe 
cified, a duty of twenty-five per centum ad valorem; on grass cloth, adily 
of twenty-five per centum ad valorem. 

4th. On stamped, printed, or painted floor oil-cloth, thirty-five cents per 
square yard; on furniture oil-cloth made on Canton or cotton flannel, sixtest 
cents per square yard; on other furniture oil-cloth, ten cents per squafe 
yard; on oil-cloth of linen, silk, or other materials, used for hat covers, 
aprons, coach curtains, or similar purposes, and on medicated  oil-clots,@ 
duty of twelve and a-half cents per square yard; on Chinese or other floor 
matting, made of flags, jute, or grass, on all floor-mattings not otherwist 
specified, and on mats, of whatever materials composed, twenty-five per cel 
tum ad valorem. 

§ 4. That, from and after the passage of this act, there shall. be levied, 
collected, and paid, on the importation of the articles hereinafter mentioné, 
the following duties; that is to say: 

Ist. On iron in bars or bolts, not manufactured in whole or in part by 
rolling, seventeen dollars per ton; on bar or bolt iron, made wholly or 2 

art by rolling, twenty-five dollars per ton: Provided, That all iron 
slabs, blooms, loops, or other form, less finished than iron in bars or bolls,a 
more advanced than pig iron, except castings, shall be rated as iron in bars 0 
bolts, and pay a duty accordingly: Provided, also, That iron imported pnot 
to the third day of March, eighteen hundred and forty-three, in bars or other 
wise, for railways or inclined planes, shall be entitled to the benefits of i 
provisions of existing laws, exempting it from the payment of duty, on pro® 
of its having been actually and permanently laid down for use on any 
way or inclined plane, prior to the third day of March, eighteen hundre 
and forty-three, and all such iron imported from and after the date aforesa™® 
shall be subject to and pay’ the duty on rolled iron. ( 

2d. On iron in pigs, nine dollars per ton; on vessels of cast iron; 
otherwise specified, one cent and a half per pound; on all other castings . 
iron, not otherwise specified, one cent per pound; on glazed or tin hollow 
ware and castings, sad irons or smoothing irons, hatters’ and tailors’ pres* 
ing irons, and cast iron: butts or hinges, two and a half cents per pound; on

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iron or steel wire, not. exceeding No. 14, five cents per pound; and over 
No. 14, and not exceeding No. 25, eight cents per pound; over No. 25, 
eleven cents per pound; silvered or plated wire, thirty per centum ad valo- 
rem; brass or copper wire, twenty-five per centum ad valorem; cap or bon- 
net wire, covered with silk, twelve cents per pound; when covered with cotton 
thread or other material, eight cents per pound ; on round or square iron, or 
braziers’ rods, of three sixteenths to ten sixteenths of an inch in diameter, in- 
clusive, and on iron in nail or spike rods, or nail plates, slit, rolled, or ham- 
mered, and on iron in sheets, except taggers’ iron, and on hoop iron, and on 
iron slit, rolled or hammered for band iron, scroll iron, or casement rods, 
iron cables or chains, or parts thereof, manufactured in whole or in part, of 
whatever diameter, the links being of the form peculiar to chains for cables, 
two and a half cents per pound; on all other chains of iron, not otherwise 
specified, the links being either twisted or straight, and, when straight, of 
greater length than those used in chains for cables, thirty per centum ad 
valorem ; on anchors or parts of anchors, manufactured in whole or in part, 
anvils, blacksmiths’ hammers and sledges, two and a half cents per pound ; 
on cut or wrought iron spikes, three cents per pound; and on cut iron nails, 
three cents per pound; and on wrought iron nails, on axletrees, or parts 
thereof, mill irons and mill cranks of wrought iron, or wrought iron for ships, 
locomotives, and steam engines, or iron chains other than chain cables, and 
on malleable iron or castings, four cents per pound; on steam, gas, or water 
tubes or pipes, made of band or rolled iron, five cents per pound; on mill 
saws, cross-cut saws, and pit-saws, one dollar each; on tacks, brads, and 
sprigs, not exceeding sixteen ounces to the thousand, five cents per thousand; 
exceeding sixteen ounces to the thousand, five cents per pound; on taggers’ 
iron, five per centum ad valorem: Provided, That all articles partially: ma- 
nufactured, not otherwise provided for, sball pay the same rate of duty as if 
wholly manufactured: And provided, also, That no articles manufactured 
from steel, sheet, rod, hoop, or other kinds of iron, shall pay a less rate of 
duty than is chargeable on the material of which it is composed, in whole or 
in part, paying the highest rate of duty, either by weight or value, and a 
duty of fifteen per centum ad valorem on the cost of the article added thereto. 

3d. On all old or serap iron, ten dollars per ton: Provided, That nothing 
shall be deemed old iron that has not been in actual use, and fit only to be 
re-manufactured; and all pieces of iron, except old, of more than six inches 
in length, or of sufficient length to be made into spikes and_ bolts, shall be 
rated as bar, bolt, rod, or hoop iron, as the case may be, and pay duty ae- 
cordingly: Provided, also, That all vessels of cast iron, and all castings of 
jron not rough as from the mould, but partially manufactured after the 
casting, or with handles, rings, hoops, or other additions of wrought iron, 
shall pay the same rates of duty herein imposed on all other manufactures 
of wrought iron not herein enumerated, if that shall amount to more than 
the duty on castings. ; 

Ath. On muskets, one dollar and fifty cents per stand; rifles, two dollars 
and fifty cents each; on axes, adzes, hatchets, plane irons, socket chisels 
and vices, drawing knives, cutting knives, sickles or reaping hooks, scythes, 
spades, shovels, squares of iron or steel, plated or polished steel saddlery and 
brass saddlery, coach and harness furniture of all descriptions, steel-yards 
and scale beams, and all fire-arms other than muskets and rifles, and afl 
side-arms, thirty per centum ad valorem; on square wire, used for the ma- 
nufacture of stretchers for umbrellas, when cut in pieces not exceeding the 
length suitable therefor, twelve and a half per centum ad valorem. 

5th. On screws made of iron, called wood-screws, twelve cents per pound ; 
and on all other screws of iron not specified, thirty per centum ad valorem ; 


on brass screws, thirty cents per pound ; on sheet and rolled brass, a duty 
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of thirty per centum ad valorem; on brass) battery, or hammered kettles, 
twelve cents per pound. 

6th. On cast, shear, and German steel in bars, one dollar and fifty cents 
per one hundred and twelve pounds; and on all other steel in bars, two dole 
lars and fifty cents per one hundred and twelve pounds; on solid headed 
pins, and all other package pins, not exceeding five thousand to the pack of 
twelve papers, forty cents per pack, and in the same proportion for a greater 
or less quantity; on pound pins, twenty cents per pound; on sewing, tam 
bouring, darning, netting, and knitting, and all other kinds of needles,a 
duty of twenty per centum ad valorem; on common, tinned, and japanned 
saddlery, of all descriptions, twenty per centum ad valorem. 

7th. On japanned ware of all kinds, or papier mache, and plated and gilt 
wares of all kinds, and on cutlery of all kinds, and all other manufactures, 
not otherwise specified, made of brass, iron, steel, lead, copper, pewter, or 
tin, or of which either of these metals is a component material, thirty per 
centum ad valorem: Provided, That all manufactures of iron and steel, or 
other metals, partly finished, shall pay the same rates of duty as if entirely 
finished. 

8th. On lead in pigs and bars, three cents per pound; on old and serap 
lead, one cent and a half per pound; leaden pipes, leaden shot, and lead in 
sheets, or in any other form not herein specified, four cents per pound; om 
type metal and sterotype plates, twenty-five per centum ad valorem; types 
whether new or old, twenty-five per centum ad valorem ; on copper bottoms 
cut round, and copper bottoms raised at the edge, and still bottoms cut round 
and turned up on the edge, and parts thereof, and on copper plates or sheels 
weighing more than thirty-four ounces per square foot, commonly called 
braziers’ copper, thirty per centum ad valorem; on copper rods and bolts, 
nails and spikes, four cents per pound; and on patent sheathing metal com- 
posed in part of copper, two cents per pound. ; 

9th. On tin, in pigs, bars, or blocks, one per centum ad valorem; tin it 
plates. or sheets, terne plates, taggers’ tin, and tin foil, two and a hall 
per centum ad valorem; on silver plated metal in sheets, and on argentifi 
alabata, or German silver, in sheets or otherwise, unmanufactured, thirly 
per centum ad valorem; on manufactures of German silver, bell metal, 2iN®, 
and bronze, thirty percentum ad valorem; on zinc in sheets, ten per centum 
ad valorem; Provided, That old bells, or parts thereof, fit only to be re 
manufactured, shall not be considered manufactures of bell metal, but shall 
be admitted free of duty: on bronze powder, bronze liquor, iron liquor, 
liquor, and seppia, twenty per centum ad valorem. 

10th. On coal, one dollar and seventy-five cents per ton ; on coke or culm 
of coal, five cents per bushel. ; 

§5. That, from and after the passage of this act, there shall be levied, 
collected, and paid, on the importation of the articles hereinafter mentioned; 
the following duties; that is to say: 

1st. On all vessels or wares, articles, and manufactures of cut glass, whet 
the cutting on the article does not exceed one-third the height or leo 
thereof, a duty of twenty-five cents per pound; when the cutting & 
ceeds one-third the height or length, but does not exceed one-half 
same, a duty of thirty-five cents per pound; when the cutting extends @ 
of exceeds one half the height or length thereof, a duty of forty-five 
cents per pound; on cut glass chandeliers, candlesticks, lustres, lense 
lamps, prisms and parts of the same, and on all drops, icicles, spa 
gles, and ornaments used for mountings, a duty of forty-five cents pe 
pound; on articles of plain, moulded, or pressed glass, weighing over &ig 
ounces, a duty. of ten cents per pound; on articles of plain, moulded, or 
pressed glass, weighing eight ounces or under, except tumblers, a duty 
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twelve cents per pound; on plain, moulded, or pressed tumblers, ten cents 
per pound; on all plain, moulded or pressed glass, when stoppered, or the 
bottoms ground, or puntied, an additional duty of four cents per pound: Pro- 
vided, That all articles of moulded or pressed glass, being cut, roughed, or 
polished, in part or parts thereof, and all other wares or articles of flint glass, 
not otherwise specified, shall pay the duty chargeable on articles of cut glass 
of the description and glass to which they may severally belong. 

_ 2d. On all apothecaries’ vials and bottles, not exceeding the capacity of 
six ounces each, one dollar and seventy-five cents per gross; apothecaries’ 
vials and bottles exceeding six ounces, and not exceeding the capacity of six- 
teen ounces each, two dollars and twenty-five cents per gross ; on all perfu- 
mery and fancy vials and bottles, uncut, not exceeding the capacity of four 
ounces each, two dollars and fifty cents per gross; and those exceeding four 
ounces, and not exceeding, in capacity, sixteen ounces each, three dollars 
per gross. 

3d. On black and green glass bottles and jars, exceeding eight ounces, 
and not exceeding in capacity, one quart each, a duty of three dollars per 
gross ; when exceeding the capacity of one quart each, four dollars per gross ; 
on demijohns and carboys, of the capacity of half a gallon or less, fifteen 
cents each; when exceeding, in capacity, half a gallon, and not exceeding 
three gallons each, a duty of thirty cents each ; exceeding three gallons, fifty 
cents each. 

4th. On cylinder or broad window glass, not exceeding eight by ten 
inches, two cents per square foot; above that, and not exceeding ten by 
twelve inches, two and a half cents per square foot; above that, and not ex- 
ceeding fourteen by ten inches, three and a half cents per square foot ; above 
that, and not exceeding sixteen by eleven inches, four cents per square foot; 
above that, and not exceeding eighteen by twelve inches, five cents per square 
foot; above eighteen by twelve inches, six cents per square foot. On all 
crown window glass not exceeding ten by eight inches, three and a half 
cents per square foot; above that, and not exceeding ten by twelve inches, 
five cents per square foot; above that, and not exceeding fourteen by ten 
inches, six cents per square foot; above that, and not exceeding sixteen’ by 
eleven inches, seven cents per square foot; above that, and not exceeding 
eighteen by twelve inches, eight cents per square foot; and all exceeding 
eighteen by twelve inches, ten cents per square foot: Provided, That all 
glass imported in sheets or tables, without reference to form, shall pay the 
highest duties herein imposed on the different descriptions of window glass. 
On all polished plate glass, whether imported as window glass, or however 
otherwise specified, not silvered, and not exceeding twelve by eight inches, 
five cents per square-foot ; above that, and not exceeding fourteen by ten in- 
ches, seven cents per square foot; above that, and not exceeding sixteen by 
eleven ‘inches, eight cents per square foot; above that, and not exceeding 
eighteen by twelve inches, ten cents per square foot ; above that, and not ex- 
ceeding twenty-two by fourteen inches, twelve cents per square foot; all 
above twenty-two by fourteen inches, thirty per centum ad valorem ; if sil- 
vered, an addition of twenty per centum shall be made to the duty; if

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other ware composed of earth or mineral substances, not otherwise speci- 
fied, whether gilt, painted, printed, plain, or glazed, a duty of thirty per 
centum ad valorem. 

On tanned, sole or bend leather, six cents per pound; on all u 
leather not otherwise specified, eight cents per pound ; on calf and seal sking 
tanned and dressed, five dollars per dozen; on sheep skins tanned and dressed, 
or skivers, two dollars per dozen; on goat skins or morocco tanned and 
dressed, two dollars and fifty cents per dozen ; on kid skins or morocco tan. 
ned and dressed, one dollar and fifty cents per dozen ; on goat or sheep skins 
tanned and not dressed, one dollar per dozen; on all kid and lamb skins 
tanned and not dressed, seventy-five cents per dozen; and on skins tanned 
and dressed, otherwise than in colour, to wit, fawn, kid, and lamb, usually 
known as chamois, one dollar per dozen; on men’s boots and bootees of 
leather, wholly or partially manufactured, one dollar and twenty-five cenls 
per pair; men’s shoes or pumps, wholly or partially manufactured, thirty 
cents per pair; women’s boots and bootees of leather, wholly or partially 
manufactured, fifty cents per pair; children’s boots, bootees, and shoes, 
wholly or partially manufactured, fifteen cents per pair; women’s double 
soled pumps and welts, wholly or partially manufactured, forty cents 
pair ; women’s shoes or slippers, wholly or partially manufactured, w 

_ Of leather, prunella, or other material, except silk, twenty-five cents per pair; 

on raw hides of all kinds, whether dried or salted, five per centum ad valo 
rem; on all skins pickled and in casks, not specified, twenty per centum ad 
valorem. 

7th. On men’s leather gloves, one dollar and twenty-five cents per dozen} 
women’s leather habit gloves, one dollar per dozen; children’s leather habit 
gloves, fifty cents per dozen ; women’s extra and demi length leather gloves, 
one dollar and fifty cents per dozen; children’s extra and demi length leather 
gloves, seventy-five cents per dozen ; on leather caps or hats, leather braces 
or suspenders, and on all other braces or suspenders, of whatever matertl 
or materials composed, except India rubber, and on leather bottles, patent 
leather, and on all other manufactures of leather, or of which leather is 4 
component material of chief value, not otherwise specified, a duty of thirty: 
five per centum ad valorem. 

8th. On furs of all kinds on the skin, undressed, five per centum ad yale

watches, and on glass or pebbles for spectacles or eye-glasses, when not set, 
two dollars per gross; on gems, pearls, or precious stones, seven per cen- 
tum ad valorem; on imitations thereof, and compositions of glass or paste, 
on cameos and imitations thereof, and on mosaics not specified, of whatever 
materials composed, whether real or imitation, set or not set, seven and a 
half per centum ad valorem ; on jewelry, composed of gold, silver, or platina, 
and gold and silver leaf, twenty per centum ad valorem; on gilt, plated, or 
imitation jewelry, and Dutch metal in leaf, twenty-five per centum ad valo-

on brushes and brooms of all kinds, thirty per centum ad valorem; and on 
bristles, one cent per pound; on dolls and toys of every description, of what- 
ever material or materials composed, thirty per centum ad valorem ; on metal 
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buttons of all kinds, thirty per centum ad valorem: Provided, That all such 
buttons, not exceeding in value one dollar per gross, shall be valued at one 
dollar, and be charged with duty accordingly ; on all other buttons, and og 
all button moulds, of whatever material composed, twenty-five per centum 
ad valorem: Provided, That lastings, prunellas, and similar fabrics, not 
specified, when imported in strips, pieces or patterns, of the size and shape 
suitable for the manufacture exclusively of buttons, shoes, or bootees, and 
that mohair or worsted cloth, black linen canvass, figured satin, and figured 
or brocaded or Terry velvet, when imported in strips, pieces, or patterns, of 
the size and shape suitable for the manufacture exclusively of buttons, tor 
toise shell, ivory, or teeth of elephants unmanufactured, horns and teeth, and 
horn and bone tips, shall be admitted to entry at a duty of five per centim 
ad valorem ; otherwise, to be subject to the rates of duty chargeable on them, 
respectively, according to their component materials.

by this act on all goods, wares, and merchandise, which shall be imported 
from any port or place east of the Cape of Good Hope, in foreign vessels: 
Provided, That these additional duties shall not apply to goods, wares, or 
merchandise, which shall be imported after the day that this act goes into 
operation, in ships or vessels not of the United States, entitled by treaty, or 
by any act or acts of congress, to be entered in the ports of the United States, 
on the payment of the same duties as shall then be paid on goods, wares, or 
merchandise, imported in ships or vessels of the United States. 

§ 12. That on and after the day this act goes into operation, the duties on 
all imported goods, wares, or merchandise, shall be paid in cash: Provided, 
That in all cases of failure or neglect to pay the duties, on completion of the 
entry, the said goods, wares, or merchandise, shall be taken possession of 
by the collector, and deposited in the public stores, there to be kept with due 
and reasonable care, at the charge and risk of the owner, importer, consignee, 
or agent; and if any such goods remain in public store beyond sixty days 
(except in the case of goods imported from beyond the Cape of Good Hope, 
remaining for the space of ninety days) without payment of the duties there- 
on, then said goods, wares, and merchandise, or such quantities thereof, as 
may be deemed necessary to discharge the duties, shall be appraised and 
sold by the collector at public auction, on due public notice thereof being first 
given, in the manner and for the time to be prescribed by a general regula- 
tion of the treasury department ; and, at said public sale, distinct printed cata- 
logues, descriptive of said goods, with the appraised value affixed thereto, 
shall be distributed among the persons present at said sale; and a reasona- 
ble opportunity shall be given, before such sale, to persons desirous of pur- 
chasing, to inspect the quality of such goods ; and the proceeds of said sales, 
after deducting the usual rate of storage at the port in question, together with 
all other charges and expenses, including interest on the duties from the 
date of entry at the rate of six per centum per annum, shall be applied to 
the payment of the duties, and any balance of money remaining, over and 
above the full amount of duties, charges, and expenses and interest aforesaid, 
as well as such quantities of any goods, wares, or merchandise, as may not 
have been sold for the purpose before mentioned, shall be delivered, and the 
money paid over, by the collector, to the owner, importer, consignee, or 
agent, and proper receipts taken for the same: And provided, That if no 
claim be made by such owner, importer, consignee, or agent, for the portion 
of goods which may remain in the hands of the collector, after such sale, the 
said goods shall be forthwith returned to the public stores, there to be kept 
at the risk and expense of the owner, importer, consignee, or agent, until 
claimed or sold for storage agreeably to law; and the proceeds of the sale 
for duties remaining unclaimed for the space of ten days after such sale, 
shall, after payment of duties and all expenses aforesaid, at the expiration of 
that period, be paid by the collector into the treasury, in the manner provid- 
ed for in the case of unclaimed goods in the next succeeding section of this 
act: And provided, further, That when any goods are of a perishable na- 
ture, they shall be sold forthwith. : \ 

§ 13, That, previous to the sale of any unclaimed goods, the said collec- 
tor shall procure an inventory and appraisement thereof to be made, and to 
be verified, on oath or affirmation, by two or more respectable merchants, 
before the said collector, and to remain with him; and said collector shall 
afterward cause said goods to be advertised and sold, in the manner provided 
for in this act, and, after retaining the duties thereon, agreeably to such in- 
yentory and appraisement, and interest and charges as aforesaid, shall pay 
the overplus, if any there be, into the treasury of the United States, there to 
remain for the use of the owner or owners, who shall, upon due proof of his, 
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her, or their property, be entitled to receive the same ; for which purpose the 
collector shall transmit, with the said overplus, a copy of the inventory, ap. 
praisement, and account of sales, specifying the marks, numbers, and de. 
scriptions of the packages sold, their contents, the name of the vessel and 
master in which and of the port or place whence they were imported, and 
the time when, and the name of the person or persons to whom said 
were consigned in the manifest; and the receipt or certificate of the collector 
shall exonerate the master or person having charge or command of any ship 
or vessel in which said goods, wares, and merchandise were imported, from 
all claim of the owner or owners thereof: Provided, That so much of the 
fifty-sixth section of the general collection law of the second of March, seven. 
teen hundred and ninety-nine, which provides for the storage of unclaimed 
merchandise, as conflicts with the provisions of this act, shall be, and js 
hereby repealed: Provided, also, That when such goods are of a perisha- 
ble nature, they shall be sold forthwith. 

§ 14. That on and after the day this law goes into effect, there shall be 
allowed a drawback on foreign sugar refined in the United States, and ex. 
ported therefrom, equal in amount to the duty paid on the foreign sugar from 
which it shall be manufactured, to be ascertained under such regulations as 
shall be prescribed by the secretary of the treasury, and no more; andon 
spirits distilled from foreign molasses, a drawback of five cents per gallon, 
till the first day of January, eighteen hundred and forty-three, when it shall 
be reduced one cent per gallon; and annually, on the first day of January 
thereafter, the said drawback shall be reduced one cent per gallon until the 
same shall be wholly discontinued: Provided, That this act shall not alter 
or repeal any law now in force regulating the exportation of sugar refined of 
spirits distilled from molasses in the United States, except as to the ratesdl 
duties and drawbacks. 

§ 15. That, in the case of all goods, wares, and merchandise, imported 
on and after the day this act goes into operation, and entitled to debenture 
under the existing laws, no drawback of the duties shall be allowed on the 
same, unless said goods, wares, or merchandise shall be exported from the 
United States within three years from the date of importation of the same} 
nor shall the additional rate of duty levied by this act on goods, wares, 
merchandise, imported in foreign vessels, be refunded in case of re-export 
tion: Provided, That two and one-half per centum on the amount of all 
drawbacks allowed, except on foreign and refined sugars, shall be retai 
for the use of the United States, by the collectors paying such drawbacks 
respectively ; and in the case of foreign refined sugars, ten per centum 
be so retained. 

§.16. That in all cases where there is or shall be imposed any ad valore@ 
rate of duty on any goods, wares, or merchandise imported into the United 
States, and in all cases where the duty imposed shall by law be regula 
by, or directed to be estimated or based upon, the value of the square yard, 
or of any specified quantity or parcel of such goods, wares, or merchandls® 
it shall be the duty of the collector, within whose district the same shall 
imported or entered, to cause the actual market value or wholesale pre 
thereof, at the time when purchased, in the principal markets of the county 
from which the same shall have been imported into the United States, 0° 
the yards, parcels, or quantities, as the case may be, to be appraised, 
mated, and ascertained, and to such value or price, to be ascertained m * 
manner provided in this act, shall be added all costs and charges except A 
surance, and including, in every case, a charge for commissions at the usua 
rates as the true value at the port where the same may be entered “ea 
which duties shall be assessed. And it shall, in every such case, be 
duty of the appraisers of the United States, and every of them, and every 
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person who shall act as such ‘appraiser, or of the collector and naval officer, 
as the case may be, by all reasonable ways and means in his or their power, 

to’ ascertain, estimate, and appraise the true and actual market value and 

wholesale price, any invoice or affidavit thereto to the contrary notwith- 

standing, of the said goods, wares, and merchandise, at the time purchased, 
and in the principal markets of the country whence the same shall have been 
imported into the United States, and the number of such yards, parcels, or 
quantities, and such actual market value or wholesale price of every of them, 
as the case may require; and all ‘such goods, wares, or merchandise, being 
manufactured of wool, or whereof wool shall be a component putt, which 
Shall be imported into the United States in an unfinished condition, shall, in 
every such appraisal, be taken, deemed, and estimated to have been at the 
time purchased, and place whence the same were imported into the United 
States, of as ‘great value as if the same had been entirely finished: Pro- 
vided, That in all cases where goods, wares, and merchandise, subject to ad 
valorem duty, or on which the duties are to be levied upon the value of the 
square yard, and in all cases where any specific quantity or parcel of such 
goods, wares, and merchandise, shall have been imported into the United 
States from‘ a country in which the same have not been manufactured or pro- 
duced, the foreign value shall be appraised and estimated according to the 
current market value or wholesale price of similar articles at the principal 
markets of the country of production or manufacture, at the period of the ex- 
portation of said goods, wares, and merchandise, to the United States. 

§ 27. That it shall be lawful for the appraisers, or the collector and naval 
officer, as the case may be, to call before them and examine, upon oath or 
affirmation, any owner, importer, consignee or other person, touching any 
matter or thing which they may deem material in ascertaining the true mar- 
ket value or wholesale price of any merchandise’ imported, and to require the 
production, on oath or affirmation, to the collector or to any permanent ap- 
praiser, of any letters, accounts, or invoices, in his possession relating to the 
same, for which purpose they are hereby réspectively authorized to adminis- 
ter oaths and affirmations; and if any person so called shall neglect or re- 
fuse to attend, or shall decline to answer, or shall, if required, refuse to 
answer in writing any interrogatories, and subscribe his name to his deposi- 
tion, or to produce such papers, when so required, he shall forfeit and pay to 
the United States ‘the sum of one hundred dollars ; and if such person be the 
owner, importer, or consignee, the appraisement which the said appraisers, 
or collector and naval officer, where there are no legal appraisers, may make 
of the goods, wares, and merchandise, shall be final and conclusive, any act 
of congress to the contrary notwithstanding ; and any person who shall wil- 
fully and corruptly swear or affirm falsely on such examination, shall be 
deemed guilty of perjury; and if he be the owner, importer, or consignee, 
the merchandise shall be forfeited; and all testimony in writing, or deposi- 
tions, taken by virtue of this section, shall be filed in the collector’s office, 
and preserved for future use or reference, to be transmitted to the Secretary 
of the treasury when he shall require the same: Provided, That if the im- 
porter, owner, agent, or consignee, of any such goods, shall be dissatisfied 
with the appraisement, and shall have complied with the foregoing requisi- 
tions, he may forthwith give notice to the collector, in writing, of such dis- 
satisfaction ; on the receipt of which, the collector shall select two discreet 
and experienced merchants, citizens of the United States, familiar with the 
character and value of the goods in‘ question, to’ examine and appraise the 
game, agreeably to the foregoing provisions ; and if they shall disagree, the 
éollector shall’ decide between them ; and the appraisement thus determined 
shall be final, and deemed and taken to be the true value of said goods, and 
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the duties shall be levied thereon accordingly, any act of congress tothe con. 
trary notwithstanding: Provided, also, That in. all cases where the actual 
value to be appraised, estimated, and ascertained as hereinbefore stated, of 
any goods, wares, and merchandise, imported into the United States, and 
subject to any ad valorem duty, or whereon the duty is regulated by ordi. 
rected to be imposed or levied on the value of the square yard, or other pareel 
or quantity thereof, shall exceed by ten per centum or more the inyoige 
value, then, in addition to the duty imposed by law on the same, there shall 
be levied and collected, on the same goods, wares, and merchandise, fifly per 
centum of the duty imposed on the same, when fairly invoiced. 

§ 18. That the several collectors be, and they are hereby authorized, under 
such regulations as may be prescribed by the secretary of the treasury, 
whenever they shail deem it necessary to protect and secure the revenue of 
the United States against frauds or undervaluation, and the same is practiens 
ble, to take the amount of duties chargeable on any article bearing an ad 
valorem rate of duty, in the article itself, according to the proportion or rate 
per centum of the duty on said article; and such goods, so taken, the collec- 
tor shall cause to be sold at public auction, within twenty days from the 
time of taking the same, in the manner prescribed in this act, and place the 
proceeds arising from such sale in the treasury of the United States: Pro 
vided, That the collector or appraiser shall not be allowed any fees or com 
missions for taking and disposing of said goods, and paying the proceeds 
thereof into the treasury, other than are now allowed by law. 

§ 19. That if any person shall knowingly and wilfully, with intent to 
defraud the revenue of the United States, smuggle or clandestinely introduce 
into the United States any goods, wares, or merchandise, subject to daty by 
Jaw, and which should have been invoiced, without paying or accounting 
for the duty, or shall make out, or pass, or attempt to pass, through the cit 
tom-house, any false, forged, or fraudulent invoice, every such person, his, 
her, or their aiders and abettors, shall be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, 
and on conviction thereof, shall be fined in any sum not exceeding five thoue 
sand dollars, or imprisoned for any term of time not exceeding two yeals; oF 
both, at the discretion of the court. 

§ 20. That there shall be levied, collected, and paid, on each and every 
non-enumerated article which bears a similitude, either in material, quality, 
texture, or the use to which it may be applied, to any enumerated 
chargeable with duty, the same rate of duty which is levied and charged. on 
the enumerated article which it most resembles in any of the particulars be 
fore mentioned ; and if any non-enumerated article equally resembles #0 
or more enumerated articles, on which different rates of duty are cha 

there shall be levied, collected, and paid, on such non-enumerated article, 
same rate of duty as is chargeable on the article which it resembles, payi™’ 
the highest duty; and on all articles manufactured from two or more mate 
rials, the duty shall be assessed at the highest rates at which any of its com 
ponent parts may. be chargeable. 

§ 21. That the collector shall designate on the invoice at least one pack 
age of every invoice, and one package at least of every ten packages of 
goods, wares, or merchandise, and a greater number, should he or either 
the appraisers deem it necessary, imported into such port, to be opent 
examined, and appraised, and shall order the package or packages $ 
nated to the public stores for examination; and if any package be found by 
the appraisers to contain any article not specified in. the invoice, ane. rm 
ora majority of them, shall be of opinion that such article was omitted in 
invoice, with fraudulent intent on the patt of the shipper, owner, or agetls 
contents of the entire package in which the article may be; shall be liable 10 
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seizure and forfeiture, on conviction thereof before any court of competent 
jurisdiction ; but if said appraisers shall be of opinion that no such fraudu- 
lent intent existed, then the value of such article shall be added to the entry, 
and the duty thereon paid accordingly, and the same shall be delivered to the 
importer, agent, or consignee: Provided, That such forfeiture may be re: 
mitted by the secretary of the treasury, on the production of evidence satis- 
factory to him, that no fraud was intended: Provided, further, That if on 
the opening of any package or packages of goods, a deficiency of any arti- 
cle shall be found, on examination by the appraisers, the same shall be cer- 
tified to the collector on the invoice, and an allowance for the same be made, 
in estimating the duties. 

22. That where goods, wares, and merchandise shall be entered at 
ports where there are no appraisers, the mode hereinbefore prescribed of 
ascertaining the foreign value thereof, shall be carefully observed by the 
revenue officers to whom is committed the estimating and collection of duties. 

§ 23. That it shall be the duty of the secretary of the treasury, from time 
to time, to establish such rules and regulations, not inconsistent with the laws 
of the United States, to secure a just, faithful, and impartial appraisal of all 
goods, wares, and merchandise, as aforesaid, imported into the United 
States, and just and proper entries of such actual market value, or wholesale 
price thereof, and of the square yards, parcels, or other quantities, as the 
case may require, and of such actual market value or wholesale price of 
every of them. 

§ 24. That it shall be the duty of all collectors and other officers of the 
customs, to execute and carry into effect all instructions of the secretary of 
the treasury, relative to the execution of the revenue laws; and in case any 
difficulty shall arise as to the true construction or meaning of any part of 
such revenue laws, the decision of the secretary of the treasury shall be con- 
clusive and binding upon all such collectors and other officers of the customs. 

§ 25. That nothing in this act contained shall apply to goods shipped in 
a vessel bound to any port of the United States, actually having left her last 
port of lading eastward of the Cape of Good Hope, or beyond Cape Horn, 
prior to the first day of September, eighteen hundred and forty-two; and all 
legal provisions and regulations existing immediately before the thirtieth day 
of June, eighteen hundred and forty-two, shall be applied to importations 
which may be made in vessels which have left such last port of lading east- 
ward of the Cape of Good Hope, or beyond Cape Horn, prior to said first 
day of September, eighteen hundred and forty-two. 

§ 26. That the laws existing on the first day of June, eighteen hundred 
and forty-two, shall extend to and be in force for the collection of the duties 
imposed by this act on goods, wares, and merchandise, imported into the 
United States, and for the recovery, collection, distribution and remission of 
all fines, penalties, and forfeitures, and for the allowance of the drawbacks 
by-this act authorized, as fully and effectually as if every regulation, restric- 
tion, penalty, forfeiture, provision, clause, matter, and thing, in the said laws 
contained, had been inserted in and re-enacted by this act. And that all 
provisions of any former law inconsistent with this act, shall be, and the 
same are hereby, repealed. 

§ 27. That it shall be the duty of the secretary of the treasury, annually, 
to ascertain whether, for the year ending on the thirtieth of June, next pre- 
ceding, the duty on any articles has exceeded thirty-five per centum ad va- 
lorem on the average wholesale market value of such articles, in the several 
ports of the United States for the preceding year; and if so, he shall report 
a tabular statement of such articles and excess of duty to congress, at the 
commencement of the next annual session thereof, with such observations 
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and recommendations as he may deem necessary for the improvement of the 
revenue. 

§ 28. That the importation of all indecent and obscene prints, paintings, 
lithographs, engravings, and transparencies, is. hereby. prohibited; and po 
invoice or package whatever, or any part thereof, shall be admitted to entry, 
in which any such articles are contained; and. all invoices and package 
whereof any such articles shall compose a. part, are hereby declared to. be 
liable to be proceeded against, seized, and forfeited, by due course of law, 
and the said articles shall be forthwith. destroyed. 

§ 29. That, wherever the word “ton” is used in this act, in reference to 
weight, it shall be deemed and taken to be twenty hundred weight, each 
hundred weight being one hundred and twelve pounds avoirdupois. 

§ 30.. That so long as the distribution of the nett. proceeds of .the sales of 
the public lands, directed, to. be made among the several states, territories, 
and district of Columbia, by the act entitled “ An. act to appropriate the pro- 
ceeds of the sales of the public lands, and to grant pre-emption rights,” shall 
be and remain suspended by virtue of this act, and of the proviso, of the sixth

in fineness, at ninety-two cents and nine-tenths of a cent per pennyweight. 

§ 2. That from ‘and after the passage of this act, the following foreign 
silver coins shall pass current as’ money within the United States, and be 
receivable by tale, for the payment of all debts and demands, at the rates 
following, that is to say: the Spanish pillar dollars, and the dollars of Mex- 
ico, Peru, and Bolivia, of not less than eight hundred and ninety-seven thou- 
sandths in fineness, and four hundred and fifteen grains in weight, at one 
hundred cents each; and the. five-franc pieces of France, of not less than 
nine hundred thousandths in fineness, and three hundred and eighty-four 
grains in weight, at ninety-three cents each. 
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§ 3. That it shall be the duty of the secretary of the treasury to cause 
assays of the coins made current by this act to be had at the mint of the 
United States, at least once in every year, and to make report of the result 


thereof to Congress.

That all expenses which shall acerue, from and 
after the fifteenth day of August, one thousand seven hundred and eighty- 
nine, in the necessary support, maintenance, and repairs, of all light-houses 
beacons, buoys, and public piers, erected, placed, or sunk, before the passilg 
of this act, at the entrance of, or within, any bay, inlet, harbour, or port of

§ 3. That the secretary of the treasury be, ‘and he is hereby, authorized 
to adopt the improvements in lamps and lanterns of light-houses, and the 
mode of warming the same, invented by Isaac Dunham, jf, in his opinion, 
after due examination, and trial thereof, (if necessary,) said improvements 
shall be deemed of utility in respect to the saving of expense, in repairs and 
support, or in respect to improving the lights : Provided, The right to adopt 
said improvements in the light-houses and light boats of the United States 
can be obtained on terms which the secretary shall deem reasonable.

CHAPTER CCCCLVIII.

Treaty or Amiry AND Commerce or OctToser 8, 1782. 


Treaties, Contracts, and Conventions, concluded at different periods 
between the United States of America and the United Netherlands. 


Ant. 1, Peace and amity declared. 

2. Subjects of the Netherlands to pay no 
other nor higher duties in the ports 
of the United States than the most 
favoured nations, &c. 

3. Citizens of United States not to pay 
greater nor higher duties in the 
ports of the Netherlands, than the 
most fayoured nations. 

4. Liberty of conscience, of religious 
worship, rights of burial, and certifi- 
cates of death, provided for. 

5. Vessels of the one party in the domi- 
nion of the other to be protected— 
restored when captured, and taken 
under conyoy, when there is a com- 
mon enemy, 

6. Citizens of each party may dispose of 
their effects, by will, or otherwise, 
in the dominions of the other. Pro- 
vision for the disposition of effects 
of citizens of either party dying 
within the jurisdiction of the other. 


7. Citizens of each party may enfploy 
such attorneys, &c.as they may deem 
proper. 

8. Vessels, &c. not to be detained by 
violence for public or private use.

9. Citizens of either party allowed to 
manage their own business in the 
dominions of the other. 

10. Free trade allowed to the ports of 
an enemy, but merchant vessels shall

of the United States of America at the 
court of Versailles, heretofore dele- 
gate in congress from the state of 
Massachusetts Bay, and chief justice 
of the said state; who have agreed 
and concluded as follows, to wit:

Art. 5. Their high mightinesses, 
the. states general.of. the . United 
Netherlands, andj the United - States 
of America, shall endeavour, by all 
the means in their power, to defend 
and protect all vessels and other ef- 
fects, belonging to their subjects and 
inhabitants, respectively, or to any of 
them, in their ports, roads, havens, 
internal seas, passes, rivers, and as 
far as their jurisdiction extends at sea, 
and to recover, and cause to be re- 
stored to the true proprietors, their 
agents or attorneys, all such vessels 
and effects, which shall be taken under 
their jurisdiction ;, and their vessels of 
war and convoys, in cases when they 
may have a common enemy, shall 
take under their protection all the ves- 
sels belonging to the subjects and in- 
habitants of either party, which shall 
not be laden with contraband goods,

enemy, in the same manner as they 
ought to protect and defend the ves- 
sels belonging to their own respective 
subjects. 


Art. 6. The subjects of the con- 
tracting parties may, on one side and 
on the other, in the respective coun- 
tries and states, dispose of their ef: 
fects, by testament, donation, or other- 
wise ; and their heirs, subjects of one 
of the parties, and residing in the 
country of the other, or ‘elsewhere, 
shall receive such successions, eyen 
ab intestato, whether in person or by 
their attorney or substitute, even ai- 
though they shall not have obtained 
letters of naturalization, without hav- 
ing the effect of such commission 
contested, under pretext of any rights 
or prerogatives of any province, city, 
or private person; and if the heirs, 
to whom such successions may have 
fallen, shall be minors, the tutors or 
curators, established by the judge 
domiciliary of the said ‘minors, may 
govern, direct, administer, sell and 
alienate the effects fallen to the said 
minors by inheritance, and in general, 
in relation to the said successions and 
effects, use all the rights, and fulfil all 
the functions which belong, by the 
disposition of the laws, to guardians, 
tutors, and curators: provided never- 
theless, that this disposition cannot 
take place, but in cases where the 
testator shall not have named guar- 
dians, tutors, curators, by testament, 
codicil, or other legal instrument.

tries, lands, islands, cities, places, 
ports, shores, or dominions whatso- 
ever of the other confederate, for ‘any 
military expedition, public or private 
use of any one, by arrests, violence, 
or any colour thereof; much less 
shall it be permitted to the subjects of 
either party, to take or extort by 
force, any thing from the subjects of 
the other party, without the consent 
of the owner; which, however, is not 
to be understood: of seizures, deten- 
tions, and arrests, which’ shall. be 
made by the command and authority 
of justice, and by. the © ordinary 
methods, on, account, of . debts’ or 
crimes; in respect whereof, the pro- 
ceedings must be by way of law, ac- 
cording to the forms of justice. 


Art. 9. Tt is further. agreed and 
concluded, that it. shall: be. wholly 
free for all merchants, commanders 
of ships, and other subjects and inha- 
bitants of the contracting. parties, in 
every place, subject to the jurisdiction 
of the two powers respectively, to 
manage themselves their own busi- 
ness ; and moreover, as’ to'the use of 
interpreters or brokers, as)also in re- 
lation to the loading or-unloading of 
their vessels, and every, thing which 
has relation thereto, they shall be, on 
one side and on the other, considered 
and treated upon the footing of na- 
tural subjects, or, at least, upon an 
equality with the most favoured nation.

high seas, as in the ports, their sea- 
letters and other documents, described 
in the twenty-fifth article, stating ex- 
pressly that their effects are not of 
the number of those which are prohi- 
bited, as contraband: and not having 
any contraband goods for an enemy’s 
port, they may freely and without 
hindrance, pursue their voyage to- 
wards the port of anenemy. Never- 
theless, it shall not be required to ex- 
amine the papers of vessels convoyed 
by vessels of war, but credence shall 
be given to the word of the officer 
who shall conduct the convoy. 


Arr. 11. If, by exhibiting the sea-let- 
ters, and other doctiments, described 
more particularly in the twenty-fifth 
article of this treaty, the other party 
shall discover there are any of those 
sorts of goods, which are declared 
prohibited and contraband, and that 
they are consigned for a port under 
the obedience of his enemy, it shall 
not be lawful to break up the hatches 
of such ship, nor to open any chest, 
coffer, packs, casks, or other vessels 
fourid therein, or to remove the 
smallest parcel of her goods, whether 
the said vessel belongs to the sub- 
jects of their high mightinesses the 
states general of the United Nether- 
lands, or to the subjects or inhabitants 
of the said United States of America, 
unless the lading be brought on shore, 
in presence of the officers of the court 
of admiralty, and an inventory there:

States of America; as well as to all 
their officers, subjects, and people; to 
give any offence or do any damage 
to those of the other party; and if 
they act to the contrary, they shall 
be, upon the first complaint which 
shall be made of it, being found 
guilty after a just examination, pun- 
ished by their proper judges, and 
moreover obliged to make satisfaction 
for all damages and interests thereof, 
by reparation, under pain and obliga- 
tion of their persons and goods.

Arr. 14. For further determining 
of what has been said, all captains of 
privateers, or fitters-out’ of vessels 
armed for war, under commission 
and on account of private persons, 
shall be held, before their departure, 
to give sufficient caution, before'com- 
petent judges, either to be entirely 
responsible for the malversations 
which they may commit in their 
cruises Or voyages, as well ag for the 
contraventions of their captains and 
officers against the present treaty, 
and against the ordinances and edicts

Arr. 16. If any ships or vessels, 
belonging to either of the parties, 
their subjects or people, shall, within 
the coasts or dominions of the other, 
stick upon the sands, or be wrecked 
or suffer any other sea damage, all 
friendly assistance and relief shall be 
given to the persons shipwrecked, or 
such as shall be in danger thereof; 
and the vessels, effects, and merchan- 
dises, or the part of them which shall 
have been saved, or the proceeds of 
them, if, being perishable, they shall 
have been sold, being claimed within 
a year anda day by the masters or 
owners, or their agents or attorneys, 
shall be restored, paying only the 
reasonable charges, and that which 
must be paid, in the same case, for 
the salvage, by the proper subjects of 
the country: there shall also be de- 
livered them, safe conducts or pass- 
ports, for their free and safe passage 
from thence, and to return, each one, 
to his own country. 


Art. 17. In case the subjects or 
people of either party, with their ship- 
ping, whether public and of war, or 
private and of merchants, be forced, 
through stress of weather, pursuit of 
pirates or enemies, or any other ur- 
gent’ hecessity for seeking of shelter

den; en de scheepen, goederen en 
koopmanschappen, en het geen daar-

moet worden; zullende insgelyks 
brieven van vrygeley aan hun wor- 
den gegeeven, voor hunne vrye en

Arr. 17. Ingevalle de onderdanen 
of ingezeetenen van een der beide 
parthyen, met hunne scheepen, het 
zy publique en ten oorlog varende, of 
bysondere en ter koopvaardy uitge- 
rust, door onstuimig weer, najaaging 
van zeerovers of vyanden, of eenige 
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and harbour, to retreat and enter into 
any of the rivers, creeks, bays, ports, 
roads, or shores, belonging. to .the 
other party, they shall be received 
with all humanity and kindness, and 
enjoy all friendly protection and help, 
and they shall be permitted to refresh 
and provide themselves, at reasonable 
rates, with victuals, and all things 
needful for the sustenance of their 
persons, or reparation of their ships ; 
and they shall no ways be detained 
or hindered from returning out of the 
said ports or roads, but may remove 
and depart when and whither they 
please, without any let or hindrance. 


Arr. 18. For the better promoting 
of commerce on both sides, it is 
agreed, that if a war should break 
out between their high mightinesses 
the states general of the United Ne- 
therlands and the United States of 
America, there shall always be grant- 
ed to the subjects on each side, the 
term of nine months after the date of 
the rupture, or the proclamation of 
war, to the end that they may retire, 
with their effects, and to transport 
them where they please, which it 
shall be lawful for them to do, as well 
as to sell or transport their effects and 
goods, in all freedom and without any 
hindrance, and without being able to 
proceed, during the said term of nine 
months, to any arrest of their effects, 
much less of their persons; on the 
contrary, there shall be given them, 
for their vessels and their eflects, 
which they would carry away, pass- 
ports and safe conducts for the near- 
est ports of their respective countries, 
and for the time necessary for the 
voyage. And no prize made at sea 
shall be adjudged lawful, at least ifthe 
declaration of war was not or could 
not be known, in the last port which 
the vessel taken has quitted, but for 
whatever may have been taken from 
the subjects and inhabitants of either 
party, and for the offences which ma y 
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andere dringende. nood, gedwongen 
zullen worden, ter bekoming van een 
schuilplaats en haven, zig te retiree. 
ren en binnen te loopen in eenige der 
rivieren, creeken, baayen, havens, 
rheeden of stranden, toebehoorende 
aan de andere parthye, zullen dezelye 
met alle menschlievendheid en goed.

Art. 18. Tot des te beeter voort- 
zetting der weedersydsche commercie, 
is overeengekomen, dat indien een 
oorlog mogt komen te ontstaan, tuss- 
chen haar hoog mogende de_staten 
general der Vereenigde Nederlanden, 
en de Vereenigde Staten van America, 
altyd aan de onderdanen van de een 
of Andere zyde zal worden gegeeven 
den tyt van neegen maanden, na dato 
van de rupture of proclamatie van 
oorlog, om haar te mogen retireeren 
met haare effecten, endeselve. te yer 
voeren, waar het haar believen zal, 
het welk haar geoorloft zal zyn te 
mogen doen; als meede te mogen 
verkoopen of transporteeren. haare 
goederen en meubilien in alle vryheid;

Art. 19. No subject of their high 
mightinesses the states general of the 
United Netherlands, shall apply for 
or take any commission or letters of 
mark, for arming any ship or ships 
to act as privateers against the United 
States of America, or any of them, 
or the subjects and inhabitants of the 
said United States or any of them, or 
against the property of the inhabi- 
tants of any of them, from any prince 
or state with which the said United 
States of America may happen to be 
at war; nor shall any subject or in- 
habitant of the said United States of 
America, or any of them, apply for 
or take any commission or letters of 
marque for arming any ship or ships 
to act as privateers against the high 
and mighty lords the states general of 
the United Netherlands, or against 
the subjects of their high mightiness- 
es, or any of them, or against’ the 
property of any one of them, from 
any prince or state with which their 
high mightinesses may be at war: 
and if any person of either nation 
shall take such commission or letters 
of marque, he shall be punished as a 
pirate. 


Arr. 20. If the vessels of the sub- 
jects or inhabitants of one of the par- 
ties come upon any coast belonging 
to either of the said allies, but not 
willing to enter into port, or being 
entered into port and not willing to 
unload their cargoes or break bulk, 
or take in any cargo, they shall not 
be obliged to pay, neither for the ves- 
sels nor the cargoes, any duties of

Art. 21. The two contracting 
parties grant to each other, mutually, 
the liberty of having each in the ports 
of the other, consuls, vice-consuls, 
agents, and commissaries of their 
Own appointing, whose functions shall 
be regulated by particular agreement, 
whenever either. party chooses to 
make such appointment. 


Arr. 22. This treaty shall not be 
understood in any manner. to, dero- 
gate from, the ninth, tenth, nineteenth, 
and twenty-fourth articles of the trea- 
ty with France, as they were num- 
bered in the same treaty, concluded 
the sixth of February, 1778, and 
which make the articles ninth, tenth, 
seventeenth, and twenty-second of the 
treaty of commerce now subsisting 
between the United States of Ameri- 
ca and the crown of France: nor 
shall it hinder his catholic majesty 
from acceding to .that. treaty, and 
enjoying the advantage of the said 
four articles. 

Arr. 23. If at any time the Uni- 
ted States of America shall judge ne- 
cessary to commence. negotiations 
with the king or emperor of Morocco 
and Fez, and with the regencies of 
Algiers, Tunis, or Tripoli, or with 
any of them, to obtain passports for 
the security of their navigation in the 
Mediterranean sea, their high mighti- 
nesses promise, that upon the requi- 
sition which the United States of Ame- 
rica shall make of it, they will second 
such negotiations in the most fayour- 
able manner, by means of their con- 
suls, residing near the said king, 
emperor, and regencies. 


Art. 24. The liberty of navigation 
and commerce shall extend. to. all 
sorts of merchandises, excepting only 
those which are distinguished under 
the name of contraband, or merchan- 
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ladingen eenige inkomende, of uitga. 
ende regten te betalen, nog eenige 
reekenschap van. haare ladingen te 
geeven, ten minsten indien er geen 
wettig vermoeden is dat zy aan een 
vyand toevoeren koopmanschap van 
contrabande. 

Arr. 21. De twee contracteerende

Art. 22. Dittractaat zal in, gee 
nerhande opsigten verstaan worden 
te derogeeren aan de 9, 10, 19 en 
24ste articulen, van het tractaat met 
Vrankryk, soo als. die genummert 
zyn geweest in het zelve tractaat den 
6 February, 1778, geslooten, zynde 
de 9,10, 17 en 22ste articulen van 
het tractaat van commercie, soo als 
het nu in kragt. is tusschen. de Ve.

Art. 23. By aldien de Vereenigde 
Staten van America, t’eeniger tyd, 
nodig mogten vinden, om by den ko- 
ning of keizer van Marocco of Fez, 
mitsgaders by de regeeringen val 
Algiers, Tunis of Tripoli, of by een- 
ige van dezelve, negotiatien te enta- 
meeren tot het verkrygen van pas 
porten ter beveiliging van hunne 
navigatie op de middelandsche zee, 
zoo beloven haar hoog mogende, op 
het aanzoek van. hoogstgedagte Ve- 
reenigde Staten, die negotiatien, door 
middel van hunne by den_yoorsz:

Art, 24. De vryheid van, naviga 
tie en commercie zal. zig uitstrekken 
tot alle soorten van koopmanschapped, 
uitgesondert alleen deeze, welke on- 
derscheiden zyn onder den naam van 
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dises prohibited, and under this de- 
nomination of contraband and mer- 
chandises prohibited, shall be compre- 
hended only warlike stores and arms, 
as mortars, artillery, with their arti- 
fices and appurtenances, fusils, pistols, 
bombs, grenades, gunpowder, salt- 
petre, sulphur, match, bullets and 
balls, pikes, sabres, lances, halberds, 
casques, cuirasses, and other sorts of 
arms; as also soldiers, horses, sad- 
dles and furniture for horses; all other 
effects and merchandises not before 
specified expressly, and even all sorts 
of naval matters, however proper they 
may be for the construction and equip- 
ment of vessels of war, or for the ma- 
nufacture of one or another sort of 
machines of war by land or sea, shall 
not be judged contraband, neither by 
the letter, nor according to any pre- 
tended interpretation whatever, ought 
they, or can they be comprehended 
under the notion of effects prohibited 
or contraband. So that all effects and 
merchandises, which are not express- 
ly beforenamed, may, without any 
exception, and in perfect liberty, be 
transported by the subjects and in- 
habitants of both allies, from and to 
places belonging to the enemy; ex- 
cepting only the places which at the 
same time shall be besieged, blocked, 
or invested; and those places only 
shall be held for such, which are sur- 
rounded nearly by some of the belli- 
gerent powers. 


Arr. 25. To the end. that all dis- 
sension and quarrel may be avoided 
and prevented, it has been agreed, 
that in case that one of the two par- 
ties happens to be at war, the vessels 
belonging to the subjects or inhabi- 
tants of the other ally, shall be pro- 
vided with sealetters or passports, ex- 
pressing the name, the property, and 
the burden of the vessel, as also the 
name and the place of abode of the 
master, or commander of the said 
vessel, to the end, that thereby it may

It has been also agreed, that such 
vessels, being loaded, ought to be pro- 
vided not only with the said passports 
or sealetters, but also with a general 
passport, or with particular passports 
or manifests, or other’ public docu- 
ments, which are ordinarily given to 


vessels outward bound in the’ ports - 


from whence the vessels have set sail 
in the last place, containing a speci- 
fication of the cargo, of the place 
from whence the vessel departed, and 
of that of her destination; or, instead 
of all these, with certificates from the 
magistrates or governors of - cities, 
places, and colonies, from whence 
the vessel came, given in the usual 
form, to the end that it may be known, 
whether there are any effects pro- 
hibited or contraband on board the 
vessels, and whether they are destined 
to be carried to an enemy’s country 
or not; and in case any one judges 
proper to express in the said docu- 
ments, the persons to whom the ef- 
fects on board belong, he may do it 
freely, without, however, being bound 
to do it ; and the omission of such ex- 
pression cannot and ought not to cause 
a confiscation. 


Arr. 26. If the vessels of the said 
subjects or inhabitants of either of the 
parties, sailing along the coasts or on 
the high seas, are met by a vessel of 
war, Or privateer, or other armed yes- 
sel of the other party, the said vessels 
of war, privateers, or armed vessels, 
for avoiding all disorder, shall remain 
without the reach of cannon, but may

board of their vessels, in any port or 
place in the jurisdiction of their high 
mightinesses aforesaid, seamen or 
others, natives or inhabitants of any 
of the said states, upon such condi- 
tions as they shall agree on, without 
being subject for this, to any fine, 
penalty, punishment, process, or re- 
prehension whatsoever. 

And reciprocally, all merchants, 
captains, and commanders, belonging 
to the said United Netherlands, shall 
enjoy, in all the ports and places un- 
der the obedience of the said United 
States of America, the:same privilege 
of engaging and receiving seamen or 
others, natives or inhabitants of any 
country of the denomination of the 
said States’ General: provided, that 
neither on one side nor the other, they 
may not take into their service such 
of their countrymen who have already 
engaged in the service of the other 
party contracting, whether in war or 
trade, and whether they meet them 
by land or sea ; at least if the captains

BY THE PRESIDENT OF THE UNITED STATES OF AMERICA. 


A PROCLAMATION. 


Whereas, a treaty of commerce 


and navigation between the United States 


of America and his majesty the king of the Netherlands, was concluded and 


signed at Washington, 
is word for word, as follows: 


The United States of America and 
his majesty the king of the Nether- 
lands, anxious to regulate the com- 
merce and navigation carried on 
between the two countries in their 
respective vessels, have, for that 
purpose, named plenipotentiaries, 
that is to say: 


The president of the United States 
has appointed John Forsyth, secreta- 
ry of state of the said United States ; 
and his majesty the king of the Nether- 
lands, Jonkheer Evert Marius Adrian 
Martini, member of the body of no- 
bles of the province of North Bra- 
bant, knight of the order of the 
Netherland Lion, and his chargé 
d’affaires near the United States, who 
having exchanged their respective 
full powers, found in good and due 
form, have agreed to the following 
articles : 


Art. 1. Goods and merchandise, 
whatever their origin may be, import- 
ed intoorexported from the ports of the 
United States, from or tothe portsof the 
Netherlands in Europe, in vessels of 
the Netherlands, shall pay no higher 
or other duties than shall be levied on 
the like goods and merchandise so 
imported or exported in national yes- 
sels.

It is further agreed be- 
tween the two contracting parties, 
that the consuls and vice-consuls of 
the United States in the ports of the 
Netherlands in Europe; and recipro- 
cally the consuls, and vice-consuls of 
the Netherlands in the ports of the 
said states, shall continue to enjoy all 
privileges, protection and assistance, 
as may be usual and necessary for 
the duly exercising of their functions, 
in respect also of the deserters from 
the vessels, whether public or private, 
of their countries.

Anr. 1. Peace and amity declared. 

2. Neither party to grant favours in 
commerce, &c., to other nations that 
shall not become common to the 
other party.

A treaty of amity and commerce con- 
cluded between his majesty the king 
of Sweden, and the United States of 
North America. 


The king of Sweden, of the Goths 
and Vandals, &c. &c. &c., and the 
thirteen United States of North 
America, to wit: New Hampshire, 
Massachusetts Bay, Rhode Island, 
Connecticut, New, York, New Jersey, 
Pennsylvania, the counties of New- 
castle, Kent and Sussex, on Dela- 
ware, Maryland, Virginia, North 
Carolina, South Carolina, and Geor- 
gia, desiring to establish, in a stable 
and permanent’ manner, the rules 
which ought to ‘be observed relative 
to the correspondence and commerce 
which. the two, parties. have judged 
necessary to establish between their 
respective countries, states, and sub- 
jects; his majesty and the United 
States have thought that they could 
not better accomplish that end, than 
by taking for a basis of their arrange- 
ments the mutual interest and advan- 
tage of both nations, thereby avoiding 
all. those. burdensome » preferences, 
which are usually sources\of debate, 
embarrassment and discontent, and 
by leaving each party at liberty to 
make, respecting navigation and com- 
merce, those interior, regulations 
which shall be most convenient to 
itself. 

With this view, his majesty the 
king of Sweden has nominated and 
appointed for his plenipotentiary count 
Gustavus Philip de Creutz, his am- 
bassador extraordinary to his’ most 
Christian majesty, and knight com- 
mander of his orders; and the United 
States, on their part, have fully em- 
powered Benjamin Franklin, . their 
minister plenipotentiary to his’ most 
Christian majesty: the said plenipo- 
tentiaries, after exchanging their full

The subjects of the king 
of Sweden shall not pay in the ports, 
havens, roads, countries, islands, 
cities, and towns, of the United 
States, or in either of them, any other 
nor greater duties. or imposts, of 
what nature soever they may be, than 
those which the most favoured nations 
are or shall be obliged to pay; and 

they shall enjoy all the rights, liber- 
ties, privileges, immunities, and ex- 
emptions in trade, navigation, and 
commerce, which the said nations do 
or shall enjoy, whether in passing 
from one port to another of the United 
States, or in going to or from the 
same, from or to any part of the 
world whatever. 

Art. 4. The subjects and inhabi- 
tanis of the said United States shall 
not pay in the ports, havens, roads,

Moreover liber- 
ty shall be granted, when any of the 
subjects or inhabitants of either party 
die in the territory of the other, to 
bury them in convenient and decent 
places, which shall be assigned for 
the purpose; and the two contracting 
parties will provide each in its juris- 
diction, that the subjects and inhabi- 
tants respectively may obtain certifi. 
cates of the death, in case the delivery 
of them is required. 

Arr. 6. The subjects of the con- 
tracting parties in the respective states 
may freely dispose of their goods and 
effects, either by testament, donation, 
or otherwise, in favour of such per- 
sons as they think proper; and their 
heirs, in whatever place they shall 
reside, shall receive the succession 
even ab intestato, either in person or 
by their attorney, without having oc- 
casion to take out letters of naturali- 
zation. These inheritances, as well 
as the capitals and effects, which the 
subjects of the two parties, in chang- 
ing their dwelling, shall be desirous 
of removing from the place of their 
abode, shall be exempted from all 
duty, called “ droit de détraction,” 
on the part of the government of the 
two states respectively.

port, but even from one port of an 
enemy to another port of an enemy, 
whether it be under the jurisdiction of 
the same or of different princes. And 
as it is acknowledged by this treaty, 
with respect to ships and merchan- 
dises, that free ships shall make mer- 
chandise free, and that every thing 
which shall be on board of ships 
belonging to subjects of the one 
or the other of the contracting par- 
ties, shall be considered as free, 
even though the cargo, or a part of 
it, should belong to the enemies of 
one or both; it is, nevertheless, pro- 
vided, that contraband goods shall 
always be excepted; which being in- 
tercepted, shall be proceeded against 
according to the spirit of the following 
articles. It is: likewise agreed, that 
the same liberty be extended to per- 
sons who may be on board a free 
ship, with this effect, that although 
they be enemies to. both, or either of 
the parties, they shall. not be taken 
out of the free ship, unless they are 
soldiers in the actual service of the 

said enemies. 

Arr. 8. This liberty of navigation 
and commerce shall extend’ to all

Arr. 9. Under the name of con- 
traband or prohibited goods, shall be 
comprehended arms, great guns, can- 
non balls, arquebuses, muskets, mor- 
tars, bombs, petards, granadoes, sau- 
cisses, pitch balls, carriages for ord- 
nance, musket rests, bandoliers, can- 
non powder, matches, saltpetre, sul- 
phur, bullets, pikes, sabres, swords, 
morions, helmets, cuirasses, halberds, 
javelins, pistols and their holsters, 
belts, bayonets, horses with their har- 
ness, and all other like kinds of arms 
and instruments of war for the use of 
troops. 

Art. 10. These which follow shall 
not be reckoned in the number of 
prohibited goods; that is to say: All 
sorts of cloths, and all other manufac- 
tures of wool, flax, silk, cotton, or any 
other materials, all kinds of wearing 
apparel, together with the things of 
which they are commonly made, 
gold, silver coined or uncoined, brass, 
iron, lead, copper, latten, coals, wheat, 
barley, and all sorts of corn or pulse, 
tobacco, all kinds of spices, salted and 
smoked flesh, salted fish, cheese, but- 
ter, beer, oil, wines, sugar, all sorts 
of salt and provisions which serve for 
the nourishment and sustenance of 
man, all kinds of cotton, hemp, flax, 
tar, pitch, ropes, cables, sails, sail- 
cloth, anchors, and any parts of 
anchors, ship-masts, planks, boards, 
beams, and all sorts of trees, and 
other things proper for building 
or repairing ships; nor shall any 
goods be considered as contraband, 
which have not been worked into the 
form of any instrument or thing for 
the purpose of war, by land or by 
sea, much less such as have been 
prepared or wrought up for any other 
use: all which shall be reckoned free 
goods, as likewise all others. which 
are not comprehended and particu- 
larly mentioned in the foregoing arti- 
cle; so that they shall not by any 
pretended interpretation be compre- 
hended among prohibited or contra- 
band goods; on the contrary, they

ment appellée tabac, toutes sortes 
d’aromates, chaires salées et fumées, 
poissons salés, fromage et beurre, 
bierre, huile, vins, sucres, toutes sor- 
tes de sels et de provisions servant a 
la nouriture et & la subsistance des 
hommes; tous genres de coton, 
chanvre, lin, poix, tant liquide que 
séche, cordages, cables, voiles, toiles, 
propres a faire des voiles, ancres et 
parties d’ancres quelles qu’elles puis 
sent étre, mats de navire, planches, 
madriers, poutres et toute sorte dar 
bres, et toutes autres choses néces 
saires pour construire ou pour radot 
ber les vaisseaux.

may be freely transported by the sub- 
jects of the king and of the United 
States, even to places belonging to an 
enemy, such places only excepted as 
are beseiged, blocked, or invested; and 
those places only shall be considered 
as such, which are nearly surrounded 
by one of the belligerent powers. 


Art. 11. In order to avoid and 
prevent on both sides all disputes and 
discord, it is agreed, that in case one 
of the parties shall be engaged ina 
war; the ships and vessels belonging 
to the subjects or inhabitants of the 
other shall be furnished with sea-let- 
ters, or passports, expressing the 
name, property, and port of the ves- 
sel, and also the name and place of 
abode of the master or commander of 
the said vessel, in order that it may 
thereby appear that the said vessel 
really and truly belongs to the subjects 
of the one or the other party. These 
passports, which shall be drawn up in 
good and due form, shall be renewed 
every time the vessel returns home 
in the course of the year. It is also 
agreed, that the said vessels, when 
loaded, shall be provided, not only 
with sea-letters, but also with certifi- 
cates containing a particular account 
of the cargo, the place from which 
the vessel sailed, and that of her des- 
tination, in order that it may be 
known whether they carry any of 
the prohibited or contraband mer- 
chandises mentioned in the 9th article 
of the present treaty; which certifi- 
cates shall be made out by the officers 
of the place from which the vessel 
shall depart. 


Art. 12. Although the vessels of 
the one and of the other party may 
navigate freely and with all safety, 
as is explained in the 7th article, 
they shall nevertheless be bound at 
all times, when required, to exhibit

Arr. 12, Quoique les vaisseaux de

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as well on the high sea as in port, 
their passports and certificates above- 
mentioned. And not having contra- 
band merchandise on board for an 
enemy’s port, they may freely and 
without hindrance pursue their voy- 
age to the place of their: destination. 
Nevertheless, the exhibition of papers 
shall not be demanded of merchant 
ships under the convoy of vessels of 
war, but credit shall be given to the 
word of the officer commanding the 
convoy. 

Arr. 13. If on producing the said 
certificates, it be discovered that the 
vessel carries.some of the goods which 
are declared to be prohibited or\con- 
traband, and which are consigned to 
an enemy’s port; it shall:not however 
be lawful to break up the hatches of 
such: ships, nor ‘to open any chest, 
coffers, packs, casks, or vessels, nor 
to remove or displace the smallest part 
of the merchandises, until the cargo 
has been landed in’ the presence of 
officers appointed for the purpose, and 
until an inventory thereof has been 
taken; nor shall it be lawful to sell, 
exchange, or alienate the cargo or any 
part thereof, until legal process'shall 
have been had against the prohibited 
merchandises, and sentence shall have 
passed declaring them liable to con- 
fiscation, saving nevertheless as well 
the ships themselves, as the other 
merchandises which shall have been 
found therein, which, by virtue of this 
present treaty, are to be esteemed free, 
and which are not to be detained on 
pretence of their having been loaded 
with prohibited merchandise, and 
much less confiscated as lawful prize. 
And in case the contraband merchan- 
dise be only a part of the cargo, and 
the master of the vessel agrees, con- 
sents, and offers to deliver them to the 
vessel that has discovered them, in 
that case the latter, after receiving 
the merchandises which are good 
prize, shall immediately let the vessel 
§0, and shall not by any means hin- 
der her from pursuing her voyage to 
the place of her destination. When

any of the ports of the contracting 
parties, if upon examination she be

found to be loaded ‘only with mers 
chandises declared to be free, the 
owner or he who has made the prize, 
shall be bound to pay all costs and 
damages to the master of the vessel 
unjustly detained. 


Arr. 14. It is likewise agreed, that 
whatever shall be found to be laden 
by the subjects of either of the two 
contracting parties, on a ship belong- 
ing to the enemies of the other party, 
the whole effects, although not of the 
number of those declared contraband, 
shall be confiscated, as if they belong- 
ed to the enemy, excepting, never- 
theless, such goods and merchandises 
as were put on board before the decla- 
ration of war; and even six months 
after the declaration, after which term 
none shall be presumed to be igno- 
rant of it; which merchandises shall 
not, in any manner, be subject to con- 
fiseation, but shall \be faithfully and 
specifically delivered to the owners, 
who shall claim or cause them to’ be 
claimed before confiscation and sale, 
as also their proceeds, if the claim be 
made within eight months, and could 
not be made sooner after the sale, 
which is to be public: provided, ne- 
vertheless, that if the said merchan- 
dises be contraband, it shall not be in 
any wise lawful to:carry them after- 
wards to a port belonging to the 
enemy. 


Art. 15. And that more effectual 
eare may be taken for the security of 
the two contracting parties, that they 
suffer no prejudice by the men of war 
of the other party, or by privateers, 
all captains and commanders of ships 
of his. Swedish majesty, and of the 
United States, and all their subjects, 
shall be forbidden'to do any injury or 
damage to those of the other party, 
and if they act tothe contrary, hav- 
ing been found guilty on examination 
by their proper judges, they shall be 
bound to make satisfaction: for all 
damages and the interest thereof, and 
to make them good, under pain and 
obligation of their persons and goods. 


Art. 16. For this cause, every in-

Arr. 16. Pour cette cause chaque 
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dividual who is desirous. of fitting out 
a privateer, shall, before. he receives 
letters patent, or special commission, 
be obliged to give bond with sufficient 
sureties, before a competent judge, for 
a sufficient sum, to answer all dama- 
ges and wrongs which the owner of 
the privateer, his officers or others‘in 
his employ, may commit during the 
cruise, contrary to the tenor of this 
treaty, and. contrary to the edicts 
published by either party, whether 
by the king of Sweden or by the Unit- 
ed States, in virtue of this same treaty, 
and also under the penalty of having 
the said letters patent and special com- 
mission revoked and made void. 
Arr. 17. QOne,of the contracting 
parties being at war.and the other 
remaining neuter, if it should happen 
that a merchant ship of the neutral 
power be taken by the enemy of the 
other party, and be. afterwards ‘re- 
taken by a ship. of war or privateer 
of the power at war, also ships and 
merchandises of what nature soever 
they may be, when recovered from a 
pirate or sea rover, shall be brought 
into a port of one’of the two powers, 
and shall be committed to the custody 
of the officers of the said port, that 
they may be. restored entire to the 
true proprietor, as soon as he shall 
have produced full proof of the pro- 
perty. Merchants, masters, and own- 
ers of ships, seamen, people of all 
sorts, ships and vessels, and, in ge- 
neral, all merchandises and effects of 
one of the allies or their subjects, 
shall not be subject to any embargo, 
nor detained in any of the countries, 
territories, islands, cities, towns, ports, 
rivers, or domains whatever, of the 
other ally, on account of any military 
expedition, or any public or. private 
purpose whatever, by seizure, by 
force, or by any such manner; much 
less shall it be lawful for the subjects 
of one of the parties to seize or take 
any thing by force, from the subjects 
of the other party, without the con- 
sent of the owner... This, however, 
is not to be understood to. comprehend 
seizures, detentions, and arrests, made 
by order and by the authority of jus- 
tice, and according to the ordinary 
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particulier voulant armer en: course 
sera obligé, avant que de recevoir les 
patentes ou ses commissions Spéci- 
ales, de donner par devant un juge 
compétent caution de personnes sole 
vables, chacun solidairement pour une 
somme suffisante, afin de repondre de 
tous les dommages et torts que Var.

in the way of right according to the 
forms of justice. 


Arr. 18. If it should happen that 
the two contracting parties ‘should 
be engaged in a war at the same time 
with a common enemy, the following 
points shall be observed on both sides: 

1. If the ships of one of the two 
nations, retaken by the’ privateers of 
the other; have'not been in the power 
of the enemy more’ than twenty-four 
hours, ‘they shall be restored to the 
original owner, on payment of one 
third of the value of the ship and 
cargo. If, on the’ contrary, the ves- 
sel’ retaken’ has) been’ more than 
twenty-four hours in the power of 
the ‘enemy, it shall belong wholly to 
him who has retaken it. 

2. In case, during the interval of 
twenty-four hours, a vessel be retaken 
by a man of war of either of the two 
parties, it shall be restored to the 
original owner, on payment of a thir- 
tieth part of the value of the vessel 
and cargo, and a tenth part if it has 
been retaken after the twenty-four 
hours, which sums shall be distributed 
as a gratification among the crew of 
the men of war that shall have made 
the recapture. 

3. The prizes made in manner 
abovementioned, shall be restored to 
the owners, after proof made of the 
property, upon giving security for 
the part coming to him who has re- 
covered the vessel from the hands of 
the enemy. 

4. The men of war and privateers 
of the two nations shall reciprocally 
be admitted with their prizes into 
each other’s ports ; but the prizes 
shall not be-unloaded or sold there 
until the legality of a prize made by 
Swedish ships shall have been deter- 
mined according to'the laws and re- 
gulations established in Sweden, as 
also that of the prizes made by 

American vessels shall have been de- 
termined according to the laws and 
regulations established by the United 
States of America. 

5, Moreover, the king of Sweden

The ships of war of his 
Swedish majesty and those of the 
United States, and also those which 
their subjects shall have armed for 
war, may, with all freedom, conduct 
the prizes which they shall have 
made from their enemies into the 
ports which are open in time of war 
to other friendly nations; and the 
said prizes, upon entering the said 
ports, shall not be subject to arrest or 
seizure, nor shall the. officers of the 
places take cognizance of the validity 
of the said prizes, which may depart 
and be conducted freely and with all 
liberty to the places pointed out in 
their commissions, which the captains 
of the said vessels shall be obliged to 
show. 

Art, 20. In case any. vessel be- 
Jonging to either of the two states, or 
to their, subjects, shall be stranded, 
shipwrecked, or suffer any other 
damage on the coasts or under the 
dominion of either of the parties, all 
aid and assistance shall be given to 
the persons shipwrecked, or who may 
be in danger thereof, and passports 
shall be granted to them to secure 
their return to their own country. 
The ships and merchandises wreck- 
ed, or their proceeds, if the effects 
have been sold, being claimed in a 
year and a day, by the owners or 
their attorney, shall be restored, on 
their paying the costs of salvage, 
conformable to the laws and customs 
of the two nations, 

, Arr, 21. When the subjects and 
inhabitants of the two parties, with 
their vessels, whether they be public 
and equipped for war, or private, or 
employed in commerce, shall. be 
forced by tempest, by pursuit of pri- 
vateers and of enemies, or by any 
other urgent necessity, to retire and 
enter any of the rivers, bays, roads,

Arr. 22. In order to favour com- 
merce on both sides as much as pos- 
sible, it is agreed, that in case a war 
should break out between the said 
two nations, which God forbid, the 
term of nine months after the declara- 
tion of war, shall be allowed to the 
merchants and subjects respectively 
on one side and the other, in order 
that they may withdraw with their 
effects and moveables, which they 
shall be at liberty to carry off or to 
sell where they please, without the 
least obstacle; nor shall any seize 
their effects, and much less their per- 
sons, during the said nine months; 
but, on the contrary, passports, which 
shall be valid for a time necessary 
for their return, shall be given them 
for their vessels, and the effects which 
they shall be willing to carry with 
them. And if any thing is taken 
from them, or if any injury is done 
to them by one of the parties, their 
people, and subjects, during the term 
above prescribed, full and entire satis- 
faction shall be made to them on that 
account. ‘The abovementioned pass- 
ports shall also ‘serve as a safe con- 
duct against all insults or prizes which 
privateers may attempt against their 
persons and effects. 

Art. 23. No subject of the king 
of Sweden shall take a commission or 
Jetters of marque for arming any ves- 
sel to act as a privateer against the 
United States of America, or any of 
them, or against the subjects, people, 
or inhabitants of the said United

which are granted by the rules sub- 
sisting with respect to that object. 


Art. 25. When a vessel belonging 
to the subjects and inhabitants of 
either of the parties, sailing on the 
high sea, shall be met by a ship of

In all other cases, neither the 
subjects of either of the contracting 
parties, who shall be with their ves- 
sels in the ports of the other, nor their 
merchandises, shall be seized or mo- 
lested on account of contraband goods, 
which they shall have wanted to take 
on board, nor shall any kind of em- 
bargo be laid on their ships, subjects, 
or citizens of the state whose mer- 
chandises are declared contraband, or 
the exportation of which is forbidden ;

BY THE PRESIDENT OF THE UNITED STATES OF AMERICA, 


A PROCLAMATION. 


Whereas, a treaty of commerce and navigation, between the United States 
of America and his majesty, the king of Sweden and Norway, together with 
a separate article thereto, were concluded and signed, by their plenipotenti 
aries, at Stockholm, on the fourth day of July, in the year of our Lord, one 
thousand eight hundred and twenty-seven; which treaty and separate article, 
being in the French language, and whereof the annexed is a faithful transla 


tion, are, word for word, as follows: 


In the name of the Most Holy and Au nom de la tres Sainte et Indivisi-

The United States of America and 
His Majesty, the King of Sweden and 
Norway, equally animated with the 


desire of extending and consolidating 
the commercial relations subsisting

who, after having exchanged. their 
full powers, found ing good and. due 
form, have agreed upon the following 
articles : 


Art. 1. The citizens and subjects 
of each of the two high contracting 
parties may, with all security for 
their persons, vessels, and cargoes, 
freely enter the ports, places, and 
rivers, of the territories of the other, 
wherever foreign commerce is per- 
mitted... They shall be at liberty to 
sojourn and reside in all parts what- 
soever of said territories ;. to rent and 
occupy houses and -warehouses for 
their commerce; and ,they shall. en- 
joy, generally, the most entire securi- 
ty and. protection in their mercantile 
transactions, on condition of their sub- 
mitting to the laws and ordinances of 
the respective countries. 

Art. 2.. Swedish and Norwegian 
vessels, and those of the island of St.

for the support of light-houses, when 
such duties shall be levied on na- 
tional vessels in similar cases. It is 
understood, however, that they shall 
always conform to such regulations 
and ordinances concerning naviga- 
tion, and the places and ports which 
they may enter, as are, or shall be, 
in force with regard to national ves- 
sels; and that the custom-house offi- 
cers shall be permitted to visit them, 
to remain on board, and to take all 
such precautions as may be necessary 
to prevent all unlawful commerce, as 
long as the vessels, shall remain 
within the limits of their jurisdiction. 

Art. 12. It is further agreed, that 
the vessels of one of the high con- 
tracting parties, having entered into 
the ports of the other, will be per- 
mitted to confine themselves to un-

No- 
thing shall be paid on that part of 
the cargo which the vessel shall 
carry away, and with which it may 
continue its voyage, to.one, or several 
other ports of the same country, there 
to dispose of the remainder of its 
cargo, if composed of articles whose 
importation is permitted, on paying 
the duties chargeable upon it; or it 
may proceed to any other country. 
It isunderstood, however, that all 
duties, imposts, or charges whatso- 
ever, which are, or may become 
chargeable upon the vessels them- 
selves, must be paid at the first port 
where they shall break bulk, or un- 
lade part of their cargoes; but that 
no duties, imposts, or charges, of the 
same description, shall be demanded 
anew in the ports of the same coun- 
try, which such vessels might, after- 
wards, wish to enter, unless national 
vessels be, in similar cases, subject to 
some ulterior duties. 

Art. 13. Each of the high con- 
tracting parties grants to the other, 
the privilege of appointing, in its com- 
mercial ports and places, consuls, 
vice consuls, and commercial agents, 
who shall enjoy the full protection, 
and receive every. assistance neces- 
sary for the due exercise of their 
functions; but it is expressly declared, 
that, in ease of illegal or improper 
conduct, with respect to the laws or 
government of the country in which 
said consuls, vice’ consuls, or com- 
mercial agents shall reside, they may 
be prosecuted and ptinished conform- 
ably to the laws, and deprived of the 
exercise of their functions. by the 
offended government, which shall ac- 
quaint the other with its motives for 
having thus acted; it being under- 
stood however, that the archives and 
documents relative to the affairs of 
the consulate shall. be exempt from 
all search, and shall be carefully pre- 
served under the seals of the consuls,

vice consuls, or commercial agents, 
and of the authority of the place 
where they may reside. 

The consuls, vice consuls, or com- 
mercial agents, or the persons duly 
authorized to supply their places, 
shall have the right, as such, to sit as 
Judges and arbitrators in such differ- 
€nces as may arise between the cap- 
tains and crews of the vessels belong- 

ing to the nation whose interests are 
committed to their charge, without 
the interference of the local authori- 
ties, unless the conduct of the crews, 
or of the captain, should disturb the 
order or tranquillity of the country ; 
or the said consuls, vice consuls, or 
commercial agents should require 
their assistance to cause their deci- 
sions to be carried into effect or sup- 
ported. It is, however, understood, 
that this species of judgment, or arbi- 
tration shall not deprive the contend- 
ing parties of the right they have to 
resort, on their return, to the judicial 
authority of their country. 

Arr. 14. Tlie said consuls, vice 
consuls, or commercial agents, are 
authorized to require the assistance 
of the local authorities for the arrest, 
detention, and imprisonment, of the 
deserters from the ships of war and 
merchant vessels of their country; 
and, for this purpose, they shall apply 
to the competent tribunals, judges, and 
officers, and shall, in writing, demand 
said deserters, proving, by the exhi- 
bition of the registers of the vessels, 
the rolls of the crews, or by other 
official documents, that such individ- 
uals formed part of the crews, and on 
this reclamation being thus substan- 
tiated, the surrender shall not be re- 
fused. 

Such. deserters, when arrested, 
shall be placed at the disposal of the 
said consuls, vice consuls, or com- 
mercial agents, and may be confined 
in the publie prisons, at the request 
and cost of those who claim them, in 
order to be sent to the vessels to 
which they, belonged, or to others of 
the same country. But, if not:sent 
back within the space of two months, 
reckoning from the day of their ar- 
rest, they shall be set at liberty, and

shall be granted to them to return to 
their country. ‘The shipwrecked ves- 
sels and. merchandise, or their pro- 
ceeds, if the same shall have been 
sold, shall be restored to their own- 
ers, or to. those entitled thereto, if 
claimed within a, year and a day, 
upon paying such costs of salvage as 
would be paid by national vessels in 
the same circumstances; and the sal- 
vage companies shall not compel the 
acceptance: of their services, except 
in the same cases, and after the same 
delays, as shall be granted ‘to the 
captains and crews of national. ves- 
sels. Moreover, the respective go- 
vernments will take care that these 
companies do not commit any vexa- 
tious or arbitrary acts. 

Art. 16. It is agreed that vessels 
arriving directly from the United 
States of America, at a, port within 
the dominions of his majesty the king 
of Sweden and Norway, or from the 
territories of his said majesty in Eu- 
rope, at a port of the United States, 
and provided with a bill of health 
granted by an officer having compe- 
tent power to that effect, at the port 
whence such vessels shall have sail- 
ed, setting forth that no malignant or 
contagious. diseases prevailed in that 
port, shall be subjected to no other 
quarantine than such as may be ne- 
cessary for the visit of the health offi- 
cer of the port where such vessel shall 
have arrived; after which said ves- 
sels shall be allowed immediately to

the king of Sweden, together with the 
first, second, fourth and fifth separate 
articles, signed on the same day by 
the same plenipotentiaries, are re-

place. 

Arr. 20. The present treaty shall 
be ratified by the president of the 
United States of America, by and 
with the advice and consent of the 
Senate, and by his majesty the king 
of Sweden and Norway, and the ra- 
tifications shall beexchanged at Wash- 
ington within the space of nine months 
from the signature, or sooner, if pos- 
sible.

Certain relations of proximity and 
ancient connexions having led to re- 
gulations for the importation of the 
products of the kingdom of Sweden 
and Norway into the Grand Duchy of 
Finland, and that of the products of 
Finland into Sweden and Norway, in 
vessels of the respective countries, by 
special stipulations of a treaty still in 
force, and whose renewal forms, at 
this time, the subject of a negotiation 
between the courts of Sweden and 
Norway and Russia, said stipulations 
being, in no manner, connected with 
the existing regulations for foreign 
commerce in general, the two high 
contracting parties, anxious to remove 
from their commercial relations all 
kinds of ambiguity or motives of dis- 
cussion, have agreed that the eighth, 
ninth, and tenth articles of the pre- 
sent treaty shall not be. applicable 
either to the navigation and commerce 
above mentioned, nor, consequently, 
to the exceptions in the general tariff 
of custom-house duties, and in the re- 
gulations of navigation resulting there- 
from, nor to the special advantages 
which are, or may be granted to the 
importation of tallow and candles from 
Russia, founded upon equivalent ad- 
vantages granted by Russia on certain 
articles of importation from Sweden 
and Norway. 

The present Separate Article shall 
have the same force and value as if 
it were inserted, word for word, in the 
treaty signed this day, and shall be 
ratified at the same time.

Arrrc.e XII. 


If one of the contracting parties should be engaged in war with any other 
power, the free intercourse and commerce of the subjects or citizens of the 
party remaining neuter with the belligerent powers, shall not be interrupted. 
On the contrary, in that case, as in full peace, the vessels of the neutral 
party may navigate freely to and from the ports and on the coasts of the 
belligerent parties, free vessels making free goods, insomuch that all things 
shall be adjudged free which shall be on board any vessel belonging to the 
neutral party, although such things belong to. the enemy of the other; and 
the same freedom shall be extended to persons who shall be on board a free 
vessel, although they should be enemies to the other party, unless they be 
soldiers in actual service of such enemy.

Arr. 12. Experience having 
proved, that the principle adopted 
tn the twelfth article of the treaty of 
1785, according to which free ships 
make free goods, has not been suffi- 
ciently respected during the two last 
wars, and especially in that which 
Still continues, the two contracting 
parties propose, after the return of a 
general peace, to agree either sepa- 
rately between themselves, or jointly 
with other powers alike interested, 
to concert with the great maritime 
powers of Europe, such arrange- 
menis and such permanent principles 
as may serve to consolidate the li- 
berty and safety of the neutral navi- 
ation and commerce in future wars. 
And if, in the interval, either of the 
contracting parties should be en- 
gaged in awar, to which the other 
should remain neutral, the ships of 
war and privateers of the belligerent 
power shall conduct themselves to- 
wards the merchant vessels of the 
neutral power, as favourably as the 
course of the war then existing may 
permit, observing the principles and 
rules of the law of nations, generally 
acknowledged.

be arrested, searched, or put. under 
Jegal process, when they come to and 
enter the ports of the other party, but 
may freely be carried out again, at 
any time, by their captors, to the 
places expressed in their commissions, 
which the commanding officer of such 
vessel shall be obliged to show. But 
conformably to the treaties existing 
between the United States and Great 
Britain, no. vessel that shall have 
made a prize upon British subjects, 
shall have a right to shelter in the 
ports of the United States; but, if 
forced therein by tempests, or any 
other danger, or accident of the sea, 
they shall be obliged to depart as 
soon as possible.

Arr. 21. If the two contracting 
parties should be engaged in a war 
against a common enemy, the fol- 
lowing points shall be observed be- 
tween them: 

1. Ifa vessel of one of the parties, 
taken by the enemy, shall, before 
being carried into a neutral or ene- 
my’s port, be retaken by a ship of 
war or privateer of the other, it shall, 
with the cargo, be restored to the 
first owners, for a compensation of 
one-eighth part of the value of the 
said vessel and cargo, if the recap- 
ture be made by a public ship of war ; 
and one-sixth part, if made by a pri- 
vateer. 

2. The restitution, in such cases, 
shall be after due proof of property, 
and surety given for the part to 
which the recaptors are entitled. 


3. The vessels of war, public and 
private, of the two parties, shall re- 
ciprocally be admitted, with their 
prizes, into the respective ports of 
each ; but the said prizes shall not be 
discharged, or sold there, until their 
legality shall have been decided ac- 
cording to the laws and regulations 
of the state to which the captor be- 
longs, but by the judicatories of the 
place into which the prize shall have 
been conducted. 

4. It shall be free to each party to 
make such regulations as they shall 
judge necessary, for the conduct of 
their respective vessels of war, public 
and private, relative to the vessels 
which they shall take and carry into 
the ports of the two parties. 


Arr. 22. When the contracting 
parties shall have a common enemy, 
or shall both be neutral, the vessels of 
war of each shall, upon all occasions, 
take under their protection the vessels 
of the other going the same course,

If war should arise be- 
tween the two contracting parties, 
the merchants of either country, then 
residing in the other, shall be allowed 
to remain nine months to collect their 
debts and settle their affairs, and may 
depart freely, carrying off all their 
effects, without molestation or hin- 
drance ; and all women and children, 
scholars of every faculty, cultivators 
of the earth, artisans, manufacturers, 
and fishermen, unarmed and inhabit- 
ing unfortified towns, villages, or 
places, and in general all others 
whose occupations are for the com- 
mon subsistence and benefit of man- 
kind, shall be allowed to continue 
their respective employments, and 
shall not be molested in their per- 
sons, nor shall their houses or goods 
be burnt, or otherwise destroyed, nor 
their fields wasted by the armed force 
of the enemy, into whose power, by 
the events of war, they may happen 
to fall; but if any thing is necessary 
to be taken from them for the use of 
such armed force, the same shall be 
paid for at a reasonable price. 


[The following article to be valid in 
time of war. See the conclusion of it.] 

Arr. 24. And to prevent the des- 
truction of prisoners of war, by send- 
ing them into distant and inclement 
countries, or by crowding them into 
close and noxious places, the two 
contracting parties solemnly pledge 
themselves to the world and to each 
other, that they will not adopt any 
such practice; that neither will send 
the prisoners, whom they may take 
from the other, into the East Indies 
or any other parts of Asia, or Africa ; 
but they shall be placed in some parts 
of their dominions in Europe or 
America, in -wholesome situations ; 
that they shall not be confined in 
dungeons, prison ships, nor prisons, 
nor be put into irons, nor bound, nor 
otherwise restrained in the use of 
their limbs ; that the officers shall be

of accounts for the subsistence of 
prisoners, at the close of the war; 
and the said accounts shall not be 
mingled with or set off against any 
others, nor the balances due on them 
be withheld as a satisfaction or repri- 
sal for any other article, or for any 
other cause, real or pretended, what- 
ever. That each party shall be 
allowed to keep a commissary of 
prisoners, of their own appointment, 
with every separate cantonment of 
prisoners in possession of the other ; 
which commissary shall see the 
prisoners as often as he pleases, shall 
be allowed to receive and distribute 
whatever comforts may be sent to 
them by their friends; and shall be 
free to make his reports, in open let- 
ters, to those who employ him; but 
if any officer shall break his parole, 
or any other prisoner shall escape 
from the limits of his cantonment, 
after they shall have been designated 
to him, such individual officer, or 
other prisoner, shall forfeit so much 
of the benefit of this article as pro- 
vides for his enlargement on parole 
or cantonment. And it is declared, 
that neither the pretence that war 
dissolves all treaties, nor any other 
whatever, shall be considered as an- 
pulling or suspending this and the

BY THE PRESIDENT OF THE UNITED STATES OF AMERICA. 


A PROCLAMATION. 


Whereas, a treaty of commerce and navigation between the United States 
of America and his majesty the king of Prussia, was concluded and signed 
by their plenipotentiaries, at Washington, on the first day of May, one thou- 
sand eight hundred and twenty-eight, which treaty, being in the English and 
French languages, is word for word, as follows: 


Treaty of Commerce and Navigation be- 
tween the United States of America 
and his majesty the king of Prussia. 


The United States of America, and 
his majesty the king of | Prussia, 
equally animated. with the desire of 
maintaining the relations of good un- 
derstanding, which have hitherto so 
happily subsisted between their re- 
spective states, of extending also, and 
consolidating the commercial inter- 
course between them; and convinced 
that this object cannot. better be ac- 
complished, than by adopting the sys- 
tem of an entire freedom of naviga- 
tion, and a perfect reciprocity, based 
upon principles of equity equally be- 
neficial to both countries, and appli- 
cable in time of peace, as well as in 
time of war, have, in consequence, 
agreed to enter into negotiations for 
the conclusion of a treaty of naviga- 
tion and commerce, for which pur- 
pose the president of the United States 
has conferred full powers on Henry 
Clay, their secretary of state ; and his 
majesty, the king of Prussia, has con- 
ferred like powers on the Sieur Lud- 
wig Niederstetter, chargé d’affaires of 
his, said majesty near the United 
States ; and the said plenipotentiaries 
having exchanged their full powers, 
found in good and due form, have 
concluded and. signed the following 
articles : 

Arr. 1. There shall be between

They shall 
be at liberty to sojourn and reside in 
all parts whatsoever of said  territo- 
ries, in order to attend to their affairs, 
and they shall enjoy, to that effect, the 
same security and protection as na- 
tives of the country wherein they re- 
side, on condition of their submitting 
to the laws and ordinances there pre- 
vailing. 

Arr. 2. Prussian vessels arriving 
either laden or in ballast, in the ports 
of the United States of America, and, 
reciprocally, vessels of the United 
States arriving either laden, or in 
ballast, in the ports of the kingdom of 
Prussia, shall be treated, on their en- 
trance, during their stay, and at their 
departure, upon the same footing as 
national vessels, coming from the 
same place, with respect to the duties 
of tonnage, light-houses, pilotage, sal- 
vage, and port charges, as well as to 
the fees and perquisites of public offi- 
cers, and all other duties and charges, 
of whatever kind or denomination, 
levied in the name, or the profit; of 
the government, the local authorities, 
or of any private establishment what- 
soever. 

Arr. 3. All kind of merchandise 
and articles of commerce, either the 
produce of the soil or the industry of 
the United States of America, or of 
any other country, which may be 
lawfully imported into the ports: of 
the kingdom of Prussia, in Prussian 
vessels, may, also, be so imported in 
vessels of the United States of Ame- 
rica, without paying other or higher 
duties or charges, of whatever kind 
or denomination, levied in the name, 
or to the profit of the government, the 
local authorities, or of any private 
establishment whatsoever, than if the 
same merchandise or produce had 
been imported in Prussian vessels. 
And, reciprocally, all kinds of mer- 
chandise and articles of commerce,

To prevent the possibility 
of any misunderstanding, it is hereby 
declared that the stipulations  ¢on- 
tained in the two preceding articles, 
are, to their full extent, applicable to 
Prussian. vessels, and: their cargoes, 
arriving in the ports of the United 
States of America ; and, reciprocally, 
to vessels of the said states and their 
cargoes, arriving in the ports of the 
kingdom of Prussia, whether the said 
vessels clear directly from the: ports 
of the country to which they respec- 
tively belong, or from the ports of 
any other foreign country. 

Arr. 5. No higher or other duties 
shall be imposed on the importation 
into the United States, of any article, 
the produce or manufacture of Prus- 
sia; and no higher or other duties 
shall be imposed on the importation 
into the kingdom of Prussiay of any 
article, the produce or manufacture of 
the United States, than are, or shall 
be, payable on the like article, being 
the produce or manufacture of any 
other foreign country. Nor shall 
any prohibition be: imposed on the 
importation or exportation of any ar- 
ticle the produce or manufacture of 
the United States, or of Prussia, to, 
or from, the ports of the» United 
States, or to, or from the ports of 
Prussia, which shall not equally ex- 
tend to all other nations. 


Art. 6. All kind of merchandise 
and articles of commerce, either the 
produce of the soil or of the industry 
of the United States of America, or 
of any other country, which may be

An exact reciprocity shall be ob- 
served in the ports of the kingdom of 
Prussia, so that all kind of merchan- 
dise and articles of commerce, either 
the produce of the soil or the indus- 
try of the said kingdom, or of any 
other country, which may be lawfully 
exported from Prussian ports in na- 
tional vessels, may also be exported 
therefrom in vessels of the United 
States of America, without paying 
other or higher duties or charges of 
whatever kind or denomination, levi- 
ed in the name, or to the profit of the 
government, the local authorities, or 
of any private establishments what- 
soever, than if the same merchandise 
or produce had been exported in 
Prussian vessels. 


Art. 7. The preceding articles 
are not applicable to the coastwise 
navigation of the two countries, 
which is, respectively, reserved by 
each of the high contracting parties, 
exclusively, to itself. 

Arr. 8. No priority or preference 
shall be given, directly or indirectly, 
by either of the contracting parties, 
nor by any company, corporation, or

The two contracting 
parties have granted to each other the 
liberty of having, each in the ports of 
the other, consuls, vice-consuls, 
agents and commissaries of their 
own appointment, who shall enjoy 
the ‘same privileges and powers, as 
those of the most favoured nations. 
But if any such consul shall exercise 
commerce, they shall be submitted to 
the same laws and usages to which 
the private individuals of their nation 
are submitted, in the same place. 

The ‘consuls, vice-consuls, and 
commercial ‘agents shall have the 
right, as such, to sit as judges and 
arbitrators in such differences as may 
arise between the captains and crews 
of the vessels belonging to the nation 
whose interests are committed to their 
charge, without the interference of the 
local authorities, unless the conduct 
of the crews, or of the captain, should 
disturb the order or tranquillity of the 
country ; or the said consuls, vice- 
consuls, or commercial agents should 
require their assistance to cause their 
decisions to be carried into effect or 
supported. “It is, however, under- 
stood, that this species of judgment 
or arbitration shall not deprive the 
contending parties of the right they 
have to resort, on their return, to the 
judicial authority of their country. 

Arr. 11. The said consuls, vice- 
consuls, and commercial agents, are 
authorized to require the assistance of 
the local authorities, for the search, 
arrest, and imprisonment of the de- 
serters from the ships of war and 
merchant vessels of their country. 
For this purpose’ they shall’ apply to 
the competent tribunals, judges, and 
officers, and shall, in writing, de- 
mand said deserters, proving by the 
exhibition of the registers of the yes.

However, if the deserter should be 
found to have committed any crime 
or offence, his surrender may be de- 
layed until the tribunal before which 
his case shall be depending shall have 
pronounced its sentence, and such 
sentence shall have been. carried into 
effect. 

Art. 12. The twelfth article of 
the treaty of amity and commerce, 
concluded between the parties in 
1785, and the articles from the thir- 
teenth to the twenty-fourth, inclusive, 
of that which was concluded at Ber- 
lin in 1799, with the exception of the 
last paragraph in the nineteenth arti- 
cle, relating to the treaties with Great 
Britain, are, hereby, revived with the 
same force and virtue, as if they made 
part of the context of the present 
treaty ; it being, however, understood 
that the stipulations contained in the 
articles thus revived, shall be always 
considered as, in no manner, affect- 
ing the treaties or conventions con- 
cluded by either party. with other 
powers, during the interval between 
the expiration of the said treaty of 
1799, and the commencement of the 
operation of the present treaty. 

The parties being still desirous, in 
conformity with their intention de- 
clared in the twelfth article of the 
said treaty of 1799, to establish be- 
tween themselves, or in concert with 
other maritime powers, further pro-

But all vessels which, 
after having been warned off once, 
shall, during the same voyage, at- 
tempt a second time to enter the same 
blockaded port, during the contin- 
uance of the same blockade, shall 
then subject themselves to be detained 
and condemned. 

Art. 14. The citizens or subjects 
of each party shall have power to 
dispose of their personal goods within 
the jurisdiction of the other, by tes- 
tament, donation, or otherwise, and 
their representatives, being citizens or 
subjects of the other party, shall suc- 
ceed to their ‘said personal goods, 
whether by testament, or ab intesta- 
to, and may take possession thereof, 
either by themselves, or by others 
acting for them, and dispose of the 
same, at their will, paying such dues 
only as the inhabitants of the coun- 
try wherein the said goods are, shall 
be subject to pay in like cases.

Art. 6. Each party shall endeav- 
our, by all means in their power, to 
protect and defend all vessels and 
other effects belonging to the citizens 
or subjects of the other, which shall 
be within the extent of their jurisdiction 
by sea or by land, and shall use all their 
efforts to recover and cause to be re- 
stored to the right owners, their ves- 
sels and effects, which may have been 
taken from them within the extent of

present at the proceedings in such 
causes, and at the taking of all ex- 
aminations and evidence which may 
be exhibited in the said trials. 

Arr. 8. In case the subjects and 
inhabitants of either party, with their 
shipping, whether public and of war, 
or ‘private and of merchants, be 
forced, through stress of weather, 
pursuit of pirates or enemies, or any 
other urgent necessity, for seeking of 
shelter and harbour, to retreat and 
enter into any of the rivers, bays, 
roads or ports, belonging to the other 
party, they shall be received and 
treated with all humanity, and enjoy 
ull favour, protection, «and help, and 
they shall be permitted to refresh and 
provide’ themselves, at reasonable 
rates, with victuals and all things 
needful for the subsistence of their 
persons, or reparation of their ships, 
and prosecution of their voyage ; and 
they shall no ways be hindered from 
returning out of the said ports or

All ships and merchan- 
dise, of what nature soever, which 
shall be rescued out of the hands of 
any pirates or robbers, on the high 
seas, shall be brought into some port 
of either state, and shall be delivered 
to. the custody of the officers of that 
port, in order to be taken care of, and 
restored entire to the true proprietor, 
as soon as due and sufficient proof 
shall be made concerning the property 
thereof. 

Art. 10. When any vessel of 
either party shall be wrecked, foun- 
dered, or otherwise damaged, on the 
coasts or within the dominion of the 
other, their respective subjects or citi- 
zens shall receive, as well for them- 
selves as for their vessels and effects, 
the same assistance which would be 
due to the inhabitants of the country 
where the damage happens, and shall 
pay the same charges and dues only 
as the said inhabitants would be sub- 


ject to pay in a like case: and if the op- 
erations of repair should require that 
the whole or any part of the cargo be 
unladen, they shall pay no daties, 
charges, or fees, on the part which 
they shall relade and carry away. 


Arr. 11. The citizens and subjects 
of each party shall have power to 
dispose of their personal goods, within

their goods and merchandises: and 
if any thing be taken from them, or 
any injury be done them within. that 
term, by either party, or the people 
or subjects of either, full satisfaction 
shall be made for the same by the 
government.

Whereas a treaty of amity, settlement, and limits, between the United 


States of America and his Catholic Majesty, was concluded and signed, be 
tween their plenipotentiaries, in this city, on the twenty-second day of Feb- 
ruary, in the year of our Lord one thousand eight hundred and nineteed 
which treaty, word for word, is as follows : 


[ach Articles 2, 3, 4,.5, 6, 7, 8, 9, 10, 11, 14, 15, are omitted, either as not te 
lating to the subject of this work, or as having been fulfilled. 
Article 2, ceded the Floridas, 
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Article 3, designated the boundary west of the Mississippi. 

Article 4, provided for the survey of the boundary. eon 

Article 5, stipulated for the free exercise of religion in the ceded territories. 

Article 6, that the inhabitants of Florida should be inéorporated into the Union, 

Article 7, for the withdrawal of the Spanish troops from Florida, : 

Article 8, for the confirmation of certain grants of lands in the territory. 

Article 9, for the reciprocal remuneration of claims. 

Article 10, for annulling the convention of 11th August, 1802. 

Article 11, for satisfaction by the United States to the extent of $5,000,000. 

Article 14, contains the declaration of the United States that she received no 
compensation from France for claims provided for in this treaty. 

Article 15, gave to Spanish vessels certain privileges in the ports of Pensacola 
and St. Augustine for twelve years, which expired on the 22d May, 1833.]

their respective bordering territories 
in North America. 

With this intention, the president of 
the United States has furnished with 
their full powers, John Quincy Adams, 
secretary of state of the said United 
States ; and his Catholic Majesty has 
appointed the most excellent Lord 
Don Luis De Onis, Gonzales, Lopez 
y Vara, Lord of the town of Rayaces, 
perpetual Regidor of the Corporation 
of the City of Salamanca, Knight 
Grand-Cross of the Royal American 
Order of Isabella the Catholic, deco- 
rated with the Lys of La Vendee, 
Knight Pensioner of the Royal and 
distinguished Spanish Orderof Charles 
the Third, Member of the Supreme 
Assembly of the said Royal Order, 
of the Council of his Catholic Ma- 
jesty, his Secretary, with Exercise of 
Decrees, and his Envoy Extraordina- 
ry and Minister Plenipotentiary near 
the United States of America.

TREATY OF PEACE AND FRIENDSHIP BETWEEN THE Unrrep Srares op 
AMERICA, AND THE KINGDOM or TUNIS, MADE Auvcusr, 1797. 


[TRANSLATION.]

i The most illustrious and most magnificent prince, Hamouda Pacha, bey, 
the abode of happiness, and the most 
: aga of the janissaries, and chief of the 
divan, and all elders of the Odgiak ; and the most distinguished and honoured 
president of the congress of the United States of America, the most dis 
tinguished among those who profess the religion of the Messiah, of whom 
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ship, all the articles of which have been framed by the intervention of Jo- 
seph Stephen Famin, French merchant residing at Tunis, chargé Waffaires 
of the United States of America; which stipulations and conditions are com- 
prised in twenty-three articles, written and expressed in such a manner as to 
leave no doubt of their contents, and in sucha way as not to be contravened. 

Arr. 1. There shall be a perpetual and constant peace between the United 
States of America, and the magnificent pacha, bey of Tunis; and also, a 
permanent friendship, which shall more and more increase. 

Arr. 2. If a vessel of war of the two nations shall make prize of an 
enemy vessel, in which may be found effects, property, and subjects of the 
two contracting parties, the whole shall be restored. The bey shall restore 
the property and subjects of the United States, and the latter shall make a 
reciprocal restoration ; it being understood on both sides, that the just right 
to what is claimed shall be proved. 

Arr. 3. Merchandise belonging to any nation which may be at war with 
one of the contracting parties, and loaded on board of the vessels of the other 
shall pass without molestation, and without any attempt being made to cap- 
ture or detain it. 

Arr. 4. On both sides sufficient passports shall be given to vessels, that 
they may be known and treated as friendly; and, considering the distance 
between the two countries, a term of eighteen months is given, within which 
term respect shall be paid to the said passports, without requiring the congé 
or document, (which at Tunis is called testa,) but after the said term the 
congé shall be presented. 

Arr. 5. If the corsairs of Tunis shall mect at sea with ships of war of the 
United States, having under their escort merchant vessels of their nation, 
they shall not be searched or molested; and in such case the commanders 
shall be believed upon their word, to exempt their ships from being visited, 
and to avoid quarantine. ‘The American ships of war shall act in like man- 
ner toward merchant vessels escorted by the corsairs of ‘Tunis. 

Arr. 6. If a Tunisian corsair shall meet with an American merchant 
vessel, and shall visit it with her boat, she shall not exact any thing, under 
pain of being severely punished. And in like manner, if a vessel of war 
of the United States shall meet with a Tunisian merchant vessel, she shall 
observe the same rule. In case a slave shall take refuge on board of an 
American vessel of war, the consul shall be required to cause him to be re- 
stored ; and if any of their prisoners shall escape on board of the Tunisian 
vessels, they shall be restored; but if any slave shall take refuge in any 
American merchant vessel, and it shall be proved that the vessel has de- 
parted with the said slave, then he shall be returned, or his ransom shall be 

aid. 
r Art. 7. An American citizen having purchased a prize vessel from our 
Odgiak, may sail with our passport, which we will deliver for the term of 
one year ; by force of which our corsairs which may meet with her shall 
respect her; the consul, on his part, shall furnish her with a bill of sale ; 
and, considering the distance of the two countries, this term shall suffice to 
obtain a passport in form. But after the expiration of this term, if our cor: 
sairs shall meet with her without the passport of the United States, she shall 
be stopped and declared good ‘prize, as well the vessel as the cargo and 
crew. 

Arr. 8. If a vessel of one of the contracting parties shall be obliged to 
enter into a port of the other, and may have need of provisions and other 
articles, they shall be granted to her without any difficulty, at the price cur- 
rent at the place; and if such a vessel shall have suffered at sea, and shall 
have need of repairs, she shall be at liberty to unload, and reload her cargo 
without being obliged to pay any duty; and the captain shall onl y be obli- 
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ged to pay the wages of those whom he shall have employed in loading and 
unloading the merchandise. 

Art. 9. If, by accident, and by the permission of God, a vessel of one 
of the contracting parties shall be cast by tempest upon the coasts of the 
other, and shall be wrecked, or otherwise damaged, the commandant of the 
place shall render all possible assistance for its preservation, without allow. 
ing any person to make any opposition; and the proprietor of the effects 
shall pay the cost of salvage to those who may have been employed. 

Art. 10. In case a vessel of one of the contracting parties shall be at. 
tacked by an enemy under the cannon of the forts of the other party, she 
shall be defended and protected as much as possible; and when she shall 
set sail, no enemy shall be permitted to pursue her from the same _ port, or 
any other neighbouring port, for forty-eight hours after her departure. 

Art. 11. When .a vessel of war of the United States of America shall 
enter the port of Tunis, and the consul shall request that the castle may sa- 
lute her, the number of guns shall be fired which he may request; and if 
the said consul does not want a salute, there shall be no question about it. 

But in case he shall desire the salute, and the number of guns shall be 
fired which he may have requested, they shall be counted, and returned by 
the vessel in as many barrels of cannon powder. 

The same shall be done with respect to the Tunisian corsairs, when they 
shall enter any port of the United States. 

Arr. 12. When citizens of the United States shall come within the de 
pendencies of Tunis, to carry on commerce there, the same respect shall be 
paid to them which the merchants of other nations enjoy ; and if they wish 
fo establish themselves within our ports, no opposition shall be made thereto; 
and they shall be free to avail themselves of such interpreters as they may 
judge necessary, without any obstruction, in conformity with the usages of 
other nations ; and if a Tunisian subject shall go to establish himself within 
the dependencies of the United States, he shall be treated in like manner. 

If any Tunisian subject shall freight an American vessel, and load her 
with merchandise, and shall afterwards want to unlade or ship them on 
board of another vessel, we will not permit him, until the matter is deter 
mined by a reference of merchants, who shall decide upon the case; 
after the decision, the determination shall be conformed to. 

No captain shall be detained in port against his consent, except when our 
ports are shut for the vessels of all other nations; which may take place 
with respect to merchant vessels, but not to those of war. 

The subjects of the two contracting powers shall be under the protection 
of the prince, and under the jurisdiction of the chief of the place where they 
may be, and no other person shall have authority over them. If the com 
mandant of the place does not conduct himself agreeably to justice, a repre- 
sentation of it shall be made to us. 

In case the government shall have need of an American merchant vessél, 
it shall cause it to be freighted, and then a suitable freight shall be paid to 
the captain agreeably to the intention of the government, and the captain 
shall not refuse it. 

Art. 13. If among the crews of merchant vessels of the United States, 
there shall be found subjects of our enemies, they shall not be made slaves 
on condition that they do not exceed a third of the crew; and when they d0 
exceed a third, they shall be made slaves: the present article only concerms 
- wating and not the passengers, who shall not be in any manner m0 
ested. 

Art. 14. A Tunisian merchant, who may go to America with a vessel of 
any nation soever, loaded with merchandise which is the production of the 
kingdom of Tunis, shall pay duty (small as it is) like the merchants of 
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other. nations ; and the American merchants shall equally pay for the mer- 
chandise of their country, which they may bring to Tunis under their flag, 
the same duty as the Tunisians pay in America. 

But if an American merchant, or a merchant of any other nation, shall 
bring American merchandise under any other flag, he shall pay six per cent. 
duty : in like manner, if a foreign merchant shall bring the merchandise of 
his country under the American flag, he shall also pay six per cent. 

Arr. 15. It shall be free for the citizens of the United States to carry on 
what commerce they please in the kingdom of Tunis, without any opposi- 
tion, and they shall be treated like the merchants of other nations; but they 
shall not carry on commerce in wine, nor in prohibited articles : and if any 
one shall be detected in a contraband trade, he shall be punished according 
to the laws of the country. The commandants of ports and castles shall 
take care that the captains and sailors shall not load prohibited articles; but 
if this should happen, those who shall not have contributed to the smuggling 
shall not be molested nor searched, no more than shall the vessel and cargo ; 
but only the offender, who shall be demanded tobe punished. No captain 
shall be obliged to receive merchandise on board of his vessel, nor to unlade 
the same against his will, until the freight shall be paid. 

Art. 16. The merchant vessels of the United States, which shall cast 
anchor in the road of the Gouletta, or any other port of the kingdom of 
Tunis, shall be obliged to pay the same anchorage, for entry and departure, 
which French vessels pay, to wit: seventeen piasters and a half, money of 
Tunis, for entry, if they import merchandise ; and the same for departure, if 
they take away a cargo; but they shall not be obliged to pay anchorage if 
they arrive in ballast, and depart in the same manner. 

Arr. 17. Each of the contracting parties shall be at liberty to establish a 
consul in the dependencies of the other ; and if such consul does not act in 
conformity with the usages of the country, like others, the government of 
the place shall inform his government of it, to the end that he may be 
changed and replaced ; but he shall enjoy, as well for himself as his family 
and suite, the protection of the government; and he may import for his own 
use all his provisions and furniture, without paying any duty; and if he 
shall import merchandise, (which it shall be lawful for him to do,) he shall 
pay duty for it. 

Ant. 18. If the subjects or citizens of either of the contracting parties, 
being within the possessions of the other, contract debts, or enter into obli- 
gations, neither the consul nor the nation, nor any subjects or citizens there- 
of, shall be in any manner responsible, except they or the consul shall haye 
previously become bound in writing. And without this obligation in writing 
they cannot be called upon for indemnity or satisfaction. 

Art. 19. In case,of a citizen or subject of either of the contracting par- 
ties dying within the possessions of the other, the consul or the vekil shall 

take possession of his effects, (if he does not leave a will,) of which he shall 
make an inventory ; and the government of the place shall have nothing to 
do therewith. . Andiif there be no consul, the effects shall be deposited in 
the hands of a confidential person of the place, taking an inventory of the 
whole, that they may eventually be delivered to those to whom they of 
right belong. 

Art. 20. The consul shall be the judge in all disputes between his fel- 
Jow citizens or subjects, as also between all other persons who may be im- 
mediately under his protection; and in all cases wherein he shall require 
the assistance of the government where he resides to sanction his decisions, 
it shall be granted to him. 

Arr. 21. If a citizen or subject of one of the parties shall kill, wound, 
or strike, a citizen or subject of the other, justice shall be done according to 
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the laws of the country where the offence shall be committed: the consul 
shall be present at the trial; but if any offender shall escape, the consul 
shall be in no manner responsible for it. 

Arr. 22. If a dispute or lawsuit, on commercial or other civil matters, 
shall happen, the trial shall be had in the presence of the consul, or of a con- 
fidential person of his choice, who shall represent him, and endeavour toac- 
commodate the difference which may have happened between the citizens or 
subjects of the two nations. 

Arr. 23. If any difference or dispute shall take place concerning the in. 
fraction of any article of the present treaty, on either side, peace and good 
harmony shall not be interrupted, until a friendly application shall have been 
made for satisfaction ; and resort shall not be had to arms therefor, except 
where such application shall haye been rejected; and if war then be de- 
clared, the term of one year shall be allowed to the citizens or subjects of 
the contracting parties to arrange their affairs, and to withdraw themselyes, 
with their property. 

The agreements and terms above concluded by the two contracting par- 
ties, shall be punctually observed, with the will of the Most High: and for 
the maintenance and exact observance of the said agreements, we have 
caused their contents to be here transcribed, in the present month of Rebia 
Elul of the Hegira one thousand two hundred and twelve, corresponding 
with the month of August, of the Christian year one thousand seven hur 
dred and ninety-seven.

Whereas the president of the United States of America, by his letters pa- 
tent under his signature and the seal of state, dated the eighteenth day of 
December, one thousand seven hundred and ninety-eight, vested Richard 
O’Brien, William Eaton, and James Leander Cathcart, or any two of them, 
in the absence of the third, with full powers to confer, negotiate, and com 
clude, with the bey and regency of Tunis, on certain alterations in the tret 
ty between the United States and the government of Tunis, concluded by 
the intervention of Joseph Etienne Famin, on behalf of the United States, in 
the month of August, one thousand seven hundred and ninety-seven ; We 
the underwritten William Eaton and James Leander Cathcart, (Richard 
O’Brien being absent,) have concluded on and entered, in the foregoing trealy, 
certain alterations in the eleventh, twelfth, and fourteenth articles, and do 
agree to said treaty, with said alterations, reserving the same, nevertheless, 
for the final ratification of the President of the United States, by and with 
the advice and consent of the senate. 

In testimony whereof, we annex our names and the consular seal of the 
United States.

A PROCLAMATION. 


Whereas certain alterations in the treaty of peace and friendship, of Au- 
gust, 1797, between the United States and the bashaw bey of Tunis, were 
agreed upon and concluded, between his highness Sida Mahmoud, the bey, 
and §. D. Heap, charge d’affairs of the United States at Tunis, on the twen- 
ty-fourth day of February, one thousand eight hundred and twenty-four, by 
the articles in the words following, to which are annexed the altered articles, 
as they were in the treaty before the alterations: 

Whereas sundry articles of the treaty of peace and friendship, concluded 
between the United States of America and Hamuda Bashaw, of happy memo- 
ry; in the month of Rebia Elul, in the year of the Hegira, 1212, correspond- 
ing with the month of August, of the Christian year 1797, have, by experi- 
ence, been found to require alterations and amendment: In order, therefore, 
that the United States should be placed on the same footing with the most 
favoured nations having treaties with Tunis, as well as to manifest a respect 
for the American Government, and a- desire to continue, unimpaired, the 
friendly relations which have always existed between the two nations, it is 
hereby agreed and concluded between his highness Sidi Mahmoud Bashaw, 
bey of Tunis, and S, D. Heap, Esquire, charge d’affairs of the United States 
of America, that alterations be made in the sixth, eleventh, twelfth, and four- 
teenth articles of said treaty, and that the said articles shall be altered and 
amended in the treaty, to read as follows: 


Arricte the 6th—As it now is. 

If a Funisian corsair shall meet 
with an American vessel, and shall 
visit it with her boat, two men only 
shall be allowed to go on board, 
peaceably, to satisfy themselves of its 
being American, who, as well as any 
passengers of other nations they may 
have on board, shall go free, both 
them and their goods; and the said 
two men shall not exact any thing, 
on pain of being severely punished. 
In case a slave escapes, and takes re- 
fuge on board an American vessel of 
war, he shall be free, and no demand 
shall be made either for his restora- 
tion or for payment. 


ArtictEe 6th—As if was. 

If a Tunisian corsair shall meet 
with an American merchant vessel, 
and shall visit it with her boat, she 
shall not exact any thing, under pain 
of being severely punished. And, 
in like manner, if a vessel of war of 
the United States shall meet with a 
Tunisian merchant vessel, she shall 
observe the same rule.

All vessels belonging to the citizens 
and inhabitants of the United States 
shall be permitted to enter the ports 
of the kingdom of Tunis, and freely 
trade with the subjects and inhabi- 
tants thereof, on paying the usual 
duties which are paid by other most 
favoured nations at peace with the re- 
gency. In like manner, all vessels 
belonging to the subjects and inhabi- 
tants of the kingdom of Tunis shall 
be permitted to enter the different 
ports of the United States, and freely 
trade with the citizens and inhabi- 
tants thereof, on paying the usual du- 
ties which are paid by other most fa- 
voured nations at peace with the

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The subjects of the two contracting 
powers shall be under the protection 
of the prince, and under the jurisdic- 
tion of the chief of the place where 
they may be, and no other person 
shall have authority over them: If 
the commandant of the place does not 
conduct himself agreeably to justice;

In case the government shall have 
need of an American merchant ves- 
sel, it shall cause it to be freighted, 
and then a suitable freight shall be 
paid to the captain, agreeably to the 
intention of the government, and the 
captain shall not refuse it.

Treaty of peace and amity, between the United States of America, and the bashaw, 
bey, and subjects of Tripoli, in Barbary. 


Art. 1. There shall be, from the conclusion of this treaty, a firm, invio 
lable, and universal peace, and a sincere friendship between the president 
and citizens of the United States of America, on the one part, and the bashaw, 
bey, and subjects of the regency of Tripoli, in Barbary, on the other, made 
by the free consent of both parties, and on the terms of the most favoure 
nation. And if any party shall hereafter grant to any other nation, any 
particular favour or privilege in navigation or commerce, it shall immediately 

me common to the other party; freely, where it is freely granted to such 
other nation ; but where the grant is conditional, it shall be at the option of 
the contracting parties, to accept, alter, or reject such conditions, in suc 
manner as shall be most conducive to their respective interests. 
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Arr, 4. If any goods, belonging to any nation with which either of the 
parties®re at war, should be loaded on board vessels belonging to the other 
party, they shall pass free and unmolested, and no attempts shall be made 
to take or detain them. 

Arr. 5. If any citizens or subjects, with their effects, belonging to either 
party, shall be found on board a prize vessel, taken from an enemy by the 
other party, such citizens or subjects shall be liberated immediately, and 
their effects, so captured, shall be restored to their lawful owners, or their 
agents, 

“Arr. 6. Proper passports shall immediately be given to the vessels of 
both the contracting parties, on condition that the vessels of war belonging 
to the regency of Tripoli, on meeting with merchant vessels belonging to 
Citizens of the United States of America, shall not be permitted to visit them 
with more than two persons besides the rowers ; these two only shall be per- 
mitted to go on board said vessel, without first obtaining leave from the com- 
mander of said vessel, who shall compare the passport, and immediately per- 
mit said vessel to proceed on her voyage ; and should any of the said subjects 
of Tripoli insult or molest the commander, or any other person on board a 
vessel so visited, or plunder any of the property contained in her, on com- 
plaint being made by the consul of the United States of America, resident at 
Tripoli, and on his producing sufficient proof to substantiate the fact, the com- 
mander or rais of said Tripoline ship or vessel of war, as well as the offenders, 
shall be punished in the most exemplary manner. All vessels of war be- 
longing to the United States of America, on meeting with a cruiser belonging 
to the regency of Tripoli, and having seen her passport and certificate from 
the consul of the United States of America, residing in the regency; shall 
permit her to proceed on her cruise unmolested, and without detention. No 
passport shall be granted by either party to any vessels, but such as are 
absolutely the property of citizens or subjects of said contracting parties, on 
any pretence whatever. 

Arr. 7. A citizen or subject of either of the contracting parties, having 
bought a prize vessel, condemned by the other party, or by any other nation, 
the certificate of condemnation and bill of sale, shall be a sufficient passport 
for such vessel for two years; which, considering the distance between the 
two countries, is no more than a reasonable time for her to procure proper 
passports. 

Art. 8. Vessels of either party, putting into the ports of the other, and 
having need of provisions or other supplies, they shall be furnished at the 
market price ; and if any such vessel should so put in, from a disaster at sea, 
and have occasion to repair, she shall be at liberty to land and reimbark her 
cargo, without paying any duties; but in no case shall she be compelled to 
land her cargo. 

Arr. 9. Should a vessel of either party be cast on the shore of the other, 
all proper assistance shall be given to her and her crew. No’pillage shall 
he allowed; the property shall remain at the disposition of the owners, and 
the crew protected and succoured, till they can be sent to their country. 

Arr. 10. If a vessel of either party shall be attacked by an enemy, within 
gun-shot of the forts of the other, she shall be defended as much as possible. 
If she be in port, she shall not be seized or attacked when it is in the power 
of the other party to protect her; and when she proceeds to sea, no enemy 
shall be allowed to pursue her from the same port, within twenty-four hours 
afier her departure. 

Arr. 11. The commerce between the United States of America and the 
regency of Tripoli; the protections to be given to merchants, masters of yes- 
sels, and seamen ; the reciprocal right of establishing consuls in each country; 
and the privileges, immunities, and jurisdiction, to be enjoyed by such con- 
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suls, are declared to be on the same footing with those of the most favoured 
nations, respectively. mi 

Arr. 12. The consul of the United States of America shall not be answer. 
able for debts contracted by citizens of his own nation, unless he previously 
gives a written obligation so to do. 

Arr. 13. On a yessel of war, belonging to the United States of America, 
anchoring before the city of Tripoli, the consul is to inform the bashaw of 
her arrival, and she shall be saluted with twenty-one guns, which she is to 
return in the same quantity or number. 

Ant. 14. As the government of the United States of America has, in itself, 
no character of enmity against the laws, religion, or tranquillity of Mussel. 
men, and as the said states never have entered into any voluntary war or act 
of hostility against any Mahometan nation, except in. the defence of their just 
rights to freely navigate the high seas, it is declared by the contracting par- 
ties, that no pretext arising from religious opinions shall ever produce. an 
interruption of the harmony existing between the two nations. And the con 
suls and agents of both nations, respectively, shall have liberty to exercise 
his religion in his own house. All slaves of the same religion shall not be 
impeded in going to said consul’s house at hours of prayer. The consuls 

shall have liberty and personal security given them, to travel within the ler 
ritories of each other, both by land and sea, and shall not be prevented from 
going on board any vessel that they may think proper to visit. They shall 
have, likewise, the liberty to appoint their own drogaman and brokers. 

Arr. 15. In case of any dispute arising, from the violation of any of the 
articles of this treaty, no appeal shall be made to arms; nor shall war be de 
clared on any pretext whatever ; but if the consul residing at the place where 
the dispute shall happen, shall not be able to settle the same, the government 
of that country shall state their grievances in writing, and transmit it to the 
government of the other ; and the period of twelve calendar months shall be 
allowed for answers to be returned; during which time no act of hostility 
Shall be permitted by either party; and in case the grievances are nol ie 
dressed, and war should be the event, the consuls, and citizens or subjects of 

both parties, reciprocally, shall be permitted to embark with their effects 
unmolested, on board of what vessel or vessels they shall think proper. 

Arr. 16. If, in the fluctuation of human events, a war should break out 
between the two nations, the prisoners captured by either party shall not be 
made slaves, but shall be exchanged, rank for rank.

If any of the citizens of the United States, or any person undet 
their protection, shall have any dispute with each other, the consul shall de- 
cide between the parties; and whenever the consul shall require any aid of 
assistance from the government of Tripoli to enforce his decisions, it shel! 
immediately be granted to him; and if any dispute shall arise between a0y 
citizen of the United States, and the citizens or subjects of any other nation 
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having a consul or agent in Tripoli, such disputes shall be settled by the con- 
suls or agents of the respective nations. 

Arr. 19. If a citizen of the United States should kill or wound a Tripo- 
line; or, on the contrary, if a Tripoline shall kill or wound a citizen of the 
United States, the law of the country shall take place, and equal justice shall: 
be rendered, the consul assisting at the trial; and if any delinquent shall 
make his escape, the consul shall not be answerable for him in any manner 
whatever. 

Arr. 20. Should any citizen of the United States of America, die within 
the limits of the regency of Tripoli, the bashaw and his subjects shall not 
interfere with the property of the deceased, but it shall be under the imme- 
diate direction of the consul, unless otherwise disposed ef by will: | Should 
there be no consul, the effects shall be deposited in the hands of some person 
worthy of trust, until the party shall appear who has a right to demand them, 
when they shall render an account of the property. Neither shall the 
bashaw or his subjects give hindrance in the execution of any will that may 
appear. 


Whereas, the undersigned, Tobias Lear, consul general of the United

Arr. 2. No higher or other duties shall be imposed on the importation 
into the United States of any articles, the growth, produce, or manufacture, 
of his Britannic majesty’s territories in Europe, and no higher or other duties 
shall be imposed on the importation into the territories of his Britannie ‘ma- 
jesty in Europe of any articles, the growth, produce, or manufacture, of the 
United States, than are or shall be payable on the like articles being the 
growth, produce, or manufacture, of any other foreign country; nor shall 
any higher or other duties or charges be imposed in either of the two coun- 
tries, on the exportation of any articles to the United States, or to his Britan- 
nic majesty’s territories in Europe, respectively, than such as are pay- 
able on the exportation of the like articles to any other foreign country ; nor 
shall any prohibition be imposed on the exportation or importation of any 
articles, the growth, produce, or manufacture, of the United States, or of his 
Britannic majesty’s territories in Europe, to or from the said territories of his 
Britannic majesty in Ewrope, or to or from the said United States, which 
shall not equally extend to all other nations. 

No higher or other duties or charges shall be imposed in any of the ports 
of the United States on British vessels, than those payable in the same ports 
by vessels of the United States; nor in the ports of any of his Britannic ma- 
jesty’s territories in Europe on the vessels of the United States, than shall be 
payable in the same ports on British vessels. 

The same duties shall be paid on the importation into the United States of 
any articles, the growth, produce, or manufacture, of his Britannic majesty’s 
territories in Europe, whether such importation shall be in vessels of the 
United States or in British vessels, and the same duties shall be paid on the 
importation into the ports of any of his Britannic majesty’s territories in Eu- 
rope, of any article, the growth, produce, or manufacture, of the United 
States, whether such importation shall be in British vesséls or in vessels of 
the United States. 

The same duties shall be paid, and the same bounties allowed, on the ex- 
portation of any articles, the growth, produce, or manufaeture, of his Britan. 
nic majesty’s territories in Europe to the United States, whether such expor- 
tation shall be in vessels of the United States or in British vessels; and the 
same duties shall be paid, and the same bounties allowed, on the exportation 
of any articles, the growth, produce, or manufacture, of the United States, to 
his Britannic majesty’s territories in Europe, whether such exportation shall 
be in British vessels or in vessels of the United States. 

It is further agreed, that in all cases where drawbacks are, or may. be, 
allowed upon the re-exportation of any goods, the growth, produce, or manu- 
facture, of either country, respectively, the amount of the said drawbacks 
shall be the same, whether the said goods shall have been originally imported 
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in a British or an American vessel ; but when such re-exportation shall take 
place from the United States in a British vessel, or from the territories of his 
Britannic majesty in Europe in an American vessel, to any other foreign na- 
tion, the two contracting parties reserve to themselves, respectively, the right 
of regulating or diminishing, in such case, the amount of the said drawback, 

The intercourse between the United States and his Britannic majesty’s pos. 
sessions in the West Indies, and on the continent of North America, shall 
not be affected by any of the provisions of this article, but each party shall 
remain in the complete possession of its rights, with respect to such an inter. 
course. 

Arr. 3. His Britannic majesty agrees that the vessels of the United States 
of America shall be admitted and hospitably received at the principal settle. 
ments of the British dominions in the East Indies, videlicet: Calcutta, Madras, 
Bombay, and Prince of Wales’s Island; and that the citizens of the said 
United States may freely carry on trade between the said principal settle. 
ments and the said United States, in all articles of which the importation and 
exportation, respectively, to and from the said territories, shall not be en 
tirely prohibited; provided only, that it shall not be lawful for them, in any 
time of war between the British government and any state or power what: 
ever, to export from the said territories, without the special permission of the 
British government, any military stores or naval stores, or rice. The cili 
zens of the United States shall pay for their vessels, when admitted, no higher 
or other duty or charge, than shall be payable on the vessels of the most 
favoured European nations, and they shall pay no higher or other duties or 
charges on the importation or exportation of the cargoes of the said vessels, 
than shall be payable on the same articles when imported or exported in the 
yessels of the most favoured European nations. 

But it is expressly agreed, that the vessels of. the United States shall not 
carry any articles from the said principal settlements. to any port or place, 
except to some port or place in the United States of America, where the same 
shall be unladen. 

It is also understood, that the permission granted by this article is not to 
extend to allow the vessels of the United States to carry on any part of the 
coasting trade of the said British territories; but the vessels of the United 
States having, in the first instance, proceeded to one of the said principal 
settlements of the British dominions in the East Indies, and then going with 
their original cargoes, or part thereof, from.one of the said principal settle 
meats fo another, shall not be considered as carrying on the coasting trade 
The vessels of the United States may also touch for refreshments, but not lor 
commerce, in the course of their voyage to or from the British territories in 
India, or to or from the dominions of the emperor of China, at the Capeo! 
Good Hope, the Island of St. Helena, or such other places as may be in the 
possession of Great Britain, in the African or Indian seas; it being well uo 
derstood that in all that regards this article, the citizens of the United States 
shall be subject, in all respects, to the laws and regulations of the British 
government from time to time established. 

Arr. 4. It shall be free for each of the two contracting parties, respe 
tively, to appoint consuls for the protection of trade, to reside in the domit- 
ions and territories of the other party ; but before any consul shall act as sue, 

he shall, in the usual form, be approved and admitted by the government !0 
which he is sent; and it is hereby declared, that, in case of illegal or im 
proper conduct towards the laws or government of the country to which he 
iS sent, such consul may either be punished according to law, if the laws 
will reach the case, or be sent back, the offended government assigning ! 
the other the reasons for the same. 
It is hereby declared, that either of the contracting parties may excep! 
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from the residence of consuls, such particular places as’ such party’ shall 
judge fit to be so excepted. 

Arr. 5. This convention, when the same shall have been duly ratified by 
the president of the United States, by and with the advice and consent of the 
senate, and by his Britannic majesty, and the respective ratifications mutu- 
ally exchanged, shall be binding and obligatory on the said United States 
and his majesty for four years from the date of its signature; and the ratifi- 
cations shall be exchanged in six months from this time, or sooner, if possible.

DECLARATION. 


The undersigned, his Britannic majesty’s charge Waffaires in the United 
States of America, is commanded by his royal highness the Prince Regent, 
acting in the name and on the behalf of his majesty, to explain and declare, 
upon the exchange of the ratifications of the convention concluded at Lon- 
don, on the third of July of the ptesent year, for regulating the commerce 
and navigation between the two countries, that, in consequence of events 
which have happened in Europe subsequent to the signature of the conven- 
tion aforesaid, it has been deemed expedient, and determined, in conjunction 
with the allied sovereigns, that St. Helena shall be the place allotted for the 
future residence of general Napoleon Bonaparte, under such regulations as 
may be necessary for the perfect security of his person, and it has been re- 
solved, for that purpose, that all ships and vessels whatever, as well British 
ships and vessels as others, excepting only ships belonging to the East India 
company, shall be excluded from all communication with, or approach to, 
that Island. 

It has therefore become impossible to comply with so much of the third 
article of the treaty as relates to the liberty of touching for refreshments at 
the Island of St. Helena, and the ratifications of the said treaty will be ex- 
changed under the explicit declaration and understanding, that the vessels of 
the United States cannot be allowed to touch at, or hold any communication 
whatever with, the said Island, so long as the said Island shall continue to be 
the place of residence of the said Napoleon Bonaparte.*

The United States of America, and his majesty the king of the United 
Kingdom of Great Britain and Ireland, desirous to cement the good under. 
standing which happily subsists between them, have, for that purpose, named 
their respective plenipotentiaries, that is to say: The president of the United 
States, on his part, has appointed. Albert Gallatin, their envoy extraordinary 
and minister plenipotentiary to the-court of France ; and Richard Rush, their 
envoy extraordinary and minister plenipotentiary to the court of his Britannic 
majesty: And his majesty has,appointed the right honourable Frederick John 
Robinson, treasurer of his majesty’s navy, and president of the committee of 
privy council for trade and plantations; and Henry Goulbourn, Esq., one of 
his majesty’s under secretaries of state: who, after having exchanged their 
respective full powers, found to be in due and proper form, have agreed to 
and concluded the following articles : 

Arr. 1. Whereas differences have arisen respecting the liberty claimed by 
the United States, for the inhabitants thereof, to take, dry, and cure, fish, on 
certain coasts, bays, harbours, and creeks, of his Britannic majesty’s domin- 
ions in America, it is agreed between the high contracting parties, that the 
inhabitants of the said United States shall have, forever, in common with the 
subjects of his Britannic majesty, the liberty to take fish of every kind on 
that part of the southern coast of Newfoundland which extends from Cape 
Ray to the Rameau Islands, on the western and northern coast of New. 
foundland, from the said Cape Ray to the Quirpon Islands, on the shores of 
the Magdalen Islands, and also on the coasts, bays, harbours, and creeks, 
from Mount Joly, on the southern coast of Labrador, to and through the 
Straits of Bellisle, and thence northwardly, indefinitely, along the coast; 
without prejudice, however, to any of the exclusive rights of the Hudson Bay 
Company : And that the American fishermen shall also have liberty, forever, 
to dry and cure fish in any of the unsettled bays, harbours, and creeks, of 
the southern part of the coast of Newfoundland, hereabove described, and of 
the coast of Labrador ; but so soon as the same, or any portion thereof, shall 
be settled, it shall not be lawful for the said fishermen to dry or cure fish at 
such portion so settled, without previous agreement, for such purpose, ) 
the inhabitants, proprietors, or possessors, of the ground. And the United 
States hereby renounce, forever, any liberty heretofore enjoyed or claimed 
by the inhabitants thereof, to take, dry, or cure, fish, on or within three ma- 
rine miles of any of the coasts, bays, creeks, or harbours, of his Britannic 
majesty’s dominions in America, not included within the abovementioned 
limits : Provided, however, that the American fishermen shall be admitted to 
enter such bays, or harbours, for the purpose of shelter and of repairi0g 
damages therein, of purchasing wood, and of obtaining water, and for 20 
other purpose whatever. But they shall be under such restrictions as may 
be necessary to prevent their taking, drying, or curing, fish therein, or in any 
other manner whatever abusing the privileges hereby reserved to them. _ 

Arr. 2. It is agreed that a line drawn from the most north-western poifl 
of the Lake of the Woods, along the forty-ninth parallel of north latitude, ot 
if the said point shall not be in the forty-ninth parallel of north latitude, then 
that a line drawn from the said point due north or south, as the case may 
until the said line shall intersect the said parallel of north latitude, and from 
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the point of such intersection due west along and with the said parallel, shall 
be the line of demarkation between the territories of the United States and 
those of his Britannic majesty, and that the said line shall form the northern 
boundary of the said territories of the United States, and the southern boun- 
dary of the territories of his Britannic majesty, from the Lake of the Woods 
to the Stony Mountains. 

Art. 3. It is agreed, that any country that may be claimed by either 
party on the northwest coast of America, westward of the Stony Mountains, 
shall, together with its harbours, bays, and creeks, and the navigation of all 
rivers within the same, be free and open, for the term of ten yeurs from the 
date of the signature of the present convention, to the vessels, citizens, and 
subjects, of the two powers; it being well understood, that this agreement is 
not to be construed to the prejudice of any claim which either of the two high 
contracting parties may have to any part of the said country, nor shall it be 
taken to affect the claims of any other power or state to any part of the said 
country ; the only object of the high contracting parties, in that respect, being 
to prevent disputes and differences amongst themselves. 

Arr. 4. All the provisions of the convention ‘to regulate the commerce 
between the territories of the United States and of his Britannic majesty,” 
concluded at London, on the third day of July, in the year of our Lord one 
thousand eight hundred and fifieen, with the exception of the clause which 
limited its duration to four years, and excepting, also, so far as the same was 
affected by the declaration of his majesty respecting the Island of St. Helena, 
are hereby extended and continued in force for the term of ten years from 
the date of the signature of the present convention, in the same manner as if 
all the provisions of the said convention were herein specially recited. 

Art. 5. Whereas it was agreed by the first article of the treaty of Ghent, 
that “all territory, places, and possessions, whatsoever, taken by either party 
from the other, during the war, or which may be taken after the signing of 
this treaty, excepting only the islands hereinafter mentioned, shall be restored 
without delay, and without causing any destruction, or carrying away any 
of the artillery or other public, property originally captured in said forts or 
places, which shall remain therein upon the exchange of the ratifications of 
this treaty, or any slaves, or other private property ;” and whereas, under the 
aforesaid article, the United States claim for their citizens, and as their pri- 
vate property, the restitution of, or full compensation for, all slaves who, at 
the date of the exchange of the ratifications of the said treaty, were in any 
territory, places, or possessions, whatsoever, directed by the said treaty to be 
restored to the United States, but then still occupied by the British forces, 
whether such slaves were, at the date aforesaid, on shore, or on board any 
British vessel, lying in waters within the territory or jurisdiction of the United 
States ; and whereas differences have arisen whether, by the true intent and 
meaning of the aforesaid article of the treaty of Ghent, the United States are 
entitled to the restoration of, or full compensation for, all or any slaves, as 
above described, the high contracting parties hereby agree to refer the said 
differences to some friendly sovereign or state, to be named for that purpose; 
and the high contracting parties further engage to consider the decision of 
such friendly sovereign or state, to be final and conclusive on all the matters 
referred. 

Art. 6. This convention, when the same shall have been duly ratified by 
the president of the United. States, by and with the advice and consent of 
their senate, and by his Britannic majesty, and the respective ratifications 
mutually exchanged, shall be binding and obligatory on the said United 
States, and on his majesty ; and the ratifications shall be exchanged in six 
months from this date, or sooner, if possible,

Stony or Rocky Mountains, after the expiration of the third article of the 
convention, concluded between them on the 20th of October, 1818} and, 
also, with a view to give further time for maturing measures which shall 
have for their object a more definite settlement of the claims of each party 
to the said territory, have respectively named their plenipotentiaries to treat 
and agree concerning a temporary renewal of the said article, that is to say:

Algiers.—The 18th article o treaty 
annulled, 
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Treaty of peace and amity, between the United States of America, and the dey and 
regency of Algiers. 


The president of the United States and the dey of Algiers, being desirous 
to restore and maintain, upon a stable and permanent footing, the relations 
of peace and good understanding between the two powers, and for this pur 
pose to renew the treaty of peace and amity which was concluded between 
the two states by William Shaler and commodore Stephen Decatur, as com- 
missioners plenipotentiary on the part of the United States, and his highness 
Omar Pashaw, dey of Algiers, on the 30th of June, 1815: 

The president of the United States having subsequently nominated and 
appointed, by commission, the above named William Shaler and Isaac 
Chauncey, commodore and commander in chief of all the naval forces of the 
United States in the Mediterranean, commissioners plenipotentiary to treat 
with his highness the dey of Algiers, for the renewal of the treaty aforesaid; 
and they have concluded, settled, and signed, the following articles: 

Art. 1. There shall be, from the conclusion of this treaty, a firm, per 
petual, inviolable, and universal peace and friendship between the president 
and citizens of the United States of America, on the one part, and the dey 
and subjects of the regency of Algiers, in Barbary, on the other, made by 
the free consent of both parties, and on the terms of the most favoured 
nations. And if either party shall hereafter grant to any other nation, any 
particular favour or privilege in navigation or commerce, it shall immediately 
become common to the other party; freely, when freely it is granted to such 
other nation; but when the grant is conditional, it shall be at the option of 
the contracting parties, to accept, alter, or reject such conditions, in such 
manner as shall be most conducive to their respective interests. 

Arr. 2. It is distinctly understood between the contracting parties, that no 
tribute, either as biennial presents, or under any other form or name what. 
ever, shall be required by the dey and regency of Algiers from the United 
States of America, on any pretext whatever. 

Arr. 3. [Relates to the mutual restitution of prisoners and subjects, and 
has been duly executed. ] 

Arr. 4, [Relates to the delivery, into the hands of the consul general, of 
a quantity of bales of cotton, &c. and has been duly executed.] 

Arr. 5. If any goods, belonging to any nation with which either of the 
parties are at war, should be loaded on board vessels belonging to the other 
party, they shall pass free and unmolested, and no attempts shall be made 
to take or detain them. . 

Arr. 6. If any citizens or subjects, belonging to either party, shall be 
found on board a prize vessel, taken from an enemy by the other patty, 
such citizens or subjects shall be liberated immediately, and in no cas 
or on any pretence whatever, shall any American citizen be kept in captivily 
or confinement, or the property of any American citizen found on boa 
any vessel belonging to any nation with which Algiers may be at war, be 
detained from its lawful owners after the exhibition of sufficient prools of 
American citizenship and American property, by the consul of the United 
States residing at Algiers. 

Arr. 7. Proper passports shall immediately be given to the vessels of 
both the contracting parties, on condition that the vessels of war belonging 
to the regency of Algiers, on meeting with merchant vessels belonging © 
citizens of the United States of America, shall not be permitted to visit them 
with more than two persons besides the rowers; these only shall be per 
mitted to go on board without first obtaining leave from the commander 
of said vessel, who shall compare the passports, and immediately permit 
said vessel to proceed on her voyage; and should any of the subjects 
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Algiers insult or molest the commander, or any other person on board a 
vessel so visited, or plunder any of the property contained in her, on com- 
plaint being made by the consul of the United States residing in Algiers, 
and on his producing sufficient proofs to substantiate the fact, the commander 
or rais of said Algerine ship or vessel of war, as well as the offenders, shall 
be punished in the most exemplary manner. All vessels of war belong- 
ing to the United States of America, on meeting a cruiser belonging to the 
regency of Algiers, on having seen her passport, and certificates from the 
consul of the United States residing in Algiers, shall permit her to proceed 
on her cruise unmdlested, dnd without detention. No passport shall be 
granted by either party to any vessels, but such as are absolutely the 
property of citizens or subjects of the said contracting parties, on any pre- 
tence whatever. 

Arr. 8, A citizen or subject of either of the contracting parties, having 
bought a prize vessel, condemned by the other party, or by any other nation, 
the certificate of condemnation and bill of sale, shall be a sufficient passport 
for such vessel for six months; which, considering the distance between the 
two countries, is no more than a reasonable time for her to procung pass- 
ports. 

Art. 9. Vessels of either of the contracting parties, putting into the ports 
of the other, and having need of provisions or other supplies, shall be fur- 
nished at the market -price; and if any such vessel should so put in, from a 
disaster at sea, and have occasion to repair, she shall be at liberty to land 
and re-embark her cargo, without paying any customs or duties whatever; 
but in no case shall she be compelled to land her cargo. 

Arr. 10. Should a vessel of either of the contracting parties be cast on 
shore within the territories of the other, all proper assistance shall be given 
to her and her crew; no pillage shall be allowed ; the property shall remain 
at the disposal of the owners, and, if reshipped on board of any vessel for 
exportation, no customs or duties whatever shall be required to be paid 
thereon, and the crew shall be protected and succoured until they can be 
sent to their own country. 

Art. 11. Ifa vessel of either of the contracting parties shall be attacked 
by an enemy within cannon-shot of the forts of the other, she shall be pro- 
tected as much as is possible. If she be in port, she shall not be seized or 
attacked, when it is in the power of the other party to protect her; and when 
she proceeds to sea, no enemy shall be permitted to pursue her from the same 
port within twenty-four hours after her departure. 

Arr. 12. The commerce between the United States of America and the 
Regency of Algiers, the protections to be given to merchants, masters Of ves- 
sels, and seamen, the reciprocal rights of establishing consuls in each coun- 
try, the privileges, immunities, and jurisdictions, to be enjoyed by such con- 
suls, are declared to be on the same footing, in every respect, with the most 
favoured nations, respectively. 

- Arr. 13. The consul of the United States of America shall not be respon- 
sible for the debts contracted by the citizens of his own country, unless he 
gives previously written obligations so to do. 

Art. 14. On a vessel or vessels of war belonging to the United States 
anchoring before the city of Algiers, the consul is to inform the dey of her 
arrival, when she shall receive the salutes which are, by treaty or custom, 
given to the ships of war of the most favoured nations on similar occasions, 
and which shall be returned gun for gun; and if after such arrival, so an- 
nounced, any Christians whatever, captives in Algiers; make their escape 
and take refuge on board any of the said ships of war, they shall not be ré- 
quired back again, nor shall the consul of the United States oy commander 
of the said ships be required to pay any thing for the said Christians. 
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Arr. 15. As the government of the United States has, in itself, no char. 
acter of enmity against the laws, religion, or tranquillity of any nation, 
and as the said states have never entered into any voluntary war or act 
of hostility, except in the defence of their just rights on the high seas, itis 
declared by the contracting parties, that no pretext arising from religious 
opinions shall ever produce an interruption of the harmony between the two 
nations; and the consuls and agents of both nations shall have liberty to 
celebrate the rites of their respective religions in their own houses. 

The consuls, respectively, shall have liberty and personal security given 
them, to travel within the territories of each other, by land and sea, and 
shall not be prevented from going on board any vessel they may think 
Proper to visit; they shall likewise have the liberty to appoint their own 
drogoman and broker. 

Arr. 16. In case of any dispute arising, from the violation of any of the 
articles of this treaty, no appeal shall be made to arms, nor shall war be de 
clared on any pretext whatever ; but if the consul residing at the place where 
the dispute shall happen, shall not be able to settle the same, the government 
of that country shall state their grievances in writing, and transmit the same 
to the government of the other, and the period of three months shall be 
allowed for answers to be returned; during which time no act of hostility 
shall be permitted by either party; and in case the grievances are not 
dressed, and a war should be the event, the consuls, and citizens and subjecls 
of both parties, respectively, shall be permitted to embark with their effects 
unmolested, on board of what vessel or vessels they shall think proper, rex 
sonable time being allowed for that purpose. 

Arr. 17. If, in the course of events, a war should break out between 
the two nations, the prisoners captured by either party shall not be made 
slaves; they shall not be forced to hard labou r, or other confinement 
than such as may be necessary to secure their safe keeping, and shall le 
exchanged rank for rank; and it is agreed, that prisoners shall be exchanged 
in twelve months after their capture; and the exchange may be effected ly 
any private individual legally authorized by either of the parties. 

Arr. 18. If any of the Barbary powers, or other states, at war with the 
United States shall capture any American vessel, and send her into any port 
of the regency of Algiers, they shall not be permitted to sell her, but shallle 
forced to depart the port on procuring the requisite supplies of provisions; 
but the vessels of war of the United States, with any prizes they may cap: 
ture from their enemies, shal! have liberty to frequent the ports of Algies 
for refreshment of any kind, and to sell such prizes in the said ports, without 
paying any other customs or duties than such as are customary on ordinary 
commercial importations. (Altered, see explanatory article, infra.) 

Art. 19. If any of the citizens of the United States, or any person undet 
their protection, shall have any dispute with each other, the consul shall de- 
cide between the parties ; and whenever the consul shall require any aid ot 

assistance from the government of Algiers to enforce his decisions, it shall 
be immediately granted to him; and if any dispute shall arise between aly 
citizen of the United States, and the citizens or subjects of any other nations 
having a consul or agent in Algiers, such disputes shall be settled by the col 
suls or agents of the respective nations ; and any disputes or suits at law that 
may take place between any citizens of the United States and the subjects of 
the Regency of Algiers, shall be decided by the dey in person, and noother. 

Arr. 20. Ifa citizen of the United States should kill, wound, or strikes 
a subject of Algiers, or, on the contrary, a subject of Algiers should kill, 
wound, or strike, a citizen of the United States, the law of the country shall 
take place, and equal justice shall be rendered, the consul assisting at 
trial ; but the sentence of punishment against an American citizen shall 00t 
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be greater or more severe than it would be against a Turk in the same pre- 
dicament ; and if any delinquent should: make his escape, the consul shall 
not be responsible for him in any manner whatever. 

Arr. 21. The consul of the United States of America shall not be required 
to pay any customs or duties whatever on any thing he imports from a for- 
eign country for the use of his house and family. 

Arr. 22. Should any of the citizens of the United States of America, die 
within the regency of Algiers, the dey and his subjects shall not interfere 
with the property of the deceased, but it shall be under the immediate direc- 
tion of the consul, unless otherwise disposed of by will. Should there be 
no consul, the effects shall be deposited in the hands of some person worthy 
of trust, until the party shall appear who has a right to demand them, when 
they shall render an account of the property; neither shall the dey or his 
subjects give hindrance in the execution of any will that may appear. 


ARTICLE ADDITIONAL AND EXPLANATORY. 


The United States of America; in order to give to the dey of Algiers a proof 
of their desire to maintain the relations of peace and amity between the two 
powers upon a footing the most liberal, and in order to withdraw any obsta- 
cle which might embarrass him in his relations with other states, agree to 
annul so much of the eighteenth article of the foregoing treaty, as gives to the 
United States any advantage in the ports of Algiers over the most favoured 
nations having treaties with the Regency. 


Done at the palace of the government, in Algiers, on the 22d day of De- 
cember, 1816, which corresponds to the third of the Moon Safar, year 
of the Hegira 1232. 


Whereas, the undersigned, William Shaler, a citizen of the state of New 
York, and Isaac Chauncey, commander in chief of the naval forces of the 
United States, stationed in the Mediterranean, being duly appointed commis- 
sioners, by letters patent under the signature of the president, and seal of the 
United States of America, bearing date at the city of Washington, the twenty- 
fourth day of August, A. D. 1816, for hegotiating and concluding the renewal 
of'a treaty of peace between the United States of America and the dey and 
subjects of the regency of Algiers, we, therefore, William Shaler and Isaac 
Chauncey, commissioners as aforesaid, do conclude the foregoing treaty, and 
every article and clause therein contained, reserving the same, nevertheless, 
for the final ratification of the president of the United States of America, by 
and with the advice and consent of the Senate of the United States. 

Done in the Chancery of the Consulate General of the United States, in 
the City of Algiers, on the 23d day of December, in the year 1816, and 
of the independence of the United States the forty-first.

A PROCLAMATION. 


Whereas a Convention of Navigation and. Commerce between the Unitel

The United States of America and 


his majesty the king of France and 
Navarre, being desirous of settling 
the relations of navigation and com- 
merce between their respective na- 
tions, bya temporary convention re- 
ciprocally beneficial and satisfactory, 
and thereby of leading to a more per- 
manent and comprehensive arrange- 
ment, have respectively furnished 
their full powers in manner following, 
that is to say: The president of the 








States of America and his majesty the king of France and Navarre, together 
with two separate articles annexed to the same, was concluded and signed a 
Washington, on the twenty-fourth day of June last past, by the respectite 
plenipotentiaries of the two powers ; and whereas the said Convention, atl 
the first separate article annexed to the same, have been duly and_respe 
tively ratified by me, and by his majesty the king of France and Navarre, 
and the ratifications of the same have this day been exchanged at thecityd 
Washington, by John Quincy Adams, Secretary of State, and Count Julius 
de Menou, Chargé d’Affaires of France; which Convention, and the fis 
separate article annexed to the same, are in the words following, to wit

Articles of the growth, 
produce, or manufacture, of the Uni- 
ted States, imported into France in 
vessels of the United States, shall pay 
an additional duty, not exceeding 
twenty francs per ton of merchan- 
dise, over and above the duties paid 
on the like articles, also of the 
growth, produce, or manufacture, of 
the United States, when imported in 
French vessels. 

Arr. 2. Articles of the growth, 
produce, or manufacture, of France, 
imported into the United States in 
French vessels, shall pay an addi- 
tional duty, not exceeding three dol- 
lars and seventy-five cents per ton of 
merchandise over and above the du- 
ties collected upon the like’ articles, 
also of the growth, produce, or ma- 
nufacture, of France, when imported 
in vessels of the United States. 

Arr. 3. No discriminating duty 
shall be levied upon the productions 
of the soil or industry of France, im- 
ported in French bottoms into the 
ports of the United States for transit 
or re-exportation: nor shall any such 
duties be levied upon the productions 
of the soil or industry of the United 
States, imported in vessels of the 
United States into the ports of France 
for transit or re-exportation. 

Art. 4. The following quantities 
shall be considered as forming the 
ton of merchandise for each of the 
articles hereinafter specified :

their respective nations, who shall 
haye deserted from the said vessels, 
in order to send them back and trans- 
port them out of the country.

‘The proportion existing be- 
tween the duties on French wines 
thus reduced, and the general rates 
of the tariff which went into opera- 
tion the first January, 1829, shall be 
maintained, in case the government 
of the United States should think 
proper to diminish those general rates 
in a new tariff. : 

In consideration of this stipulation, 
which shall be binding on the United 
States for ten years,the Frenchgovern- 
ment abandons the reclamations which 
it had formed in relation to the eighth 
article of the treaty of cession of 
Louisiana. It engages, moreover, to 
establish on the long staple cottons 
of the United States, which, after the 
exchange of the ratifications of the 
present convention, shall be brought 
directly thence to France by the ves- 
sels of the United States, or by 
French vessels, the same duties as on 
short staple cottons.

Whereas, a general convention of peace, amity, navigation, and commerce, 
between the United States of America and the Republic of Colombia, was 
concluded and signed, at Bogota, on the third day of October, in the year of 
our Lord one thousand eight hundred and twenty-four; which convention, 
being in the English and ‘Spanish languages, is word for word as follows: 


General Convention of Peace, Amity, 
Navigation, and Commerce, between 
the United States of America and the 
Republic of Colombia. 


IN THE NAME OF GOD, AUTHOR AND LEGIS- 
LATOR OF THE UNIVERSE, 


The United States of America, and 
the Republic of Colombia, desiring to 
make lasting and firm the friendship 
and good understanding which hap- 
pily prevails between both nations, 
have resolved to fix, in a manner 
clear, distinct, and positive, the rules 
which shall in future be religiously 
observed between the one and the 
other, by means of a treaty or general 
convention of peace, friendship, com- 
merce, and navigation.

When any vessel belonging 
to the citizens of either of the contract- 
ing parties shall be wrecked, founder- 
ed, or shall suffer any damage on the 
coasts, or within the dominions of the 
other, there shall be given to them all 
assistance and protection in the same 
manner which is usual and customary 
with the vessels ef the nation where 
the damage happens, permitting them 
to unload said vessel, if necessary, of 
its merchandises and effects, without 
exacting for it any duty, impost, or 
contribution whatever, until they may 
be exported. 

Art. 9. The citizens of each of the 
contracting parties shall have power 
to dispose of their personal goods 
within the jurisdiction of the other, 
by sale, donation, testament, or other- 
wise, and their representatives, being 
Citizens of the other party, shall suc- 
ceed to their said personal gouds, 
whether by testament or ab intestato, 
and they may take possession thereof, 
either by themselves or others acting 
for them, and dispose of the same at 
their will, paying such dues only as 
the inhabitants of the country, where- 
in the said goods are, shall be subject 
to pay in like cases: And if, in the 
case of real estate, the said heirs 
would be prevented from entering 
into the possession of the inheritance, 
on account of their character of aliens, 
there shall be granted ‘to them the 
term of three years to dispose of the 
same, as they may think proper, and 
to withdraw the proceeds without 
molestation, and exempt from all 
rights of detraction, on the part of the 
government of the respective states. 


_ Art. 10. Both the contracting par- 
ties promise and engage, formally to 
give their special protection to. the 
persons and property of the citizens 
of each other, of all occupations, who 
may be in the territories subject to 
the jurisdiction of the one or the other, 
transient or dwelling therein, leaving

Art. 11. It is likewise agreed, that 
the most perfect and entire security 
of conscience shall be enjoyed by the 
citizens of both the contracting parties 
in the countries subject. to the juris- 
diction of the one and the other, with- 
out their being liable to be disturbed 
or molested. on account of their re- 
ligious belief, so long as they respect 


the laws and. established usages, of 


the country. Moreover, the bodies 
of the citizens of one of the contract- 
ing parties, who may die in. the ter- 
ritories of the other, shall be. buried 
in the usual burying grounds, or in 
other decent.and suitable places, and 
shall be. protected from violation or 
disturbance. 

Art.12. Kt shall be lawful. for the 
citizens of the United States of Ame- 
rica and of the Republic of Colombia 
to.sail with their ships, with all man- 
ner of liberty. and security, no dis- 
tinction being made, who are the pro- 
prietors of the merchandises laden 
thereon, from any port to the places 
of those who now are. or. hereafter 
shall be at enmity with either of the 
contracting parties. It shall likewise 
be lawful for the\citizens aforesaid to 
sail with the ships and. merchandises 
before mentioned, and to. trade. with 
the same liberty.and security from 
the places, ports, and havens, of those 
who are enemies of both or either 
party, without any- opposition or dis- 
turbance whatsoever, not.only direct- 
ly from the places of jthe enemy, be-

It is also agreed, in like 
manner, that the same liberty be ex- 
tended to persons who are. on board 
a free ship, with this effect, that al- 
though they be enemies to both or 
either party, they are not to be taken 
out of that free ship, unless they are 
officers or soldiers, and in the actual 
service of the enemies: Provided, 
however, And it is hereby agreed, 
that the stipulations in this article 
contained, declaring that the flag shall 
cover the property, shall be under- 
stood as applying to those powers 
only who recognise this principle; 
but if either of the two contracting 
parties shall be at war with a third, 
and. the other neutral, the flag of the 
neutral. shall cover the property of 
enemies whose governments acknow- 
ledge this principle, and not of others. 
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Art. 18. It is likewise agreed, that 
in the case where the neutral flag of 
one of the contracting parties shall 
protect the property of the enemies of 
the other, by virtue of the above stipu- 
lation, it shall always be understood 
that the neutral property found on 
board such enemy’s vessels shall be 
held and considered as enemy’s pro- 
perty, and as such shall be liable to 
detention and confiscation, except 
such property as was put on board 
such vessel before the declaration of 
war, or even afterwards, if it were 
done without the knowledge of it;

two months having elapsed after the

Bucklers, helmets, breast- 
plates, coats of mail, infantry belts, 
and clothes made up in the form and 
for military use ;

And. generally all kinds of 
arms and instruments of iron, steel, 
brass, and copper, or of any other 
materials manufactured, prepared and 
formed, expressly to make war by 
sea or land. 


Art. 15. All other. merchandises 
and things not comprehended in the 
articles of contraband explicitly enu- 
merated and classified as above, shall 
be held and considered as free, and 
subjects of free and lawful commerce, 
so that they may be carried and trans- 
ported in the freest manner by both 
the contracting parties, even to places 
belonging to an enemy, excepting 
only those places which are at that 
time besieged or blocked up; and, to 
avoid all doubt in this particular, it is 
declared that those places only are 
besieged or blockaded which are ac- 
tually attacked by a belligerent force 
capable of preventing the entry of the 
neutral.

ty of such articles be so great and of 
so large a bulk, that they cannot be 
received on board the capturing ship 
without great inconvenience; but in 
this and in all other cases of just de- 
tention, the vessel detained shall be 
sent to the nearest convenient and 
safe port, for trial and judgment ac- 
cording to law. 


Art. 17. And whereas it frequently 
happens that vessels sail for a port or 
place belonging to an enemy, without 
knowing that the same is besieged, 
blockaded, or invested, it is agreed, 
that every vessel so circumstanced, 
may be turned away from such port 
or place, but shall not be detained, 
nor shall any part of her cargo, if not 
contraband, be confiscated, unless, 
after warning of such blockade or in- 
vestment from the commanding of- 
ficer of the blockading forces, she 
shall again attempt to enter; but she 
shall be permitted to go to anysother 
port or place she shall think proper. 
Nor shall any vessel of either, that 
may have entered into such port be- 
fore the same was actually besieged, 
blockaded or invested, by the other, 
be restrained from quitting such place 
with her cargo, nor if found therein 
after the reduction and surrender, 
shall such vessel or her cargo be 
liable to confiscation, but they shall 
be restored to the owners thereof. 


Art. 18. In order to prevent all 
kind of disorder in’ the visniag and 
examination of the ships and cargoes

Art. 19. To avoid all kind of vex- 
ation and abuse in the examination of 
the papers relating to the ownership 
of the vessels belonging to the citizens 
of the two contracting parties, they 
have agreed, and do agree, that in 
case one of them should be engaged 
in war, the ships and vessels belong. 
ing to the citizens of the other must 
be furnished with sea-letters or pass- 
ports, expressing the name, property 
and bulk of the ship, as also the name 
and place of habitation of the master 
or commander of said vessel, in order 
that it may thereby appear, that the 
ship really and. truly belongs to the 
citizens of one of the: parties; they 
have agreed. that such ships. being 
laden, besides the. said .sea-letters or 
passports, shall also be provided with 
certificates containing the several par- 
ticulars of the cargo, and the place 
whence the:ship sailed, so that, it may 
be known whether any forbidden or

Art. 21. It is further agreed, that 
in all cases the established courts for 
prize causes, in the country to which 
the prizes may be conducted, shall 
alone take cognizance of them. And 
whenever such tribunal of either party 
shall pronounce judgment against any 
vessel or goods, or property claimed 
by the citizens of the other party, the 
sentence or decree shall mention the 
reasons or motives on which the same 
shall have been founded, and an au- 
thenticated copy of the sentence or 
decree, and of all the proceedings in 
the case, shall, if demanded, be de- 
livered to the commander or agent of 
said vessel, without any delay, he 
paying the legal fees for the same. 


Art. 22. Whenever one of the 
_ contracting parties shall be engaged 
in war with another state, no citizen 
of the other contracting party shall 
accept a commission, or letter «f 
marque, for the purpose of assisting 
or co-operating hostilely, with the 
said enemy, against the said party so 
at war, under the pain of being treat- 
ed as a pirate. 

Art. 23. If, by any fatality which 
cannot be expected, and which God 
forbid, the two contracting parties 
shall be engaged in a war with each 
other, they have agreed, and do agree, 
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acostumbrada, sin cuyos requisitos d 
dicho buque puede ser detenido, para 
ser juzgado por el tribunal competen.

The citizens of all other occupations 
who may be established in the terri- 
tories or dominions of the United 
States and of the Republic of Colom- 
bia, shall be respected and maintained 
in the full enjoyment of their personal 
liberty and property, unless their 
particular conduct shall cause them 
to forfeit this protection, which in 
consideration of humanity the. con- 
tracting parties engage to give them. 

Art. 24. Neither the debts due 
from individuals of the one nation 
to 'the individuals of the other, nor 
shares, nor moneys, which they may 
have in public funds, nor in public or 
private banks, shall ever, in any event 
of war, or of national difference, be 
sequestered or confiscated. 

Art. 25. Both the contracting par- 
ties being desirous of avoiding all in- 
equality in relation to their public 
communications and _ official inter- 
course, have agreed, and do agree, 
to grant to the envoys, ministers, and 
other public agents, the same favours, 
immunities, and exemptions, which 
those of the most favoured nation do 
or shall enjoy; it being understood 
that whatever favours, immunities, or 
privileges, the United States of Amer- 
ca or the Republic of Colombia may 
find it proper to give to the ministers 
and public agents of any other pow- 
er, shall by the same act be extended 
to those of each of the contracting 
parties. 


Art. 26. To make more effectual 
the protection which the United States 
and the Republic of Colombia shall 
afford in future to the navigation and 
commerce of the citizens of each 
other, they agree to receive and ad-

In order that the consuls 
and vice consuls of the two contract- 
ing parties may enjoy the rights, pre- 
rogatives, and immunities, which be- 
long to them, by their public charac- 
ter, they shall, before entering on the 
exercise of their functions, exhibit 
their commission or patent in due 
form to the government to which 
they are accredited; and having ob- 
tained their Exequatur, they shall be 
held and considered as such by all 
the authorities, magistrates, and in- 
habitants, in the consular district in 
which they reside. 

Art, 28. It is likewise agreed, that 
the consuls, their secretaries, officers, 
and persons attached to the service of 
consuls, they not being citizens of the 
country in which the consul resides, 
shall be exempt from all public ser- 
vice, and also from all kind of taxes, 
imposts, and contributions, except 
those which they shall be obliged to 
pay on account of commerce, or 
their property, to which the citizens 
and inhabitants, native and foreign, 
of the country in which they reside 
are subject, being in every thing be- 
sides subject to the laws of the re- 
spective states. The archives and 
papers of the consulates shall be re- 
spected, inviolably, and under no 
pretext whatever shall any magistrate 
seize, or in any way interfere with, 
them. 

The said consuls. shall 
have power to require the assistance 
of the authorities of the country for 
the arrest, detention, and custody of 
deserters from the public and private 
yessels of their country, and for that 
purpose they shall address them- 
selves to the courts, judges, and offi«

Art, 30. For the purpose of more 
effectually protecting their commerce 
and navigation, the two contracting 
parties do hereby agree, as soon 
hereafier as circumstances will per- 
mit them, to form a consular conven- 
tion, which shall declare specially 
the powers and immunities of the 
consuls and vice consuls of the re- 
spective parties. 

Aart. 31. The United States of 
America and the Republic of Colom- 
bia, desiring to make as durable as 
circumstances will permit, the rela- 
tions which are to be established be- 
tween the two parties by virtue of 
this treaty, or general convention of 
peace, amity, commerce, and naviga- 
tion, have declared solemnly, and do 
agree to the following points: 


The present treaty shall re- 
main in full force and virtue for the

ges, verified by competent proof, and 
demanded justice and satisfaction, and 
the same shall have been either re- 
fused or unreasonably delayed. 

4thly. Nothing in this treaty con- 
tained shall, however, be construed, 
or operate contrary to former and 
existing public treaties with other 
sovereigns or states. 

The present treaty of peace, amity, 
commerce, and navigation, shall be 
approved and ratified by the presi- 
dent of the United States of America, 
by and with the advice and consent 
of the senate thereof, and by the 
president of the Republic of Colombia, 
with the consent and approbation of 
the congress of the same, and the 
ratifications shall be exchanged in 
the city of Washington within eight 
months, to be counted from the date 
of the signature hereof, or sooner if 
possible. 

In faith whereof, we the plenipo- 
tentiaries of the United States of 
America, and of the Republic of Co- 
Iombia, have signed and sealed these 
presents. 

Done in the city of Bogota, on the 
third day of October, in the year of 
our Lord one thousand eight hundred 
and twenty-four, in the forty-ninth 
year of the Independence of the 
United States of America, and the 
fourteenth of that of the Republic of 
Colombia.

Art. 1. It is agreed, that, in any 
part of the great ocean, commonly 
called the Pacific Ocean, or South 
Sea, the respective citizens or sub- 
jects of the high contfacting powers 
shall be neither disturbed nor restrain- 
ed, either in navigation or in fishing,

Art. 3. It is moreover agreed, 
that, hereafter, there shall not be 
formed by the citizens of the United 
States, or under the authority of the 
said states, any establishment upon 
the North-west Coast of America, 
nor in any of the islands adjacent, 
to the north of fifty-four degrees and 
forty minutes of north latitude ; and 
that, in the same manner, there shall 
be none formed by Russian subjects, 
or under the authority of Russia, 
south of the same parallel. 

Art. 4. It is, nevertheless, under- 
stood, that, during a term of ten 
years, counting from the signature 
of the present convention, the ships 
of both powers, or which belong to 
their citizens or subjects, respective- 
ly, may reciprocally frequent, with- 
out any hindrance whatever, the in- 
terior seas, gulfs, harbours, and 
creeks, upon the coast mentioned in 
the preceding article, for the purpose 
of fishing and trading with the na- 
tives of the country. 

Art. 5. All spirituous liquors, fire- 
arms, other arms, powder, and mu- 
nitions of war of every kind, are

When this convention shall 
have been duly ratified by the presi- 
dent of the United States, with the 
advice and consent of the senate on 
the one part, and on the other by his 
Majesty the Emperor of all the Rus- 
sias, the ratification shall be ex- 
changed at Washington, in the space 
of ten months from the date below, or 
sooner, if possible.

charge, without the interference of the 
local authorities, unless the conduct 
of the crews, or of the captain, should 
disturb the order or the tranquillity 
of the country, or the said consuls, 
vice consuls, or commercial agents 
should require. their assistance to 
cause their decisions to be carried 
into effect or supported. It is, how- 
ever, understood, that this species of 
judgment or arbitration shall not de- 
prive the. contending parties of the 
right they have to resort on their re- 
turn, to the judicial authority of their 
country. 

Art. 9. The said consuls, vice 
consuls and commercial agents, are 
authorized to require the assistance 
of the local authorities, for the search, 
arrest, detention and imprisonment of 
the deserters from the ships of war 
and merchant vessels of their coun- 
try. For this purpose they shall ap- 
ply to the competent tribunals, judges 
and officers, and shall, in writing, 
demand said deserters, proving by the 
exhibition of the registers of the ves- 
sels, the rolls of the crews, or by other 
official documents, that such individu- 
als formed part of the crews; and 
this reclamation being thus substan- 
tiated, the surrender shall not be re- 
fused. 

Such deserters, when arrested, 
shall be placed at the disposal of the 
said consuls, vice consuls, or com- 
merciul agents, and may be confined 
in the public prisons, at the request 
and cost of those who shall. claim 
them, in order to be detained until the 
time when they shall be restored to 
the vessels to which they belonged, or 
sent back to their own country by a

Art. 10. The citizens and subjects 
of each of the high contracting parties 
shall have power to dispose of their 
personal goods within the jurisdiction 
of the other, by testament, donation, 
or otherwise, and their representa- 
tives, being citizens or subjects of the 
other party, shall succeed to their 
said personal goods, whether by tes- 
tament or ab intestato, and may take 
possession thereof, either by them- 
selyes, or by others acting for them, 
and dispose of the same, at will, pay- 
ing to the profit of the respective go- 
vernments, such dues only as the in- 
habitants of the country wherein the 
said goods are, shall be subject to pay 
in like cases. And in case of the 
absence of the representatives, such 
care shall be taken of the said goods, 
as would be taken of the goods of a 
native of the same country in like 
case, until the lawful owner may take 
measures for receiving them. And 
if a question should arise among 
several claimants as to which of them 
said goods belong, the same shall be 
decided, finally, by the laws and 
judges of the land wherein the said 
goods are. And where, on the death 
of any person holding reat estate, 
within the territories of one of the 
high contracting parties, such real 
estate would, by the laws of the land, 
descend on a citizen or subject of the 
other party, who by reason of alien- 
age may be incapable of holding it, 
he shall be allowed the time fixed by 
the laws of the country, and in case 
the laws of the country actually in 
forcé, may not have fixed any such

Ifeither party shall, here- 
after, grant to any other nation, any 
particular favour in’ navigation or 
commerce, it shall, immediately, be- 
come common to the other party, 
freely, where it is freely granted to 
such other nation, or on yielding the 
same compensation, when the grant 
is conditional. 


Art. 12. The present treaty, of 
which the effect shall extend, in like 
manner, to the kingdom of Poland, so 
far as the same may be applicable 
thereto, shall continue in force until 
the first day of January, in the year 
of our Lord one thousand eight hun- 
dred and thirty-nine, and if, one year 
before that day, one of the high con- 
tracting parties, shall not have an- 
nounced to the other, by an official 
nctification, its intention to arrest the 
operation thereof, this treaty shall re- 
main obligatory one year beyond that 
day, and so on, until the expiration 
of the year which shall) commence 
after the date of a similar notification. 

Art. 13. The present treaty shall 
be approved and ratified by the pre- 
sident of the United States of Ame- 
rica, by and with the advice and con- 
sent of the senate of the said states, 
and by his majesty the emperor of all 
the Russias, and the ratifications shall 
be exchanged in the city of Washing- 
ton within the space of one year, or 
sooner if possible.

A PROCLAMATION. 


Whereas a general convention of peace, amity, commerce, and naviga- 
tion between the United States of America, and the Federation of the Centre 
of America, was concluded and signed at Washington, on the fifth day of De 
cember, in the year of our Lord one thousand eight. hundred, and twenty 
five ; which convention, being in the English and Spanish language, is, word 


for word, as follows: 


ORIGINAL, 

General Convention of Peace, Amity, 
Commerce, and Navigation, between 
the United States of America, and the 
Federation of the Centre of America. 


The United States of America, and 
the Federation of the Centre of Amer- 
ica, desiring to make firm and per- 
manent the peace and_ friendship 
which happily prevails between both 
nations, have resolved to fix, in a 
manner clear, distinct, and positive, 
the rules which shall in future be re~ 
ligiously observed between the one 
and the other, by means’of a treaty, 
or general convention of peace, 
friendship, commerce, and naviga- 
tion. 

For this most desirable object, the 
president of the United States of 
America has conferred full powers 
ou Henry Clay, their secretary of 
state; and the executive power of 
the Federation of the Centre of Amer- 
ica on Antonio Jose Canas, a deputy

There shall be a perfect, 
firm, and inviolable peace and sin- 
cere friendship between the United 
States of America and the Federa- 
tion of the Centre of America, in all 
the extent of their possessions and 
territories, and between their people 
and citizens, respectively, without 
distinction of persons or places. 

Art. 2. The United States or 
America, and the Federation of the 
Centre of America, desiring to live 
in peace and harmony with all the 
other nations of the earth, by. means 
of a policy frank and equally friendly 
with all, engage mutually not to 
grant any particular favour to other 
nations, in respect of commerce and 
navigation, which shall not immedi- 
ately become common to the other 
party, who shall enjoy the same 
freely, if the concession was freely 
made, or on allowing the same com- 
pensation, if the concession was con- 
ditional. 

Art. 3. The two high contracting 
parties, being likewise desirous of 
placing the commerce and navigation 
of their respective countries on the 
liberal basis of perfect equality and 
reciprocity, mutually agree that the 
citizens of each may frequent all the 
coasts and countries of the other, and 
reside and trade there, in all kinds of 
produce, manufactures, and merchan-

Whenever the citizens of 
either of the contracting parties shall 
be forced to seek refuge or asylum in 
the rivers, bays, ports, or dominions, 
of the other, with their vessels, 
whether merchant or of war, public 
or private, through stress of weather, 
pursuit of pirates, or enemies, they 
shall be received and treated with 
humanity, giving to them all favour 
and protection for repairing their 
ships, procuring provisions, and pla- 
cing themselves in a situation to con- 
tinue their voyage without obstacle 
or hindrance of any kind.

tion where the damage happens, per- 
mitting them to unload the said vessel, 
if necessary, of its merchandise and 
effects, without exacting for it any 
duty, impost, or contribution what- 
ever, until they may be exported. 

Art. 11. The citizens of each of 
the contracting parties shall have 
power to dispose of their personal 
goods within the jurisdiction of the 
other, by sale, donation, testament, 
or otherwise, and their representa- 
tives, being citizens of the other party, 
shall succeed to their said personal 
goods, whether by testament or ab 
intestato, and they may take posses- 
sion thereof, either by themselves or 
others acting for them, and dispose of

of justice for their judicial recourse, 
on the same terms which are usual 
and customary with the natives or 
citizens of the country in which they 
may be; for which they may employ, 
in defence of their rights, such advo- 
cates, solicitors, notaries, agents, and 
factors, as they may judge proper, in 
all their trials at law; and such citi- 
zens or agents shall have free oppor- 
tunity to be present at the decisions 
and sentences of the tribunals, in all 
cases which may concern them, and 
likewise at the taking of all examina- 
tions and evidence which may be ex- 
hibited in the said trials. 


Art. 13. It is likewise agreed, that 
the most perfect and entire security of 
conscience shall be enjoyed by the 
citizens of both the contracting par- 
ties in the country subject to the ju- 
risdiction of the one and the other, 
without their being liable to be dis- 
turbed or molested on account of their 
religious belief, so long as they re- 
spect the laws and established usages 
of the country. Moreover, the bodies 
of the citizens of one of the contract- 
ing parties, who may die in the terri- 
tories of the other, shall be buried in 
the usual burying grounds, or in other 
decent or suitable places, and shall 
be protected from violation or disturb- 
ance. 

rt. 14. Tt shall be lawful for the 
citizens of the United States of Ame- 
rica and of the Federation of the Cen- 
tre of America to sail with their ships, 
with all manner of liberty and secu- 
rity, no distinction being made who 
are the proprietors of the merchan- 
dise laden thereon, from any port, 
to the places of those who are now or 
hereafter shall be at enmity with

And it is hereby stipulated, that free 
ships shall also give freedom to goods, 

and that every thing shall be deemed 

to be free and exempt, which shall be 

found on board the ships belonging to 

the citizens of either of the contract- 

ing parties, although the whole lading, 

or any part thereof, should appertain 

to the enemies of either, contraband 

goods being always excepted. It is 

also agreed, in like manner, that the 

same liberty be extended to persons 

who are on board a free ship, with 

this effect, that although they be ene- 
mies to both or either party, they are 
Not to be taken out of that free ship, 
unless they are officers or soldiers, 
and in the actual service of the ene- 
mies: Provided, however, and it is 
hereby agreed, that the stipulations in 
this article contained, declaring that 
the flag shall cover the property, 
Shall be understood as applying to 
those Powers only who recognise this 
principle: but if either of the two 
contracting parties shall be at war 
with a third, and the other neutral, 
the flag of the neutral shall cover the 
property of the enemies whose gov- 
ernments acknowledge this principle, 
and not of others. 


_ Art. 15. It is likewise agreed, that, 
in the case where the neutral flag of 
one of the Contracting parties shall 
protect the property of the enemies of 
the other, by virtue of the above sti- 
pulation, it shall always be understood 
that the neutral Property found on

1st. Cannons, mortars, howitzers, 
swivels, blunderbusses, muskets, fu- 
zees, rifles, carbines, pistols, pikes, 
swords, sabres, lances, spears, hal- 
berds, and granades, bombs, powder, 
matches, balls, and all other things 
belonging to the use of these arms ; 

2dly. Bucklers, helmets, breast- 
plates, coats of mail, infantry belts 
and clothes, made up in the form and 
for a military use ; 

3dly. Cavalry belts and horses, 
with their furniture ; 

Athly. And generally all kinds of 
arms and instruments of iron, steel, 
brass, and copper, or of any other 
materials manufactured, prepared, 
and formed, expressly to make war 
by sea or land. é

Art. 17. All other merchandise 
and things not comprehended in the 
articles of contraband explicitly enu- 
merated and classified as above, shall 
be held and considered as free, and 
subjects of free and lawful commerce, 
so that they may be carried and trans- 
ported in the freest manner by both 
the contracting parties, even to places

No yes- 
sel of either of the two nations shall 
be detained on the high seas on aec- 
count of having on board articles of 
contraband, whenever the master, 
captain, or supercargo, of said vessels 
will deliver up the articles of contra- 
band to the captor, unless the quan- 
tity of such articles be so great and 
of so large a bulk that they cannot 
be received on board the capturing 
ship without great inconvenience; 
but, in this and in all other cases of 
just detention, the vessel detained 
shall be sent to the nearest conyeni- 
ent and safe port, for trial and judg- 
ment, according to law. 


“rt. 19. And whereas it frequent- 
ly happens that vessels sail for a port 
or place belonging to an enemy, 
without knowing that the same is be- 
sieged, blockaded, or invested, it. is 
agreed, that every vessel so circum- 
stanced may be turned away from 
such port or place, but shall not be 
detained, nor shall any part of her 
cargo, if not contraband, be confis- 
cated, unless, after warning of such 
blockade or investment, from the 
commanding officer of the blockad- 
ing forces, she shall again attempt to 
enter; but she shall be permitted to 
go to any other port or place she 
shall think proper. Nor shall any 
vessel of either, that may have en- 
tered into such port before the same

Art. 20. In order to prevent all 
kind of disorder in the visiting and 
examination of the ships and cargoes 
of both the contracting parties on the 
high seas, they have agreed, mutu- 
ally, that whenever a vessel of war, 
public or private, shall meet with a 
neutral of the other contracting party, 
the first shall remain out of cannon 
shot, and may send its boat, with 
two or three men only, in order to 
execute the said examination of the 
papers concerning the ownership and 
cargo of the vessel, without causing 
the least extortion, violence, or ill 
treatment, for which the commanders 
of the said armed ships shall be re- 
sponsible with their persons and pro- 
perty, for which purpose the com- 
manders of said private armed vessels 
shall, before receiving their commis- 
sions, give sufficient security to an- 
swer for all the damages they may 
commit. And, it is expressly agreed, 
that the neutral party shall in no case 
be required to go on board the exa- 
mining vessel, for the purpose of ex- 
hibiting her papers, or for any other 
purpose whatever. 


Art. 21. To avoid all kind of vex- 
ation and abuse in the examination of 
the papers relating to the ownership

Art. 25. If, by any fatality, which 
cannot be expected, and which God 
forbid, the two contracting - parties 
should be engaged in a war with each 
other, they have agreed, and do agree, 
now for then, that there shall be al- 
lowed the term of six months to the 
merchants residing on the coasts and 
in the ports of each other, and the 
term of one year to those who dwell 
in the interior, to arrange their busi- 
ness, and transport their effects wher- 
ever they please, giving to them the 
safe conduct necessary for it, which 
may serve as a sufficient protection 
until they arrive at the designated 
port. The citizens of all other oc- 
cupations, who may be established in 
the territories or dominions of the 
United States and of the Federation 
of the Centre of America, shall be 
respected and maintained in the full 
enjoyment of their personal liberty 
and property, unless their peculiar 
conduct shall cause them to forfeit 
this protection, which, in considera- 
tion of humanity, the contracting 
parties engage to give them. 

Art. 26. Neither the debts due 
from individuals of the one nation to 
the individuals of the other, nor 
shares nor moneys, which they may 
have in public funds, nor in public or 
private banks, shall ever, in any 
event of war, or of national differ- 
ence, be sequestered. or confiscated.

sion and residence of such consuls 
may not seem convenient. 


“rt. 29. In order that the consuls 
and vice consuls of the two contrac- 
ting parties may enjoy the rights, 
prerogatives, and immunities, which 
belong to them, by their public char- 
acter, they shall, before entering on 
the exercise of their functions, exhibit 
their commission or patent, in due 
form to the government to which 
they are accredited; and having ob- 
tained their exeguatur, they shall be 
held and considered as such, by all 
the authorities, magistrates and in- 
habitants, in the consular district in 
which they reside. 

Art. 30. It is likewise agreed, that 
the consuls, their secretaries, offi- 
cers, and persons attached to the ser- 
vice of consuls, they not being citi- 
zens of the country in which the 
consul resides, shall be exempt from 
all public service, and also from all 
kind of taxes, imposts, and contribu- 
tions, except those which they shall 

obliged to pay on account of com- 
merce, or their property, to which 
the citizens and inhabitants, native 
and foreign, of the country in which 
they reside are subject, being in every 
thing besides subject to. the laws of 
the respective states...

documents, that those men were part 
of the said crews; and, on this de- 
mand so proved, (saving, however, 
where the contrary is proved,) the 
delivery shall not be refused. Such 
deserters, when arrested, shall be put 
at the disposal of the said consuls, 
and may be put in the public prisons 
at the request and expense of those 
who reclaim them, to be sent to the 
ships to which they belonged, or to 
others of the same nation. But if 
they be not sent back within two 
months, to be counted from the day 
of their arrest, they shall be set at 
liberty, and shall be no more arrested 
for the same cause. 

rt. 32. For the purpose of more 
effectually protecting their commerce 
and navigation, the two contracting 
parties do hereby agree, as soon 
hereafter as circumstances will per- 
mit them, to form a consular conven- 
tion, which shall declare specially 
the powers and immunities of the 
consuls and vice consuls of the re- 
spective parties. 

Art, 33. The United States of 
America and the Federation of the 
Centre of America, desiring to make 
as durable as circumstances will per- 
mit, the relations which are to be es- 
tablished between the two parties by 
virtue of this treaty, or general con- 
vention of peace, amity, commerce, 
and navigation, have declared solemn- 
ly, and do agree to the following 
points: 

lst. The present treaty shall re-

2dly. If any one or more of the 
citizens of either party shall infringe 
any of the articles of this treaty, 
such citizen shall be held personally 
responsible for the same, and the 
harmony and good correspondence 
between the two nations shall not be 
interrupted thereby ; each party en- 
gaging in no way to protect the offen- 
der, or sanction such violation. 


3dly. If, (which, indeed, cannot be 
expected,) unfortunately, any of the 
articles contained in the present treaty 
shall be violated or infringed in any 
other way whatever, it is expressly 
Stipulated, that neither of the con- 
tracting parties will order or author- 
ize any acts of reprisal, nor declare 
war against the other, on complaints 
of injuries or damages, until the said 
party considering itself offended shall 
first have presented to the other a 
statement of such injuries or dama- 
ges, verified by competent proof, and 
demanded justice and satisfaction, and 
the same shall have been either re- 
fused or unreasonably delayed. 

4thly. Nothing in this treaty con- 
tained shall, however, be construed 
or Operate contrary to former and 
existing public treaties with other 
sovereigns or states. 


The present treaty of peace, amity, 
commerce, and navigation, shall be 
approved and ratified by the president

A PROCLAMATION. 


Whereas a general convention of friendship, .commerce, and navigation, 
between the United States and his Majesty the King of Denmark, was con- 
cluded and signed at Washington, on the twenty-sixth day of April last, by 
Henry Clay, secretary of state of the United States, on the part of the Uni- 
ted States, and Peter Pedersen, minister resident from Denmark, on the part 
of Denmark, the respective plenipotentiaries of the two powers : and whereas, 
the said convention has been duly and respectively ratified by me, by and 
with the advice and consent of the senate of the United States, and by his 
Majesty the King of Denmark ; and the ratifications of the same have been 
exchanged on the tenth day of August last, at the city of Copenhagen, by 
John Rainals, consul of the United States, on the part of the United States, 
and count Schimelmann, minister of foreign affairs of his Majesty the King 
of Denmark, on the part of Denmark, which convention is in the words 
following, to wit : 


General convention of friendship, commerce, and navigation, between the United 
States of America and his Majesty the King of Denmark. 


The United States of America and his Majesty the King of Denmark, 
being desirous to make firm and permanent the peace’ and friendship which 
happily prevail between the two nations, and’ to extend the commercial rela: 
tions which subsist between their respective territories and people, have 
agreed to fix, in a manner clear and positive, the rules which shall in future 
be observed between the one and the other party, by means of a general 
convention of friendship, commerce, and navigation. With that object; the 
president of the United States of America has conferred full powers on 
Henry Clay, their secretary of state, and his Majesty the King of Denmark 
has conferred like powers on Peter Pederson, his privy counsellor of lega- 
tion, and minister resident near the said states, knight of the Dannebrog, 
who, after having exchanged their said full powers, found to be in due and 
proper form, have agreed to the following articles : 

Art. 1. The contracting parties, desiring to live in peace and harmony 
with all the other nations of the earth, by means of a policy frank and 
equally friendly with all, engage, mutually, not to grant any particular ft 
vour to other nations, in respect of commerce and navigation, which shall 
not immediately become common to the-other party, who shall enjoy the 
same freely, if the concession were freely made, or on allowing the same 
compensation, if the concession were conditional. 

Art. 2. The contracting parties being likewise desirous of placing the 
commerce and navigation of their respective countries on the liberal basis 
perfect equality and reciprocity, mutually agree that the citizens and subjecls 
of each may frequent’all the coasts and countries of the other, (with thee 
ception hereafter provided for in the sixth article,) and reside and trade there 
in all kinds of produce, manufactures, and merchandise; and they shall e0- 
joy all the rights, privileges, andexemptions, in navigation-and commerce, 
which native citizens’ or ‘subjects do, or shall enjoy, submitting themselves 
to the laws, decrees, ‘and usages, there established, to which native citizens 
or subjects are subjected. “But it is understood that this article does not 1"- 
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clude the coasting trade of either country, the regulation of which isireserved 
by the parties, respectively, according to their own separate laws. 

Art. 3. They, likewise, agree that. whatever kind. of produce, manufac- 
ture, or merchandise, of any foreign country, can be, from time to time, 
lawfully imported into the United States, in vessels belonging wholly to the 
citizens thereof, may be also imported in yessels wholly belonging to the 
subjects of Denmark; and that no higher or other duties upon the tonnage 
of the vessel or her cargo shall, be levied and collected, whether the importa- 
tion be made in vessels of the one country or of the other. And, in like 
manner, that whatever kind of produce, manufacture, or merchandise, of 
any foreign country, can be, from time to time, lawfully imported into the 
dominions of the King of Denmark, in the vessels thereof, (with the excep: 
tion hereafter mentioned in the sixth article,), may be also imported in ves 
sels of the United States; and that no higher, or other duties upon the ton- 
nage of the vessel or her cargo. shall be levied and collected, whether the 
importation be made in vessels of the one country or of the other. And 
they further agree, that whatever. may be lawfully exported. or re-exported, 
from the one country in its own vessels, to. any foreign country, may, in 
like manner, be exported or re-exported in the vessels of the other country. 
And the same bounties, duties, and drawbacks, shall be allowed and collected, 
whether such exportation or re-exportation be made in vessels of the United 
States or of Denmark, Nor shall higher or other charges of any kind be 
imposed, in the ports of one party, on vessels of the other, than are, or shall 
be, payable in, the same ports by native vessels. 

Art. 4.. No-higher.or other duties shall be imposed on the importation into 
the United States of any article, the produce or manufacture of the domi- 
nions of his Majesty the King of Denmark; and. no higher or other, duties 
shall be imposed on the importation into. the said dominions of any article, 
the produce or manufacture of the United States, than are, or shall be, pay- 
able on the like articles, being the produce or manufacture of any other fo- 
reign country. Nor shall any. higher or other duties or charges be imposed 
in either of the two countries, on the exportation of any articles to.the Uni- 
ted States, or to the dominions of his Majesty the King of Denmark, respec- 
tively, than such as are, or may be, payable on the exportation of the like 
articles to any other foreign country. Nor shall any prohibition be imposed 
on the exportation or importation of any articles, the produce or manufacture 
of the United States, or of the dominions of his Majesty the King of Den- 
mark, to, or from, the territories of the United States, or to or from the said 
dominions, which shall not equally extend to all other nations. 

rt. 5. Neither the vessels of the United. States nor. their cargoes shall, 
when they pass.the Sound or the Belts, pay. higher or other duties than those 
which are or may be paid by the most favoured nation. 

Art. 6. The present convention. shall. not. apply to. the. northern posses- 
sions of his Majesty the King of Denmark ;) that is to say, Iceland, the Fer- 
roé Islands, and Greenland, nor to places situated beyond the Cape of Good 
Hope, the right to regulate the direct intercourse with which possessions, and 
places is reserved by the parties respectively. And it is further agreed. that 
this convention is not to extend to the direct trade between Denmark and the 
West India colonies of his Danish Majesty, but in the intercourse with those 
colonies, itis agreed that whatever can be lawfully imported into or exported 
from the said colonies in vessels of one party from or to the ports of the 
United States, or from or to the ports of any. other foreign country, may, in 
like manner, and with the same duties and charges, applicable to vessel and 
cargo, be imported into or exported from the said colonies in vessels of the 
other party. 

Art. 7. The United States and his Danish Majesty mutually agree, that 
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no higher or other duties, charges, or taxes of any kind, shall be levied in 
the territories or dominions of either’ party, upon any personal property, mo- 
ney, or effects, of their respective citizens or subjects, on the’ removal-of the 
same from their territories or dominions, reciprocally, either upon ‘the inhe. 
ritance of such property, money, or effects, or otherwise, than are or shall 
be payable in each state, upon the same, when removed by a citizen or sub- 
ject of such state, respectively. 

“rt. 8. To make more effectual the protection which the United States 
and his Danish Majesty shall afford in future, to the navigation and com- 
merce of their respective citizens and subjects, they agree mutually to receive 
and admit consuls and vice-consuls in all the ports open to foreign commerce, 
who shall enjoy in them all the rights, privileges, and immunities, of the 
consuls and vice-consuls of the most favoured nation, each contracting party, 
however, remaining at liberty to except those ports and places in which the 
admission and residence of such consuls may not seem convenient. 

rt. 9. In order that the consuls and vice-consuls of the contracting par- 
ties may enjoy the rights, privileges, and immunities, which belong to them, 
by their public character, they shall, before entering on the exercise of their 
functions, exhibit their commission or patent in due form to the government 
to which they are accredited; and having obtained their’ exequater, which 
shall be granted gratis, they shall be held and considered as such by’ all the 
authorities, magistrates, and inhabitants, in the consular district in which they 
reside. 

Art. 10. It is likewise agreed, that the consuls and persons attached to 
their necessary service, they not being natives of the country in which the 
consul resides, shall be exempt from all public service, and also from all kind 
of taxes, imposts, and contributions, except those which they shall be obliged 
to pay, on account of commerce, or their property, to which inhabitants, na- 
tive and foreign, of the country in which such consuls reside, are subject, 
being in every thing besides subject to the laws of the respective states. ‘The 
archives and papers of the consulate shall be respected inviolably, and, under 
no pretext whatever, shall any magistrate seize or in any way interfere with 
them. 

Art. 11. The present convention shall be in force for ten years from the 
date hereof, and further until the end of one year after either of the con- 
tracting parties shall have given notice to the other of its intention to termi 
nate the same; each of the contracting parties reserving to itself the right of 
giving such notice to the other at the end of the said term of ten years; and 
it is hereby agreed, between them, that, on the expiration of one year aller 
such notice shall have been received by either, from the’ other party, this 
convention, and all the provisions thereof, shall ‘altogether cease and deter 
mine. 

Art. 12. This convention shall be approved and ratified by the president 
of the United States, by and with the advice and consent of the senate there- 
of, and ‘by his Majesty the King of Denmark, and the ratifications shall be 
exchanged in the city of Copenhagen, within eight months from the date 0 
the signature hereof, or sooner, if possible.

A, PROCLAMATION. 






Whereas, a convention of friendship, commerce’ and navigation, between 
the United States of America and the free Hanseatic Republics of Lubeck, 
Bremen and Hamburg, was concluded and signed by their plenipotentiaries, 
at Washington, on the twentieth day of- December, in the year of our Lord 
one thousand eight hundred and twenty-seven ;’ which convention, being 10 
the English and French languages, is, word for word, as follows:

Convention of Friendship, Commerce, 
and Navigation, between the United 
States of America, and the free Han- 
seatic Republics of Lubeck, Bremen, 
and Hamburg. 


The United States of America, ‘on 
the one part, and the Republic and 
free Hanseatic City of Lubeck, the 
Republic and free ‘Hanseatic City of 
Bremen, and the Republic ’and ‘free 
Hanseatic City of Hamburg, (each 
state for ‘itself separately,) on the 
other part, being desirous to ‘give 
greater facility to their commercial 
intercourse, and to place the privileges 
of their navigation ona basis-of ‘the 
most extended liberality, have — re- 
-solved to fix, in a manner clear, dis- 
tinct, and positive, the rules *which 
shall be observed between ‘the -one 
and the other, by means' of a conven- 
tion of friendship, commerce, ‘and na- 
vigation. 

For the'attainment of this most de- 
sirable object, the president of the 
United States of America has confer- 
red full powers on Henry Clay; their 
secretary of state ; and the senate of 
the Republic and’ free Hanseatic City 
of Lubeck, the senate of the Repub- 
lic and free Hanseatic City of “Bre- 
men, and the senate of the Republic 
and free Hanseatic City of Hamburg, 
have conferred full powers on Vin- 
cent Rumpff, their minister plenipo- 
tentiary near the United States -of 
America, who, after having exchang- 
ed their said full powers, fourtid ‘in 
due and proper form, have agreed to 
the following articles; 

Art. 1. The contracting ‘parties 
agree, that whatever kind of produce,

It is likewise agreed 
that it shall be wholly free for all 
merchants, commanders of ships, and 
other citizens of both ‘parties, to man- 
age, themselves, their own business, 
in all the ports and places subject to 
the jurisdiction of each other, as well 
with respect to the consignment and 
sale of their goods and merchandise, 
by wholesale or retail, as with re- 
spect to the loading, unloading and 
sending off their ships; submitting 
themselves to the laws, decrees, and 
usages there established, to which 
native citizens are subjected; they 
being, in all these cases, to be treated 
as citizens of the Republic in which 
they reside, or at least to be placed 
on a footing with the citizens or sub- 
jects of the most favoured nation. 


Art. 7. The citizens of each of 
the contracting parties shall have 
power to dispose of their personal 
goods, within the jurisdiction of the 
other, by sale, donation, testament, 
or otherwise; and their representa-

BY THE PRESIDENT OF THE UNITED STATES OF AMERICA, 
A PROCLAMATION. 


Whereas, a treaty or general convention of peace, friendship, commerce, 
and navigation, between the United States of America, and his majesty the 
emperor of Brazil, was concluded-and signed at Rio de Janeiro, on the 
twellth day of December, 1828, which treaty or general convention is, word 
for word, as follows : 





In the name of the Most Holy and Indivisible Trinity. 


The United States of America, and his majesty the emperor of Brazil, 
desiring to establish a firm and permanent peace and friendship between both 
nations, have resolved to fix, in a manner clear, distinct, and positive, the 
rules which shall in future be religiously observed between the one and the 
ether, by means of a treaty, or general convention of peace, friendship, 
commerce and navigation. 

For this most desirable object, the president of the United States has cot- 
ferred full powers on William Tudor, their chargé d’affairs at the court of 
Brazil ; and his majesty, the emperor of Brazil, on the most illustrious and 
most excellent Marquez of Aracaty, a member of his council, gentleman of 
the imperial bed-chamber, councillor of the treasury, grand.cross of the or 
der of Aviz, senator of the empire; minister and secretary of state for foreiga 
affairs, and Miguel de Souza Mello e Alvim, a member of his council, com- 
mander of the order of Aviz, knight of the imperial order of the cross; 
chief of division in the imperial and national navy, minister and secretary of 
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state for the marine, who after having exchanged their said full powers, in 
due and proper form, have agreed to the following articles : i 

Art. 1. There shall be a perfect, firm and inviolable peace and friendship 
between the United States of America and their citizens, and his imperial 
majesty, his successors and subjects throughout their possessions and terri- 
tories, respectively, without distinction of persons or places. 

Art. 2. The United States of America, and his majesty the emperor of 
Brazil, desiring to live in peace and harmony with all the other nations of the 
earth, by means of a policy frank and equally friendly with all, engage mu- 
tually, not to grant any particular favour to other nations in respect of com- 
merce and navigation, which shall not immediately become common to the 
other party, who shall enjoy the same freely, if the concession was freely 
made, or on allowing the same: compensation, if the concession was condi- 

tional. It is understood, however, that the relations and conventions which 
now exist or may hereafter exist between Brazil and Portugal, shall form an 
exception to this article. 

Art, 3. The two high contracting parties being likewise desirous of placing 
the commerce and navigation of their respective countries on the liberal ba- 
sis of perfect equality and reciprocity, mutually agree, that the citizens and 

- subjects of each may frequent all the coasts and countries of the other, and 
reside and trade there in all kinds of produce, manufactures and merchan- 
dise: and they shall enjoy all the rights, privileges and exemptions, in navi- 
gation and commerce, which native citizens or subjects dd, or shall enjoy, 
submitting themselves to the laws, decrees, and usages there established, to 
which native citizens or subjects are subjected. But it is understood that this 
article does not include the coasting trade of either country, the regulation 
of which is reserved by the parties, respectively, according to their own se- 
parate laws. 

Art. 4. They likewise agree that whatever kind of produce, manufac- 
tures, or merchandise, of any foreign country, can be, from time to time, 
lawfully imported into the United States, in their own vessels, may be also 
imported in vessels of Brazil: and that no higher or other duties upon the 
tonnage of the vessel and her cargo, shall be levied and collected, whether 
the importation be made in the vessels of thé one country or the other. And 
in like manner, that whatever kind of produce, manufactures, or merchan- 
dise of any foreign country, can be, from time to time, lawfully imported 
into the empire of Brazil, in its own vessels, may be also imported in ves- 
sels of the United States: and that no higher or other duties upon the ton- 
nage of the vessel and her cargo shall be levied or collected, whether the 
importation be made in vessels of the one country or of theother. And they 
agree, that whatever may be lawfylly exported or re-exported from the one 
country, in its own vessels, to any foreign country, may, in like manner, be 
exported or re-exported in the vessels of the other country. And the same 
bounties, duties, and drawbacks, shall be allowed and collected, whether 
such exportation, or re-exportation be made in vessels of the United States or 
of the emperor of Brazil. ‘The government of the United States, however, 
considering the present state of the navigation of Brazil, agrees that a ves- 
sel shall be considered as Brazilian when the proprietor and captain are sub- 
jects of Brazil, and the papers are in legal form. 

Art. 5. No higher or other duties shall be imposed on the importation into 
the United States, of any articles, the produce or manufactures of the em- 
pire of Brazil, and no higher or other duties shall be imposed on the impor- 
tation into the empire of Brazil, of any articles, the produce or manufac- 
tures of the United States, than are or shall be payable on the like articles, 
being the produce or manufactures of any other foreign country: nor shall 
any higher or other duties or charges be imposed in either of the two coun-

tries, on the exportation of any articles to the United! States, or to the em. 
pire of Brazil, respectively, than such as are payable on the exportation of 
the like article to any other foreign country : nor shall any prohibition be 
imposed on the exportation or importation of any articles, the produce or 
manufactures of the United States, or of the empire of Brazil, to or from 
the territories of the United. States, or to or from the territories of the em 
pire of Brazil, which shall not equally extend to all other nations. ” 

Art. 6. It is likewise agreed, that it shall be wholly free for all merchants, 
commanders of ships, and other citizens or subjects of both countries, to 
manage themselves their own business, in all the ports and places subjectto 
the jurisdiction of each other, as well with respect to the consignment and 
sale of their goods and merchandise, by wholesale or retail, as with respect 
to the loading, unloading and sending off their ships; they being in all these 
cases to be treated as citizens or subjects of the country in which they re 
side, or at least to be placed ona footing with the subjects or citizens of the 
most favoured nation. 

Art. 7. The citizens and subjects of neither of the contracting parties 
shall be liable to any embargo, nor be detained with their vessels, cargoes, 
or merchandise or effects, for any military expedition, nor for any public or 
private purpose whatever, without allowing to those interested sufficient in- 
demnification. 

Art. 8. Whenever the citizens or ‘subjects of either of the contracting 
parties shall be forced to seek refuge or asylum in the rivers, bays, ports or 
dominions of the other, with their vessels, whether of merchant or of war, 
public or private, through stress of weather, pursuit of pirates, or enemies, 
they shall be received and treated with humanity, giving to them all favour 
and protection, for repairing their ships, procuring provisions, and placing 
themselves in a situation to continue their voyage without obstacle or hin 
drance of any kind. 

Art. 9. All the ships, merchandise and effects belonging to the citizens ot 
subjects of one of the contracting parties, which may be captured by pirates, 
whether within the limits of its jurisdiction, or on the high seas, and may 
be carried, or found in the rivers, roads, ports, bays, or dominions. of the 
other, shall be delivered up to’the owners, they proving in due-and propet 
form, their rights before the competent tribunals: it being well understood, 
that the claim should be made within the term of one year by the parties 
themselves, their attorneys, or agents of their respective governments. 

Art. 10. When any vessel, belonging to the citizens or subjects of either 
of the contracting parties, shall be wrecked, foundered, or shall suffer any 
damage, on the coasts, or within the dominions of the other, there shall be 
given to them all assistance and protection, in the same manner which is 
usual and customary with the vessels of the nation where the damage hap- 
pens, permitting them to unload the said vessel, if necessary, of its merchan- 
dise and effects, without exacting for it any duty, impost or contribution 
whatever, until they may be exported, unless they be destined for cole 
sumption. 

Art. 11. The citizens or subjects of each of the contracting parties shall 
have power to dispose of their personal goods within the jurisdiction of the 
other, by sale, donation, testament or otherwise; and their representatives 
being citizens or subjects of the other party, shall succeed to the said per 
sonal goods, whether by testament or ab intestato, and they may take pos 
session thereof, either by themselves,or others acting for them, and dispose 
of the same at their will, paying such dues only as the inhabitants of the 
country wherein said goods are, shall be subject to pay in like cases? a0 
if, in the case of real estate, the said heirs would be prevented from entering 
into the possession of the inheritance, on account of their character of ali 
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ens, there shall be granted to them the term of three years, to dispose of the 
same, as they may think proper, and to withdraw the proceeds without mo- 
lestation, nor any other charges than those which are imposed by the laws 
of the country. 

rt. 12. Both the contracting parties promise and engage formally to 
give their special protection to the persons and property of the citizens and 
subjects of each other, of all occupations, who may be in their territories, 
subject to the jurisdiction of the one or the other, transient or dwelling 
therein, leaving open and free to them the tribunals of justice for their judi- 
cial intercourse, on the same terms which are usual and customary with the 
natives or citizens and subjects of the country in which they may be; for 
which they may employ, in defence of their rights, such advocates, solicitors, 
notaries, agents and factors, as they may judge proper in all their trials at 
law. 

Art. 13. It is likewise agreed, that the most perfect and entire security 
of conscience shall be enjoyed by the citizens or subjects of both the con- 
tracting parties in the countries subject to the jurisdiction of the one and the 
other, without their being liable'to be disturbed or molested on account of 
their religious belief, so long as they respect the laws and established usages 
of the country. Moreover, the bodies of the citizens and subjects of one of 
the contracting parties who may die in the territories of the other, shall be 
buried in the usual burying grounds, or in other decent or suitable places, 
and shall be protected from violation or disturbance. 

Art. 14. It shall be lawful for the citizens and subjects of the United 
States of America, and of the empire of Brazil, to sail with their ships, with 
all manner of liberty and security, no distinction being made who are the 
proprietors of the merchandise laden thereon, from any port to the places of 
those who now are, or who hereafter shall be, at enmity with either of the 
contracting parties. It shall likewise be lawful for the citizens and subjects 
aforesaid, to sail with the ships and merchandises before mentioned, and to 
trade with the same liberty and security, from the places, ports, and havens 
of those who are enemies of either party, without any opposition or distur- 
bance whatsoever, not only directly from the places of the enemy before 
mentioned, to neutral places, but also from one place belonging to an enemy 
to another place belonging to an enemy, whether they be under the jurisdic- 
tion of one power, or under several. And it is hereby stipulated, that free 
ships shall also give freedom to goods, and that every thing shall be deemed 
to be free and exempt which shall be found on board the ships belonging to 
the citizens or subjects of either of the contracting parties, although the 
whole lading, or any part thereof, should appertain to the enemies of either, 
contraband goods being always excepted. It is also agreed, in like manner, 
that the same liberty be extended to persons who are on board a free ship, 
with this effect, that although they be enemies to both or either party, they 
are not to be taken out of that free ship, unless they are officers or soldiers, 
and in the actual service of the enemies: Provided, however, and it is here- 
by agreed, that the stipulations in this article contained, declaring that the 
flag shall cover the property, shall be understood as applying to those pow- 
ers only who recognize this principle; but if either of the two contracting 
parties shall be at war with a third, and the other neutral, the flag of the 
neutral shall cover the property of enemies whose governments acknowledge 
this principle, and not of others. 

Art. 15. It is likewise agreed, that in the case where the neutral flag of 
one of the contracting parties shall protect the property of the enemies of 
the other, by virtue of the above stipulation, it shall always be understood, 
that the neutral property found on board such enemy’s vessels shall be held 
and considered as enemy’s property, and, as such, shall be liable to deten- 
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tion and confiscation, except such property as was put on board such vessel 
before the declaration of war, or even afterwards, if it were done without 
the knowledge of it; but the contracting parties agree, that four months hav. 
ing elapsed after the declaration, their citizens shall not plead ignorance 
thereof. On the contrary, if the flag of the neutral does not protect the 
enemy’s property, in that case the goods and merchandise of the neutral, 
embarked in such enemy’s ship, shall be free. 

Art.16. ‘This liberty of commerce and navigation shall extend to all 
kinds of merchandises, excepting those only which are distinguished by the 
name of contraband; and under this name of contraband, or prohibited 
goods, shall be comprehended— 

1st. Cannons, mortars, howitzers, swivels, blunderbusses, muskets, fit 
zees, rifles, carbines, pistols, pikes, swords, sabres, lances, spears, halberds, 
and grenades, bombs, powder, matches, balls, and all other things belong. 
ing to the tse of these arms. 

2dly. Bucklers, helmets, breast-plates, coats of mail, infantry belts, and 
clothes made up in form, and fora military use. 

3dly. Cavalry belts and horses with their furniture. 

4thly. And generally all kinds of arms and instruments of iron, steel, 
brass and copper, or of any other materials manufactured, prepared and 
formed expressly to make war by sea or land. 

Art. 17. All other merchandise and things not comprehended in the 
articles of contraband, expressly enumerated and classified as above, shall 
be held and considered as free, and subjects of free and lawful commerce, 
so that they may be carried and transported in the freest manner by both 
the contracting parties, even to places belonging to an enemy, excepting only 
those places which are at that time besieged or blockaded: and to avoid al 
doubt in this particular, it is declared, that those places only are besieged ot 
blockaded, which are actually attacked by a force capable of preventing tt 
entry of the neutral. : 

Jrt. 18. The articles of contraband, before enumerated and clasiili 
ed, which may be found in a vessel bound for an enemy’s port, shall bestb- 
‘ect to detention and confiscation, leaving free the rest of the cargo and the 
ship, that the owners may dispose of them as they see proper. Nov 
of either of the two nations shall be detained on the high seas, on accoiltt 
of having on board articles of contraband, whenever the master, captaif of 
supercargo of said vessels, will deliver up the articles of contraband to the 
captor, unless the quantity of such articles be so great, and of so large @ 
bulk, that they cannot be received on board the capturing ship without great 
inconvenience: but in this and all the other cases of just detention, the ves 
sel detained shall be sent to the nearest convenient and safe port, for trial 
and judgment, according to law. ‘ 

Art. 19. And whereas it frequently happens that vessels. sail for @ 
port or place belonging to an enemy, without knowing that the sames be- 
sieged, blockaded, or invested, it is agreed that every vessel so circulll 
stanced, may be turned away from such port or place, but shall not be de 
tained, nor shall any part of her cargo, if not contraband, be confiscate, 
unless, after warning of such blockade or investment from any officer com 
manding a vessel of the blockading forces, she shall again attempt to enter; 
but she shall be permitted to go to any other port or place she shall think 
proper. Nor shall any vessel of either that may have entered into such 
port before the same was actually besieged, blockaded, or invested by the 
other, be restrained from quitting such place with her cargo, nor if foun 
therein, after the reduction and surrender, shall such vessel or her catg? 
liable to confiscation, but they shall be restored to the owners thereof, AD 
if any vessel, having thus entered the port before the blockade took places 
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shall take on board a cargo after the blockade be established, she shall be 
subject to being warned by the blockading forces to return to the port block- 
aded, and discharge the said cargo, and if afier receiving the said warning 
the vessel shall persist in going out with the cargo, she shall be liable to the 
same consequences as a vessel attempting to enter a blockaded port after be- 
ing warned off by the blockading forces. 

Art. 20. In order to prevent all kinds of disorder in the visiting and 
examination of the ships and cargoes of both the contracting parties on the 
high seas, they have agreed mutually, that whenever a vessel of war, public 
or private, shall meet with a neutral of the other contracting party, the first 
shall remain at the greatest distance compatible with making the visit under 
the circumstances of the sea and wind and the degree of suspicion attending 
the vessel to, be visited, and. shall send its smallest boat, in order to execute 
the said examination of the papers concerning the ownership and cargo of 
the vessel, without causing the least extortion, violence, or ill treatment, for 
which the commanders, of the’ said armed ships shall be responsible with 
their persons and property ; for which purpose the commanders of the said 
private armed vessels shall, before receiving their commissions, give suffi- 
cient security. to. answer for all the damages they may commit; and it is 
expressly agreed, that the neutral party shall in no case be required to go on 
board the examining vessel for the purpose of exhibiting her papers, or for 
any other purpose whatever. 

rt. 21. To avoid all kind of vexation and abuse in the examination 
of the papers relating to the ownership of the vessels belonging to the citi- 
zens and subjects of the two contracting parties, they have agreed, and do 
agree, that in case.one of them shall be engaged in war, the ships and ves- 
sels belonging to the citizens or subjects of the other must be furnished with 
sea-letters or, passports, expressing the name, property and bulk of the ship, 
as_also the name. and. place of habitation of the master or commander of 
said vessel, in order that it may thereby appear that the ship really and 
truly belongs to the citizens or subjects of one of the parties; they have 
likewise agreed, that such ships being laden, besides the said sea-letters or 
passports, shall also be provided with certificates, containing the several par- 
ticulars of the cargo, and the place whence the ship sailed, so that it may 
be known whether any forbidden or contraband goods be on board the same ; 
which certificates shall be made out by the officers of the place whence the 
ship sailed, in the accustomed form ; without such requisites said vessel may 
be detained, to be adjudged by the competent tribunal, and may be declared 
legal prize, unless the said defect shall be proved to be owing to accident, 
and be satisfied or supplied by testimony entirely equivalent. 

“Art. 22... It.is further agreed, that the stipulations above expressed, 
relative to the. visiting and examining of vessels, shall apply only to those 
which sail without convoy : and when said yessel shall be under convoy, the 
verbal declaration of the commander of the convoy, on his word of honour, 
that the vessels.under his protection belong to the nation whose flag he car- 
ries :_and when they are bound to an enemy’s port, that they have no con- 
traband goods on board, shall be sufficient. 

Art. 23... It.is further agreed, that in all cases the established courts 
for prize.causes, in the countries to which the prizes may be conducted, shall 
alone take cognizance of them. And whenever such tribunal of either 
party shail pronounce judgment against any vessel, or goods, or Property, 
claimed by the citizens or subjects of the other party, the sentence or decree 
shall mention the.reasons.or motives on which the same shall have been 
founded, and an authenticated copy of the sentence or decree, and of all the 
proceedings in the case shall, if demanded, be delivered to the commander 
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or agent of said vessel, without any delay, he paying the legal fees for the 
same. 

Art. 24. Whenever one of the contracting parties shall be engaged in 
war with another state, no citizen or subject of the other contracting party 
shall accept a commission, or letter of marque, for the purpose of assist. 
ing, or co-operating hostilely, with the said enemy, against the said party so 
at war, under the pain of being treated as a pirate. 

Art. 25. Tf; by any fatality, which cannot be expected, and which 
God forbid! the two contracting parties should be engaged in a warwith each 
other, they have agreed, and do agree, now for them, (then) that there shall 
be allowed the term of six months to the merchants residing on the coasts 
and in the ports of each other, and the term of one year to those who dwell 
in the interior, to arrange their business, and transport their effects wherever 
they please, giving to them the safe conduct necessary for it, which may 
serve as a sufficient protection until they arrive at the designated port. The 
citizens and subjects of all other occupations, who may be established in the 
territories or dominions of the United States, and of the empire of Brazil, 
shall be respected and maintained in the full enjoyment of their personal 
liberty and property, unless their particular conduct shall cause them to for- 
feit this protection, which, in consideration of humanity, the contracting par 
ties engage to give them. 

Art. 26. Neither the debts due from the individuals of the one nation 
to the individuals of the other, nor shares’ nor money, which they may have 
in public funds, nor in public or private’ banks, shall ever in any event of 
war or national difference be sequestrated or confiscated. 

Art. 27. Both the contracting parties being desirous of avoiding al 
inequality in relation to their public communications And official intercours, 
have agreed, and do agree, to grant to their envoys, ministers, and oiler 
public agents, the same favours, immunities and exemptions which thosed 
the most favoured nation do, or shall enjoy ; it being understood, that whet 
ever favours, immunities, or privileges the United States of America, ortle 
empire of Brazil may find it-proper to give the ministers and public agemls 
of any other power, shall, by the same act, be extended to those of each ol 
the contracting parties. 

Art. 28. To make more effectual the protection which the Unite! 
States and the Empire of Brazil shall afford in future to the navigation and 
commerce of the citizens and subjects of each other, they agree to receit® 
and admit consuls and vice-consuls in all the ports open to foreign com 
merce, who shall enjoy in them all the rights, prerogatives, and immunities, 
of the consuls, and vice-consuls of the most favoured nations: each cod 
tracting party however, remaining at liberty to except those ports and places 
in which the admission and residence of such consuls may not seem col: 
venient. 

Art. 29. In order that the consuls and vice-consuls of the two col 
tracting parties, may enjoy the rights, prerogatives, and immunities, which 
belong to them, by their public character, they shall, before entering on the 
exercise of their functions, exhibit their commissions or patent in due form, 
to the government to which they are accredited: and having obtained the 
exequatur, they shall be held and considered’ as such, by all the authonits 
magistrates, and inhabitants, in the consular district in which they reside. 

Art. 30. It is likewise agreed, that the consuls, their secretaries, of 
cers, and persons attached to the service of consuls, they not being citiZe”s 
or subjects of the country, in which the consul resides, shall be exempt from 
all public service, and also from all kinds of taxes, imposts and contrib 
tions, except those which they shall be obliged to»pay on account of com 
merce, or their property, to which the citizens or subjects and inhabitab's 
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native and foreign, of the country in which, they reside are subject; being in 
every thing besides subject to the laws of their respective states, , The ar- 
chives and papers. of the consulate shall be respected inviolably, and under 
no pretext whatever, shall any magistrate seize or in any way. interfere with 
them. 

Art. 31... The said consuls shall, have power)to, require, the assistance 
of the authorities of the country; for the arrest, detention and custody, of de- 
serters from public and private vessels of their country, and for that, purpose 
they shall address themselves to the courts, judges and. officers, competent, 
and shall demand the said deserters in writing, proving, by, an exhibition of 
the registers of the vessels’ or ships’ roll, or other public documents, that those 
men were part of said crews; and on this demand so proved, (saving how- 
ever, where the contrary is proved,) the delivery shall not be refused. Such 
deserters, when arrested; shall be put at, the disposal of said consuls, and 
may be put in the public prison, at the request and expense of those who re- 
claim them, to be sent to the ships to which they belonged, or to others of 
the same nation... But if they be not sent. back within. two months, to be 
counted from the day of their arrest, they shall be set at.liberty, and shall 
no more be arrested for the same cause. 

Art. 32: For the purpose of more effectually. protecting their com- 
merce and navigation, the two contracting parties do hereby agree, as soon 
hereafter, as circumstances will permit them, to form a consular convention, 
which shall declare specially the powers and immunities of the consuls and 
vice-consuls of the respective parties. 

Art. 33. The United States of America, and the emperor of Brazil 
desiring to make as durable as circumstances will permit, the relations which 
are to be established between the two parties by virtue of this treaty, or 
general convention of peace, amity, commerce and navigation, have declared 
solemnly and do agree’ to the following points: 

1st., The present treaty shall be, in force for twelve years from the date 
hereof, and further until the end of one year after cither of the contracting 
parties shall have given notice to the other, of its intention to terminate the 
same: each of the contracting parties reserving to itself. the right of giving 
such notice to the other, at the end of said term of twelve years: and it is 
hereby agreed between them, that on the expiration of one year afier such 
notice shall have been received by either, from the other party, this treaty in 
all the parts relating to commerce and navigation, shall altogether cease and 
determine, and in all those parts which relate to peace and friendship, it 
shall be permanently and perpetually binding on both powers. 

2dly. If any one or more of the citizens or subjects of either party shall 
infringe any of the articles of this treaty, such citizen or subject shall be held 
personally responsible for the same, and the harmony and good correspond. 
ence between the nations shall not be interrupted thereby; each party en- 
gaging in no way to protect the offender, or sanction such violation. 

3dly. If (which, indeed cannot be expected,) unfortunately, any of the 
articles contained in the present treaty, shall be violated or infringed in any 
way whatever, it is expressly stipulated, that neither of the contracting par- 
ties will order or authorize any acts of reprisal, nor declare war against the 
other, on complaints of injuries or damages until the said party considering 
itself offended, shall first have presented to the other a statement of such in. 
juries or damages, verified by competent proof, and demanded justice and 
satisfaction, and the same shall have been either, refused, or unreasonably 
delayed. 

Athly. Nothing in this treaty contained shall, however, be construed, to 
operate contrary to former and existing public treaties with other sovereigns 
or states. 
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The present treaty of peace, amity, commerce and navigation, shall be 
approved and ratified by the president of the United States, by and with the 
advice and consent of the senate thereof, and by the emperor of Brazil, and 
the ratifications shall be exchanged within eight months from the date of the 
signature hereof, or sooner if possible. 

In faith whereof, we the plenipotentiaries of the United States of America 
and of his majesty the emperor of Brazil have signed’ and sealed these 
presents. 

Done in the city of Rio de Janeiro, this twelfth day of the month of De. 
cember, in the year of our Lord Jesus Christ one thousand eight hundred 
and twenty-eight.

And whereas, the said treaty or general convention has been duly ratified 
on both parts, and the respective ratifications of the same have, this day, 
been exchanged, at Washington, by James A. Hamilton, acting’ secretary of 
state of the United States, and the Chevalier Je. Silvestre Rebello, chargé 
d’affaires of his majesty the emperor of Brazil, on the part of their respec- 
tive governments : 

Now, therefore, be it known, that I, Anprew Jacxson, president of the 
United States of America, have caused the said treaty or general convention 
to be made public, to the end that the same, and every clause and article 
thereof, may be observed and fulfilled with good faith by the United States 
and the citizens thereof. 

In witness whereof, I have hereunto set my hand, and caused the seal of 
the United States to be affixed. 

Done at the City of Washington, this eighteenth day of March, in the 
[u. s-] year of our Lord one thousand eight hundred and twenty-nine, ando 
the Independence of the United States the fifty-third.

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BY THE PRESIDENT OF THE UNITED STATES OF AMERICA. 
A PROCLAMATION. 


Whereas a. treaty of commerce and navigation between the United. States 
of America, and his, majesty the emperor of Austria, was concluded and 
signed at Washington, on the twenty-seventh day of August, in the, year of 
our Lord one thousand eight hundred and twenty-nine, which treaty. is, word 
for word, as follows: 


Treaty of Commerce and Navigation between the United States of America, and 
his majesty the Emperor of Austria. 


The United, States of America, and. his majesty the emperor of Austria, 
king of Hungary and Bohemia, equally animated with the desire of main- 
taining the relations of good understanding which have hitherto so happily 
subsisted between their respective states, of extending, also, and consolidating 
the commercial. intercourse between them, and. convinced that this object 
cannot better be accomplished than by adopting the system of an entire free= 
dom of navigation, and a perfect reciprocity, based upon principles. of equity 
equally beneficial to both countries, have, in consequence, agreed to enter 
into negotiations for the conclusion of a treaty of commerce and navigation, 
for which, purpose the president of the United States has conferred full 
powers on Martin Van Buren, their secretary of state; and his majesty the 
emperor of Austria has conferred like powers on Lewis Baron de Lederer, 
his said majesty’s consul for the port of New York, and the said plenipoten- 
tiaries having exchanged their.said. full powers, found in good and due form, 
have concluded and signed the following. articles. 

Art. 1. There shall be between the territories of the high contracting 
parties a reciprocal liberty of commerce and navigation. The inhabitants of 
their respective states shall. mutually have liberty to enter the ports, places 
and rivers of the territories of each party, wherever foreign commerce is 
permitted. ‘They shall be at liberty to sojoura and reside in all parts what- 
soever of said territories, in order to attend to their commercial affairs; and 
they shall enjoy, to that effect, the same security, protection and privileges 
as natives of the country wherein they reside, on condition of their sub- 
mitting to the laws and ordinances there prevailing. 

Art. 2. Austrian’ vessels arriving, either laden or in ballast, in the 
ports of the United States of America; and, reciprocally, vessels of the 
United States arriving, either laden, or in ballast, in the ports of the domin- 
ions of Austria, shall be treated on their entrance; during their stay and. at 
their departure, upon the same footing as national vessels coming from the 
same place, with. respect to the duties of tonnage, light-houses, pilotage and 
port charges, as well as to the fees and perquisites of public offices and all 
other duties or charges of whateyer kind or denomination, levied inthe name, 
or to the profit of the government, the local authorities, or.of any private 
establishment whatsoever. 

rt. 3. All kind of merchandise and articles of commerce, either the 
produce of the soil or the industry of the United States of America, or of any 
other country, which may be lawfully imported into the ports of the dominions 
of Austria, in Austrian vessels, may also be so imported in vessels of the United 
States of America, without paying other or higher duties. or charges, of 
whatever kind or denomination, levied in the name or to the profit of the go- 
vernment, the local authorities; or of any private establishments whatsoever, 
than if the same merchandise. or produce had. been imported. in Austrian 
vessels. And, xeciprocally all dendaof merchandise and. articles of com: 
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merce, either the produce of the soil or of the industry of the dominions of 
Austria, or of any other country, which may be lawfully imported into the 
ports of the United States, in vessels of the said States, may also be so im- 
ported in Austrian yessels,-without paying other or higher duties’ or charges, 
of whatever kind or denomination levied in the name, or to the profit of the 
government, the local authorities, or of any private establishments whatso- 
ever, than if the same merchandise or produce had been imported in vessels 
of the United’ States of America. 

Art.4. ‘To prevent the possibility of any misunderstanding, it is here- 
by declared that the stipulations contained in the two preceding articles, are, 
to their full extent, applicable to Austrian vessels and their cargoes, arriving 
in the ports of the United States of America ; and, reciprocally, to vessels of 
the said states and their cargoes arriving in the ports of the dominions ol 
Austria, whether the said vessels clear directly from the ports of the country 
to which they respectively belong, or from the ports of any other foreign 
country. 

“rt. 5. No higher or other duties shall be imposed on the importation 
into the United States, of any article the produce or manufacture of the do- 
minions of Austria; and no higher or other duties shall be imposed: on the 
importation into the dominions of Austria, of any article the produce or mal- 
ufacture of the United States, than are, or shall be payable on the like article, 
being the produce or manufacture of any other foreign country. — Nor shall 
any prohibition be imposed on the importation or exportation of any article 
the produce or manufacture of the United States, or of the dominions of 
Austria, to or from the ports of the United States, or to or from the ports of 
the dominions of Austria, which shall not equally extend to all other nations. 

Art. 6. All kind of merchandise and articles of commerce, either the 
produce of the soil or of the industry of the United States of America, or! 
any other country, which may be lawfully exported, or re-exported from the 
ports of the said United States, in national vessels, may also’ be exported, or 
re-exported therefrom in Austrian vessels, without paying other, or higher 
duties or charges of whatever kind or denomination, levied in the’name orto 
the profit of the government, the local authorities, or of any private estab- 
lishments whatsoever, than if the same merchandise or produce had been ek 
ported or re-exported, in vessels of the United States of America. 

An exact reciprocity shall be observed in the ports of the dominions o 
Austria, so that all kinds of merchandise and articles’ of commerce either the 
produce of the soil or of the industry of the said dominions of Austria, or of 
any other country, which may be lawfully exported or re-exported, from 
Austrian ports, in national vessels, may also be exported: or ‘re-expo 
therefrom, in vessels of the United States of America, without paying other 
or higher duties or charges, of whatever kind or denomination, levied in the 
name or to the profit of the government, the local authorities, or of any pr 
vate establishments whatsoever, than if the same merchandise or produce had 
been exported, or re-exported, in Austrian vessels. 

And the same bounties and drawbacks shall be allowed, whether such 
5 ge or re-exportation be made in vessels of the one party, or of the 
other. 

_ Art. 7. It is expressly understood and agreed that the eoastwise nav 
gation of both the contracting parties, is altogether excepted from the ope! 
tion of this treaty, and of every article thereof. 

Art. 8. No priority or preference shall be given, directly, or indirectly, 
by either of the contracting parties, nor by any company, corporation 0 
agent, acting on their behalf or under their authority, in the purchase of a0y 
article of commerce, lawfully imported, on account of, or in reference to the 
character of the vessel, whether it be of the one party or-of the other, " 
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which such‘article was imported, it being the true intent and)meaning of the 
contracting parties that no distinction or difference whatever shall be made 
n this respect. 

Art. 9. If either party shall hereafter grant to any other nation any 
particular favour in navigation or commerce, it shall immediately become 
common to the other party, freely, where it is freely granted to such other 
nation, or on yielding the same compensation, when the grant is conditional. 

Art. 10. The two contracting parties hereby reciprocally grant to each 
other, the liberty of having, each in the ports of the other, consuls, vice- 
consuls, agents and commissaries of their own appointment, who shall enjoy 
the same privileges and powers as those of the most favoured nations. But 
if any such consuls shall exercise commerce, they shall be subjected to the 
same laws and usages to which the private individuals of their nation are 
subject in the same place, in respect of their commercial transactions. 

Art. 11. The citizens or subjects of each party shall have power to 
dispose of their personal goods, within the jurisdiction of the other, by testa- 
ment, donation, or otherwise; and their representatives, being citizens or 
subjects of the other party, shall succeed to their personal goods, whether by 
testament, or ab intestato, and may take possession thereof, either by them- 
selves or by others acting for them, and dispose of the same: at their will, 
paying such dues, taxes or charges, only, as the inhabitants of the country 
wherein the said goods are shall be subject to pay in like eases. And in case 
of the absence of the representative, such care shall be taken of the said 
goods, as would be taken of the goods of a native in like case, until the law- 
ful owner may take measures for receiving them. And if any question 
should arise among several claimants, to which of them said goods belong, 
the same shall be decided finally by the laws and judges of the land wherein 
the said goods are. But this article shall not derogate, in any manner, from 
the force of the laws already published, or hereafter to be published by his 
majesty the emperor of Austria, to prevent the emigration of his subjects. 

Art 12. 'The present treaty shall continue in force for ten years, count- 
ing from the day of the exchange of the ratification ; and if twelve months be- 
fore the expiration of that period, neither of the high contracting parties shall 
have announced by an official notification to the other, its intention to arrest 
the operation of said treaty, it shall remain binding for one year beyond that 
time, and:so on, until the expiration of the twelve months which will follow 
a similar notification whatever the time at which it may take place. 

Art. 13. This treaty shall be approved and ratified by the president of 
the United States, by and with the advice and consent of the senate thereof ; 
and by his majesty the emperor of Austria ; and the ratifications shall. be ex. 
changed in the city of Washington, within. twelve months from the date of 
the signature hereof, or sooner, if possible. 


In faith whereof, the respective plenipotentiaries have signed and sealed 
this treaty, both in the English and German languages, declaring, however, 
that, it having been originally composed in the former, the English version 
is to decide the interpretation, should any difference in regard to it unfortu- 
nately arise. 

Done in triplicate, at Washington, this twenty-seventh day of August, in 
the year of our Lord one thousand eight hundred and twenty-nine.

BY THE PRESIDENT OF THE UNITED STATES OF AMERICA, 


A PROCLAMATION. 


Whereas, a treaty of commerce and navigation between the United States 
of America and the Ottoman Porte was concluded and signed at Constantl- 
nople by the respective plenipotentiaries of the two powers; on the sevel 
day of May, in the year of our Lord one thousand eight hundred and thirty; 
and the said treaty was duly ratified by the president, on the part of the said 
United States, on the second day of February, in the year of our Lord one 
thousand eight hundred and thirty-one, in pursuance of the advice and con: 
sent of the senate, as signified by their resolution of the first day of that 
month: and whereas, the ratification, by the president, of the said treaty 
the Turkish language, and in a translation thereof into the English, anuexed 
thereto, was exchanged at Constantinople, on the fifth day of October, eigi 
teen hundred and thirty-one, by David Porter, the chargé d’affairs of the 
United States, ‘near the Sublime’ Porte, and Nedjib Effendi, reis effendi of 
the Porte, for the ratification of the sultan; which convention, as ratified by 
the president, in the English version, is, word for word, as follows: 

The object of this firm instrument, and the motive of this writing; 
drawn up, is, that— 
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No treaty or diplomatic and official convention, having, heretofore, ex- 
isted, between the Sublime Porte, of perpetual duration, and the United States 
of America; at this time, in consideration of the desire formerly expressed, 
and of repeated propositions which have lately been renewed by that power, 
and in consequence of the wish entertained by the Sublime Porte to testify 
to the United States of America, ‘its sentiments of friendship,—We, the un- 
dersigned, commissioners, invested with the high office of chief of the chan- 
cery of state of the Sublime Porte, existing forever, having: been permitted 
by his very noble imperial majesty to negotiate and conclude a treaty, and 
having thereupon conferred with our friend, the honourable Charles Rhind, 
who has come to this imperial residence, furnished with full powers to nego- 
tiate, settle, and conclude, the articles of a treaty, separately and jointly, 
with the other two commissioners, commodore Biddle and David Offley, now 
at Smyrna, have arranged, agreed upon and concluded, the following ar- 
ticles : 

Art. 1. Merchants of the Sublime Porte, whether Musselmans or 
Rayahs, going and coming, in the countries, provinces, and ports of the 
United States of America, or proceeding from one port to another, or from 
the ports of the United States to those of other countries, shall pay the same 
duties and other imposts that are paid by the most favoured nations; and 
they shall not be vexed by the exaction of higher duties ; and in travelling 
by sea and by land, all the privileges and distinctions observed towards the 
subjects of other powers shall serve as a rule, and shall be observed towards 
the merchants and subjects of the Sublime Porte. In like manner, American 
merchants, who shall come to the well defended countries and ports of the 
Sublime Porte, shall pay the same duties and other imposts that are paid by 
merchants of the most favoured friendly powers, and they shall not, in any 
way, be vexed or molested. On both sides, travelling passports shall be 
granted. 

Art. 2. The Sublime Porte may establish shahbenders (consuls) in 
the United States of America; and the United States may appoint their ci- 
tizens to be consuls or vice-consuls at the commercial places in the dominions 
of the Sublime Porte, where it shall be found needful to superintend the af- 
fairs of commerce. These consuls or vice-consuls shall be furnished with 
berats or firmans; they shall enjoy suitable distinction, and shall haye ne- 
cessary aid and protection. 

Art. 3. American merchants, established in the well defended states 
of the Sublime Porte, for purposes of commerce, shall have liberty to em- 
ploy semsars (brokers) of any nation or religion, in like manner as mer- 
chants of other friendly powers; and they shall not, be disturbed in their 
affairs, nor shall they be treated, in any way, contrary to established usages. 
American vessels arriving at, or departing from, the ports of the Ottoman 
Empire, shall not be subjected to greater visit, by the officers of the custom- 
house and the chancery of the port, than vessels of the most favoured na- 
tion. 

Art, 4. If litigations and disputes should arise between the subjects of 
the Sublime Porte and citizens of the United States, the parties shall not be 
heard, nor shall judgment be pronounced unless the American dragoman be 
present. Causes.in which the sum may exceed five hundred piastres, shall 
be submitted to the Sublime Porte, to be decided according to the laws of 
equity and justice. Citizens of the United States of America, quietly pur- 
suing their commerce, and. not being charged:or convicted of any crime or 
offence, shall not be molested; and even when they may have committed 
some offence, they shall not be arrested.and put in prison by the local au- 
thorities, but they shall be tried by their minister or consul, and punished 
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according to their offence, following, in this respect, the usage observed to. 
wards other Franks. 

Art. 5. American merchant vessels, that trade to the dominions of 
the Sublime Porte, may go and come in perfect safety with their own flag; 
but they shall not take the flag of any other power, nor shall they grant 
their flag to the vessels of other nations and powers, nor to the vessels of 
rayahs. The minister, consuls, and vice-consuls of the United States, shall 
not protect, secretly or publicly, the rayahs of the Sublime Porte, and they 
shall never suffer a departure from the principles here laid down and agreed 
to by mutual consent. 

Art. 6. Vessels of war, of the two contracting parties, shall observe 
towards each other demonstrations of friendship, and good intelligence, ac. 
cording to naval usage; and towards merchant vessels, they shall. exhibit 
the same kind and courteous manner. 

rt. 7. Merchant vessels of the United States, in like manner as yes 
sels of the most favoured nations, shall have liberty to pass the canal of the 
impeérial residence, and go and come in the Black Sea, either laden or in 
ballast; and they may be laden with the produce, manufactures. and effects 
of the Ottoman Empire, excepting such as are prohibited, as well as of theit 
own country. 

Art. 8. Merchant vessels of the two contracting parties shall not be 
forcibly taken for the shipment of troops, munitions and other objects of war, 
if the captains or proprietors of the vessels shall be unwilling to freight 
them. 

Art. 9. If any merchant vessel of either of the contracting parties 
should be wrecked, assistance and protection shall be afforded to those of the 
crew that may be saved; and the merchandise and effects, which it may be 
possible to save and recover, shall be conveyed to the consul! nearest to the 
place of the wreck, to be, by him, delivered to the proprietors. 


CONCLUSION. 


The foregoing articles, agreed upon and concluded, between the Riasst 
(chancery of state) and the above mentioned commissioner of the United 
States, when signed by the other two commissioners, shall be exchangel. 
In ten months from the date of this temessuck, or instrument of treaty, the 
exchange of the ratifications of the two powers shall be made, and the 
articles of this treaty shall have full force and be strictly observed by tt 
two contracting powers.

A PROCLAMATION. 


Whereas, a treaty of amity, commerce and navigation between the United 
States of America and the United Mexican States was concluded and signed 
by the plenipotentiaries of the two countries, at Mexico, on the fifth April, 
one thousand eight hundred and thirty-one, which treaty is word for word as 


follows: 


The United States of America and 
the United Mexican States desiring to 
establish upon a firm basis the rela- 
tions of friendship that so happily 
subsist between the two Republics, 
have determined to fix in a clear and 
positive manner the rules which shall 
in future be religiously observed be- 
tween both, by means of a treaty of 
Amity, Commerce, and Navigation. 
For which important object, the Pre- 
sident of the United States of Ame- 
rica has appointed Anthony Butler, a 
citizen of the United States, and 
Chargé Affairs of the United 
States of America near the United 
Mexican States, with full powers ; 
and the Vice-President of the United 
Mexican States, in the exercise of the 
Executive power, having conferred 
like full powers on his Excellency 
Lucas Alaman, Secretary of State 
for Home and Foreign Affairs, and 
his Excellency Raphael Mangino, 
Secretary of the Treasury; and the 
aforesaid Plenipotentiaries, after hav- 
ing compared and exchanged in due 
form their several powers as afore- 
said, have agreed upon the following 
articles: 

Art. 1. There shall be a firm, 
inviolable, and universal peace, and 
a true and sincere friendship between 
the United States of America and the 
United Mexican States in all the ex- 
tent of their possessions and territo- 
ries, and between their people and 
citizens respectively, without distinc- 
tion of persons or places.

Art. 3. The citizens of the 
two countries respectively shall have 
liberty, freely and securely to come 
with their vessels and cargoes to all 
such places, ports, and rivers of the 
United States of America and of the 
United Mexican States, to which other 
foreigners are permitted to come; to 
enter into the same, and to remain 
and reside in any part of the said ter- 
ritories respectively ; also, to hire and 
occupy houses and warehouses for 
the purposes of their commerce, and 
to trade therein, in all sorts of pro- 
duce, manufactures, and merchan- 
dise ; and, generally, the merchants 
and traders of each nation shall en- 
joy the most complete protection and 
security for their commerce. 

And they shall not pay higher or 
other duties, imposts, or fees whatso- 
ever, than those which the most fa- 
voured nations are or may be obliged 
to pay ; and shall enjoy all the rights, 
privileges, and exemptions, with re- 
spect to navigation and commerce, 
which the citizens of the most fa- 
youred nation do or may enjoy; but 
subject always to the laws, usages, 
and statutes of the two countries re- 
spectively. 

The liberty to enter and discharge 
the vessels of both nations of which 
this article treats, shall not be under- 
stood to authorize the coasting trade, 
which is permitted to national vessels 
only.

in private, either within their own 
houses, or in the chapels or places of 
worship set apart for that purpose. 
Art.16. Itshall be lawful for the 
citizens of the United States of Ame- 
rica, and of the United Mexican States 
respectively, to sail with their vessels 
with all manner of security and li- 
berty, no distinction being made who 
are the owners of the merchandise 
laden thereon, from any port to the 
places of those who now are, or may 
hereafter be at enmity with the Uni- 
ted States of America or with the 
United Mexican States.

By the stipulation that the 
flag shall cover the property, the two 
contracting parties agree that. this 
shall be so understood with respect to 
those powers who recognize this prin- 
ciple; but if either of the two con- 
tracting parties shall be at war with 
a third party, and the other neutral, 
the flag of the neutral shall cover the 
property of enemies whose govern- 
ments acknowledge this principle, 
and not of others. 


Art. 17. Itis likewise agreed that 
in the case where. the neutral flag of 
one of the contracting parties shall 
protect the property of the enemies of 
the other, by virtue of the above sti- 
pulation, it shall always be understood 
that the neutral property found on 
board such enemies’ vessels shall be 
held and considered as enemies’ pro- 
perty, and as such shall be liable to 
detention and confiscation, except such

ceptua siempre... Se hd convenido asi 
mismo que la propia libertad gozaran 
los sugetos que puedan encontrarse a 
bordo del buque: libre, aun cuando 
fuesen enemigos. de. una, de las dos 
partes contratantes; y por lo tanto 
no se podra hacerlos_prisioneros ni 
separarlos de dichos buques, 4 menos 
que sean militares, y estén 4 la sazon 
empleados en el servicio del enemigo. 
Por la estipulacion de que la bandera 
cubre la propiedad, han conyenido las 
dos partes contratantes en que esto se 
entiende asi respecto de aquellas_po- 
tencias que reconozcan este principio ; 
pero que si una de las dos partes con- 
tratantes estubiese en guerra con una 
tercera, y la otra neutral, Ja bandera 
de esta neutral cubrira la propiedad 
de los enemigos cuyo gobierno recon- 
ozca este principio, y no de otros. 
Art. 17. Se conviene tambien que 
en caso de que el pavellon neutral de 
una de las partes contratantes proteja 
Ja propiedad de los enemigos de la 
otra en virtud de la referida estipula- 
cion, se entendera siempre que la pro- 
piedad neutral encontrada 4 bordo de

Art. 18. 'This liberty of com- 
merceand navigation shall extend toall 
kinds of merchandise, excepting those 
only which are distinguished by the 
name of contraband; and under this 
name of contraband or prohibited 
goods, shall be comprehended, first, 
cannons, mortars, howitzers, swivels, 
blunderbusses, muskets, fusees, rifles, 
carbines, pistols, pikes, swords, sabres, 
lances, spears, halberds; and gran- 
ades, bombs, powder, matches, balls, 
and all other things belonging to the 
use of these arms: secondly, buck- 
lers, helmets, breast-plates, coats of 
mail, infantry belts, and clothes made 
up in a military form, and for a mili- 
tary use; thirdly, cavalry belts and 
horses with their furniture ; fourthly, 
and generally, all kinds of arms, and 
instruments of iron, steel, brass and 
copper or of any other materials 
manufactured, prepared and formed 
expressly to make war by ‘sea or 
land. 

Art. 19. All other merchan- 
dise and things not comprehended in 
the articles of contraband expressly 
enumerated and classified as above, 
shall be held and considered as free 
-and subjects of free and lawful com- 
merce, so that they may be carried 
and transported in the freest manner 
by both the contracting parties, even 
to places belonging to an enemy, 
excepting only those places which 
are at that time besieged or block- 
aded; and to avoid all doubt in that 
particular, it is declared that those 
places only are besieged or blockaded, 
which are actually besieged or block- 


aded by a belligerent force capable of 


preventing the entry of the neutral. 


rt. 20. The articles of con- 
traband before enumerated and classi- 
fied, which may be found in a vessel 
bound for the enemy’s port, shall, be 
subject to detention and confiscation, 
leaving free the rest of the cargo and 
the,vessel, that the owners may dis- 
pose of them as they see proper... No 
vessels of either of the two nations 
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caso los efectos y mercancias del 
neutral embarcados\ en tal. buque 
enemigo seran libres. 

Art. 18. Esta libertad de navega. 
cion y comercio sera estensiva a todo 
genero de mercancias  esceptuando

shall be detained on the ‘high seas on 
account of having on board articles 
of contraband, whenever the master, 
captain, or supercargo of said vessel 
will deliver up the articles of contra- 
band to the captor, unless the quan- 
tity of such articles be so great and 
of so large a bulk, that they cannot 
be received, on board: the capturing 
vessel without great inconvenience ; 
but in this, and in all other cases of 
just detention, the vessel detained 
shall be sent to the nearest conveni- 
ent and safe port for trial and judg- 
ment, according to law. 

Art. 21. And, whereas, it fre- 
quently happens: that vessels sail for 
a port or place belonging to an enemy 
without knowing that the same is be- 
sieged, blockaded, or invested, it is 
agreed: that every vessel so situated 
may be turned away from such port 
or place, but shall not be detained; 
nor shall any part of her cargo, if not 
contraband, be confiscated, unless, 
afier warning of such blockade or in- 
vestment from the commanding of- 
ficer of the blockading force, she 
should again attempt to enter the 
aforesaid port; but she shall be per- 
mitted to go to any other port or 
place she may think proper. Nor 
shall any vessel of either of the con- 
tracting parties,that may have entered 
into such port before the same was 
actually besieged, blockaded, or in- 
vested by the other, be restrained 
from quitting such place with her car- 
go; nor if found therein after the 
surrender, shall such vessel or her 
cargo be liable to confiscation, but she 
shall be restored to the owner thereof. 

Art. 22. In order to. prevent 
all kinds of disorder in the visiting 
and examination of vessels and car- 
goes of both the contracting parties 
on the high seas, they have agreed, 
mutually, that, whenever a vessel of 
war, public or private, should meet 
with a neutral vessel of the other 
contracting party, the first shall re- 
main out of cannon shot, and may 
send his boat, with two or three men 
only, in order to execute the said 
examination of the papers concerning 
the ownership and cargo of the ves- 
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sera detenido en alta mar por con-

And it 
is expressly agreed, that the neutral 
party shall in no case, be required to 
go on board the examining vessel for 
the purpose of exhibiting his papers, 
or for any other purpose whatsoever. 

Art. 23. To avoid all kinds of 
vexation and abuse in the examina- 
tion of papers relating to the owner- 
ship of vessels belonging to the citi- 
zens of the two contracting parties, 
they have agreed, and do agree, that 
in case one of them should be engag- 
ed in war, the vessels belonging to 
the citizens of the other must be fur- 
nished with sea-letters or passports, 
expressing the name, property, and 
bulk of the vessel, and also the name 
and place of habitation of the master 
or commander of said vessel, in order 
that it may thereby appear that the 
said vessel really and truly belongs 
to the citizens of one of the contract- 
ing parties; they have likewise agreed 
that such vessels being laden, besides 
the said sea-letters or passports, shall 
also be provided with certificates, 
containing the several particulars of 
the cargo, and the place whence the 
vessel’ sailed, so that it may be known 
whether any forbidden or contraband 
goods be on board the same; which 
certificate shall be made out by the 
officers of the place whence the ves- 
sel sailed, in the accustomed form: 
without which requisites, the said ves- 
sel may be detained, to be adjudged 
by the competent tribunal, and may 
be declared legal prize, unless the 
said defect shall be satisfied or sup- 
plied by testimony entirely equivalent 
to the satisfaction of the competent 
tribunal. 

Art. 24. It is further agreed, 
that the stipulations above expressed, 
relative to visiting and examination 
of vessels, shall apply only to those

contraband goods on board, shall be 
sufficient. 


Art. 25. It is further agreed, 
that in all cases the established courts 
for prize causes, in the country to 
which the prizes may be conducted, 
shall alone take cognizance of them. 
And whenever such tribunal of either 
party shall pronounce judgment 
against any vessel, or goods, or pro- 
perty claimed by the citizens of the 
other party, the sentence or decree 
shall mention the reason or motives 
on which the same shall have been 
founded; and an authenticated copy 
of the sentence or decree, in conformi- 
ty with the laws and usages of the 
country, and of all the proceedings of 
the case, shall, if demanded, be de- 
livered to the commander or agent of 
said vessel, without any delay, he 
paying the legal fees for the same. 

Art. 26. For the greater se- 
curity of the intercourse between the 
citizens of the United States of Amer- 
ica and of the United Mexican States, 
it is agreed now for then, that if there 
should be at any time hereafter an 
interruption of the friendly relations 
which now exist, or a war unhappily 
break out between the two contract- 
ing parties, there shall be allowed the 
term of six months to the merchants 
residing on the coast, and one year 
to those residing in the interior of the 
states and territories of each other 
respectively, to arrange their busi- 
ness, dispose of their effects, or trans- 
port them wheresoever. they may 
please, giving them a safe conduct to 
protect them to the port they may 
designate. Those citizens who may 
be established in the states and terri- 
tories aforesaid, exercising any other 
occupation or trade, shall be per- 
mitted to remain in the uninterrupted 
enjoyment of their liberty and pro-

shall the debts between individuals, 
nor moneys in the public funds, or in 
public or private banks, nor shares in 
companies, be confiscated, embargo- 
ed, or detained. 

Art. 27. Both the contracting 
parties being desirous of avoiding all 
inequality in relation to their public 
communications and official inter- 
course, have agreed and do agree to 
grant to the envoys, ministers, and 
other public agents, the same favours, 
immunities, and exemptions which 
those of the most favoured nation do 
or may enjoy; it being understood 
that whatever favours, immunities, or 
privileges the United States of Amer- 
ica or the United Mexican States may 
find proper to give to the ministers 
and public agents of any other power, 
shall by the same act be extended to 
those of each of the contracting 
parties. 

Art. 28. In order that the con- 
suls and vice-consuls of the two con- 
tracting parties may enjoy the rights, 
prerogatives, and immunities which 
belong to them by their character, 
they shall, before entering upon the 
exercise of their functions, exhibit 
their commission or patent in due 
form to the government to which 
they are accredited ; and having ob- 
tained their exequatur, they shall be 
held and ‘considered as such by all 
the authorities, magistrates, and in- 
habitants of the consular district in 
which they reside. It is agreed like- 
wise to receive and admit consuls and 
vice-consuls in all the ports and 
places open to foreign commerce, 

who shall enjoy therein all the rights, 
prerogatives, and immunities of the 
consuls and vice-consuls of the most 
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mientras se comporten’ pacificamente

Ambas partes contratan- 
tes deseando ‘evitar toda desigualdad 
relativa 4 las communicaciones pub- 
licas y oficiales, se han convenido y 
convienen en conceder a los’ envia- 
dos, ministros y otros agentes publi- 
cos, los mismos privilegios ecsencio- 
nes € inmunidades que hoy goza y 
en lo sucesivo pueda gozar la nacion 
mas favorecida : debiendo entenderse 
que cualquier “favor, inmunidad 6 
privilegio que los Estados Unidos de 
America 6 los de Mexico tengan por 
conveniente conceder a los ministros

Art. 28. Para que los consules ¥

Art. 29. Itis likewise agreed 
that the consuls, vice-consuls, their 
secretaries, officers, and persons _at- 
tached to the service of consuls, they 
not being citizens of the country in 
which the consul resides, shall be ex- 
empt from all compulsory public ser- 
vice, and also from all kind of taxes, 
imposts, and contributions levied spe- 
cially on them, except those which 
they shall be obliged to pay on ac- 
count of commerce or their property, 
to which the citizens and inhabitants, 
native and foreign, of the country 
in which they reside, are subject being 
in every thing beside subject to the 
Jaws of their respective states. The 
archives and papers of the consulates 
shall be respected inviolably, and 
under no pretext whatever shall any 
magistrate seize, or in any way in- 
terfere with them. 


Art. 30. The said consuls shall 
have power to require the assistance 
of the authorities of the country, for 
the arrest, detention, and custody of 
deserters from the public and private 
vessels of their country ; and for that 
purpose, they shall address them- 
selves to the courts, judges, and offi- 
cers competent, and shall demand 
the said deserters in writing, proving, 
by an exhibition of the register of the 
vessel, or ship’s roll, or other public 
documents, that the man or men de- 
manded were part of said crews ; and 
on this demand so proved, (saving 
always where the contrary is proved,) 
the delivery shall not be refused? 
Such deserters, when arrested, shall 
be placed at the disposal of the said 
consuls, and may be put in the pub- 
lic prisons at the request and expense 
of those who reclaim them, to be sent 
to the vessels to which they belonged, 
or to others of the same nation. But, 
if they be not sent back within two 
months, to be counted from the day 
of their arrest, they shall be set at

For the purpose of more 
effectually protecting their commerce 
and navigation, the two contracting 
parties do hereby agree, as soon 
hereafter as circumstances will per- 
mit, to form a consular convention, 
which shall declare specially the 
powers and immunities of the con- 
suls and vice-consuls of the respec- 
tive parties. 

Art. 32. For the purpose of 
regulating the interior commerce be- 
tween the frontier territories of both 
Republics, it is agreed that the exe- 
cutive of each shall have power, by 
mutual agreement, of determining on 
the route and establishing the roads 
by which such commerce shall be 
conducted; and in all cases where 
the caravans employed in such com- 
merce may require convoy and pro- 
tection by military escort, the su- 
preme executive of each nation, shall, 
by mutual agreentent, in like man- 
ner, fix on the period of departure for 
such caravans, and the point at which 
the ‘military escort of the two nations 
shall be exchanged. And it is fur- 
ther agreed, that, until the regula- 
tions for governing this interior com- 
merce between the two nations shall 
be established, that the commercial 
intercourse between the State of Mis- 
souri of the United States of America, 
and New Mexico in the United Mex- 
ican States, shall be conducted as 
heretofore, each government’ afford- 
ing the necessary protection to the 
citizens of the other. 

Art. 33. It is likewise agreed 
that the two contracting parties shall, 
by all the means in their power, 
maintain peace and harmony among 
the several Indian nations who in- 
habit the lands adjacent to the lines 
and rivers which form the bounda- 
ries of the two countries; and the 
better to attain’ this object, both par- 
ties bind themselves expressly to re- 
Strain, by force, all hostilities and 
icursions on the part of the Indian 
nations living within’ their respective 
boundaries: so that the United States 
of America will not suffer their In- 
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libertad, y no volveran 4 ser presos 
por la misma causa.

And in the event of any person or 
persons captured by the Indians. who 
inhabit the territory of either of the 
contracting parties, being or having 
been carried into the territories of the 
other, both governments engage and 
bind themselves in the most solemn 
manner to return them to their coun- 
try as soon as they know of their 
being within their respective territo- 
ries, or to deliver them up to the 
agent or representative of the govern- 
ment that claims them, giving to each 
other, reciprocally, timely notice, and 
the claimant paying the expenses in- 
curred in the transmission and main- 
tenance of such person or persons, 
who, in the mean time, shall be 
treated with the utmost hospitality by 
the local authorities of the place 
where they may be. Nor shall it be 
Jawful, under any pretext whatever, 
for the citizens of either of the con- 
iracting parties to purchase or hold 
captive prisoners made by the In- 
dians inhabiting the territories of the 
other. 

Art. 34... The United States of 
America and the United. Mexican 
States, desiring to make as durable 
as circumstances will permit, the re- 
Jations which are to be established 
between the two parties by virtue of 
this treaty or general convention of 
amity, commerce, and navigation, 
have declared solemnly, and do agreé 
to the following points: 

1st. The present treaty shall re- 
main and be of force for eight years 
from the day of the exchange of the 
ratifications, and until the end of one 
year afier either of the contracting 
parties shall have given notice to the 
other of its intention to terminate the 
same ; each, of the contracting parties 
reserving to itself the right of giving

If any one or more of 
the citizens of either party shall in- 
fringe any of the articles of this trea- 
ty, such citizens shall be held per- 
sonally responsible for the same ; and 
the harmony and good correspon- 
dence between the two nations shall 
not be interrupted thereby ; each par- 
ly engaging in no way to protect the 
offender, or sanction such violation. 

Thirdly. If (what indeed cannot 
be expected) any of the articles con- 
tained in the present treaty shall be 
violated or infracted in any manner 
whatever, it is stipulated that neither 
of the contracting parties will order 
or authorize any acts of reprisal, nor 
declare war against the other, on 
complaints of injuries or damages, 
until the said party, considering itself 
offended, shall first have presented to 
the other a statement of such injuries 
or damages, verified by competent 
proofs, and demanded justice and sa- 
tisfaction, and the same shall have 
been either refused or unreasonably 
delayed. 

Fourthly. Nothing in this treaty 
contained, shall however be construed 
to operate contrary to former and ex- 
isting public treaties with other sove- 
reigns or states. 


The present treaty cf amity, com- 
merce, and navigation, shall be ap- 
proved and ratified by the president 
of the United States of America, hy 
and with the advice and consent of

A PROCLAMATION. 


Whereas a convention for the adjustment of claims of citizens of the 
United States of America upon the government of the Mexican Republic 
was concluded and signed at Washington on the eleventh day of April, in 
the year of our Lord, one thousand eight hundred and thirty-nine, which 
convention, being in the English and Spanish languages, is word for word 


as follows: 


Convention for the adjustment of claims 
of citizens of the United States of 
America upon the government of the 
Mexican Republic. 


Whereas a convention for the ads 
justment of the claims of citizens of 
the United States upon the govern. 
ment of the Mexican Republic was 
concluded and signed at Washington 
on the tenth day of September, 1838, 
which convention was not ratified on 
the part of the Mexican government, 
on the alleged ground that the con- 
sent of his majesty the king of Prus- 
sia to provide an arbitrator to act in 
the case provided by said convention 
could not be obtained : 

And whereas the parties to the said 
convention are still, and equally, de-

citizens of the United States, by 
whom said injuries have been sus- 
tained, and more convenient to Mex- 
ico than that provided by said con- 
vention: the president of the United 
States has named for this purpose, 
and furnished with full powers, John 
Forsyth, secretary of state of the said 
United States; and the president of 
the Mexican Republic has named -his 
excellency seior don Francisco Pi- 
zarro Martinez, accredited as envoy 
extraordinary and minister plenipo- 
tentiary of the Mexican Republic to 
the United States, and has furnished 
him with full powers for the same 
purpose: and the said plenipotentia- 
ries have agreed upon and concluded 
the following articles: 

Art. 1. It is agreed that all 
claims of citizens of the United States 
upon the Mexican government, state- 
ments of which, soliciting the inter- 
position of the government of the 
United States, have been presented 
to the department of state or to the 
diplomatic agent of the United States 
at Mexico until the signature of this 
convention shall be referred to four 
commissioners, who shall form a 
board; and be appointed in the fol- 
lowing manner, namely: two com- 
missioners shall be appointed by the 
president of the United States, by 
and with the advice and consent of 
the senate thereof, and two commis- 
sioners by the president of the Mexi- 
can Republic. The said commission- 
ers, so appointed, shall be sworn im- 
partially to examine and decide upon 
the said claims according to such 
evidence as shall be laid before them 
on the part of the United States and 
the Mexican Republic respectively. 


Art. 2. The said board, shall 
have two secretaries, versed in the

The secretary of 
state of the United States shall, im- 
mediately after the exchange of the 
ratifications of this convention, give 
notice of the time of the meeting of 
the said board, to be published in two 
newspapers in Washington, and in 
such other papers as he may think 
proper. 

Art. 4. All documents which 
now are in, or hereafter, during the 
continuance of the commission con- 
stituted by this convention, may come 
into the possession of the department 
of state of the United States, in rela- 
tion to the aforesaid claims, shall be 
delivered to the board. The Mexican 
government shall furnish all such 
documents and explanations as may 
be in their possession, for the adjust- 
ment of the said claims according to 
the principles of justice, the law of 
nations, and the stipulations of the 
treaty of amity and commerce be- 
tween the United States and Mexico 
of the 5th of April, 1831; the said 
documents to be specified when de- 
manded at the instance of the said 
commissioners. 


The said commission- 
ers shall, by a report under their 
hands and seals, decide upon the jus- 
tice of the said claims and the amount 
of compensation, if any, due from the 
Mexican government in each case. 


It is agreed that if it 
should not be convenient for the 
Mexican government to pay at once 
the amount so found due, it shall be

It is further agreed 
that in the event of the commission- 
ers differing in relation to the afore- 
said claims, they shall, jointly or 
severally, draw up a report stating, 
in detail, the points on which they 
differ, and the grounds upon which 
their respective opinions have been 
formed. And it is agreed that 
the said report or reports, with au- 
thenticated copies of all documents 
upon which they may be founded, 
shall be referred to the decision of 
his majesty the king of Prussia. _ But 
as the documents relating to the 
aforesaid claims are so voluminous 
that it cannot be expected his Prus- 
sian majesty would be willing or able 
personally to investigate them, it is 
agreed that he shall appoint a person 
to’ act as an arbiter in his behalf; 
that the person so appointed shall 
proceed to Washington; that his 
travelling expenses to that city, and 
from thence on his return to his place 
of residence in Prussia, shall be de- 
frayed, one half by the United States 
and one half by the Mexican Repub- 
li¢: and that he shall receive asa 
compensation for his services a sum 
equal to one half of the compensation 
that may be allowed by the United

For any sums of 
money which the umpire shall find 
due to citizens of the United States 
by the Mexican government, treasury 
notes shall be issued in the manner 
aforementioned.

BY THE PRESIDENT OF THE UNITED STATES OF AMERICA, 


A PROCLAMATION. 


Whereas, a general convention of peace, amity, commerce and naviga- 
tion, between the United States of America and the Republic of Chile, was 
concluded and signed by their plenipotentiaries, in the city of Santiago, on 
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the sixteenth day of May, in the year of our Lord, one thousand eight hun. 
dred and thirty-two; and whereas an additional and explanatory convention 
was concluded and signed in the same city, by the plenipotentiaries of the 
two parties, on the first day of September, one thousand eight hundred and 
thirty-three, which conventions, are, word for word, as follows: 


General convention of peace, amity, commerce, and navigation, between the United 
States of America and the Republic of Chile. 


In the name of God, Author and Legislator of the Universe. 


The United States of America, and the republic of Chile, desiring to make 
firm and lasting the friendship and good understanding which happily pre- 
vails between both nations, have resolved to fix, in a manner, clear, distinct, 
and positive, the rules which shall in future be religiously observed between 
the one and the other, by means of a treaty or general convention of peace 
and friendship, commerce and navigation. 

For this most desirable object, the president of the United States of Amer- 
ica, by and with the advice and consent of the senate thereof, has appointed, 
and conferred full powers on John Hamm, a citizen of said States, and their 
chargé d’affaires near the said republic; and his excellency the president of 
the republic of Chile has appointed Senor Don Andres Bello, a citizen of the 
said republic. 

And the said plenipotentiaries, after having mutually produced and ex- 
changed copies of their full powers, in due and proper form, have agreed 
upon and concluded the following articles, videlicet. P 

Art. 1. There shall be a perfect, -firm, and inviolable peace and sin- 
cere friendship between the United States of America and the republic of 
Chile, in all the extent of their possessions and territories, and between their 
people and citizens respectively, without distinction of persons or places. 

_ Art. 2... The United States of America and the republic of Chile, de 
siring to live in peace and harmony with all the other nations of the earth, 
by means of a policy frank and equally friendly with all, engage mutually, 
not to grant any particular favour to other nations in respect of commerce 
and navigation, which shall not, immediately, become common to the other 
party, who shall enjoy the same freely, if the concession was freely made, 
or on allowing the same compensation, if the concession was conditional. 
It is understood, however, that the relations and convention which now exis, 
or may hereafter exist, between the republic of Chile and the republic of Bo 
livia, the federation of the Centre of America, the republic of Columbia, the 
United States of Mexico, the republic of Peru, or the United Provinces of the 
Rio de la Plata, shall form exceptions to this article. 

Art. 3. The citizens of the United States of America may frequent all 
the coasts and countries of the republic of Chile, and reside and trade there, 
in all sorts of produce, manufactures, and merchandise, and shall pay 
other or greater duties, charges, or fees, whatsoever, than the most favou 
nation is or shall be obliged to pay; and they shall ‘enjoy all the rights 
privileges, and exemptions in ‘navigation and commerce, which the most 
favoured nation does or shall enjoy, submitting themselves, nevertheless; © 
the laws, decrees, and usages there established, and to which are submit 
the citizens and subjects of the most favoured nations. 

In like manner the citizens of the republic of Chile may frequent all the 
coasts and countries of the United States of America, and reside and trade 
there, in all sorts of produce, manufactures, and merchandise, and shall pay 
no other or greater duties, charges or fees, whatsoever, than the es 
favoured nation is or shall be obliged to pay, and they shall. enjoy all t 
rights, privileges, and exemptions in commerce and navigation, whi 
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most favoured nation does or shall enjoy, submitting themselves, neverthe- 
less, to the laws, decrees, and usages, there established, and to which are 
submitted the citizens and subjects of the most favoured nations. But it is un- 
derstood, that this article does not include the coasting trade of either country, 
the regulation of which is reserved by the parties, respectively, according to 
their own separate laws. 

Art. 4. It is likewise agreed that it shall be wholly free for all mer- 
chants, commanders of ships, and other citizens of both countries, to 
manage, themselves, their own business, in all ports and places subject to 
the jurisdiction of each other, as well with respect to the consignment and 
sale of their goods and merchandise by wholesale and retail, as with respect 
to the loading, unloading, and sending off their ships, they being in all these 
cases to be treated as citizens of the country in which they reside, or at 
feast to be placed on a footing with the citizens or subjects of the most 
favoured nation. 

Art. 5. The citizens of neither of the contracting parties shall be liable 
to any embargo, nor be detained with their vessels, cargoes, merchandises, 
or eflects, for any military expedition, nor for any public or private purpose 
whatever, without allowing to those interested a sufficient indemnification. 

Art. 6. Whenever the citizens of either of the contracting parties shall 
be forced to seek refuge or asylum in the rivers, bays, ports, or dominions 
of the other, with their vessels, whether of merchant or of war, public or pri- 
vate, through stress of weather, pursuit of pirates, or enemies, they shall be 
received and treated with humanity, giving to them all favour and protection 
for repairing their ships, procuring provisions, and placing themselves in a 
situation to continue their voyage without obstacle or hindrance of any kind. 

rt. 7. All the ships, merchandise, and effects belonging to the citi- 
zens of one of the contracting parties, which may be captured by pirates, 
whether within the limits of its jurisdiction or on the high seas, and may be 
carried or found in the rivers, roads, bays, ports, or dominions, of the other, 
shall be delivered ,yp to the owners, they proving in due and proper form 
their rights before the competent tribunals; it being well understood that the 
claim should be made within the term of one year by the parties themselves, 
their attorneys, or agents of their respective governments. 

4rt. 8. When any vessel belonging to the citizens of either of the 
contracting parties shall be wrecked, foundered, or suffer any damage on 
the coasts, or within the dominions of the other, there shall be given to them 
all assistance and protection in the same manner which is usual and custo- 
mary with the vessels of the nation where the damage happens, permitting 
them to unload said vessel, if necessary, of its merchandises and effects, 
without exacting’ for it any duty, impost, or contribution whatever, until 
they may be exported, unless they be destined for consumption in the country. 

Art. 9. The citizens of each of the contracting parties shall have 

power to dispose of their personal goods within the jurisdiction of the other, 
by sale, donation, testament, or otherwise, and their representatives, being 
citizens of the other party, shall succeed to their said personal goods, whether 
by testament or ab inlestato, and they may take possession thereof, either by 
themselves or others acting for them, and dispose of the same at. their will, 
paying such dues only as the inhabitants of the country, wherein the said 
goods are, shall be subject to pay in like cases: and if, in the case of real 
estate, the said heirs would be prevented from entering into the possession of 
the inheritance, on account of their character of aliens, there shall be granted 
to them the term of three years to dispose of the same, as they may think. 
proper, and to withdraw the proceeds without molestation, and exempt from 
any other charges than those which may be imposed by the laws of the 
country. 
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Art. 10. Both the contracting parties promise-and engage, formally to 
give their special protection to the persons and property of the citizens of 
each other, of all occupations, who may be in the territories subject to the 
jurisdiction of the one or the other, transient or dwelling therein, leaving open 
and free to them the tribunals of justice for their judicial recourse, on the 
same terms which are usual and customary, with the natives or citizens 
of the country in which they may be; for which they may employ in defence 
of their rights such advocates, solicitors, notaries, agents, and factors, as they 
may judge proper, in all their trials at law ; and such citizens or agents shall 
have free opportunity to be present at the decisions and sentences of the 
tribunals, in all cases which may concern them, and likewise at the taking 
of all examinations and evidence which may be exhibited in the said trials, 

Art. 11. It is likewise agreed, that the most perfect and entire security 
of conscience shall be enjoyed by the citizens of both the contracting parties 
in the countries subject to the jurisdiction of the one and the other, without 
their being liable to be disturbed or molested on account of their religious 
belief, so long as they respect the laws and established usages of the country. 
Moreover, the bodies of the citizens of one of the contracting parties, who 
may die in the territories of the other, shall be buried in the usual burying 
grounds, or in other decent or suitable places, and shall be protected from 
violation or disturbance. 

Art, 12. It shall be lawful for the citizens of the United States of 
America and of the republic of Chile to sail with their ships, with all manner 
of liberty and security, no distinction being made, who are the proprietors of 
the merchandise laden thereon, from any port to the places of those who now 
are or hereafter shall be at enmity with either of the contracting parties. 
It shall likewise be lawful for the citizens aforesaid to sail with the ships and 
merchandises before mentioned, and to trade with the same liberty and 
security from the places, ports, and havens, of those who are enemies of both 
or either party, without any opposition or disturbance whatsoever, not only 
directly from the places of the enemy, before mentioned, to neutral places, 
but also from one place’ belonging to an enemy to another place belonging 
to an enemy, whether they be under the jurisdiction of the one power or under 
several. And it is hereby stipulated, that free ships shall also give freedom 
to goods, and that every thing shall be deemed to be free and exempt, 
which shall be found on board the ships belonging to the citizens of either 
of the contracting parties, although the whole lading, or any part thereof 
should appertain to the enemies of either, contraband -goods being always 
excepted. It is also agreed, in like manner, that the same liberty be ex 
tended to persons who are on board a-free ship, with this effect, that although 
they be enemies to both or either, they are not to be taken ont of that 
free ship, unless they are officers or soldiers, and in the actual service o 
the enemies: Provided, however, and it is hereby agreed, that the stipula- 
fions in this article contained, declaring that the flag shall cover the property, 
shall be understood as applying to those powers only who recognise the 
principle; but if either of the two contracting parties should be at war with 
third, and the other neutral, the flag of the neutral shall cover the properly 
of enemies whose governments acknowledge this principle, and not of others 

Art. 13. It is likewise agreed, that in the case where the neutral flag 
of one of the contracting parties shall protect the property of the enemies 0! 
the other, by virtue of the above stipulation, it shall always be underst 
that the neutral property found on board such enemy’s vessels shall be held 
and considered as enemy’s property, and as such shall be liable to detention 
and confiscation, except such property as was put on board such vessel be 
fore the declaration of war, or even afterwards, if it were done without the 
knowledge of it; but the contracting parties agree, that, four months having 
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elapsed after the declaration, their citizens shall not plead ignorance thereof. 
On the contrary, if the flag of the neutral does not protect the enemy’s pro- 
perty, in that case, the goods and merchandise of the neutral, embarked in 
such enemy’s ship, shall be free. 

Art, 14. This liberty of commerce and navigation shall extend to all 
kinds of merchandises, excepting those only which are distinguished by the 
name of contraband, and under this name of contraband, or prohibited goods, 
shall be comprehended— 

1st. Cannons, mortars, howitzers, swivels, blunderbusses, muskets, fuzees, 
rifles, carbines, pistols, pikes, swords, sabres, lances, spears, halberds, and 
grenades, bombs, powder, matches, balls, and all other things belonging to 
the use of these arms; 

2d. Bucklers, helmets, breast-plates, coats of mail, infantry belts, and 
clothes made up in the form and for a military use. 

3d. Cavalry belts, and horses with their furniture. 

4th. And generally all kinds of arms and instruments of iron, steel, brass, 
and copper, or of any other materials manufactured, prepared and formed, 
expressly, to make war by sea or land. 

Art. 15. All other merchandise and things not comprehended in the 
articles of contraband explicitly enumerated and classified as above, shall be 
held and considered as free, and subjects of free and lawful commerce, so 
that they may be carried and transported in the freest manner by both the 
contracting parties, even to places belonging to an enemy, excepting only 
those places which are at that time besieged or blockaded ; and, to avoid all 
doubt in this particular, it is declared that those places only are besieged or 
blockaded, which are actually attacked by a belligerent force capable of pre- 
venting the entry of the neutral. 

Art. 16. ‘The articles of contraband, before enumerated and classified 
which may be found in a vessel bound for an enemy’s port, shall be subject 
to detention and confiscation, leaving free the rest of the cargo and the ship, 
that the owners may dispose of them as they see proper. No vessel of either 
of the two nations shall be detained on the high seas on account of having 
on board articles of contraband, whenever the master, captain, or super- 
cargo of said vessel will deliver up the articles of contraband to the captor, 
unless the quantity of such articles be so great, and of so large a bulk, that 
they cannot be received on board the capturing ship without great inconveni- 
ence; but in this and in all other cases of just detention, the vessel detained 
shall be sent to the nearest convenient and safe port, for trial and judgment 
according to law. 

Art. 17. And whereas it frequently happens that vessels sail for a port 
or place belonging to an enemy, without knowing that the same is besieged, 
blockaded, or invested, it is agreed, that every vessel so circumstanced, may 
be turned away from such port or place, but shall not be detained, nor shall 
any part of her cargo, if not contraband, be confiscated, unless, after warn- 
ing of such blockade or investment from any officer commanding a vessel of 
the blockading forces, she shall again attempt to enter; but she shall be 
permitted to go to any other port or place she shall think proper. Nor shall 
any vessel of either, that may have entered into such port before the same 
was actually besieged, blockaded or invested, by the other, be restrained 
from quitting such place with her cargo, nor if found therein after the re. 
duction and surrender, shall such vessel or her cargo be liable to confisca- 
tion, but they shall be restored to the owners thereof; and if any vessel 
having thus entered the port before the blockade took place, shall take on 
board a cargo after the blockade be established, she shall be subject to be 
warned by the blockading forces, to return to the port blockaded, and dis- 
charge the said cargo; and, if after receiving the said warning, the vessel 
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shall persist in going out with the cargo, she shall be liable to the same con- 
sequences as a vessel attempting to enter a blockaded port, after being 
warned off by the blockading forces. 

Art.18. In order to prevent all kinds of disorder in the visiting and 
examination of the ships and cargoes of both the contracting parties on the 
high seas, they have agreed mutually, that whenever a vessel of war, 
public or private, shall meet with a neutral of the other contracting party, 
the first shall remain at the greatest distance compatible with making the 
visit, under the circumstances of the sea and wind, and the degree of sus- 
picion attending the vessel to be visited, and shall send its smallest boat in 
order to execute the said examination of the papers concerning the’ ownership 
and cargo of the vessel, without causing the least extortion, violence, or ill 
treatment, for which the commanders of the said armed ships shall be 
responsible with their persons and property; for which purpose the com- 
manders of the said private armed vessels shall, before receiving their com- 
missions, give sufficient security to answer ‘for all damages they may 
commit. And it is expressly agreed that the neutral party shall, in no case, 
be required to go on board the examining vessel, for the purpose of ex- 
hibiting her papers, or for any other purpose whatever. 

Art.19. To avoid all kind of vexation and abuse in the examination 
of the papers relating to the ownership of the vessels belonging to the citizens 
of the two contracting parties, they have agreed, and do agree, that in 
case one of them shall be engaged in war, the ships and vessels belong: 
ing to the citizens of the other must be furnished with sea-letters or pass- 
ports, expressing the name, property and bulk of the ship, as also the name 
and place of habitation of the master or commander of said vessel, in order 
that it may thereby appear, that the ship really and truly belongs to the 
citizens of one of the parties; they have likewise agreed that, such ships, be- 
ing laden, besides the sea-letters or passports, shall also be provided with 
certificates containing the several particulars of the cargo, and the place 
whence the ship sailed, so that it may be known whether any forbidden or 
contraband goods be on board the same; which certificates shall be made 
out by the officers of the place whence the ship sailed, in the accustomed 
form ; without which requisites, said vessel may be detained to be adjudged 
by the competent tribunal, and may be declared legal prize, unless the said 
defect shall be proved to be owing to accident, and be satisfied or supplied 
by testimony entirely equivalent. 

Art. 20. {t is further agreed, that the stipulations above expressed 
relative to the visiting and examination of vessels, shall apply only © 
those which sail without convoy ; and when said vessels shall be under col 
voy, the verbal declaration of the commander of the convoy, on his word ¢ 
honour, that the vessels under his protection belong to the nation whos 
flag he carries; and when they are bound to an enemy’s port, that they 
have no contraband goods on board, shall be sufficient. 

Art. 21. It is further agreed, that in all cases the established cours 
for prize causes, in the country to which the prizes may be conducted, 
shall alone take cognizance of them. And whenever such tribunal 0 
either party shall pronounce judgment against any vessel or goods, or pl 
perty claimed by the citizens of the other party, the sentence or deci 
shall mention the reasons or motives on which the same shall have beet 
founded, and an authenticated copy of the sentence or decree, and of | 
the proceedings in the case, shall, if demanded, be delivered to the com- 
mandant or agent of said vessel, without any delay, he paying the legal 
fees for the same. 

_ 4rt. 22. Whenever one of the contracting parties shall be enges: 
ed in war with another state, no citizen of the other contracting patty shall 
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accept a commission, or letter of marque, for the purpose of assisting 
or co-operating hostilely, with the said enemy, against the said party so 
at war, under the pain of being treated as a pirate. 

Art. 23. If, by any fatality which cannot be expected, and which 
God forbid, the two contracting parties should be engaged in a war with each 
other, they have agreed, and do agree, now for then, that there shall be al- 
lowed the term of six months to the merchants residing on the coasts and 
in the ports of each other; and the term of one year to those who dwell 
in the interior, to arrange their business and transport their effects wher- 
ever they please, giving to them the safe conduct necessary for it, which 
may serve as a sufficient protection until they arrive at the designated port. 
The citizens of all other occupations who may be established in the terri« 
tories or dominions of the United States of America, and of the Republic of 
Chile, shall be respected and maintained in the full enjoyment of their per- 
sonal liberty and property, unless their particular conduct shall. cause them 
to forfeit this protection, which in consideration of humanity the contracting 
parties engage to give them. 

“rt. 24. Neither the debts due from individuals of the one nation 
to the individuals of the other, nor shares, nor money, which they may 
have in public funds, nor in public or private banks, shall ever, in any event 
of war, or of national difference, be sequestered or confiscated. 

Art. 25. Both the contracting parties being desirous of avoiding all 
inequality in relation to their public communications and official inter 
course, have agreed, and do agree, to grant to the envoys, ministers, and 
other public agents, the same favours, immunities, and exemptions, which 
those of the most favoured nation do or shall enjoy; it being understood 
that whatever favours, immunities, or privileges, the United States of Ame- 
rica or the Republic of Chile may find it proper to give to the ministers 
and public agents of any other power, shall by the same act be extended 
to those of each of the contracting parties. 

rt. 26. Tomake moreeflectual the protection which the United States 
of America and the Republic of Chile shall afford in future to the navigation 
and commerce of the citizens of gach other, they agree to receive and ad- 
mit consuls and vice consuls in all the ports open to foreign commerce, 
who shall enjoy in them all the rights, prerogatives, and immunities, of the 
consuls and vice consuls of the most favoured nation; each contracting 
party, however, remaining at liberty to except those ports and places in 
which the admission and residence of such consuls may not seem con- 
venient. 

Art. 27. In order that the consuls and vice consuls of the two con- 
tracting parties may enjoy the rights, prerogatives, and immunities, which 
belong to them, by their public character, they shall, before entering on the 
exercise of their functions, exhibit their commission or patent in due form to 
the government to which they are accredited; and having obtained their 
exequatur, they shall be held and considered as such by all the authorities, 
magistrates, and inhabitants, in the consular district in which they reside. 

Art. 28. It is likewise agreed, that the consuls, their secretaries, offi- 
cers, and persons attached to the service of consuls, they not being citizens 
of the country in which the consul resides, shall be exempt from all public 
service, and also from all kinds of taxes, imposts, and contributions, ex- 
cept those which they shall be obliged to pay on account of commerce, or 
their property, to which the citizens and inhabitants, native and foreign, 
of the country in which they reside are subject, being in every thing be- 
sides subject to the laws of their respective state. The archives and 
papers of the consulates shall be respected, inviolably, and under no pretext 
whatever shall any magistrate seize, or in any way interfere with them. 
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Art. 29. The said consuls shall have power to require the assist- 
ance of the authorities of the country for the arrest, detention, and custody of 
deserters from the public and private vessels of their country, and for that 
purpose they shall address themselves to the courts, judges, and. offi- 
cers competent, and shall demand the said deserters in writing, proving 
by, an exhibition of the registers, of the vessel’s or ship’s roll, or other 
public documents, that those men were part of said crews; and on this 
demand, so proved, (saving, however, where the contrary is proved,) 
the delivery shall not be refused. Such deserters, when arrested, shall 
be put at the disposal of said consuls, and may be put in the public pri- 
sons at the request and expense of those who reclaim them, to be sent to 
the ships to which they belonged, or to others of the same nation. But if 
they be not sent back within two months, reckoning from the day of their 
arrest, they shall be set at liberty, and shall no more be arrested for the 
same cause. It is understood, however, that if the deserter should be found 
to have committed any crime or offence, his surrender may be delayed until 
the tribunal before which the case may be depending, shall have pronounced 
its sentence, and such sentence shall have been carried into effect. 

Art. 30. For the purpose of more effectually protecting their com- 
merce and navigation, the two contracting parties do hereby agree, as 
soon hereafter as circumstances will permit them, to form a consular con- 
vention, which shall declare specially the powers and immunities of the 
consuls and vice consuls of the respective parties. 

Art. 31. The United States of America and the Republic of Chile, 
desiring to make as durable as circumstances will permit, the relations 
which are to be established between the two parties by virtue of this treaty, 
or general convention of peace, amity, commerce, and navigation, have de- 
clared solemnly, and do agree to the following points: 

ist. ‘The present treaty shall remain in full force and virtue for the 
term of twelve years, to be reckoned from the day of the exchange of the rati- 
fications ; and, further until the end of one year after either of the contract 
ing parties shall have given notice to the other of its intention to terminate 
the same; each of the contracting parties reserving to itself the right of giv 
ing such notice to the other, at the end of said term of twelve years: and it 
is hereby agreed between them, that, on the expiration of one year after such 
notice shall have been received by either, from the other party, this treaty; 
in all the parts relating to commerce and navigation, shall altogether cease 
and determine; and in all those parts which relate to peace and friendship, 
it shall be permanently and perpetually binding on both powers. 

2d. If any one or more of the citizens of either party shall infringe 
any of the articles of this treaty, such citizen shall be held personally re 
sponsible for the same, and the harmony and good correspondence be- 
tween the nations shall not be interrupted thereby; each party engaging 
in no way to protect the offender, or sanction such violation. 

3d. If, (which, indeed, cannot be expected,) unfortunately, any of the 
articles contained in the present treaty shall be violated or infringed in any 
other way whatever, it is expressly stipulated, that neither of the con- 
tracting parties will order or authorize any acts of reprisal, nor’ declare 
war against the other, on complaints of injuries or damages, until the said 
party considering itself offended, shall first have presented to the other @ 
statement of such injuries or damages, verified by competent proof, and 
demanded justice and satisfaction, and the same shall have been either re- 
fused or unreasonably delayed. 

Ath. Nothing in this treaty contained shall, however, be . construed, oF 
mer contrary to former and existing public treaties with other sovereig®s 
or slates. 
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The present treaty of peace, amity, commerce, and navigation, shall. be 
approved and ratified by the president of the United States of America, 
by and with the advice and. consent of the senate thereof, and by the 
president of the Republic of Chile, with the consent and approbation of 
the congress of the same, and the ratifications shall be exchanged inthe 
city of Washington within nine months, to be reckoned from the date of the 
signature hereof, or sooner if practicable. 

In faith whereof, we, the underwritten plenipotentiaries of the United 
States of America, and of the Republic of Chile, have signed, by virtue of 
our powers, the present treaty of peace, amity, commerce, and navigation, 
and have hereunto affixed our seals, respectively. 

Done and concluded, in triplicate, in the city of Santiago, this sixteenth 
day of the month of May, in the year of our Lord Jesus Christ one thousand 
eight hundred and thirty-two; and in the fifty-sixth year of the indepen- 
dence of the United States of America, and the twenty-third of that of the 
Republic of Chile.

An additional and explanatory convention to the treaty of peace, amity, 
commerce and navigation concluded in the city of Santiago on the 16th 


day of May, 1832, between the United States of America and the Re- 
public of Chile. 


Whereas, the time stipulated in the treaty of amity, commerce and navi- 
gation between the United States of America and the Republic of Chile, 
signed at the city of Santiago onthe 16th day of May, 1832, for the ex- 
change of ratifications in the City of Washington, has elapsed ;—and it be- 
ing the wish of both the contracting parties that the aforesaid treaty should 
be carried into effect with all the necessary solemnities, and that the neces- 
sary explanations should be mutually made to remove all subject of doubt in 
the sense of some of its articles, the undersigned plenipotentiaries, viz. John 
Hamm, a citizen of the United States of America, and their chargé d’affaires, 
on the part, and in the name of the United States of America,—and senor 
don Andros Bello, a citizen of Chile, on the part, and in the name of the 

Republic of Chile, having compared and exchanged their full powers, as 
expressed in the treaty itself, have agreed upon the following additional and - 
explanatory articles : 

rt. 1. It being stipulated by the second article of the aforesaid treaty, 
that the relations and conventions which now exist, or may hereafier exist, 
between the Republic of Chile and the Republic of Bolivia, the Federation 
of the Centre of America, the Republic of Columbia, the United States of 
Mexico, the Republic of Peru, or the United Provinces of the Rio de la Pla- 
ta, are not included in the prohibition of granting particular favours to other 
nations which may not be made common to the one or the other of the con- 
tracting powers ;—and these exceptions being founded upon the intimate con- 
nexion and identity of feelings and interests of the new American States, 
which were members of the same political body under the Spanish domi- 
nion, it is mutually understood, that these exceptions will have all the lati- 
tude which is involved in their principle ;—and that they will accordingly 
comprehend all the new nations within the ancient territory of Spanish 
America, whatever alterations may take place in their constitutions, names, 
or boundaries, so as to include the present states of Uraguay and Paraguay, 
which were formerly parts of the ancient vice-royalty of Buenos Ayres, 
those of New Granada, Venezuela, and Equador in the Republic of Colom- 
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bia, and any other states which may in future be dismembered from those 
now existing. 

Art. 2. It being agreed by the tenth article of the aforesaid treaty, 
that the citizens of the United States of America, personally or by their 
agents, shall have the right of being present at the decisions and sentences 
of the tribunals, in all cases which may concern them, and at the examina- 
tion of witnesses and declarations that may be taken in their trials ;—and as 
the strict enforcement of this article may be in opposition to the established 
forms of the present due administration of justice, it is mutually understood, 
that the Republic of Chile is only bound by the aforesaid stipulation to main- 
tain the most perfect equality in this respect between the American and Chi- 
lean citizens, the former to enjoy all the rights and benefits of the present 
or future provisions which the laws grant to the latter in their judicial tribu- 
nals, but no special favours or privileges. 

Art. 3. It being agreed by the twenty-ninth artiéle of the aforesaid 
treaty, that deserters from the public and private vessels of either party are 
to be restored thereto by the respective consuls—and whereas, it is declared 
by the article one hundred and thirty-two of the present constitution of Chile 
that “ there are no slaves in Chile,” and that, “ slaves touching the territory 
of the Republic are free”—it is likewise mutually understood, that the afore- 
said stipulation shall not comprehend slaves serving under any denomination 
on board the public or private ships of the United States of America. 

Art. 4. It is further agreed, that the ratifications of the aforesaid 
treaty of peace, amity, commerce and navigation, and of the present addi- 
tional and explanatory convention, shall be exchanged in the City of Wash- 
ington within the term of eight months, to be counted from the date of the 
present convention. 

This additional and explanatory convention, upon its being duly ratified 
by the president of the United States of America, by and with the advice 
and consent of the senate thereof, and by the president of the Republic of 
Chile, with the consent and approbation of, the congress of the same, and 
the respective ratifications mutually exchanged, shall be added to, and make 
a part of, the treaty of peace, amity, commerce and navigation, between the 
United States of America and the Republic of Chile, signed on the said 16th 
day of May, 1832, having the same force and effect as if it had been inserted 
word for word in the aforesaid treaty. 

In faith whereof we, the undersigned plenipotentiaries of the United States 
of America and the Republic of Chile, have signed, by virtue of our powers, 
the aforesaid additional and explanatory convention, and have caused to be 
affixed our hands and seals, respectively. 

Done in the city of Santiago this 1st day of September, 1833; and in the 
58th year of the Independence of the United States of America, and the 
24th of the Republic of Chile.

Now, therefore, be it known, that I, AnprEw Jackson, President of

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be observed and fulfilled with good faith by the United States and the citi- 
zens thereof. 


In witness whereof, I have hereunto set my hand, and caused the seal of 
the United States to be affixed.

BY THE PRESIDENT OF THE UNITED STATES OF AMERICA, 
A PROCLAMATION. 


Whereas, a treaty of amity and commerce between the government of the 
United States of America and his majesty Seyed Syeed Bin, sultan of Mus- 
cat, and his dependencies, was concluded and signed at the city of Muscat, 
in the kingdom of Aman, on the twenty-first day of September, in the year 
of our Lord one thousand eight hundred and thirty-three; which treaty is 
word for word as follows: 


Atreaty of amity and commerce between the United States of America 
and his majesty Seyed Syeed Bin, sultan of Muscat, and his depen- 
dencies : 


‘rt.1. There shall be a perpetual peace between the United States 
of America and Seyed Syeed Bin, sultan, and his dependencies. 

Art. 2. The citizens of the United States shall have free liberty to 
enter all the ports of his majesty Seyed Syeed Bin, sultan, with their car- 
goes, of whatever kind the said cargoes may consist; and they shall have 
liberty to sell the same to any of the subjects of the sultan, or others who 
may wish to buy the same, or to barter the same for any produce or manu- 
factures of the kingdom, or other articles that may be found there. No price 
shall be fixed by the sultan, or his officers, on the articles to be sold by the 
merchants of the United States, or the merchandise they may wish to pur-

chase; but the trade shall be free on’ both:sides to sell or buy, or exchange, 
on the terms and for the prices the owners may think fit: and whenever the 
said citizens of the United States may think fit to depart, they shall be at 
liberty so to do; and if any officer of the sultan shall contravene this article, 
he shall be severely punished. It is understood and agreed, however, that 
the articles of muskets, powder, .and ball can only be sold. to the govern.

If any vessel of the United States shall suffer shipwreck on 
any part of the sultan’s dominions, the persons escaping from the wreck 
shall be taken care of and hospitably entertained, at the expense of the sul- 
tan, until they shall find an opportunity to be returned to their country, (for 
the sultan can never receive any remuneration whatever for rendering suc- 
cour to the distressed ;) and the property saved from such wreck shall be 
carefully preserved and delivered to the owner, or the consul of the United 
States, or any authorized agent. 

Art. 6. The citizens of the United States resorting to the ports of the 
sultan for the purpose of trade shall have leave to land and reside in the said 
ports without paying any tax or imposition whatever for such liberty, other 
than the general duties on imports which the most favoured nation shall

. Art. 7. If any citizens of the United States, or their vessels, or othet 

property, shall be taken by pirates and brought within the dominions of the 
sultan, the persons shall be set at liberty, and the property restored to the 
owner, if he is present, or to the American consul, or to any authorized 
agent. 

x Art. 8. _Vessels belonging to the subjects of the sultan, which may 
resort to any port in the United States, shall pay no other: or higher rate of 
duties or other charges than the nation the most favoured shall pay. 

Art. 9. The president of the United States may appoint consuls t0 
reside in the ports of the sultan where the principal commerce shall be car 
ried on, which consuls shall be the exclusive judges of all disputes or suils 
wherein American citizens shall be engaged with each other. _ They shall 
have power to receive the property of any American citizen dying within the 
kingdom, and to send the same to his heirs, first paying all his debts due 
the subjects of the sultan. ‘The said consuls shall not be arrested, nor shill 
their property be seized, nor shall any of their household be arrested, but 
their persons and property, and their houses, shall be inviolate. Should any 
consul, however, commit any offence against the laws of the kingdom, com 
plaint shall be made to the president, who will immediately displace him.

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BY THE PRESIDENT OF THE UNITED STATES OF AMERICA. 
A, PROCLAMATION. 


Whereas a treaty of amity and commerce between the United States of 
America, and his majesty the king of Siam, was concluded and signed at 
the city of Sia-Yut'hia, (commonly called Bankok,) on the twentieth day of 
March, in the year of our Lord one thousand eight hundred and thirty-three, 
which treaty is, word for word, as follows: 


Treaty of amity and commerce between his majesty the magnificent king of Siam, 
and the United States of America. 


His majesty the sovereign and magnificent king, in the city of Sia- 
Yut’hia, has appointed the Chau Phaya-Phra-klang, one of the first minis- 
ters of state, to treat with Edmund Roberts, minister of the United States of 
America, who has been sent: by the government thereof, on its behalf, to 
form a treaty of sincere friendship and entire good faith between the two na- 
tions. For this purpose, the Siamese and the citizens of the United States 
of America shall, with sincerity, hold: commercial intercourse in the ports 
oftheir respective nations as long as heaven and earth shall endure. 

This treaty is concluded on Wednesday, the last of the fourth month of 
the year 1194, called Pi-maréng-chat-tavas6k, (or the year of the Dragon,) 
corresponding to the twentieth day of March, in the year of our Lord 1833. 
One original is written in Siamese, the other in English ; but as the Siamese 
are ignorant of English, and the Americans of Siamese, a Portuguese anda 
Chinese translation are annexed, to serve as testimony to the contents of the 
treaty. The writing is of the same tenor and date in all the languages afore- 
said: It is signed, on the one part, with the name of the Chau P’haya P’hra- 
klang, and sealed with the seal of the lotus flower, of glass; on the other 
part, it is signed with the name of Edmund Roberts, and sealed with a seal 
containing an eagle and’stars. 

One copy will be kept in Siam, and another will be taken by Edmund 
Roberts to the United States. If the government of the United States shall 
ratify the said treaty, and attach the seal of the government, then Siam will 
also ratify it on its part, and attach the seal of its government. 

Art. 1. There shall be a perpetual peace between the United States of 
America and the magnificent king of Siam. 

Art.2. The citizens of the United States shall have free liberty to enter 
all the ports of the kingdom of Siam, with their cargoes, of whatever kind 
the said cargoes may consist; and they shall have liberty to sell the same 10 
any of the subjects of the king, or others who may wish to purchase the 
same, or to barter the same for any produce or manufacture of the kingdom, 
or other articles that may be found there. No price shall be fixed by the 
officers of the. king on the articles to be sold by the merchants of the United 
States, or the merchandise they may wish to buy, but the trade shall be free 
on both sides, to sell, or buy, or exchange, on the terms and for the prices 
the owners may think fit. Whenever the said citizens of the United States 
shall be ready to depart, they shall be at liberty so to do, and the proper offi- 
cers shall furnish them with passports: Provided always, There be no legal 
impediment to the contrary. Nothing contained in this article shall be 0 
derstood as granting permission to import and sell munitions of war to aly 
person excepting to the king; who, if he does not require, will not be bound 
to purchase them ; neither is permission granted to import opium, which 1s 
contraband; or to export rice, which cannot be embarked as an article 0! 
commerce. . These only are prohibited. 
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“art. 3. Vessels of the United States entering any port within his ma- 
jesty’s dominions, and selling or purchasing cargoes’ of merchandise, shall 
pay, in lieu of import and export duties, tonnage, license to willc, or any 
other charge whatever, a measurement duty only; \as follows: The measure- 
ment shall be made from side) to side, in the middle of: the vessel’s length; 
and, if a single decked vessel, on such single deck: if otherwise, on the lower 
deck. On every vessel selling merchandise, the sum of one thousand seven 
hundred ticals, or bats, shall be paid for every Siamese fathom in breadth, 
so measured; the said fathom being computed to contain seventy-eight En- 
glish or American inches, corresponding to ninety-six Siamese inches; but 
if the said vessel should come without merchandise, and purchase a cargo 
with specie only, she shall then pay the sum of fifteen hundred ticals, or 
bats, for each and every fathom before described. Furthermore, neither the 
aforesaid measurement duty, nor any other charge whatever, shall be paid 
by any vessel of the United States that enters a Siamese port for the purpose 
of refitting, or for refreshments, or to. inquire the state of the market. 

Art. 4. If hereafter the duties payable by foreign vessels be diminish- 
ed in favour of any other nation, the same diminution shall be made in fa 
vour of the vessels of the United States. 

Art. 5. If any vessel of the United States shall suffer shipwreck on 
any part of the magnificent king’s dominions, the persons escaping from the 
wreck shall be taken care of and hospitably entertained at the expense of the 
king, until they shall find an opportunity to be returned to their country; 
and the property saved from such wreck shall be carefully preserved and 
restored to its owners; and the United States will repay all expenses incurred 
by his majesty on account of such wreck. 

Art. 6. If any citizen of the United States, coming to Siam for the 
purpose of trade, shall contract debts to any individual of Siam, or if any in- 
dividual of Siam shall contract debts to any citizen of the United States, the 
debtor shall be obliged to bring forward and sell all his goods to pay his 
debts therewith. When the product of such bona jide sale shall not suffice, 
he shall no longer be liable for the remainder, nor shall the creditor be able 
to retain him as a slave, imprison, flog, or otherwise punish him, to compel 
the payment of any balance remaining due, but shall leave him at perfect 
liberty. 

Art. 7. Merchants of the United States coming to trade in the king- 
dom of Siam, and wishing to rent houses therein, shall rent the king’s facto- 
ties, and pay the customary rent of the country. If the said merchants 
bring their goods on shore; the king’s officers shall take account thereof, but 
shall not levy any duty thereupon. 

Art. 8. If any citizen of the United States, or their vessels, or other 
property, shall be taken by pirates and brought within the dominions of the 
magnificent king, the persons shall be set at liberty, and the property re- 
stored to its owners. 

Art. 9. Merchants of the United States trading in the kingdom of Siam 
shall respect and follow the laws and customs of the country in all points. 

Art. 10. If hereafter any foreign nation other than the Portuguese 
shall request and obtain his majesty’s consent to the appointment of consuls 
to reside in Siam, the United States shall be at liberty to appoint consuls to 
reside in Siam, equally with such ‘other foreign nation. 

Whereas the undersigned, Edmund Roberts, a citizen of Portsmouth, in 
the State of New Hampshire, in-the United States of America, being duly 
appointed an envoy, by letters patent, under the signature of the presidentand 
seal of the United States of America, bearing date at the city of Washington, 
the twenty-sixth day of January, A. D., 1882, for negotiating and concluding

A PROCLAMATION. 


Whereas, a treaty of peace, friendship, navigation and commerce, between 
the United States of America and the Republic of Venezuela, was concluded 
and signed at Caracas, on the twentieth day of January, in the year of our 
Lord one thousand eight hundred and thirty-six, which treaty is word for 


word as follows: 


Treaty of Peace, Friendship, Navigation 
and Commerce, between the United 
States of America and the Republic 
of Venezuela, 

The United States of America and 
the Republic of Venezuela, desiring 
to make lasting and firm the friend- 
ship and good understanding which 
happily prevails between both na- 
tions, have resolved to fix, in a man- 
ner clear, distinct, and positive, the 
rules which shall, in future, be reli- 
giously observed between the one and 
the other, by, means of a treaty of 
friendship, commerce, and navigation. 
For this, most desirable object, the 
president of the United States of 
America has conferred full powers on 
John G. A. Williamson, a citizen of 
the said states, and.their charge d’ 
affaires to the said Republic, and the 
president of the Republic of Venezuela 
on Santos Michelena, a citizen of the 
said Republic, who, after having ex-

The United States of 
America, and the Republic of Vene- 
zuela, desiring to live in peace and 
harmony with all the other nations 
of the earth, by means of a policy 
frank and equally friendly with all, 
engage, mutually, not to grant any 
particular favour to other nations, in 
respect of commerce and navigation, 
which shall not immediately become 
common to the other party, who shall 
enjoy the same freely, if the conces- 
sion was freely made, or on allowing 
the same compensation, if the conces- 
sion was conditional. 

rt. 3. The two high contract- 
ing parties, being likewise desirous of 
placing the commerce and navigation 
of their respective countries on the 
liberal basis of perfect equality and 
reciprocity, mutually agree that the 
citizens of each may frequent all the 
coasts and countries of the other, and 
reside and trade there, in all kinds of 
produce, manufactures, and merchan- 
dise, and they shall enjoy all the 
rights, privileges and exemptions, in 
navigation and commerce, which na- 
tive citizens do or shall enjoy, sub- 
mitting themselves to the laws, de- 
crees, and usages, there established, 
to which native citizens are subjected.

Y los mismos derechos, premios 6 
descuentos se concederan y cobraran, 
sea que la esportacion 6 re-esporta- 
cion se haga en los buques de la Re- 
publica de Venezuela 6 en los de los 
Estados Unidos. 

Art. 5. Para cabal inteligencia del 
articulo precedente, y en considera- 
cion al estado de la marina comercial 
de la Republica de Venezuela, se ha 
estipulado y convenido que todo buque 
perteneciente esclusivamente 4 ciu- 
dadano 6 ciudadanos de dicha Re- 
publica, y cuyo capitan sea tambien 
ciudadano de ella, aunque su construc- 
cion y tripulacion sean estrangeras, 
sera considerado para todos los efec- 
tos de este tratado, como buque Vene- 
zolano. 

Art. 6. No se impondran otros 6 
mas altos derechos 4 la importacion 
en la Republica de Venezuela de cual- 
quier articulo, produccion 6 manu- 
factura de los Estados Unidos, ni se 
impondran otros 6 mas altros dere- 
chos @ la importacion de cualquier 
articulo, produccion 6 manufactura 
de la Republica de Venezuela, en los 
Estados Unidos, que los que se paguen 
© pagaren por iguales articulos, pro- 
duccion 6 manufactura de cualquier 
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country ; nor. shall any higher, or 
other duties, or charges, be imposed 
in either of the two countries, on the 
exportation of any articles to the 
United States, or to the Republic 
of Venezuela, respectively, than such 
as are payable on the exporta- 
tion of the like articles to any other 
foreign country: nor shall any pro- 
hibition .be imposed on the expor- 
tation or importation of any articles, 
the produce or manufactures of the 
United States, or of the Republic 
of Venezuela, to or from the ter- 
ritories of the United States; or to or 
from the territories of the Republic 
of Venezuela, which shall not equal- 
ly extend to all other nations. 

/Irt. 7. It is likewise agreed 
that it shall be wholly free for all mer- 
chants, commanders of ships, and 
other citizens, of both countries, to 
manage, themselves, their own busi- 
ness, in all the ports and places sub- 
ject to the jurisdiction of each other, 
as well with respect to the consign- 
ment and sale of their goods and mer- 
chandise, by wholesale or retail, as 
with respect to the loading, unloading 
and sending off, their ships; they 
being, in all these cases, to be treated 
as citizens of the country in which 
they reside, or at least to be placed 
on a footing with the subjects or citi- 
zens of the most favoured nation. 

Art. 8. The citizens of nei- 
ther of the contracting parties shall be 
liable to any embargo, nor be detained 
with their vessels, cargoes, merchan- 
dise, or efiects, for any military ex- 
pedition, nor for any public or private 
purpose whatever, without allowing 
to those interested a sufficient indem- 
nification. 

Art. 9. Whenever the citizens 
of either of the contracting parties shall 
be forced to seek refuge or asylum in 
the rivers, bays, ports, or dominions, 
of the other, with their vessels, 
whether merchant or of war, public 
or private, through stress of weather, 
pursuit of pirates, or enemies, they 
shall be received and treated with 
humanity, giviry to them all favour 
and protection for repairing their 
ships, procuring provisions, and plac- 
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pais estrangero; ni se impondrin 
otros 6 mas altos derechos 6 impues- 
tos en cualquiera de los dos paises, 4 
la esportacion de cualesquiera articu- 
los para la Republica de Venezuela, 
6 para los Estados Unidos respectiva- 
mente, que los que se paguen 6 pa- 
garen 4 la esportacion deiguales articu: 
los para cualquier otro pais estrangero; 
nise prohibir la importacion 6 esporta- 
cion en los territorios 6 de los terri- 
torios de la Republica de Venezuela 
y de los Estados Unidos, de cuales 
quiera. articulos, produccion 6 manu- 
factura de la una 6 de la otra, 4 menos 
que esta prohibicion sea igualmente 
estensiva 4 todas las otras naciones. 

“rt. 7. Se: conviene ademas, que 
sera enteramente libre y permitido @ 
los. comerciantes, comandantes de 
buques, y otros ciudadanos de ambos 
paises, el manejar sus negocios por si 
mismos, en todos los puertos y lugares 
sujetos 4 la jurisdiccion de uno & otro, 
asi respecto de las consignaciones y 
ventas por mayor y menor de sus 
efectos y mercaderias, como de la 
carga y descarga y despacho de sus 
buques, debiendo en todos estos casos; 
ser. tratados como ciudadanos del pais 
en que residan, 6 al menos_puestos 
sobre un pié igual con los subditos 6 
ciudadanos de las naciones mas fa- 
yorecidas. 


Art. 8. Los ciudadanos de una t 
otra parte no podran ser embargados 
ni detenidos con sus embarcaciones, 
tripulaciones, mercaderias y efectos 
comerciales, de su_pertenencia, para 
alguna expedicion militar, usos publi- 
cos 6 particulares, cualesquiera que 
sean, sin conceder 4 los interesados 
una suficiente indemnizacion. 

Art. 9. Siempre que los ciudadanos 
de alguna de las partes contratantes 
se vieren precisado buscar -refugio 
6 asilo en los rios, bahias, puertos 
dominios de Ia otra con sus buques, 
ya sean mercantes 6 de guerra, pub- 
licos 6 particulares, por mal tiempo, 
persecucion de piratas 6 enemigos:

Art. 10. All the ships, mer- 
chandise, and effects, belonging to the 
citizens of one of the contracting 
parties, which may be captured by 
pirates, whether within the limits of its 
jurisdiction or on the high seas, and 
may be carried or found in the rivers, 
roads, bays, ports, or dominions, of 
the other, shall be delivered up to the 
owners, they proving, in due and 
proper form, their rights, before the 
competent tribunals; it being well 
understood that the claim should be 
made within the term of one year by 
the parties themselves, their attor- 
neys, or agents of their respective go- 
vernments. 


Art. 11. When any vessel be- 


longing to the citizens of either of the 
contracting parties shall be wrecked, 
foundered, or shall suffer any damage 
on the coasts, or within the dominions 
of the other, there shall be given to 
them all assistance and protection, in 


the same manner which is usual and 
customary with the vessels of the na- 
tion where the damage happens, per- 
mitting them to unload the said vessel, 
if necessary, of its merchandise and 
effects; without exacting for it any 
duty, impost, or contribution what- 
ever, until they may be exported, un- 
less they be destined for consump- 
tion. 

Art. 12. The citizens of each 
of the contracting parties shall have 
power to. dispose of their personal 
goods within the jurisdiction of the 
other, by sale, donation, testament, 
or otherwise, and their representa- 
tives, being citizens of the other party, 
shall succeed to their said personal 
goods, whether by testament or ab 
intestato, and they may take posses- 
sion thereof, either by themselves or 
others acting for them, and dispose of 
the same at their will, paying such 
dues only as the inhabitants of the 
country, wherein said goods are, shall 
be subject to pay in like cases: And 
if, in the case of real estate, the said 
heirs would be prevented from enter- 
ing into the possession of the inherit-

Art, 10. Todos los buques, mer-

Art. 13. Both the contracting 
parties promise and engage formally 
to give their special protection to the 
persons and property. of the citizens 
of each other, of all occupations, who 
may be in the territories, subject to 
the jurisdiction of the one or the other, 
transient or dwelling therein, leaving 
open and free to them, the tribunals 
of justice for, their judicial. recourse, 
on the same terms which are usual 
and customary with the natives or 
citizens of the country in which they 
may be; for which they may employ, 
in defence of their rights, such adyo- 
cates, solicitors, notaries, agents, and 
factors, as they may judge proper, in 
all their trials at law; and such citi- 
zens or agents shall have free oppor- 
tunity to be present at the decisions 
and sentences of the tribunals, in all 
cases which may concern them, and 
likewise at the taking of all examina- 
tions and evidence which may be ex- 
hibited on the said trials. 


Art. 14. The citizens of the 
United States residing in the territo- 
ries of the Republic of Venezuela, 
shall enjoy the most perfect and en- 
tire security of conscience, without 
being annoyed, prevented or disturb- 
ed on account of their religious belief. 
Neither shall they be annoyed, mo- 
lested or disturbed in the proper ex- 
ercise of their religion in private 
houses, or in the chapels or places of 
worship appointed for that purpose, 
with the decorum due to divine wor- 
ship, and with due respect to the laws, 
usages, and customs of the country. 
Liberty shal] also be granted to bury 
the citizens of the United States who 
may die in the territories of the Re- 
public of Venezuela, in convenient and 
adequate places, to be appointed and 
established. by themselves, for. that 
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pedidos de entrar en la posesion de la 
herencia por razon de su earacter de 
estrangeros, se les, dara el termino de 
tres, alos para disponer de ella como 
juzguen conyeniente, y para estraer 
su producto sin molestia, ni otros im- 
puestos que los establecidos por las 
leyes del pais. 

Art,.13. Ambas, partes. contra- 
tantes se comprometen y_ obligan 
formalmente a-dar su proteccion espe- 
cial a las personas y propiedades de 
los .ciududanos de cada una reciproca- 
mente, transeuntes 6 habitantes, de 
todas ocupaciones, en los territorios 
sujetos a la jurisdiccion de una y otra,

purpose, with the knowledge of the 
local authorities, or in such other 
places of sepulture as may be chosen 
by the friends of the deceased; nor 
shall the funerals or sepulchres of 
the dead be disturbed, in any wise, 
nor upon any account. In like man- 
ner, the citizens of Venezuela shall 
enjoy within the government’ and 
territories of the United States, a 
perfect and unrestrained liberty’ of 
conscience and of exercising their re- 
ligion publicly or privately, within 
their own dwelling-houses, or in the 
chapels and places of worship ap- 
pointed for that purpose, agreeably to 
the laws, usages, and customs of the 
United States. 

Art. 15. Tt shall be lawfal for 
the citizens of the United States of 
America and of the Republic -of 
Venezuela to sail with their ships, 
with all manner of liberty and se- 
curity, no distinction being made who 
are the proprietors of the merchan- 
dise laden thereon, from any port, 
to the places of those who now are or 
hereafter shall be at enmity with 
either of the contracting parties. It 
shall likewise be lawful for the citi- 
zens aforesaid to sail with their ships 
and merchandise before mentioned, 
and to trade with the same liberty 
and security from the places, ports, 
and havens, of those who are ene- 
mies of both or either party, without 
any opposition or disturbance what- 
soever, not only directly from the 
places of the enemy, before mention- 
ed, to neutral places, but also from 
one place belonging to an enemy to 
another place belonging to an enemy, 
whether they be under the jurisdic- 
tion of one power or under several. 
And it is hereby stipulated, that free 
ships shall also give freedom to goods, 
and that every thing shall be deem- 
ed free and exempt, which shall be 
found on board the ships belonging to 
the citizens of either of the contract- 
ing parties, although the whole lading, 
or any part thereof, should appertain 
to the enemies of either, contraband 
goods being always excepted. It is 
also agreed, in like manner, that.the 
same liberty shall be extended to per-

this effect, that although they may be 
enemies to both or either party, they 
are not to be taken out of that free ship, 
unless they are officers or soldiers, 
and in the actual service of the ene- 
mies: Provided, however, and it is 
hereby agreed, that the stipulations in 
this article contained, declaring that 
the flag shall cover the property, 
shall be understood as applying to 
those powers only who recognise this 
principle: but if either of the two 
contracting parties shall be at war 
with a third, and the other neutral, 
the flag of the neutral shall cover the 
property of the enemies whose gov- 
ernments acknowledge this principle, 
and not of others. 


Art. 16. It is likewise agreed, 
that, in the case where the neutral flag 
of one of the contracting parties shall 
protect the property of the enemies of 
the other, by virtue of the above stipu- 
lations, it shall always be understood 
that the neutral property found on 
board such enemy’s vessels shall be 
held and considered as enemy’s pro- 
perty, and as such shall be liable to 
detention and confiscation, except such 
property as was put on board such 
vessel before the declaration of war, 
or even afterwards, if it were done 
without the knowledge of it; but the 
contracting parties agree, that two 
months having elapsed after the decla- 
ration, théir citizens shall not plead 
ignorance thereof. On the contrary, 
if the flag of the neutral does not pro- 
tect the enemy’s property, in that case 
the goods and merchandise of the 
neutral, embarked in such enemy’s 
ship, shall be free. 


Art. 17. This liberty of navi- 
gation and commerce shall extend to 
all kinds of merchandise, excepting 
those only which are distinguished by 
the name of contraband, and under 
this name of contraband or prohibited 
goods, shall be comprehended— 

1st. Cannons, mortars, howitzers, 
swivels, blunderbusses, muskets, fu- 
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encuentren 4 bordo.de buques libres, 
con el fin de que aunque dichas perso.

Se conviene igualmente 
que en caso de que la bandera neu- 
tral de una de las partes contratantes, 
proteja las propiedades de los enemi- 
gos de la otra, en virtud de lo estipu- 
lado arriba, debera siempre enten- 
derse, que las propiedades neutrales 
encontradas 4 bordo de tales buques 
enemigos, han de tenerse y consid- 
errse & como propiedades enemi 
gas, y como tales estaran sujetas a 
detencion y confiscacion ; esceptuan- 
do solamente aquellas propiedades 
que hubiesen sido puestas 4 bordo de 
tales buques antes de la declaracion 
de la gnerra, y aun despues, si hi 
biesen sido embareadas en dichos bu- 
ques sin tener noticia de la guerra:

Art. 17. Esta libertad de naveg® 
cion y comercio se estendera 4 todo 
genero de mercaderias, esceptuandd 
aquellas solamente que se distinguet 
con el nombre de contrabando; ¥ 
bajo este nombre de contrabando ° 
efectos prohibidos, se comprenderal: 

1. Caiiones, morteros, obuces; pe 
dreros, trabucos, mosquetes, fusiless 
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zees, rifles, \carbines, pistols, pikes, 
swords, sabres, lances, , spears, hal- 
berds, and granades, bombs, powder, 
matches, balls, and all other things 
belonging to the use of these arms. 


2dly. Bucklers, helmets, breast- 
plates, coats of mail, infantry. belts, 
and clothes made up in the form and 
for a military use. 

3dly. Cavalry belts, and. horses 
with their furniture. 

Athly. And generally, all kinds, of 
arms and instruments of iron, steel, 
brass, and copper, or of any other 
materials, manufactured, prepared, 
and formed expressly to make war 
by sea or land. 

Art. 18. All other -merchan- 
dises and things not comprehended in 
the articles of contraband explicitly 
enumerated and classified as above, 
shall be held and considered as free, 
and subjects of free and lawful com- 
merce, so that they may be carried and 
transported in the freest manner by 
the citizens of both the contracting 
parties, even to places belonging to 
an enemy, excepting, only, those 
places which are, at that time, be- 
sieged or blockaded; and, to avoid 
all doubt in this. particular, it is de- 
clared that those places only, are 
besieged or blockaded which are ac- 
tually attacked, by a belligerent force 
capable of preventing the entry of the 
neutral. 


Art. 19. The articles of con- 
traband, before enumerated and classi- 
fied, which may be found in a vessel 
bound for,an enemy’s port, shall be 
subject to detention and confiscation, 
leaving free the rest of the cargo and 
the ship, that the owners may dispose 
of them as they see proper. No ves- 
selof either of the two nations shall 
be detained on the high seas on ac- 
count of having on board articles of 
contraband, whenever . the master, 
captain, or supereargo; of said vessel 
will deliver up the articles of contra- 
band to the captor, unless the quan- 
tity of such articles be so great or 
of so large a bulk that they cannot 
be received on board the capturing 
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rifles; carabinas, pistolas, picas, es- 
padas; sables, | lanzas, chuzos, ala- 
bardasy granadas, bombas, pdlyo- 
ra, mechas, balas,; con las demas 
cosas correspondientes al uso, de es- 
tas armas. 

2. Escudos, carquetes, corazas, 
cotas de malla, fornituras, y vestidos 
hechos en forma y 4 usanza militar.

Art. 18. Todas las demas merca- 
derias y efectos no, comprendidos en 
los articulos de contrabando esplicita- 
mente enumerados. y clasificados en 
el articulo anterior, seran tenidos y 
reputados por libres, y de licito y libre 
comercio, de modo, que ellos puedan 
ser transportados y, Ilevados, de la 
manera mas libre por los ciudadanos

A PROCLAMATION. 
BY THE PRESIDENT OF THE UNITED STATES OF AMERICA, 
Whereas, a treaty of peace and friendship between the United States of 
America and the emperor of Morocco was concluded and signed at Mec. 


eanez on the sixteenth day of September, Anno Domini eighteen hundred 
and thirty-six, which treaty is, word for word, as follows :

This is the copy of the treaty of peace which we have made with the Ame- 
ricans and written in this book; affixing thereto our blessed seal, that, with 
the help of God, it may remain firm for ever. 

Written at Meccanez, the city of Olives, on the third day of the month 
Jumad el lahhar, in the year of the Hegira 1252. (Corresponding to Sept. 
16, A. D. 1836.) 

“rt. 1. We declare that both parties have agreed that this treaty, con- 
sisting of twenty-five articles, shall be inserted in this book, and be delivered 
to James R. Leib, agent of the United States, and now their resident const 
at Tangier, with whose approbation it has been made, and whe is duly at 
thorized on their part, to treat with us, concerning all the matters contained 
therein. 

rt. 2. If either of the parties shall be at war with any nation what- 
ever the other shall not take a commission from the enemy, nor fight under 
their colours. 

rt. 3. If either of the parties shall be at war with any nation what: 
ever, and take a prize belonging to that nation, and there shall be found on 
board subjects or effects belonging to either of the parties, the subjects shall 
be set at liberty, and the effects returned to the owners. And if any goods, 
belonging to any nation, with whom either of the parties shall be at wah 
shall be loaded on vessels belonging to the other party, they shall pass fre 
and unmolested, without any attempt being made to take or detain them. 

“4rt. 4. A signal, or pass, shall be given to all vessels belonging 
both parties, by which they are to be known when they meet at sea; and if 
the commander of a ship of war of either party shall have other ships undet 
his convoy, the declaration of the commander shall alone ‘be sufficient to ¢% 
empt any of them from examination. 

Art. 5. If either of the parties shall be at war, and shall meet a ves 
sel at sea belonging to the other, it is agreed, that if an examination is to be 
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made, it shall be done by sending a boat with two or three men only: and if 
any gun shall be fired, and injury done, without reason, the offending party 
shall make good all damages. ; 

Art. 6. If any Moor shall bring citizens of the United States, or their 
effects, to his majesty, the citizens shall immediately be set at liberty, and the 
effects restored ; and, in like manner, if any Moor, not a subject of these do- 
minions, shall make prize of any. of the citizens of America or their effects, 
and bring them into any of the ports of his majesty, they shall be immedi- 
ately released, as they will then: be considered as under his majesty’s pro- 
tection. 

Art. 7. If any vessel of either party, shall put into a port of the other, 
and have occasion for provisions or other supplies, they shall be furnished 
without any interruption or molestation. 

Art. 8. If any vessel of the United States shall meet with a disaster at 
sea, and put into one of our ports to repair, she shall be at liberty to land 
and reload her cargo, without paying any duty whatever. 

Art. 9. If any vessel of the United States shall be cast on shore on 
any part of our coasts, she shall remain at the disposition of the owners, and 
no one shall attempt going near her without their approbation, as she is then 
considered particularly under our protection ; and if any vessel of the United 
States shall be forced to put into our ports by stress of weather, or otherwise, 
she shall not be compelled to land her cargo, but shall remain in tranquillity 
until the commander shall think proper to proceed on. his voyage. 

Art. 10. If any vessel of either of the parties shall have an engage- 
ment with any vessel belonging to any of the Christian powers, within gun- 
shot of the forts of the other, the vessel so engaged, shall be defended and 
protected as much as possible, until she is in safety: and if any American 
vessel shall be cast on shore, on the coast of Wadnoon, or any coast there- 
about, the people belonging to her, shall be protected and assisted, until by 
the help of God, they shall be sent to their country. 

Art. 11. If we shall be at war with any Christian power, and any of 
our vessels sails from the ports of the United States, no vessel belonging to 
the enemy shall follow, until twenty-four hours after the departure of our 
vessels: and the same regulation shall be observed towards the American 
vessels sailing from our ports, be their enemies Moors or Christians. 

Art. 12. If any ship of war belonging to the United States, shall put 
into any of our ports, she shall not be examined on) any pretence whatever, 
even though she should have fugitive slaves on board, nor shall the governor 
or commander of the place compel them to be brought on shore on any pre- 
text, nor require any payment for them. 

Art. 13. If a ship of war of cither party shall put into.a port of the 
other, and salute, it shall be returned from the fort with an equal number of 
guns, not more or less. 

Art. 14. The commerce with the United States shall be on the same 
footing as is the commerce with Spain, or as that with the most fayoured 
nation for the time being; and their citizens shall be respected and esteemed, 
and have full liberty to pass and repass our country and seaports whenever 
they please, without interruption. 

Art. 15. Merchants of both countries shall employ only such interpre- 
ters, and such other persons to assist them in their business, as they shall 
think proper. No commander of a vessel shall transport his cargo on board 
another vessel; he shall not be detained in port longer than he may think 
proper ; and all persons employed in loading or unloading. goods, or in any 
other labour whatever, shall be paid at the customary rates, not more and 
not less. 

Art. 16. In case of a war between the parties, the prisoners are not to 
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be made slaves, but :toybe exchanged one: for another, captain for captain, 
officer for officer, and one private man for another; and if there shall prove 
a deficiency on either side, it shall be made up by the payment of one hun. 
dred Mexican dollars’ for each person wanting. And it is agreed, that all 
prisoners shall be exchanged in twelve months from the time of their being 
taken, and that this exchange may be effected by a merchant, or any other 
person, authorized by either of the parties. 

Art. 17.’ Merchants shall not be compelled to buy or: sell any kind of 
goods but such as they shall think proper: and may buy and sell all sorts of 
merchandise but such as are prohibited to the other Christian nations. 

Art. 18. All goods shall be weighed and examined before they are 
sent on board; and to avoid all detention of vessels, no ‘examination shall 
afterwards be made, unless it shall.first be proved that contraband goods 
have been sent on’ board; in which case, the persons who took the contra. 
band goods on board, shall be punished according to the usage and custom 
of the country, and no other person whatever shall be. injured, nor shall the 
ship or cargo incur any penalty or damage whatever. 

Art. 19. No vessel shall be detained in port on any pretence what- 
ever, nor be obliged to take on board any article without the consent of the 
commander, who shall be at full liberty to agree for the freight of any goods 
he takes on beard. 

Art. 20. If any of the citizens of the United States, or any persons 
under their protection, shall have any dispute with each other, the consil 
shall decide between the parties ; and whenever the consul shall require any 
aid, or assistance from our government, to’ enforce his decisions, it shall le 
immediately granted to. him. 

Art. 21. Ifa citizen of the United States should kill or wound a Moor, 
or, on the contrary, if a Moor shall kill or wound a citizen of the United 
States, the law of the country shall take place, and equal justice: shall te 
rendered, the consul assisting at the trial; and if any delinquent shall make 
his escape, the consul shall not be answerable for him in any manner what- 
ever. 
Art. 22. If an American citizen shall die in our country, and no will 
shall appear, the consul shall take possession of his effects ; and if there shall 
be no consul, thé effects shall be deposited in the hands of some person wor 
thy of trust, until the party shall appear who has a right to demand them; 
but if the heir to the person deceased be present, the property shall be deli 
vered to him without interruption; and. if a will shall appear, the property 
shall descend agreeably to that will, as soon as the consul shall declare the

Art, 23...'The consuls of the United States of America shall_reside ia 
any seaport of our dominions that they shall think proper: and they shall be 
respected, and enjoy all the privileges which the consuls of any other nation 
enjoy: and if any of the citizens of the United States shall contract any debis 
or engagements, the consul shall not be in any manner accountable for them, 
unless he shall have given a promise in writing for the payment or fulfilling 
thereof; without which promise in writing, no application to him for any 
redress shall be made. 4 

Art. 24. If any differences shall arise by either party infringing 
any of the articles of this treaty; peace and harmony shall remain notwiti* 
standing, in the fullest force; until a friendly application shall be made fot 
an arrangement; and until that application sball be! rejected, no appeal sba 
be made to arms. And if a war shall break out between the parties, m0 
months shall be granted to all the subjects of both parties, to dispose of their 
effects and retire with their property.

BY THE PRESIDENT OF THE UNITED STATES OF AMERICA, 


A PROCLAMATION. 


Whereas a general convention of peace, friendship, commerce, and na! 
gation, between the United States of America and the Peru-Bolivian o™ 
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federation, was concluded and signed at Lima, on the thirtieth day of 
November, one thousand eight hundred and thirty-six ; which Conyention is 
word for word as follows:

General convention of peace, friendship, commerce, and navigation, between the 
United States of America and the Peru-Bolivian Confederation. 


The United States of America and the Peru-Bolivian Confederation, de- 
siring to make firm and permanent: the peace and friendship which happily 
subsist between them, have resolved to fix, in a clear, distinct, and positive 
manner, the rules which shall, in future, be religiously observed: between the 
one and the other, by means of a treaty, or a general convention of peace; 
friendship, commerce, and navigation. 

For this desirable purpose, the president of the United States of America 
Has conferred full powers on Samuel Larned, chargé d’affaires of the said 
States, near the government of Peru; and the supreme protector of the north 
and south Peruvian States, president of the Republic of Bolivia, encharged 
with the direction of the foreign relations of the Peru-Bolivian Confederation, 
has conferred like powers on John Garcia del Rio, minister of state in the 
department of finance of the north Peruvian State; who, after having exhi- 
bited to each other their respective full powers, found to be in due and proper 
form, and exchanged certified copies thereof, have agreed to the following 
articles, to wit: 


rt.1. There shall be a perfect, firm, and inviolable peace, and 
sincere friendship, between the United States of America and the Peri. 
Bolivian Confederation, in all the extent of their respective territories and 
possessions, and between their people and citizens, respectively, without dis- 
tinction of persons or places. 

Art. 2. The United States of America and the Peru-Bolivian Confeder- 
ation, desiring to live in peace and harmony, as well with each other as 
with all the nations of the earth, by means of a policy frank, and equally 
friendly with all, engage, mutually, not to concede any particular favour to 
other nations, in respect of commerce and navigation, which shall not imme- 
diately become common to the other party to this treaty ; who shall enjoy 
the same freely, if the concession was freely made, or on allowing the same 
compensation, if the concession was conditional. 

Art. 3. The two high contracting parties, being likewise desirous of 
placing the commerce and navigation of their respective countries on the 
liberal basis of perfect equality with the most favoured nation, mutually agree 
that the citizens of each may frequent with their vessels, all the coasts and 
countries of the other, and may reside and trade there in all kinds of pro- 
duce, manufactures, and merchandise, not prohibited to all; and shall pay 
no other or higher duties, charges or fees, whatsoever, either on their vessels 
or cargoes, than the citizens or subjects of the most favoured nation are, or 
shall be, obliged to pay on their vessels or cargoes ; atid they shall enjoy, 
respectively, all the rights, privileges, and exemptions, in navigation and 
commerce, which the citizens or subjects of the most favoured nation do or 
shall enjoy; they submitting themselves to the laws, decrees, and usages 
there established, to which such citizens or subjects are, of right, subjected. 

But it is understood that the stipulations contained in this article do not 
include the coasting trade of either of the two countries; the regulation of 
this trade being reserved by the parties, respectively, according to their own 
separate laws. 

Art. 4. It is likewise agreed, that it shall be wholly free for all mer- 
chants, commanders of ships, and other citizens of both-countries, to manage, 
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themselves, their own business in all the ports and places subject to the juris. 
diction of each other, as well with respect to the consignment and ‘sale of 
their goods and merchandise, as to the purchase of their returns, unloading, 
loading, and sending off of their vessels. The citizens of neither of the con. 
tracting parties shall be liable to any embargo, nor to be detained with their 
vessels, cargoes, merchandise, or effects, for any military expedition, nor for 
any public or private purpose whatever, without being allowed therefor a 
sufficient indemnification. Neither shall they be called upon for any forced 
loan; or occasional contributions; nor be subject to military service on land 
or sea. 

“rt.5. Whenever the citizens of either of the contracting parties 
shall be forced to seek refuge, shelter, or relief, in the rivers, bays, ports, 
and dominions of the other, with their vessels, whether of war, (public or 
private,) of trade, or employed in the fisheries, through stress of weather, 
want of water or provisions, pursuit of pirates or enemies, they shall be re. 
ceived and treated with humanity ; and all favour and protection shall. be 
given to them, in the repairing of their vessels, procuring of supplies, and 
placing of themselves in a condition to pursue their voyage, without obstacle 
or hinderance. 

lrt. 6. All ships, merchandise, and effects belonging to citizens of 
one of the contracting parties, which may be captured by pirates, whether on 
the high seas, or within the limits of its jurisdiction, and may be carried, or 
found, in the rivers, roads, bays, ports, or dominions of the other, shall be 
delivered up to the owners, they proving, in due and proper form, their rights 
before the competent tribunals; it being understood that the claim should be 
made within the term of two years, by the parties themselves, their attor 
heys, or the agents of their respective governments. 

Art. 7. Whenever any vessel belonging to the citizens of either of 
the contracting parties shall be wrecked, founder, or suffer damage, on the 
coasts, or within the dominions of the other, all assistance and protection 
shall be given to the said vessel, her crew, and the merchandise on board, 
in the same manner as is usual and customary with vessels of the: nation 
where the accident happens, in like cases; and it shall be permitted to her, 
if necessary, to unload the merchandise and effects on board, with the pro- 
per precautions to prevent their illicit introduction, without exacting, in. this 
case, any duty, impost, or contribution whatever, provided the same be et 
ported. 

Art. 8. The citizens of each of the contracting parties shall have 
power to dispose of their personal effects within the jurisdiction of the other, 
by sale, donation, testament or otherwise; and their representatives, being 
citizens of the other party, shall succeed to their said personal effects, whe 
ther by testament or ab intestato, and they may take possession theredl, 
either by themselves or by others acting for them, and dispose of the same 
at their will, paying such dues only as the inhabitants of the country 
wherein said effects are, shall be subject to pay in like eases. And if, ia 
the case of real estate, the said heirs should be prevented from entering 
into possession .of the inheritance, on account of their character of aliens, 
there shall be granted to them the term of three years in which to dispose of 
the same, as they may think proper, and to withdraw the proceeds, whi 
they may do without obstacle, and exempt from all charges, save those which 
are imposed by the laws of the country. ’ 

4rt. 9. — Both the contracting parties solemnly promise and engage 
to give their special protection to the persons and property of the citizens 
of each other, of all classes and occupations, who may be in the territories 
Subject to the jurisdiction of the one or the other, transient or dwelling 
therein, leaving open.and free to them the tribunals of justice for theit judi. 
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cial recourse, on the same terms as are usual and customary with the natives 
or citizens of the country in which they may be ; for which purpose they may 
employ, in defence of their rights, such advocates, solicitors, notaries, agents, 
and factors, as they may judge proper in all their trials at law; and such 
citizens or agents shall have free opportunity to be present at the decisions 
and sentences of the tribunals, in all cases that may concern them ; and, 
likewise, at the taking of all evidence and examinations that may be exhibit- 
ed in the said trials. 

And, to render more explicit, and make more effectual, the solemn promise 
and engagement herein before mentioned, under circumstances to ‘which one 
of the parties thereto has heretofore been exposed, it is hereby further stipu- 
lated and declared, that all the rights and privileges which are now enjoyed 
by, or may hereafter be conferred on, the citizens of one of the contracting 
parties, by or in virtue of the constitution and laws of the other, respectively, 
shall be deemed and held to belong to, and adhere in, them, until such rights 
and privileges shall have been abrogated or withdrawn by an authority con- 
stitutionally or lawfully competent thereto. 

4rt. 10. It is likewise agreed, that perfect and entire liberty of con- 
science shall be enjoyed, by the citizens of both the contracting patties in 
the countries subject to the jurisdiction of the one and the other, without their 
being liable to be disturbed or molested on account of their religious belief; 
so long as they respect the laws and established usages of the country. 

Moreover, the bodies of the citizens of one of the contracting parties who 
may die in the territories of the other, shall be buried in the usual burying 
grounds, or in other decent and suitable places, and shall be protected from 
violation or disturbance. 

Art. 11. It shall be lawful for the citizens of the United States of Ames 
rica, and of the Peru-Bolivian Confederation, to sail with their ships, with 
all manner of liberty and security, no distinction being to be made who are 
the proprietors of the merchandise laden therein, from any port or places 
whatever, to the ports and places of those who are now, or hereafter shall be, 
at enmity with either of the contracting parties. It shall likewise be lawful 
for the citizens aforesaid, to sail with the ships and merchandises before 
mentioned, and to trade, with the same liberty and security, from the places, 
ports, and havens of those who are enemies of both, or of either party, with- 
out any opposition or disturbance whatsoever; not only directly from the 
places of the enemy before mentioned, to neutral places, but also from one 
place belonging to‘an enemy to another place belonging to an enemy, whether 
they be under the jurisdiction of one power, or under that of several. “And 
it is hereby stipulated, that free ships shall give freedom to goods; and that 
every thing shall be deemed to be free and exempt, which shall be found on 
board of the ships belonging to the citizens of either of the contracting 
parties, although the whole lading, or any part thereof, should appertain to 
the enemies of either ; goods contraband of war being always excepted. It 
is also agreed; in like manner, that the same liberty shall be extended to 
persons who are on board a free ship, with this effect, that although they be 
enemies to both or either of the parties, they shall not be taken out of that 
free ship, unless they are officers or soldiers, and in the actual service of the 
enemy : Provided, however, and it is hereby further agreed, that the stipu- 
lations in this article contained, declaring that the flag shall cover the pro. 
perty, shall be understood as applying to those powers only who recognize 
this principle ;but if either of the contracting parties shall be at war with 
a third, and the other be: neutral, the flag of the neutral shall cover the 
property of those enemies whose governments acknowledge this principle, 
and not that of others. 

Art. 12. It is likewise agreed, that in cases where the nevtral flag 
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of one of the contracting parties shall protect the property of the enemies of 
the other, by virtue of the above stipulation, it shall always be understood, 
that the neutral property found on board such enemy’s vessels:shall be held 
and considered as enemy’s property, and, as: such, shall be liable to:deten- 
tion and confiscation, except such property as was put on board such vessels 
before the declaration of war, or even afterwards, if it were done without 
the knowledge of such declaration: but the contracting parties agree, that 
six months having elapsed after the declaration, their citizens shall not be al- 
lowed to plead ignorance thereof. On the contrary, if the flag of the neutral 
does not protect the enemy’s property on board, in this case the goods and 
merchandise of the neutral, embarked in such enemy’s ship, shall be free, 

Art. 13. This liberty of navigation and commerce shall extend toall 
kinds of merchandises, excepting only those which are:distinguished by the 
name of contraband, or prohibited goods; under which name shall be com. 
prehended— 

Ist: Cannons, mortars, howitzers, swivels, blunderbusses, muskets, fu- 
zees, rifles, carbines, pistols, pikes, swords, sabres, lances, spears, halberds, 
grenades, and bombs; powder, matches, balls, and all other things belong- 
ing tothe use of these arms. 

2dly. Bucklers, helmets, breast-plates, coats of mail; infantry belts, and 
clothes made up in military form, and for a military use. 

3dly.. Cavalry belts, and horses with their furniture. 

4thly- And generally all kinds of arms’and instruments of iron, sted), 
brass and copper, or of any other materials: manufactured, prepared and 
formed expressly for the purpose of war either by sea or land. 

“rt.14. All other merchandise and things not comprehended in the 
articles of contraband, explicitly enumerated and classified as above, shall 
be held and considered as free, and subjects of free and lawful commerce; 
so that they may be carried and transported in the freest manner by both 
the contracting parties, even to places belonging to an enemy, exceptingoaly 
those places which are at that time besieged or blockaded ; and to avoidall 
doubt in this particular, it is declared, that those places only are besieged or 
blockaded, which are actually attacked by a force capable of preventing the 
entry of the neutral. 

Art.15. Thearticles of contraband, of those before enumerated and clas 
sified, which may be found in a vessel bound for an enemy’s port, shall be sub- 
ject to detention and confiscation ; but the rest of the cargo and the ship shall 
be left free, that the owners may dispose of them as they see proper. Nowe 
sel of either of the contracting parties shall be detained on the high seas; 
account of having on board articles of contraband, whenever the master; 
captain or supercargo of said vessels, will deliver up the articles of contt- 
band to the captor, unless, indeed, the quantity of such articles be so grea 
and of so large a bulk, that they cannot be received on board the capturing 
vessel without great inconvenience; but in this, and all. the other cases - 
just detention, the vessel detained shall be sent’ to the nearest conveniel! 
and safe port, for trial and judgment, according to law. 4 

Art. 16. And whereas it frequently happens that vessels sail for # 
port or place belonging to an enemy, without knowing that the same is be 
sieged, blockaded, or invested, it is agreed that every vessel so circlll™ 
stanced, may be turned away from such port or place, but shall not be de- 
tained ; nor shall any part of her cargo, if not contraband, be confiscate? 
unless, after being warned of such blockade or investment by the command: 
ing officer of a vessel forming part of the blockading forces, she shall agai@ 
tempt to enter; but she shall be permitted to go to any other port of _ 
the master or supercargo shall think proper. Nor shall any vessel of either 
party, that may haye entered into such port or place, before the same was 
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actually besieged, blockaded, or invested by the other, be restrained from 
quitting it, with her cargo; nor, if found therein, before or after the reduction 

and surrender, shall such vessel, or her cargo be liable to seizure, confisca- 

tion, or any demand on the score of redemption or restitution ; but the 

owners thereof shall be allowed to remain in. the undisturbed possession of 
their property. And if any vessel, having thus entered the port before the 
blockade took place; shall take on board a cargo after the blockade be estab- 
lished, and attempt to depart, she shall be subject to being warned.by the 
blockading forces to return to the port blockaded, and discharge the said 
cargo; and if, after receiving said warning, the vessel shall persist in going 
out with the cargo, she shall be liable to the same consequences to which 
a vessel attempting to enter a blockaded port, after being warned off by the 
blockading forces would be liable. 

-drt.17. To prevent all kinds of disorder and irregularity in the visiting 
and examining of the ships and cargoes of both the contracting parties on the 
high seas, they have agreed mutually, that whenever a vessel of wary public 
or private, shall meet with a neutral of the other contracting party, the first 
shall remain at the greatest distance compatible with the possibility and 
safety of making the visit, under the circumstances of wind and sea, and the 
degree of suspicion attending the vessel to be visited, and shall send one of 
her small boats, with no more men than those necessary to man it, for the 
purpose of executing the said examination of the papers concerning: the 
ownership and cargo of the vessel, without causing the least extortion, vio= 
lence, or ill-treatment; in respect of which, the commanders of said armed 
vessels shall be responsible, with their persons and property ; for which pur- 
pose, the commanders of the said private armed vessels shall, before receiv- 
ing their commissions, give sufficient security to answer for all the injuries 
and damages they may commit. And it is expressly agreed, that the neutral 
party shall in no case be required to go on board the examining vessel, for 
the purpose of exhibiting the ship’s papers, nor for any other purpose what- 
ever. 

Art. 18. To avoid all vexation and abuses in the examination of 
the papers relating to the ownership of the vessels belonging to the citi- 
zens of the two contracting parties, they have agreed, and do agree} that 
in case one of them should be engaged in war, the ships and vessels 
of the other must be furnished with sea-letters or passports, expressing the 
name, property and burthen of the ship, as also the name and place of resi- 
dence of the master or commander thereof, in order that it may thereby 
appear that the said ship really and truly belongs to the citizens of oneof the 
parties. They have likewise agreed, that such ships, being laden, besides the 
said sea-letters or passports, shall be provided with certificates, containing the 
several particulars of the cargo, and the place whence the ship sailed} ‘so 
that it may be known whether any contraband or prohibited goods be on 
board of the same; which certificates shall be made out by the officers.of 
the place whence the ship sailed, in the accustomed form; without which re- 
quisites said vessel may be detained, to be adjudged by the competent tri- 
bunal, and may be declared legal prize, unless the said defect shall be proved 
to be owing to accident, or be satisfied or supplied by testimony entirely 
equivalent, in the opinion of said tribunals; to which ends, there shall be 
allowed a sufficient term of time for its procurement. 

Art. 19. And itis further agreed, that the stipulations above expressed, 
relative to the visiting and examining of vessels, shall apply to those only 
which sail without convoy : and when said vessels shall be under convoy, the 
verbal declaration of the commander of the convoy, on his word of honour, 
that the vessels under his protection belong to the nation whose flag he car- 
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ries: and when they are bound to an enemy’s port, that they have no con. 
traband goods on board, shall be sufficient. 

Art. 20. It is moreover agreed, that, in, all cases, the established 
courts for prize causes, in the country to which the prize may be conducted, 
shall alone take cognizance of them. ..And whenever such tribunal or court, 
of either party, shall pronounce judgment against any vessel, goods, or pro. 
perty, claimed by citizens of the other party, the sentence. or decree shall 
mention the, reasons or motives in which the same shall have been founded; 
and.an authenticated copy of the sentence or decree, and of all the proceed. 
ings in the case, shall, if demanded, be delivered to the commander or agent 
of said vessel or property, without any excuse or delay, he paying the legal 
fees for the same. 

Art. 21. Whenever one of the contracting parties shall be engaged 
in war with another state, no citizen of the other contracting party shall 
accept a commission or letter of marque, for the purpose of assisting or cos 
operating hostilely with the said enemy against the said party so at war, un- 
der pain of being treated as a pirate. 

“Art. 22. If, at any time, a rupture should take place between the two 
contracting nations, and (which God forbid) they should become engaged in 
war with each other, they have agreed, and do agree, now for then, that the 
merchants, traders, and other citizens of all occupations, of each of the two 
parties residing in the cities, ports, and dominions of the other, shall have 
the privilege of remaining and continuing their trade and. business therein; 
and shall be respected and maintained in the full and undisturbed enjoyment 
of their personal liberty and property, so long as they behave peaceably and 
properly, and commit no offence against the laws. And in case their con- 
duct should render: them suspected of malpractices, and, having thus for- 
feited this privilege, the respective governments should think proper to order 
them to.depart, the term of twelve months, from the publication or intima- 
tion of this order therefor, shall be allowed them, in which to arrange and 
settle their affairs, and remove with their families, effects, and property ;.to 
which end, the necessary safe conduct shall be given to them, and which 
shall serve asa sufficient protection until they arrive at the designated port 
and there embark. But this favour shal] not be extended to those who shall 
act Contrary to the established laws. It is, nevertheless, to be understood, 
that the persons so suspected may be ordered, by the respective governments, 
to remove forthwith into the interior, to such places as they shall think fit to 
designate. 

Art. 23. Neither the debts due from individuals of the one nation, to 
the individuals of the other, nor shares, nor money, which they may have 
in public funds, nor in public or private banks, shall ever, in any event of 
War or national diflerence, be sequestered or confiscated. 

Art. 24. Both the contracting parties being desirous of avoiding all 
inequality in relation to their public communications and official intercourse, 
they have agreed, and do agree, to grant to their envoys, ministers, and 
other public agents, the same favours, immunities, and exemptions, as those 
of the most favoured nation do or shall enjoy; it being understood, that 
whateyer favours, immunities, or. privileges the United States of America; 
or the Peru-Bolivian Confederation, may find it proper to grant to the en 
Voys; ministers, and public agents of any other power, shall, by the same 
ie be granted and extended to those of the contracting parties, respec 
tively. 

Art. 25. To. make more. effectual the. protection which. the, United 
States of America and the Peru-Bolivian Confederation,, shall. afford in fu 
ture fo the navigation and commerce of the citizens of each other, they 
agree to receive and admit consuls and yice-consuls, in all the ports opea to 
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foreign commerce; who shall enjoy, within their respective consular dis- 
tricts, all the rights, prerogatives, and immunities of the consuls and yice- 
consuls of the most favoured nation; each contracting party, however, re- 
maining at liberty to except those ports and places in which the admission 
and residence of such functionaries may not seem convenient. 

rt. 26. In order that the consuls and vice-consuls of the two con- 
tracting parties may enjoy the rights, prerogatives, and immunities which 
belong to them by their public character, they shall, before entering on the 
exercises of their functions, exhibit their commission, or patent, in due form, 
to the government to which they are accredited; and, having received their 
exequatur, they shall be held and considered as such consuls or vice-¢on- 
suls, by all the authorities, magistrates, and inhabitants in the consulardis- 
trict in which they reside. 

rt, 27. It is likewise agreed, that the consuls, vice-consuls, their se- 
cretaries, officers and persons attached to their service, (they not being’ ¢iti- 
zens of the country in which the consul or vice-consul resides,) shall be 
exempt from all public service, and also from all kinds of taxes, imposts, 
and contributions, except those which they shall be obliged to pay on.ac= 
count of commerce, or their property, and from which the citizens of” their 
respective country, resident in the other, are not exempt, in virtue of the 
stipulations contained ‘in this treaty ; they being, in every thing besides, sub- 
ject to the laws of the respective states. The archives and papers of the 
consulates shall be respected inviolably, and, under no pretext whatever, 
shall any magistrate, or other person, seize, or in any way interfere with 
them. 

“Art. 28... The said consuls and vice-consuls shall have power to re* 
quire the assistance of the authorities of the couotry for the arrest, deten- 
tion, and custody of deserters from the public and private vessels. of their 
country ; and for this purpose they shall address themselves to, the coutts, 
judges, or officers competent, and shall demand the said deserters in writing, 
proving, by an exhibition of the ship’s roll, or other public document, that 
the men so demanded are part of the crew of the vessel from which itis ale 
leged they have deserted ; and on this demand, so proved, (saving, however, 
where the contrary is more conclusively proved,) the delivery shall not be 
refused. Such deserters, when arrested, shall be put at the disposal of the 
said consuls or vice-consuls, and may be put in the public prisons, at’ the 
request and expense of those who reclaim them, to be sent to theships ‘to 
which they belong, or to others of the same nation; but if they should"not 
be so sent within two months, to be counted from the day of their arrest, 
they shall be set at liberty, and shall be no more arrested for the same 
cause. 

“irt. 29. For the purpose of more effectually protecting their eom- 
merce and navigation, the two contracting parties do hereby agree to form, 
as soon hereafter as may be mutually convenient, a consular convention, 
which shall declare, specially, the powers and immunities of the consuls and 
vice-consuls of the respective parties. 

rt. 30. The United States of America, and the Peru-Bolivian Gon- 
federation, desiring to make as durable as circumstances will permit the re- 
lations which are established between the two parties in virtue of this treaty, 
or general convention of peace, friendship, commerce, and navigation, have 
declared solemnly, and do agree, as follows: 

1st. The present treaty shall be in force for twelve years from the day of 
the exchange of the ratifications thereof; and, further, until the end of one 
year afier either of the contracting parties shall have given’ notice to the 
other of its intention to terminate the same; each of them reserving to itself 
the right of giving such notice to the other, at the end of said term of twelve 
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years. And it is hereby agreed between the parties, that on the expiration 
of one year after such notice shall have been received by either of them 
from the other, as above mentioned, this treaty shall; in all the points relat. 
ing to the commerce and navigation, altogether cease and determine; and in 
all those parts which relate to peace and friendship, it shall be permanently 
and perpetually binding on both powers. 

2dly. If any one or more of the citizens of either party shall infringe 
any of the articles of this treaty, such citizen or citizens shall be held per: 
sonally responsible therefor, and the harmony and good correspondence be. 
tween the two nations shall not be interrupted thereby ; each party engaging, 
in no way, to protect the offender or offenders, or to sanction such violence, 
under pain of rendering itself liable for the consequences thereof. 

Sdly. If, (which, indeed, cannot be expected,) unfortunately, any of the 
stipulations contained in the present treaty shall be violated or infringed in 
any other way whatever, it is expressly covenanted and agreed, that neither 
of the contracting parties will order, or authorize, any act of reprisals, not 
declare or make war against the other, on complaint of injuries or damages 
resulting therefrom, until the party considering itself aggrieved shall first 
have presented to the other a statement or representation of such injuries or 
damages, verified by competent proofs, and have demanded redress and 
satisfaction, and the same shall have been either refused or unreasonably 
delayed. 

Athly. Nothing in this treaty contained shall, however, be construed to 
Operate contrary to former and existing public treaties with other states or 
sovereigns. 

The’ present treaty of peace, friendship, commerce, and navigation, shall 
be, approved and ratified by the president of the United States of Ametica, 
by and with the advice and consent of the senate thereof, and by the 
Supreme protector of the north and south Peruvian States, president of the 
Republic of Bolivia, encharged with the direction of the foreign relations of the 
Peru-Bolivian Confederation ; and the ratifications shall be exchanged within 
eighteen months from the date of the signature hereof, or sooner if possible 

In faith whereof, we, the plenipotentiaries of the United States of Ame- 
rica, and the Peru-Bolivian Confederation, have signed and sealed these pre 
sents. 

Done in the city of Lima, on the thirtieth day of November, in the yeat 
of our Lord one thousand eight hundred and thirty-six.

A PROCLAMATION. 








Whereas a treaty of commerce and navigation between the United States 


of America and his majesty the King of Greece, was concluded and signed 
at London, on the twenty-second day of December, in the year of our Lord one 


thousand eight hundred and thirty-seven; which treaty is word for word as 
follows : 
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Treaty of commerce and navigation be- 
tween the United States of America 
and his majesty the King of Greece, 


The United States of America and 
his majesty the King of Greece, 
equally animated with the sincere 
desire of maintaining the relations of 
good understanding which have 
hitherto’so happily subsisted between 
their respective States; of extending 
also, and consolidating the commer- 
cial intercourse between them; and 
convinced that this object cannot bet- 
ter be accomplished than by adopting 
the system of an entire freedom of 
navigation, and a perfect reciprocity, 
based» upon principles of equity, 
equally beneficial to both countries ; 
have, in consequence, agreed to enter 
into negotiations for the conclusion of 
a treaty of commerce and navigation, 
and-for that purpose have appointed 
plenipotentiaries: The president of 
the United States of America, An- 
drew Stevenson, envoy extraordinary 
and minister plenipotentiary of the 
United States, near the court of her 
Britannic majesty, and his majesty 
the king of Greece, Spiridion Tri- 
coupi; counsellor of state on special 
service, his envoy extraordinary and 
minister plenipotentiary, near the 
same court, grand commander of the 
royal order of the Saviour, grand 
cross of the American order of Isa- 
bella the catholic, who, after haying 
exchanged their full powers, found in 
good and due form, have agreed upon 
the following articles: 

Art. 1. The citizens and sub- 
jects of each of the two high contract- 
ing parties, may, with all security for 
their persons, vessels, and cargoes, 
freely enter the ports, places, and 
rivers of the territories of the other, 
wherever foreign commerce is per- 
mitted. They shall be at liberty to 
sojourn and reside in all parts what- 
soever of said territories; to rent and 
oceupy houses and ware-houses for 
their commerce, and they shall enjoy, 
generally, the most entire security 
and protection in their mercantile 
transactions, on condition of their

d’Etat en service Extraordinaire, son

charges, as well’ as to the perquisites 
of public officers, and all other duties 
or charges, of whatever kind or deno- 
mination, levied in the name or to 
the profit of the government, the lo- 
cal authorities, or any private esta- 
blishment whatsoever; and, recipro- 
cally, the vessels of the United States 
of America arriving either laden, or 
in ballast, into the ports of the king. 
dom of Greece, from whatever place 
they may come, shall be treated, on 
their entrance, during their stay, and 
at their departure, upon the same 
footing as national. vessels coming 
from the same place, with respect to 
the duties of tonnage, light-houses, 
pilotage. and port charges, as well as 
to the perquisites of public officers, 
and all other duties or charges, of 
whatever kind or denomination, levied 
in the name, or to the profit of the 
government, the local authorities, or 
of any private establishments whatso- 
ever. 

Art. 3. Allthat may be lawfully 
imported into the kingdom of Greece, 
in Greek vessels, may also be thereinto 
imported in vessels of the United 
States of America, from whatever 
place they may come, without pay- 
ing other or higher duties or charges, 
of whatever kind or denomination, 
Jevied in the name, or to the profit of 
the government, the local authorities, 
or of any private establishments 
whatsoever, than if imported in na- 
tional vessels. 

And reciprocally, all that may be 
lawfully imported. into: the United 
States of America, in vessels of the 
said States, may also be: thereinto 
imported. in Greek vessels, from 
whatever place they may come,

And reciprocally, all that may be 
lawfully exported from the United 
States‘of America, in vessels of the 
said. states, may also be exported 
therefrom in Greek vessels, without 
paying other or higher duties or char- 
ges of whatever kind or denomina- 
tion, levied in the name, or to the 
profit of the government, the local 
authorities, or of any private estab- 
lishments . whatsoever, than if ex- 
ported in national vessels. 


Art. 5. It is expressly under- 
stood, that the foregoing second, 
third, and fourth articles are not .ap- 
plicable to: the coastwise navigation 
from: one port of the kingdom of 
Greece; to another port of the said 
kingdom, nor to the navigation from 
one port of the United States of 
America, to another port of the said 
States; which navigation each of the 
two high contracting parties reserves 
to itself.

The two high contract- 
ing parties engage not to impose upon 
the navigation between’ their respec- 
tive territories in the vessels of either, 
any tonnage or other duties of any 
kind, or denomination, which’ shall 
be higher or other than those which 
shall be imposed on every other navi- 
gation, except that which they have 
reserved to themselves, respectively, 
by the fifth article of the present 
treaty. 

Art. 8.. There shall not be es- 
tablished in the kingdom of Greece, 
upon the products of the soil, or in- 
dustry of the United States of Amer- 
ica, any prohibition, or restriction, of 
importation or exportation, nor any 
duties of any kind: or denomination 
whatsoever, unless.such prohibitions, 
restrictions, and duties shall likewise 
be established upon articles of a like 
nature, the growth of any other 
country. 

And, reciprocally, there shall not 
be established in the United States of 
America, on the products of the soil, 
or industry of the kingdom of Greece, 
any prohibition, or restriction, of im- 
portation or exportation, nor any du- 
ties of any kind or denomination 
whatsoever, unless such prohibitions, 
restrictions, and duties, be likewise 
established upon articles of like na- 
ture the growth of any other country. 


Art. 9. “All privileges of tran- 
sit, and all bounties and drawbacks 
which may be allowed within the ter- 
ritories of one of the high contracting 
parties, upon the importation or ex- 
portation of any article whatsoever, 
shall likewise be allowed on the arti- 
cles of like nature, the products of the 
soil, or industry of the other con- 
tracting party, and on the importa- 
tions and exportations made in its 
vessels. 

Art. 10. The subjects or: citi- 
zens of one of the high contracting 
parties, arriving with their vessels on 
the coasts belonging to the other, but 
not wishing to enter the port; or,

It is understood, how- 
ever, that they shall always conform 
to such regulations and ordinances 
concerning navigation and the places 
and ports which they may enter, 
as are, or shall be, in force with 
regard to national vessels, and that 
the custom-house officers shall be 
permitted to visit them, to remain on 
board, and to take all such precau- 
tions as may be necessary to prevent 
all unlawful commerce, as long as 
the vessels shall remain within the 
limits of their jurisdiction. 

Art. 11. It is further agreed, 
that the vessels of one of the high 
contracting parties, having entered 
into the ports of the other, will be 
permitted to confine themselves to un- 
loading such part only of their car- 
goes as the captain or owner may 
wish, and that they may freely de- 
part with the remainder, without pay- 
ing any duties, imposts, or charges 
whatsoever, except for that part which 
shall have been landed, and which 
shall be marked upon and erased 
from the manifest exhibiting the enu- 
meration of the articles with which 
the vessel was laden; which mani- 
fest shall be presented entire at the 
custom-house of the place where the 
vessel shall have entered. Nothing 
shall be paid on that part of the cargo 
which the vessel shall carry away, 
and with which it may continue its 
voyage to one or several other ports 
of the same country, there to dispose 
of the remainder of its cargo, if com- 
posed of articles whose importation is 
permitted on paying the duties charge- 
able upon it, or it may proceed to 
any other country. It is understood, 
however, that all duties, imposts, or 
charges whatsoever, which are or

Art.12. Each of the high con- 
tracting parties grants to the other 
the privilege of appointing in its com- 
mercial ports and places, consuls, 
vice-consuls, and commercial agents, 
who shall enjoy the full protection 
and receive every assistance neces- 
sary for the due exercise of their 
functions ; but it is expressly declared 
that in case of illegal or improper 
conduct with respect to the laws or 
government of the country in which 
said consuls, vice-consuls, or com- 
mercial agents, shall . reside, they 
may be prosecuted and punished con- 
formably to the laws, and deprived 
of the exercise of their, functions by 
the offended government, which shall 
acquaint the other with its motives 
for having thus acted; it being under- 
stood, however, that the archives and 
documents relative to the affairs of 
the consulate shall be exempt from 
all search, and shall be carefully pre- 
served under the seals of the consuls, 
vice-consuls, or commercial agents, 
and of the authority of the place 
where they may reside. 

The consuls, vice-consuls, or com- 
mercial agents, or the persons duly 
authorized to supply their placts, 
shall have the right as such, to sit as 
judges and arbitrators in such differ- 
ences as may arise between the cap- 
tains and crews of the. vessels. be- 
longing to the nation whose interests 
are committed to their charge, with- 
out the interference of the local au- 
thorities, unless the conduct of the 
crews, or of the captain, should dis- 
turb the order, or tranquillity of the 
country ; or the ‘said consuls, vice- 
consuls, or commercial agents, should 
require their assistance to cause their 
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au premier port ou ils rompéraient le

It is, however, under- 
stood, that this species of judgment or 
arbitration shall not deprive the con- 
tending parties of the right they have 
to resort, on their return, to the judi- 
cial authority of their country. 

Art. 18. The said consuls, 
vice-consuls, or commercial agents, 
are authorized to require the assist- 
ance of the local authorities for the 
arrest, detention, and imprisonment 
of the deserters from the ships of war 
and merchant vessels of their coun- 
try, and for this purpose they shall 
apply to the competent tribunals, 
judges, and officers, and shall, in writ- 
ing, demand said deserters proving 
by the exhibition of the registers of 
the vessels, the rolls of the crews, or 
by other official documents, that such 
individuals formed part of the crews, 
and on this reclamation being thus 
substantiated, the surrender shal! not 
be refused. Such deserters, when 
arrested, shall be placed at the dis- 
posal of the said consuls, vice-con- 
suls, or commercial agents, and may 
be’confined in the public prisons at 
the request and cost of those who 
claim them, in order to be sent to the 
vessels to which they belonged, or to 
others of the same country. But if 
not sent back within the space of two 
months, reckoning from the day of 
their arrest, they shall be set at liber- 
ty, and shall not be again arrested for 
the same cause. 


It is understood, however, that if 
the deserter should ‘be found to have 
committed any crime or offence, his 
surrender may be delayed until the 
tribunal before which the case shall 
be depending, shall have pronounced 
its sentence, and such sentence shall 
have been carried into effect. 

Art. 14. Incase any vessel of 
one of the high contracting parties 
shall have been stranded or ship- 
wrecked, or shall have suffered any 
other damage on the coasts of the 
dominions of the other, every aid and 
assistance shall be given to the per- 
sons shipwrecked, or in danger, and 
passports shall be granted to them to

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BY THE PRESIDENT OF THE UNITED STATES OF AMERICA, 


A PROCLAMATION. 


Whereas, a treaty of commerce and navigation between the United States 
of America, and his majesty the king of Sardinia, together with a separate 
article, was concluded and signed at Genoa on the twenty-sixth day of No- 
vember, in the year of our Lord one thousand eight hundred and thirty-eight, 
which treaty and separate article, are word for word as follows: 


The United States of America and 
his majesty the king of Sardinia, de- 
sirous of consolidating the relations 
of good understanding which have 
hitherto so happily subsisted between 
their respective states and of facilita- 
ting and. extending the commercial 
intercourse between the two. coun- 
tries, have agreed to enter into nego- 
tiations for the conclusion of a treaty 
of commerce and navigation, for 
which purpose the president of the 
United States has conferred fill pow- 
ers on Nathaniel Niles their special 
agent near his Sardinian majesty, 
and his majesty the king of Sardinia, 
has conferred like powers on the 
count Clement Solar de la Margue- 
rite, grand cross of the military and 
religious order of S. Maurice and S. 
Lazarus, of Isabella the Catholic of 
Spain, and knight of the order of 
Christ, his first secretary of state for 
the foreign affairs; and the said ple- 
nipotentiaries having exchanged their 
full: powers, found in good and due 
form, have concluded and signed the 
following articles: 

rt.1. ‘There shall be between 
the territories of the high contracting 
parties a reciprocal liberty of com- 
merce and navigation. The inhabi- 
tants of their respective states shall 
mutually have liberty to enter the 
ports and commercial places of: the 
territories of each party, wherever 
foreign commerce is permitted. They 
Shall be at liberty to sojourn and re- 
side in all parts whatsoever of said 
territories in order to attend to their 
affairs, and they shall enjoy.to that 
effect the same security and protec- 
tion as the natives’ of the country 
wherein they reside, on condition of 
their submitting to the laws and or- 
dinances there prevailing.

in reference to the character of the 
vessel, whether it be of the one party 
or the other, in which such article 
was imported, it being the true intent 
and meaning of the contracting par- 
ties, that no distinction or difference 
whatever shall be made in this ye- 
spect. 


Art. 9. If either party shall 
hereafter grant to any other nation 
any particular favour in commerce or 
navigation, it shall immediately be- 
come common to the other party, 
freely where it is freely granted to 
such other nation, or on yielding the 
same or an equivalent compensation 
when the grant is conditional.

When any vessel 
belonging toeither of the contracting 
parties, or to their citizens or subjects, 
shall be wrecked, foundered, or other- 
wise suffer damage on the coasts, or 
within the dominions of the other, 
there shall be given to such vessel 
and all persons on board, every aid 
and protection in like manner as is 
usual and customary to vessels of the 
nation where such shipwreck or da- 
mage happens; and such shipwrecked 
vessel, its merchandise, and other ef- 
fects, or their proceeds, if the same 
shall have been sold, shall be restored 
to their owners, or to those entitled 
to receive them, upon the payment of 
such costs of salvage as would have 
been paid by national vessels in the 
same circumstances. 


Art. 12. Sardinian merchant 
vessels being forced, from stress of 
weather or other unavoidable causes, 
to enter a port of the United States of 
America, and reciprocally, merchant 
vessels of the said states, entering the 
ports of his Sardinian majesty from 
similar causes, shall be exempt from 
port charges and all other duties levi- 
ed to the profit of the government, in 
case the causes which have rendered 
such entry necessary are real and 
evident, provided such vessel does not 
engage in any commercial operation 
while in port, such as loading and 
unloading merchandise, it being un- 
derstood, nevertheless, that the un- 
loading and reloading, rendered ne- 
cessary for the repair of the said 
vessel shall not be considered an act 
of commerce affording ground for 
the payment of duties, and provided 
also that the said vessel shall not 
prolong her stay in port beyond the

But all vessels which 
after having been warned off once, 
shall, during the same voyage, at- 
tempt a second time to enter the same 
blockaded port during the continu- 
ance of the said blockade, shall then 
subject themselves to be detained and 
condemned. 

Arti. 14. All articles of com- 
merce the growth or manufacture of 
the United States of America, and 
the products of their fisheries, with 
the exception of salt, gunpowder and 
tobacco manufactured for use, shall 
be permitted to pass in transitu from 
the free port of Genoa through the 
territories of his Sardinian majesty to 
any point of the inland frontier of 
the said territories, and vice versa, 
all articles of commerce coming from 
any one point of the Sardinian inland 
frontier destined for the United States, 
shall be permitted to pass the territo- 
ries of his Sardinian majesty to the 
free port of Genoa without being lia- 
ble to the payment of any duty what- 
ever levied in the name or to the 
profit of the government, the local 
authorities or of any private esta- 
blishment whatsoever, other than 
such as are required to meet the ex- 
penses of the necessary precautionary 
measures against smuggling, which 
precautionary measures to be ob- 
served in regard to transit to the fron- 
tier shall be the same whether the 
said articles of commerce are import. 
ed by the vessels of the one or of the

The two high con- 
tracting parties reciprocally grant to 
each other the liberty of having each 
in the ports and other commercial 
places of the other, consuls, vice-con- 


suls and commercial agents of their 
Own appointment, who shall enjoy 
the same privileges, powers and ex- 
emptions as those of the most favour- 


ed nations. But if any of such con- 
suls shall exercise commerce, they 
shall be subjected to the same laws 
and usages to which the private indi- 
viduals of their nation, or subjects or 
citizens of the most favoured nations 
are subject in the same places, in re- 
spect to their commercial transactions. 


Art. 16. Itis especially under- 
stood that whenever either of the two 
contracting parties shall select for a 
consular agent to reside in any port 
or commercial place of the other 
party a subject or citizen of this last, 
such\consul or agent. shall continue 
to be regarded, notwithstanding his 
quality of a foreign consul, as a sub- 
ject or citizen of the nation to which 
he belongs, and consequently shall 
be submitted to the laws and regula- 
tions to which natives are subjected 
in the place of his residence. This 
obligation, however, shall in no re- 
spect embarrass the exercise of his

For this purpose they 
shall apply to the competent tribu- 
nals, judges, and officers, and shall, 
in writing, demand said deserters, 
proving by the exhibition of the re- 
gisters of the vessels, the rolls of the 
crews, or by other official documents 
that such individuals formed part of 
the crews ; and this reclamation thus 
substantiated, the surrender shall not 
be refused. Such deserters when ar- 
rested shall be placed at the disposal 
of the said consuls, vice-consuls or 
commercial agents and may be con- 
fined in the public prisons at the re- 
quest and cost of those who shall 
claim them in order to be detained 
until the time when they shall be re- 
stored to the vessels to which they 
belonged, or sent back to their own 
country by a vessel of the same na- 
tion or any other vessel whatsoever. 
But if not sent back within three 
months from the day of their arrest, 
they shall be set at liberty and shall 
not again be arrested for the same 
cause. If, however, the deserter 
should be found to have committed 
any crime or offence, his surrender 
may be delayed until the tribunal be- 
fore which his case should be de- 
pending shall have pronounced its 
sentence and such sentence shall 
have been carried into execution. 
Art. 18, The citizens and sub- 
jects of each of the contracting parties 
shall have power to dispose of their 
personal goods within the jurisdiction 
of the other, by testament, donation, 
or otherwise, and their representa- 
tives, being citizens or subjects of the 
other party, shall succeed to their said 
personal goods, whether by testament 
or ab intestato, and may take pos- 
session thereof either by themselves 
or by others acting for them and dis- 
pose of the same at will, paying such

And if a question 
should arise among several claimants 
as to which of them said goods be- 
long, the same shall finally be de- 
cided by the laws and judges of the 
land wherein the said goods are. And 
where on the death of any person 
holding real estate within the terri- 
tories of one of the contracting parties, 
such real estate would by the laws of 
the land descend on a citizen or sub- 
ject of the other party, who by reason 
of alienage may be incapable of hold- 
ing it, he shall be allowed a reason- 
able time to sell such real estate, and 
to withdraw and export the proceeds 
without molestation and without pay- 
ing to the profit of the respective go- 
vernments any other dues, taxes or 
charges than those to which the in- 
habitants of the country wherein said 
real estate is situated shall be subject 
to pay in like cases. 


Art. 19. The present treaty 
shall continue in force for ten years 
counting from the day of the ex- 
change of the ratifications, and if, 
twelve months before the expiration 
of that period, neither of the high con- 
tracting parties shall have announced 
to the other by an official notification 
its intention to arrest the operation of 
the said treaty, it shall remain obliga- 
tory one year beyond that time, and 
so on, until the expiration of the 
twelve months which will follow a 
similar notification, whatever is the 
time at which it may take place. 

Art. 20. The present treaty 
shall be approved and ratified by the 
president of the United States of Ame- 
rica, by and with the advice and con-

Separate Article. 

Circumstances of a peculiar nature 
rendering it necessary for his Sar- 
dinian majesty to continue for a time 
differential duties to the disadvantage 
of foreign flags, on grain, olive oil, 
and wine, imported directly from the 
Black Sea, the ports of the Adriatic, 
and those of the Mediterranean, as 
far as Cape Trafalgar, notwithstand- 
ing the general provisions of the arti- 
cles No. 2, 3, and 4 of the present 
treaty, it is distinctly understood and 
agreed by the high contracting par- 
ties, that the United States shall have 
full and entire liberty to establish 
countervailing differential duties on 
the sarne articles imported from the 
same places to the disadvantage of 
the Sardinian flag, in case the exist- 
ing or any other differential duties on 
the said articles, shall be continued 
in force, to the disadvantage of the 
flag of the United States of America 
by his Sardinian majesty, beyond a 
period of four years, counting from 
the day of the exchange of the ratifi- 
cations of the present treaty and sepa- 
rate article, but all countervailing dif- 
ferential duties on the said articles 
shall cease to be exacted from the time 
the United States government shall 
have been informed officially of the 
discontinuance of differential duties on 
the part of his Sardinian majesty. 

The present separate article shall 
have the same force and value as if 
it were inserted word for word in the 
treaty signed this day, and shall be 
ratified in the same time.

BY THE PRESIDENT OF THE UNITED STATES OF AMERICA, 


A PROCLAMATION. 


Whereas, a treaty of peace, friendship, 
the United States of America and the Republic of Ecuador, was concluded 
and signed at Quito, on the thirteenth day of June, in the year of our Lord 
one thousand eight hundred and thirty-nine; which treaty, being in the 
English and Spanish languages, is, word for word, as follows: 


The United States of America and 
the Republic of Ecuador, desiring to 
make lasting and firm, the friendship 
and good understanding which hap- 
pily prevails between both nations, 
have resolved to fix, in a manner, 
clear, distinct and positive, the rules 
which shall, in future, be religiously 
observed between the one and the 
other, by means of a treaty of friend- 
ship, commerce and navigation. For 
this most desirable object, the presi- 
dent of the United States of America 
has conferred full powers on James 
C. Pickett, a citizen of the said States, 
and the president, of the Republic of 
Ecuador, on Doctor Luis de Saa, 
minister of finance, charged with the 
department of the interior and foreign 
relations; who, after haying ex- 
changed their said full powers, in

factors as they judge proper, in all 
their trials at law; and such citizens 
or agents shall have free opportunity 
to be present at the decisions ‘and 
sentences of the tribunals; in all cases 
which may concern them; and like- 
wise at the taking of all examinations 
and evidence which may be exhibited 
on the said trials. 


It is likewise agreed 
that the most perfect and entire secu- 
rity of conscience may be enjoyed by 
the citizens of both the contracting 
parties, in the countries subject to the

Moreover, the bodies 
of the citizens of one of the contract- 
ing parties, who may. die in the terri- 
tories of the other, shall be buried in 
the usual burying grounds, or in other 
decent or suitable places, and shall be 
protected from violation or disturb- 
ance. 

Art. 15. It shall be lawful for 
the citizens of the United States of 
America and of the Republic of Ecu- 
ador, to sail with their ships, with all 
manner of liberty and security, no 
distinction being made who are the 
proprietors of the merchandises laden 
thereon, from any port, to the places 
of those who now are, or hereafter 
shall be, at enmity with either of the 
contracting parties. It shall likewise 
be lawful for the citizens aforesaid, to 
sail with their ships and merchandises 
before mentioned, and to trade with 
the same liberty and security from 
the places, ports, and havens of those 
who are enemies of both, or either 
party, without any opposition or dis- 
turbance whatsoever; not only, di- 
rectly from the: places: of the enemy 
before mentioned, to neutral places, 
but also from one place belonging to 
an enemy, to another place belonging 
to an enemy, whether they be under 
the jurisdiction of one power, or un- 
der several. And it is hereby stipu- 
lated, that free ships shall also give 
freedom to goods, and. that every 
thing shall be deemed free and ex- 
empt, which shall be found on 
board) the’ ships belonging to the 
citizens of either of the contracting 
parties, although the whole lading, or 
any part thereof, should appertain to 
the enemies of either; contraband 
goods being always excepted. ~ It: is 
also agreed, in like manner, that the 
same liberty shall be extended, to 
persons who are on board a free 
ship, with this effect, that, although 
they may be enemies:to» both, or 
either party, they are not to be taken 
gut of that free ship, unless they are

ments acknowledge ‘this. principle, 
and not’ of others. 


Art. 16. It \is likewise agreed 
that-in the case where the neutral 
flag of one of ‘the contracting parties 
shall protect the property of the enes 
mies of the other, by virtue of the 
above stipulations, it shall always be 
understood, that the neutral property 
found on board such enemy’s vessels 
shall be held and considered as ene- 
my’s property, and as such, shall be 
liable to detention and: confiscation ; 
except such property as was’ put on 
board such vessel before the declara- 
tion of war, or even afterward, if it 
were done without the knowledge of 
it; but the contracting parties agree, 
that six months having elapsed after 
the declaration, their citizens shall 
not plead ignorance thereof. On the 
contrary, if the flag of the neutral 
does not protect theenemy’s property, 
in that ease, the goods and merchan- 
dises of \the neutral, embarked in 
such enemy’s ship, shall be free. 


Art. 17. This liberty of navi- 
gation and commerce, shall extend to 
all kinds of merchandise, excepting 
those only which are distinguished 
by the name of contraband: and un- 
der this name of contraband or pro- 
hibited: goods, shall be comprehended: 


1st. Cannons, mortars, howitzers, 
swivels, blunderbusses, muskets,‘ fu- 
sees, rifles, carbines, pistols, pikes, 
swords, sabres, lances, spears, ‘hal- 
berds, and grenades; bombs, powder,

4th. And generally, all kinds, of 
arms and instruments of iron, steel, 
brass and copper or of any other ma- 
terials, manufactured, prepared and 
formed expressly to make war by 
sea or land. 

Art. 18, All, other merchan- 
dise and things not comprehended in 
the-articles of contraband) expressly 
enumerated and classified as above, 
shall be held and. considered as free 
and subjects of free and lawful com- 
merce, so that they may be carried 
and transported in the freest manner 
by the citizens of both the contracting 
parties, even to places belonging to 
an enemy; excepting only those places 
which are at that, time besieged or 
blockaded ;. and, to avoid all doubt in 
this particular, it is declared that those 
places only are besieged or blockaded, 
which are actually attacked by a belli- 
gerent force capable of preventing the 
entry of the neutral. 


“rt. 19. The articles of con- 
traband before enumerated and classi- 
fied, which may. be, found. in a vessel 
bound for an enemy’s. port, shall be 
subject to detention and confiscation, 
leaving free the vest of the cargo and 
the ship, that the owners may dispose 
of them as they. may see proper. No 
vessels of either of the two nations 
shall be detained on the high seas on 
account of having on board articles 
of contraband, whenever the master, 
captain, or supereargo of said vessel 
will deliver up the articles of contra- 
band to the captor, unless, the quan- 
tity of such articles.be so, great and 
of so large a bulk, that, they cannot 
be. received on. board, the capturing 
ship. without...great., inconvenience; 
but,in this, and..in. all other, cases,of 
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mechas, balas,.con las demas cosas 
correspondientes al, uso, de estas ar- 
mas.

Nor shall any vessel of either, that 
may have entered into such port be- 
fore the same was actually besieged, 
blockaded, or invested by the other, 
be restrained from quitting such place 
with her cargo; nor if found there- 
in after the reduction and surrender, 
shall such vessel or her cargo be lia- 
ble to confiscation, but they shall be 
restored to the owners thereof. 


Art. 21. Tn order to prevent 
all kinds, of disorder in the’ visiting 
and examination of the ships and ¢ar- 
goes of both the contracting’ parties 
on the high seas, they have agreed, 
mutually, that, whenever a vessel of 
war, public or. private, shall meet 
with a neutral of the other con- 
tracting party, the first shall  re- 
main out of cannon shot, and may 
send his boats, with two or three men 
only, in order to execute the said 
examination of the papers concerning 
the ownership and cargo of the ves- 
sel, without causing’ the least extor: 
tion, violence, or ill treatment, for 
which the commanders of the said 
armed ships ‘shall be* responsible 
with’ their ‘persons’ and property ; 
for which purpose the commanders of 
said private armed vessels shall, be:

rt. 24. It is further agreed, 
that in all cases, the established courts 
for prize causes, in the country to 
which the prizes may be conducted, 
shall alone take cognizance of them; 
and) whenever such tribunal of either 
party, shall pronounce judgment 
against any vessel or goods, or pro- 
perty claimed by the citizens of the 
other party, the sentence or decree 
shall mention the reasons or motives 
on which the same shall have been 
founded, and an. authenticated copy 
of the sentence or decree, and of all 
the proceedings in the case, shall, if 
demanded, be delivered to the com- 
mander or agent of said vessel, with- 
out any delay, he paying the legal 
fees for the same. 

Art. 25. Whenever one of 
the contracting parties shall be en- 
gaged: in war with another state, no 
citizen of the other contracting party 
shall accept a commission, or letter of 
marque, for the purpose of assisting 
or co-operating hostilely, with the 
said enemy, against the said party so 
at war, under the pain of being con- 
sidered as a pirate. 

Art. 26. If, by any fatality, 
which cannot be expected, and which 
God forbid, the two contracting parties 
should be engaged in a war with each 
other, they have agreed, and do agree, 
now for then, that there shall be al- 
lowed. the term of six months to the 
merchants residing on the coasts and 
in the ports of each other, and the 
term of one year to those who dwell 
in the interior, to arrange their busi- 
ness, and transport their effects wher- 
ever they please, giving to them the 
safe conduct necessary for it, which 
may serve as_a sufficient protection 
until they arrive at the designated 
port.

The said consuls shall 
have power to require the assistance 
of the authorities of the country for 
the arrest, detention, and custody 
of deserters from the public and pri- 
vate vessels of their country, and for 
that purpose they shall address them- 
selves to the courts, judges, and offi- 
cers competent, and shall demand the 
said deserters in writing, proving by 
an exhibition of the register of the 
vessels or ship’s roll, or other public 
documents, that those men were part 
of the said crews; and, on this de- 
mand so proved, (saving, however, 
Where the contrary is proved,) the 
delivery shall not ‘be refused. Such 
deserters, when arrested, shall be put 
at the disposal of said consuls, and 
may be put in the public prisons 
at the request ‘and expense of those 
who reclaim them, to be sent to the 
ships to which they belonged, or to 
others of the same nation.

American States, with which treaties 
have been, or may be, concluded; 
and that the citizens of Ecuador shall 
be entitled to enjoy, in the United 
States, the same rights and privileges, 
with respect to navigation and com- 
merce, that the citizens of the United 
States enjoy, or shall enjoy, in Ecu- 
ador. 

The United States 
of America and the Republic of

A PROCLAMATION. 


Whereas, a treaty of commerce and navigation between the United States 


of America and lis riiajesty the King of Hanover, was concluded 
by their plenipotentiaries at Berlin, on the twentieth day of May, 
of our Lord one thousand eight hundred and forty ; 
is word for word as follows:

The United States of America and 
his majesty the King of Hanover, 
equally animated by the desire of ex- 
tending as far as possible the com- 
mercial relations between, and the 
exchange of the productions of their 
respective states, have agreed, with 
this view, to conclude a treaty of 
commerce and navigation. 

For this purpose, the president of 
the United States of America has fur- 
nished with full powers, Henry Whea- 
ton, their envoy extraordinary and 
minister plenipotentiary near his ma- 
jesty the King of Prussia; and his 
majesty the King of Hanover has furs

The inhabitants of their respective 
states shall mutually. have liberty to 
enter, with or without their ships and 
cargoes, the ports, places, waters and 
rivers of the territories of each party 
wherever~ foreign commerce is per- 
mitted. 

They shall be permitted to sojourn 
and reside in all parts whatsoever of 
said territories, in order to attend to 
their affairs, and also to hire and oc- 
cupy houses and warehouses, for the 
purposes of their commerce, provided 
they submit to the laws as well gene- 
ral as special, relative to the right of 
residing and trading. 

Whilst they conform to the laws 
and regulations in force, they shall be 
at liberty to manage themselves their 
own business in all the territories sub- 
ject to the jurisdiction of each party, 
in respect to the consignment and sale 
of their goods, by wholesale or retail, 
as with respect to the loading, un- 
loading and sending off their ships, or 
to employ such agents and brokers 
as they may deem proper, they be- 
ing, in all these cases, to be treated 
as the citizens or subjects of the coun- 
try in which they reside, it being 
nevertheless. understood that they 
shall remain subject to the said laws 
and regulations also in respect to sales 
by wholesale or retail. 


They shall have free access to the 
tribunals of justice in their litigious 
affairs on the same terms which are

thirds of the crew shall consist of the 
citizens or subjects of the country to 
which the vessel belongs.

The contracting par- 
ties grant to each other the liberty of 
having, each in the ports of the other, 
consuls, vice-consuls, agents and 
commissaries of their own appoint- 
ment, who shall enjoy the same pri- 
vileges and powers as those of the 
most favoured nations; but if any of 
the said consuls, shall carry on trade 
they shall be subjected to the same 
laws and usages to which private in- 
dividuals of their nation are subjected 
in the same place. 

The consuls, vice-consuls and 
commercial agents shall have the 
right, as such, to sit as judges and 
arbitrators in such differences as may 
arise’ between the masters and crews 
of the vessels belonging to the nation 
whose interests are committed to their 
charge, without the interference of 
the local authorities, unless the con- 
duct of the crews or of the captain 
should disturb the order or tranquil- 
lity of the country; or the said con- 
suls, vice-consuls or commercial 
agents should require their assistance 
to cause their decisions to be carried 
into effect or supported. 

It is, however, understood, that 
this species of judgment or arbitra- 
tion shall not deprive the contending 
parties of the right they have to re- 
Sort, on their return, to the judicial 
authority of their own country. 

The said consuls, vice-consuls and 
commercial agents are authorized to

Such deserters, when arrested, 
shall be placed at the disposal of the 
said consuls, vice-consuls, or com- 
mercial agents, and may be confined 
in the public prisons, at the request 
and cost of those who shall claim 
them, in order to be sent to the ves- 
sels to which they belong, or to 
others of the same country. But if 
not sent back within three months 
from the day of their arrest, they 
shall be set at liberty and shall not 
be again arrested for the same cause. 
However, if the deserter shall be 
found to have committed any crime 
or offence, his surrender may be de- 
layed until the tribunal, before which 
his case shall be pending, shall have 
pronounced its sentence, and such 
sentence shall have been carried into 
effect. 

Art. 7. The citizens or sub- 
jects of each party shall have power 
to dispose of their personal property 
within the jurisdiction of the other, 
by sale, donation, testament or other- 
wise. 

Their personal representatives, be- 
ing citizens or subjects of the other 
contracting party, shall succeed to 
their said personal property, whether 
by testament or ab intestato. 

They may take possession thereof, 
either by themselves or by others 
acting for them, at their will, and 
dispose of the same, paying such du- 
ties only as the inhabitants of the 
country wherein the said personal 
property: is situate, shall be subject to 
pay in like cases.

ceeds without molestation, and exempt 
from all duties of detraction on the 
part of the government of the respec- 
tive states, 

The capitals and effects which the 
citizens or subjects of the respective 
parties, in changing their residence, 
shall be desirous of removing from 
the place of their domicile, shall 
likewise be exempt from all duties of 
detraction or emigration on the part 
of the respective governments. 

Art. 8. The ancient and bar- 
barous right to wrecks of the sea shall 
be entirely abolished with respect to 
the property belonging to the citizens 
or subjects of the contracting parties, 

When any vessel of either party 
shall be wrecked, stranded or other- 
wise damaged on the coasts, or with- 
in the dominions of the other, their 
respective citizens or subjects shall 
receive, as well for themselves as for 
their vessels and effects, the same 
assistance which would be due to the 
inhabitants of the country where the 
accident happens. 

They shall be liable to pay the 
same charges and dues of salvage as 
the said inhabitants would be liable 
to pay in a like case. 

If the operations of repair shall re- 
quire that the whole or any part of 
the cargo be unlonded, they shall pay

The present treaty shall 
be in force for the term of twelve 
years from the date hereof: and fur- 
ther until the end of twelve months 
after the government of the United 
States on the one part or that of 
Hanover on the other, shall have 
given notice of its intention of termi- 
nating the same. 

4rt.10. The present treaty shall 
be approved and ratified by the presi- 
dent of the United States of America 
by and with the advice and consent 
of their senate; and by his majesty 
the king of Hanover; and the ratifi- 
cations thereof shall be exchanged at 
the city of Berlin, within the space of 
ten months from this date, or sooner 
if possible. 

In faith whereof the respective 
plenipotentiaries have signed the above 
articles as well in French as in En- 
glish, and have affixed thereto the 
seals of their arms, declaring at the 
same time that the signature in the 
two languages shall not hereafter be 
cited as a precedent, nor in any man- 
ner prejudice the contracting parties. 

Done in quadruplicate at the city 
of Berlin the twentieth day of May in 
the year of our Lord, one thousand 
eight hundred and forty and the 
sixty-fourth of the Independence of 
the United States of America.

BY THE PRESIDENT OF THE UNITED STATES OF AMERICA. 


A PROCLAMATION. 


Whereas a treaty of commerce and navigation between the United States 
of America, and her most faithful majesty the queen of Portugal, and of the 
Algatves, was concluded and signed by their plenipotentiaries, at Lisbon, on 
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the twenty-sixth day of August, in the year of our Lord, one thousand eight 
hundred and forty, which treaty being in the English and Portuguese lan- 


guages is, word for word, as follows? 


In the name of the Most Holy and 
Undivided Trinity. 


The United States of America, and 
her most faithful majesty the queen 
of Portugal and of the Algarves, 
equally animated with the desire of 
maintaining the relations of good un- 
derstanding which have hitherto so 
happily subsisted between their re- 
spective states; of extending, also, 
and consolidating the commercial in- 
fercourse between them; and con- 
vinced that this object cannot better 
be accomplished than by adopting the 
system of an entire freedom of navi- 
gation, and a perfect reciprocity based 
upon principles of equity equally bene- 
ficial to both countries ; have, in con- 
sequence, agreed toenter into negotia- 
tions for the conclusion of a treaty of 
commerce and navigation: and they 
have appointed as their plenipotentia- 
ries for that purpose, to wit: the presi- 
dent of the United States of America, 
Edward Kavanagh, their chargé d’af- 
faires at the court of her most faithful 
majesty; and her most faithful ma- 
jesty, the most illustrious and most 
excellent John’ Baptist de Almeida 
Garrett, first historiographet to her 
said majesty, of her council, member 
of the Cortes, knight of the ancient 
and most noble order of the tower 
and sword, knight commander of the 
order of Christ, officer of the order of 
Leopold in Belgium, judge of the su- 
perior court of corhmerce, envoy ex- 
traordinary and minister plenipoten- 
tiary to her catholic majesty ; who, 
afier having exchanged their respec- 
tive full powers, found to be in due 
and proper form, have agreed upon, 
and concluded, the following articles : 


Art. 1. There shall be, be- 
tween the territories of the high con- 
tracting parties, a reciprocal liberty 
of commerce and navigation. The 
Citizens and subjects of their respec- 
tive states shall, mutually, have liber

ties of tonnage, light-house duties, 
pilotage, port charges, as well as to 
the fees and perquisites of public of- 
ficers, and all other dutiesand charges, 
of whatever kind or denomination, 
levied upon vessels of commerce, in 
the name or to the profit of the go- 
vernment, the local authorities, or of 
any public, or private establishment, 
whatsoever. 


Art. 3. No higher or other du- 
ties shall be imposed on the importa- 
tion, into the kingdom and posses- 
sions of Portugal, of any article, the 
growth, produce or manufacture: of 
the United States of America; and 
no higher or other duties shall be im- 
posed on the importation, into the 
United States of America, of any ar- 
ticle, the growth, produce or manu- 
facture of the kingdom and posses- 
sions of Portugal, than such as are, 
or shall be, payable on the like arti- 
cle, being the growth, produce, or 
manufacture of any other foreign 
country. 

Nor shall any prohibition be im-

Provided, however, that nothing

day of July, in the year of our Lord 
one thousand eight hundred and

The consuls, vice-consuls, and 
commercial agents, shall have the 
right, as such, to sit as judges and 
arbitrators, in such differences as may 
arise between the captains and: crews 
of the vessels belonging to the na- 
tion whose interests are committed to 
their charge, without the interference 
of the local authorities, unless the 
conduct of the crews, or of the cap- 
tains, should disturb the order or the 
tranquillity, or offend the laws, of the 
country; or the said consuls, vice- 
consuls, or commercial agents should 
require their assistance to cause their 
decisions to be carried into effect, or 
supported. : 

It is, however, understood that this 
species of judgment, or arbitration, 
shall not deprive the contending par- 
ties of the right they have to resort, 
on their return, to the judicial autho- 
rities of their country. 

rt. 11. The said consuls, vice- 
consuls and commercial agents, are 
authorized to reqnire the assistance 
of the local authorities, for the search, 
arrest, detention and imprisonment of 
the deserters from the ships of war 
and merchant vessels of their country. 

For this purpose they shall apply 
to the competent tribunals, judges, 
and officers, and shall, in writing, 
demand the said deserters, proving by 
the exhibition of the registers of the 
vessels, the rolls of the crews, or by 
any other official documents, that 
such individuals formed part of the 
crews; and, this reclamation ‘being 
thus substantiated, the surrender shall 
be made, without delay. 

Such deserters, when arrested, shall 
be placed _at the disposal of the said 
consuls, vice-¢onsuls, or commercial 
agents, and may be confined in the

LIGHT-HOUSES, BEACONS, BUOYS, AND PUBLIC PIERS. 


In consequence of the invitations held out by the act of August 7, 1789, (chap. 
9, page 34, vol. 2,) and other similar acts of congress, various cessions of light- 
houses, beacons, buoys, and public piers, and lots of land for lighthouses, &c., have, 
from time to time, been made by the states, respectively, vesting the property, juris- 
diction, and. sometimes both, or right of occupancy, in the government of the United 
States. The following is a list of the establishment of light-houses in March, 1815. 
To the list are subjoined brief memoranda of the principal, if not of all, the cessions, 
&c., which have taken place in this respect. The particulars have been procured 
from the records in the custody of the commissioner of the revenue, in the depart- 
ment of the treasury.
